SMntarjr, Mr. Fradflriclt Vvuog, liu douo me tlie honour to 
fwqneit me to rcsul a Paper this cvouiug oq the Loownnl Isloado. 
It is ft sabjciit whicli, I beliove, hns sevor been toui-Iii-d upon at 
aay of tli« meclijiRs of tlii» Iueititut«, and m n niprcK'iitalivo mnu 
from tlie l/freword lelftnds, I Lave felt that it is my dutr to respond 
to t)M boDonr which ba.s b«cn conferred, howcv«r uimblo I maj 
Wlo do justice 1a tbe subject. In doing so, I ahall labour uudor two 
■cHow diudvantAges : fint, the difficulty I £ud Ju cotidottsuig 
within tb« limiljt which arc allowed to auch a Papar all that should ba 
nid in fairnEsa U> each island ; and, second, I feel \et? niiprchcaslve 
Uut I sbotild fail to inspire my audience with sufficient iulcicat iu 
a loliJMit wbiob is bo full of interest to myiiclf.

Tb« Leeward lalanda, comprising Antigua and Ritrbiitln, 
Sl Chri»lopb«r aud Auguilla, Dominica, Monteemit, Num and 
tfaa Vir^ia Islands, thoitsb the/ rank araougint the pfulieHt Colonial 
poaMsaioui of Great Britain, oud po^scitii a sulubritr of climate, 
b— nt J M ofseenary, and natural advantages of noil, aiwil to any iu 
oOmt Colooies, arc, I bt-li(iv«, comparatirely little known to the 
ta^ority at people in thiH cooutry ; but the distauec from England 
im Daw H> touch shortonod by tlio qniek pasiiagos that ari> made by 
the Royal Mail Ht«amer8, aud tbo excellent accommoJuliou aud 
oonCorta of trav^-Jling which those tnagnificeat vl's^uIh uiTer muko 
tfa* voji^, vliich ia barely a fortnigbt, so agrccablo, that I hupe 
tha muunple wliicb ha» been rat by distinpushod gentlemen iu this 
owntry who have Iat«ly visitiid thcM idlandii, and rclurnod with 
jilfaiim reports of their travdii, may lead to greater inlercouni^, 
■nd that tbr bond of union may in that way be more olotioly 
drtwD, and Umt greater interest may be taken in tbo wcliaro of tho 
Colon/, which Is an excvUent field fur young men witii moderate 
capital ii < II itrv, aud might be nn agreeable winter reMii for

In the eoursQ of tbia Pap» I shall endeevour to attraot your 
•tttotion to a ehort nattino of tho chief fentnr«» of ioterost in ea>:h 
irfttnd, ita climate, soil, products, cultivation and mflnufactnrcs, and 
pnmoad with a passing eketcb of tho condition of ibe people, their 
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ImUtii aiid cJacatiou, aud cvucludo with a conilenGod history of tliC 
pAiit anil jiroeoat forms oT goTernmeut, aud tho raimlti) thereof. I 
have coupled Antigua aad Uiubuda, und Bt. KitU aud Anguillft 
togetlier, bGcatie« tUo smaJlcr placcii uro rc»pcctivi'l>- atUcbcd to 
the Iflrgcr iiiJatids ; and boforo doalin<i: with the more ImportAnt 
ishuide, I wiU proooed, upon oourt-jnnrtiol priuciptc, to tUspose of 
the small cases fint 

BARBUDA. 

BABBrDATTiuifn'iintadbf tlio Crotrii io tho OodriDgton fatnll;, and 
held by them nntil receutly, when it was gives ova- to Lho Antigiun 
OoTcraiuGnt. It in now held by two Knglisli geutlcmi^n, who lir««d 
horaes, mules, and otlior stock there. Tbere Is a resident nta^gtrate 
and a olftrgjiDan of the Church of Englautl, acd thesofour coupriad 
tha white inhabitants, the totAl population in 1871 being B18. 
Tho blikck pcoplo am tdngnUtly well made and nmacolar. aud 
are a quiet, orderly raco. Gninea corn and Te;^tabl9s aro 
grown iu abtludauov. The island abounds iu doer and n-ild gninea 
birds, whioli afford good aport to those who neit tho island for 
shooliug. Tho land is very flftt and dry, aud h much oovotcd 
with brudhvood. 

ANGUILLA. 

AxoL*n.iA is aUo wry flat and (Iry ; it is about sixty milM ftrom 
St. Kitt«. There were formerly sugar «9tftt9» exporting sugar; 
now, not II single poand of sugar is eiLpucLud, the prinoipal alaplo 
boinf^ tuilt, whioli is produced iu considerable quantities. Thoro 
is a rcsidt-ut magistrate and a Froto»taut clergyman, vitha Teiiti7, 
who maaago the afTairs of the state. The population is under 
8,000, of whom not mont than 100 are white; they live chiefly 
on pigeoii-pcas. fieh, and the flesh of goats, and as they sze 
a UUgularty athletic, wcll-mado race, it would seem that thai Mud 
of food ia well Koitod to the West ludios. Among tlicm tbo more 
serious crimes arc unknown, aud they are quiet and wcll*behaved. 
I have been told an aneodoto (for the corroetuoss of which 1 am 
not rcRponHiblc), that at one time, and it may bi; ro now, then waa 
no prison in this island, and a visitor, taking a atiroll one da}'. m«t 
a man sitting audor a tamarind- tree, who saluted Lim as hepasmkl 
with the usual " How d'ye, massa." The traveller pa.ssodon, and 
returning some hours later, again &aw this man sitting in the same 
pUoo, and inquired why he eat thero alt day, when to his amaze- 
ment he answered, " I da at jail, Massa," mvaning thereby that he 
waa undergoing n Hontance of imprisonment 

Dismissing these small places, 1 now proceed to speak of 
Antigua.

ANTIGUA. 

AmttOA WM Brut sotUcd by a few Englieli families in 1683. 
Kmng UiM* WM » son of Sir Thomnn Warner, the fuaud«r of St. 
KitU< bat it iras chiefly owing to tbe ciit«rprisin^ spirit and ext«n- 
BTv TUV!i of Colonel Codnngbou tiint Antigua was indebted for its 
^rowin; prosperity ; and it isa remai'kablc faot tliat cho Snest estate 
ia tl»t ifllacd at tbo present time, after a lapM of nearly 2S0 years, 
U atill owned by a dcacendant of that illustrious man : Sir Oerald 
Oodrioxtou. Bart,, now ovud that mftguitici-Lt csLul*; luiowii Bit 
BvUy'a Uitpo, of tlic sucocssfol mauageuicut of wlucli at tLo present 
time I ato able to baar personal tostiniouy. 

From Ibo varllcat record of ite liiolory tliis i!d»ud lias bomo the 
Mpttlalkm of bi-ing nabji^cL to tirougbt, and Uiv abia'uce of high 
mfUDtaiiiB may probably rtoooant for it, but my ovn kuowlodge of 
Aatifoa 1m4Li me to aay that it is not so dry n place aa it is aup- 
poaed ; and the soil, whieh is very rich iu aomo parts, is c<)iml to 
way in the Wost ladieB, and can do iritli lesa rain than some of 
the utlMT islandi. It la imid that tlio geulo^iunl foruiationa of 
ABtifTiia ftvMut remvliAtdo feoturM, inralTiux some of the moit 
emioQB ftnil puizliog problems in the world ; the itdand is partly 
B^eafwraa and portly of trap rock formation, aud tbere are Tariona 
nttriue and frc^ water strata furnisliiug inttsrcstinnf facts and pro- 
blem* ; it abounds in fosatlsand ouriou« Bpocimeui. of petrified wood 
and other BubatanoeB, scnno of whiob are exceedingly pretty aud 
take ft tine polish. AVbat ia eallM tho volley district is inter- 
■>rtBd bf boautifaUy romantic vallt^yM rnuuiDg along tbo abrupt 
adca of tho hilltt, which iiro clothed with the verdant foliage of 
• wiety of herbs aud U«t» and twining Bhrobs, forming tnctt 
ivrwiy and pictureaijne waoeiy. Thoro are &<<T«ral ti'roamR, which 
■K Tartly, if ever, dry. atid afford witter fi>r cattle, though not 
w«d fordriiiliuig purposes ; bnt tho iiUattd abounds in large ponds 
ia whielt rain water ia eaught, and the viUogos and sagor plon- 
tationa aro supplied by thcso nud stone taulis with drinltiog 
wal«r. Uout of tlic estates, too, hare welU, from which au ample 
aopply ia obtained for tlie sti^ar works, by means of pumps workad 
by vuul or fltenm powt^r. Througlt the exertions of Colonel Bir 
l>teph<.-a Hill, whoae rale na a popular GoTernor from 16A3 to 1881i 
is affaetiaoately remembered by tbo ponpleof Antigua, an nbnudaut 
■apply of pure water was brought into the city of tit. Johu's fi-(^<m 
a kttg dif tance by iron pipes, and a magnificent reservoir was built 
above (he town from wliich the whole city ia freely suppliod, and 
hydrants are placed iu every part of it for Lho extinctiua of lircs. 
This gieat work neoessarily cost a large snm of money, but the 
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rcquitiiU fuods were iftiEcd by a loan, at & moderate rate of icteredt. 
tlio repajrnient of which was guaranteed b; the Government, anil 
spread over a coaKidorablo time, so that nn oppressire taxation 
aroae &om it, bnt a emaU hottso tax in the town and on the estates 
woa impoiied for lh« purpOKe of repaying the loan. 

The city of St. Johu ia of coDiitdorablc nvno, and is hotter laid oat 
than meet Wet-t Indian towns. Tho Btri>«t« li^ at right angles, 
and there are many £ae buildings, but it bears the impress of a 
prosperity which ic imforbaoatcly of the pant, and now many oC 
these builflingg arc falling into decay. Tho Government Honse i» 
a hirge building, with fine pablic roomH and plea«aut, wolUkepL 
grounds, which arc iised for lawn tenuis and croijuet by tbc prcacat 
Governor, Mr. Berkeley, whose weekly soeinl gatlu-ringft will 
alwuys be remembered, as well as the abundant hospitality for 
which Government House IxM been celebnttcd during his term of 
oflice. 

The cultivation of sugar is now the oue indn^try that is 
purtiued, though eomo years ago, during the Ameiicau Civil 
War, when oottoa was scarce, an attempt was made to Boper- 
tiede migar by cotton, and Home oTer-songaino planters even went 
the length of diH mantling th«ir sogar works, and for a tine this 
staple of industry appeitred to give good promise of enccet^s, and 
tho&ewbo entered tlie field firat actually made a good deal of money 
by it; the soil soomcd admirably adapted to its i^rotvth, the phuit 
required letis moititurQ than sugar cnues, and le»JS lubuur and ontUiy 
was required for tillage and reaping ; but, alas 1 loo many of these 
eanguine gentlemen had cause bitterly to rispcnt tho fnith tbey had 
placed In outtou; for no soonei' was the Amerivau war at an end 
and the growtli of cotton resumed in the Btatea, Uian tbe price f«.-U 
BO low M to make it impossible to grow it as a paying crop, and it 
was abandoned. Tltin wan a severe crisis for the planters of 
Antigua, for when a sagar estate is allowed to go out of eugor 
growing, it takes oonBideruble time and cnpitol before it can Ire 
restored to its former condition, besideii it was found tliat tbe fields 
whcro cotton had been grown had become so imporerisbed and 
covered with de\*il*5 grass, that they required to beheai'ily manured 
and tilled to get them fit for canes, and years of dlEBculty ensae.*!. 
All tliut hat, Lowcver, happily passed away, and a Euccessioo uf 
iicai>o&ablo ycar.^ has followed, no that ut the present time Anti;^iii 
is in as prosperons cnndiliou, so far as good crops are conctrned, 
as it has bi-eu for many years, and if a fair competition vera open 
for the sale of sugar in this country, and tlie pkuturs were not ao 
liearily handicapped as tliey are by the bounty on foreign sugar. 
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Antigaa tnigbl bolil it* o^-a agatiist all comers. Qnine* com 
flomitbai iu Antigaa, ainl ia grown a good deal for feeding 
atodc : it i« on ulmirolilR food for liones, mnlM, and ponltr^. 
moA if Ubgtir could be relied upou UicrO ia uo roason wb; it 
■boald aot be produced in HufScicnt (|Raiitity to xupply tlie 
local market, aod bjlvq UiORe Leflvj bills wliicb nurortuiiRtetj 
toaka »o Ifti^ on item in tb« estate^ cxpeosefl for tlio purchftM 
of Iadi«a aoru, which is largely imported from Amerioft. I 
liava DOTtr seen in any country com ^ovin aaoh grand hixorionce 
u» ia AnUffna. Vftms, too, aro admirably suited to the soil, and 
inigfat be brgoly grown, were it not that there is not saffioient 
labour to B]<arc born the sugar. It in an exceedingly delicious 
attd «bol«some vei^etiihk-, And it bag the ndvantago over the sweet 
potato that it will keep for a long time if Hbored in a dry pUoe, 
wbil« Um sweet potato will uoL keep more thuji a fcwdaja. Antigua 
ItMg long been R4)]i>hrst«l for its pinc-apploH, which I believe are 
tba fi&ett iu tlic worhl. nnd the black pine of Antigua has a well* 
Ibmri nqiutaliou in thin ocuntry. Some timeago on ODtorpheing 
gVBUanuui in that island tried the experiment of Hhip^Hng some to 
Bn^aod. which wits »o sncce&oful that he went in for prodnclng 
ptBM on a large scale, and ahipmeots were mode by the tiojal 
Mail steamer*. The fruit, however, Buffers on tlio voyngo, aod 
aeUon niches here iu perfection. So abondaoUy is this delicions 
Cnut ptodao*d, that in the seoaoa, from June to September, a fine 
pioe.apple, sueli as a nobleman might be proud to place on his 
lablb in tfaifi country at the coat of a guinea, might bo bought iu 
JLflUgaa (or a prnny. The cultivaliou of the soil iii this islaad 
netiTas great attention, aud ia et^ual to any that I have ever tweu. 
Thrcngb the enterprise of a fen proprietors steam ploughs wero 
iatnAnMi some years agv, and there are now a greater number at 
voric in Antigua tlmn in any othor island in the West IndiCR ; thoy 
luTO proved a great nuccess, and hare done an increasing amount of 
good to the bearytlay soils, which, before the na« of these ploughs, 
it was almost impoaaible to till; the coat of working them i» no 
do^t a dnwbaek, but it is one which I behcvo is fnlly made ap by 
iha btoafit obtaintyd; the geoeral Hatnesit of the fields aud Uieir 
frMloa from boulders, of eourso makes .\ntigaa eapecially adapted 
tar tho ssa of steam plough 

Tba maaafaotnro of sugar ia, with ono cieeption, oondnoted on 
vhal is known as Ute onlinory process, that is to say, with opon 
pana. and the cmshiag of tlic canes on the majority of estates is 
aaecHopliabad by means of wimlmilla, as in Barbados, »ome of 
vbieb am rrry powerful horizontal mills, and when the wind hlons 
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therti is no chcnper or better power ; 1>iit though Antigua, ftxmi tbo 
obBence of tiisli liUle, has more f^eiiernll; a tra^e wiu<l blowing 
ilian is tlio cnso witli St. Eitte, still, wind being an uneertain powtr, 
lifts been fonQiI in t)iMQ days of uncortatn labour not to be tfae boat, 
and on moist of the Iftrgo I'statcs windmilU liave been superseded 
by 8t««m-euH"«'8. n-'ifl the elnrjfieatioo of tho cane juice is affected, 
as it is in St. KitU. by ntcam. 

Tho one oxccpUon to irhich I I>ay« rcforrcd in tbo manner of m&nB- 
Jiaeturiiig siigw ib the metliod ndopt«d by tbo '* Ftyor's Concrete 
Company, Limited." Tiii» company was started about fiftiwn years 
ago ly Mr. Alfred Fryer, a chTor, intelligout g«nUcmun, who is (be 
ptttentco of tho apparatus known as "tVyor'H ConcreWr," tho 
object b«iiig to convert nil the Rnccharine contained in the cnne 
into a conereto mnss, thereby avoiding the couversioa of any of 
the crystal tiiiftblo matter into molueses. The idea wab woU 
ooneeived, and. I think, vrorthy of greater Buccess thw it hsH 
obtojncd, but m a pocuuiary pomt of view I Fear it Las not been 
satisfactory to the sliareholderH ; I, however, hope tbnt tho new 
tenure of existence which it has received may sliow frh»i I believe 
to be the crtae, namely, that Mr. Fryer's principle, with some modi- 
fications, is not only prneticable, butonpnble of heingvory cflicient. 

The chief tradn of tlie inland, nn is tlie cnae in all nf the LcLward 
Islande, in with the United Btates and liritisU North Atncricao 
ProTinces ; they supply all the timber for building and tnnkia^ 
caslcfl, oil-meal, com, tloiir, beef, pork, choese, and Milted Hnh, and. 
in fact, nearly everythins that is consumed ; and in return they 
bay the molasaes from the planters ; and. lately, a couRidcrsble 
trade has epmng up in Eii^ar, for which n better price can be ob* 
toined in tlic ieland for that market than can be f^ot in this comitry, 
1iVhy tills slioutd be, or how lung it will continue, is a problem I 
am not able to eolvc. 

There are in Antigua several cattle and sheep farms ; these wexo 
fonnerly »ng&r estates, but during had times those estates cenaed 
to be cultivated, and on most of tliom the sugar works have fnllen 
into decay or boon dismantled, and, as I have previously remarked, 
the outlay required to rextore a disiuanlled sugar esUlo in toogrcut 
to admit of its bciu^ done by moa of limited capital. Tlieae pro- 
perties have therefore been turned into cattle farms and sheep 
runs, and in some placet! with success. The breed of cattle has 
bv this moiuis been improved, and the cross between tho Senegal 
the native cattle has produced a UBcfol clasii of working oiiea. 
[gua muttou has a great celebrity, and is equal to the best 
■li. I have E«cn eaddlca of muttou upon the hospitable tablea 
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f;oDtI«TiieD -which were wortli; of a Lord Mayor's bac- 
tooltry of all kinds is pleDtifol nud good, and Lho Qaioea 
fowl it ei)iiftl, if uot Kupcrior, to plioaaiuit, tb« Besti of vrliiob it 

Antigu* is the seat of Oovemment. and in this rospeot has a 
gtmi »draatage over Uxb rest of Uiu Leeward lalandfl, as Uie 
OttTemor nnd all the officers of the general (^v«nmi«nt r«S}ds 
tbsrtt. The benefii of tliiH is, of counie, obvions, for not only aro 
tbt adiaxicB of Uiom offieora, wbioJi an^ contributed to bv the other 
Uaad«, «p«nt tfasTft, but tb«re is no doubt thnt it Enit« their per- 
miuU eotmnimce to maain m Anliguu and y'ml the other isUods 
aaliUlc oa possibli:. This accoooLii in a (^niut mramro for the 
trt^iMDt oad lond eompUmU one hoars from St. Kitts and other 
[ilin ■ of the mal-adminbiu-ntion of local nfTairs, aud it is one which 
til* Cokmial Offiea woold do tvcU to attend to. if tho sacccns of the 
CkOBftderatioti of Uio Loexvard Inlands is dosired, in order that oUier 
gmtp* of islands may follow tlic oxamplo set ; but, QoforttmatBly, 
Um ptestBt modft of working thnt form of f;o%'oniUK.-tit i» contruty 
tli« prineiplen whidi vr^ro clearly dollned and licld out as an 
faidnccUK'nt to those who were led tboreby to unpport the ichcme. 

Tbt population of Auiigaa is under 86,000, of whom abont 
S,100 are whiU'. It is a rcmarLnble circnniHtiinee that t!ic niimbor 
JoM not iacroiwe, indeed I believe it is the other way ; this has 
bMn attribatetl chieQy to the mortality among children, and from 
ttm» lu ifane tha matter haa been brought to the notiuc! of the 
GonranMDt. and waa taken np serioasly by Sir Honry Irving 
dtmn; the aliort time be tos Governor. Idst year a Coaumasion 
of Inquiry WHS nppoint«d, and a earcfuUy-preparoj report was 
drawn np and ntbniilted to tho OoTernment. but I am not aware 
tbalanytliiniE; further boa been done since. It is an important <inc9tion, 
mnd Doi! that mnut aflect the future prosperity of ihiii islimd to a 
nvy amoos iegne, l>istriot doctors aro paid to attend the chil- 
dnn «f the labftnrbrs, and nearly every eertate has a medical man 
jtf inaJ [or altcndiuf; thi> labourers when thuy aro biok ; it i» 
th«n^bre lo bo pnnamod that tlie fault does not lie in tlie wont of 
Bedif al care. 

I>arm« the last two years the island hoB Buffered very much from 
tha want of steady and continuons labour iu the crop aeaaon. 
Tlttt DO doabt was owing in some measure to tho crops being 
targer than nsnol, and comteqaently more handv were nMjuired to 
Ukt them off ; another reoaon. too, was thnt heavy and freqceot rains 
Ml imiog the reaping seaaon, which caused tho weeds to grow 
EBpidly. and the Sulda tberafore required constant attention. 
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I am iuclined to think llutt if the Isbourers voulil work tt-gulariy 
and Htcadily on Uic cultivated fields, there voald be safficif-ot 
Uboar to the iaUod, but the fMt or tbeir kuowin~ tliat tb«iir sct' 
Tic«8 an' iuilisponsabie, aud Ibftt if tlitty do uot work tliere aro none 
to com|H-tc witb tbem or m^e tbeir placi>s. bos tlic effect of making 
tbcm iihliffcrcnt find indolent; and lacroSMd vrof^es, so far from 
Rlitiinljitiug iucreii&ed Uboor, 1ia>: tbo coutrarjr effect, for not b(.-ing 
tfarifty or prorident, nor caring to put by money, vUen they 
find titat Uioy can earn an macU in four days ibrougb incrcasod 
vngM as ill six, tb^j will oot work moro tbau four. This ia a 
cUnrocteristic of tbe black man. and tb« result has been daring 
tlic lost two sboaont tbat on Moadaya, and often on Tuesdaya as veil. 
tbey havu been iii tbe habit of loaving tlip iiUnlatiua g&ily dressed, 
and, nccompnnicd by drams and Utigs. goini; to tbe ton-Qii and 
villages, Bome to play cricket and otlicr sports, and tbe otb«r» to 
Btrol! about imd look ou, wbilc all work oii tbo eetate wss stoppetl. 
Tbia state of tilings canH«d a coiiMilenblo lose in reaping tbe 
crops of tbe la«t two years, and eompollod tli« planters to go to 
great expeiute in importing foreign labour, and a cargo of immi' 
grants ia now ou it.i way from Hong Eoug to Antigua. 

Tbe good moral effect vbicb a moderate snpplj of regular labour 
has upon tbe nativt'g on a Went Indiao astate is rery extraordinary, 
and the fact of seeing others working, and Ibu knowledge that if 
tbey tbemMlToe do not oome to tbeir plnecii ttiere ore others who 
will supplant tbem, and that tlit'ir work will not, as it baa done for 
some time poxt. wait until they choose to do it, stimulates tbem to 
industry. A similnr state of things existed in Ht. Kitttt seme thirty 
years ago, but tbe introdnction of Portugue^ labonrera from 
Ma^leim, many of wbom are now well-to-do, thriving cilisens, and 
come Ubei'atc«t Afnciins from Sierra Leone, hud the effect of making 
the native laboarers inditstriouti. 

The eiliiealion of the labonring dnssen in Antigua is abuudantlj 
provided for out of tbe general revenue, and is under tlia superin- 
tendence of the In specter- Oeneial of Scbooli^i, who also lives in 
Autiguo. Subsidies aro granted upon a lixed scnie, ucourding to 
rconlte, to nil religionii donuminatiunB, and the salary of tbe 
Iu«l>octor-General is paid by all the islands. There it., besides, the 
Uteo Bohool, as it is called, whicb vas endowed many yean ago bj 
Lady Mioo; it is admirably eonduoted, nnd moftt of the teachers in 
Uie Government schools ara la]c(>n from this establishment. 

There in a commodious harbour at ^t John's, and another nt 

glish Harbour, where there in a well-built dockyard bclongiDg 
^Hie Admiralty (now, alaa I falling to decay), where large sitipe of 
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cut be Aoeked for repairs and eleauiog ; either of tbeso liar- 
boor* nnffbt be made available an Ibe depot for the Royiil Miul 
■toSQMrt, which now go to the Datuah ttloud of St. ThomM. A 
Ijpod. deal mi»lit be said on this subject, but it would oecupy too 
moch tunc in a Paper Uke Ihio. 

Antijiiu i» tb« seat of the Bishop of that Diooese, and has a fiaa 
esthodiml. hiull io place uf onv that was destrojed by the great 
MUibqaafce of 1643 ; it is a eubstaotial aad cominodious buildiog, 
boilt wUlioat rtgftrd to oqj parttoolar stylo of Arcltiiooturo, but it 
urrcrtlulus preseotE an impositij; appearaaco ati tbe harbour i« 
i^proaebed. 

BtMotly an Act was pnssod to disestablish and disondov tho 
PMMatoDt Estalilitibed Church, but reserving tko Test«d rights of 
tbe tliea rxintiug incmnbeaLM: wbnt tbc nlliuialt; effect of thia will 
ba epoa tho fatutv of that Ubnroh romiLiiiii to bo proved. 

TbfltD is also a Roman Catltolio church and ait ainbicioQR-looking 
co o veat, whidi most have cost a gmt deal of mooey ; not loug ago 
« good ladiw' seboolwaa kept there, but I belicTe it has lately b«oa 
abandoDfd. 

Tbe secta of tho Moraviaos aiid Wcsleyaiis liare a large following: 
iaAotigaa,a]id, 1 bolicvo.do mnfib good work among the Inbouren.. 
SoBM of the Morarimi settlements are founded on the prettiest spots - 
ia tihe whole of tlic island. 

Tb* Htencry of Antigua is leas tropical in its character than that 
of SDj otber of these beautiful islands ; the white cliffs ao<1 low 
11^^1*^M^"g land remiod one veiy much of some ports of England ; 
■ad frooi some points of view there aro bits of scenery as loTely M . 
can be found in any part of the world. 

A* I have promised lo give a sketch of each of tbe Leeward 
labwda. I fear that tlie time at my diapoHal will not admit of my 
rmfiema^ to Dumerotis other subjects of great interest in connection 
with Antigua, and I must therefore pass on to the island next in 
inportatieQ of the group. 

ST. CHniSTOPHEB. 

Tjei Island of St. C'liriKtopher, or, as it is amally called, 

iSt Kitls. WM discovcrod by Christopher Columbus in 1499. 

'it w*i first BOttletl in 1623 by an English gentleman named 

Warner, who afterwards, as Bu- Thomas Warner, was the 

finrt (ionnior. This eminent genllcman, lo whose enterprise 

tbe eoloaisatioa of tho Leeward Islands is due, died at 6t, Eittn in 

f J<U8, and was buried in the churcliyard of St. Thomas, Middle 

Iilaiul, wbare there is still a monumait and tomb to his memory, 

c 
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ffhicb, 1 am Iiapp; to Rty, tlirongli tli« cxorliotis of soms ^ntlc- 
m«a ot the i»]au4l. was restored a (tv- yofti-s ago. The early 
hifilory of St. Kitts is one of TUied vLcisnitudeii, ovmg to bkc 
troubln eauBfid ly tlio nfttiTo Churibs, and the froqnont invnsioiu 
of the Freiicli, vhn ait[K'ar (o have been very aiixionn to possess 
dtheiBluid, aud it cbnugcd himd.i bevcral iixae^ ; and ekhuo bloody 
•Aghts oocurred mitijtho gencrcU peaea of 1783, wlien it was finidljr 
xeJed to Great Britain. 

lu the times of the early settlers tlie chief proiluots of tlils islAnd 
weri) tobacco, indigo, nnd ginger, but tlieae after a time gave plRe« 
to the engiir-caue, which tm found to be suitable to the eoll. aud 
more profitable. This product liaa erer eince bad uo rirat aa a 
staple in St. Kittn, and has held the position of its sole iudaatry to 
tlie present time. Br^iw Edwards, who wrote his history of the 
West Indies nearly a centoiy ago, says that tbo average prodac- 
lioa of sngar for a series of years was m.OOU ho^tiheads of m owts. 
«aoh, which t» about the Rame as the averago wci<;ht now of a hogs* 
licad of HUj^r when sold in this country ; but tho averafEO number oC 
hogsheads is oot now more than 10,000. In HpeuluDg of tlie prodaots 
of tilts islaiid, I ooly refer to those wliich form the itoma of tracle, 
hut sweet potatoes, yams, banaoas, pkutains, eddoos, cassava, 
and other vcgetiiblci* are grown in abundance ax articles of food ; 
Aod the brend-ixiiit tree and other fniite arc nlso plontiftJ. 

The soil is pecuharly suited to the growth of the 8Dgar^»no ; ib 
is light aud porousi, and oaaily worked by the hoe; it is a black 
Torrnginous piimioe, finely incnrporated with a pure loom. The 
midcr stratuia %-arios a good deal ; in some places it is a hard 
yellow tarras, and in otheni it ia grey, d&rk bron-n, and almost 
black gravel. The extreme lightucfia of tlio soil makes it moro 
apt to suffer from drought than the heavier soils of Aotigaa, 
thongh the average rainfall is greater. This is especially the case 
in those districts where the subsoil is of the gravel I have 
Jescribod. Bryau Edwards seems to have been much struok by 
the fertility of the noil of this islaud. He K.^y3; -'By what procasa 
of nature the soil which I have lacutioned becomes more especially 
suited to the production of sugar than any other in the West 
Indies, it is iioitlier within my province nor ability to explain. Tlie 
oircumstaiicG in, however, unquestionable." The friable nature of 
the eoU, however, ma)i«s the manurio}* of the land in St. Kitts a 
largo item of tbo annual expenaiture, becauso, in the first place, 
the plant more easily reaches and appropriates the manure, and 
also because it is more easily ovnporatL>d by the rays of the sun 
and washed through the boU by the heavy rains which sometimes 
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laTA beeu as well linown a bnoOred 
m Kdw&rds Adda : *' I am inrormed, 
hmnnr, thnt the plaaur^ nf 8t. Oiristopliflr nro at great oxpecM 
tat tiuuinres." In the Ae.yi when lie irroto rurtificinl manures were 
ankaowii ui the West Indies, but a good deal of lubour woe ex- 
pended la collMtiog busb from tli« mouiitnins, nud other oub- 
■tasoM. to ntske oomposL heaps for mauuritig tlic kutl; now, 
bovtrer, tn addition to this mcBAs of eiiriobing the soil, largo 
ijnftntiliea of expeosir^ nianuro» nro imported, ao as to euable the 
(lUabv* togpttbd gieatwt anionnt of (ragar ont of thc<ir estates. 
Than b also a mode of •nriohbg tbe land wbieli ma; bo said to be 
m apvdality of tbo St. Kittj; rlnntorf), aamely, what U callod tliere 
* yratB drMsinj;,* viiich moaoH tbnt so hooq as the early liclds of tbo 
crof ■» cat off (and tbe; are usually tlie ratlooo fields, or ti]« 
pewvrtof tbo plant canesi), tbe bind is plautod vitb pigeon peas, 
or Beagal bcaus. Tbe'ne grow up very rapidly, and in aboat four 
Mifiitiii' aovoc tbe land thickly and heavily with a mass of foliag«, 
vUeli is eat down and. ploughed in, and rajitdly deoayis. This 
s I rwdhntl J obeap method of adding; fertility to the aoil enables tlie 
plMtcra to restore tbe manure which I have said ao rapidly passes 
Ikmgh the soil. 

tht eoltiTotioQ of Rt. Kitts is admitted to be of tbe very beat 
land ; indeed, to qe« t)ie -vords of a noble lord who risited bis 
4MalH ia that island a few years ago, and who is a pmetical 
tanner himself in thin ooontry, " it is lilte tbe bent mnrkot {j^rden- 
iuif in £D|iUnd." This do donbt is dne to a eerttiiti extent to the 
nature of the toil, vbiob is easily tilled, but very much in aim dne 
to ifae iDdofitry and skill of tbe planters, who are a -^ry respect* 
■kl* «]mw of Tn«n ; nod eomothing is ettU due to the Inbonrcre, who 
•re tstelligeat and obedient. Btoam ploogbs aru not required, and 
titdwfore not ased in Ht. Kitts, and the land is chiefly 
by o«en and by tbe hoe ; and horsc-hoes, or weeding 
la a e h h iia as they are callud, ai« L'tnployod fur wet^ding and keopitig 
tfaa soil is a good state of tilth. A very gond ey»tem bm (mcu for 
■mm I yvare adopted for keeping tbe fields that are in preparattoa, 
or andsr young canes, free of w^a. It is caltod " farming," and 
it mewis thnt aa noon as n field i'; ploughed and banked it {» given 
Mk, aattally to Miao Troman witli one or two diildrca, to hn kept 
dass [br a given time nt a fixe<l rate per acre, payable weakly, 
wUeh sbo is entitled to receive so long as it ia in good ooBditlon. 
TSrfa is a good s>*3teni, inasunch as it provides easy employment 
fbra «la« <'I lahouren (mothcre of (Amiliea perhaps) wlio couJd not 
do more laboriotu work; and it aUa enables tbe planter to have 
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all of liui Gelds nndci oontrol at iho ttamc time. As a rul« Qow 
every pUntcr endcATours to get his ^aad for hi» gromng crop 
prepared, planted, mid put out to " farm " before his reaping 
begiiie, 80 that odo opcriitioii miglit not interfere witli another ; 
in short, I vmy snir tlint, so far aa «nItivrbtioii of the soil goes, St. 
EittA Htands a& 'well as nxty coantry in Uie world. 

I lun not able to epeak in tlio Bame terms of pmise of the 
mamifuvttire of angnr in St. KlUb &b I Lure of tbo cultivatioa of 
it, fur. vitli the exception of the extensire iatroduction of steam 
oogines and milla for cruHhing tlio canen, and tlie entire discanliiiK 
of the old-foshiouHd vititlmills, very little haa been s(!compUshed 
in the mannf&cturo of the, augar, and ilio quality ecju-ccly any 
better than it was fifty yoors ago. Tliis ie probably owinj; to the 
doubt which exii^ts as to whether the I'spital required for estab- 
lisliiiig vncuam-pnns and cciitrifugal tuachiacry, and the employ- 
Tucut of the requisite altiilcd labour upou small or mc<Uum eizio 
estatos, would be repaid by the higlier price the iingar woald fctsh, 
And men with limit«d means do not liko to niu the risk of the 
«x;crimoDt, and " rather bear the ills they bnvo thai fly to thou 
tboy know not of." But concentration of etstaU^B and centralieatitHi 
of the works are ntepa perhapw in theilirrctirtn of an improTemeDt 
in the mannfocture which has been taken in many instances witliin 
the last few years. 

The Houth-ea»tem pru-t of Bt. Kitts stretches out in a dbttov 
neck of land towards None. ftx>m which, at its nearest point, it is 
only n little more than two milcfl. The laud at this part is sterile, 
and only nsed for grazing nlieep and caKle, but there ia a large 
italt lake, supposed to have been formed by an extinct crater, which 
in Eoiue Reasons yields a large crop of salt, but through want of 
capital, or sninc! other oauaQ, it has not proBpered of late. 

It affords me plaasuro to bo able to say that I do not beliere 
there exists in any part of the world a better disposed or a more 
orderly and wcU-hohavod race of people than the ue;3«e8 of St. 
Kitts. Thoy are eBsentiatly a sober people, and with the exception 
of a few confirmed drunkards, who are seldom seen, a drunken man 
ia rarely to bo mot with, and a drunken Degress hardly over. 

The great exil amongst them is iramorahty ; and the unhappy 
results are telling iujurionaly upon tlje labouring population. Such 
matters do not receive sufSoiont attention, unfortunatuly. 

It ia the nature of tlio black race to bo antliriFty and improvident ; 
they seldom make tlie slightest provision for the time of nckness 
or old age, ntid the result is that when overtaken by one or the 
other, they rely upan charity or the public hospitals. They ouinot 
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' bo U27, bnt Uiey aro certaioly uulolout, vliicb aeema to 
ioD without a diff«r«iic« ; but it is not so, for if 70*1 
inspire a aegro nilti an intereHt in wli&t he is duiug, or stimnkte 
hiiB by the Farce of example, lie can ivnd will do ns mucL work and 
M v*U M my tatn in Uio world ; bnt whether il is natural to faim 
cv vlwUier it b tho cmArvating effect of the eliniat«, ha is no 
doahtfljl y iniloleittt aoii reqairos nxging and etimulating.

— r^-^ ibe BOgar canes nud drinking " bureroge," which moans 
■ miittire of tho partly boiled sngar and water, vhioli they get for 
Dolliiag, with aveet ]K>tn.toe-i, bannuas, i>lautaini), and bread-fruit. 
U ihm ehief marce of food ; and » ehirt and tronscnt, of tho 
■ba^MMt and ooarsoot fabrie, is tJie ererirday drofui of a working 
nan. Shoes and boots are never worn except on Sunday, when 
ft good deal of Enery is displayed, and locu and women who during 
CiMwoekwere elad in the einiplwt garb, may bo eoon going to 
doreh or eliapel, the women with mut«Un, and Hometiinea Bilk 
frodu. and morocco shoes, and the mc-a with cloth frodi-ooate, 
■fainjng ailk hats, and patent leather boots, both enjoying Uin 
Iniory of au umbrella. Though tlie lore of dress leads to improvi- 
dcMt ftod hu hoen disapproTed of by aoiuq writent, I do not think 
■ft aliOQld be altogether lUsconraged, for it shows a. tendency towards 
civiliaatioa aud the refinements of life, aud inspires a feeling of 
aelf-nspeet. which should be fostered. 

Basidae the wages wbicb tlio labourers cam, which in enip 
Maaon eomcs to a good deal of money in a week, and the provision 
l[ioattda aud fruit trees which they enjoy, in almost every 
<«M they keep one or more cows and some dieep, goata, 
and piga, which they feed on tbcir employer's property 
tnm ai obarge, aud many of liic men own pouies, on whieh they 
ijda to their work ia the toortiing, and aa tine back of whieh when 
t v tt niiin g home is carried a bnndle of grass or cane tops, or a bag 
«f ml ebkff, which lliey obiaiii sometimes by peruiissiou and some- 
timai without, which is tiie sapper of the pony and cow, so that 
■lliigiillw I they are very well off. A disndvaula^ under which 
Ihinr people exist is their great desire to Ut« io the towns or 
TiUagaa; their ambition ia to bare a house of their own, bov- 
«W aniaU or imperfect, and Ihe^- attach little value to it unleaa 
it M in a Unrn ur village, ofttn going to ooasidetable expense and 
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troabU to nmova it there. Tliey do Dot earo 1o live npon tlie 
Mtaiai. ereu in better ooUages — they prefer a miserBblc liat iu 
town, with budly room to move aWut la ; ftad into tbeso wretcb«d 
hats oambera of hotii sexes are crowded together at night, eoma- 
times in a single room, and io this promiecnotu herding together 
is to bo attribntod tho immorality I have referred to ; it i» bigitly 
object icmnblp, too, from a eamtair poliit of view, and it was tliroogb 
thecTowdiug of tlicso mie«nible huts, which ore oftoa biiilt apon 
poBt« plnnt«4 in the earth, that the groat lost of Ufo iii the Sood in 
Jannar; last in due. The popnlatton at the present iJmv is iiiider 
80,000; it has not increased in ratio amcv the oemiia talieD 
in 1871. but I beUevo that the ttati^ties of the births and 
deaths, which are carefully )to\>t, ahow that then is a alight 
inoreasc of Lho former ; and (bough it has been a«eeirtaiued that 240 
p«non8 wcTO dron'Dcd in the Sood in Janoarr thia year, it is thonffbt 
that the eetisus ueit yesj will show a slight increase of popnlatiou. 
Ample proviHion is tuatle for mcdicivt atteiidiuice to iheohildren and 
the destitute of the laboaring classics, by the appointment of distriot 
dootors, who are paid oat of the public treasury, and each eatatd 
employs a doctor to attend ite labourers. There is besides an 
admirable public hospital (whidi was founded some years ago by 
the lato Lien t.- Governor CRiminghamji, supported at the public 
expense ; aitd also a district hospital in the town oi Sandy PoinL 

Basseterre, the ohicf town, was destroyed by fire in ltMi7, and 
with it Uie beautiful clinrcli of 8t. George, which hod only been 
built a few years before. The town, or rather, 1 should say tlie 
prinoipol and business part of it, has sinee been rebuilt ; the 
streets have been widened, and a better and more substantial olaas 
of houses built ; and the church wan restored through privato con- 
tributiouii. Tbi3 towu is said to contain H.OOO iuhabitants, wliiob 
is too gn^at a uumhct in pioponion to the entire population of the 
itland. There is an abnndaat supply of water brought by iron 
pipes from the old Road Itivor, a distouoe of six miloi;. aad a large 
reservoir to contain u reserve tnipply voa haill about a mile out of 
Ul6 town. HydrantH are tnid in all the streets as a protection 
■gainst fire, and for flushing the oanols in the etreets. Baaseterro 
i» a busy town, and in the crop season the crowded state of tbo 
Bay and Piers gives one an idea of energy and activity. Like 
Antigua, the chief tmde is with the Uuitud Stales and BritiHh 
North Amcricib : but there iii also a good Iriiilc with this country. 
where nearly the whole of the sogar is sent. 

A large sum of money is granted annaully out of the genenl 
revenue for elementary- eOucation to the cUildrou of the laboring 
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tIfcM M , and it ivonlil, I Uuak, b« difiicnlt to find a clitid of twelve 
yma* of »g9 vbn cnnnot read and ^rritc. This is #» far sattsfac- 
lacj, bat I lutvo long felt, aud endeaToared to impnus npou Uie 
Ogmuaentt Uie neccKBity for providing a middle chsu or sK-undnry 
•ebool, vhcTv tba bodh of managera, ovcraeon, and tr«dodi)«oi>lQ 
tniglit receive edncalloa at a trifling coft, to euable ilmm to tako 
Uwir plaeu in dae time as mensbaata' olerke and oversoers of 
■^■tM. Tbe peronta of tbeee dudren luve not time, and in nott 
caaea not thu> ability, to t«aob thorn ; tliev are too poor to tend 
thaia to thia countrr for edacatiou, aud thoy are perliaps too pnnid 
to kt lUeir cliUdreu mis. -wiUi tljoeo tlioy would meet at the elcmen- 
imry achoobr ao tLo; grow up lu ignorance. Enconragemeat 
abettU tberofore be given iu the ubupv of eubsidy to a school to 
•opplj tbi^ wAiit, auder fiueh regolatious as may be deemed nocea- 
Mry. It 18 from the dau I have mentioned that ire mainly louk 
to TMnit tbe ranlu of Uu maDagore, ovorseere, and mercbautii' 
dcrka, and it would be ^fioH political economy to eooounige a little 
hitler cdooation amongst them. 

8ow> years ago, while Bir Bei^umn Tine was Lieateaant- 
OowBor, and Sir Stophon Eiill, GoTomor-iti-cluof, a grammar- 
•ehaol w«B estabtisbcd in St. Kitts, in which Bir Bccgamin took 
gnat personal intercut, and under )m direction and goidanoe, 
aidod by two ablo and ofbciciit ranstcm from this country, tbo 6obool 
Aoariahed aud was crodilablo to tbo governmout of the island ; the 
Bualwr of popUs inoreased, and I could Di\mo many of tbe most 
jaamamA yoang men in tbe Colony nt Uie prcftent time, somo 
■lemWa of the bar, some in tbe public service, and others in 
bniinnw vho ovo their position in life to the e<lacation and trajn- 
fng tb^ reoeived at tbnt Rchool. After a timo, nnfortmifltely for 
tbe Colony, tbe tcrvicea of those masters were lost, and aaotber 
««• apiuinted, who, &« a member of an Enghah Universi^, wus 
praomahly competent for the post, bat. whatever may have been 
Us own attAtnmenbs, bo proved to be nnnble to impoft knowledge 
to «tb«a, and eminently unfit to eommand respeet or enforeo disoi- 
pljoe. Tbe result was, the grammar-iwbool langaisbed, and waa 
alttmataly aboliahad. lliia scbool waa eEtablialie<l in tlie prosperoas 
daya of St. Kittfl ; the cost of tbe master's houKe, tbe school-room 
and fittings, and th« groondii. was abont £l,fiOO, bnt tbe school 
itaelf was, to a certain extent, self-supporting, throngh tbe fees paid 
by tbe patents of the boys;, and an tbo permanent way and tbe 
rdltag vtodc, bo to speak, had been laid down, tbe school, one 
vDold ibinlt, might have been foetort-d, and continued under good 
BMOIgvinatiliieaio, bnt tbe remedy appUrd wastbo aboUtionof the 
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Kfiliool, a pousion to the schoolmaster nlio broiiglit about ibi rulu, 
tbc 6ale of the house aad grouuds for £300, waA the removBl of tlm 
eoboolroom to tUc boapital, to bo used 03 nn ouiUiary wRtd. Tliis 
m&f Boem n sml story of llio rotrogrado nioTRment in this island, 
bat, iiiiliap]>tly, it is iint ti liolitary case of tUe prngress Iho island it 
making iu that direction. 

St. Kittn is, imdoBbtedJy, one of the most lieallliy of the Wart 
lodiou Islaadti ; tUa climate \» teuipernte, and, owiug to tbo high 
mouutains tliat range tliroughont the iHtaad, it u< coolor thao mo4t 
of the iHlandH. M i» well suited to Earopeims, who thrive aod 
Souriish there, and yellow fever, as an epidvmie, hna not beeu 
known for many years, though there ara occHsioually sportdM 
cases, just as tb«re ore sporadic cases of typhoid or scaclet fever in 
this oouutry. 

As a plnoo of rosidMoa it !« as dosirnVle oa an; in tho tropion 
The scenery iu some parts is lovely bi^youil de.ioription ; tbor« art 
few cigbta more beautiful tbau tho Valley of BaeseteiTC, with th« 
aurromidiiig inoiintairis and liillR. as it is eeeu from tbo deoU of a 
vessel approaching it in tho early luoriiiug, niid it is vorth a 
Tiait to the West Indies to view that filoiie. Abor« all, it has 
within itself the elements that coui^titiite the prosperity which 
ODCQ belonged to it, and which only wait to be restored. 



DOiUNICA. 

Tma island wad so named by Columbus bcoauu it was diseoTeroJ. 
on a Sutidny. It \» said that when <jii€Cn Isnlji-lla of Spain asked 
the great cir cum navigator to give her a dcncriptiou of it, hu 
ommpted a sheet of paper in hii^ band in order to give her some 
idiia of the jagged appcaranee of itii conical mountains. 

Iloxan ia tho chief town, and is built on tlie banks of tho rirer 
of that u»me, \^-hich Ih spanned by two handaoue iron bridgei 
eraoted some years ago. The ialajid abauudR in rirera, of which 
fcbere are thirty of conaidorable sine, beoidee ataaUer rivulets ; \i » 
of volcanic formation, and one of the volcanoee is still alive — kfut 
of which it gavQ tho inhabitants of Roseau a proof some mouths 
sbice, when a slight eruption tonk place. 

The soil cf Dominioa bears Ngus of its volcauio origin in all 
parts of tile island; in Rome placet* it is of a light brown colour, 
but iu the valleys it is dnrker and of richer quality, well adapted 
for tlio cultivation of oil kinds of 'West Indian produce. The UfMi 
of cultivatud laud is, however, not very great, and the diffioalliefl in.

NEVIS. 

Ncwi wrirS dtsoovercd at the b&mc time as St Kitts, from vl 
it is eepftratcd only n fow tailc!!. It was first Bettleil by Sir Thoi 
Wanmr, iul02tj. It cousiatft of one monntaiii or cone, abont S,00O 
feet high, irom which the wholo ielaud slopos iii more or less stMp 
deacontt to tho son. The soil is n stiff olay, and is in some phuma 
vary Htony, which makes its cultivation difficult and expensivft ; 
in Bpitc of Ihat, the oaturaJ riohucse of the soil is so great tliat 
fievn-al crops of rattoons can bo taknii oS one planting of vanea, 
which 18 a great aitvantnge. The mimerotiB fine mansion bonsee 
which arc to bo met with in nil partB of this island, hut which are 
fast foiling tn dccny, and becoming things of the pant, are evideneoa 
of the former proNperity of tluH island, and it maltes one dniiri> to 
know why it hna so fallen off. An American captain went to that 
iBlaiid BoQiGtime ngo with a cargo of what is OJiUed " notions," and 
placed himself and liin cargo in the hand^i of nn agent in Charles- 
town, and desired him to dispone of the goods, and provide amoae- 
ment for himself in the meantime. The merchant lent him big 
horse aod bnggy, and sent a, sen'ant to show him the way. Soi; 
liours later tho captain relm-ned, and being asked what be thooj 
of Ncvia, he replied, "I gnesB 1 could write a book about tl 
womoutcdnesH of the place." Tliia is what strikes a casui 
obeerver, but I am perfectly certain, onder a condition of things 
differoat to what exists at jireaeut, the island might become pros- 
peroue again. It boa tbc misrortuno ta be the most heavily taxed 
and tha least looked after of any other islands, and this and St. 
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KitU An, I believe. tli« gnaicai sufibren througU Ui« niismanagft- 
mtat of tlio present form of govenamoiit. What tbcs<> places 
«U)t is iha rouUtiuoas infliiuico of a vigorous and i>ti«rgetc 
pmnmnit. Gito tbem that, and Uwy maj again be proa- 
pvoiu, but if Itrrt OH llioy arc they most go from bad to 
wane, jrau after ^rvar, aiitil they are utterly mined, for capi- 
talMi aru iMtag cooiidtoco, aad bUc traot of cou&donco will 
bs followvd by R wiUidmval of r4tx>itnl.

Thia iiland baa the honoor of being the plnoe where tlie iUastrioos 
Nokoo waa manied to the widow Nishot, who was a naliro of that 
ialafid ; and in ono of the paiidb eburchea may now bo »eon the 
•Btiy of tlie marriage, at which William, I>akG of Clurence, after* 
mrda King William the Fomrth of Englnnd, was best man.

Mxmtaxkxr wdb Qr»t planted in ItI3*2 by a few IrislimoD who 
van disoooteutod with St. Kitte. And it is eaid tiint the Irieh 
■Inunt and Ungnage con still bo dDleetod there, though f bare 
net beard of tbere being any "Feiiiaoii" or "Land Leaguers." 
LilW nwoC of these inlands, it has ba*! its day of traditional proe- 
ptrify and its yoars of known adversity, but its present condition 
daeidadly impiOTiog. It has ahto the OQviable notoriety of 
kvinfi the pretUciit women in tho Wcet Indies.

To tbeM geDtlemen b 
uUo line iJie iotrodDcUon luid clcvclopmcut of tlic lime juice luilus- 
tiy, which has of lato ycA»i boeome an iinportnnt ftad profilnblfl 
trade. Tile cidtivation of sugm* is. lioweT«r, uot altandoned, Mid 
on cue of their estivUts tiiny have recently put up a powerful eteaoi 
plant, on n'hich Mr. Fryer's concretor ta worked, with an improve- 
ment invented by Messrs. Stnrge's intelligent Bttomcy, Mr. J. 
Spencer Qollings. 

Montscnat lied to the soutli of Antigna and St. Gilts, and thou^li 
the diatniice is not more tlian iifty miles from either place, it it 
bnfficiently to the south to escape the centre of the hurricanes vbidi 
eometimee imtm over thcue island*. The uppenrauce of the iidand 
ui pftBsiug it i» biMiutiful, and Uiero arc miiuy pretty bits of 
Monciy on the taload. Tho difHcultr of making roads is vwy gratt, 
and travelling is therefore difBcult. It iihouuds iu fruit and 
TCgetttblcB, aijd living is cheap. The island is of volcaoia origin, 
And there are iqdteatioiis of n crater which i» not extinct. The 
soil more uonrly approaches that of Bt. Kills than any other. 

It has no oouneetion with telegraph cubl«, which is a gteat in- 
OOnvcniouoo, l)ut thro'igh tlio rerantistruuceit of Messrs. Starge, ttte 
Itoyal Mail Htejiniern call at Plyinoutli, thecliief town. A comidor- 
able trade is carried on between Moutscrrat and Bnrbudoe. 



THE ATBGIN ISLANDS. 

The Twoitc IsLAKrs are a group of iinmeroas small iduidf. 
€f which Totola aad Vir^^'in Gorda ai'c the largest. Except for {hc- 
tuiesque bcener)- and danger of navigating among these islands Uiere 
18 nothing of interest to relate. The BritiHh portion came into the 
hands of the EngUsb Government about ICtiO. Ai one time, when 
so^ar-gron-iug was a profitable trado, tbera vore sogor estatex 
exporting that article, but at present I do not think thai tliere is 
any exported. Cotton is grown to a small exteut, but reuiug 
stock is tlw principal bnsiut«s, and turtle and liitli ore also 
articles of commerce. Tho chief and alusost only tmde ia irith 
fit. Thomas, where a ready market is found for supplying Uu 
nomarous steamers and other vessels tliat are oonstantly tliora. 
The irorkiug classes, too, find remnnerntive employment in tliat 
way. At Virgin Gorda there is a oatiiral harbour, which migbt 
be made to accommodate a Heet of Bhi[»i. 

There arc some copper mines at Virgin Gorda. whioli onsaccess^ 
ful attempts have been mode on taore tlun cue occasion to work

Aft U variy penod of the history of tha Leeward lalindii tltey

whilo Sir E«rcnlc8 Kobinson was LieatcnAnt-Govcmor, 
I introdueed creating a respouKiblo form of Administra- 
lOoTarament, with an Executive Council and an Adminiatrativo 
littee (bat in no way interfermg with popniar r^preiieDtatioa), 
fonBor to be a Coimoil of adrjcc, or Privy Council, and the 
r, to whom saUrieB were poid. were charged vUli the re«pon- 
■Ue management of daties which ware previously performed by 
and irrMpoDBible joint committMe. This measora wb« 
at first as an innovation, hot it was posaed. and ita 
working compelled itt oi^&Mta to admit that it was an 
of the eQltghlooed statMmanafaip and great administra- 
talent of a Governor, whose subecqncnt eminent career in some 
Ike laigwt Colonies ia regarded nowhere with greater satisfac- 
than amoog his friends and admirers in the Lcoward Islands. 
In ISM and 1606 the C-onstitoiionanderweut a complote change. 
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The then cxialing liO^UIatares were abrogated, and in tlicir pUces i 
sicgle Chusbor in each Island ms formed of & Jimitod nambfr i 
memben, hiJf nominated bytha Cravra (including lliroopatd oSlciaU 
to perform Ilia nuuislerUt duties) and bnlf elected by Uio electors, 
a double vote b«ing given to the President, vbo was oac of Uw 
noraineea of tbe Crown. This new CouslitaUon was b^ion upon 
liberal principles; ibo nominated io«mb«r3 were chosen oluefl; 
from among the moat Ludcpeudeut and iudaontial gentlemen 
rerident in each Islnud. vrho wore expected to ^ve a consii^tenl 
flQpport to tliG OoTernmi-nt in matters of policy, but were othcr- 
-wine unlettered in their legislative actiua. Unfortunately for the 
good of the Colony that principle has since been diarardfiil, and no 
man of indcpondonco is aovt uominated, as an example of whicli I 
quota tho way in which tho Legislaturo of Itominica bBs lately 
been treated ; it was disKoIvcd, (vnd in rc-nominating erery inde- 
pendent member was excluded, and tho Colonial Secretary of Antigua, 
fain SOD, ft clerk in tlio Colonial Sooretnrv'i^ oOieo of Auligua, and tbo 
Autlitor-Gcneral. also of Autigua, were noniinatod. These oU 
reside in Antigna, and neror arc in DomiDicb, unless wheo sent 
tliere to give a vote. It ia. therefore, not etirjmeiiig tliat the 
Dominica people are (liaHattsfied. It is in such ill-judgod things 
these, which might readily be avoided, that discontent 
occasioned. 

In 1869 an asitntloii wan begnu for nnother change in tho Con- 
itation of the Lecwnrd Islands. 'rh« Bohomo then proposed wm 
confodcratiou of all tiii' [sinmla niider n Federal (^vemmeat, 
with a general Li^gislatire Council composed of mcmbeis from 
enoli of the Island single Cbambors. This measure met with Tory 
great oppoRitioii, bnt with couxnmmate ability, energy, and tact, 
Sir Benjamin Pine, wbo was then Goveruor. 8uccftnlcd in securing 
tho support of Ihe leading men, and evAntnally rosolationa were 
poeied by the local legiiilatares wbiob formed Uie hnsiK of the Aet 
passed by the Imperial Parliament, liiioini aa lie Leeward IsUuda 
Act of 1(^71, etcating those Islands into one Federal Colony. By 
that Act the total number of mcmbeT.i to conipniic the Federal 
CouBoil, the nnmber to be nominated and elected from each Island 
Conneil, and the mode in which they were to be elected was fixed, 
a*i was also the subjects which the Geueml Council was authorised 
to make laws upon. This form of Coiiatitiition, after a good dc 
of oousideration and delay, was inaugurated in May, 1872, wi( 
(»>«t iwimp and state, and an able address was delivered by Si 
uniu on the ooooeion in tho presence of a crowded and utten- 
adience ; and aBsunmees were freely giren of the inestimable 
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. khst would flow to tlio Colouy and to enoli individual Isbnd 
tfcw gl i Uds me«BOrs. It is truo Ihora waro BOmo doubting bonrts 
txii OobotirTing BC«ptics ou that occaaon, but th«3c wero pacified 
tai told to •• liavo foiUi, aod lUl thiuf^ thai) be given unto tlie«." 

Iq bvonr of ibe Umiri/ of Coufedcnition there is much (o 1>e Bud. 
■ad WB» mud, which cannot bo gaiusaj'cd ; luid to tho objections 
wUeh wen nuMd at tho time by its oppoueiils aa to the dieadvaa- 
tafM that would accrue to tliose Islnuila ool under the dir««t HUyer- 
iMJiiii of tb« OoT«rnor, who might pr«f«r to remain at catio m 
Aalignft. and iuavo lbs local aCrairx of the other lalauds to tho 
meny tii bicoinpct«ut salrardiiiates, the answer was — " The policy 
of til* Coboial Ofiioe is to mako tbo confcdorati»u of tho Luaward 
Islaodx vo BOCCOHsfal that it will bo an example for otlter places to 
foOcw, for this is only the bo^tmiiig of n Inrgcr Federation, uud no 
dasnbuy of Htato would punuit anj-lhing to oust which would 
iaptnl it« buooosc" How this prophecy has not beau fulfilled will 
appear hereafter. 

SanntI mevtingt of th« Federal Council fuUowed in succossioa ; 
lb* ddajpitM from tlie Islands attended ; they took well to tlieir 
work, and sMOicd bent npon doing their duty to the Colony ; all 
nwiorw «abmitt«d to them r«ceiv«d careful conuderatioa, and 
wwf« nib{iee(Dd to shrewd oriltoism. sometimes rosultiug in ossfnl 
■BndnMnta ; and the new Constitution seemed settled upon a 
Uatiox foondation. Bat it was not destined to remais bo. 

Is IttTi* the Ulaod of Nvria was turned into a Crown Colony. 
and Ute pcoplo ware diiif ranch Liied. This rendored a cluuige in the 
ComtitiitioD of tho Federal Council (which hnd been fixed by Par- 
Duont io 1971} neeeiuary; antl tho number of membnra was 
nloDad, and Kevis was deprived of its ri^lit to liave an eleottvQ 
HpnMBUtiTd in the Federal Council. 

Bbortly Bft«r that St, Ivilta was also maAn a Crown Colony, and 
a most euriou* arraaitcmcnt was made, whereby five membearB of 
tba ton) ceiuuul nominaud by tbo Goreruor vctn mado eUet&n, to 
•iKi dirm af thnrufUM, to be elteted members in tho Fedornl Council 
to taftmtal St. Kittfi. Anything moro eonfonng, or more inoon- 
•ifllnt with Ute letter and spirit of the Aet of Parliament, it is 
usponiblo to conceiTe, and the impropriety of its effect was pointed 
ovL 

Tb* object of these changes, it was said, was to abolish Bepre- 
— ilaliwii Oovemmimt altogether in the Leeward Iflands, and to 
neoDrtitiel the Fcdoral Ooostitation upon the Crown Colony 
^yatam, which, it was alleged, was the now policy the Colonial 
Ottet «M b«Bt upon effecting. A serions check to this was, bow* 
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ever, tiulamed in Antif^aa, which w&e th« next Isl&nd destiaed to 
be disfrmicbiiifid ; but the attempt to do so tli«r« was met by soch % 
Tjolent popular demont^tratioii that the Govomor prudontly vielded 
to the advice of some of the chief eitiiions, and did not ntse it. 
Thia half sueoess and hulf failure has completely diBfiynred the 
form and symmatry of the "nngufit body" (aa Sir Benjamin Ptoe 
deei^ated the Fodcral Oonncil in hiK ioftngural nddrees), vbicb, 
under the direclionof the Secretary of State, SirBenjiLmiu eipended 
HO much time and ability in forming u.nd Kliajiing. And it was ■ 
remarkable inetanc« of vant of prndcnce and good judgment to 
interfere vith tbo Constitntion of ludividual inUod^, which voald 
ueocfiHnrily involve olmngcs iu tbu Consititiitioii of tbo Gcoenl 
CoTtnotl, without firxt aiicertainiug beyoml a doubt whctlior tbow 
cbaugeaoould be accomplished throughout the Colony. Whether this 
vrati Bonoiioncd or npproved by the Colonial Oilice, or whether it 
v!&» an unanthoriHod blander nriRing out of the middling with iHlgc 
tooU by uuskiUiil handti, is not linown, but whnti'ver it may be, it 
disoloMS the dangers tliat surround, and the auf&ir rieks these 
IsItiDdfi arn subjected to by tlie excitement which frequent changes 
cauHC, and the want of a fixed policy toward.<) them. 

If the Gonfeileration of the Lccword Islands has not beeo a rao- 
ccBfifiil experiment, it is not dne to any defect in the principle of 
Federation , it is not owing to the neglect or uawil!in}:nies& of the 
members of the Federal Council to legislate for the benefit of the 
Colony neither is it, in my opinion, due to its being onituited to 
those islands, oe aomo people still maintain. Its failure is qnite 
distinct &om any of those caasco. It is attributable, in tba 
6nt place, to t't»( being allowed to run off the line upon which it 
was started, and the want of a direct control over the cxocutiro 
maxtbinery, and also to the maannr in which porsoDal fcchnsis inter- 
fere with public policy, and tbo absard duiiire to narrow all power 
and inaueuoe within tho radius of an oligarchy. It would be oai 
of plaoo hero, and would occupy too much time, to enter npoB 
matters of det&il to ^liow how prejudicial this statit of things is. 
and bow widespread is the feeling of diusatisfaotiou ; it is enough 
to say that tho pooplc ore patient and long-suffering, and tlio remedy 
is in the hands of the Secretary of State : and it is to be hop9<l 
that those officers of the Federal Government who, from long 
rosidoneo, and from conneotions and nsBOciattons there, may have, 
imperceptibly to themselves, contracted tho prejudices and the 
narrow views which arc iucidontal to email conimonities, may 
receive tlie reward of long sorvico by promotion to more luentiTO 
employment eUewhere, and that the Colony mnyb« benefited by 
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^pointmctiL of oUiers not labonriug nader anch ilisqiuti-

throagh the official chaouel. tlic tciick-ncy of the report thai ac- 
companies tt i« iiBimlly to diRcrodit tlti^ stnl^mont^ made, or the 
perBonH hy whom tliey are made. Those diKadTiiolagca arc no 
doubt dnc to Iho Uttlo interest tJb&t is taken in its poblio afTairs 
by p^-ople ill England ; and, unfortnnaUfy, tho timo may Ptill U« 
far distant when the promiHed importance of Iho Leuward Islands 
will bo increased by the extonsiou of tlie Federation to the vrholc 
of the Britinh Weat Indies, and even to the Oominion of Cftnadft, 
as WHS propbeMnd in the conclndin^ sentences in tho Blue Book 
Keport «a Federation, page 24, in June, 1»70. 

It cannot be denied that much of the 8iiccoa« or faihiro of any 
oonntry depends apon its Government, and if that be the cace in 
Urge countries i>oe808SUig repros^ntative forma <if goTernmenfc, uid 
vbore the voioo of the people and public opinion makes itself heard 
and felt, bntv' much more must it be so in smaJl Colonies like the 
Leeward Iblauds, whore tho first is extingiusbed and the other in 
treatc^I with disdain. That these beautiful inlands I have dofwribed 
are endowed by nature iritb all that renders them Huitable to Ufa 
and profitable to man, I bare shown by bbe Last},' sketch I bare 
dravD, but that they labour under the disadvantnge of being 
of email Importance as compared with otherK nf Iler Nf^jesty's 
Colonial poaseswooa, and receive but ecaat cousidciatiou from Iba 
Government, is, I fear, t^Hi true. This is most aorionidy and pre- 
judicially felt, and those pcirsoDS who reside in thi)4 oonntry and 
possess property in those islands, or those capitalists who risk tlieit 
capital to support and encourage the cultivation of the Roil and tho 
growtli and maniifactnre of its products — npou which every soul 
in the country, from the proprietor uu Lis estate to tbo pauper in 
thr bospital relien for subsistence — should co-operate witli tfaoDO 
who tiva in the Colony to bring into prominent notice in tlic proper 
quarter the defeuta vf the local Govemmcut, against which no in- 
dividual or cnllectivoremoustranooon the spot has any rcgnnl paid.

It waa faawl vipedient to revive thia. The ^t gentlrimau who 



sonnde^ the DOte of FederfttiOQ in tncwicni times vas Mr. Kerr 
HamUUm, wlio was formezly Governor of tlio Leoward Ifilaods. but 
wboso •ernices Imve becQ anytbing bnt Adequately np|>ro«iak^1. I 
remember hv» worda id one of IiLs tlespntches were : " U i» s 
political croelt; lo m&ke a small i&laitd like Kevis coatribatA to tbo 
support of a King and IjordK and CommonB, with a rci^poiuiiblft 
GoTemment." In lSfi9 I vas sent oot b; the Colonial Ofltce to 
endeaToor to tcTive tbe eefaeme of Fod&ratioD, and again federate 
the islands. Jls Mr. Berkeley has properly said, I met witli an 
enormous amount of opposition. I had to carry the same series of 
resolutions through orcrr Assembly of these little islands. It maj 
be thought a xt^ry easy tliirig to federate little inlands like these, 
but it WHS 11 very difliculb matter iudvtxl. There was ko much 
personality tntrodaccd. Tbo man who is a big por«on id his own 
istaad becomes a much nuallar pvrsonai^' iu tbe Federation of a 
large number of islands ; hot all difliculti<» and personal matters 
were OTorcomc, nitd at length, with tbo assislanoo of my die> 
tinguiHhcd fritiudtt, and among them M>. Berkeley, we have 
sucoccdod in carrying this Federatioo tlirougb. The basis of the 
Foderation vaa this : that tbe general Lcgislntare was to be com- 
powd partly of reprfjientatire meraberii, and pnrtly of nominee 
mombcrst and tlie elective element was to bo distinctly felt and 
heard. Prom every island the members of the Federal Coaocil 
who were to be elected, were to be elected not by the islaad Conooil 
as a wholCi but nimply by the eUetift part of tliiit Council ; that is, 
the elective members of the Counoil of Urn inland who had been 
elected previously by the jieople were to send their rex>resentatiTe 
to tho general CooucU. The Legislature, as Mr. Berkeley said, 
met ii-nd pnsflcd some very important lava — laws oh to wills, 
weights and measures. i(:c.^-of rery great importance were all 
assimilated throughout the islands. I, unfortunately both for my- 
Mtlf and, perbapti, Uio Leeward Islands, •Ko.a culled away in 1879, 
and Mr. Ittirkelcy lias omitted to stiito the fact that I wa.s so called 
away ; and it would look us K I were rcispoueiblc for all thu mia- 
chief — and I must call it miEuhief — which has bcx-n done since. 
Mr. Berkeley's objections and criticisms apply to tho bad working 
of tbe system. Any system, however good, must be badiy worked 
if it ia dono by iuootupL'tout luou. It Beemn, howe%*er, that Uiere 
lias been interference witJi the constitution itsi'lf. This is utterly 
nnjiulifiable. St. Kttts and Nevis, having partly reprceeiiU'tive 
and partly nominated Councile, not only uffceU-d tLosQ itdands 
emselve.'*, hut uffe':!ted the whole Federal sybtcm. (Hear, hear.) 
Mr iuHtauce, whou bt. Kitts was represented m the Ft-dcr&l 
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FCioncil by m«nibcn chosen I>y tb^ rlocMva uetnbert; of the Local 
ICouocU. aiid tb« saoio vitli K«vi8— I ttay, by tuniiug llioso Colonies 
[into Crova CottniMNi you dci'iivo Uio people of St. Kitts of k voice, 
or any npresontation wbnt«vor, in tlic Fod«r*] CoitDcil; and 
farther, yoa ia point of fact iUt«r \o the nioKt importimt point tlio 
whole «(iiif>tituttou of tlie Loenftrd Islaudu as I lell it. AiioUier 
Uiiog Mr. Il«rk«lef bit apou is that the Oovci-nor of tltn Colonics, 
whoever bo may bo, doett not aufficienlly vitiit the minor inlnnds. 
Ha h*s u»t followed Uie «xamplo of Sir Edward UMGr«gor, lo 
visil Ibose idajidu before tbe; were federated to open the Assembly. 
That WM the syst«ni I tosUtuted, that tliore Bliould be ow Oovemor 
fw the Letiraxi Islands, «ad that tbc Preiudentd in tbc particular 
Ukadft should be simply bi» mouthpiece, bin secretary, to carry 
oot thn views which be ordored to bo executed. And I think that 
lo that u due the fuaiUmcatol depai-turo from the original pria- 
eiptMi ou whivh tliia Federal aohemo was promulgated and a gr«at 
deal of the mischief to which Mr. Berkeley refers, (lioar, hear.) 
DoabUon it may be due to ncglcut on the part of the officials 
tbenuelTM. and as to t)iat point I mjiwlf vas particularly anxJoas, 
wmA I represented to the Colonial Office ns straoi;ly a» I could the 
BMtMitj of cbAngiDR th« officers as much at they could when thej 
duutgod the system ; forthu ttuiuo ui«it. do what you could, would go 
hwk iolo the old (groove.

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difficnltieii ; and there liaa heen more correspondence vitli tl 
Home Oovoramcnt wttli rolation to tho aaomalies in the Leeva 
IsLiDds tlmn I daro say eren dot takos place in regard to the Cnpe 
of Good Hoj>9. (H«sr, bear.) Nut only wns llitLt tJie cane with 
tho crimiiiul law, but the otlier krauchos of Ike law were also 
execcdingly dofectiTC. There was a comimrativdy «xten»ive trading 
cominimily, &ud id Uie large Colonics lacn vuve indueod from time 
to time by specJul rtixntitKiitatioiH to give credit to poraonii canyit 
on busiiioss in the Hmnllcr ialaadii, nnil tht^y had no proteetid 
whatovijr. If a difHcnUj' aroKn, and a man vn» not able or not 
williii>; to pay luB debt, bis creditnr had to send dowu ut cossider- 
ablo oosit ft ^cciiil power of nttomey, or an agent to look after Itin 
■DtorestK ; and when he did get to the island in which Die debtor 
resided, he often found that probably the only member of the Bar 
rcsideQt there had been rotnined on the other sido, and the hope Of 
ooUeoting aujthingtoo often vatut<h«d into nothingnotis. (E>aagbtcr.l 
Kot only was that tho esse, but a writ issuinjc; from the judge (t 
VAJi before Federation wafl eatabliehed) only operated io tho pi 
vhero he liml ii^ciUGd that writ ; and the creditor by removing to 
another inland renderorl himself qiutc independent of legal prooess. 
Now a cn^ditor remaius iu Autigim, whore he may oonetilt his 
attorney and give ci'edit all over thi? Colony ; and the moment ■ 
party allows judgment to go by default, or au adverse verdict is 
obtained, the process of tho cowrt, though gi'imted in one island 
only, opnniteH throughout the whole Colony. The grtjatcst protec- 
tion iH tlina given to capltaliatx and the commercial body of tbe 
Leeward lelonds, and, indeed, to all rlnuseg. Theao ehangeii have 
given encouragement to trado. aiid led to the outlay of cnpital ; and 
if other circiimHtances havu amcu to iuterfore with tlie t^ncoess of 
the Federal Union, I for otic deeply regret it, and I sincsrely hope 
that thoae difllculli?» will soon bo removed, nud Federation prove 
entirely enccessful, and as pcrmiLUcnt a benefit to the people of lbs 
Leeward Manda 8h it certainly was intoitildl to be. (Cheers.) 

Mr. J. L. Obl»ox : We have heard hitiierio this evening what 
might be called tbe purely oSciol view of Federation. It ia 
ueceHtarr, bafore this meeting closer, to exiiress what might ho 
called tlie Colonists' Tiow of it. (Hear, htui.) To statesmen in 
tluj coontry, ac<:ui<iomed to take broad views (occasionally mthcr 
«uji«rfici»l, perhaps) of Colonial policy, the idea of Fedwation is no 
doubt au attractive one. It oau be qnito understood that in now 
countrioD, with a largo c:iteut of territory and with a (liin and 
eeatlflrod popiJatiou, where there is n single interest, and whore all 
daaaos would be eriiially affected by a common tariff. Federation 
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pocnihly Trork woll. Bat wlioro yon Ixikve & namber of islitndB 
.tei liT ua, 1.11 of tbiiu old cotmtrieii ■witii a history, all of 
tWn liaving Ijad for bi&d.v ycartt pa«t — aome of thorn, porliaps, for 
MOtoriu— their own nii)r08(^ntii.tivn inntita lions, their own ^at«m 
nt liivs and fjiOTamment ; encb of them, ax it woro, a c«uir« in 
itaaU. lo lake avajr Uieir iudivitlualilj, and to attach tliom b>* 
fsrvly artifleifil moans to another centre, anch n sehom'' of Fe^lpm- 
^^liaa mutoaDtain williiii itself tlio very eloments of fnilura. (Hear, 
^Umt.) Asd this baa proved. I tbini:, to b« the ease with ih& 
^■Bdintion schanic of the Leewiird Islands. (\o, no, anil hear, 
^^fft.) Nan wh«n Sir Benjatmn Pine (whoso premnM here to-night 
leniU such uu intcroit to tbU nmctiog) beRan his work it) the h&e- 
laJautls, he nan almost itas^gitod with the diffioalty of the 
He ivportod to the Secretary of Stnto that it viu imposHiblo 
to make a oompleto taiMnn. Of course, oue main element of 
FBdaimtion id a common tnriC But Sir DonJiimiD Pitie reported 
that th« tariff aailahlo for St. Kills wonld iiot do for Anti^taa. Even 
th» MOM «7vt«m of miuui^iDs the ptihlic road* would not apply to 
both OolodiM ; whilo it was gojiornJly felt, not only by the Imperial 
wati Iioeal GoTGrnmuits. but by everyouc intorcstod in ttieso 
^-Colooiea, that tfao couaoUdntion of troiuarics would involve a 
Hgriavoo* and cruel wrong. ^Hear.) In foot, it was fonud that no 
P«lMm roUor erer inrented was heary enough to macwUmiiw the 
KMtPme* into one dead level- (Laa(;hter.) Sir Benjamin L'itie and 
Mr. 8cmp«r liBTe ipoken of the opposition presented to tho nchemo. 
I knew aomctbins of the prooeedin^rt at the time ; I was aware 
of the etroog fceliDgK that were aroused, but there wan ever; dia- 
pontioa to gire tlie sclieme n fair IriKl. and I tliiiik hoUi Sir 
Benjaauii Pino aod Mr. SempiT ivill admit that there was no di^ 
I'Usitioo OD the ]>art of the West India body in thit ooontry to 
<ippot» or to pat any undue obstacle in tho way of Federation. 
But after tho tapee of ten years the time ha^ come to oatimatc tJie 
'A ' ilid the Bchoms promise ? Better law«, swifter mcanfl 
.,: y.i^:.^i, iuiUtr and sonndor administriitiou of government. Wa 
were promised docrcoAod taxktiou and expenditure, and an elastic 
rerenno ooiBOtdont with ineraasad prodaetion and improved tmde. 
We were promiaod all these Utinga ; what do we aoo ? With regard 
to focilitiH for justice and tho cirooits of tho jadgee, 1 have fre- 
quently heard oomphuuta of relations delays, and I am told thero 
ia not that ooDfidenco in th<< judicial courts of the Leeward Ulonds 
wbteli oaght to eust. And with regard to finoneea, SitBfiitJamin 
Fins was in the habit of quoting in his offlotal addreaua to tho 
hjialihirr" a aentence from Mr. Bright, as follows : " Tbere is no 
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better te&i in the long niD of the ctmditton of the pooiilu, and the 
niL-rit!) of the (lovemincnt, than the Etatc of the fin&DccB." WqU, 
all I eu.n say in, if tliiy is to lie iiie standiird hy whicli tlio tneritii of 
tho Government during tbe last ten ywarH are to le judged, llim* 
meritH are not piuticularly tUetlnijubihable. (Laughtot.) There ta 
no doubt tliat «xpoDdituro in all tho Colon ius, eicRpt perltaps, 
Aiitigiia, has iuan^asvil. In Nevi?, ht^Lwouu IISTO and 1878. it hiwl 
actually nearly doubletl, while the voluo of exports had gone back 
aJmost to tho KniDQ cxtonu Tlir expenditure of Uominioa, too, 
lias largely increased. It is upon tiiese two Colonies I wish to say 
a 'fford. I hold in my baud a copy of a petition to the (jaeon, 
signed by 7t;0 of the priJioipal iuhiibitantn of Nevis in iy70. In 
this it xras complained that the surplus which existed st the credit 
of the island in 1872 bad been euttrdy absorbed— (boar)— that 
uxi)L'uditure in several yeats liad exceeded iucume. and that this 
cxpcttditure rcpresentetl. an amonnt of taxntion whicli was abso> 
ltit«1y cmsliing. A long; list of Additional taxes are given, impoged 
Iwtwwin the years 1H71 and I87G. The peLitioaers further oom- 
phuucd that the nuoQicial Members nf Conuci), who mij^ht be pee* 
samod to imve eomo stake iu the country, were alvnyti outToted 
hy the oMcial Membur);, whiliJ the casting vote made tlie OoTerno>r 
absolute, and the Uovcrnor-in- Chief knew nothing wbatevw of 
what was going on, nnd had no moans of aseortaining tlio tiowk 
nnd wants of the Colonies uoininitlly under his govenimenL 
(Hear, bear.) 1 thought tluK petition wuh bo important that I in* 
duced a Member of Pnrhau^ut to pnt a question about it in tho 
House ofCominong. £q rtply, tha Caots wcro admitted— they could 
not, of course, hv tlinputc-d; but il was etiitud that the T«a»ou why 
tbiH stnto of thin(;s bad (irison wan probably because Pedoration 
hod not been c&ri'ied far eooogh. (Langliter.) It Htruck me that 
that was one of tlie mott iUogtcal stalemeute «ver made ui that 
moot illogical of all Icgiiilativo asAfiinblies, the Britttih Hoase of 
OommoBH. (Lanfihter, and hear, hear.) It sesmcd to ubuw snch 
a mieapprehensiou of the giat of the question. I should think the 
true logiual result wuald bo that if thcHe thingti had arisen under 
» partial tiyAtem of Federation, the oompletion of FedcratioD would 
have completed the ruin of the ColonieH. (Lau.;ht«t, hear, bear, 
imd no, no.) In Haying tliie, it must be perfectly understood I do 
not blame in the slightest degree, or oast any rejection upon, the 
Colonial Office. 1 leheve everybody at the Colonial Office is sin- 
cerely and anxiously desirooa to do what it> beat for thu Coluaies, 
and promote those meaaarea beat calculated for their improvement. 
No ono con help admiring the great ability which is brought i»-

In tbe Leeward I^laud*, or rather in 
the prinripal islands of Antigna and St. Kitta, vith Nevis, thore ia 
bat u(i« staple cnltiTatioD, tint of sugar ; n.nd the eircaniHtanceiof 
ibma islands are sach as to leave very little iu tbe power of the 
Coloaial QoTemmoot to do in the way of helping the planter. 
The prodperity of thcMie itilands mnst of necessity depend on tJie 
piico of nigar. aud on the qaestion whother it yields as adoqaato 
rstamtouapiUL WhethuritdoeBtioornutiiia point un which diSw- 
naeeinay exltt. and ou which I am, porhapn. not very competent to 
esprecB an opioioo ; bat I apprehend that if condacted on a eaOi- 
eiaolly huge scale, and with adequate capital, tbu cultiration of 
cogaritatloast as profitable aa any other form of agricullnre in tlu 
mtld. With zogard to Federation, Sir li. Pino and Mr. Juitliee 
Sanper li&va uitplainod some of the avilii and ineaavesienooa wbieh 
U vaadasignsd to remedy. That ench one of these small oom- 
annitiM ehoald haw its own soparutr code of Jaws and system of 
t«^ and jadicial precedore won im auumuly wbiuh cloarly called 
for remedy, and the obriotiH remedy lay iu the creation, or revival, 

tof a central legialatarc. This hae boon done. Whether tbe form 

' oClagi<iatiirio adoptiid wiu, or was not, the best possible one, is a 
aptm^tm into which I do not propoae to enter. It is posaibls that. 
ia tbe first instance, tbe powers delegated to it by the ishind 
li^ataturMi were fiomewhut too n'suictod. But a ocntrnl Icgisla- 
lira baa been created which ia competent to do, and which I 
belierft has done or is doing, the wori^ for which it was cri-atcd, 
til, ofeatabhehing uuiformityof statatelawandprocedare Utrough- 
oal the Colony. As regards the civil administration, tfap practical 
diflealty ia to provide an efitcient machinery witb Uie limited 
finida at the disposal of the Government. It ia obviously difiieiUt 
and ousUy lo provide for the civil government of a popnlation 
acaltMut over a group of six or &eveo i»liU)iU mauy xqHm apart 
bon ««eh other. This geographical sabdivision neeeiajtatei ttia 
■aiDtcoBuco of itx or Mren separate eatahlialiuents, and six or 
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sereB sets or public iustitntionH, tmcb ivi gnola, liospitfUs, poor- 
tioosen, &«. &o. It is perhaps noX stirph^lDg that viUi ftttch b 
Bystem of tnnltipiication as -this thoro should be a UndoDoj on tho 
pnrt of the AdmiuistiTstioQ itself to rnn to tiixos and stivens. I ilo 
not thiak that this diOicuU^ would be removed b; th« adoption, lA 
one time Hnggested. of a common treasury, though 1 think some- 
thing might be g&ineJ if tho sererat islands were to contribute to 
a eommon cirii list on n mor« extended eeale than tho existinft one. 
The real diSivulty is Umt tho revenues of the xeveml itilauds ai 
not more Utau siifticii-nfc to defray tho cost of their fimall and poort 
paid loeal ortnbliiihmpntR. Tho remedy w, I tliink, to be aougl 
in an iuiprovi^meiit in the itilanil finances through hettar eotlectiMt'^ 
of the revenue and by the gradual correctioa of nny defects vhidi 
may exist in the composition of the civil aerrice of the Colony* 
ImprovomontH of this Hort ciui he tlie rasutt only of careful 
piunstaking government, and of time ; but I see no reason why in 
time Federation, whi(h liaii securad to the Iieeward Jslande nnifor-j 
mity of Uw and prooednre, should not also seoare to thpm tha 
advantciKes of fiffirieut civil ndministration. (Cheers.) 

Sir. R. U, I'basce : We bare heard to-night a very interesting*'' 
paper ahoat the wants of tbu Leewanl Islaudit, and, among other 
thioga, thfi 'pro^cES of tJic pooplc, iho nataro of tho 
man, &c. AUovr mc to rather g«nora1ieo the enhjoet by aay 
UiRt, among other thing*, the Ivcluror etated that tho trndo of tlie 
Coiouiutt wna with the United HtutcK and BrttiGh North Amerlnii, 
by vrhioh I imdcrstood btm to mean the Dominion of Canada. 
Now I should like tl!<? lecturer to gira ns aome more definite 
Fommfiou really to iUuMtruto thia point. F boliovo that there' 
ifi no trade mora valoablo to (rrcat Britain than the oommeree 
of its Bev«rttl Gotonica. (Hear, hear.) I iilso beliei'e tliat free- 
trade, oe botwoen tho Colonies and the British Islands, even if we 
nro nnnblo to obtain reciprneal trade between onrsolves and other 
Enropean connirie^, would bf! of itself & sufficient basis for the 
oncountgemcnt, not only of the homo trade, but of tha oommc 
ofthe Unitf?d Kmpiro, (Hear, hoar.)

TIicsd Colonics present fine fields for 
tlic intelligent EagUah goatlctnttn vitli eapitnl. TIio islands have 
been aader a clonil tbrougli tlie xeriuuB niLsmanagement of tlie 
Colonial Offico and tlie CliaucoUor of the Eiolieiuer — (lauglitcr) — 
and the loo freijaenl allnratjon of the laws and duties in this ooim- 
try. Now yon laugh ; but 1 wmember the time when we com- 
plainod of the want of protipcrity, and ircro mot with tliia remark : 
" You are behind the UmeR. Why don't you improve your rnaDQ- 
facture ? Why doii'l you make lump sugar, and send out the best 
machinery yoa can bay?'' What waa the result? We wart 
indacod to do so. I myself baTo sout out thousands of ponndf^ 
worth of Engli»h machinery, the best apparatiu from Belgium and 
France, and boiling-panti that had pro\'ed KaocMsFul in the 
Manritiu?. But what iras tbe result? Wliy, the next year the 
OUanci'Uur of thu Exchequer altered Lbe motle of arranging the 
su^r duties, thereby caf;tinf> a&ida tliu bottc-r uugar oiu imprOTed 
machinery was ititouiled to make, and making it dosirnblo tomnna- 
facture biul su;,'iir a« weighty as possible to enlar our porta at the 
lowest rate of duty leviable, leaving to the fupurior skill of the 
reSoQra hern t» make the limip RUgar demaikilod by tlie public. 
The oiiboDme of this is the most uigeuious device of Mr. Friar's ooa- 
crctor, which nends homu to lii» leliuory at Mnuchestor and otli&r.i 
the wliolo BaoQliarinc in the cane to be improved here. I wisli to 
point out to the people of England that this year one-third of the 
orvp of AiiUguii has gone to the United States. I take it for granted 
that nmiiy in tUi* room are not Wont ImlinnK nt nil, but are oon- 
nectcd with ntlior ColenioH uf litis gruat Empiric, (tlcnr, hear.) Now 
i aftii, ciLu it be fur the good of our shipowners and merehauts or 
propri<;tom of the eoil, or for the Church ostablishmenttJ which hare 
done Ro much at gi'eat cos( to humanise the psopk, th:»t the trade 
ofour islands vLouU blip away to a foreign country, an autagouisUc 
foreign ooiintry ? It is not ono which befrtouds ua in any way ; 
they oppose our Free Trade with tlii; strongest poi<»ib]e Protection 
of every kind, and prvvcut us having frco ivud fair iulcreourso with 
our commoditioa, and tha more prosperous they bccomo the mure 
will they succeed in excluding us from the markots of the world. 
(Hoar). 1 holievo every utlier Wvat Xadiau Colony, daring recent 
years, ftcnt a large portion of their prailnco to tbiit great country, the 
price being more uuuscQiul to the aellers than that which tliey 
could obtain by aeudin; their proJuc; to this oonntry in oompeti- 
tioD with forei^ bounty sugar. Our meiehonts aad ahipownon 
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mn nil Eufferers here ; aeTertheloHS, it la the only bright slu I coo 
Mt in Uw future, and, painrul as it is to English ooloaisU, it 
beeom«s > occosait; tu caltivato Um foreign friendiihip. We an 
tiiDini nfT br tbi!< cotmtry. and wo must tborefore cnltiratfl a coo- 
Metioti witli Uio Uuiuxl StiU«8, oud hopa in futnro that the high 
ptiew which for th« lasi, tvv yearn they haw been able to offer may 
bt DMaUnaed. Dat, as aa £ugU«hmaD, 1 suy it with pain and 
Mgttt that I ihoatd hnvn any dosiro whate7or to belong to that 
grekl lUpublic. About Confederation : I hava the honour to be a 
VMtrynau. and have b^en for many y«ar), of the ^aat parish of 
Kaadngtoo, and I ask yon whether it voald be for the int«reat of 
gvntlanMio living in tha ma^nilicoat mnnF^ionii of Uiat diiiLrict to be 
eoofederatod with Poplar and Wiiitctihiipel, J«rs«y, or Uio lele of 
Man — islands as far from Eeanington as tbo West Indian Islands 
ar« apart 7 (A laagli.) I do nut think that delegates would oome 
frdmalt tkoie di>;tinot plac«3 to make the lawa for KeDBingtOD,par- 
tieslarly aa all thoM parishes would necessarily require tbeir ova 
UmaI moU to btt spooially oared for.

Not one of the brilliant promisoa held 
oat to OS has been found a reality in practice ; hot the constant 
vtrry oftlieCobmalQSco ia most irritating to thoM loyal Bubjccte 
at oar Qumh who hare to baar it, Barbados used good jndgmeni 
in watdiittg its workiuga, and, on finding it to be a failure, dia* 
pUjrtd oonrace in mUUllg its iatroductioo into Lbo Windward 
ralaitdf. It has been the most cspenaivo, diiiasirotiii, and complete 
Cailttr* : and tf there ore any Colonies in other part* of the world 
nxeopt Caoada, I give them warning that they hod better not 
attempt to iatroiuco it, for it wauld, besides boiug found costly, 
prof* ft great failure. (Load ebaen.)

00 tha St«ttBtic8 of til* lodiou Empire, tbat you will not judgo 
that I am aboat to dclivor oay vory baro dry-figured statemeDt I 
uhall bave, uo doubt, occ&siuuully to allude to figures, but I trutit 
tbftt ntoli alluiioii vill only be just MuQicicot to elucidate tbe gruTc 
loi impottutt couKidenitioiks trbich I am about to press nponyoor 
attantton. Wult, tboD.Iuadentond.suljecttoeorreotioii, iu tbe Grat 
flaoekhat Ibave tin: honour at tbia luomcot of addn'ssiug a large 
mmlMr of geotlemenwho bave been takiug part in tbo Govoramont 
of til* varions Colotiiea and po«8uiMuona wbicb moke up tbe Britisb 
Eanpireof tbeworld. (Hear, bear.) Aim I belii're tbat I have tbe 
kmoarof oddresaiog many gcntlttmea who bavo boeii or still oro 
fogtgoA in tbe numerouii offaim and various kindit of buaiuesses in 
■liich the Britisb Empire is concerned. (Hear.) Well, tben, gcntle- 
naaivlio bare governed our depeodencios,gcntlciu«ti also who have 
taken port in tbeconcerns commercial and indiutriul for LbuM:depen- 
dradcs. yon arei as 1 underatood, anxious to bear somotbing 
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regarding the Goreramenf, and tlie jiffairB, indostriftl and oommar- 
cial, of what I rontnre to tbiiik is the (neatest depondency of tbun 
all— (hear, litarl — in fact, perhapa, the greatest foroisu Empiiro 
whicli haR ever lipen seen in nnoicnt or luodErm times. Now, in 
the firat place, we often hrar in onr days that this splendid ilopoit- 
d«ncy is verging npon insolvency. I am f.ir — and thoso who think 
witli me are far— froin coniplnining of gpiitlemeu in thi^ uoimti';, 
loarnod and accoiuplisbf.^<I botb iu ntntiaticfl, economy, finande^ 
and adminiatration — v/a ard ftir from oomplaining of tho40 gentle- 
men making obMervntions of thiit character, because such obsenra- 
tions cun&tttuto wnruin^ of the danger which lie before on Empire 
— a distant alien Empire like that of India^and warninga ftleo 
•e&iiut the pitfallH into which administrations of that Empire 
likolj to bo betrayed. Itnt etill Uie effect of such obsorTntional 
to throw Mi back, &a it vere, upon oiir htkutichos, and moko'' 
consider whether the finances of India art* Miund or not. (Haar.) 
Now, in the fir»t place, let me assure yon that Ihoy arc Bouud. (Uoar, 
hear.) Yon hoar a great deal obont the error which ha» rooently 
b«eu made, or the miBoalciilation which )ia>( besn mud«, rogardiug 
the c»tiuato of the cxpcnnes of the Afghan wur : but 1 nood not 
dotftinlyou for a moment by showing that estimate, if it bo right 
or if ib bt^ wrong, does not in any way concern the substantial 
fittiuicciof tho Empire, Whether, for instance, the Crimean War 
hag cost eighty, or ninety, or 160 millions sterling would not have 
affected thv substantial finnnces of the British Kmpire. (Hear. 
Loar.) Wiioihor the CiTJl War in America coat eo many hnudreds 
of millions of dollare, more or less, makes no diiTereuoe to the snb- 
Etanttal iiaauces of tlie (vovernmEint nf the United Btutea (ITear, 
hnar.) So, in tlio same witv, the ijneHtion nf whether the Afghan 
War hag cost eight miUions, or fourteen or sixteen millions. I do 
not dispurago the gravity of tliiit ; all I say i-i. that it doeK not 
affect the substantial finances of the Empire. (Hear, hear.) Tbor«- 
fore I say that you will find that ludian tinantiea are sound ; thoy 
are soundfor these reasons. Yon hear of deficits, annual deficits, 
year after year. Now Uieao arc tcohiiicol nominal deficits, bat tbey 
ftr« QO deficits at all in the proper Ronse of the word. Those mer«ly 
arise becanse the sums Rpeiit by theG^overnmeutupon the improve- 
ment of ttie ooiiutry, upou canals and railways, are inobided in tbo 
ordinflry iinanoc«. 

Now, in uo other eouutry in the world are such cLnrgea iuolnded 
in the ordinar)' finanoes. By ovory other country on the faco ofthe 
Qortli those itome are oxcludod ; and that bung so, there iii 
in India no deficit wliatover, on the contrary there is an exact 
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ojoililiTiatD estaliUfilied between inoomo ud cxpeQditnro. UpoD 
lb* ftsuoe of the IsHl twelve years tliere hau been actnuUy a 
iii(lit stir]ihu ; uid tLuB it goes on, n little deficit one year vrith a 
Bttfo sarplaa anotliur : nud, when yoti oome to drnw out tlie 
HirMidtf of a suruM of yiMun, tbcro conioe oat a nligUl sarpliu. Tbeu 
th« »Taua«8 aro said to be ioelatttic; well, they arc iaoUstio as 
ogmpuwl witli the elottio rev«naea of England ; but, novortlmlen, 
tlwy w« growing and incffMaiiig. (Hear, hear.j Tlivir iaoidonoe 
of taxation ia exceaaivaly low. I bare hardly time to go into tb« 
datailH of it, hat when yoa oomo to per head of |>oimlatioD, it is ar 
bw u Uxatioti can pocaibly bo if there is to be any taxation at alL 
Tb«), the army expendituro in not excessive ; it dooB not amount 
to aboat one-(|aartei of the annual receipts. It heara a propurtion 
d( tbont one>tiiird, aooordingly as yon obooise to take the total of 
Dm ravemws proper or ihe total receipts of all kindii. It docs not 
Hosad tit* proportion of th« defence vxp^oHes ^rliich anyone of the 
grant Powcni of Europu bears to the general finance of tiiose Poweni. 
Theraforo the army iu India ca>tt« aboat as much as it eosts in all 
other eiTili»ed coiintrii>a — that, and no more. The civil expenaax 
■n not oYamuuiiug the ooiutablc ; thoy are kept well in hand, 
Md, W ihey are rather diminished iu all tliose respoota which 
affeeta Europeans, they are ciligiitly increased in other reapects, but 
Bouty fur the sake of giving the oativos bi'tter pay and better pre- 
haweai. Bat even then, so correct has Wen the management, 
that tluiro has been no real increase on the whole, Kavingn being 
balanead against aogmcntationa. Than pnbhc works have, no 
doQbl, beqn carriod out to a great extent ; it is perfectly tme that 
Iha GoTcmment have invested £1S&,000,0(M sterling upon rail* 
wayiK of which about £1>3,0(KI,000 havabwaexpcndedbygaarautced 
eoapaniaa, and the rest indirectly by the State, tlie total being 
afcoot £122.000,000. Upon the whole of tliat concern taken 
tagciber — tome railways paying more aud aomo paying Iceis— upon 
the whole they are paying about Qve per cent., iiud this uotwitb- 
■tandlag the many new railways which have jaitt been opened now, 
•r not quite completed, and which have not yet got thoir Itafflc 
4>Telop«d Von bear a groat desl about canal)). Well, we bare 
Wyood qaeatiou Bimjily tln^ finest canal ny^tem to be seen in the 
nirld. (Uoar, hoar.) Whothrr It is iMiualled by ibt canni Bjstem of 
the Babyloniwi in tlio day* of Nebaolisdnezzar, orof Alcundcr the 
Onal, 1 hitrdly know : bat even in Mimopotamia there conld hardly 
lofiNtbaatt canals to enrpMa the oonaUi to be suou in India. There have 
kea £9(^000.000 sterling spaat upon thorn, and upon that six per 
not is bohig paid now : and if tliat is so now, you cnn judge what 
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■will obUiiu a few yearH henw). (Hear, liCAr.) Well, thou, atoul th© 
Ihiblic, or National Debt. Tho (icbt is nboiit X'150,000,000 Btcrliog. 
But that iuclndes nil that has been »ip«ut tipoii tlie State nulwsys 
ivhioh I have bouu desoribiug, nud aIho upon tlie cauals ; itltkciriw 
includes largo sums of money vbioh hnvo been opcut for tlic rcliof 
of tlie recent fatulues. 80 that if you deduct tliia sum, and take 
thf debt wUiuh liaa becu really speiil upon actual war, upon railitoiy 
operations, and tho like, which ooireBponds to the great i'ablJJo 
Debt of tho Eurep^'an PowerH, the Indian Debt is just al 
equal to t^ro years' re7enue. (Hear, hear.) That is not an esc 
nve incmnbrancc ; that will nut sink the Impcriul boat, sor drag 
the Emtiino into ruin. (Hear, bear.) Further, what is the condi- 
tiuQ uf that debt? The rat«s of interest bare been repeatedly 
ledueod of lato years. They have been reduced from five to four 
and a half, aiid even four per cent., and the Foor^oiice rose to 105, 
M five per cent, preminnif though they have since falluo. The 
Foots and a Hnlf, howevnr, still command n prcmiimi ; and, aito- 
gethor, if you look at the quotations — the Qnaacial t]notatiou8 of 
the world — yon will find that the ludiau Oovcruineut is now borrow- 
ing at a rate vlilob is tlie most favonrnblo in tho world — noxt after 
tliat of England itself. (Cheers.) Well, then, you hi^ar also that 
this Public Dobt is not raised locally — not in the oouatry, not from 
tho natives, but in Ennland. It is perfectly trun that the debt for 
the goflrnutuoil railway wa^ entirely raised in thin country ; bat 
exclude that, oud exultido alfo tLv (tol)t that has been raised iatlus 
country, and yon will Hud that tlie remaining debt, wliicb has bfloo 
raised in India, of which tho iDtorost Is payable there, aboot 
60,000,000 sterliiiff, one-third of that is hold by nativus. About 
30,000,000 Bt«rling is inTCRtod by tho nativCR of India in British 
securities — that is, seourities of the Indian Govermneut. (Hoar.) 
That ia not a bad sum for the natives to have invested ; and par- 
tienlflrly it is to 1>« romemboredthatthey would have iorosted much 
more if it had not been tlmt the Govemmpnt havo been eonetantly 
redacing tha rates of iutorost on nccount of the increase of competi- 
tioa The natives lent ns money at five or five and a half per cent, 
but, as you know, money oau h^ raisod ut four and foar and a half 
I>er cent in London, and therefore tho Government raiBO it hero. 
Otherwise tho natives woald have held etill moro etock Utan thoy do 
now. (Hear, hear.) Still they have stibHoribod about £20,000,000 
sterling, and aro still londiuv us about £2,000,000 a year on an 
average for carrj-iuEjon our public works ; and the other day, whoa 
a snm of £2.0(H),000 was wanted for the service of the year, 
no less than £28,000,000 iraA tendered -'that is to say, pcoi>le

aiiaxtt and beltrr domestic materials thiui formerly. Tbuir indiui- 

trite — tbeir ancieut industries — are, at least, on a par with the 
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industries of the palmiest dnjs of tLe Mogul Empire. (Hear, 
henr.) On tho otlier han<l, a nntnbcr of ncv industries never 
known before nre being intiroduced hy the ai<1 of Htenm and 
macliioery. Their property ia aeoaroil tn tliewi in a degree never 
knonm before. Formorlj it was doubtful wh<>tlicr tbo bind belonged 
to the people or nob. It van fcenerally considered to belong to ibe 
GoTorament ; but now a proprietary title, from one end of India bo 
tbe otbc^r over this viiHt iu-rii of the oonntry, bna been orcatod or 
recOf^Bcd for tlieir betefit by the Britisli Goveraraenl. (Hear, 
Lear.) Josiice ia adminietered in huoIi a manner that every man 
feels eeeore of reaping what lie has novm, lutd of enjoying tbe 
fruits of bis labour, and a sense of moral independence ia growing 
Dp among tbe people. The food tiuppty is said to be sometimae 
deficient ; bnt it is impoBsible to uuderHtand an abstraot 
propo!)ition of that nature in face of the Icnown facts that people 
are etorin;; food to the extent of millioiis of tons annually £ot 
their sufiteuanoe in tiniQ of drought ; and, besidGt; that, are ex- 
ptnting hondreds of thonsandii of tons annually to Kurope and 
the Colonies. (Hear, hear.) Wages are rising. Then are no 
doubt many poor ; there are mnny beggara pursuing; m^dicacey 
■8 a profession, I am sorry to xuy. in India, nnd statistically it la 
koovn that tltere is, at least, a million of them, taking the irbole 
Empire tof^ether. Still, they are aU suRlnined vithout suy poor- 
rate or any poor-law organisation for that purpose; and in that 
respect I consider India sets a good example to even the most 
civilised nation. (Hoar, b(>ar.) Then, as to the people being 
starved or impoTorixbed, would you be surprised to hear that there 
ate many mUlion>i of them that are on (in avcrsj^o bro>ad«r, taller, 
and utonti'r than we are? (Laii|;hler.) There are mnny millions 
also who are tiomcwhat gaunt, somewhat thiu ; and tiietu are some 
hondruds of Lliousands that arc stunted in (growth. T went to knoT 
wbctlior that description does uot apply to some of the most strong 
and robust untioiiH of llnropR. (ripiir.) And remember, pray, 
that the Govvrninvut of ludiii — if you take mUitary inches in the 
ranks ns at all a test of the E>taturi? of tlio people — could I>o backed 
to pat into tlic field more tall bftttalions. buth as records inches and 
chest measiircmunt, probably tbau any other Government under tbe 
«nn. {near.) If all these economic facts are demonstrable.as I con- 
oelvetlieyare, ttien on tbe whole the material conditiou of the poopic 
is tolerably satisfaolory.

'We owe 
our Ttctory at that timo to our strong right arm, no doabt; bat 
€Ton the Itritish bayonets would uut havo been «fficncioas if there 
had not been a great Ouuitcrvativo party iu the country, vrhteh 
mainly centred in tho native Stateu. (Hear, hoar.) So that I havB 
now pat that [lart of tlie case fully before you. (Cheers.) You can 
Mfl the dangers, yoii Lciu- the olijuctions, and you bear liie answfla 
to them, luid you see what ore the olomoute of 8«eurity. Bo maoh to 
my brief discourse, addressed to those who, I understand, h&re liMa| 
concerned iu government uud udmiuiulration. ^H 

I will now offer a few rcmarlis to the gentlemen — my ColofflV 
fellow-countrymen — who are concerned in industry nud commeruc. 
Now, you will naturally aak mo to give you aomo idea of tho pro- 
ducts, the JnduBtrieR, and the commoreo of India ; also Komo idm 
asto wbatnort of field it offers for theemployraent of young EugUali- 
mcQ. (Uear, hear.) I take it that one of the burning qncetioas 
of the day to the British futhers if. What arc we to do with oar 
sona f I Kay that India will help very mncli if tho stibjeot ia 
approached in the right v,-&y. First, let mo rcmiad you that 
you cannnot eolonise India in the way you havo AustraJasiB, 
Afriea, Nnrth America, and the like. And if you say. granted yott 
caoQot colouiso the plains of India, but you can tho Himalayas— I 
am afraid oot A certain experienoe shows that the ISuropoan raeo 
[ill not Hurvive more than two or three generations iu tUet«e east- 
agitudea, or in tlicee eouthem latitudes, whicheror you libs 
them. It ia the latitude and the longitude together which 
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pa^BM ecrtaiD climatic effects which are absotuteW fatal niid in- 

iaiMi tooar AcKlo-Baxoa race ; and therefore, if 70a vero to aeud 

fatbtr aad mother aud IJimilv to fndia, or a. nambor of familicH 

multtatuig a amaU popalation of that kind, in tbe course of two 

w titTM ga&orationa it would hecvme ite&rly exttuct. That is a 

(b^iioal fact in the first place ; and aeoondl;, if it were otbcrwise.

TotiauiiA no doubt coineliome during LhoeTeningof life, and, above 

til ttuflgs, a tnaa, woman, boj, or girl, must spend tho rooming of 

lit* in this European climate. Bat tbe njiddla of lifo m&y bo spent 

perfectly wdl lu India, and iron may boar the bnint and heat of the 

ity, and come back tolerably fre»h to your conntry, and address 

ftnt eoonlrymen aa I address you this evening. (Hear, hear.) 

V<XL now, although a man cannot work with Iii^liaods alone — I 

ttderataDd, first of all, that aome mea work — I may remind you, 

to nako the eabject clear, that some men work with their liaods 

uid olhen work with their headH, and olhem work with l)ot1i to- 

iMber. I say a man cannot work with hie handa alone in 

that eoantty; but he can work to a great extent with his hands 

lod hmd together ai a skilled labourer. More ptuticuhirly he can 

worit vail with his head, can direct, control, and cxort authority, 

and be eaa exereiee over the natives iu iuduhtry aud commercial 

pnxmita that power of eoiiiuiand which has never failed au English 

man in any calamity where they woro tried. (Hear, bear) Bat 

in order to do tliat hiii liabitof mind muttLlw aaiti'dforhisbasiDeas. 

(Uear. bear.) He must, as a Enropeau, if hu is to hvc in India at 

all, lire more or less as a g«ntJemAa, bot he caocot afford to live 

Be a prinea. (Hear.) Hta habits moat not be grand, but simple^ 

that is to My, bo must mauagc to Uvo cheaply and economically ; 

that it the main thing. Thnt you will think is a traism. It is no 

traism at sH ; it is a sad wnming which has to be given. No doabt 

boDdrads of commercial and indnatrial enterprises have failed 

hmiaMOoryoaQg friends bavo forgotten that principle. (Uoar^bMr.) 

Thaj kara b°^^ '^^ — luving been brought up in simple bonus in 

fins ooontry, tbtj were taught eoooomicul habits, and to work — 

llwy go oat to ladiji, where tbey think they are to Uvn entirely aa 

fKllanMB. Thsy build fine houses, or tlie firmii OBt tliere build 

Ifae boBses for them ; Ibna great personal expeusett are incurred, 

ud tlMo. of ooiir»e, the eonceni is found not to pay. Bat it would 
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h&ro pftict rigbt enoujc^ if it hoA been administered in the frngal 
matuaet iu vbich eioiUar coucorotj waaH have been admimsterdd 
at home. (Hear, huar.) Then their education must be good, of 
oonrse ; but still I yenturo to »ay it raiuit ba practical. (Hear, honr.) 
I do not di&parage claeeiiMbl, literary, and artistic edacatioa ; it is 
the only edacaitiuu I ever received myselT: but I say that Bom«- 
tbing difToFcnt from tbat is wanted for tiio affiiirs ivith wbich I am 
now doalin^. Lt may have nnsworvd formerly, btlt it will not 
answer for all timo. For, in fiiCtire, in thesi? linos of life, every 
nuin'H education must be luchnical and piwtioul ; and be must not 
only bo taught tbo theory of n busincos or trado, but mtiRt have 
learnt BOmetbing of tbe working of it in this country before he pro- 
oecds to India. {Hear, bear.) You may tbink that thai is a traism, 
bat it is CO tniism nt all. It in a noloinn fact that sooreii of con> 
cenis tbnt J will mention in a minute hnvo failed tiimply becaase 
men have thrmghtit required no particular training or profeHsioaal 
oduoation to become a ptsntor nf tea, cotfee, or indigo. Afterwards 
it Ir found that the tea daea not fetch a good price becaase it has 
not been properly prepared for market. The coffee similarly tails, 
or tbe plants wither, But why ? Simply 'heeanse gentlemen went 
ont tram this coiintry to undertake thosn diiUcutt bnainesaeB with- 
ont any previous proper truning, or that sort of edacation wiucli 
would cpiall^'y them for euoh kinds of trade, (Hear, hoar.) Thus 
yoa nnder^tand thata man who has bud merely a classical cdooation, 
or learnt to \rrito Latin verses, would not have had that cdn- 
oatioii which enables bim tu take to agriculture in ludia ax a planter. 
Tlius tbe sort of man to go out to India in he who boa bnd n plain 
practical industrial education. Now, as regards th« general trade 
of tJio country, as you probubiy know, it is very eonsideriible. So 
rapid is tlie increase of trade in Australia that you could uot uiauy 
of you be surprised to bear that the trade of India is computed to 
be 100 milliouB sterling in value per annum ; one year it got up to 
130 millions ; bat in rooA average years it has been lOS bo IIO 
milHoDs, aod tbe greater part of that trado might bo )n the hands 
of Europeans, as it was oudb in their bands. Tliis is the trade 
wbioh bp-longed to Uie East India Company ; but it is faat fklling 
into the hands of natives. Tbey are outdoing a*, no doubt, for 
the poasoiirt I hnve described. They are becoming bettor educated, 
they arc cstabtisbiog their branches in London, ia New York, 
many other cities— (hear, hear) ; — and thoy on gradually get 
their share of tbe trade. So that i say, in the tint place, tliarai 
a great opening atJIl for young men— a much larger opening than 
tliey avail Ibcmsclveii of— for employment in the geaoral bosiness

The boat traffic, tlio river navigation of the interior of India, is 

wnspl/ tho most exteofOTe in the world. The boats are to 

be Bttmbetcd by tens— almost by huudrcda— of thoasanda. (Hoar. 

Iwar.) It is exeeaaively difficnlt to ntato the nnmber of boots, as tb^ 

^ iMukwords and forwards ftom one station to another, 

ny and down tho rivers. Itat the river kingdom of Eastern 

BcnffaJ, and th» navigatton of the groAt Btvcr Ganges and the liko, 

■asvparior, I boliovo, to iliot of any otlior river in tho world — tho 

llhi^atippi hardly cxccptod. Therefore, you seo what an impor- 

4)t field there must be in all this for tho employment of Earopeons, 
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if Obey woul<I only set to work anH nseiime ttii? positioo wbicU i 
might in Lhat coontry. Land bolding might liu attem])t«(l to a 
limitod Axtent only, becoufie tlic nntivon ara not a little unlike the 
Iri»h in that respect ; tliey are clinginf; Tery much to their homes, 
and it is diHivult to fiiitl any land to be parohased. But, cvon 
then, land mifi^ht Konietimcs be piirohased to a conaidoriiblo extent, 
providing itlwuys it was done in an economto spirit. I havo known 
many cututcs in Bengal which have been held by Europeans, and, 
aftorwurds, the Europonn ftunilJeH have fallen into poor cii'cam- 
Btaooes, and their property ha!< passed into other handH. Bat it is 
due to the old coraplatnt. Thoy begin by bailding a fine honsfi, 
large onnngh for an EngUnh iiohlyman, with very nice pajks, and 
all that Hort of thing ; and thou the estates nill not pay for alt thai. 
Bat if they had lived as small 8<i«ire8 do in Enclnnd, their estate 
woald have kept them in tolurably oasy pirciimHtHnoes- 

Bat let tiH turn for a moment to some of the great products of 
India. In the Kastem Uiraalnyas, Easteni Benj^al, in the Panjab, 
and all those places, you will Beo bi>nutifut toii-gardenH most ]ne- 
torcaquoly eituatcd, Ihu Iiuuitoa high up and well pluoud; altbongh 
the gardens tac low Aovn and in rather hot Tulloys, utiU thehoaeeti 
are nice and cool up abore. Tliey are the most cbaiming places 
in the world in every aense of the word. Thcro are hundreds of 
your countrymen praoti^ing the profesHirtu of tea. plnntors there ; 
and these gardens may yi^t he indeSnitely mnltiplied. There are 
upwntdB of half a million of acres growing tea now In thoae regions, 
and tho export of t^^a nloiiR is thirty-four million pounds annnally, 
and all that has Won Uie. work of only the last few years. Yoa 
see* thtieforc, what on opening then; is iot young men, providing 
they Icom tlteir work and practise their profession. Then, lot m« 
ask yoQ to turn your eyes to the 'Weatem Mountains on the Uala- 
bar Coast, down towards the southern part of tho Indian Peninaula, 
especially to the southoru part of that range, including the hilly 
district of Wynaad, the mountains of the Nilgiria, to tlio hilts of 
Ctirg and Mysore, there you will had what ace now almost tho 
finest coffoe-ijardeiis in the world. Perhaps I may haidly saj th< 
Hnesi in the world, becntisa they are equalled by those of GeylcHi. 
but atill as 6ne as any iu the world, producing a coffee which tuu 
BuperHeded the old Kfocha oofFee of Arabia, und which are fields of 
labour to young Rnghshmen. Bat here, again, the number of tea 
and coffee companioB that hare gone into liquidation and brokeo 
up, with hopes blasted and foitunea wrecked, is somctliing painfol 
to contemplate, and tbo reation is that men undertake to manage 
these a£raite who have no proper profeseional edxioation for the 
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(Baar, baar.) Bftfore I paKs from that I ma.y roiniud oar 
friends that many of the Indi&n cofTco-p lantern beliera 
that tlMy will, before long, b« omigntiag to Aoitralia, and tbty 
wS) make freab coffee pLautatione there ; nnd as regards tea, it U 
the hope of aII the l«a-plantiDg iutcrcst of India that befnv long 
tlwy will Kara a gr«at mfirkot for ton io Australia. 

Saw. anotb«r inilnstry in thai of RUgar. The sognr of Indta, if 
veil refined, would be inferior to no eugnr iu the world ; bat tbo 
coJtivstiaD is not all that it might bo, and tlio mannfiKrlnro — and 
Ibe refining especially — of the sagar ia aiiythiii^ but good. Kever> 
tbalaae. MiBe European firms hare establiiilied theuiselves in India, 
and do a very proep«rou3 business by sugar refining. There, aguin, 
is an opening for young nien. 

WaDi we hear a ifreat ieai of the wheat of ladin, whi«h is 

^Jpfio in the total iioantity produoed. Take thu produce of tha 

^Bnitcd Kingdom at 10,000,000 quarters— well, then, the wheat 

^^^H«^ India is not leaa than 40,000,000 quarters ; and in good 

^^^|pit is aa much as S0,000,000 quarters — five iimes tbo )-ield of 

Um Uoitod Kingdom. Then the quality is extremely good : the 

«p|MT Tallfy of U>o Ganges, the rallcy of the Ncrbodda rivor, iu 

lh« eontre of India, tbeee aro wheat- producing oouutriod, and the 

oyort ia ondoubtctlly developing itself. 

Than tbore is ncc, »8 a staple produce of India, and mora par- 
tMmlarly that of BriliBb BormaU, siaeo tho annexation of that 
eowntry within tho last twenty years, and tbo dultn of the Irra- 
«id4yt where trade lua sprout up wondorfolly. That is almost 
•atiMly at preftoul io the hands of EuropMins. Dot it is to be 
ipprabeDdod in the course of a short time that it will be the old 
itory— 4ho nativos will find oat tho ways and thv habits of the 
tndc. and will b^n to elbow tlie Kuropeans out of it ; but at 
liHSUt the EuropMns have got it nil their own n~ay. Then there 
a the product- of the oinuhono, that producer the famoas fcbrifu^. 
Cnudering you have nn imtnenso population of 350,000,000, 
Intag io a Tery ferorish and malarious coontry, you can imagine 
*te a market there ia opeoing for the eonsnmptioa of the bark, 
*Udk is a propbylaette against fever. The GoTeromont baa 
*<iWJibsd plantations in the Sooth, in the Himalaya, in the 
'm^baaotifiU plantotioiu. and in most pioturcsquc looalitiea, 
■U nqniriog Earopoan maBngemeni. Tobacco in India is exten- 
M^ grown: bat tho old story is repeated — it is inferior to that 
^ Xaoilla and Booth Amerien, hecaase it is not skilfally enltiTated 
B lodia nor properly prepared. That mannfacturc really awoita 
Ib* iDbry of Ettropeaus into the buEdoess. The Government itedf 
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ie 80 ftlive to t!ii« lliat tliey liarc boen maJcing cxpcrimen 
HubKJdising ooi,- or two £iirop««ii lirme, in ordei' to seo wliat thoy e aa 
effect in this matter. 

So, a^in, with mult li4]iiors, vc. ilattor outselres that we aro 
best beer-prodiiciuj; community in tlio irorld ; but would yoa b* 
Borprised to Iinar that Imriey is Kout mil from Lliis country, tumad 
into malt out tlierG, the yca»t in obLaiucd luooily, and Ibo 
manufactured ia tlis Himlayas ? Thon earry your ramda f* 
moment right np tho nortli^eastora portion of India, and b«ar 
mind tlio bont truQlc whiob I have described to you in the nppor 
vall^s, wheni is produced \.\i\i l'i>rehani!i captularia, fVR liotnniBtA ooU 
it, commouly called jute. Thoiicd it U sent down in boats tbxou^- 
oat tlifse great arterial rivers and tlieir branoliea rigbt doirn to 
Oalcnttn. Tbcro it ia manafocturci aJongtlie banks of the Hag^iJy 
at CiUciittR ; liere you m&y saa rows and rows of factory obimn^ys 
towering into the &kiea like foreetn on both banks of tlic rirco*, 
and they mannbotura the jute. Formerly the jute tiB«d to go to 
Dundee to hp- mannfactured, now it is laifioly nianufacturod at 
Calcutta. Lately tli« Indians arc kogiuma^ to got a almro of the 
monufacturcB into Umir owu lianda; bnt iu the main the eoa> 
paDtes, direotoTs, miuiagen, and foremen are Enropeani. And tbv 
eocooius may continue to bo gmdod by Europeuus uuIom Um 
natives acquire knowledge of tbt^ busiueea, and thus virtually can; 
off tbe chief prizu iu the comiictitiou. Now. where is this jot« 
going to? ^Vby, to Austi-alia, to Kaetem Asia, to Siatu. to China, 
batmoie particularly to AustriiUa; ami. what in moRt intfrosting 
of all, f^oing to the United States of AmorioA. It goes now x'ut 
Oluua »nd Japan, right actoes the Pacific to California and to Baa 
Kraneiaco. At tliU time there is probably no foreign name mors 
familiar to tbo iniiabituut» of Calcutta tbsu Kan Francisco. So 
much for jnte. Tha same may bo said of flax. India is essontially 
a flax -producing country ; that k to say, it produci>s the UnM«d 
plant, which h grown almost entirely for tbe aakc of the s(«d, cot 
foi the sake of tlic stem or thctibro, because it tequires a great deal 
of culture of management and mauufiicturmg skill to arrango all 
that; and there ia uo Buropoan in the bu»nosH ; and if EaropMuts 
do take to the busiaese, thcro is nothing lo prevent India compet- 
ing with Russia and otbor flaK-producing countries. (Hcnr, hear.) 
I-lxaotly tbe Hamo story may be told of hemp and cob', which latter 
ie a most important ^bre, wbicb malccs tbe very sirongodt cables 
and most unbreakable sort of rope ; and there is no eoaotry on 
earth that can compelo with India in that respeat, for Utiif reason 
—tbe fibre is got fzom the husk of tbe oocoa-uut. Ceyk 
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proilacss cooon^iint, but noUiiog sarpusoe the cocoa-nat of 
lU of the Gniiifca anil tbe cohsl of Kulflbar, and the 
•fOBtitj is immejue. Next, silk is prodac^d Erom tvo kinds of 
mat : one fe«ds on tlie mulberry, wlitcli is Ibe beet kind ; the 
4hir twdft apou various other trees vhiob grow irild in tbe foreei. 
Tki Btolberry-flMl eilkwonn mut tho vorm which was moat ee- 
iMDcd hi Bengil io Un days of the East IiiliiL Company, but 
ktlK^ Quna has sacccssfully competed with ua In India ; iind no 
kuL BBtU roevotly, Italy. Our silk exporlation mainly depends 
vfm vbetlier there hu beou a good crop in ChUia and Italy; 
vbaorar tUora is a failurv of crops In those two ooiuitrics wo bavo 
4fOod axport trado of silk in India. At present onr silk trido is 
NBMwItat precarions. But there is a new silk trade ooojing ap — 
liit. that of the ailk produced by the worms which fcod upon tbe 
Ittnslfaat grow wild in the forest, whieh iii eollcd " tnescr ;" and 
Ihaa is no country in tho world wliioli can compete with oh in that 
n^fut. There are epeeimeni of it being made and sent to Porii) 
nl other principal oentros »f art and indastry in Europe, 
uj it is found to prodace Teiy beautiful fabrics at ft cheap cost ; 
bdI if thia should stteeeed, thera will be another indnntry opened 
■t Car young men from Engbiod. Well, leaving tho fibrous Kub- 
tlttwit wbioh I have toaohod upon, and tho agricultarol prodnce 
•Ih, Quy I tay a word or two upon the dyes ? (Dear, bear.) Let 
hm uk yon lu carry your imagination baok for a moment io tho 
fiMastatss and properties belonging to yourooontrymcnin U4?har. 
ftaowriy, indigo wtu produced from Bengal; and it has been 
ndasd there for tho last twenty years hecaneo it eould not he pro- 
^BMJ at prices which woolil provo romunorativa in Kuxope. Yon 
wtaQ loru of ehcmieal hliiog nro b«i&g diaeovcred in Earop« — 
bualifnl bines, of course, but not very lasting — 'whercas nothing 
<tt)u world •■loals in riduicsa and in dorability the blue of tho 
laiitD iwligo. Wei], Uiis competition of whnt I may eiUl these 
RuretnctOQa ohemicol bines kept down tho price of tlie indigo, 
nan tha prices of rioa and the like rosu. So the cnltiratora of 
It(Bgi] rtfaw»d to cnltivato indigo at nnremnueratiTe prices, and 
Ifcs bdigo planters could not afford to giva better, and no longer 
tnw it, so that in tho course of half a dozen years there foU to 
th( pannd what wan onee a grtat Enropcan industry. But the 
afifeof Behar sUIl thrives, and scores of yonng EuglLsUmen may 
notinne to find employtnent in it, providod that snob concoron be 
WMiuieally eond u etad. If tho indigo planters are to bo Ulu fine 
<M eonotry geDlkmaD of tho olden time, and are to hare estate* 
ii*lfiu bonscs and the Uko, then the indigo may not saffioe to

kwp them. As the time is getting eboi-t, I most ran rnptdty ovor 
the remaining products. The snbjeot is extcnaivc nnd iutercflting, 
Thei'c ia tlm oil, the comiuon oil of India, that will not employ 
Eorojioaiiii ; but tlie cucun-nut oil of India is Inrgoly exported to 
Europe, aud I bclicTC when it gets hcr« it is cikileA olivo-otl. 
{Lftogliter.) But th« mineral oils of India mtty Inrgoly employ 
Earopeaiie, if wLat I bear is correct rogarding the miBornl oils in 
America, which ore said to )>e on the decline. Than np Jnmps the 
kcroBCDC-oil of Indi*. .Thns thcro arc mineral oils springing op 
in Assam nnd Burma, of course, imdor Europcin direction. Thoa 
the oattle of India. Notwithstanding what may le said about tlicir 
dcBtniction by famine, thci-e oro utill nntold iinmbors of enttlA in 
India, and the consequence is titat there is an immenne trade in 
hides nnd skins, of vhioh enormous r|nantities arc exported abroad. 
Then romcfl the question of curing the skins, which is one of tli« 
things Uiat I'^uropcans will undorstond better than the natives, and 
■wliioh Earopeans might teach natitea to do. Then there rise up 
tanning concerns in Northern India, employing Europeans, so 
there springs up a great leather trade. At present, yon perhaps 
imagine that England is the only country that can ma.ko hnmees 
properly. Would yon be ftfitouisbed to hear that the harness for 
the cavalry and artillery is now being made by Indiana from Indian 
leather, of course, under European direction ? Then the wool 
from India is not of courwe an article of export. We get our wool 
fi'om Aastralia; but there, again, is s trude in which Europeans 
nmy be most advantageously omployod. But tbcro are certain 
wools in India wbJoh can only bo only prodnced there ; they are 
peculiarly beantiful kindfl from the Himalayas and the great np- 
lauds of Contcnl Asia. That wool tradu ouf;ht to bo in the hands 
of Europeans. So vith camel'e hair; that m au article in which 
hardly any conntry, except Arabia, can compete with as ; an nxtjcle 
also which might afford excellent employment for Europeans. 
Then you come to minerals ; I have not time to mention to yon 
alt the ooot mines, but you are avrare that there are moat cxt«naiTe 
coal miuev in India now — not indeed haring a great ontput, Wkt 
those of tho collieries of England, bat still extensive coal mines — 
up to which railwoyB are being made in the western pats of Ben- 
gal, in the Panjab, in tho Kt-rbndda volley, in tho Nagpore province 
— all those countries produce coal; and horo an extensive number 
of natives arc employed, of conrse nnder European direeiioo. 
Then the iron trade of India. The iron mannfacluroa are cxloo- 
sive ; and now that Enropnan companies nro being raised for 
nriTing on of iion works, that bueiness is beginning to prosper.

vend tJti?ni to the mnrket^ of tbo world. A word inif^bt be said 
aboat modeni ('arms, only time ioea not permit. Agriculture and 
edacntioD are nnioiigHt th<; burning que&tions of India, nnd ss soon 
08 education syi-ca^la tliore will bo modern fiiruis ovorywhore under 
Knropcan direction. Whertver European skill has bL*on applii.'<d to 
cattle-breeding in India, under the direction of GoYcrumcnt, marked 
enco(>s)i has hoen obtained, as miglil be ox(t«cted from the aptitude 
which EiigliBlimcu always show in this work. Horse-breeding I 
Am afraid wc bbnll not mnlie much of in India, fur the conTicUon i» 
gaioing ground tlmt wo cnnnot compete with tbo boantiful horsM 
which ore coming by many liaudreds pver>' year from Aostralin 
and from Persia and Arabia. I hnv« not cuid aa>'tlung about 
cotton — Uiere is hardly time ; bntyoa are well flwaro that there are 
oottou factorieii for ctcHning, wetiriog, and spinning ; nnd that 
these Incliaa-mado cotton fabricaare, ia soma respects— not in ull 
reKpcctjt, but in limited respects — competing with tlio fabrics of 
England. Hero, of course, la much employment for Kuropcans. 
As to tbemecbanica) arts, why, imagine &U tbo diCTcrt-nt factories 
I have deacrihed : imagine, also, ull the various workshops which 
exist — the workshops for the railwayn, the worksliaps for tlie 
eanaU, and the public works for the Government. Imagine, also, 
tliat there are many buudreda of locomotive engines in India, and 
there arc many thousando of cartu and traoks, nnd tlie like ; nil 
theee requiring repairing, or putting together, or making tip, and 
all these things give employment to large numbers of Enroiicans. 
(Hear, hear.) Then, with regard to public works, we have lO.OOO 
miles of railways open ; we hove 8,000 or 9,000 miles of principal 
esuals, with branches, making np, in aD, 15.000 miles of canots. 
Tobo tbOBo two kinds of works alone. Imagine, also, the nomber 
of roads, and briilgos, and barraeks, nnd piibhc buildingd, and all 
tlie magnificent etrnctnrcH arising up in the Presidential towns aod 
tbo like ; and imagine what important pubhc works arc upring- 
ing up in India, the wholo of which must givo employment to 
Eoropeao engineers, assistant engineers. ovorse^rM, artisans and 
meohanics. (Hear, hear.) Tme there has bocu u sudden redoo- 
tion of establisluneuts which have thrown soma young mon — I wH 
not say thrown anybody ont of employment, but induced tbo 
Oovcmmcnt to retire many otSeers, and that. Qo doubt has thrown 
rather a damper upon the spirits of engineers ; ncvoriheless, ve 
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bftva AD oxoollaDt college et Cooper'i Bill, aear London, neat 
LatKk>a. for Ir&inin^ civil cufcineerti fur Cudiii. aaJ it in uot likely 
th»t thai >{ri-at [irufe^gion will bo seriously dimioisbcd in India ; 
far, DO aoonsr bM tb» Goveminent diaohargod some of its nngineers 
ihaat frtab roqiiircnuuits tiara arieen, iind tlity ore sorry that the; 
har« diMharftcd Llieiu ; ho that, the fa«t in, th^^ro is and aJwajs 
viO fa» a great demand for Earopean oDgioeers in Cndia. Tlien. to 
ooOAhide, yoa see now in all UieBo T&rjous respects — and 1 dare eay 
I might multiply instanco* — if I have given yon as many iuutanoes 
■• ymu- atwntiou can bear this CTening— you can «?e in variutis 
waya what an iaunooM field there is for industrial porttoas, and 
vliielifaaa been open, is open, and will yet open for young Kngligb- 
^^MD in India. Bat, In concluiiiott, remember there is tliiti oompeti- 
H^iim of the DatiTea. There is a great system of State oducatiou 
^baiag on in India. (Hoar, bear.) 1 haTe uot time to toaeh npon 
I^W BDOn) pngresB and llie menial advancement of Uie natives, 
Iboqgli there I might also show oe faveorable a pioture as 1 Lav* 
dws regardiiig the finances and the nutt«nal condition of the 
oMUitry. Kat. irrespective of the inorril progrvHs of the nativee, 
Ibltr totolleetaal and menUl pro^rcau is coaHtdernUc. They art 
bienming' clever, handy UtUti f(<lloivs, and are lenming ail Uie arta 
and it^oatriea nbioh have made England as great aa aha in. AU 
UHtadicttee which baa placed }£nglaud in tbo yf.u of the natioaa 
•ribe world we ara offering to the natives — r.a jnly oltoriug, bat 
pnaatng upon them — and making tiiciu adopt the ways of soienoe 
toi einUsution. (Hear, hear.} So yoo muut expect— if any of my 
joaog ftieoda are preaent who arc thinking of going to India — yon 
nut be itrepared for competition from the Datives, andyea must be 
fnpind Co meet them on their own grotmds, otherwise you cannot 
pa aai bly wieeeed.

Lot them run n rooe whieh 
B to be tha swiftaat, and lot them fight tho bailie of emalatioD in 
wfciab Ibe ridury will go to the strongest — not the Rtrongeat 
ifajnieBUy. bnt the Ptrougeat intelleotoaUy and morally. There is

So thttt in going to lu^, andfoUonriog 
nil tiio mdiistrJAt and commercio] pursuitfl I bave indicated, you 
will not only ba benefiting yoiirBelv&s, and raising tbe status of 
your country, but you will also, by the blesHing of ProTideoce, be 
the indiniQt means of lielping tboeo wVio, alUiou^^b tbcy aro not yoor 
foUow-countrymen, are your fellow-eubj«tfts, omS, Uke yon, live 
under tbe sliadow of tbe graciooa may of our Soverei^ Lady tlie 
Queeo-Enipresti of Lidia. (Loud and coutinuod applAUfle.)

Mr. H. M. HTyoMAN : In rising to make r few remarks on 81? 
Bicbnrd Templo's able address, whicb we bave lintoned to vrith 
great attcutioQ and {)toiit, £ Kbould not iriab to s«y a sioglo word 
that wonbl reflect on tbe aoouracy of bis statemontD. I am oanfi- 
dont that he has put them before ug in the fullest good fajlh, and 
tiiat Ijir Bicbard is tborongLly oooviuced bimeclf Ibnt Uio work 
whic-h hv liflR fio well done in India is beneficial to tlie country; 
and that tbn work which is being dou« now will be more beneficial 
in tbe fntare. 1 am also aware tliat in taking what may b« called 
the^ peesimiet's view of onr Indian GoTomnient, 1 am taldng ap at 
tbo same time what is tbo nopopnlar side of tbe subject It ia 
only natural that the bamon mind should dwell on what is 
pICBiiant in a oountry under onr rule, rather Chan consider what is 
unpleasant imd dtciaKreeable. But whether we arc living in England, 
or whether as r^sidento m the Colonies, uo matter in what part of 
this great Empire wo lire, any difficulties that arine in India will 
be more or lose c^rrioiiHly felt by us all. I venture, therefore, to 
put forward very diffidi^ntly a few brief remarks upon Sir Richard 
Temple's ahlo address. Now, one of the points wbicb stniok mc 
most pitrticularly in what be Raid was ibis — that in entjmatiug the 
progress of a coontry you muat neoeusarily oompare one ago or 
period with auotber. I think that i« fair, rcawnablu, and right; 
and wbou you consider tbe jnatioe, law, peace, and order which 
prevail thronghout that great ocuatry, tliere con bo littlo doubt 
that no cumpartson can be mode in tliese respects between the 
pruBent iiud any previous gouoration; oxoept, perhaps, thai of the 
great Emperor Akhber. Sir Biehard Temple ii of opinion that in 
other matters ludia baa equally advanced under our rule. Bat 
another gcutlcmon. oqually famiUar vritb statistics, vqaally versed 
in Indian nffaim, and equally* distiaguisbed in bin own way — L 
mean Dr. Hunter — recently delivered two lectures on the 8ubjet;t oC 
pJDdta; and he pointed out that for 170 years ia suooeasion th» 
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Impttrors of India ruseJ jreurly hy taxation no less than 
),000 Dtttriing of not revvnac, and did nob cxliautti the 
eotiatrjr. Tiie mt revonuo we derive from tasatiou in India at 
imoat in i'iU.OOO.OOU, and tliitt lAxatioa v« eaoDot increase. 
Y«l we do c&baust Uiu oouotrj. WUat can bo said to buoIi a com* 
farisoB iiko tiiat ? tSir Kicliard Tcniplo myu tbat tlie revenue, 
■llhoagb not elsatio, b j^adooUy increasing. That is tine to a 
•mall extent, but the land revenue is iucrcflBing because of Uie 
moreaM of asseumentB over large dJKti-iota It is also tbe fact 
tliat within the laat 120 years the salt-tax has been raised from 
tta« to time, notonoiul; of late in Madras, tbe prorinca which 
erald least afford it. Therefore to &a.\- lUat tiie revenue tH growing 
— I pot it with all defereaco — bears a diiferent siKnilicution from 
that whieh Sir Richard Temple attached to it. It is, honevflr, a 
temarkabie tact that in the controversy which is goiug ou about 
tba effects of our mlo in India, the optimitst side ia tuhen by 
efieiala of India, and by them alone. 1 have never met a 
Malwmedan, Sikh, Ikiahralta, BeiiguJoe, or I'aniee, who has held 
Um opinion tbat the India of to-day is in a prosperous ooudition 
—Dot one ^ioglo nuui. Now, tbat is a ooteworlby fnct. Not only to, 
faut X am in oorreHpondence witlt merabem of t)te Indian Servtee, 
•od from tbem 1 get the eaine ntatemcnt, that India at this 
BMB^nt is not progresfing in the maimer in wUioh bir K. Tcmplo 
Uaa pot forward to-Digh£. There i» i^till stronger evidence. A 
Ijwitlaman was Abosen— Mr. James Caird — who i» wdl kiiowu for 
hta great skill io all matters connected with agrioultiire. He was 
nWted by the ConHervatire Government to go oat to India to 
•xamiae into the eon<Ulion of our Indian Empire. It ao happened 
dttt before hiu deportdro I bad some curreiipoudence with him in 
the Tima newspaper, and he pat forward exactly tbe same viewH as 
thoM we tiare heard this eveninti. Mr. Caird went through India 
ffon OB* end to the otlier, iinrrouoded throughout the whole coorsa 
«f his joomey by olBciale. But Mr. Caird returns, and tells as 
that u&le»e we alt^r our eourise, change our policyi and take eotaa 
aC the Snioiwans out of the country iuutoad of introducing more 
into it, we are on the ew of an inevitable catastrophe. (Uear, 
hear.j An " inovitabl* oata«tropha " — tho«« are Mr. Caiid'sown 
words, not mine. All I aak, tbeu, is this — is it not an oxtraordi- 
Bai7 thing that Uiera alionid be this wide diecrepaucy between one 
man exceedingly able and another man exceedingly able, and both 
afoally honest ? (Hear.) Is it not certain that tbsro must be 
soma thing hero which requires cxpluuatiou f I ask thla queetian, 
fatsatue the facte must tell one way or the other. Both opinions 
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cannot Ic liji^lit. India cnnnot hn approooluDg an inCTitable CAtas- 
tropliA, luitl &t tiio eama timo bo prosperous Aud wealthy. If Sir 
it. Templo i» wrong: in tlie view wtiidi he has liud before 119 no 
ably, w« niD«t ftsk that questiou ugiun aai again until w« have it 
onsworcd. Sir Ricliard Templo lias stated ttuLt thero U gr<>iit im- 
proTcment in many directions, but he ndded that tliero were 
dangDTft ill tlio shapo of reciurcnt lamincs, loss by cichftugc, exces- 
sive deaUi-ratn, vnr-ctondH on the uorth-wont frontic^r, nod political 
trouble» witliiii. Ha amitbed, liOwcTtT, the most serioiia danger of 
aU, oud Uiftt iii tbi»— during every yoajr, no matter whether there 
is fftmiDe m not, we t&ke ottt of India in exoeHH of anything wo pnt 
!□ not le-iH than twenty millionii stiirlin^, without any rctam vhub- , 
ever. Tliat is the calculation of Sir John Strachey, who until 
recently was Finance! Minister of India. Thia druio — antounUng 
to more than one-half the net revcnno — must cTcntuaUy bo niiuoas 
to India. Another point. Tho Gnar(UJt«cd Bailwaj-s, on which 
fiir It. Tomple has told lu no lesn than 115 millious have been ex> 
pended, )iave hent to thta country, in inUovitt lUone, 20 milUoos 
BterlinfT whioh had never been etirne<1. That is to aay, that w« 
gnaranteed 6 per cent on the money which was expanded upon 
theee railway's, and. uJthoujjh tho interest wau not ciLrncd, wo toolc ' 
from the nativea of India 20 millions sterling, and brought it b«ro 
to ttKe. I venture to Bay that such fiuanciug: as this luM oeTer 
been carried out by any QOTomment at Ui« txpcoKe of a sufajeoi 
community since the days of the Romans iu Sicily or the 
Spaniards in Soutli America. (Heur, hear.) In concluiion, I 
will only say again that sack dixorepiuncios as thoeo which J b&v*| 
noted being; found to esist betwoon tho stntemeuts of a man so 
ahle as Sir Bichard Temple and another man piLrticnlArly sent 
out to advise and take counsel ou the work on which Sir Rti 
Tcmpin hail been himself engaged, I do honestly think that bofora 
accepting the optimist view we hare licnrd thi» evening, we ongfat 
to oxaiuiue more cIoB«ly into tho facta wiuoh Sir Kiekard lempWj 
has laid before its. {.\pplRnRc.> 

Mr. AiJ-XANDER lioaKss : I came hero without the Icaiit idea tliiti 
I should be called upon to apeak, and having no Paper before m« — 
Sir Kichard Temple having addrosBed uk orally — I cannot priHend 
to follow him thi-on>;h the numerous aubjcctfl h» ha» brongbt boforftj 
us this evening. I will therefore content my8«lf with noticing 
ptnnts in the speech of the gentleman who has JDRt Addresxed the 
meeting. He talked of tho increase of taxation tu the alu^ia of 
assessment — that ia, tho assessment on land, and an inoTMW of 
taintion in tho shHpe of an increase of salt revenue.

Tlio pcoplf^ aro iu a far 
bttltir condition thno the; vctc fnrracrlj. Etent ia inou'A'^iiig, and 
Uh real reason for tbe increase of afiSMsment Sa that the people are 
bvttcr able lo afford moro rent froui tbe increaao in pricfls 
■ad the opening ont of tho eomnmnications of tlie oountr^' bv nil- 
WS1B. Ha mentions aluo an increnH! in tbe Bait revonuc. No 
dcmbt vlion we lonk nt the BtAtistics relatioR to the salt revenue in 
tht mass fur tho vbole Empiro of India, they do strike us att some- 
tUag aoormons ; bnt when you como to tbi' deUils of the iualt«r, 
■ad coasidor irhnt porceuta^-o of taxation foils upon tbu popubiUon, 
tbia tax. whieli ««eiu9 so vnormonR, prMents a very different view 
when ita nctnal vcii^bt per bead is cousidprcd. HaTing no figures 
before rat-, I am not in a position to say what is th« rate por head 
cf Uw popoUtion, bnt I daro «!ty Sir Kicbnrd Temple may hare it 
Bibia flgnn» : I am certnin it iaexlremely ninall. 
&. TntFLz : Of the aalt, it is 7d. per head of popnlation per 
inm. 

Ur. Itoanu : It ta not merely an increase per liend of popnlation , 
tint, I bctiere, Ibat salt mannfoctared in Britieib territoi? is bc< 
eoming more cixtt-nmrely um?*! I);,' both Itritiah and nativA territoriefi. 
and tbcrirfore a freater nnniber of penplo ronnuine tlie salt than 
did io fomicrly. and that ii* one great reason for the increase of 
rmnoe from salt. Aa tn taiatton generally, I am ijaito c«rtnia 
that, aa a whole, the people of Uritiah India are as lightly taxed 
M any people in the world. (Hear, bear.) With regard to one 
faint mentioued by Sir Richard Temple, it will be an well if I make 
one remark. Ho talked nhont. I think, a million of beggars iu 
India, and that there were no Poor I^ws to support them. It in 
perfectly true that there iu-q an immense number of beggars in 
India, bat we mast not rut that down to the poverty of Uic 
eaantry. Tho fact U tbnt tbe^e bei;->ara are tKit beggars at all ; 
Ihey are religions meodicontM, who Uve upon tbeir boggary. I 
bope, therefore, that people in Kngland will not ran away wiUi tbe 
Uaa that tbe country is poor beeaafie of the existence of theoo 
Wggon. They ftr« rcligiona beggars living upon the people. 
*bo are compelled by tbuir religions prejudices to support tbem. 
(Hmr, hear.) 

Ur. C. Promra : I rise to briefly nnnonoce an interesting bet 
with regaid to one portion of Bir Richard Temple's addreM, and I 
think one moiit iioptTtaut to all hero at home — that is theprepara- 
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tion of young tURa for thetr fiilui'e career in UieEnflt has practically 
already Iimd talica np. Acd I am sure wlicu 1 kll jou tliab tbv late 
oocupaat of th« Civic ehnir " fully rocognisod tlic gr«at unport&D«e 
of the sabjflot " to ma port^onally (tind offered tlto Mansion House 
for a meetiDg), I need tiardty say more as to Uiere beiug some 
practical outcome of my efforts io Uiis matter. I hope before 
UQOtlier year is out Omt I gball lia ablo to announce to ibis lastt- 
tatc tliiib tliis "eubject of tbo iaeQjciency of preparatiou of young 
men aent abroad, and tlie inaafiicienoy of special training for the 
part they have liereaftt^r to })lny in life," liaa leen praclically taken 
up, and a remedy found for tlie ovil. Dariag a Iook oxporieaoe in 
Aastrailii, New Zealand, Oliiua, Japan, &o., I bavo too oticn found 
our countrymeu by qo meaQs fitted to struggle mth tbe diDlcultiui 
uud r«spun(sil>ilitie» of tbeir poiiitjon, owing to th« doQoicncy of 
previous- ypeciul preparatory training — that proper ediicatiou whicli 
tbey oui^'lit to have liad given tliem before they left tbe old countij. 
(Hoar, Lear.) Periodical yitiits miglit partly remedy this, it u tmo, 
but tiiat in uot enougli. And I must aay that eiucs my early ei- 
periuiices iu the East to tbe present I have not uhvays bod reason 
to be proud of my coiiutrymen, principally on Uuh account I 
Iiopo bo 80Q thiii matter token up, and that uot ouly the Civil but 
also the Mi-rcimtile S«rvice of Old England will bo properly repre- 
sented iu tiio future by ofiiciouUy trained pcrHouu. (Huar, hcai.) A 
largo amount of t^ood material has gone adrift for this neesssai^r 
preltmiuttry. that might have boun a credit to Old England. 

Mr. tiuAw : I ahould Ukt to draw ntU'utiou to two points in Sir 
Itiobnrd Tcmplo'a address. 'W'bon bo was rcoommendiiig yonng 
men to go out to India, tlierti bos ain-ays been present, to my 
miud, what 1 tbiuk i» perhaps a miaoonception of what be said 
before of tbe heavy death-i-at«. My own experience of India is 
(hat the death-rate among Europeans contrasts favaiu-ably with 
that of Enghmd. 

Sir B. Tkuplk : I meant the death-rate of natives, not Euro* 
poan& 

Mr. Shaw : I thought that waa your meaning, but I was afraid 
that to others it would appear that it whs the death-rate of Koro- 
peauB as well as nativea. I have uo doubt that it is correct wttii 
regard to natives ; tliey are not eucb long-lived people as Eoro- 
peauH generally under Ibe most favourable circumstaucts. There 
ia another matter that Sir it. Temple con toll ub about, aud that is 
the Bait-tax. Ur. Hviidmnn t^aid tlint tliero had been n grent 
incrca«>u Iu the osaessment, and notably in Madras. My attention 
watt directed to that (in a auporllcial mamier) bucauoo it was taken 
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vphyOta lata Lord Hobart ; bitt m; irapr«Mion ift thftt it was only 
in Kaidnu Uutt tbo tax was iaoreased, anil Uiat there wm a very 
eoBaidftrnblt deereasft of the rate of taiation on tbc oilier side of 
thfl eonnlry. I do not reooUoot voll how thnt iti, bat perbnps Sir 
Biehard T«mplp cuti tell ns sometbtog about it. 

M*jor EoA<i Surra : I sboold like to aay one word with re^td 

to Ur. Hyndmao** criticism of Sir Richard Tfimpln's eppoch. Mr. 

Uynilmaa as a writer on Indian aabjects in so well known in India, 

and his extreme intoreat in evcr^-thiii;^ connected with India ia so 

mnth a[»pr»oiat«d by the natives, that VTerytbing' ho eajh in Bitrs 

ta be Dotiood. Now, h« made a etatcraent to tlio effect Ibat 

"no Kinda, Mabomedan, Bibb, or Bttddisl whom he bad met in thia 

eo aiifa ' j f, bud oxprestwd himself as being satii^fied with the adminis* 

tntion or proBperity of the Indian Empiro." I faare for the last

ftiTibaaUaa in it» bigbett forms, ehoiUd bo apt to look bfl«k at the 

partially-dcrdoped oiTilisaUoo of tboir own eoiintry, which tlioy 

ban joal left, with some degree of dissatisfaction, and perbaps of 

dtaMntent? I think that is certnialy natural. Bnt I do not think 

tkafe attob an ('xpreasion of foeling nbould by any raennfl be taken 

aaboing tjrpical of the feelinfia with which tlio gr«at niass of tlie 

edoMlod nnttTes of India regard oar administration, and who, 

iailaad, woold be the first to disclaim tho fintt impressions of 

tiieir young conntrymcn on arrivnl in liondon lu roally indicatiye 

of tba state of native opinion.

I mV whetber the coiicluHions at vbicb he liaR nrrivo^l after 
his loug serrioe are tiot mora likelj to bo eound and w«ll fouodod 
tbAntliA dcdnotionii of M^f. Caird, nfter un experience dcrir&d &om 
a three months* tonr ? (Loud applanae.) 

Ixtrd Bdky 1 It is fortunate I tliiuk for the chairman that lie has 
not to decide whon doctor^;, as ou the (iniHuut occasion, disagroo. 
He ban to perform a mncli mnre simpla but still a useful tank. I 
ask yoii tojoin mtU me in most cordially thitukiug Sir Richard 
Temple for tho abk' and inalrmitivo address which we have listcDod 
to to-night. (Ohecra) I musg Bay that I am astonished, vben Ire- 
member that Sir Iticliai-d Tcupk addrt'Sttod us cxtomporc, that he 
bad before him the wbolo rnrif;e of ladiau polities, Huance and ad- 
ministration . and that ho had to i)rc80Qt to us. in the short space 
«f an hour and a hoJf, an epitome of tiio Tikst stores of infonnatioa 
at his cumniuiid. ritdur t)ic«e Irving oimamaUuicoe he Dev(>r for 
one moment either lost the thrt^nd of his diaconrso, never repeated 
himself t and never from the beginning to tho ond told as one thing 
that was not deeply interoBting.

Will Sir Hiabard Ao the Eaglieh 
peopb Um farther favour of ansTeriuft tliat qtioetion, and of ti^'Uing 
yoBOg DCii not oiil;f vhat they ara lo learn, but to whom ihuy lu-a 
to go. Another point : ho waa talkiog ot cunl in ludia : he saja 
ilwiin vuioas puta of In<Ua cool hftH bcoa found.

condition. (Hear, hoar.) I think joii will a^ree with me that thtj 
Soeie^ ling boou fortuaate in eliciting from so great an auUiority 
the «ipo8ittOD on India which wa have hpjird to-night (Cbwta.) 
There ■sns one Gtatement in which I did not exactly agree with him; 
bat it IB quite possible that I mav hav^ imperfectly apprehended bi» 
meauing. I iiiitler»tood Lira, when speaking about the expenses 
of the Afghan War, to say that it did not matter to the general 
SnanccH of the emptro vhothor that vrar cogt a c«Ttain number of 
million)), which he named, or douhle that amoimt. 1 could not 
follow tliat statement, and, indeed, I fool couiidout that he did not 
aocmrately, in that one instance and that one only, convey his whole 
ffleeninf;. I am sare he could not mean tu say Lhnt it did not 
mnttor to the finances of the Empire -whetlwr llmt wfir was ad- 
miuiKti>ri?d with duo coonomy or not. But I think he must have 
meant that whether the cost was more or lass wo shonid tmt be 
mined by it. (Hear.) Lodios and gentkmca, you will join witli 
me in giving him onr inont eortlial thanks far tJic address with which 
he has favoured ns. (Loud cljcers.) 

Sir BicHAan TairpiB : I am afraid I oaiJ hardly accept the kind 
invitation of onr Chairman to do what is virtually to inflict another 
Bpocoh upon you.

taxation. (Hetir, hear.) Idid notmean to dittparaj^o tlic importanoo 
of that, because I nm an old financier myself ; bat what I meant 
and still moan is this, that that tajsi ducH not afibot the oasentifll 
ffoiindnofis of the finance. That soimdnr-ia dnpondR tipon other 
things. It hnnf^ upon the quostiou whether a permanent equili- 
briuui i» maintained between ordinary cipendituro and income. 
Wlictbor the National Debt is wcossiTo or modRrato as compared 
with tbo reveune of (he ooimlry, whetlierthe revpnue ia flourishing, 
and whether the ospeQseii ore kept well iu bund — tbotic ore the 
pointK which concern thn nnttonnl finnnes. All tliisi ia irrftspootivo 
of whatever error or miecalciilntioii may have been ninde ia the 
estimntoB of the Afs;liau War — I don't say a word about tho nature 
of t!ie error ; it may have been ns graro a mi^cnlentafcion as people 
aay — T do not prononnce npon that point. If I did I should be osi 
it were sitting in judgment upon my brother oSioera ; all I say ia 
this, that it doo» not affect the esftential financial nonndnr^s of the 
Indian Empire, In reference to the remarks of my friend Mr. 
Hyndmau, all I have to say is this, that if you bear iu mind all he 
Kaid yon will find that it comes to matter of oj>inien ; his opinioo 
ia very able and valuable, and Mic opinion of his native friends, 
whom he consults, is also valtiablc ; but after all they aro but opin* 
ions whioh may differ from cutis, aud you don't exppct every 
Englishman and nnlivo to agree obonb the affairB of India, any 
tnoro than you can expect EngUsbmra to ngroe abont the aspect 
and condition of England. I ]]ope, however, that my addnss 
coneistcd of facts rather than opinions, (Hear, hear.) I stated 
to you a body of facts ; evory Snanca and economic 
statemeut I made is a fiaot ; bear that !□ mind kindly, 
gentlemen. They are facta irrefragable, indisputable, demonstrable, 
nn<]np8tionable. And if these arc tho facts, it t3 for yoa 
to judge whether there is protperity or not, and whether 
the country is in a safe, sonnd condition or not. Having stated 
those foctn, I leave yon to jndgc whether they are coosiatKit 
with the adverse opinions of the native gentlemen whom Mr.

Tat TbirJ Ordinary Goooral Meetiag was held at tlio Oroavcnor 
OAUarjr hihtiuy, on TueacUjr, the 'I'lth Jaoaiiry, 1941. Sir Josx 
Rocs, fiart., G.C.tl.G., occupied Uio cbair, ia ths abaenoe, tliroogh 
UliMWS, of Uie Bight Hon. ViiKoaiit Bury, K.C.M.G., who Inid been 
uutonncod to pronido. Ataoag«t tiiom present weru the follow- 
ing:—

Id eetccLiug as the subject of this paper tiic Future of the Ikimtiuon 
of Canadu. 1 luivo uo intention of diHCussiug posaiblo ohtnges in itu 
CoiiHtitntiim, or in its politieal rolntions to Cireut Britain. Those 
points Lave lult^Iy formed the subject of two artJclea in the OmteiU' 
ji'irartj Un-icic by Mr. Anderson and Mr. Clarke, and may be eafcl.v 
loft to the judginvnt of their readers. My object is to place bef>^re 
yoa the present condition of the Canadian Dominion in it*i material 
aupects, and to dire[:t your attention to that future ui>oii which it ia 
now enteriug. It may he nnooKftary iii the course of my remark* 
to refer to some of tho Ht&tements and optnionii in the articles re* 
ferred to, but il i:t not my deaire to i^pcculatc upon eventualities 
and flhanges tJiat may ho very distimt, but rathur to accept the re- 
lations which now ha,ppily exinty iindLT tho admirable Couslitubon 
established at the Confcdcratiou of British Nortli America, and U> 
point out Uie boucfits Utat must arisQ, both to Groat BritHiu and 
C&uada, by steadily pTirsiiing and extending chat care«iruf pmgrctif) 
aBduscfoloeeb upou which J^ugUnd's greatest Colony has now 
||Btorod. 

I shall not detain you by reference to remote historical erentx.

In ail, tlicreforo, tliat relates to political freedom and oelf- 
goTornmoDt, Canada has nothing to ciivy in the condition of auy 
other country ; wliile in fitting her poople for ths visa administra- 
tion of those powers, ahe possesses in hei- odaeational anil municipal 
STstems, advantagcttthat can be surpaeecd nowhere. 

In tlto coiupoiiitinn of her existing population, Canada is also 
pecnliarly favoured. Connnenciiig as a Frencli colony, Quebec 
luL8 DOW over n million of the descendants of the foromoHt nation 
of the Lntin raeo — n ^teoplo dtatinguiAhod, like their anco<stoni, for 
iodnetry and thrift, combined with a nntnral courtesy and Urn- 
hominif which endear them to all. IT the French Caoadiau u not, 
perhaps quite on a par with his Anglo-Saxon brotlior in eutorprite, 
be is certainty more than hii) equal in those amenitiea which beaoti^ 
life and cast a charm over even the hardships of the backwoods ; 
while in devotion to his country, and loyalty to tlie sovereign oudei 
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whom hti oonditiuD hm riMjn from surfdom to fre«(lom, ooue oan

Prior to Confederation, the British ProTtnces in North America

fafM niitricted by provincial jealousies. Thoy were taught to 
look Bora to tbo mother country and lesH to their own exertions 
IhAB they xhonld bavo done; their mental, and nen their materia], 
(iDwtli waa dvorfod by iksensc of Caloiiia! dependence. Now, they 
lWT*Msnmednioflt, if not all, of tb« AtthbuteG of national exi«t«iic«. 
Kol ons Hhilling has thw British taxpayer dishnreod on account of 
Can^r'T* for many years past ; and even tho military foroes of tho 
Zmpire, wliieh are usually the symbol nf power, han been wholly 
withdrawn aince CoafedorattoD. whilo the defence of that vnat 
coostry, with the preservation of taw and order, not only in its 
ctTiltwd ilistricts, hut iu the romoto recesses of the interior still 
itoeafiad by the native triben, in entirely committed to the care of 
the people of Canada. 

Eaglond has thus, by wise and timely eoneessio&s of liberal

Let me now very briefly endeavour to cooroy to yon some partial 
ide* of the magnitudo of tho trust that bos beeu aasuuiod by 
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Oanadians in nndortAking the colonisation and government of the 
northern half of the continent of North America. 

FietUTfl to yourselves adomain nearly as large aa Europe, atret«h- 
ing from the Atlantic to the Pacific Ocean, witli iu Mutbem ex- 
tremilj in the BAme Utitude as tho south of France, and its 
northern bonndor; along the ehorei; of the Arutit- Ocean. PosfleEsini* 
the finest forests in the world, widel/ epread coal-fielis, mo»t 
extensive and prodactivc li»hcncG. waivrud l>y Uie most remarkable 
natural diutribution of InlfCR ittid rivtirs, cnrtoliud with all varieties 
of minerals, and now known to possess an eiiuimous area of fertile 
prairic-land< destiucd to become thu future granary of Jrlnglaad ; 
this vast cDunlry readies, aa tho crow flies, trom octtan to oimaQ, 
four thousand mile», with an area south of the latitude of St. 
i'etureburg of at least two tnilliou of a<)utu-« miles capable of coUi- 
Tation, nnd of which fully one-half produces every crop grown in 
Orent Britain. 

The Donoinion of Canada, thus roughly sketchcil, is naturally 
divided into three great divisions — the Atiimtic, the Central, and 
the Pacilic. 

The Atlantic division is that which cmnprehends the older setUtd 
Provinoed of Kova Scotia. Priuoe Edwurd't> LiLand.New Brunswick, 
Qneboc, and Unlariu. It contains almost the entire present popu- 
lation of the Doroiuion, about four millions, and has, until viry 
recently, bvou the only part of tho British postiossions in Nortb 
America to which emigration has been directed. It may bi; 
described an the i'orust Bection of Canada, and stretches from the 
Atlautic to thu head waters of the gruat river St. Lawrence, weat 
of Lake Superior. 

The Central, or prairie divii^ion, containing the new province of 
Manitoba. eiLtcitdii from the domti'lj-wuoded Atlantic region lo the 
Rocky Mouutaiuii. Commcnciu^,' with the valley of the Ikd Uiver^ 
of uosnrpassed ferlility, the prnirio extends westward over ft gently 
undulating country, clothed with the moHl luxuriant grnitses and 
beautiful Burn, fuc a diHtunco of a thousand miles to the base of tho 
Kocky Mountiuos, by a varyinf* widtli of from four hundred to six. 
hundred miles. This majiiiliceal tlistrict, watered and rendered 
iicce&sibic in its eiwtcni section by the groat Winnipeg and 
Mauitoba lakes, ie in itii central and western porliou traversed by 
the mighty river Saiikutchewau, with Cftufu huudred miles of 
steamboat nnvigatiou. nnd fertUieed by many bcnutiful tributaries 
issuing from Iho rcceasea of the mouutalus. With «omo comjuira- 
tively iusignilicant excoptious the prairie division uf the Dominion 
contains probably thu largest continuous tract of country in tbu 
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nJajth'tl to tho ^nwtli nf wbnnt xiid otlicr ccTcnlf, nzi4 ]>iM!U- 
fitUil aImo for cattle nuning, especially on the westeru pUteau, 
irben cool kud kbuadaut water is combtued villi aa csoeptiooaUj 
iDodoale c]imat«.

The Atlantio corkst of Uie Domiaion is Qetirly iinrioe as cxteneiTd 
as thitt of tho BritHb islands, and all its important hea41aada and 
harbours are efficiently supplied with Ughtlioutia s(>rvic«. 

Tlio vbola country ia proTidod with a ircll-orgiuiiHod municipal 
arsttnu, and, as I bavo already stntod, education of tho most 
thorough descriptiou «t«>ndH throughout the length and breadth of 
the land. Religious lilierty and oqu&lity prorail OTcrywhcra ; and 
in tho ease of Qiiobdc, tliD feudal system, irhiob deseondcd from the 
French, has been peaoefelly and ihoroughly abolished. 

The statement I now mnko respecting tho present position of 
Canada, would, however, be incomplete if reference were omitted 
to its Public Debt. And in this conneotton I may be permitted to 
notice and correct certain allegations in tho article contributed by 
Mr. Anderson to tho Cmuempontri/ Hi-wir. which are ciUcolated to 
lead to the belief that in uomc form or oUior Cunada has failed in 
hor obligations to the Imperial Kxclii^guer. On this point it may 
bo eufliei(3ut to state that no engagement eitiinr of the Dominion, 
or of uuy of the Frorinoes, has e^'cr been ui arrear for one day ; 
nor bos tlic ImpcriiLl Kxchcijuor orer advauoed ono Bhilling on 
account of anch etigagemeuts. They hara consisted in gaarantMa 
granted by the Imperial Government I'nr vnrioas objects in vhiob 
an Imperinl interest was admitted to exiitt; bat in no case haa 
del»y, nor even an extennon of time, ever been asked bj- Canada, 
muoh less haa the British taxpayer ever been required to ooutribnlo 
to the [taymunt of cither prinuipnl or interest. The ErBt guarantee 
of three milliono sterling wnH paid in full mnnr years ago, and tlie 
othvru, still current, amounting in all to i:i,KUO,l»0U, are iu oourao 
of liquidation by tlie Sinking Funds of which Imperial officers aro 
tlie trusteas. 

Tlie whole debt of Canada, at BOth .Tune last — and it has not 
smce been increased — amounted to forty millions Bterliug, diminished 
by Sinking Fands and other assets to thirty-two millions, or 
equal to £B per head, bearing an average rate of 4'&1 per cent. 
Compared with the Revenue, it rcpre«eiitB nil and one half years' 
purchiiH«, and the interest constitutes about cne-fourth of the 
annual itcvcuue of the country. 

The debt is not, however, as is the case iu every oLlier ooiintry 
excepting always tbe various British Colonies, the melancholy 
leoord of blood and treaeure eqaandered in foreigu or iuteelino 
warij; but, ou the other hand, registers the peaceful progress of a 
people conscious of the vast resources of their country, and

Permit mo, now, to giTo yon what mast necessarily lie a vury 
inparfoot sltetcU of tho work already ochieTed, and to sboiiT you the 
pvBislent and df^tt^rminod ofliorta yoar fallov mibjocta in Canada have 
Blade and arc making towards the development of that great constry. 
I will speak 6ni of oar canal syuleiu, of which a statemoot of 
espendituro ennveys but a very inadequate idea. The object 
ooctemplated by this outlay has been tho perfection of tbe navi- 
gatioD of the riror Bt. Lawrence to tho farthest extremity of the 
Onat Lakes, overcoming the obetmctioiis offered l>y the Gnpids 
aod the Fallfl of Niasi&ra, so as to permit largo vesaclH to be em- 
liloycd direct from Chicago aad Lake Sapcrior to the ocean. 
Tbno works consist, 6rit, of tho doepeniug of the channel 
b«Cw<Htii Quebec and }(nntr4>al from eleven feet six inches to 
twra^-two feet, and ultimately to tventy-five feet, wliereby steam- 
vbipa of fonr thoosand tons oan now proeeed one fanndred and 
•if^ty miles above Qaebec to the qnays of Uontxeal. At Montreal 
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th« Cnnat eystom oommencee to ovcFcom« the eovcrot Rapidi* 
mid consists of in rU fort^-ono miles, with locks two linndrc'il 
foet long by fortj-fite feet vide, and pftiuing vessels tlrawiii^ ton 
feut of wfttor. Lake Ontario ia Uieu reiiolied; and to mirinoniit 
tho Falls or Nrnf^nm, the Wallaad Canal has been built, twenty - 
eight miles, having at proRent lookn one hundred and flft^ by 
tvreaty-six feeti with ten feet of water. Tliesd caoalti being iusufl:- 
oieot, new works wera wmmenced five yeara ago, and will be 
prubabl; completed within two yearfi, wberab; a nnifnrni fnlarge- 
iiient of tho whole njstem will he entabliehfid to looks two hnnilred 
and seventy by forty-livo faot, with a depth of foiirtocn feet, 
allowing the passage from Tjike Erie to the ocean, n'li Montreal. 
of TOHHcls of one thousand 0ve hiudieil tone. From Lake Erie 
■woBtward to Chicago llie navigation is unintermptGd througli 
Lakes Iluron and Michigan ; while to Lake Suparior accesii ia 
bad 1>y an American canal of one find a half miles in length, of 
eimiiar capacity to tho Canadian system. Thus, within two yeara 
propellera of one thou&and fivo hiindccd tons, Indcn with the pro- 
duce of the Western Btatoii and Canada, will bo able to proceed 
to tide-water viti the St. Lawrence from any port on the Great 
Lakes, ajid by tho Canadian Pacific Bailway, to he opened next 
ytnx, Winnipeg, tLo capital of Manitoba, with the fertile vftHcv of 
the Bod Bivor, will bo brought within four hundrod miloG of this 
magcifiocat water route 

In addition to th«80 grand works. Canada haa eonstrticlod a 
canal to connect the St. Lawrence with Lake ChAmplniu and the 
Hudson river to New York ; and also two large i-uiisU for the 
ioiprovomont of the Ottawa river in eonneetion with the vast 
lumber trade of that region. 

Passing next to the railway system of tho Dominion, it per* 
mcates tho older Provincoa from Hahfnx to Lake Hurnn, and with 
itx ramifieatroiis covcra nearly 7,000 niUen in length. Of thiit naile- 
age about 1,2S0 is the property of the Government, and operated 
by tJi«m ; for tho remainder, though largely aided by public 
p-antB, Canada gratefully aoknowIedgGs her debt to British capital 
And enterprise. Any notice of the progress of the Domioiou 
would cectiuDly bo ineom^lotc which omitted reference to the 
Grand Trunk and Groat Western Railways; the former eHpecially, 
wbioli is not merely the arterial line in conuectiou with the 
Oorcrnmeut roads from Halifax to Detroit, but now, th.Toagh the 
energy of its management, hss confeJTed on Canadian frade the 
ineattmable advantage of a through r&Uway from Gliioagon >Dd the 
great Praine States to Montreal, oar principal sbipping pott; Long

Evoo at tbc very Ihisc of the 
Rocky ^f^antRin6, herds of calUo arc now beiu^ ruiscd on the rich 
fiashircif of the afilui'iite of the SitskalvhiMi'aii, for wliicOi s murket 
is bo he fonnd in the advancinfr tide of scttlomcnt. From one 
end of the conutrj to tho other tboro is the eridont com- 
mencecnent of oco nt thoeo ^aaX moveraonts of popiildtioii tliat 
haro from time to time siguuliscd tbc progxcsa ol' the American 
oontinent. 

The gigaotio efforts now hcing made to faiLher tho colonisation 
of the Ciiitodiuii Far West arc promoted ftud (tccondcd by ihc wise 
nnd liberal puMic iioUcy tii Kispcol to tlic land. By Act uf the 
Oitmtnion Pnrliami>nt. onp-fonrth of the wholo public domain iu 
Lbe North-West Territorica is dovoteJ nbHclutely to free grauts to 
nctaal svltlGr:<. auotli6r fouHh is held At their option for three ycarB 
at ouo-balf tho OoTernmont t^nllirtg price, nnd tiiR rcmsiiiiug one- 
half iH to be sold at prices Taryiiig from 4». to £1 per acre to reim- 
boKft the eost of the Canadian Paoifio Rai1wa.y. When it is 
imnombored that the district thnii being opened up sxceeda in area 
350,000,000 of acreK, it n-IH bo sceii tlmt the free grabt lands alone 
arc nearly ttnce as extensive tts the irbole of England. 

Lot rao pausii for one moment to onRwoi- tlio objeotion that i 
liBTo seen occaaionnlly urged against tltc policy Rnglond has 
sued in transferrtnjr her territorial rights to hor Colonial subjects. 
I'his Yi?ry tf-n-itor^- that I have eaideavourcd most inade^nalely to 
di-scribo xraii for npnrarihi of 20t) yearn within the juriadictlon of 
Kngland hi>rBclf, and has only been made over to Canada vithin 
tun short }-«Ara. Admitting tliat itn capnbiliticg van then nn- 
knowu, Guiiit.da can at least einira the credit of dlfTusitis; tliiti 
knowledge ; hut if this be denied her, let ino aak whothcr ICnglisU 
toxpajprs would ever have connonted to do what Cauadiana aru 
clwerfidly undertaking? What Chancellor of the E.\choquer 
would have voatured to propos* n vote of t*ll,OlX),0Of) sterling for 
n railway to open np nuch a remoti; conntry? What Kngtish 
(roveniment would for years hnve fliistninod tho burden of iutro- 
dueing gotremmont and law and order '* And ctcr in the com of 
the Indian tribos. what stiit<>Rm.in would bavo been bold onough to 
toU Ihc people of England that for years to eome Ihoy muBl pro- 
vide £SOO,O0O a year to save these wretched natiTCs from etarva- 
liou? Yet R.I1 this, and far morn, has been done by Canadian 
titittcttmen. and cheerfully acijiiiesccd iu by the Canndinn people, 
while onefourtU of tlio whole domain, dcqtured and developed at 
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the sole charge of the Canadian taxpayer, is now offered free to 
all their Englieli hrethrcn who ohoose to como. 

Nor mnet I confine myself to theso records of succGssful progress. 
Already Cannda is among the first of the great carriers of the 
world ; her ships are found in every sea, from every frequented 
seaport they hear the produce of other Innds to market. Her 
trade is no longer with England and the United States alone, hat 
extends to the East, to Australia, the West Indies, and South 
America. Within the present year a steamship line, jointly snh- 
sidised hy Brazil and Canada, will open the markets of that vast 
Empire to tlio products of Canadian industry. Similar arrange- 
ments, it is confidently expected, will result from negotiations 
now in progress with Spain for trade with the Spanish "West 
Indies. And if further evidence be askrd of the growing im- 
portance of the Dominion, it will be found in tlio fact that both 
the late and present Governments of England have rocognised tlie 
propriety of making exceptional arrangements in future Treaties 
of Commerce with foreign countries for the Colonies ; and in the 
negotiations now proceeding with France and Spain, the intercstn 
of Canada will he watched over by her own representative and 
«lctermincd by her own Government. 

Such, in bri.-f, is the jjo-'iition of Canada to-day, and such the 
(Kipnlation and resources with whicli she is about to address 
licraelf to the stupendous task of colonizing the whole interior of 
North America lying north of the United States and stretching for 
upwards of 2,000 miles from Ij:ike Supcrinr to the Pacific Ocean. 
Slav I bo forgiven if, with such a task before us, I think it unM'iao 
to discuss the future of the Canadian Dominion with reference to 
possibilities that may never arise? Mr. William Clarke, in tlie 
Article referred to, belittles tJie present position of the country. 
He alle;:;es it lias no national life, is entirely provincial, and 
n -sumes a wtato of discontented feeling with tlieir present status, 
which my acquaintance with public sentiment there enables mi' 
sibsolutely to deny. lie assumes that the " present relations of 
England and Canada am essentially transient, and cannot bo 
maintained beyond n few more years ;" and upon this assumption 
Mr. Clarke proccndw to argue that Canada must accept one of 
tliree alternatives — Independence, Imperial i-Vdetatioo, or an- 
iie\ation to the United States; and of the tJiron he comes to the 
<?onclusion that the Inst is the best. 

What may ho the destiny of Canada ultimately, and even what 
may bo that of the United States themselves, no one can foretell. 
IVe have certainly seen the great Union on the verj xct-jji qI 
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dissoliitioii within the lost twenty years ; ami, tliougli, witli 
cnonuous eacrific«8 of blood and troiuuro, itii nnity vns proMM-vcd, 
it would lid rasli to nllegc that its varied iiitorentfi, xpread qtct :i 
rounLry an lutgc »s Europe, can alwnytt be mainlained iii hariuoQ;. 
iCqn&Uy mnst it bo ndmitt«d that as Ciuiadii iucronses in poptiln* 
tion aud wealth, her interest?! may diverge from thoiie of the 
moll icr>coua try tio as to produce aoparatioa. Itut Hiia is not the 
case to-day ; anil, on the contrary, I Inist to bo aide to show that 
tlie interests of Cfiiuda are at this moment n]o:>t intimately 
blended villi tlioee of Great Dritam, nnd that tiie maintenance of 
the connection may with sagaciotiH stateBmniiBhip be fraught with 
Uie gi'eaCcst benefits to botli conntries. 

Many writers arc inclined to ilt^preciato the condition of Caaada. 
and marvel over the superior progroBS and euor^y of the United 
States an likely to form an iirenistibb nttrnction for 11:1. Suffer 
me t» examine tliis poHJtinn for a few momenta. First, taking 
uontcntmeut na the bent general standard for comparison, I 
ventnre to assert that tlie Canailiaiis aro fully as well satislied 
with their coitjitiou as their Itcpnhhcati noighboui-tj. Our attach 
m^it to our Sovereign nnd to oar institutions is q;itte ns great ai 
theirs ; under onr system of Parliaincntary Government, copied 
from that of England, the people posttot^ a much more direct 
control over their Executive than do the United States ; our taxa^ 
tion in every respect is very greatly lews.

English and foreign emigi-ants. who «Lraiik from the hardHhipn oC 
life in the forest. Oar prairit provinces have only had birth 
within six years ; nnd have been acocssible by railway for les» 
than two years; and Uie measures are only now being taken to 
ioEotdi Iho over crowded people of Great Britain and of the con- 
tuunt of the great nonutry tliat holds out its arms t« tcoL-ire 
them. 

1 must apologise for what you may deem a digression, but Z 
wish you to undei-stRnd tlint Canadians are not disposed to expend 
vain envy upon their neighbours. Vfe all recognise tlw grcatneaa 
of the United State?, their wonderful rapidity of progress, their 
many estimable qualities ax citizens; bnt we are unwilling to 
admit that we are so greatly their inferiors, and wisliijig to Hiuk 
var iJidiridaali^ in theirit, wo rather desire to sltow tbnt undvr 
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Briti*li ini^titHttonB ihtii pirt of the continent coasigned to onr 
fJiarge can bo huilIo to riviil theta in every rcspeot. We now wietd 
Ibc cxiiabiuod romurccn of nil tlic furtuorlr dJhtinitftl clemctitii of 
Britith power. "\V« Jiaro now tliecovcrcil thnt wo posBoss cattiral 
nvoarces ab grmt an theirs; our ilutpriniualion to iiiid tliein i» 
vqtul : anil Caiintla lukti iiolUiuf^ from Knglaiul tltab cnunot bo 
ftbsira to bo nnmintakftbly for licr own itttoroet. 

And nlint. it inny now be ngkcd, is tho trua iDUreHt of Groat 
Britaia in Ihc fututo of lior gruntcHt Culony ? U it not truv Utit, 
«Iitlfi portious of thfl Riuno Etnpiro, nil that bolonge to Cflnacla 
belonga OQually to Sngtanil — tbo v&st fur««ts, tlie boundlesB fertile 
prmlrii-s, the miiicml woaltli of Crioudn ? Are tlicy not tlic cnmiaoii 
heritrtjie of every Uritisli subject —difTcrfulIy iKlmiuiBt«red, bnt 
jvt tlio Bnina ? Hits England no interest in the proUiic nsberiM 
oo llie etnsta of lier Amerioaii po»»i^H.«ionB, anil mIiouM she not 
ImI how largely her sataI skcugtli iiuty bo tLugnicutcil from tbc 
thooiiiuids of linnly fishenneD who earn a precartonB liTelihood 
oQ tha storm; Bliorcs of Xewrnmullftnil nud Nova Sootift ? Slioulil 
■lie not ile8ir« to Bharo in cetabUiihiDg ■ ii»w r»nte 1o India, 
Aiufrslta. and Cbmn tbroiigfa Lor own pogsestnons, fcoe from all 
risli ot interruption by foreign bostilitica ?

It bos been *.7bol]y Toliuilai-yJ 
and shows tho rcudiaetis wub which the mass of the people reeoiu 
to it, cither US au escape from suffering; at home, or in coiuequencu 
of tboao qiiolitied which »cem aatuiall; to I>»tc made thin coiiiitrn 
t)ia f^tfo-t d^utre Trum whence the tminbabited jiortiotie of the caj-tly 
USB being colonised. 

Botwccn the tcmumitioii of tbo groat Eatropflon var in 1616 
aud tho doeo of l8o:f, no less than S,403,592 portions kft oar pmts 
as emigrants.

After 1811 two causes oporatcd to^ 
turn the flow of emigration more largely to the United Stalos: , 
the first wiLS the cuudition of IroUnd up to and succaeding the 
famine, the otSicr waa the contemporaueona ojicniiig up of tbo 
vast prairio Statcu of the Union, which begun to attract goncralf-l 
ootivo aflcr IQiQ, 

Tbo latter cause iras, I think, much the mora important, and to 
it, I bolieve, the United States are indebted for the rapid strides 
they liAvo made iu pupnlation and wealth, and tbt- threat, atlractioiLj 
thvj buTc vfTcrcd to the orai.^ratin.^cluBs of the United Eiusduia," 
of 0-oi"mauy, and of Seandinana.

I iisp the t<rm " vohintAry" becaiiii' it U the only 
principlo upon wiiicli niiy (i ovemment c>on Id act ; mid pant cxperienca 
nbiinJatitly proves tliitti when tlio knowledge is bronglit homo to 
even the moat iguotnut cIass tlint a liapjiiev (ate nTaits them 
ncrooil the ononn, mid th<> ineaiiH plact^d nithitt their reach of 
getting thi-rt, iio diiliculty i« raided liy tlieni. 

^Vhik- »pealaug of Irelnod and (ho Iri^h, I mny »it, with much 
Kntisfoction, thnt in CnsadnWR Hat^ neror «xi»ei-ieiiced auy serious 
diflienlty in deahng with thom. WliateTer may hare been their 
tot or Iheir failings nt borne, they find in Canada the moet fair sod 
Cfiiiiil tientmeiit in every respect, and in return they love and 
sii['port tbcir new miintry nnd its institulionx. Their reUgion is 
renpeotfld; its olergyrnnk as high as any other ; they are honoured 
and looked up to by tlicir roinmniiinaQts ; uid I venture to allege , 
thnt, man for man, ilw Irinb in Caiiadn Arc^ better off, and are' 
better citizens than their comratriots in the United States. 

It ia shown by official retuniB that since IBlli no less than 
7,000,00(1 perBons have emigrated, of whom only S.CJIO.OUO hayc 
gone to the Colonies, while 4,-10ll,0()0 have for ever abandoned 
their allegiance and become citizens of a foreign conntry. I think 
this is a mo&t deplorable atatenient, and becomes the worae if we 
regard them iu the light of helpers of their former fellow-eulyects 
at home. Were the question only that of relieriug the coBgestiou 
of population m the Uiiitrd Kini^'doin. it would crrtainlylie imma- 
t«r)al where the emigrant went, provided he went at all. Bnt 
beyond thia point arises the most important im^iiiry of how ran 
the eiodas be made Horviccablc to ihe inotlter country in other 
respeota? to which t)i« r«ply is mnnifcflt: As oonsnmcrs of the 
productH of nritiflh labour at home. I might i[i»tanc<> the 
AaE^aliiui Colonies, which oEfor an infinitely ntrongor illnhLratiou , 
but 08 I may be told that their di.«tanoo forbids tlicir being cboM'n 
by the mass of poorer einlgraiil^. I will toko Cao&da and lite 
United States, whoHc couditioiits ai-» iu many respects c<|ual as 
fields for omisralion, and it will be seen by the Board of Trada 
returns tltat on an average of ihv latit Ihrou years, notwitbetaud- 
inp the recovery of prosperity wag mori' early, evoc>' person, aud 
therefore every emigrant in the Uuitotl States, liae coneumed onJj 
Ss, 4d. worth of British mftimfucturF». while iu Canada he has 
conaamed a2fl. ; it is tberoforu iu the intcnst of British labour at 
homt>, iu tlie proportion of 82 to 8 tliat emig;ratioii should go to 
Canadib ruther thiiii to the United States.

Hoi past coreei' t^ absolutely iud«fciisible, uuU-su 
Bho is piropuretl to allege that sbo bcouuo tliQ greatest colonisiu^ 
nation tbe world lias ever seen, because she sair tliat tUc tran&fei 
of Uer ciliiienA to new lauda to ha civili&ed aud KoroniQd by he 
laws, was tbo wisiesb coarse, as well for tlioiio wbo want as for 
Iboso wbo stayed at bom& Ih it coiiccivuIjIc tbat uny nutioa,, 
wUiob hm with such iu£aite labour, watcbfulnuss and caro 
coedod in planting bcr own people iu ulmost uU ilia inoEl pro- 
ductive regiooa of tbe ;{lobc. aUull, iit liiu very momcut when 
tbeir condition of dovelo])mcnt promises the fruition of generations 
of preparation and elTort, be prt!par<>d ciUmiy to admit tbat obe 
knowa nut hoir to utilise the rcsourc(i:3 so botdly non, imd now afc 
Icii^'tb sccu to Li> DO abmidaut ? 

i nllego tbnt to have aaijaireil Colonies, and not to proceed reKO- 
laCely in pcopliug tbcm, is the most contradictory policy any nation 
can puntie. What fiboll vf^ aay, tben, of Gi'cat Britivin, ovcrfloviox 
wilL population, ami having poBseusioas in everj' i»ortion of the 
world, and yet viewing wJtii perfect indifference tlte transfer of 
miUions of her subjects to foreign lauds 'f I "would not complain, 
if it could be truly said that in uuy ouv particular the tondition of 
the emigrant would bo bettor tinder a foreign tlag : but this is no*, 
eo. I speiik now not of Canada alone, but of her sister Colonies 
as well, wbfiu I affirm that witUiu the limitx uf tbu BritiHli I^mpiro 
ererytbiug required by civilised man cuu be produced as well as iu 
tb^ vhol« of tbo rcKt of tlio world ; while if faeiUty of access be 
taken into aocouiit, Canada Ktaudit on moi'u than on ec|ual footing 
with her groat rival, thu Uuitud titultM. 

iJuriag Uic la»tt fifty years, tlio policy of each successive Govern- 
ment baa bt'cu to give Uieii' sole attuulioii tu proper provision for 
the departure of tho cniigTunl.

It may oothavo beon possible in Uio pnst to liavo prevonteil thu 
oiitdow t)t peoplu to tlia Unilul SUtes, altr&cted as tliej were by 
Uitt vonilerfal account tltoy reooired of tlie ndvdDtiigns ofTerod b; 
tlin pnit-io Slates. But thiB is nil clmngod iiuw. Caonda offers 
Uiv Btru^IUig poor of tliu conutry adviinUi'^cs fully tuinal to thoee 
•v«r tlruMot of ia ouy forviijti country. 8!iu offcvH thvui frco faiiiu 
of ferlilo pr&Jrio soil for iiotluag ; she i» now ooiistraotin;^ rail-

In tlioso remarks I do nut nub to bo andcTKtood as advocating 
aay legislaLtrc intcrfercnco witli the free choioe by any emigrant 
of Uii» futuro home. But I oonleud tluit the moral iuAaence 
of thit people of ildn country should be exerted iu directing 
tbt< tide of emigration luwanla their own uidoly-e&lendcd Colouial 
posennotu: And if, as I firmly bd.ove, publio aaustaDco tanst 
be givoB in some form to rvLivTc tho ciiiting «ongo»tioa of 
population ju many diBtriolo. cspucially in Ireland, then 1 have no 
h«aitat(oa iu asMrting that it shoold bo confined to tho Coiomes 
eiclauvely. 

I hiLVe, io the forogoing mniorks, endeavoured tv place fcefovo 
you tlie present position and resources of Cauada, and the extent 
to which, Ujroii^h a. wine policy, tlioy can bo mudo to ex«rciM an

To these objects sbfi is 
devoting all th(< bnsliaudcd resources of ht^r [inst efforts ; and, 
entering upon her tiisk with niitiirntslif-'d credit, nad conscious of 
bcr own strength, eLc has full ««sumnc« of sncccss. But in no 
spirit of sclliiiU agujrandiBomout do her people address tbemsolTos 
to their work — tboj rctogniso most fully timt the bounties they 
enjoy constitute (i »»crod trast, to bo Administered for the good of 
others ns wot) as of thcui8«lvo>i. Thoy say to the. RtniggUng ia> 
dustrlous millioua uf tht^ir frllow mibjcot^ hure, crippled tind over- 
borne by causoa which can never bo removed, "Come, and freely 
share alt wo have. Frou fitrius nwait yon in the far extending 
prairies of the West — k-avo behind you tht; catcs and Iroublea of 
the pftflt, aud aoeopt the rcwtird of honoRt labour, a happy, eoo- 
tented homo, fmo from itn\iely for the vliildreu flowing np nronud 
you. Cumu to a land where tiLxiitacm is unknown, oxoefit for the 
dovelopm&ut and beiioiit of yonriolves. Kntet upon a now enreor, 
where you will fei-l that all tb<> projjrestii you yotirselvos ar« matcing 
reacts in good to those yoii have left bL'liiud, reduoiog tha com- 
petition of labour in Britnin, and at the Bamc time incrcAsing the 
marketii for its products." 

Nor does Cuimda confine her invitation to the United Kingdom ; 
bor coiiiitry i« wide enoujii to form a refuge equally for the 
iniUioQs of Coutiuontal Kiirope, who wait with ninioxt hopelosit des- 
pair for tiOino (ML-npi; from the painful penury iu which they now 
exist. To oil such Canada tenders bor aid, and offers them an 
equal interest in hor ciirf^er of progrc-ss. II ia true that iniltionH 
of ItritiBh snbjecis have in the past nn fortunately renouncnd their 
Allegiance and gone to bwcII th^ power of another nation, but 
Canada hopes to repair this error, by nttracting to her shores tJie 
hardy Sc^trndinaTina and honest Germnu, and tbn 1 soon to give to 
onr beloved Queen, as CanadiaLS, a full eiimvoleut for the sabjccts 
she bail lost. 
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Cotukda is now doing hot part hx the effort to eotonUe BriUth 
Nortb America, anil it rests vitli Ui^ Oovemiui.iit anil paopU of 
England to do Uicirs. Steady co-oporaliou will not onlir Hocan an 
eAriy and suec&»3fiil rosolt, bat will dntv still more closoly tli« tioc 
of tnattial affevtion aai inturosl. pcrpet(tatiD>; lliat t(ym[>atlijr of 
feeliog wliioh is iLe surest «d<1 most laitius bund of iinioQ. I 
will not permit injr««lf to doubt that the |mi>lic uuml vUl soon bo 
CboroQ^ly awakened to tUo iniiKirtanco of the new era which ix 
(ijw&iag in the North-SWst prairica of the I>omiaJou, not only for 
Canada bat for Kugland, and to th« vast doTtlopmcnt that vrill 
lie thnti givsQ to thu poiror and rosonrces of the Empire : aiid I 
confidently believe wo Bliall noon see a thoronj^li and syst«niatie 
plan for roouning from tho 07er.crowdcd fields of labour in Great 
Bfilain and Ireland those tann of thousaniU of honest eons of toil. 
wboMT labour alone is wanted to fulfil Uio moat sanguine aspira- 
tioBaof Canada. 

I know not what futo may. iii distant yoitrH. be nserred for my 
eotuitry. but of this I am wcU assured, that a people capable uF 
calmly and resolutely dorotJug thoir entire eoerfpt-fl to such a high 
and oobla work aa tho eolooieation of Britisli North America, 
with itB attendant bleesinga to the sufTerinK poor of Euro{M>, «au- 
eaouot foil to achieve a deiitiny, vliioh will make '' The Fatare of 
tho T>ommi<in of ('annda " wortliy of tlic great nation from vhieh 
it haa spnmg.

8titlef f in three impnrtnnt partjcnlara. The chief faetom in thn 
nuflxamplvd projcicaa of Ihn United Stotea lay. Brst, iii the abunilnnL 
6e1d of Inbonr nfTiti-dRd by ht<r groat ayatem of cnnaU and milwars : 
iioxt in the imrarimo rxpjinso of fertile prairin tcrriton' in lli« 
Weatcni Stntea of tho Union, to which th« railvajra aflorded chcnp 
«nd rnadif necfss. and ivhich carried off the rapombnndaut Inhoiir 
iiflar tlw roilwaja were completod, and which wiut up to that lime 
ctup!o>'«l upon them ; aud. thirdly, the attriLCltvo homestead law 
^nd the cflf^' torma npou which the puhhe dominion was olTerod to 
amigniDt sfttleTH. (Hear, hear.) It ia tme that. a» far li&ek. as

of the Hudsou'B Bay Company to the Dominion. The acquiremeut 
of that spIi!n<Ud and fertile tract, c-ouplcd with tbv construction of 
the flToat Pacific Railway, and the adoption — -n-hioh did not tnko 
plact!, I think, till 186S^)f the Homi>sti>ad Law iiud Iht* Fr»o Grant 
HyHlcm, hiLvo now put the Dominion iipou n par with the I'nitcd 
Stfttee. (Hear, hear.) I have not the smaUeet doult that the 
gnmd results which have excited the envy of the world an re^rxla 
tiro Ouitcd Stiitca will be yritnc»Bcd in Caaada, and that she has as 
grpat a future boforo hor. Sir A^lexamlor Gait has refoTrod ■with 
oousiderabtti oiiiplmtiiti — but not A whit too much, coaeiclering the 
impurtaiici; of the subject — to emigration, uud to fbo trade rclationa 
botwcon Canada and the motlior-eoantry and with foroigu I*ow«re. 
I \\o^v thttt thosa ijueatiou^. and tUv remarks with which he tutro- 
(luo«d Uivm to U8 tonight, will go fur bL>yoiid Uio limits of tbia 
audience, and tlmt they will ongago tbn attention and eitcito

Nov, jou liave the food supply passing OT«r 
eighteen dlBforent lines of die ocean— north, south, east, and west. 
Therefore in tvar you will have, under existing circamsta,nueH, to 
protect by your fleets eighteen different food lines. But you havo, 
>i» Sir Alexander Gait hiis shown us, in Canada the meoiu — and 
capable of derelopotcnb — for supplying all you want in iho way of 
food. (Hear, hear.) And, therefore, when onco the rosonrcpR 
which art^ pioturod so fully U) us and the capuoily and fiTtility of 
Canada arc properly developed, instead of relying upon foreign 
uountrics for your food, and having to provide for the dofoDoo of 
«ight«<]n dilT«reiil lines of supply to England, you would huTe only 
oao food line aoro^ii thv North AUautit: Ucuan to protucL (lieiLr, 
liear.) That, in my opinion, is n qut'stion for praoticnl statCRmau-

I Aaatraltn, and Now Zealand, It mu«t be as admitting onr aona as 
janior p;iTtner8 in the old firm, and not as mere aabordioatoa or 
oterfcs. (Cbi'em.) I am n-ady. for my part, to wdoomo tlip 
latoTK and etatfsmeii of Canada as fcllow-workerff hero. I bavo 
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known mAux of tlioni, oqi} found them in ovcry rciipect our equals 
in uU ILat concci'DB public bnsines)). Why, ve h&ve tlie Lonl 
Mrjot, who iii»(l« his fortune in AustrnlJa, nt tUe hetid of tlip City 
Corporation to-dfty; and vte Iiive Sir John Mom 611iug tlie cbnir 
lo-nigUi, nnO. be is a staUsmon from Oanndii. (Hciu-, lienr.) 1 
wisti that wo Hbniili] Iuitp n thomufih brotkorhood, and forgot tlio 
old pretensions of rxctusiou niid ASCf-udenL-j, mid hold ont tlie Imnd 
of friendship freely to all KngliEh-epoahLn^ Colonics. But if wc 
are to have ft really linjxtrisl policy pormnnently »tstnhli«hpd, we 
mnst gnislc mid direct cmignttiou from the TJuited Kingdom to tlie 
United Colonics, instead of nlloniiig it to drift and drain, as now, 
to the United State«. I say this in nn spirit of jnnlniisy or envy 
of our great rivals, with whom I wish then' should ever bo the 
poacefal competition only of inaostiy and fracdom ; I Bay it not 
because I vaJue our n>pnbUcnn descendants less, bnt because I 
Tolue more tlioac whn trust nnd lore the authority of tlie Queon. 
(Loud ohpers.) 

Mr. William Millkb : I have been delighted with the able Paper 
which hnH bi-«u rt'nd by Sir .Alexander Gntt. I lirm proud to olaim 
Sir Alexander n» a friend, almost as it fdloir-countrycQan — the 
distiugntsbed sou of u diiititiguit>hed Scotch father ; and now that 
Tre aoe colonistB, like Sir Aloxandt-r flalt, risuig to occupy the moat 
-prominent potutioiifi in tboti^' groat Iraporial dflpondcnci^» which 
are scattered all over Iho earth, I hope the day luiiy soon come 
whvn politicians of tbiit country will ccusc to look down upon the 
politicians of tbc' Colonies, nnd will conaider tliem St for the 
highest po»U that Her Majeety cnn ofr«r to their aecoptaoce. But 
I am eorry to think that tiii:« han not yd uuniv. (No, no.) It in 
not lonj siroo, in eonver::ntion with one of our grcnteri and roost 
popular Htat^^men, ho wound up the convi^rfatiou by Raying. " T>o 
you nicttu tu tuU uiu you would miiko oni> of tliose Canadians 
a Cabinet Minister ? ' (Cries of " Namo, name") No name nhftU 
he givi'u. I wnH pfirttcularly dtdighltnl to find Sir Alftitander Oall 
hitd the courage iu tlii:< aNctoiuhly to iiiako whtil I nhonid crdl a down- 
right Home Rule upeech, {No, no.) Why, y«t. Why, I nevorlistenod 
to a more thorough Hom(> Rule spe.erh. (Oh, oh.) 8ir Alexander 
cnmo hvre uk a Canadian — what I my;*t:-U nin U> a oerlftiu extent — 
on purpose to talk to ur about tlio future of Canaila, not thinking 
of its importauco to the people of this country »a much ax regard- 
ing its imporlaiKU and ile benefit to the actual people of Canada — 
to those four niillionii of Canadinnt who imvn virtually resolved, 
as Ur. MpColIagh Torrens. iu hia ultra-revolutionary Home 
Jiaio speech, told iib — {crieit of " No, no ") — those four millions of 
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C4tt4di&ns who liKVe ro«cilv<:-il final/ to A]>t>ropriikt« to thotoselt'oc 
tbd wliolo of tliU grantor buK gf tlic groftt North AmericAD con- 
iincnt. Bat I wonld now asIc you, Sir John Rosa aod Sir Alox-

moihor-conntry ? (Captain Coloinb lias told us. and hfl AppearK in 
tun Tiews to iigrcd tu tliu miiin n-itli Sir Alcxauder Gait, Uiat tliL- 
diief volae of Cnnada to tliU conntrr is ae a vhMtgromD}?

8T«rag« only batweon Qtd and Rix miilions a year. N'ovr, the gross 
ineoiQO of thiR country is aboot one Uioiu&nd iqUIiodn, and of tliis 
inoomo two baudrvd miilioDK of poaudjt etcrliug nro durired from 
fenigo trade. Tliat foreign trad(t suffie«a for tlu! ttiipportof Hw or 
■ix millions of our population. Tba part wliich Canada's trade 
MippDcUof our popolatiou iit tliorefbiv equivalent ainiply ton small 
coaiitry parish, or at moat to a town of about the aize of liiinde*, 
8nch a part in nil that Ciuiada actiinlly doea for Hupporliaft the 
pooplo of Ibis conntry ; while AostraUa, «-itb n population of but 
half that of Canada, takes twenty millions' wortli of oor manit- 
faetarMt annually, and supports at least half n million of our popii* 
latioQ. {Hear.i I do not blame Sir Alexander Oali or tfao 
politirmns u( Canada that tbey conntlt ihoir own inlereHt*, and 
tliat, in Ibeir ao-callfxl national poUry, tliey do what tlioy consider 
beat for themsAhes and Iheir own people. I do not altogitbar. to 
Um Mtne extent as oar KngliiUi polttieians appear to do, belfare io 
n-ee Trndo, that ono-Ridpd Free Trndrt we bare, nor would I, a« 
«oma of thorn would do, cram any kind of Free Trade down Sir 
AlsXBoder (taJt'u throat in Uu> diacuasiiHi of anchn aubjoet (prolonged 
intamiptinn— criffi of "Time, time "); but 1 wish to call the attea- 
tton of this aadicnoo to the fiwt that our statesmen lure in ivfltrd 
to the Empire's — both England and her Cokmics-^eommereial 
rsilatiane with foreign oonntrioi, thought so very little about tlie 
iMluflta tbat we shoold derive from a legitimato reciprocal and 
f|«aaine common material interest, Ihiil they hnTe finally allowed 
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ftll the eoDUBotiwGaitii to get iuto a Ktato of utter liigintogi'fttioD, 
boUi cumnaeroial uud potitioaii. (No. uo; lieaj-.) Look at Intloiid, 
th« Cnpe, Nittiil, AQstmJu, as<l Caoada ! nrc tlicy not «x«r«ising 
" Homo Role" moro nud raota. iu cvory direction, commoTciRll; as 
weU B3 politicollji', imil is it uot time tliat we ahonld cmisider aa to 
whctLor ve cftnnot ood sJiould not take a view of tho Empim moio 
bafltting tLo roul iiitoichts of tliis comitry, snd Iohh betittitig 
thosu of tliut dilieUtiae 'inif»a-alUr tsuhooi of ii arrow -miDded, pftrty- 
Hpirited politiciiuis. which during the lust tifty ywirs hna rule.l tho 
eommouwcnltb ? For ioKtonco, in «riticiHiii(; n Pii2>er I wrote some 
little time ngo about tlio uiiiiicatton of tlie Empire, an emiDeut 
noble legiaUtor gave liis very tliougbtfiil and candid opinion, but 
what was it lia said ? Wliy. tliat be did not Bupposo Mr. Millor'a 
idean about tlie unity of the Empii'e, througb au KiupiroV Parlia- 
ment, conld bo ca.rriod out, bocimso the ronghncES of Colonial 
politics were utterly diatiDtteriil to Eu^liuh ststeHuicui, and the 
politicians of tins country woiildncTcr be willing to divide the spoils 
of Impsrial o9icd witli Colonial poUtici&aa. (No, no—" Naiuo, 
name.") 1 must not give uuiue>i;, but I toll yon tbeso tilings are 
eo ; I wish merely to state facie, and, moreover, tu draw this cou- 
clnidon from tbeui, that unloss wo ciitiroly discacd «ueh notions 
aboitt Ctinadiau, Austratiau, and Soutli Africau politiciaus not 
being fit to hv- cnLrusttid, as fully ha £!uglu>b stateisiBeu. with 
Imperial intoroste, this Empiro of our« must, M it U Qov doing, 
ere long louome a fornilo^K and diniiitegrnted maaa. 

Captain Columb : Will you allow me to say that my friend, Mr. 
Miller, htlA mlstakon entirely my remarlcsi by tiavinj tbnt I thought 
the «biof valuu of Cauada to um was her coal and food ? If I litul 
had three muro minutes to voutinuo my remarks iu oouuection 
with Ireland niid cmij^vation to Canada it woiiUl bavo been clearly 
seen that (buy wer*f not luy viow*. (Hear, littav.) 

Colonel J. HuNi-Ku UftAxr : TAt. Cliainnan and goutlemen, — As e, 
Canadian it has afforded mc very great pleasure indeeil to havo 
lintoned to tbu excoediugly abib and interesting Paper which lias 
been riioil by uur High CummiBttioiRT. I think you will agree with 
mo tliat thcro is no gontlemau eonBOQted witii publio Ufe in Caoodfl. 
mor« thoiou^ly compeLeut to »peak of thevouDtry anditsresoonwa- 
thati the gentleman who oc<;u[iic!< tbo liigh podition which Sir 
Aloxandor Gait does to-day in Kiiglfind. (Bear, bear.) It has 
been euioodingly ginttfying to nie, and I am »ur« it is to tli» 
audieuc-o prowut, to have heard tiiu fi^'ucral upprunil of tbu Paper 
itiwlf and of tb« eeotimcDts wbicii be oxpreBsei; in it I tliink it is 
1^ duty to ta}(e Home notico of tlte lemarkis made by tlio last two 
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^Kiakera. The great object wliiob tbc Boytl C«loiiittl luKlitute Las 
in ri«w i» to bring mciobcrs of the ColoniiU Knipin; of Great 
Briuiin togetlicr, luid lo diwHss tlie various i|uestioiis conaectetl 
wttli tii6 nelfiii-e oE tlie Ooloaies ; luitl Uierefore the free diacus&ioa 
which takes [>laoa here rnabloa not 00I7 people living in Great 
Britain, lint tboHe from tlie Colonies, to cotri^ct erroneouK imprea- 
sious oihl to fiabBtaiitiate feots. (flear, lieor.) Bat tiie (wo gentle- 
meo wbo hare Bpokeo lost lin%'o fallen into very tierioua error 
indeed. (Lanpliter.) Mr. AuderHoii, who oomplaiued about tbo 
indebtednesH of Ciuittdauid ite accooots not being rtgutaxly attended 
to, I tliink liliottld have more doeely observed llie 8tat«iucot inudo 
by Sir Alexander Gait, which was to this effect, that there never 
boe been a hinglo ehiiliiig of debt contracted by Canada that bus 
uot biXio paid to the verj' ininnte, iutcrest imdpriueipal alike. He 
altuuld ha.vu bcvn satisfied with the etatumcnt, and certuiiily 
ought not to havo i]utft«d his Blue-book ae he did as a counter- 
ttatcineni to tlint made by tliu IlJgU Commibiiiuuer. Tbe fools 
etated by Sir Alc!t.uuder Gult ure Btriolly corrvct. Couada has 
never failed in any porticalar, either as regards the Govcruiucut of 
tlu Dominion, or Ibv Proviuev^ of wlucb the Ikiiciuiou in eoui- 
poflod, to meet its obUgatioud, both m regards the principal and 
intoredt, in every retipcct ; and. from what I kuow of the country, 
abonever will fail. (Hear, hear.) TUe goiitlumuu who spoke liut 
(Ml. Mitleri attacked us with reforenct.- to oar trade uud our tariff. 
Now, I voold have been mach pleased if Sir Alexander Gait hod 
devotod a pnrngraph to that ioajKirUuit question, beeauiii) Ibore is 
00 geutlcoiau comiooted with Canada who would havu more 
thoroughly nud flatisfactorily explained it to tliis meeting. (Hear,, 
hoar.) And 1 think it is a subject on which some Canadian might, 
at Mjuic early dale, very properly and inMructively read a Paper 
Trhich woald hare the effect of putting the qneatioii in its true light — 
(bear, hear) — as it is not properly niiderstood in England. (Hear, 
bear.) The " editorials " which have appeared from time to time iu 
Ui« newfpupers of I^ndoii show moat clearly that those who write 
them , and those who speak on questions eonneolod with tbo internal 
policy of Canadii. huw uot corri>ct information to enable them to 
jndge as nptly ati they might with reference to tbcae important ques- 
tione, ^Hofir, bear.) I would nay tliis in regard loit, thatindiseass- 
log that subject vtu munt uot forget that we liaxe to the ftonth of ua 
a p^M'o^'^^^i ^ ^^^ ^'^'^S milliucs of peophi. (U«ar, licor.) That 
oar trade relations witli Uieu) orcof snch a ebaraet«ra« to demand 
from UH the nistst polioy and the most careful votehfuUicsa. That 
in order to develop the resoorees of oar country, to bmld it ai>> t<% 
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nibke our people protperotis nnil happy, we havo so to re^nlate onr 
«oiDinoret4t and fiscal tariffs aa to promote our on-n tratlofntbTanoiis 
parts of th» world, iind al ibe same time bnild up onr loanufMliir- 
lag ioltMsts. {Hear, litrsr ) Now. what are the farts ? For 
MT«raI yttn poat the IToitMl Btat&s have been takin;; onr money 
to the extent of fifty or sixty milUon dollars for produela vliieli, 
rndtMOTercd, could be mntinfsotarod iu onr oiirn counlrj- ; ami the 
pe^lo of Canada dccidod that thsr would rwbpt a tariff tlial would 
«inbls them to itroduc« thc-m in their owu eouutiy, for the pnrpoM! 
of dfiTclopitig tbcir ova maiiiiracLiiroii and ciopluyiiig their owti 
peoplo. (Hl'bt, hear.) llicre is an iiajvoMicMi oxiBtiUR in England 
that the object of tlmt policy wan the destmi-lion of the trade l»e- 
tveen Caoada and (treat Britain. A greater hlluc^- cunld uot 
poBBibly exist. (Hear, hear.) Tho fa«U prove it to bo n fallncy. 
The tariff which has lie«i in edstenco in Canada for tlie last 
cif;ht«en months, and wbicli i» called a proteoliouiKt tariff, has 
r«anltod in dimiuifihio^' onr trade with tho ttnitod States to th» 
extent of between 20 and 30 per cent. — and it will lie further 
diminished — which sum ban gone into the iimnufaoturing int^reets 
of Conudii ; it has tended to employ our people nnd increaised thoir 
wogCR and their comfort. But as far tin the Imdc witli EoftloDd is 
concerned, the olBcJal r«tui7iH puhliHhod by the Qovernment quite 
reo«nUy actually show that there has heen an inorea>ie of 18 to SO 
per cent, belwont the trade of England and Gnooda within the laat 
eighteen months. (Hear, hear.) I hold in my hand the latest 
official report of the trade of Montreal, n-hicli i» Ilia targe»^t city in 
Canada, und lu\a a popnliition of ]8O,O0O people? ; rmd tlicse rctnrnH 
show an actual iuci'cnKO between the ]iort nf Montreal and Gre«ft 
Britain of oxer two milltonii nf dollars uttliia tlio laat eighteen 
month)), and a dca-eaw brlwctn Montrcul aiid tho Unitnd Stntes of 
over thrcfi million dollars in import«, and in exports a gain upon 
bbe last yeai- of 1 SO per pent. I tbiuk n di«otii»ion of thin question, 
with all its details, would i^how coucIiiMvely Ihat llie i>olicy of 
Canada has been this— to build np the l^ominion, provide employ- 
ment for the p«oplF>, to d»oreaM our trade witlt thi> Unilod States, 
aud nt the eame time to ext«nd our trade with Great Brit«in. 
(Hoar, hear.) Tlint lias been tbe netual rennlt Diaeusatons lead 
to many pvapticftl oonolnsioiis ; and in refpprint; to Canada it musfc 
not bo forgott^u. as Gir Alexander Gait properly stated t» hia Pafier, 
that wc are not a warlike people. We are not engaged in revolu-

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help tiB in every iwsaiUc wny. (Hear, liciu-.) I am salieficd, if 
tlicso fooliagg would ouly provatl, tli«t ('anadu vill groT in strength, 
ftud rcmiim for ever one of tiie right anna of the Empire. I son 
ccrtaiii tliut, iiuiIlt tbe gcnins of tlit- I3ritisb C'oiiptitulioii — iiatiitfiAd 
AS wc (ire with her rule — wo woiUd be prepn-red to work oat our own 
destiny with tliat Huccesx which T &ia sure it is the cleiiire of every 
^utleuiiui )in-iio)it should atteod our efforts, resaltius. as I liope it 
may, in placing iib iu^ho position to onjoy all tlmt happiuesa and 
proflpenty which it may plenso the goodtietis of PrQvi(leti<» to give 
us. (Loud chcer».) 

Tho Vfinorable Archdoacoa WmouT : I oame here thin evening: 
to ItB inHtnicted, and in no wuy havt< I bcou disappointed. I heartily 
thiiuk Kir Ak'xaitder (iflttfur his valiia.bie lecture. It voald be a 
poor return ou ray part, nay, it would bo pro sumptuous, were 1 at 
this hite hour to npeak at any length. Still, I feel called upon to 
suppvrt tho KQ^CBtioa inado by Oaptniu Coloiab, iuai^mtich as it 
benrs upon a very important matter, and also to make one or two 
reuiarlu with reHpeot lo the climate of Canada and tlie way Canada 
tooata ita immigrants. I cannot but consider tbat Mr. Andereon 
raaken a arnotis mistake wlion h<< maintaina that the climato of tho 
United States in Miperior to tliat of tlie Dominion. I know them 
botli well, and especially thut of tlte region of VancouTcr UUuid 
Rud British Columbia, and am quite ready to uphold that the varied 
climate of the United States is, on the whole, far less Balubrious than 
the bracing climate of ('anaiU. As a mftu-produciiig country 
C'anadn visca very supi?hur to tho Unitad States, and in support of 
the asseiiiou I bring forward ilia aerere criticism which declarer 
that were it not for imuiigration it ia considered that the )>opulatioa 
of tlte United Statt'u nould decreeee latber than icc-reasc'. Uuo 
thing is certain, their families are very small, and tlie deatli-ratij 
large. And again, as a proof of the capacily of Canada as * man- 
produciug laud, I ask anyone to look arunnd thiH room. I have 
oidy just rcmiirkod to the friend wlio brouRht me here to* night tliat. 
aft«r having visited many partsi t>f the world — ver>' little of it have 
I not vidtt'd — I never in my life saw a tiner body of men than now 
assembled in tbia hall. Tliry evidently exceed in height and 
pliyaique men in England, and 1 beUeve this gathering is eompoaad 
cliicdy of Canadians. I wiUveiilurH to say that they poasess also 
n very marked intelllgonoe, Bolf-rciianoe, and determination, tlio 
incoruatiou of which Is fully set forth in the lecturer, who h&s so 
greatly interested and instructed us this Dvening. With rcupect to 
\ emigratian from Kn^laud to Ciuiadu. it will, I feel auro, be a souroc 
ofaatisfactiou to nil interested in that vast Colony to know hov 
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liiglily Cartftda ia Tfthieil bir tlie grcdt Pbilaitthropio Fiuna nt Red- 
hill. I hftve been now for iwme years closely conoMtod witli thnt 
i-aliiable and nbly-mnnngod In»titiitioii. from ivliich a large iinmber 
of ii'otitliH, early ndJif ted to vic-:oii<i Imbils, has becQ Hent to Csonda, 
tlicroto gniii nu hnnc^t livelihood aud to prore valauble raombors 
ofHOciety. I ran bear testimonjr on t]ie nnthorlty of tliotto wlio 
cODdact tli« Bedhill establbbrocnt tliat 88 )>er rdnt. of thoeo wlio 
hSTO gone (Kit to CanndB haro turnod out, not tiio reprobnteii thejr 
promiiied to be in earl;r life, but lionost, iipriglit, bard-workins 
colonii^ts. (Somo one in tbo ronm corrected tlio Archdoacon by 
calling " il7 per Dent,") 80 mnob the better — let ns then sny 97 per 
oeot — and tliat result in from the fpreat cnre talten of omigranta by 
the Duniiaioa nntborilios. But I lunst not forgot the sa;;;estion 
of Captnin CulomK It is, 1 hold, of the highest importance, and I 
aiwak as one who baa lived npnrnrdu of Hevcn yosrH in British 
Colombin. I may aJmoet Gonsidi>r myifclf a pioneer of that Province. 
I allude, of course, to the island rnilwny from Nftoaiino to Ehijui- 
innlt. The iutcresta, Imporiul and Dominion, arc vlosvly connected 
vitb stich a communication. A very able politician baa stated 
" that life, when viewed by a man nlio thinlcFi, is a comedy, but 
whi'D viewed by a man who feels, it ia a tragedy." Moat awurrdly 
this applies forciby to British Columbia when we call to mind the 
bearing of Canada l^jwardH her in Ihu matter of confederation and 
Uio great PaciiSc Knilway. Canada omiugod with British Colnmbia 
that, if tli« great vcsteru Colony wonld join tbo DominioD, a raU* 
way should bo eoustruclod within t^-ii ycartt from tltv Atlnntie to 
the Pncifio. It waa an ondrrtakiug which, had Canada rcilcctcd 
calmly, tlic impossibility of carryiag otit the bargain would linve at 
once appearc<l, In 1874. when nothing wa<; being donr, Lord 
Carnarvon, as Secretary of Stale for ibe Colonicf, delivered » %'ery 
Uecidcd judgment. H« «tat<d that, to repudiate a contract wax, 
on tbo i>art of Canada, a moat ignoble course. Aol up to it, he mill, 
u best you can, and if yon cannot carry it nil out do tbe bunt iu 
yotir power. Upon this a distinct and solemn agreement wne mn>lo 
to eonatruct a railway forthwith from Nnnaimo to Esqnimfllt, and a 
belt of land along tho lino of twenty miles iu brcndth was taken by 
tbe Pominion GoTcmmcnt to aid (ho con:»troelion. The affair to 
tbt tliinhing man now became com io iadrod. l! reminds ono of tbs 
foreigner who went to Uic opera, and. when highly delighted, triol 
to expresu himself foretbly. Re ezclnitned, "Bravo! Bravisnmo! 
Magnifiino! Pretty well!" Canada, uiBtoad of attampting to 
prodncp a railway between the Pacific and Uie Atlantio: Canada, 
tnatftftd of producing a railway from Nanaiiuo to Ea<]aimalt, offered 
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Ibo indigDanl Britiah Columbimis tlio paltrjrstim of about £100,000 
to be off tho railway bargain. Let as nUov iu cliarity tluit Cuoada 
tluroughoat meaiifc veil, and " taay he wlio maana veil fare well." 
This mncli I gladly admit, and I am eore Sir Alcsaiidci- Gnll vill 
agree witli mc, that at loadt tlie Canadians have acted bmvely. 
They have undertaken one of tho noblniit schemes known to the 
present oentary— the "Ut>iitmg"n Pacific Kailway — and groat ia 
the credit dae to Sir John Macdonald and the Adminislriition OTQr 
vbich be bo ably preaid«s. But tlie Kclietne is, I foar. gtch yet 
imperreot. yes, 'very imperfect. The iui:^takQ has been, ts Captain 
Colomb so truly remarked, in not iiioludiuy ia it the Inland Bailtray 
of only some 8eventy atilvH. I spenk cuniGstly, because I icvl 
deeply as an old BritiHli Coluuil)it\ii. Put, I nay, without delay a 
railway fjiim l^miaimo to KKqnimalt ; conuect the coal-flold» of 
Vancouver Island — npoij which i-emember, the very existoaoo of 
our powfii iu the Pacific largely depends — wicb tho mAgnifioont 
naral korbour atEsquimalt. Then, and only then, will the Bcliemo 
be complete, for then the liigltest interests of tlicProviiioeof Britiah 
Columbia, of the whole ComiuioQ, uay of tlio British Empire at 
lar^e, will have boou duly and thoroughly furlherud. 

Ur. W. FiuusB Hie : I do not rise at this late hour to prolong 
the diftcnssioQ, but simply to couttibute a fact which I couBidcrim- 
portaut, aud which will serve to correct Mr. AndcruotrR assertiou 
that the climate of tlio United States lit suptrior to that of Cuuada. 
1 huTc traversed the greater part of tlio North- American coatiaoot, 
Lout Qotobor I waii at Wiouipfi^, tlie capital of Manitobn., which is 
oommooly supposed to bo eomowherc in the ncigbbourliood of the 
Nortb Polo. 1 wag dodkiiuid tbero for two day« owing to a fall of 
Buow, to tho doptli of from six to tv^vo feet, which slopped railway 
traffio two Luucbcd niilca to the South in the State of Minnesota. 
Iu Winnipeg itself there wne no snow, uor any cold more iutenst- 
than in London at the present niomout. I would n upplemout that 
l>iuec of personal eiperieacc with the remark that to sitealc of the 
oJimate of Canada aa being worae throughout the old country 
tbaa that of theUaitcd i>tates,is lo imply that a were j^cographical 
line enUHCS a niarkctt variutiun ou the cimiatc on either mde of it, 
nnd that, by atcpping over au imaginary hue, a pexEon paHoa 
into a (lifrvrcul climate as well as into a different country. As a 
mattc-T of fact, tho climate hv koiug distance on either »ide of 
tlio boondry lino botweec tlio two sections of tho Xorth-Amcricau 
C0DtiD«Dt is neHily identieal from the Atlantic to the I^^fic. 
If tho climate vero nuifonnly better throughout tho United 
etatM than in tho oontertQinoai country of Canada, this would 
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be tbe iiio^b reumriftblc oooumuicc in tlic googTS|iliieaI bistov; of 
the worM. 

Tlu) Chaibman : With regsrd to tbo nUtomonla of Ur. Andenoa 
as to the CaniuUfii Load, it woald b« a great misfortuoe if a wroo^ 
imprcMLOu of so iupurlnut a lAot slionld be allowed to prevail ; and 
I am quite sure that no odq would lilto to bo pat riglit on it more 
tliAO Mr Alulcrvon liiioBctf. ami 1 will ask Sir Alfiaoder QaU to 
tixplalu tho true state of the case. 

Sir Ai-KiLixnea Ualt : I lliiolc if I am not really commilting & 
btvodiof the rules of the luHtitntc, 1 sliould like to say one or two 
words Iwyoad tho vcferouco to Mi. Audnrson. 1 think I oaghl first 
of all to «xpn»s to tliia audiaiico my tliauks tor the rdBoption giveu 
to my Paper to-ut{:ht ; at tho aamo tim», 1 wish to add, with 
rtgftnl to tlio oriticiirm of it, thai 1 hnvo uothuig lo complain ttt 
It hag been mudo iu a spirit which abovod that tlio feeltngH of 
thoM who hoard me are in th« dnbject. Uiacussioa ia alwaya 
usaful as to'ioging oat th« truth ; oud 1 nm glad to say that on 
thin ocoasioQ I think it will iii the end proTo to liave done m. 
(Hoitr. hoar.) M'ith regard to wluit fell from ^Ir. Anderson, he 
look oceaaioB to ^inestioii tho etaltimcut which 1 madeiu the Paper 
1 road, that the three miUions of tho original gnaranteo grimtod by 
tho Impctiul Government Lad bcoo paid off in full — (hear, bear) — 
and 1 oudorstood him to read from a paper, nhicli bo stated was 
official, that the Name wok outstanding, according tn the Blue-book, 
and that tho sani of three or four hundred Uiousand ponnds was 
nil that wa^ held n^ainst it. Either Mr. Andocwm ia mietakcn. 
nr tbe Blue-tMxiic is. (Laughter.) There were two gnarantaes. 
'['lie first guanuitee waa paid ott partly under my own administrs- 
ticai.andUwlMtpaymeathappcned tobo made by my firiend who is 
DOW acting as oboirmaa. It was iavestod in Kast Indian Bonds. 
»ud paid off at the maturity of the loan. (Lood obeera.) I do 
not think it ia oeeessorj for me to briu); forward my own per&ooal 
testimony as Finance Minister of Canada during ,tlie currency of 
tho loan, for there in the teatimony of my friend, Sir John fiose, 
who, as Finance Minister of Canada, ultimately paid it off. (H>.>ar. 
brtnr.) It was paid off boforo maturity, and Lberofore I think Mr. 
Aodersou will not dflsini to impute a mistake to mo oo that sabjeot. 
(Uoar, boar.) At this late hour it would not cortoioiy be proper 
Cor me to attempt to go into any diMouiwioii on the .sereral im- 
portant subjects advorle^ to with rofaroDCd to tbo Canodian^tariff, 
or with rcferaDM to the possibtlitjr of tna importa. U Caoad* 
admitted tbe goods of England free, it wotLld bo neoessary tlieo U> 
iidmtl tho goods of all other conntries free, which slu is not pre' 
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pmred to do. (Ueftr, h«nv.) I diJ not qaiCc cutcli Mr. MUlci-'it 
moAniiig wlicu be Riiid I mndd n lioiQi! Riilo tiiMtr'oh. I made it 
Bpeecli ill tliifl 8CDSC, that I tlionKlit tlie Gana<1iAns were nblo and 
willing to mattft:;* their own affairs. (Hoftr, hoar.) >Vitl) n-gard 
to Uie Ilev. Mr. Wright, niid tlio rcimirkB he nmde that he Uionght 
Caniula had not (inito fulfilled her niigagomeiit to Ilritisli CiduTDliin, 
X think that the mouth of every I^ritiah Columbiftn might with 
great propriety be closed at a moment when the inhahitiiiita of 
Canada have iintlortiiken the great oxjienditiirfs of cloven milUonx 
sterling in connection with carrying out that cDgagomeot ; and at 
this time there is, and U&n been, an expenditure going on in Britj'ih 
Columbia on u portion of the Pacific Railway, which is iu that pro- 
vlBce, itom Yftlp to the westward, of upwards of ton niilliniis of 
dollars. (Hear, hcnr) I was glad to hear the reinnrks of my 
&iend Mr. Bu'.', and his personal testimony in rofcrvuoe to the 
climate of the wcstorn portion of Canada, and I do not think it is 
ucecftsnry for mc to say one word npon tlif Kubjocl. I once mors! 
beg to thank you for yonr kiudness towards me, (Applauee.) 

Mr. AMnua»nv: Tiio inite-bock fttatA*) that tboro nro two Inane, 
each of tbrco miltiona. On one of the lo&ns of three millionii the 
securities are held for £368,0IX). Oa Ihc other loiku for thr«o 
million» for ttie Pacifio Railway, Ui'* tia|irovcmont of canals, a 
more reixai one, there is £80,400 of Caoadiau Bonds held ; bo 
that, according to oar Bluc-boolis, tlicrc is no mcutiou of its being 
paid off. I Khali certainly take Htepn to nM^rtain from the Treasniy 
whether they are correct or not. 

The Cbaibmak : This is how it ttanda. Tlio origui&l loan in aid 
of th» cAnals in the old prorince of Canada, obtained throngh 
Lord Sydenham, was paid off before maturity. Since tiwn two 
fnrtlier loans — one of some £300,000. for the purohase of the 
Ilad-Hon's Bay tcrritorio.^, and aaoLhor, in aid of tlie PnciliR Railway 
and the improvement of the navigation., amoanling to three 
millionH odd — have been guaranteed, but nciUier of these have 
matured. The imperial Government liava, in rnel, merely endorsed 
the bills ; and a fjiiking fund baa been investfid in scooritjex 
designated by the Imperial Government. 

The CuMBUAX : Iliax'Sone duty left; it is short, but pl(>asiiig, 
and one which rrqnires no words of mine to commend it to yonr 
hearty approval ; and that is, that we should nnite in giving u 
ci»dial and wann vote of tbankB to Sir Alexander Gait fnr the 
int«ret<tiag and comprehensive Paper which he han rend U>-night. 
(Loud and long-continued applause.) It is a Paper 'vhidt, a» I 
raid before, Tk'ill have its influence far beyond these walls and foe

When I nndeitook somo tnoDtlig tigo \o read a Pnpor on Soath 
Africa before tli« Fclloire of tljia InstituUou. Ibcrc w*» n prospect 
of an early ceseatigo of tbv war fover nhidi lias dcaolutcil some of 
tlu> fairest regions of that continoiit lu t1ii» hope, hnn-erer, v« 
have beuu tlitrnp^KiiDlcit, aud tlierc are ol)vioa» reason.'^ wliy I 
ahoold Dut uttompt to discuss this ovcoiog tlic future of proriDces 
wliore tba first prinoiplos of regular ctvilued f^overumvut are still 
iu abi-yauce. It ib impoflsiW*. tliereforc, at yreseut to treat tlia 
subject of tbi- uuiou of all tije Colouios of SoutL Africa with 
aoytliliig lilco complcteoeiis. Bat thero aro tiome great principlea 
whicii must at any time, and under suy circuimttauc-eti. be attended 
to in thu futurg ffovcrnmout of llic country. To these i will 
venture now to direct your attention. I ihors/oro propose in the 
following Paper to aketcli briefly somo of tho couditioua whioli 
appear to mo essential to the foturo good gorcmment of oar 
POCMSBLOUR ID South Africa. Ah a oeoossary preliminary we most 
spedfy what those poSKcsHions are, and whut ate the pi-escat 
wnditioos of tbeir goremment. 

Tho whole of the region more or lo»s uudir Iho iulluonco of 
tbo liritiah UoTerument has lecu describotl as " temperate South 
Africa,'' and some pnrlieulnrs of its area aud popalation wil! bo 
found in a Fapci' J lately read before liio Itoyal GeogrBphieal Society 
(vide "Prooeedings of Royal Ueograpliioal Hooiety for Jnniiar>-, 
1881 "}, bnt the aetual Britinli I'oRHCKsions to wliieh axtx attention 
is for the present dircctod ooonpy a. more hmitod aren,. 

"We have in the flrat instanci' the- old Cape Colony, wliicli was 
founded more than '200 years ago, and wluch has been since ia 
aooursQofgradiiAl aud steailygroTtb to itfi present dimcusions The 
original i:oiistitutioii of the Colony wus of a vt-ry autocratic stamp. 
The Govomor, as the roprcRcntntivc of tho Dutcli I'^nst India Com* 
pftny, hsil praeticnlly almost uidiiaitL'dpowL'r; and it was oxcroised 
after the truililiuiis of the greiit commerciul compauics of tho 
aevftntoenth century. When tlio Fiench Itevolutiou brolto ont, the 
autocrntie sevMity of tlio old Buteli Qoverumenl. gave a groat 
impiJfto to rcTolutioiinry doctritica among tho small population, 
which TCas then clnstered in tho noigbbourliood of Tabic Moontain ; 
and the first ooiiq,nost of tho Colony hy tho Euglith in 1799 was 
bailed by uumbcra of the iuhiibitftnts as n relief from the oppros- 
at'w rah ot the X)utclt £ast India Company. \i\xt,n the Colony 
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vas ^veu baclt to tho Dntdi arter the poace of Amiens, in IM)^ 
coasidorable reforuia were cfT-icteit \>y tlie Dutcli U»uie Gorora- 
mont, wliicli liiti in tbe tneautime iUeU boeu revolntioiiised. After 
ilie soconj and BuftI oessioit of tha Colony to tlie Englisli, in 
18M, muab was done U> reooueito Uie oolooiats to tli«ir aew ralen. 
Onl it Dould barJIy ha Haiti thai anylliing bai been effootod to 
loaketbu C»pe a rttally Britlnb Colony, up to tlio ailveiitof the Mttlers 
of 1820, vrliioti \xm nlvrays beoB regarded by the Eajliab colooiita 
«s tbi> startuig •point in tbeir history. Soins diiy I hope a good 
aooouat will b; ftircn of the origin, tho proftrosa, nnd the reaultii of 
this etaigrAtioa uovemout of 1820. It was tbo nenlt of the attflmpta 
mado to reUeve the prossare of popolation during the first ycarH of 
tbo long peac« vbich foUovod tho Europoaii settlemoiit of 1816. 
Ainoag tho emigrants of 1820 wero iropresentatires of the beat blood 
of Kujtaud and Scotland, such meu aa dnriu^ tha previous balf- 
century had supplied both tbe oflicera and men of oar Armj and 
Navy. There werealw Urge nnmbersof indastririaswell-inelructod 
agriuulttirigls, ortinana, and rvpreiitintativeii of all the strength of 
our middle olaaMfl. Thoy met with unexpected bordsbipH and 
privution*. whicli were encoantered in a bi'Soming spirit, with a 
dutvnni nation not U> be btntton ; and the reiiuU ban beon that tliu 
districts in which tbe etnigrants of 1820 settled nro at this moment 
not only poa«c(ibl«, well protected, and well oaltiratod. but full of 
ofaertahod triidilionii of Eamily and iudiridual pruyiess. The aettlera 
broaglit with tfa<>m. among other feelings from tbe old oonntt^, 
that love of freedom and self-gorcnimont wliicb is inherent in tho 
Northom nations of Europe, and it was not long before thin spirit 
VW foaod to be in antagonism to tbe despotic traditions of the 
Ibm C«p« Goveroineat. Tho liistory of the Colony from 1880 to 
tho prosoiit timo ia one of continaal contest between tliis spirit on 
tbe pari of tlie gorcrnc^, and the aataral reluctance of tbe Home 
Govtnuneat to part with %aj portion of its nutbority; but tbo 
ntefft has b^on, though imuietimes acrimoniaua, upon the whole 
.soDftbly cnudiictsd, and l^iodin^ to resnlts which arc likely to be 
of pcruaatiut benefit to the whole of Sotith, Africa a< well u to tbe 
' mother country. 

\\V Mhall have occasion further on to trace the stopa by wbiob 
ropresentattrc iii.ttititlioa<; were followed by tbe gr<int of roapon- 
Aible Government, and tlie preiieut countilution of tbo Cape Cdony 
finally established. 

Tbe history of Natal aitaods over a mnob shortar period. The 
first Enropeiui settlors in Natal appeared to bare ntmed rather at 
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bciag Earopeao ckiftis iu a autivc tioumantt;, tb&Q Coloaista.jj 
CliakA, Ostyn-ftvo's nnolc, graiit«>l l(>-nvc to aattlc to Engliali adveQ-' 
tarers in 1K25. After tlioin came the Trek Boers, who entered 
Nftta) iu 1835, aad were tlio first to C9tablish anything like & 
colony of Eiii-op^anii, govemad by Uw>< and oustouDi of European 
origin. Aft{!r n brief Ami ntoroiy c^i-vtetica, the Trek Boer republic 
lUA'^e way for tlie present Colony of Nutiil.

Let us now consider what are the elements or the population in. 
tbftso Beveriil KtntoK. Let na lir^t talio the European elcincDtt^ 
bccaiii^L- it is by them, and to suit their political ideas, that the 
lino^ of any constitution must m tlic main be monlded. 

Kirst, we have tlio old Dutch cleiuent, which ■will require but a 
very brief description from those who will imagine what onr 
brethren of FricxJand and Kcthcrknd descent wonid naturally 
iieeouio dnritig two centiirif):; of existfinco in a genial olimato, anil 
under conditions of comparative freedom fmiu the trammula of 
Knropeon government and cin ligation, [a physical conatltutiont 
the great mujoiity of the Boer» iu South Africa utrongly roeomblo 
that portion of oiir own population un the castt-rn coasts of 
England which hne most in common with their brethren across 
tho North Sea. Ittnnttt be reniomhert^id tliat Buor simply ineana 
farmer; " Bocrhuis,'' is n " farmliouse," &o. There is much 
of Uio same physical character in the large form and somewhat 
plilegmatic teniporameiit : tlio Teutonic eomplexiou, varyi 
from flnxeu hair with blue eyes to dark brown hair and dark^ 
grey eyes, fair complexion, and (air skin. There i« aa 
oocasiouftl admixture of Celtic <jlemGnt apparcut in a mora 
swarthy oomplcuon, and black tyc-s and hiiir; but these ara 
the exception amongst Bouth Africun Boera of pure Dutch origin. 
The Boer himilies are not only numerically large, but tUa climata 
scorns to favour a development of stutnre, resembling thut which, 
has been noticed in America and Australia, bub without the folUnj 
off iu mu-iclo and breadth of ohcHt of which Boine of our Traiu^'^ 
atlantic eoastns complain. The genuine Sontli African fio^ ia 

ffifaeraUj? a large-limbed, dcep-choetcd, as wsU an very tall man, vit 
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abaiutant hair, nnd, Appnrentl^, all liiR jiliyaicnl qnaliticit atniigtli- 
ened and deTelop«<l by ttie change of climate. In dispoi^itinn, I 
know of DO fiUoDges fiom Uie pareat lypv. soivu tliMO vliivli would bo 
nstorolty expfMited from altered conditiflnii of life. The South 
Afrieoii Boer lovei to lire for from hu iifiglitioiira on n Urgfl fana. 
rivalling! la «xt«ut most large estates in tho old country, and sur- 
rounded as for as post>jl>li> by tiia own Camityand (heir dcpfiuileolri. 
The conditioas of liTo are essentially patriarchal. As the family 
isereoaes beyond the limits which the original farm-hooM eoD- 
ioinftd, the former lovra to see his oons and sons-iu-law settled 
near him, and sh long »b the old pcjple livo uo one quostions thoir 
■QpronMoj. lu the old Colony the Doer has a deep revereoee for all 
estalilislied coaslitutioual ueaguii. Be n t>!iiwntia% a Conseirativc. 
Thtsobaroobor isdao tomany poculiar circumstances under which the 
Boerlires in South A{rioa. In the old western province, S4!ttl«d id 
the same farm-liouiw that was boilt by his ancutors 200 years ofjo, 
IhoBoor has Craquently developed intoavery otoelleut roprostMitative 
ofthcEnglishsqaireof Qae«nAuno'8 tmte, and Uie farm liouticsinay 
&«^Qontly be found to ooutaiu not only all the appUaucM of inoderu 
oivilisatioo, hat Lbo reGnemonts to be mot with in Uiu coantry- 
boUM of an educated English genlleman. On tlio otli^^rhand, 
far removed from the aooiety of hia eqaals, the fronliur uomodtu 
Ikicr may often beoome bard and tyraiuiicat; uul it is from tlio 
oooosiosal misdeeds of each men that tbe Dmst population has so 
frsijuflotly sufferod in oharoctcr, owmg to acts of higb-bondad 
violeiieSt vhioh wooU find noilUcr imitators nor dd'tuulers omoog 
tba Mttlod Boer popolation of tbo olicr districts. 

)lix«d up with the Boera of Dutch dviicoat is a strooc; leavon of 
Uuguooot and French origin. Tho lutvou of Fri.iieh influence 
dat«i8 from the moontion of tbo Edict of Naotofi up to the 
time when the first French Revohttiou drovo many fnmihcs— 
some lloyoUst, noon Repabliciui— to Kcek homes iu foreign lands. 
Tho Uni^enots goaorally in the Ant instonets emigrated from 
France to thi> Netherlands, and were thenoo moved at their own 
charges, or that of the Qovernment, to tho io&nt Dutch Colony 
of the Capo. Oao emigration appears to liavo ooonstod of as many 
as 200 families at a time, and tbe de»c«udant« of the same families 
may still bo found in tho fanus where tboy were first settled along tbe 
skirts of the great and Uui httlo Drokenslein, and at tho Franseltoek, 
where the dark oomploiiona and spiiitcd iuttilligeut manner of the 
French farmer would freriacnlly arrest the attention of even au 
tinoba«rranl tntveller. Tbe Fnnefa ware from tli« 6T>it debarred 
from all tliut was likely to induce them to romaia as a separate 
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comniDnity. They were roqnired to conform in matters of worsliin 
to t]i9 T)QtcIi tyiJO of C'alvinigm, it wns forbidden to pi-eacb to them 
or tesch tlieir children in French, or to keop up in anj? way their 
□iitiv» laugtmKo, and various flnbRidiar.r regulations were m&de 
to enforce their fimal^c&aiation with the aanouiuliufc Dnt4h 
population. I have heiird touchiug stories of the mode in which 
the patriartdi of a French Uaj^ucndt family, as.senihlin^' his chililroa, 
and exhorting them to bo good Bubjects of tho Putch Oovommont, 
which tniJ hefrli'iided lliein ill tietr extremity, committed to tha 
flames all tho hooks and paptrs n-hioh hO had brought from Fraucc, in 
order to obliterate aU tUitt mi<?ht lead his children to regret thA 
new Conditions imder which they were plucod. The iuUuonoe of 
raco i» still to bi; sct-n an strongly among our fellow subjects iit 
South Africa as among otirEelT«6 here, and just as the moral and 
intellectual Celtic olomouts may yet bo ti-aoed in some of our 
leading families ut homo in literature, in politica, and (ho orts, 
so in South Africa the chnTiicton'stic disposition of eminent pnblio 
men may sometimeti be luicouutod for by thvlr French otigin. 

Tcauyaon'a Northeru Fanner is us ucarly ftu accurate pieluro of 
gome of tho leaB oducittod Hoeri* a« of tlie oH-faaljionnd tenant 
farmers of our own northern catintien, and the picture of the 
good squire deecribed by Addison oi Uichardfon is nearly as much 
like Bome of my friends in the We^rn Colony 9S it would be lilcc 
any of the inhabitiiut!) of a remote Kiigli:;h comity. 

Of the other Knropean elowents of South Africnn popnlaUoa I 
coed not speak at any great length. In SouUi Africa may be fmiiid 
almost every type of Bnglishmnii, with the exception of tli6 
extremea of the Ligheat and lowest gradea of society. There are, 
of eoarRo, few representatives of the old or rtch Gughsli aris- 
tocracy, and quite as few of the lower clasHeH of English Society. 
As a rule the colonists belong to the best of the middle classes of 
England, aud of those who in tiiie country would live by the daily 
wage!! of thi'ir l&buiir. whtther miiiuial or i>tlnrnviBe. Knglisb 
famihes which httvc been for four or live gencratiojis iu the country 
are rare. The descendanta of Ihoao who came out in 1820 and 
since that tune, form tho balk of tho English population in the 
midland and eastem provinuea. In Kafltoria tho majority of 
Eoropean famihes have ttrrivoil within the last twenty yoarH. 

So far, these remarks iipply more especially to tho old C*po 
Colony. Tli« Diamond-fielda |K>paktioii consists mainly of those 
who have aottlod there within tho last twelve years. A few liave 
come ti'oni the nhl Colony, men of Euf;lish and Dutch descent : » 
^7VA/aiii/0ritjo/lheuior«rcccut arrivals are Englishmen, Gei'inaufi, 
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Frenclimen, and Jevi. The Orange Froo State population conmBta 
of Uie deseeudoDta of famiUcs who, vitJiin Ui« lul £ity j'eora, have 
mtgraled from thu old Cape Colony, with a \&cy largo spritikUDg of 
noro roceai acriT&b, Englinh and German. In Kaffraria proper 
Bsd Banttoland some of Um traders are sons of old colonlsta, otlioti 
very Late voau^rs. and mo«t of the misBiooariefi aio men who have 
come oat from Europe. In Ntital Llio ]iopnktion of European 
dMeut may be divided into thnio classM. l-'init, there are 
tppiawntatiTca of thu earliest Hcttlers, nliipwreelced Nailora, adven- 
tnrers, hunters, Ac* who entered Natal before the first great 
Boor tnimigratiou. ThuMi men toe oomiuonlT took np the habits 
and associations of tbo native trib«?. ainnng irlioin they found 
shelter, and are Bomctimes hardly difitiugtitahable from chivfii 
of imri) Kaffir origin, who hu.ve learnt Eo^'Uiih and have adopted 
Eogluih dreHii. tiecoodly, next tu theui cunie iho deecondautti of 
the original Vootkrekken, who set up a republican Oovemmont 
after thtiy had defeated DiiigHnu in IHIM. The bulk of tliie clai f 
mbsv^iaeutlr misi'B^ ^ tho Orange Free State and the Tranevaiil 
after tlio English GorcramcDt vau estahliahed in 1848 ; bat many 
nunoiued, aod are still to bo found, eepMlally in those parte of tlie 
Ccdouy neansi the Drabentthurg. Thirdly, the EngUab who haro 
aettJed in 3Jatal sabsequfmUy to the Colony being doekred a part 
of the British Domiuions. Few of tltese have ouy reoolleetion 
of the country furtlter back ttian 1648. They nro mostly repre* 
eentaiiveij of the EugUidi middle-claisM who ac« employers of 
laboar, with a very xuuiU sprinkling of those who are thenuelTee 
skilled or unskilled day-lahoiirers. At all the waporls there is a 
considonible population of Englinh and Oennana and otlier 
li^uropeatiti uf tliu classee who wuidd hs naturally locked for iu 
any seal of nuuitime iind JCuropcan cuuimeree. 

tineh, thoD.aro the European olcmeutii with which we baT« to 
deal. 

As regards tlio native iiopiilaUon, time only odmiU of my begging 
joQ to hear in mind that the natives of South Africa are by no 
meami a humogeuoous population. They belong to more than one 
entirely distinct family of mankind, and erery great division of 
«acb !:>outh African race has its own peculiar eharaetoristiBS, 
requiring exceptional modes of treatment 

Of the <x)lonrrKl racna who are indigenous to the country there 
ai« two great diviatousL First, thoee of the red or yeUow-skiniied 
raees, Bushmen, Nnma^nas, and Hottentots, of nhioh thehalf-oaste 
raoea are generally known as Oriijaas. These appear to have been, 
as far na we vau uake out, iahabitauts of &qiiUl A£i\«t.<^>!c<n^^ 
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possibly uot aboriginal iaiiabitants) for many n^es before the first 
nn'iva! of tbo grottt Dnntu dark-brown or black races — KaSce, 
Zulas, Damonw, Itechaanoa, &c. 

In como rospocts these two families hare rerr wiclelj diflVr«iit 
obaTSdcrii^licA, intolloctiinl nnd mninl. as vrU as physical. Ah 
regards physical developmeait tlie jellow or tawny-akiimed races 
hart a Very marked physiognomy, forehead fairly developed, wry 
high-check bones, Hmall aod nnrrow chin, very flat aot-c, nnd eyes 
Amall, with a tondency to tlie Tiu-tar typo, and bcin!:; somtUmca 
Bet at an angle to each other. Xho hair is often in littlo knote cf 
wool dotted over the skull. The genias of tbeir language is cDtireW 
different from that of tbs Bantu racrs. In disposition they are 
reputed to bo more aospicmns, loaa truthfal, and raoro npt to bear 
malice than the Kaffirs ; but they have often sn extraorilins.ry apti- 
tude both for musio and drawing, and a nense of form ami colour 
which is entirely wanting in the Bantu races. ItiaTcryraro toaao a 
Hottentot or nushman who has not a fondness for milking and [dsy- 
iug npon eome sort of nnisical inBlniment. liven the most 
degraded and savage of tbe BaRbmcn race, who live on injects, 
reptiles, and onrrion.and through long privation hnvebocin reduced 
almost to the level cf the beasts of the field, liave a power of de- 
lineating and colouring animals, human beings, nnd other forms 
with which they are familiar, with n facility and truLh wliicli would 
he wonderful even in a ciTillsed population. The KafHrs, on tho 
contrary, can hardly ever be tangbt to draw straicrht lines, or to 
alltrmpt any but the most nidimentary kinds of oarvint;. and 
although by no means wanting in mnmcnl ear and Inve of harmony, 
they have none of the extraordinary natural aptitnde for musio 
wliicb is possessed by the Hottontota and BuslimDn. 

In intolk'ctuiil powor the Kaffirs appear greatly superior to the 
tawuy-skinned races. For snbtlety in reasoning nnd qaickncss in 
perceiving analogies, few auioDg tho native rauc^ti of India ara 
supttior to tho Kaflirs, I Bbould place tliom vit>- nearly ou an 
e^taltty with the Ben^lecs, or Mahrattae, aa regardR acute reason- 
ing power. 

1 would wish yon to bear in mind the inference I should draw 
from the points of difference between thri^o various racet, which I 
ronld multiply if we had time, as showing tho fundamental truth, 
of which we ought never to lose sight in dealing with suck peoplci 
that all men are not bom equal in South Africa any more than in 
oth«r parts of the world, and that in governing Ibeni. whelher as 
iodividuals or in masses, they ull roquiro special treatment iidaptod 
to thoir special pecnliaritics. There is one other inference which 
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Is, I think-, irrcsutibly borue in upon anybody who carefully 
etadtea tlio liiibiu aud etiiuaetcriBtics of tlio SoaUi Afrioui rac«s, 
tbat Uiey ure uU, uiibout oxcvpUou, the dugradod d«acen<Unt8 of 
raooB vbo luvc odcc bcco iu a etuta of hi^bcr oivilisation. By 
" degrftdcd," I tu«ui BJmply m«nwbo have lost That their auceeton 
onc« possessed of liigber culture and more complete oiTitisalicn), 
rather tlinn men vtio hare mcooedcd uii iinccKtry mdcr and lesit 
hiiuiaiiis«4. Vn'e find tliem, in fact, lu South Africa, descondiog In 
the scale of hnmiuiity, luid not accoading. This, however, is a 
matLer of opinion, and I only etalo the result at which, in common 
vith many cIqm obaervers of thwo raeoa, I have arrirod. 

Bui the more importiint practical Question 1>y far i«, what are 
ihvir present capabiUties ? What promise do Ihoy afford of rising 
to a lii^er position among the natioue of the earth, as monj oiri- 
Used and more completoly humanised thaii tboy nrc at proieot ? 
in this K-sirCi:! also we t<bull draw diiTc-rciit cuacIuKions as wc coi)< 
wd«r different raccx. All linvo very eoiisidorablo capabilities of im- 
ptOTament. The Hottentot* aiid the N*ama<iuafl. and other tawny 
noes, are by no menus doficiout in capacity when once they apply 
tboir minds to any tenebiug which may be aflcwded Uiem. But 
tliey have, as compared with the Bantu raoea, less intelleetual 
energ}'. lesn denire to learn and to imprOTe, lud much less fierse* 
votiuice ; thongli. when Uiey apply their minds, tlioy niiow at least 
arora^ED capacity for receiving instruction. Tlieir t«ode»cy to aelf- 
icdnlxeaoe, to suspicion, and their want of truthfulucss and 
parsereranee, are very conunonly oomfdained of by tlioir tonoliers, 
and they have, opparoutly, far less natural capacity than the 
Bantu raoee for eelf-controt and discipline, 

On the other baud, all the Smitu raceii appear to bavo a facility 
in making use of any means of learning which may be afforded 
them. They are, lilte all unciriUsed i>««ple, naturaUy extremely 
idle, and dimuoUned to continuous mental exertion; bnt when 
onco the deture to learu has taken hold of them they are iinick aud 
iuteUigent uholan. and very rapidly acquire everything which 
tends to make a difference between cirilisiMl and uncivilised man. 
They hare considerable caiiacity for conUnnons and soHtaiued 
bodily laboar, and when au adequate motive is afforded Ibcm tber* 
is no limit tu the industry with which thoy toil, and the persover- 
ancc with which they will ooutiniiu to work until their object isac- 
oomplished. To cam the means of acquiring more cattle, more wivaa, 
or nioro guns, almost any of the Baotii races will labonr for weoki and 
montlia in a way that would uotdiaeredit an Earope«D navry. It 
is greatly to their advantage iu this respect that it is next to 
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inipoRsiblR to trimttliom as slkvea. T vnRR-iiinrQd.eoinoycArs Ago, 
by pemoiiii who liad great etperienca of overj-tbing Uiat related 
to tbc bIavc trade ou tlioEustera (.'oniit> that nUliougb there wori* 
no men wlio coiild bo wmparcd tn thn Knflir rucof. for phyeicol 
aixluirfuice aud poww of work, tlwtt they iie^cr made wlmt. '• in tlio 
trade," would k« called " sutibfitctory »laTcs." They were said to be 
either extrcmnly unmitnagcabic, or, what was maro frequently the 
oaae, tliey were apt to pine to deatU in slaTery, iiiiless they w*r« 
captured c-xtromcly yoiuig. Utiiico mcu of purer uegru extraction, 
and far inferior in physique, wnre generally prftforrod in the kIato 
market to those wlio bad obvious tracRs of KnfSr origin. 

It mity itt firat ecoia difficult to reconcile thla peculiarity vritb 
tbe abj<!ct. snbmiRsinn of Uie KatHrii to the dcapotlsm of tiieir ohiefi, 
but the explanation will be fotiiid in tbe inherect differcuce 
between Uie treatment of tbe European slave-master luid 
bis Asiatic or Afriona r6pro«entativ«, or tbe conquering; 
African chief. Both diief and slave-buut(.-i- 6od a commoti 
difficulty in dcoliu:,* witL adult male Kaffir captivefl. Wbeu 
an Arab slave-hunter gets poasessiou of tbe population of a 
vilkge, ho either shoots or puts to flight most of the grown-up 
m&lee. But i\ni Kaffir conriuoi'iug chief under eiuiilar oiroum- 
stances, after distributing tlio womon and cliildren among hh own 
warjioni, incorpomtpa the adnlt males who escape masAacre into 
his own army, and tbe young molo captives beconio a part of lus 
own tribe. Thnir ecrvilndc niay bo Hcvern, lint tharo it; tho poRjii- 
bility of bt^iug one day a cliii-f : liko the I''r«ncb drummur-boy, who 
may feel be baii tJie Marshal's baton in bis knapsack. 

The Kaffirs aud other Bantu racpa »ro generally good as 
voluntary servnnts as long as they remain with tlicir luaKter, and 
they arc often willing to remnin for ycnrs togotbcr aa BL-rvants to a 
good master. They caa bo tudtietriou?, iutcUigont, faithful, and 
obedient when some orer-masterlng passion does not take 
posseasion of them : snob, for instance, as the desire to vi^it their 
own peopU, or to join in a war of raees. As servanlp, onft great 
drawhuck arises from their habit of taking service for a definite 
object, to earn mone>' to obUin t\ particular puroba^e. Up to the 
moment when tboir object i» gained tht^y will bo faithful, obedient, 
and industrious, but immediately their purpose is attained they 
wish to leiiTc. 

Much of the friction between Ruropean masters and native 
flerrants arises from disregard of this pecatiarity, and from Ui6 
Boropean not tolerating a babit common to ICalBre, as woU ns to 
other native sorvanU, of eonsidoring a complete holiday as one of 
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lU. EiuplojiTS nliu uiidoistaDd KnOirs iu this rt^npcct boTO 
lively Ultlc (iifficully witij tlitm ; llie lutvant who vislies 
to iMT* pTOvidofl a itnbRtit(it«, it may Iw for & mooUi or for & jroar, 
but Uie oriijiiiiU Kcrvnnt Alvnyx rotitrtis puuctaaUy lo bis ftgrea- 
mctit, and ri'smiie^ work at tin- ciiil of Llifl stipulated holiday. 

I havo alrcndj spokait of tbo int«UootiuI qualitiM of tlio Bantu 
race, aud I Iiato do reason to bcliero titat tbcy nro inforiur iu 
moral fibro to other raoesi Hlwayii remembering tbui tliey arc lueu 
of a bCQTOoas tiimporantonl. bronglit np umoDg OTerytbioK tbat 
develops the anltual as oi)po>i(Hl to tlis luornl eapucities of luuukiud, 
that what vo tlioutd call a pure moral iitmo«|>lieri) i» nuknonn to 
tbom until tbey como pritliin tlie iuSnonco of CUrittiaii t«aoberv, 
ami tbat it i« not fair to rouiparo them rrea with tlic least 
farourcd of oarowu impalaiioii wltb regant to mornl adraiicerooDt. 

Tbo gr«at batio of all cla«8«a of native!) in Sontb AfncA i» 
iutoiieating litinor, wbiott fovr can rosiitl, nnd wbieli, more or lose» 
iqM)(>dil,v ruins all, but e(tr<-cln11y tlione of Hcrttenlot race. 

iiiic)i, bricdj, nro tho kind of people we liavo to daal wilii. Jj6\ 
08 consider wbnt iB oar duty towardt tliun cither as neigbboorB, 
or 05 tbc power set over tlicm to rale them. 

Thia <ino8lioD will be oosvored from difforeot pointA of view in 
very different form*. Probably, if we could gol at tlio real Bi'oti- 
meota of an luisopbiaticated natire an to wliat bf would considor 
it oar duty, or, at any rate, wbat bo wonld viah as to do, tbo 
answer vonld be to lenvo them entirely nione, togooii as thoy liavo 
been going ou for tlie pael five bbouFaud yearx. It is a great, but. 
I am nfraid, n very common mistal^ among own our poopio, to fancy 
that wen on edacntod Kaffir considers our form of life as tn 
itoelf superior to liis own. Some, no doobl, there ore who, aftor 
ooDHiderablc oxpcrienco and toacbing among Etiropoiini, would on 
tb« whole preftT ttiB life of a civilised European witli ita Aubor- 
dinoUon to law and morality, as anpcrior to Uicir ova ble in a 
Kaffir kraal. But tbia is certainly not the opinion of tbo groat 
moan of Uiose who have hod >ome opportunity of i-ontmsting the 
two modes of life. The Kaffir hoe inteiiM eojoymunt of phyeicul 
life, free from all restraints of dreis or neo«auty for labonr. To 
bosk in the aim, to have a aufllcienoy of good food, to have very 
litUo labour, with tbe oocttotonal cuutemcnt of huutiii:; or of war — 
tbia is tbo real vlysiom of Kaffir imagination, iai pr(<fi>rablo in hia 
eyee to th* rmtraiot« of Tlnropean civiluuition, even wilb nil tbo 
edvantagee, intelleotoal, social, and political, wliicb may accom- 
pany it. 

I have beard of many instances of men who have been for years 



apparcuily thoroagbly Euiopcanisoi, nnd h^ve visited London and 
Pstit), wlio, iicvertliolo»0, on tlieir tctnvQ to their own country 
imtnediatoly resumed, with aa appniciil seiiKe of relief, thoir 
btaakcti) and duubiiig of red clay, and alt tlio habits of uncivilised 
life Id a X&ffir krul, which Bbow« tbnt sometliin** move tbau a 
few yeara of trainiug among Europeaus is needud to turn tlie 
uncivilised Kaffir iuto tLe cirili^od Edtive of Africii, 

It is hardly uoocenai^ to point out tbat swell & life leads to 
nothing beyond vrliat Ibe rac« hn.s enjoyed for lutiuy C(>uturieK past. 
They may. under a good cbittf, secure tlie best tructs of country, 
and tbc boKt climate!, nbundanco of cuttle, and plenty of gamo ; but 
they can nerer rise abnvo the condition of either pursuing or beiug 
pnreued by Uieir fellow-iuan. Every Kaffir, eraii uudur the best mid 
most powerful chiefs, Uvas without Beciirity for what he mny nt 
present enjoy without any ccrtiiinty of its being enjoyed by bin 
cbildren. And what wo should cull Luiprovcmcut of any luud saps 
tbc foundfitiuu of imich of bis eiiJnyiiK'Ut. Peneo itst-Lf, by puttiuj^ 
an end to maiti^nctes. leads to ovci-popiilalion. Unciviliaod KntBr 
lifo is, iu fact, a purely Aoimal and material cxistciicc, and depends 
for itk happiness nnd coDtinaanco nn the nbsoQCD of nny superior 
koatile power. 

But tberoisaEnropcaQTiQwof what Bbouldlieourduty by these 
native races, niid that in the tricw, uk far as I can andersland it. 
of many people in this country, nul of an influential Hcbool in 
Soutli Africa, that we slionld neviT meddle with the natives in any 
way, which wonkl be diHtasteful to the natives tbymselvt's. This vioiv 
of our duty is an essentially negntive our. It docs not prescribe 
vhnt we should do, but what we should nbgtaiu from doing. And 
tberofore it ia not easy for it to lay Anvra >i code of procedure t(t 
]>e followed either by gnverainent» or tndivi'luals. 

We, Europeans, are in Soutli Africa ; and there is no posiiibility, 
as far as we can see, that Eiu'ope&us should be entirely expelled 
from that country. We auitt com': iu outac^ witli tbo natives, 
and beiu^, as aU Europoa-a lacod aro, mun of a moro or less 
energetic, pu^njj, encroaching twmpeMtiient, wo cauuut avoid 
coming in collision with Ihcm, whoa it bocoaios a question who sbiiU 
govern and who shall obey as Hubjt^ctR. I Imvo never been able to 
find in the writiuiTH of the Hcbool of wbicL I am speaking, any pro- 
grammo of cither action or iunclioa wlilub would be generally 
applicftblo to our rolations with tiio native tribes when wo ont:c 
come in close juxtaposition with them. The advocatsfi of thia 
oegative ticbool would probably ait obJL>ct to our tOAChing tba 
nativoH such things as tbey would voluntarily loam. But, if we 
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tflfloh tliimi iiutliiDg else, ir we arf to bo rtitiroly pA<usivD In all our 
roltttioDs with tbcm, it U ilifticult io8o« how Llioy con im[)nivc. or 
bow tbtif esisteuce in tUe some ngiou with meu of Kuroponu mce 
MUi be armngett. 

Tberoani other KuropftaiiTlQwt of onr ilnt>e« which niti UlieD by 
tliA migeioo&ries of vftriout> •ieuoioiiiAtioos, who h-^vr Ixwu likbourinij 
among Uiese rac^a; aiid hna il ia iiecesHiiry to cxplaiii tlinl thn 
BXBl«ms oo which the raissicmitrio)) tleal with tho nntivc» in South 
Mricfl, nnd on which tlicj proee«<l iu tcachiug Uiem, are far froni 
tmiforoi. 

^VbcD 6r8t misatonArics Wi^ro extabliKhcd in tho countT7 
it SMms to hftTc be«a &coopt«>,l thi»t thuir hc6t moJo of woi-king wm 
to establish a natico roferre — a ttiivt uf country- in whieh, with tli« 
exception of tho misiuouaricd aod Uiukc otaployoJ br them, on 
Enropottus were to tiv*, anil whevo ovorythiug was to be tabordi- 
nata to tho maiutenauee auil improvement of tbo native inhabitant)) 
iiQdor misHionary rule. 

Tins syHtctn baa, proctieatly. oot been very saooessTol, «««»pt 
whou worked by meu of great simplicity of ahara^tt-r, coottiot to 
raias their native popils to a moderate 8tatn of ci^nliEaiion, aad to 
allow tbeui to r«at thore. It has b«cu coutliiucd at several of tho 
Moravian tstatiouti with some bucooe<). Dut as a general mte, 
tlic iiyHt«ni of natiro r&<ierTCB lias not, I think, been foand to 
be the beat. The more active ouil intelligent and improvable 
tutivea speedily leaye the resorrett to find a field for labonr where 
they ma^ be l^s fettered by the nilos and regatationa which an- 
nooOMBry to Uie toaiotonance of the rMorre. The less energetic 
and lean icapravable remain, and the recall in, that the reserve itt 
apt to obtuo n reputation for being the resort mainly of the idle 
uid tho iaofiicteiil. There ate cottdiderableexeepttoDS, bat I apeak 
of tlie general rcsnlt. 

or other mieuonn where tlie flyHtem of a native reaerva ia leu 
rigidly maintained, ther« is ati iuliuite -variety. Some aremtstuonii 
whidi aim «iDply at tr^kining the ntiUTt:K to liabita of orderly eon- 
dnct, constant alten.lauoe ou tlw ordinancoH of religion, a email 
amount of book learning, and a m^Iorato amotuit of indiulry. 
Otberfl are iuBtitutinDsi like I^veiUle. where an oatahliithment bai« 
been created for traiiiiiig the nntivea in vterj brancli of knowledge 
and in many ktuda ufiuduatrialoooilpaUooik There can bo no doobt 
Lhat there is ample room for iufltitntiona of the Lovedale eharactj>r. 
aSbidiag n higher nlocatiou, and sudi traioing a wonhl fit the 
papila for liberal profcjsioni or thi mintutiry of Ibo Churob. fiat 
this, of eoar»e, caimol bo the ordinary Htylo of miasion teiehiog 

t. 
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xthich miut ftim nt tlio univcr<tfil convoriiinn of tlio whole popnia- 
tioii, and their general instroctiou iu llie iuilustrinl urts of civiluied 
life. 

Ai a whole, I nhouM s»y that I Iiilvq riLreW aeen or beard of A 
missioiiar; institntiou in South Africa ivliicb did not by ita measure 
of Buocess justify tbe moaue «tuplo>'«4l to cart? it ou. There is ft 
great diffei'<'n(!0 of more or Ighs buooms, but tho worst- miLim^od 
mid leaitteffictent missionary timtitutioiis I liaTe seen, appeared to 
mc far Bnpct-ior as ngencies for civUisiag aod raising the nativea to 
anytbis; wliicli could be deviled by the unassisted esottlur power 
of the Government. 

Then- is, however, »ae defuot iu mtmy missiouary iostitutious 
boyond tlie colonial boundary, which it is not easy to supply — 
I allude to the absence of any provLsion for the secular rule 
of the uAlivoa. The mliisiouary iiud liis teaching;, whether 
he vilU it or not, is inevititbly HubviTHiv.-! of tho pDW.;r ol 
the chief. I am aot speaking now of Uie mihsiouary a& an agent 
of tbv British or any other Qorcrnmcnt, but isiiupty of the elToct 
hiB tc&cbiug hne on a purely native population under the rule of » 
native chif^f. It was no iai:4Ulteu iuxttuct which told Cctywayo 
that " a Zalu oouverted " wa^, from his point of viow, " a ^iilii 
epollt." What«vflr effect the mi-'^fiionaries may produce by their 
teaobing, it in inevitably an effoct 'ybicb aapK the po^n-er of tho nittivo 
chief, ■wliicb iuachou thi^ KuhoUr rtsponaibilitiea and duties othi-r 
than those ho owes to hig chief, and eomeCimos conflicting with 
them. Add to this, that whenever a competent, energetic, anil 
ruithfnl mltisionnry makes his uppcamnco in a nativn tiibu, ho i» 
sure to druw to hituuelf tho boet inteil]i(f(.>ucti^ thi> hvsi iulollrRtual 
nod moral powers amoug the people. Courtiers and sycophants 
will uerer bo wanting to follow tho chief anil enooaTa;>o him in his 
preference for barbaroiifl waya, connected as he so«fi thorn to be 
with the support of bis own pownr. But the feelings of all thu 
most hopeful youni; nicnibtirs of tliu tribe will always be enli»te<I 
in favour of the foruiguor, who roveultj to them new sources of 
power and new Gelds of speculation. Sooner or later those 
antagonianu bocom-J upparuutto tlio chief; and, when it i» so. he 
nataraUy Mis himself agitinRt tlie spread of the mlo of the new 
doctrineu It is. however, a vain contest, a strife which can only 
esd in one result: xurcly, though it may bo after many rcTer&es. tho 
new doctrines mako their way and the old habits go to tho wall. 

This i& of comparatively Uttlu moment ; it is iu fact an unmixed 
good, as long ait there is another, aomilar power ready to tatie tint 
place oi the chief. If. for iustanco, in one of our own Colonic, 
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or ta Ibo Orange Frc9 Stftk. t)i« ponor o( tli« obior depu>U from 
luB biUKia, Uiere is tlii) luagiatrnto reuly to tiike bit place, and to 
labaiittttc tliQ now rtilu for tbu old onot uiid tliu reroiaUon U 
a monl and kocIhI oqc, itud not n political oue. But it 
in olhorwi»e oaUtde tl)« UmiU of aii^ aattleil goTernmftiib. 
Tlioro tliQ missionuty, after a geaonitioa or Inro of bMobuig. findit 
that the old poUtieiU ritjimi Iibs brokiin domi, witUout Uiere being 
SQV fresb form of goverument to tska its pUce. A good miiuiionary 
nui; foe oi&uy yemn Jo muoli to iiapply tlie defect by sdvifling aad 
Isuling tho aativft obiofft ; bat sooner or lator thlt resoorcfi &ils, 
bec&nHQ it depends on tbo Ufu of an iudividiiKt. and if tlie ii^gh* 
bouriBgcivUiBedOoYoruuKmliiiimprOBSod wiLU thoidL-ti tb»tit m«y 
limit its rosponsibilitifi bj doeliniug to intorrciic, or to taka up tbe 
tuk of goverument, uunrrby must aooner or lat«r »XihTi«. We liave 
never yet wkh tho uurcby obviated by tbe o«tabli<tuueDt of a 
civilisiei] nntiva pover. Siich a rt^ault may daubtlnsn be possible, 
I caa only say it ba^ not yul ouourr«d. nud Uie reason is not foi- to 
aoek. 

Wben tbo power of tbe onttTa obief emmbleK nvr&y, and vbea 
the ini)i«ionar}' and th« Bnliah Oovoronieiit alike refuse to take 
its place, tbore atv utbur foreign agunoies wbiob for tbc limo 
lussume a part of tUi> j^ioworx whiob tbe oliief bus droppod, or direet 
wlmt may remain in bis bands. Sometimes the person wbo effects 
Ibis i^ a Kiiro|Kau— a man wbo b-om love of adventure, or team 
having insde tbe Colony too bot to bold biiu, betakes biniself to 
tbe obief of tbe kraal, and tbore HpeedJIy uotjoires a kind of 
inlluoiKO wbicb bis training at) a eivilitied man Las given bim. If 
be ie a man of generoos and noble iustincti, be may become not 
only a iKiTcrrnI at;ent in mlins tbrougb tbo obicf, but bo may be 
a great blc&sing to tbe people ; vet be inevitably, bowcver ioson* 
eibty, saps Ibe power of tbe cbief. Eroa if bo is, a» is loo oflen 
tJio case, a man of viciouii and depiiivod babits. ho is still a 
potent factor in breaking domi tbe ebierit autliority. He en- 
ooutages bim m bis dubaucberias, be givos biiu bad advice 
in his dcaiingH tritb otttors. wbilo he retains mucb of 
tbo vigour wbicb tbe disolplino of eivllis«d life bae given bim 
— moob of tbe kuowle>d<>n of good and evil vrbicli lias not 
blten qnito destroyed even daring tbe longest coarne of vicious 
8«ir-itv)tilKeuce. Tbiit l< too oftou tbe ease la Uie small atttos 
to wbicb wv b&vc- refused to extend the antbority of tbe 
Britisb Oovemment, andor tbo Tain bopv of limiting oar own 
rMpoiisibilittes. However niueb va may slmt onr cyet or tnra 
oar baekt on wluit in gttinfj ou, tbe result is alwa'^« Olm^ woga.. 
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Tlia cliiuf s power diasolvea, anotlicr power ta-koa its pUce : and 
fioouCT or later Homo iliBturbanco occurs wliioU renders nccc^sflry 
tliy iiitor\'cntion of tho nniqli1)0uriug civtlUcd Governinent, 
Itficolloct, I nm uot now spcnking of what U dosirnble; I am only 
tclUug you what is iaofiUblo ; ond if yon will atudy tlif liistory of 
Iho gpofftli of ovpry Colony iu South Africa, and of nvory trilte 
w!iic)i is uow to be found iu a nominal 8tat(> of imlepoudfritoe 
witltiu Llireo «r four Imndrud milos of our frontier, yoa >n'iU find 
that tlio pictnrti I Imvo drnwn ia strictly and invariably tnio. 

Tlie xignidctmco of wli«t I lia-va statuJ will be apjnreot when 
I romiod you tbnt tbcrc urc in tomporAtL' Ssiitii Afriaa., bayond thfr 
Britisli bonnilary, not fcwor tban H4 f5xod stations of missions, 
manned by more tban 400 Eiiropt-an t&acliers of rarions classes, 
wboaib daily work has tlio incvitablo cffoot 1 hovo described. Tbere 
nro probflWy in tlio snme fix tra- colonial ro;;ioiis at least double that 
nQmb(>r of fixed traders' Ktatioui!. aud uf traders of European 
origin. 

Ijet iia now turn to wbnt m-xy lii' cnllei the colonial view of our 
dnty to the native triben. Tliere ts of conrse tJie old colonial view, of 
wliich soras traces may etill be found, and which wonM not liave 
appi>a,r&d bo atrangis to our gmndfdthera in thn days of Wi iber/oroo 
as il docs now ti> us— timt held by men whose view is that in somo 
way or another tho nntive racsa wero croat9d to be slaves or eer- 
vants lo the white peoplo. There are, as you are aware, various 
modiliualionts of this view, from tlmt which obtaias in .Tavn and 
other Dutch Colonies at the present day, down to the somewhat 
iudefinit« notion which men of u*liite extraction are upC to indulge 
in, that '- it is u mistake to clcvutc tho natives nbovo the position 
of Rwf« of llic «oii." 

Bnt this view is wry gooorally 8Hper»8ded in the Ciip* Colony. 
at all erenta amoug all tho more educated colonists, by what I 
would cull tlie modern colonial view of our dntioii to the native races. 
I am now describing to you the views whirh I tliink yon will Hud 
advocated by the great majority of the Legifilature iu the Cape 
Piirliament.and generally by the Prea^ tlironghout tho Colony, with 
m?re or less variations of WPaliness or severity according to the 
peculiar temperament of the speaker or writer. I think most iu- 
lelligont and well-intcnlionnd colnni.it* would a»roo that our fli-st 
duty to the snbject native races is to riJe them justly ; to give tltcni 
thcad\'aQtugc which wcoiireolvosli&ToposHesfled for ages in a settled 
and regular form of government, to protect pfrson anil property, 
enforce the law, and make provision for modifying the law actord- 
ing to Uie wants of the population. This duty, which is still, I 
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tliinlt, tritb iomc rcunrkublo aail imporiaot csccptions, rcoa^Uutl 

yiUs great m^ority of our follnw-coantrymeD at tha lirst duty of 

>Teruate!at, would ba folloiretl. iu ilie CHliiiuUon of iiitelligcol 

'«oloiiiflt«, by v^elcmftUe arrangom«iiU for iMcbiag imd ciriliflin^ 

•U clkssm of natives, nad eaubting tfaem to tnke tbcif part iu ths 

twininoawealtb aa jndnstrioas, Ian-abiding citiKen». 

Tbcse are tbo g«Deral oatUnca, I can safok say, of the nativd 
pnlicy wh-.cb the Cajw Colon; U now carrjring oat. We beur mueli 
nf nabirc dbarmamoDt, luid Mmo conitidorablo diJToronce of opioiouaf 
to vbether tbe ineasaros for drsamntttent were well timed or well 
judged. But I think wo baro lately heard little of objection to diii- 
armamont loUie abatnut, ox to the prohibiliouof tbo uunutburised 
eaiTJr^ ot vrm» ai IMtum to public, sqcli att we nscd to bear u few 
months ago, Bxperieuco in our owu couiitr^r bax taught u^ what 
wo wuro slow to Icaru from th« csampli: uf otbor lauds, or to believo 
of them that it ir not possible to uplioU tite •nprcmncy of law 
aiooag a popatation, every one of vbom \» at abnolute liberty to 
sot law at doSauoe by armed rAsistaoco. 

Let ns now glsnoe for a inomDut at tbo ngtaeies at work for 
improving and elorating the natiro races in our South Afriouii 
{ioLoniv*. There is, I fear, very gr»ai and general i^noranM 

Qong US here iu England, ri'spacting the actual political and 
^•octa] status of QAtiviK in thn Cape Colony. There arc many who 
aro qnite aware of tb« csceUent work which ia being done at par- 
lor miasioaory stations. Everybody can read in any miastonnry 

port of the large numbers of natures who are at school, of the 
lumbers from time to time admitted into the Churohos of various 
leuoroiuations, of iba number of scholars who learn diffrrent pro- 
ttoble iiidnalrios, and of sumo who having gone thtoogh a conrso 
of education aro cnftbhvl to attend the Uaiveriity clnsiies io Europe. 
Bui 1 dunbt ffbotlitir, with llio exception of those who have visited 
lUi Africa, there is any adequate idea of tlie enonnoDn Eacrlities 
which arc offordod the nntivpH at preaent in every part of tlie old 
dpe Colony to obtain i-ducnttou aud to earn wagca which, cni»- 
pared with the eumiugti of European laboar, ore most liboral. 
enabUag the biboarer after a few months, or even in many eases 
weeks of toil, to pay hie pauaga home, and carry a birgo boio 
of money to bis native plooe. And even in the Capo Colony 
itself, 1 found vary few who were aware of the groat oilcnt to 
which ua'.ived have aci{uirei laud of their awn, aul oru now eatab- 
liflhod as substantial landowners and ii^aavs, making more tliou 
a living oat of the buid thoy occupy. Thai the native* everywhere 
UirDughout the Ctvpi Colony possess the electoral oul erjry muni* 
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oipol ii-uucbisc, is. I fiud, a u«w tratli to most of thoeo who, in tliu 
couutry, tut) iiit(tr««teij in tlio advauecmaat of Iho iiLitivt>8. That 
any tuuu puyacssing lituik-d property to the aunital valao of 
£2$, or eanuDg ntgalor tvogfis to tho aiuotml of £50 per lumuni 
iind upwards, c&u clium, and does exercisa, tlie right of votio^ for 
liS^t r«prcHouliLbivv ill the Lrglsliitiire, is a trullt kitowii possibly t» 
many, but very impurfcctly realised by ooi' pUilnutliropista in 
England ; ftiid etili loea are tboy aw&ro tbnt lu touny coustituoiicios, 
Dotubly tboao of tbe capitnl of Cape Town, tlie niitivo vote is really 
aU-powcrful, if united, to oarcy ony election, muuicipal orpuriio- 
moctfu-y. Wlieu it is cuDudornd tlint tlio iiativo already posi^o.^nes 
and eiercisea ai vill these aociiil and poiiticiit pnvik-gvs. it is really 
difficult to 80C wiiftt more could be done by Govornoiout to politi- 
oally raise tliom, or to ntiuble Ihcm to attain any position in the 
gov«niuiei>l of the country to whiub tht;ir poiitourLl rjutilities mo-y 
entitle them. 

"We raiist now glancn r.>ry briefly iit tbe history of tlin present 
Conslitiitiaa of tbe Cape Colony. 11 may h2 well to retiiiud yoa 
tbftt sixty years ajo, previous to the arrivnl of tlio Britiflh settler* i» 
tho KftstrO-rn Proviuck! in lH2i1, tlio total populntiou of tlio wliule 
Colony woa cstimalad at ouly 110.000 soals. of whom 48,000 were 
of European ori^n, 2{>,000voro Hottentots, and 28,000 TcrenIaTcs^ 
or apprcutices. Tlicic was little commerce, tlie Colonial import* ia 
1821 amounting tn value to oaly £454,000, whila the exports, iu- 
claiiug £62,001) w^rtli of v\a-3, vrore under €151.000. The ptiblio 
revenue of th« aaine year amounted ta i" 1 011,001), and the oxpandituro 
for civil pm-poseH to^QUfiOO. *' The cmrency -waa a depreciated paper 
issue with a into of exchau^e Horiouily against the Colony.'' Out of 
CapaTovru tli«r« were but three cUurche!), auil tUo oduoation of tlio 
DoloDiats, an well as the civilisatiou of tlie heatheu, waH neglected. 
The ty«:f«eftnd tin ailvortiiing sheet were tha only uow*i>fti>er* 
publictbed, " Odd tbe Govurumeut potoeMsed in it uo vlemeut of % 
rapruaeutabivc charack-r." lu \SiO, 4,000 English omigrunts wero 
8«nt out byBritiah Covenuacnt, J,'50,OiJ0baiusvot«d by Parliament 
for tUo purposa of assisting tbem; and 90,009 appUoatioas for emi- 
grants necluiig a»iatauce wore registered. Mousy depoHila vcvto t«- 
qoired^malltUo emigtantA finally ikilocteil, and tventy-tbrcove^eeU 
wer« ebartereil to convoy them to tbo Colony. 1 givti you tUeno few 
particulars toshow bow liirije, in compiirisou with tbo then nine of the 
Colony, wfks the measuroof emigration undertniceii by Government, 
which has liai so great an elfeet on thu growth and pro^pority of 
South Africa. The first arrivals anchored in Al^on Bayou the Q\h 
April, 1820. They were ti«tUcd oa a belt of Inml comphstug an 
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urea or nfeoot 3,000 6<marfl miles b«tw«n t!ip Suniiny'B Ilivfir wid the 
firouL Fuh Iliver, and souUiVftnl from Gntlmm's Howa io tli« sea. 
NotwtUiBhkocUng louio wcU-<M>as)d«rc4 uid weil ■ laeaot cfforU 
l>y thrt C*p^ Government io iwnirt tlie cmiffrant« iu«l provide 
for llieir firut wnutf. tlioy buITitoiI grwitly, tluriiij tlia lir»I years of 
UuirttetUoDioQl, from dronKUl and privations of variouft kuida; 
and M difHonlt vu Rt Lliat tiiuo tlio »>ininnnic»tioii bolween £ug- 
Iftad and Soiilli Africa tlint wo roa:! of inea clad ia slieopskin 
jaoltets and IrotuarH, nud wotaoa wcariu; w«U-dreMed aboopskioK 
for akirta, ths anpply of clothing mktcrial rootived from England 
beiug entirely <>xbaiut«d. Mnob of tliu privatioD wax aUnbatod 
by Uio ooloouts t<i Uio mitnauiageniimtof Govominontufficials, aod 
B eoinmiwiioQ of ininiry 71U appointed by tiia H }ti]L> (].)reraiu3at, 
vlio in 1624. and siibsoiiiiciit y«ars, made r«poi'tH lemting to ost«n- 
ttiva alloiatioiu in tho gmrtiniinonL of the Colony. An executtro 
eonocil of mvah members vai appointed to ndvtHe with the Gur^r- 
nor of tlie Gape. A freo pri'sx wax promi»C4l, and this Htop was 
iialuraUy looked upon by tho colouiati) as a tonung-twint in ihtit 
history. In 1SS1 Mr. John Kairbaim and Mr. Thomas Priiigl«, 
tbfl poet, tind pnhliidml in Cai>«tnwtt the SomeA .{fricm (ktmntrcial 
JilcrrttKr, but after u fow moulhi* thv imblication was Huspoodod bj 
Older of the tiovcmmcnt, luid it was not till nftvr the rojiort of tho 
CommiuioBors of Intioiry van i»inod, in September, lb2t{. tliat Cbo 
pablioation vas rM&med. Among tli« rcoults of this commiEsion 
were the establishment uf a Buprumo Court under a Itoyal Charter 
of Jaiitic« ; tlic substitution of ciril oommisidoooni, resident 
BUfittratoe. and jnstieeH of tbii peace for the Boards of Laaddnwt 
and Hocmradeu; the Oovernment wonoiraly fur tho retail salo of 
wines and spiritu, called the " Pacht," tartaed out to the higbtat 
hiddtti vras dtMoatinoed 1 tho office of "Yccdor Master," or 
Oovanuuent Anolioueor, who eojored the miIo privilege of sdUag 
all property by naotion, waa abolished ; and the Kurgher Senate 
eOMwI to oxist 

Bnt though thesu were considerable improvomenta. they did not 
•atitfy the desires of tlte colonists fnr free ropresootative iaatitu- 
tioDs ; ood it was not until lB5t), after considemble ogitatioo aod 
persistent moroorioLi to the Uome Oavemmenl, that a Legiitlative 
AflMmbly was established nt Capi? Town." 

Meantime, in 1885, o«:<!urr«fteox took place vihitli have materially 
altered the furtmico of Soatb Africa. From the early days of 
Bri tilth soTeraignty, and iDdead before that time, the (roatier 
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olowhtu hnti been constHOtly in coUisioa ^ith the Kaffir tribes, 
wliicli bad for some geiiaratiou* liefore beau gniJiially moving 
soathwaril and wDBtwurd from tlio rcg^ions of tlio iulorior. Tho 
results lind been protty uniform. At fiv«t surprise of tlio outlying 
liomesteadK of the vihito t^cttlvrti, pluuJer, iiiid miis»acre ; tliou a 
licrcu and often prolonged Btni2j,dc witli vnpyiug succeas ; and 
linnlly n ponco of fxlmuution, of which nn invnriftblp rc^KuIt was an 
exteD.sioii of ooloiiiul bouiidiLry, in the viitii hopo of iuU^rposiug h 
strip of nciilinl territory bctwucii tho colouistrt itud thi; RiiQirs. II 
iihaiihl bn bnnio In miuil that bs tlio (iovi^rnmeiit of tlK> Colony was 
al the time xirnctictilly n military nntocracy, It wits the iaevitahle 
leiiduncy of nuloiiiul oikiolon to uUributi: to the Oovornucnt Uiv 
Idiiiiic nlilrfi of the nhscnco of ra(.'/iiinrc« of prccntition which might 
prevent war. niid of any fault which might he found witli the con- 
duct of thti war, or with tht: toruiit of pca^>u. There was at the 
tame time n considi'rullc j>arty whicli tnok up this cftuse of the 
nativo tribes, fts n ground for limliti^ fiudt witli th« Gororumeiit, 
luid, in uUiaiico with thi' uuti nluvcry party in Eti^liLiid, bad powerful 
induenco with the liomo Oovonimi^nt. Lord Oleiielg, thn Seero- 
tar>- of State for the Coloiiies, reviewing in 19^.1 the mauftgement 
of llio last IvibfOr war by tbo Cupc Ooverniiieiit, osprussed Bu 
opinion that "the Kaffirs had ample jatitiftctitiou for their nttacks 
on the colonists," And diroctod tlie restoration to the Kullirs of 
larjie tracts of country which hud been annexed to tlio Colony. 
This decision caused extreme dissatisfaction throughont the Colony, 
jiartlv boi^aniic the eoloiiistjj gciiernlly believed it to be unjust; 
partly becauao it was obvious that the mere aot of retirement from 
tlio eodqnerod teiTitory oonld not prcwiit a recurroneo of vara, and 
all their attendant evils, without somo better provision for con- 
trolhug the unlivf lribc» than 1j:uI lei-u up to that Lime attempted. 
It had already bceomo apparent to the coloniflti that tho oonteat 
was essentially one betwoon tic Kaffir system ond the Knropcon 
syMti-ni of life nud govenimeut^iu other words, between barbaiiHm 
and civilisation of tlie mod^trn Europonii typi-; and that the twu 
could not co-oxiBt tu cIoro jaztapositioii unless it were tirst licttled 
wliioli wua to be the dominant priuL-^iple, which race was to rule. 
It is an old proverb tliat "rehen two sit on a horse one mnat rido 
firwt : only one cjiu maiiiigo the reins." UnIos« it were settled 
which vas to rido firyt, it was but a hollow ycaoi; to revert to the 
tUttju rf HO tinu Mhtoi, 

Lord Gleoalg'ii despatch, in coujuuvtloa with tbo ftbolilion of 
Blavory, induced many of tho i'routiur faroiors to oomc tu tho con- 
aioQ that tho Colony was no longer a place for them to live in. 
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Pict KuUcf, a loadius farmer iii the Wititorbcr?, nitil Field Coronet 
of liU disUiot, wiui tlir«Atoucd witli dismissal for forwarding a 
memoriil coachod in whnt tlie Govemmant con-idered ulijectinnablo 
tonus. He ropliod tlml if protocliou wera not given to tlie farmers 
ugftintt the natira tribeft Ihu; would lonve tlie eotmtiy, and it vas 
cnlooUtctl tliat do less than 6,000 people foUowed him wLen lie 
etartcd for wbat was Uien oonsidercd tJie Desert beyond tlie 
Oruige River. Ttie Voor Trekkoro jHiblisliod a miinireBto Ktating 
aa tlio causes of their toiin'iiliuu, " 71io luirestraincd lagroncy [of 
tiativvs]. tJie peciiDiory loiw>*) entailed by eln-ve enukucipaliou. 
vlioltHalo pinndor of the fnrmcrB by Kaffirs and HottoQtot«, sud 
tlie unJQstifiable odium ciiHt upon tlie inliabilantH by iiitorcHlod 
peraoos, whose t«iittiuoDy is believed in Eo^kiid to tii«: excliisiou 
of all evidauce in their faTonr." I''rom Uiis migviition may be 
dntvd the ori^ii of thi> Oran};e Free 8tate aud the Ti-nns Africiui 
or Traaa Voa) Itapublic. The final abolitiott of slavery at ttio 
Capo dates from tlio l»i IVconibor, IBSR, in accoManoe wiUi tha 
terms of iL proclum^itiuu published iu lti84, from wbicli period the 
ftlares were iudcuturod for four yeore. The 85,7-16 slaves Lht-ii in 
tJio Colony were valned at three millions of money, but only 
£l,'^0<t,000 WU8 granted ns indemuity to Ibe owucrs, and tlie jmy* 
nient of llie iudeuiuity wan so badly munnscd tliat claims on 
Government vvm often sold at n disooiint of from 2S to 80 per 
e -ut. Wo must uotn that at flrat the Voor Trokkers were treated 
as British subjects, who had, by their unlieeii»>odctuigratioa, trati»< 
grcMed against the old Uiitcb laws of the (Colony, and it was not 
till after llu'y had set up the repablio of Natalia in what is uow 
Natiil, beeu defeated in their coatent vilb Drituh trou|j«, and had 
for the tnnst part trekked on to Uie Trans Vaal, that tlioJr right to 
pmi^nte niid to net Up a republic of their own was finally reoog* 
uist.'d by the Saud KiTer Conveutiou iu IHSi. For many yoora 
after tho abolition of ilavory and tlip great " trek "of the Boers, 
the Uiatory of the Capo Colony continued to be ii sertos of Kaffir 
vots, commeucio^, i\i before, generally with voine serious ditiistur, 
followed by expouaire successes, and nltimat4>ly (•□ding in an 
increase of the British territory. Iu 184H an attempt was made 
to transport convicts to Uie Cape Colony, but was defeated by the 
eteady pofisive opposiliou of the inhabitants, who refused to have 
any deaiin^ with, or furnLtb supplier to, aoyoue eounefltod with 
the UoTcmmcDt until the convicts were withdrawn, and nu nssnr- 
aooe given that the attempt to introdneo convicts should not be 
repeated. 
In 1S53 tbo first steps were lakeu to ctttabliish rq^rescntatira 
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iiifititutioas ill the Cape Colonv. Ou tba 21st April in Uuit y^v 
Otdvtif in Coancil woro reociT«<). approviug the ordinances pUi&scd in 
tho Colony for coastitutuis aParliament for the Colony of the Cape 
trf Good Htipc. Kvcry Uritii^li-borzi or nntiiralisGd aubject of Her 
Majesty, ikbcTe twenty years of n^e, nlio lifts occnpied landed pro- 
perty for twelve tuoiiths, nt a yearly value cf £25, or who receives 
B&Iary or witgc-s ii.t the rtito of not \esi» tiiaii £'S<i per annum, or 
with board and loilguiga at ihc rate of not less tlian £23 per 
annum, has a righL to be regiHt»n-J an n voter. Thcro are two 
UoaseD of Parliamoiit — the LogUJntivo Coiindl and the Uuueo of 
Aaiiembly. For the Coimcil a property-ijiinlilication is ikvcmbojj-. 
The Chief Justice is Proaideut. No pro|>erty-(iuahlicatioa i» 
needed for a neat in tlic Uouac of AsitGmbly. Tho mombers are 
elected by diiitricta, tho'^e of the Council heing chosen by Die people 
of certain prescribed terntorini circles, or divisioiiK. i'turlinment 
maBit meet at lon^t. once in every year, and endares for five years ; 
the GoTemor havintf the i>ower of dissolving it at any tioie. No 
Bill reserved for Her Mojeaty'e coaseut is of force until the 
Governor has signified the Queen's approval of it. The Speul;er 
of the Lower House is elected by each Parliament, and the proce- 
dure is gCDcrally uooducted on the lines laid down by Parlinmentary 
usage in the United Kingdom. 

In 1854 the Britteh Sovoroigaty wtta withdrawn from the country 
north of the Orajifje Kiv^r, which had been aoaoxed five years 
before to the old Colony, after a contust with tim VortreUIiere, who 
hod ououpiod it. The territory thus disHCVorvd from British Pos- 
Bfijitiionii in South Africa wns form'^d ioto tL'i OnLnpe Free State — 
a repnblto. ruled by a Fret^idoiil n.nd Yoll(«ra»d. or Parliament. 

Divisiounl Couiicilti, for the adiiiinidtratiou of locnl ulTain) in 
each division, were constituted in tlie Cape Colony in 1H55, and 
they have since developed a considerable amount of local tiolf- 
govomiuent. 

The diacovery of diamonds in 186j led bo a largo influx of men 
of European descent into Gritjualand W«st, which, after a period 
of anarchy nu<l a brief rule by thu Grange Free Btate, watt consti- 
tuted into a sepai-atfi Crown Colony, under the geiierftl control of 
the Governor of the Cupe, and has since been annexed to, and now 
forms iw integral portion of, tliu Cape Colony. 

Itespouniblc government wat; established in the Capo in 1972, 
and niuoa tlien no constitutional modiiieatiou^ have taken plaoo 
sftvc at tht' iuKtancu of tho Cape Parliament. 

The iincation here naturally arises, how docs tlic present consti- 
tution suit tbu peculiar circumstances of the Cape Colony ? 
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I caa oul; speitk from ]icirsoiml obscrvtttion of tlie working of bbs 
conHtituUon during three or foitr ;/t>ari. ami it lioa aa;et been in 
o|)or4tioa for eight or oioo fe«ra only. It tnay uppcnr UierefoN 
B(nnc<irlint prointttiira to spuk dogmntieally on Hie nubject ; Init I 
tbiuk liuvuuu who has teen as mucli of tix' workiu;c of tlie Colouial 
gor«raoi«nt u I hA%-o dnriag my term of offioo would agroa witli 
mo Uiat, lUto most eonstitations wUieb ImvA grsdtuiUy grovn, it ts 
ou tlio wbcJo nelt buitcJ to tlw proseat wants of tJie people It » 
n8 fi«e ftoilAH completely nprocoatatiTd lu any coDititution whit^li 
aonld be doviseJ. It ineogiuMi uo dirtiacUoii of nm or cr<wd ui 
the qokUficatioox roqiiircd for polilioal or laauicipnl franchise, uid 
tt cont*iu withio it«clt tho ncco«ury mschinoiy forw«ll-conBidered 
aiaoodmoiit or iii)pror«m4iit. I havo p«r«on!iUy kuonn almosi 
eT«iy zacmbcr of both tloiutcs during two siicoessivfi pArliameots. 
and I MO nolitly say that it voiiU bo dilHcult to fiad in Europe a 
body of gnnUooieii better tiaalified by Ihoir iuUilligence and public 
spirit to njaoage their own sharo of the ftSairs of the vast refpoa 
Cor which they togit>liit& Tlicra vas whvn I first wont to the Cape 
a oonnderablu body of oolouistH who sincoroly douhivd whctbur it was 
pouiibloto Sud,aniou;;thoec retamed to the legislature, the requisite 
nambor v{ uwd qualilied uiid at liberty to aadertake the duties of 
riispoiistbie miiiiaha'ii. The icsulU of two soooesKivo udmiulstra- 
tious have, however, proved that there is little fbiudation for this 
upprehcDmoD, aod I iUiuk I saw during my rosidoues at the Cape 
a very seasible dtiniDUtiuo in tho number of culooista who doubted 
wliotber rcspoiuiklv GovvniiacQt iu tht- furu now known at the 
Cape woold be a tmcroait. I do not feel called upon to offor any 
■a^estioufl as likely to impru7e tlw preaout Colonial cou^titution; 
ud if I migbt advi»c, I would strongly recommend that the Colony 
should adh(>ro to the sound mlo which uppoivrs to linre been hiid 
down IJrom tho bajiiiuing of llie Constitotiimal lioveriimrnt, that 
DO attempts sliould be made to rectify theoretical defects or 
grioviwces until they have b«cn proved in practice to have winio 
mihstoulial eitKtvncti. 

1 will now ^aya few words regarding tho oonstitattanal history 
of Natai. It is, as oompsrod with the Capf , a very young Colony, 
tho first European Govemmout having been cetahlishwl there by Uw 
" Trek " Bours. who arrived iu Natal in I63B. After an iuefloctiwl 
eootMt with Iha Britiali Govommont, Natal was proclaimed a 
British Cutouy in IHIS, and onnexod to the Cape of Good Hopaiu 
IK44. But it was very soon farmed into a eeparatii Oorcmnient 
from the Capo, nnderaLiooteaant-Oovorcoraad a nominee Execu- 
tive Conucit. Jj'or a few yoiursthe native aflJaira of Natal oonUnaiKl 
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Bubject to tho gonfral control of tlie Governor of the Cape, but 
tliis ccABed iu 1836. oud iviUi tlie cicoption of r eliort period 
vliile I was it) SoiiUi Africs, no sucli gononU cuntrulliaa tiDcebooii 
excroiseil. Tho Lt-gisliitivc Council of twelve elected membei-s a.ii(l 
fottr oIlicLttl uoaiiacoci was cBtnblisheil iu 1B5C. In 1875 Bir GArnct 
Wolseley ndmiiiUt4!ro<l tho Govermucnt for ii fyw inontliR, niul in- 
trodiiced a lUQijiUcatioit in lliu cottslitutiuii of the LegiRktive 
Council, by ivbich tlio Govciumciit nomiucc mouibcrs wore inci-eased 
Id the nninl]«r of Ibirtccn in ii Hou»ie of Iwciity-eight membera. 

This alteration wrb not, Iiowever, found to wtirlf sifttisfaclorily, and 
«t tlia end of tho fivo years for 'wbicb it was proviaiijaaUy onuatod, 
the CooBcil wiia, in Soptembor lai^t, nllowcd to revort to its onsiual ' 
constitution of five ofllcia! tvud fiflcpii elective njorabors. There ia, 
liow<ivor, A very strong ttud provfllont foellng nuiong the colonists 
ill favour of the demand for r<>prcs(!ntBti\-o ticlf- governing institii- 
tious similar to tlioac enjoyed by the CftprH'olony. This claim hnsi 
fawn hitherto resisUtd on u vnritty of grounds ; and as the qiieation 
is one of tlic moHt impovtiuit which must come ny for deciHion as 
KOon as peace is restored, it may be well to say a fbw wonla here on 
tlio subject. It is quite uuu«cea&ary to dwell on the advantages of* 
ft coustiluliou like t!mt of tho t'lipo. No one who hiis had oppor- 
tnniticH for comparing tlio workiug of theOovernmcut at the CapB 
with that of Katal cnn doult the decided Boperiority of the former, 
aa far as relateti to luonl progros«< nnd tiie development of all thoa»J 
CDorgica on which the welfare of the Colony must depend. Rverj 
kind of public buBiness it soemcd to me was bcttc-r discua^ed aul 
cousidei-ed, and settled innre in nccordancc witli the wishes and 
interests of tliose concernod in the Cape, than in Natnl ; anil, in 
fact, thi) objections to the grant of rcsponsiWo Government to 
Natal are grounded mainly on two cousiderationB, neither of which 
would ha recoguiflcd an of much weight by the great majority of the 
uuloniitte. 

It is Raid, in tho first plaoo, that Katal is too small to famish n 
HnfScietit niipply uf mi-ii to munage pnblio iiffiiira, and that it is a 
nc««9fiity to import &om withoat public acrvauts oompct«nt to 
nuddrtuka the administration of affairi^. I mu«t. eay 1 failed to 
(liscovcr any subalmitial ground for this oplnimi. It seemed to mu 
that the settlors in Natal, agricultural as well as commercial aal 
industrial, w«re fully up to the murk of the best party of the Capo 
Colony ; and that tlicy wcrc as least as well qiiulJScd, by origin, by 
education, and disposition, for managing their own affairs oa the 
electors and represGutativee iu the Cape Colony. 

U«re 1 may uuto that wc h*vc iuiportui into South Africa, and 
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pr<>VAb]y into otiier Rritisb CAoQiea also, ftdiffieultjln the wottiin;* 
of representative iaHtitaliouB, wlitch in our own voontrj' is entirely 
of Brtifiaal growtli, nud vliicli has iio nooessftij coooDction uritb 
reprosentatiTd iostitutions ortlie frout charActor. We have got, bj 
tliu nmso of some Ftencrutiona, coofirmed, in this couiitrjr, iu tlio 
boliof tlukt roapoasible or rcprcsL-aUitivc GoTommcnt caauot bo pcr- 
?octl; carried oat oxcopt by tho o[N;ra*.io3 of two neitrly boUnceil 
portion to th« I>)jiti]Htar(!. Biit I tbiak a very litU« couaideraUoD 
of ilie question apart from litbit and projiidico. wonld abow ny 
impHtiaJ oh-yorrtt that party Oovcmmoot is by no ineans eweottnl 
to (li« Bucceu of r«prw«ntAtii-e institulious. It so happens iu tbi» 
nonutry tbiit. owiu}; to Uic Urgo numcrioaJ streo^tb of tbo Lc^slu- 
tQr«, our nbinidmit troaltli of ability itnd cftpacity for nfTairs «ad of 
pnblic Bpirit,wo bave iUway» tb« menni of QUiu^ up with tolorabte 
ofGoitincy ilio nmks of two oppoaito parties in IWlinraont. Dnt 
own licre in England, where thorc n.n> no many mon nl>l« mi'l Till- 
ing to di'volc llicir cner^ii's to llu> public servioo ratltvr from a lofty 
aiobitiuu to ecivk tltt-ir cotiutty ibiui for tbu cuioliuQOUts of office, 
Vfl ii«TortJ)clas8 And iii almost every administration that Bome di(S- 
tinlty baa beeu exp«ricuc«d in filling important Dflicea in the 
Cabinet, and still morein IhoM subordinate posts tbc iucumbcnU of 
whic}) go in and out of office with tlto Ministry ; and at bent tlid 
fr«([uent cUaoge in tlio bead of tlio otfica in in itself an unmixe^t 
nil. 

to Uiaw inoonvonionccj^ wc might lh« mnrn r«ajlily submit if they 
vera Ed any way oMootial to tbo control of Parlinment over tlio 
vboli administration. Dut this is f<ir from being tbc cate. The 
only perwptiblc offi»ot of Uio eonstant cliange in the bead of tbe 
ofBoo ii nnoertaioty iu policy and constant vncUUtian in important 
branohea of administration. Kor con it ho said that this party 
clement in ndministration is in tlio least necessary to eCToctiTe 
parliamentary control. There are other conntries with reproaenta* 
tire insUtntiouH which they would c«rtauily not cluui<^ for oars, 
where the admin! strution, thoogb subject to the genonil control of 
Parllaiaeut, is conducted by men who are not parliamentary 
politicians who do not depend on parliamaDtary tlooUon for their 
(jualifiiMtioa for ofDeo, nnd who do not go in oud oat of offioo with 
the pArliiiraentiry muiistry. Thi.- L-ontrul of the purHe- strings it 
Um rool t«»t of aaUiority, and a minister who, although rentorobto 
at the will of Parliament, holds his oftlco without roforenee to 
fladnations of party, must, ia many ri?ipects. hi a mora cflicicut 
raioieter than ono nhu goes iu aad out vf oBico with his political 
party. 
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Hciicr i: wfins to loe ibut responsible goremnient tii a Colony 
like NftUil wouU be iiuitc- a» eoiuplutii oe tbat of tktt C»])e, if pron- 
sion vorc mftda for lieadH of dcpartmccts holding office during good 
behaTionr. able to nponl:. but not to vot« in tbo Legiiilature. and 
only Tcuaovkble bv tbe Exccutirc Governmuul for good cauHc to be 
aBsignod to the sutiBfiiotion of Pnrliamcnt, oi- on address from the 
Logislaturt!. Such b .system miglit be combiuod u'itb & provision 
tot one or more Ministers vho sbooU be cboj«u &om tho members 
ID the IlouHe of Befrescntatives, and ba nblo to eoinuiand a 
majority of Ihc Aitsombl;. I feci curtain that even in a Colony much 
inferior in importnneo nnd in the charaoter of its population to 
tbat of NutttI, tliore troold never ba any difficulty in finding n 
Icuuler of tlie House ytha would bo competent bodiscliorge cEQcicntly 
the office of Fremi«r of tha Colony. 

The i^neBtiou of rwpousiblo goTerament is n vital oiio as 
conneicted vith any nuioa of the SoqUi Africau Colonies. I 
tlo not think it likely thiit a. country in (be pusitiou of tlie 
Orange Fieo Slftto would ovor roluntarily confodenito witli a. 
<Jrown Colony unices witli tho a»»urancG that rt'eponsilla goveru- 
ia©nt would bo aubstitnted for the autocracy of tlie governor. I am 
-very certain tliat in the existing stat« of puUlo feeling iu the Cape 
that Uiat Colony would nerer Yuluntarily UHM>nt t» a union with an 
uutocaratically gov.>rned Crown Colony, or with a Colony in which 
the roprescutative institutions were not practically equivalent to 
tliosc of tho Cape. \Vliethi:r. Uicrefon), we look to tlie pretteot 
cflici«ucy of local colonial government, or to any prospects of 
futuro union between two or mur« Colonit-s, I regard tbe granl 
of responublc iuetitutious to Katal as the key of the whole 
poeiition. 

But it may br ami that any couaMeration of any question of 
union at the pn-seul moment is premature. 1 cannot tliink eo, 
for 1 believe tliat the past four yeur^ have brought home to 
obsorrant colonials tlie courictiou ibat in the union of tho South 
African Colonies as regards all questions affecting more tliau one 
Colony, is to be fonnd Uio only sscnrity for Colonial progroas, 
and for the same measure of independi<uce which is eujoyetl bjr 
other Belf-govvrued portions of the Empire. Tbero may bo much 
prejudice still to bo removed nod many practical dlfScultiis to 
be overcome. But 1 believe the conviction maat daily grow iu 
strengtb throushout both Ouloaios that wibliout the union of the 
vorioaa proviDc«8, such as I havo above referred to, rapid Colonial 
'>*<ogrefia is out of the question. 

here «ie> however, tvro difficulties whioli ought to bo noticed : 
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one U the qti«sLion of ColoDUd dofuDCO. But I tliink the cxftmplo 
of tliv Cs[)C CoIoDV Huring tbu Basuto War has concla^ivoly 
shown that ths colonisti ore folly ablo, vhou loft to theimelvos, 
uiiluni|ier«d by rvBtrictious from ilistnut commaDderH, to deal with 
may eofoiy which m»y urine iu South Africa. And I further ven- 
lure to think that in tho yet greater (^neiition of liow- thcso ontlyiog 
potMttioui are to b<> defood«d nguiist nn IOui-oi<«au cii'-my. Ifaat tlie 
trad sdntioD of our Datioaal diRlooltie^ irill ho found in (giving 
«Tary bMility to the colouiHla to develop their dofoorivo forces. It 
it not to bo expected tliat, for goDprationn to como, acy Colony 
sbouM hi' able, single-h&iiJod, to rrsist invoaioQ by one of tho great 
Karopean ponors. But I have no hesitation in cxproAning my 
oonriotioD tbat if the ({ntiatiou of Colonial dofeocs ngoinet ozt«>riiiil 
aggraasion «er« ialieQ np hero a3 a matter of uatioaal aocoisity, 
and ^1 the same spirit in wliich we shoold regard the dcfonce of 
tlin (>liaiinel Isloudii or of Iho Isle of Man, the coJoniK.ta would bo 
found uot only ablu to cautributi] their fur abare to their own 
defwnee, hut ^nJte as alio a^ any part of the national [xxuei^tODS 
to eontribnle tlieir iinntn to tho defence of the nation in any 
etnigglo for uatitmal oustenoe againiit a rival great militury 
power. Canada has already shown aa far back aa the days nf the 
Crimean War that thia is no vinouar^' evpeetation ; Indin has 
doue w more lately ; and looking; to tho position of Soutli Africa 
and ita poesihihtiM of sustaiiitu;* within a brief period a very larg« 
European populution, 1 cnnitot hut think Uiat in cane of a great 
Enropean or Asiatic war. the power of South Africa to ooutribntu 
its i^iiota to tho defeneo of tfte naUonol posaeasionB would he 
foand in proportion oven greater than tliat of Canada, which must 
always to tome extant be iiiflaeiiDOd by the possibility of a mls- 
tjuderstanding with our broUiron of Ibo L'nited States. 

The other difficulty whicli lias been urged to that more com- 
pleto telf-goYcmment to which uniou in Soutli Africa is esecntial 
is eonoected with tho native qui^stioii. Thpi-o is etill inherent in 
tlio English mind a belief ttuic tlio Soutb African Colantos cannot 
bo tmstod with the excIasiTe management of their native affairs, 
subject to no greator control iram tlie nonf Government than is 
affonli-d by tlie power of veto to any tesisliitiro cnoctmoiit which 
i» poBMSscd by tlie Crown. 

I have stated to very lilUe purpotti; my opinions regarding the 
preaont position of the native population in the Cape Colony, if 
it IB neco^c&ry for me here to repeat my oouviotjoa that onz country- 
ini>tt iu South Africa are uot only quite eapablo of doalitt{> witU 
all nstivu quostioiu as wisely and (Irmly as we oarsclvcs are in 
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EngUnO. but t!int the be^t IntereHts of tlio natives arc qaitc is safe 
in tho bauds of the Colonial GovorumcBt CJDatitutcd ai liiftt of tUe 
Cape is, fts tliey wnnUl bs if reserved for tlio exclusive mnnngo 
laeul of lliu Uome Gcvernment. U may be difficult to impreaa' 
this couviotioa upon tliOBO who for moro than tbroo gciiorfttions 
pfut Imra been in tho habit of hctiring ofitliiiig hut evil nf the 
OslonUtit ill their rfilutionii with thu Colomnl natives, arid who con- 
8cqu«Dtly disregard nb once, as tinwoTtby of uttoiitiou, nil opiiiions 
nnd statemoiiLs of fact:) which come from colonists. 

Bat I am conviucc;!] that a very few months of sojoarn in South 
Africti wouUl couvcrl auy reasonablo observer to the oonviotioii, at 
wliicli I have luyiJulf loug since Arrived, Uiftt in South Africa, &nX 
especially ill the Lcgiiihiturc of the Cape of Good Hope, may be 
found men its thorou;;hly conscicatioiu in their dealings with tho 
uativcB, lui inllaentinl iu th«ir own Li!gi>i]ntur<'>, aa fully alive totlio 
best interosts of the iiativL-s, and a^^ doU^rmiitt.'d to Recuro tliotw iu 
t«reBts S9 far as they cnu be secured by Goveromcut action, as any 
membprs of the Imperial Parliament, whilst, of coiiritti, thej 
possess an infinitely greater enperiority in knowlfiilge of the facts 
of the ctiso and of the real requiremcntH of i\ll concerned. Tlio 
popular £ugliah misgiving regarding the treatment of nativRit by 
Coloniata, or by a Colonial Qovcmmentt io jiistilinble only nn the 
supposition that alt oar coantrymen who go to the other homie- 
ptiere. leave behind them the conRcientious .tenne of moral okligatjon 
which guided thorn in this country. It is surely untioceasary to 
combat such a mpposition. And I will therefore only conclude by 
onoe more expressing my deliberate conviction, that the best inter- 
eBt« of the nativDS in the Cape Colony aru quito as iiafu in the 
keeping of Die CapL' Parliament as tliey could bo ii; that of the 
Parliament of the United Klugdom.

Sir Hkxhv Darkly, G.C.M.O., K.C.B. : Lord Elelio. Ladies and 
Gentlecieo, — Nnt havtug received any intimation that I ws 
expected to open the proceedings to-night, and not hariug been' 
mvare until a short time ago of tho scope of my friend Sir BHrtle 
Frerc's Paper. I rise with t;n;at reluctaocc, cflpecially At this lat 
hoiir, in obodicnee to the call made upon me. Of ooiir^o I bod t»1 
consider tho snbjcct which forms the title of the Paper, " The 
Union of llie South Afticnn Colonies," during my siyonru tliere» 
M that it is not new to mo ; but I need scarcely any that at tho 
present moment the relation of tbnt:o Colonici^ to each other and to 
the Empire is a very delicate questicii to touch upon. Indeed, 
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wt Sir Bartla Fniro tiim riglitly toli] an in U>« T^r; mterestiiig 
Pa(>er which ha baa just rend, the title be has giteo it was eag- 
gMtod to bim Mnne monthi a^o ; imd, fewlMa w h« bns sbown 
tumscir in finnnciating bin viowB 00 Soath African qnestioaiii, yfit 
even he has luliiiitled that be could only treat the subject of Con- 
federation to-night reryinoompletoly. For nij part. I fool it vonld 
bo the height of nuhnew in me lo attempt to eut«r at all into lb« 
dtscufision of » qiiestioa of snob vast importauw in so ehort a space 
KB t«n minutes, which I bolieTo ia the time allowod to every 
iipeaker at this tneetitii;, and tny mnarki mait necenariljr be of a 
cursory nalare. Wlivu I cartio (rum Soutb Africa, four years ago, 
I brben) I was rognrded in aovao quortoni an baviDg bopo bnt ft 
lukewarm auppf^ter of the Confederation scheme. It wan not »o 
ia fact 1 for I had done all I couU oonttltutionally, and I'orlinps n 
little more, to indnco my Miitistors to look upon the project wiili n 
favonraUe eye. Indeed, 1 bad gone out to Bonlb Africa with a 
very high idea of tbo r«!itilt» which might arise from a anited South 
Africa, and I admired thn iibonklily and trastfolnesB of the Impe- 
rial Ooromraeatt which liad nhnwii its desire to group the Colonip.'i 
ttito qaasi-indepoadcut " Domiaiona," instead of keeping them 
Mporoto, as other nationx would have done, fur the purpose of more 
oiuily oootroUinK them. I mnet own, howercr, that 1 had not been 
long ill the country before I b«cameaware of the great and special 
diffionltieit which etood in thn way of a ConfmU>ration of tho Sonth 
African Colonies — difficulties that BTOWi from Lhtir geographical 
oonRguration, the want of fflcilittes for int^eonimTinication, and, 
above all, tho diversity nf nuxv by which th(*y are iM-opled. I sonn 
peroeiTftd that it was a much moru difficult qacBiiou in Boulh 
Africa than 1 bad found it in the Australian Oolonien, where I bad 
tried loy 'prentice hand some years before. I was rather amoBed 
tho other day, sitting al dinner next to a gentlcmno who had just 
come from one of tboae Ooloniee. whore be bad hcM Ministerial 
offlee. and who I found to be an ardent supporter of Adstraliao 
Confoderation. by tbo answer he gavo mc on my asking liim how 
soon lie thoogfat tlie chaniirc could U* brooght about. " Ob, well, 
pariiapa in twenty yoars or so." Twenty years, no doubt, though 
a Very long time in tbo life of an individu^, form bat a abort spoot? 
in the history of a nation, still I hope certainly that sncb a nuiou 
may be brought about in the South Afnoan Colonies before tiiat 
period olapaea. At the same time, I will not venture to indulge in 
aoy prophecy on that point, for events in South Africa have nn 
awkward knaolt of falsifying prediotions. That tlie time will. ' 
Booaor or later, amve when the meaaure will be carried oat, I haw 
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tut doubt; though I cannot help thinldDg tJut Lord Kimberlef 
CTUKwd great pradeace when, in his instmotraa to Sir HktsuIss 
Bobiosoo, li« aaiil, "Do Dot moot the qncfttion of ConrederatioiLj 
agMS ODtil the qu«stioD is raised gpoataneoDsly l)y the colonl 
tbotnselves." (llear, heftr.) Uolortnnateljr at the presaat moment 
the question in not one which can bs so lightly diacusseil aa it vas 
a ahort time ago. Tronbles of an nnexpectad kind have oriseD. By 
the cmel itouj of fito the oiTorU mnde to bring aboat onion have 
nsultel ill titriff!, and I am sorrjr to &ay in blocxished ; and although 
I do not credit for n mument all the stories told ub as to the ill- 
foeling nod dinaCfection of the population of Dutch origin at ths- 
Cape, who arc, 1 firmly boltere, iacapablo of entertain iu^ the scn- 
timeais attributod to lliom, yet there can be no doubt that thor 
exists vscm sympathy for the Transvaal Boeca, •whom lhey1 
hare been lod to sapp!>sa badly treated, and for somo time to come 
every poUtical question will bo cmbiLter^.l by euch feelings, and 
there is very tittle proH^iect of anything hk« hd untried South 
African Caafederatiou bei»s accomphshcJ. Uut at tUo same timo 
I agroo with Alt Burtla Kroro Uiat, aa soon as the present dis- 
tucbattcGS are orer, by far tlie best course to bo pursaed by this 
coootry is to leave tbe colunisla as far aa possible alone, utd let 
them muiage their own affium, which I think they are qiiito eom- 
potent to do. It is impusstblo for us at audi a great distance, with 
the best possible wishes for their welfare, to manage for thorn as 
they eoiUd do for thomselTos. It is as witli our children, wc cnn- 
not eavo them ull tbo ills that flcMh h heir to iii thin world ! They 
mnst suffer for thoir own faults, and they must prow vfiac thi-ougb 
their own experiences ; and by far the betst thing we oan do is, 
after scbtiug them a good example and inculcating souud principles, 
to leave thorn to take care of thouiselvoi;. (Loud chcrrs.) 

Kir tiBOKOK Stkam*s, K.C.U.O. : Ixprd Ek-ho. ladies, and gen- 
tlemen,— I was not prepared for the prominent position whiob, 
through tho tioincwliat doubtful kindnoKs of my friendij, I now 
occupy in thht room. It would be out of placi? on my part to cuter

Tlie other point in coanoot«d with Iho anion of 
tbe Tarioiu 8oath Afrioan Ooloaieii and ProTiace* ; and, altliongb 
I am not prepared to express an opiaioo aa to a Rtiueml union for 
all pnrposeH, I do not husitatd to ga^t chat it union fur defenslvo 
pnrposea is neceaaan- for the nofuty of our South AfricAo posses- 
sioDii. As b«arin;; upon this <|TtGstioii, and in proof of what I aay, 
I may mention tlinl at n very early poriod of the Basnto rebellion, 
|ha Ciipc Govcnimi'u: fuuml it uocosdary to apply to that of Natal 
Ibr pcnaiHeioii to raisti in the latter Colony two corps far serrioo in 
Ba«(ttol»nd, atid aflervards a «imiUr call wax nia'le upon, and 
raspoodod to. by tho Trauivaal, »o that at Lho pn-Hcut momont I 
think I am corr««t in slating there are nearly 1,000 men from 
Natal and ths Traiuvaal now sorring in iU<tntolan<l and Kaffraria 
ill tlio Ben*icc of aad paid by tbe Oap:i Oovertiiuciit, I will only 
•dd that ixom my foar moatbi' experienoo as Administrator of tb« 
UuK Capo Colony, I oan witheonfidenaeb«Hr t«»tioiony t? thoeiMrgy 
and Holf-i&orifioo whioh tbe Caps coloaistH hnvu brought to bear 
upon tha euppnuion of a robeUion vbich has tried its rcDOurcoe to 
the ntmoat.

Mr. Hanbt Ewkmibi, M.L.C, Natal: My Lord, ladivs, and 
neatleuun,— L am glad to have an opportunity of addraeiing thia 
MoBttug, if only to give to tho distingnishGit looturer tbe tfaankn of 
Natal fin- Uii* services ho haa r6ud«red tlie oolouiata. (Hear, hear.) 
We ftbroad ooraplain Umt we are not onderstood ; wo liavc 
boao eveQ apohoa of n« tho " rlddhngii of ornation : " and it 
appeara to me io be Uio opuiion in some quarters thiit EngliHhmMi 
vlio laavo tbur liomcst to live ela«whcrc than ia Knghmd obODg* 
tboir eharaeter, and become ^ants and opprosaor* vi soon as they 
crosa the lioo (No, uo, and Yea. yes) — that appears to be die 
opinion at thnes expressed in England. l:>ir liartlo Frero— and I 
know no higher antfaority— baa been kinde&ongfa Io stand forward 
OS our champion this evening, and I will take the opportunity ofmen- 
tloaing one or two faets whieh will anpport his cluvolrous dnfenoo.

' ID maliiag South Afrtea united and proiipcronK. Tlio leelnrc ^ivo-Jt 
by Sir Rartle Frere will hiivo. I thiuk, the effect of assisting the 
liolution of these diHicuUies, for what i» wanted is a full disoussiou 
of all the circumstances anil a bettfir liiinwledj[e of the suhjoot I 
bcliovc, my Lord, tliat what Sir Bartle Frere has eoid this evening, 
and what has boon done this evening, more than auytbing else, 
will axiaist the iuevilable union of thi^ Stfite« in South Africa. 
That onion may bo postponed for n certain time, but it in still as 
certain of eventual raaUsation. I aeh pernusfiiou to refer to 
imother charge flometlmes brought against coloniiits in Sontli 
Africa, h- appcUTK to liu the improsHiou in certain qnarters that 
we doIigUt in warn which are 8u«t»ined at the expense of the 
Imperial Govorumeut. 1 do not doubt that a great many people 
in England think that ooluuiiits donvu advaDta{>c from these war« ;

As u colouiGt of twenty-two yeai-s* 
standing, I nm happy and proud to hoar what lia^ booo said by 
htm, I also eudon^ic everything that has fallen from the lips of Sir 
Bortlo I'Voro, nud 1 recognise in him the tnto friend of Houth Africii 
— (loud applause) — and I can only any that he wa» most lelovcd by 
tlie colouii«ti<, and that they wore only too sorry for hts removal.

ing for Iwatj-seTon years in ijouth ATricn, and liaviag t*knt 
a very large part ia the movemoDtt) eel K^ing some jpotr again 
iaroor of ('-otifiBderatiou . I should be roitjt lo> ti igli t if I could iiob by 
BOtaa DMaiia «adortMi ouo point at least wiiioU Itaa been brought 
rorward by tlie Jcetun^r in support of that luueli-daeired mflasare 
for Oonfaderatioo, fur nlucb ve have all louged aiiice wa first heard 
of 11. Iho potnl that struck tne iu the 6r«t place— bat perhaps I 
.y not exactly repeat the words — was the one in wbleb tlie leclorer 

thai he bod DSTcr seen ouy miBxioiiiiry inntitutLOD that did not 
provo that miMiooary eoterpriso in South Africa was warrauLed by its 
tuuesttH. I eoQ Ray tlio sfliue &oni exporietice. The tcoturer, I under- 
hUkmI, added to that, that it wauted Aome sooitlor effort to giro to 
natiTo oiviliaatiou the slimulna which it must have before it pro- 
dnoed any practical eifeot upon the masses of nativvii. Now, I say, 
in aopport of this point put forward by tho lecturer, that the best 
Aborigines Protoction Society that ever existed in the world is tho 
HOoiety of diggeni in the duunoud-lieldti of tjoutli Africa. (Hear, 
bear.) They have tau^^lit tlio ualivo to work for wag«a~{hear, 
bear) — taoght lum habit« of luilnstry, cloaoLineBs, and to some 
ejclaat hooesly. (Hear, bear.) They hara given him the mciuH 
of taking care of his fniiiily ; itud wbou 1 hear of the cruelty thut ie 
(iraotieed in ^ntli Afrieii in regard to the uativeii, I look back to 
my aaLive home, which I left over a quarter of a century ago, and 
only wish the ^xitcetiou societies here would try to bring the eame 
sort of entelly to boar upon tbo spaanltiiral labourer in England 
that ba^been bronght to bvar uiwd the loyal native of South Alriea. 
It would hardly bu believed niluii 1 state tho fact« btttit can bocon- 
tirmed by reforsooa to reoords, that daring the Inst aeven ynua 
Q40.U00 naUvos worked wlio never in thtiir Utos hefbra worked at 
oU in a way that «ouid be called work. They certainly never 
thooj^ht of working for wage^. A "oiitlciuan speakiug iji favour of 
Natal to-utght told os that Grii|uitlaiid liad boea absorbed into the 
Colony, it ii true, and pity 'tis 'tis true. No doubt Natal has dona 
something towards eiviliaing Uie natives, but it certainly baa not 
done for native dviliAatiuu what OriqoaUud West haa done. 
Twcnty-lvro shilUuge a tho average amonnt of weekly wage wbioU 
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hM bMD jiAid for over seTcii roars to 640.000 nativ^a ; tmH if tlie 
keyetoDe of tlie Confederation of tjtatcs is rcapoueible govommcut 
for Natal, I ask the quostion of tliis ineottng faii'ly, whetlicr it is 
fair tihnt a province wliicli lias cnntrilj uteri to the wenlth nf the 
whole of South Africa — 1 meau Oriqualand West— should be ab- 
uorbed intu tJie t'apo Colonj, It is (iriijuiilaDd "West which etuibled 
the Cftpe Colouy tu unstuin responsible government, wliicIi it ncvDr 
coold have carried on succesafully without it. To give Natftl 
respoiisiblo govarnmoiit, acd to Auny to Oriqufiluad West the right 
of having ii rtncfi in it^ own uffuirs. »ccms to mn iiujubt. I would 
\iV(\ in hear Sir Bnrtio Frero go n little further into th* question, 
and tell UB how tliat piece cf territory between Griqiialaud West 
anil the TraiisTnal, kuowu a^ Iha Kc^ite Awnrd t-orritury. is to ho 
dealt witli. I regard the settlement of our bordnr linen, and the 
BettltiiR of a nniform native policy, to be tliR keyn to Confederation. 
Give Natal respoiiaible government if you likR, but if yoo don't deal 
with your land qaestion or native policy, tlie baaia of your Con- 
fcdoratioB Bchome will never be laid. I repeat that tlie key to the 
whole question in the uative quentiou iu South Africa, and the 
settlement uf the land. Since 1 arrived home iu September I have 
heftrd e good many atrange iitoriea about South Africa, and some 
may (in well be dealt vith. Amcc;>Ht ollior tilings I hare beard 
that tho Earl of Carnarvon mado a (^riat niielaka iu eiideavouHuf; 
to forcf (lonfcderatioji, his own terms iiud itll, down tho throat of 
South Africa. There never was a prcatcr miBtakc. Tho 
Earl of Carnarvon never attempted any force. With a statcBman's 
foresight, he saw tlnit there was tnnible ahead with the uutivctt, 
and, doBiriiJitf to have a unifonu nfttive policy for the country, ho 
Baked each of the States and Colonies to appoint rcprcHrutfttivos to 
-consider that most vital question, adding, " If you hIiouM during your 
conference couao to the touclusion that a Confederation of States 
would lie desinvblo, 1 shall l>i> ready to give your siiggo!ttion« prac- 
tical efTcct." iHt-ar, hoar.) What forcing was there in tlint? (Cries 
of " None, none.") As Sir Bartlo Frero observed, political parties 
are not ei^Bonliul to tho sueeos^ of roprciit^ntative administrntiou ; 
but it was tlio conflict of partic.t and tlie conllii:t of interests that 
prevented that oonforonoo taking place wliieh the Earl of (larnfuron 
proposed. If lepresentattves liad been appointed to consider « 
nmlive uQiform policy for South Africa. I feel sure that they would 
have eome to the conoltiBii>n,tlmt thciniiiinof States was necessary, 
and that union would liave been carried out on fair tei'ma. (Hear, 
hear.) 1 was rather painod io hear Mr. Bacorabe repudiating for 
Natnl the charge tliat tho people of that go-ohoad Colony like wars 
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for tlieoftkeof tho profile of wai'conlriicta. It wnaqaito nimeccniary 
to oootradiot tliit, m «voryoue kucw tli*t NttUl was tlio l*at p]iic« 
tliat iroulil cars for mouoy prolttti of any iiurt. (Laughter.) 1 
would liko to seo tbo conrcroaco proposed by tho Karl of CamarTon 
tako piaoc, aikd thuit 1 tbink wo need uot wait twenty yearn for 
Ooofeileratioii, as indicated by Sir H. Barkly. (Uokr. liasr.l 

Mr. B. A. M&rriK : I bard two observations to make, wliicli I 
will <]o very briefly. In ttio tint place. w« liavo htard a grout deal 
about KalaL I tbtak it lias not yet got reaponsiblo goverDiDeot ; 
bai it ha» beeu tbo oastnia of tbit oouatry. aa soon aa responsible 
government ia establisbed, to tmiisfor tlio cootrol of tho public landa 
to that GoTGmment. lTnfortnnat«ly it hax bema dnno hittwrto 
witboat any provuiion for this being brought into play on beliaU 
of tlio labonrora and farmers and gentlemen's sons of this nountry, 
and i pray that Uie same miiitake will bo avoided in Xutol. if 
it GOmL-s into tho general Federation and becomca a responsible 
OoTornment ; and evon now wo atioitld i>udeavi)ur totlirow it opon, 
and gradually incn-aao the British aurl Xrisb popolation in that 
moat promiaing couutrj, of which iro have heard eueb a glowing 
aecouut to-night, wbiuh would lead many to dlroct tlieir attention 
to it. Tho second obsrrratiou I would make is this, that I wua 
delighted, and for many yeant cncoaragcd, by being eupported by 
iittch high anthorilieB in tho idea of the union or oonsolldatiou of 
the Britinl) Empire. And the idea ban been thrown out to-nigbt 
that there might be Colonial representatives in the British Ptrlia- 
nient : but 1 am qaite sure that they would feel Knoffed out tbere. 
ihat tliey would feul tlial they had uot eafficient weight thore ; and 
1 ToulJ Rttggest that the Bntiab Cabinet lahould haro two distinct 1 
functions— one function the gorfimment of tbt; British Iiilauds, and : 
the other fnuctiou with reference to tlie whotn Britiub Kmpire ; ' 
and associated with the Cabinet sliould bo the tiu'ious Colonial i 
agottts. or any other delegates whieh tbe Britudi Coloniea might' 
ap|x>int, and tliat tliey abimid do everitbing to make it Imperial, I 
fur the general honour and welfare of thd Kui|<ir(<. I t^ubmit that 
for consideration : and tJinnk Sir Battle Freie fur lua vory lucid 
atatemuul, which ■» free from all party colour. 

Mr. luBiLLiERc : My Lord, Udio9, and gautlemen, — Tbero ia cmo 
iuiportaut consideratioD conut-ctcd with HouUi .A frica, and more 
^lUlicuUtly bearing upon tho queatiou of Cvufedvratioo, wbieli 
I think ia of interest to a nambur of persons who do not Itappon to 
Iwlong to tbe Uontfa African portion of tlie Empire, as well as to 
Um ooloniata tbemMlTos — I Hpuik uf tho opening in that countrj- 
for Britinb emigrants. Now, it appears to me that tbo gruat diJfi- 
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Ietilty in tb? way of the «iitabU»Uinc)it of Coiifodci-aUou la SouUi 
Africa is the w.iiit of n ^iLRicicitt I'.uropraii [lopuljitioii. (Hear.) 
VAu maHt have Iwo bliiiign in order to bnug about Conrederibtiou . 
You requiiv^ dn (xtcasive territory and u ooaeiderable populMicn, 
How, ID South A&ica wo liuve moHt exLensiro tarhtoriee. but a verj' 
fipiirso European pn|iii1)ttioii. Tha Rroaler part of the Knrupcui 
population is oonceutrated in tho Cup« Colony, uuder Uio uoutrol 
of tbe lespotisible ^vemment and kgiabiture of tJic Cflpn^ ; aJid 
wbat population beeidcs ia there to confudvrttte with tliu popu-' 
littiori of tlie Cape Colony ? You bavo abiiinlftnop of trrnti*ry in 
Natal, but you liavw only HO.OOO while iiihaljituiit-H. Now 1 do 
uot Hcc binv, by courcduriitiii^ the S0,000 European iiib»L>iltuitd of 
Matal vitli tlia European iiibabiUiots of tba Cape Colony, you aim 
very materially add bo tbc defensive power of a nnited SoutJi Africa.- 
' liut if, by emigration from tbia country, you could iacreasu the 
Bntisb population of Natal to fiO.OOO or 100,0(10, thou you would 
Lave ft very conaid arable cl«ment of atreuKtii to coufedcrote with 
the population of the Capa Colony proper, nud to fonu n power sufli- 
cicnt to dool with nil those natiTo qiiosttuns, nnd to rehore tho 
niolher-country from tiie necessity which fraiu tintc to time i» cost 
upon her of standing out troops to that country. \Vbat was it that 
enabled New Zealand to dispeuBt; with the aid of tho InipcriiU 
troops in dealing with tlio nutivc cguot^tton? It wuh the iiiti-oduc- 
lion of a larpc European pcpulation ; and now we find N«w Z*a- 
laud perfectly capable of govuruing tho uativ« racoa; anil so I believo 
that the tnoiil eflcctive means of coping with tho native queHtiona 
in South Africa would be tho introduction of European emigrants 
upon an uxtciibiVL- Kcalij; aud I have oflou wondnrod why tiouth 
Afncu baa not lurm-d her attention to that sulijcot, and why her 
■statofimeu have not dealt with the <]uc&tion of cmigrAtion in the 
soma way iu which New Zealand lias dealt with tha (^uobUon ; why 
they have not built up tho Cape and Nntal Colonies by tho iutro- 
duclion of a large- European population. (Uitair, ]ii>ar.] I am a

If this is a false aeonsation agaiaat tho Boors, if thoy had not re- 

dncefl the native raeee to shivery, what was our justification for 

nnucxinis' the Trnzmaal 7 If we were jnntiGod in annexing it, it 

saonu to me that our joBlihcation lunst rest on ihs ill-trcatmunt 
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of the native races b)- llic Bona «f tLc Tr&ufvniU. (Cliccrs.) If 
vn am to liand over tlio reius of Ooveruiuciit to tlio Bo(>r8,tU«; 
being Uic mnjority of Uie wLito po))uUtion, will Die aniWcs be safe 
in their kandii ? I would like tiir Dartlc Frcru to ncawur that 
qtiestioii, not inoroly for my own ril!«3, but bccauBo I bnvo no doubt 
tberp nro maiij* in thia room wlio wouM be also glail of an niinwer 
to it. There are other subjects to irbich I should bave lilted to 
reifir, but the hour U too lute, and I must not tiespass furilier upon 
the time oftlic meeting. (Hear, lionr.) 

Thi* Cbmiqiak : Sir Bartle Froro, Udios, ouil gfliitlenien, — I 
said ■uben I took ilia chair that the dutieti of the ciiairman, as I 
WUH iufurmod) iu opening tlus disoaHetoii veto confined to simply 
asking tbo lecturer, who Imppily cu this occnition is Sir Bru-tio 
Frerc. to ri-ad his Paper; but I am also told tlmt tbe duty of the 
chaJrtaau al the close of this diacusoiuu ia, iu yoiu- uitiue to thauk 
Sir Jifirtle I'Verc for tbo very nbto address lie lias delivorod to us, 
and to convey to liim the thnnks of ihiH meeting.

Bftrtlc Frcit ! (Great and loug-Bustainvd cheering.) I may further 
aay tliisi mncli, that ono cannot but feel that a man of liia character 
and ability, acting on llie spot, Kith infoniiation at hi» commsml 
wliidi tlio£c at a itititmiee could not po»r<eti»i should, I think, bo 
credited with at any rate having acted with judgment and ability, 
and perhaps on sounder grounds than many people seem inclined 
to giTC liim credit for. (Itcnrvved cheers.) It vas uiy goodfortuuo 
not louf" ago to bo preaeut at a great public dinner Unit was given 
to Sir Barllo Frcre in 'Willies Kooms. It was not a party dinner. 
it was not a political dinner, it wae not purlit\mcutary iu anj 
sense; but I never attended any puljlic ilimioi* iu my life so ro- 
markitble in this rrspcct, that thurc were then gathered togetlier 
the riiie — what I may liiU the uon-parltamontary ofHcials of this 
great £mpir& — reprettbutativo mcu ubo have governed provinces 
jind Colonics, and mt.ni who are in i^'eimaniiiloQice inthincountiy; 
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«11 Uiese liad met to^etlicr to do bononr to Dial dutingaUhod public 
eerranl. Sir Bartla Prere. (Applause.) He liAil tber« n gr«i>t 
oTfltion, aad be was spobcn of on tbat oeoAiioa by Sir Richard 
Temple in terms nticli as I bad nerer beforo in tlip conr.ie of my 
Ufo— now extendin;; oror tiuiiiy yenrs — heitri ttd(lrc8s«d U> uiy 
po'blie m&n. (Hear, bear.) I think Sir Bartle Frere has doofl 
great service by bia lecliira to-ni^ht ; and when it comeH to be 
priiitvd and rend. I vcnluio to say it nill bare upon the t^eueral 
public an mncli intlucnt-o na it bag jaetly bad upou those who bsve 
beard it to-ntgbt. (Hear, hear.) I think it will do macb to sweep 
AWAy maay oobwcbs, and lo dear up much that was dark relating 
to tho nativ4> otuiract^r. Wo havo l4>Eriifld that tha native iu many 
thing* does not differ much from the people of this country*. Sir 
fiartle Fterc bu told a» tb&t the uativc likca to lire well, thnt b« 
tri«fl to f^t good food whenever bo can, and does not earo to work 
moro tbao ho need do. That be is quick at learning, but not food 
of atfldj: and thnt he is mnch gtveu to drunkenocss. Tliis is per- 
lispfl why Sir Wilbid Lawson is so much in sympathy wiUi him. 
(iiAugbtur.] Welt, if Bir Barllc ^cre has done much lo explain 
Iho pecnliaritiM of the natiro eharactfir, which does not differ 
loncli from our own. aud holds out good prospeeUi for the future 
CiTiliMtioii of tioutli Africa, be bas douQ moub alao to viudioatc the 
eharactor of tlie coloni.>iti from the affpcrsiona so freely ea«t upon 
them as rngnrds their mode of dealing witli tlie natives. (Huat, 
hear.) And, so far, he bas put the cokuiista under an obligation to 
turn to-night. Ue further said aometbing about party govemmont 
nod the uvils resultiu;; from it, which I, professing not to be a party 
maa, am not disposed to dispute. (Laughter.) But the great ser- 
vice be bas done to-night is iu sbowing that lio dues not desjiair of 
Confodcration in South Africa. (Ilear, bear.) When I had the 
honour of being invited to take this chair I did so most readily, 
lieeonse I saw that tho title of 8ir Bartlo Freru's paper was tho 
(inL'stiun of ilie uniou of the South African Colouiea. Now, when 
1 firnl joined this Iii«tttat«, many yeaxs ago, I did bo hocaose I 
believetl not only in tbo nnion of tlie Pruviuces in the dlfforeot 
Coloaies, but in the poasibihly of a great union of the Colonies of 
the Empire. (Cheers.) I am }-lad that Sir Uartlo Krcre liaa 
toncbed upon tliat point. Now, there may |N!rhn|is bv diffieolties 
in tho way. There are, no doflbt, liuoi e^-uywhere, but if bold 
iB«n look thorn boldly in the face they «liak out of Uie way ; and 
when I look at that map on my left [Uercntor'a Projection of tho 
World] , and ace tboac large red blotoluM scattered over Uiv world, 
with those two littlo rti blotches in the middle representing tbo 
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meeting are not moved on that account ; bnt on tbie occasion I 
think that the duties of the chair have been so ably performed , 
and we are so much indebted for the remarks made, in addition 
to the admurable lecture received, that I beg to move a vote of 
thankB from thia meeting to Lord Eloho for the admirable vraj ia 
which he has condacted the duties imposed upon him. (GheerB.) 

The vote of thanks having been passed with applause, Lord 
Elcbo briefly acknowledged the compliment.

;{resH of society, ^he beat that we can do h to bide tho good time 
coming ; and to build, whereror we cmi, npon the opoii ground of 
closer union, over seeking where wd may find points of iniitiinl 
interest between tho Colonies and the Motlier-coontry. (Hear, 
hear.) If to-night Canada — repreecnted here by bo dislinguishe 
a citizen of that Colony as Bir AJosander Oalt — (oheoro) — if Canail 
liad caueo to Huepccl that wo met here on the subject of emigratioE 

with the aim or sinister intent to ciist opon her auy portion, of tl: 
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bonleo wliioli it i& oor owii niameip&) duty to boor, ConndA wonld 
rightfnUjr sod dutifully reject our adxaacA. (H«ar, bear.) With 
ov Moamuktod weiitU, our vuiod outorprisc, oar lOflrcouUlo 
moriue. our rast revenues, nnd tb« invontivo gooitts of our pcopl«, 
wti liAve no right, in my opiaiou, to muke onr younger bretluei) — 
for Uitiy bare passed out of tbo coodiUoD ntid r&uk of itoan — vo 
bavQ no right to ranko thfm «iil»orvi(ot to otir tucro conTcni^inco 
or sdYSDtage. (Heax. benr.) On tbe othor baad, tbc ColoniAd do 
not RMd to be onder auy obligation to us booaaao we are hoher 
and older. 

Well, thfiD, oa every {H-inciplo of good oilizcusbip and CbrUtlan 
foeling, OQ ovcry Kroaod of »pedieDcy— to put it no bigUftr— 
l^UM TO can help ouo auoLhor, ought wa not canioi«tIy to 
engago to do w? (Hear, hear.) (>ii tJie basis of miitnality, and 
that aioDC, I would reature to lay b«fora yon some few fuctn wbicli 
I have uo doubt are familiar to many lu ttiia toom, bat whioU 
otben may not limve had iimo to gloan for tbetoeelvoK, and which 
I ahoald bo very happy to 5nd winoowed by th« criticism of tlua 
GTLiiing. 

About eleven yearn ago, some who am here to night, and others 
who, I regret, are abaeot, oomhiucd iOK«tber lo an attempt to 
induce the State to ucl(iiowled)ro the duty of asHinUng ayslematio 
emigration to the Colonies whenever the Oolouica desirod iL 
(Hear, bear.) "We pressed the matter strongly, and we were met 
by a atrong antagontstie aotioo mi the part of meu who, in what we 
ooDceivc bo be the recklesaDeas of mohiu^ hattbo to be rich, claimed 
aa Uicir right, and did not Rcniplo to cierciue their influence for the 
pnrjwse of keeping what ibey called a reserve fund of lahoor— 
(bear, liear) — for a recurring ntsh of trade. The times were oat 
of joint just tbcD an regarded omploynient ; but Uiey Hbrewdly 
believed tliat tlie cjcle of advemity would f»*» away, and that tbey 
would want mora hands than were meanwhile worih paying for ; 
and deliberately upon that gronnd too many persons of eommeroial 
iuiln<u]i:e rejected onr plea for Imperial nuJ Colonial partiienltip 
in emigration. (Uoar, bewr.) Itut tliat is paaned, and I hope 
aioearely tbat we shall norer bear such Bad and selfish talk again. 
(Hear, bear.) GirctmutaDoea obaoge, and we hare come now to 
aDottier exigency, caoscd by agriouIUiral depreesiuu. (Hcat, hear.) 
In Eogland we have fanners afraid to take forma, and in Ireland 
fanners who waut nsd oau't get them. Uere there is doobt, then 
diatraetiou. I cannot bring myself to sever, in the coatem|Jatiou 
at a. national system of policy, the con^ititnent parte of the realm. 
(Bear, li«ar.) We know aa men of bnsiaeu and men of the world 
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that it ig impo»»t])lG for ono momliorof tlic lioiy politic to trnfTer] 
seTerely witliont olLer portions suffering also. (Hear, bciar.)' 
In a well-kuowu passage Ciocro dcsoriWa lion "impOHsible it U 
for nny Hectioii of tho community to lose its fortune or its rocanc, 
of livelihood without druKRinK <lowii with it many oth«r classes' 
into uimiltu' calamity." Aod depend upon it, it ie wholly impossible 
tliat the populiitiou of oven oiio portion or seginonb of llii' realm 
can bo iii a ntato of porcuDiaL discontent, destitution, and doRparir, 
witliout tiioroby becoming a wellhead of daii;;cr, of distrosa, and oIi 
doLeriorutioii to olhor mors furtun:ttL> purta of tbe kiugdom. i 
Although not at first, wc soonbccomoconscioasof ouugcetion which 
WD da not Botimlly eee ; and it ii wisely ordained that if vri> ncgkct 
to ajiply suitablo rcmodios betiiuoi«, wc must cnduro tho paiu ami 
piostratiou whiuh the Ioch.1 plulhorn brings. OvcTcrowdiug', 
whetb«T nival or urban, is apt to ovorllow its primnry bonad^, and 
to tuik the bcttor-to-do portiotiK of Mcioty in low bnt nigiiiflcaut 
accents — wliat lliinkest tlioii of tno? I have before mc a rctui'n 
which has been prescntod only lately to Parhninoiit, which givoe 
an ttcoount not of emigration, bnt of what i^ called migratory 
labour. The harvest in nia.ny paiU of England, as yoii nil know. , 
is got in every year — and has boon so every ycai" Binoe we wcra J 
lorn — by laboitrcrs who do not live on the land. Tliey come across 
tlio ttea. and como wibUont tha seml:ilaDce of ba^gago or of comforts. 
They hire thoniHelvos out for whatever they can get; and tliey 
endure many hnrdiihipH nud humiliations: and wlieu the enmmer 
«uu in eet tlifly return to thoir hamcK in the West of Ireland with 
ftlmost all the money they hnvo uamed. Koivrly the whole of the j 
migratory class como from the WcsIltu counties that lie between 
tho moutbfl of tho Shannon and the Ban. The eastern half of 
Irc-lnnd BondH ut prouent literally tiono. Tb« bulk of that migration 
comes from Dontjjal. SIij;:o. Koscoinmou, Oalway, and Mayo ; and 
those are exactly the distriote which have proved recently ibe 1 
source and fouiiln.iii-Leftd of oil onr truublex and tlietraction!! — 1 
(hear, hear) — becamns thiTc hi tho grcalost degree of overcrowding i 
nnd over-competition for land. Inatoad of doscrvin;^ the indis- 
criminate reproach of idIoui2»» or lazineub, theue people, to tho ex- 
tent of tlionsands, arti holdcisof land and payors of rent. Finding 1 
it impoeuible to okc out cxiHtcace by what they call farming:, when | 
they have planted their poLutu gardtiim they betake thcmeelves^ 
liitlier in Bcarcb of worli. and perform what one may call the 
lUAs^uerade of induittry for the ealcc of getting tliat which is their 
heart'u desire, because of Us ecarcity in Couuaugbt — good, hard 
monex for A good day's worli. I have here a list of the farms held 
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by tlicHo people : FniD five to Gftoen acres, 8,800, and from 
atUma to forty acres, twme 1,800. Helpless to better tb«ir ooq< 
ditiOD pennannitJy nl Lomo, voiilil not Buoh mv.D make uwfnl accl 
IjBppy vmigrante — men vho arc so alUchcd to the »oil where tliey 
hftVu liod root, fts to eomo bdick to it, aud to clinff to it uuiUr 
«U tbu temptations uuJ aUnromcui!) they Aud in the richer country, 
ud, oovcrilidMs, so t«M]y oail lA-ilUng to labour for good pay tbat 
thoy Imvo it year aflor yoar to go iind earn nouoy for tliuir wives 
and cliildrcii : jnst llie sort of men you wnut iu the Far- Went and 
tli« Far-South to hold small farms and to work on Lh« railways? 
{iloar, hoar.) Tliey oombine two rjnalificationii — rcadioeH for 
rou^li work for rwady money, and atldictioa to tbe permanent 
poAttMsion of land. I purpoet^ly dwoU oa tli«M M «OaiitJtutuij{ 
vhat seem to be tbe leatit promising typo of craigranta. What may 
ve not liotw fromlbo farming clasHea in tlie rettt of thr kingdom 
who are in a atato of discontent with their pr««cnl lot ? We need 
not liero diiiciiHs Uio vvxed question of rack-rent. After nil, rack- 
rent ui the price which too many bidders for a limttd article of 
first oeceetfity er<>ato agaiunt tbomselTes, and why? bceanse thay 
koow no other menDS of ekeiog out a living than Iho cultivation of 
thu toil. I Hear, hear) Gtrc them better lUtcmatiTea in both kinds 
b^ond tb> aee— give thetn a meanti of occupation worthier aad 
more r8man«ratiTe— and il ii not iu liuiuaa nature that, the bur- 
den of industry iu that part of Llic kiugdom being ligbtenod, peace 
and noDteiituiciiL would not be {wainoted amongst tboso who. 
rciuaiu. 

What, tbcu, wo detire is this : witliout prejudice Id the Grot ia- 
etaiicc ttt any arnuigemeut that may be modo, we desire to sgd tUo 
QoTerBineiit of this great country co-operate upon Icrtua of equality 
in UiU mnltor with tbe Govcraoieata of tb« ColaniM, loying to one 
another, " W<3 Imve spure labour, and we have spara^ld ; yon have 
spore laud and room tnr unlimited enterpriftj; wbjr sbould ve not 
lighton the weight of yonr burden by yoar lessouing oum 7 " 
Lot us proceed upon tlie principle of perfect and entire reei|»ocity ; 
and if the Ooverumeuts, witli bucIi men aa oceupy places in thou, 
at tlio preafiot time, an* oot ready to contrive a odicmc, then par- 
hape we may »liow them the wiy to do it onrseWes. (Hear. hsar.)> 
Wi'U, this idea of rnntuat bolp is not now to anTono iu IhiH room. 
We have diseusiied it cv«r and OTer o^aiu. But I ctrnffms Ihore 
was always one ilifBcnlty in the way, and 1 own it fmukly— we 
fonred that were a proposition made from tills country to any of 
the Colonien, whothrr Canada or Quucmloud, or any other, a »uii- 
pieion might be cngeodercd in the Colonial |Ktpiil&r mind aa to oni

object ; and 1 long for tlie Jay — and I know mntiy iii ibis room 
aharo the longing— vrhcn some good epii-it, whether from nil the 
ColoniM or from eomo of tham, would bvgiii the iiegoUattOQ by 
maUing a sukattkntiiil offer of cuatrlbiitLTo help und couocricd noLion. 
(Hoar, h«ar.) "Well, hero is n proof that the good day has corns. 
To'dny, oil the table of totli HouseK of Pftrhftniciit, hm been laid a 
deopotcb whioii I hod the bouour lo move for, a fortnight a^. It 
is frotn tlio UarquiB of Lome, as OovcrDor-Genoral of Canada, 
andaddrestied to the Secretary of State, proposinp not indiplonjatic 
scntcuccs or pompous general ities, bnt with iIc-lilKtrnlioii, care, and 
Ragncity, atipiilnting tnrms aud elaboratiag pliiua, for assisting 
8;8teiiiii.tic iiumigTntion from Ireland into Canada. (Hear, hear.) 
Ou Novemher 5, 18H0, tlio Pri\-y Conucil of CanaiU had beforo 
tliem a report from Mr. Cote?, their Seeretarj-, i<neIo8uig a momo- 
randum upon the subject of the proposal for the orRanisAtion of 
Irish itnmigratiou tn Manitobii and tlto North-west of Cniiada, 
reciting thnt, at the iuetigfttioii of the High CommlBsioner resident 
in England, he had sabntitted ii proposition with a Tiew to the 
advaaceiacut of railways in the DomiuioD to open negotiattona 
with Her Majesty's Oovcmmi'iit for immigration. The (UfferenBe 
of the word is very significant — it is not cmlgiation, but immigra- 
lion — and bo speaks as a Canadian, and that as a Canadian and 
actuated as a Canadian statesmau, for immigration from Ireland 
into Manitoba. He proceeds in this nmmor&ndum, which has 
bocomc by adoption the Act of the Council aud the Goreraor* 
-General, lo say what the esLpenHc^ uud thu pruvisions beforehand 
raurt bci ; putting up temporary hoiiirHti-adH for the people before 
tboy arrive, and, if nocossury, that there shoold bo a turning over 
of the soil for the saVe of planting ono crop before tbey had the 
opportunity to do it for thi'msclves. And what do yon think is the 
price of the article oflforod ? A fro« Rrant for over of eighty acres 
of wheat-growinf" laud on tho paymout of tht> " ofiiee fee," as it is 
colled. The price of the fee simple of tliia ismall but aecurc cstato 
is JQst 4.Ds., and thus at last tho emnll Irish farmer will liecomc n 
■40a. freuholder indeed. (Hear, hour.) I du not tLinI; that yon 
will find it easy to peranadc people in Mnyo, IW-^iconiinon, or 
Donegal to believe at first that this it> all in downright onrncsl ; 
bat, when repented elsewhere, th»y wilt Boon cense to laugh at it. 
t<ong used to high rents and low wagcH, they never had such a 
proposition made to them in their lives before ; they never thought 
of baviu},' what they would cull luck like this ; and we shonhl stAnA 
in their way if wo prevented thcra from accepting it. But Oaniida 
wants the laloar, and if Canada is gcueicus of vheat-growiug land 
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«1io tliicks Eh0 cftD affunl it— and I havo no donbl aha does tliinkit 
wise to muhe hucIi a iiruetical offer to our HtragRttnf; and snffering 
pMpl*. Then tho cxporimaat U worth bting tri«d by tbUoonttlT}', 
And yon. my loni, as a paer of Ui« realm, with the right lion. 
gentUman who nits near yoa, the mt^mber Tor Idtoibeth, and tlit^ 
other mnmbers of tlio HnusoofCoaiinons nhom 1 hoo in this room, 
will uot. I am persaaded, hold your peace until tliat moxt timely 
offer has bcon dealfc with by our Govf mment. 

This is nniou, indeed; thin ia something lil:o wii^lom. Th^y 
«oni« of the old stock, tliese incu of Canada, and wi' may well be 
prond of thorn; they are doio)* for tlieir country what I (mpposewe 
Ahoold do in similar oir«niniitaneea fur our own ; bnt what a fignro 
WL> should cat in liintory and in onr own domostio policy with tliiH 
<leHpifct«h on the (ablu of both Uousos, if onr Goreniiucut were to 
My wo do not know what to do with it, or how to do with it, and 
hare no mtaua what«Tar for complyiug with it t W« haT« in thia 
oomitry plenty of itparo hands and apare gold. To-day is the 
cardinal day in thin fiueotion. On tliiii day this doBpat«h ia laid od 
the Inblo of the Britisli Parliament, ami on this day Coutot)* han- 
tottvhotl par: so that you hn-vv moro money in the City than yon 
bow how to invost profitably, nnd more httiour and skill ia lh« 
conutry tlmn you know how to employ adrtuitageonaly. How «ui 
yon do b«lt«r than by inTctting iu Colonies what they now uk of 
yon, tlicreby reecuiog wholo fatnilioa from diaeontent and deiipond- 
cncy at home? (Cheers.) Of courao tlie Canadian Oorerument 
faaro said, " To do this wu mu»t each eitcrcisc a control." Although 
tliey do not nse ths word, I hnro no objection to usr it ; it is tbd 
word "veto." Il is impoaaible to conceive thnt they wwild allow 
•uch a promise aa theirs to be nbtued, eT«n auint«ntionaIly. by 
having Uie wrong aort of poople snnt to them ; and therefore thern 
ought to be a joint Conunissiou appointed by the two Garornmeuts 
with M]ual powers of superrision ; tbe Canadian CommiMionec io 
ICngland having the absolute veto us to tlie persons and Aunilioa 
who shall bi) scut to take these tana», nnd the liritisli Commissionn- 
in Canada having absolute power and control \o i^ Uial tliu 
enfeoffment is completed io cooh case, and that landH fertile nnd 
arable are given to the people whom we on our part ahnnld hear 
the coat of nendinc; forth to occupy tlicm. 

Wi> shall bear talk about diRicnlties. I am not inclined \a 
underrate the diniouUios in tills matter. I have never found any- 
thing mnch worth doing that was uot difllcoll. I believu the basi- 
iipas of n nun in lifo is to eonqnor difficultins, U'hon ve attempti^l 
fonnerly in Parliament to stir the Hloggisli coneoicuce of tho nation 
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to Inke up ttits mnttcr wo alvrnys had this difficnity gibbering bofora- 
119. " How ciin yon deal wiUi the otiier ends of llie cnrtli ? — what is 
liie U8C of talkiag of eimgration ? Chougo very sooq follows 
change, nnd employment, vhioh i» bf«l to-dny, i.-^ nil vanished by 
tho time your ships get to the Antipodeii ; nnd jou cannot make a 
eastern of cioigratiou for one Colony alone ; you muat mtklte terms 
a J round." 

Wo hare seven gi-eat eelf-govcniinR Colonies, and we could 
not he parties to any preference for this or the other Colony 
shown by the English Treasury ; and (.'onaetiuently we Imd tu tu- 
counter the dit^culticfi of distance : and 1 own thnt. urguiuy aa wc- 
try to do iiisht after night in favour of an clastic sort of coutribu- 
tivQ emigrutioa, tli« one thing I alwiiys beard hiuiiiig iu myearwM 
that hateful word '■ distance," and when it was utt<:rcd it WS8 
hartUy possible to (inswor it. But distance js practically no more. 
Talk of the ago of lieroos full of myth and fable ; wo live in ad 
ago i]f fulfilled uiiriLultie. Dibtanco m at au end; wc can whisper to 
frtendt! in Austrnlin, and get answer bade unfailingly. Tbora is no 
longer any excuse of this kind Rvailabic Science has »wi'pt it off 
its legs ; and what a degeutrate mi^e we should ha if, having a 
share in the wealthtct^t realm on earth, having been given Ihia 
raarvoUous power of the tolegrapli, we oannot make all parts of the 
Empire consoioua of n common interest and an undivided nooial 
vitahty ! Separate Colonics, like sepnrat^ fnmilicH, are never known 
to he of the same mind for any length of time; anil the diff^'rent 
(lironmHtances oC the Oolonies, yoa all well know, ronder it impos* 
niblo for anyone to euppoBe or to usRnme that they are likely to be 
efl^nally anxions for emigration and the interchange of labour at the 
same time. On tlie contrary, nij belief is Ibat, from t-be disparity 
of conditions, wo shall never see the day when tlicy will be all ia 
the same mood on tills (|ueiition. Bnt cannot a wise olil country 
wait for the cbouee of mind when each in Huocetii^ion may be ready 
to conlribute with us tu Bccuro an c^cclmnge of bonelits ? What is 
the good of political economy if it does not teach us this? We 
have found out the truth of political economy in tlie supply of 
food ; that as ualuro did not please the barvesls everywhere should 
be simnltaneouiily good or bad. it was the bpst policy to have access 
flt all times to tho fulleet giauarics of the world. (Uear, bear.) 
So with regard to labour ; because it is impossible to believe that 
MflbouTuc and Manitoba should alwnys be of the samo mind — or, if 
you plcaec, at all — and that New Zealand and South Africa tliould 
always think nlilie about Aborigines on a given day, we argued that 
au clastic system sliould be constituted for facilitating cmigratioa 
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wbiUior autl only whither, when anil only wh«n, it vfts cle»rly 
niidbrslooil to ba desirulilii aotl desinxl bj- L>aoli Coluoy. 

Bui dietuoco is, or oogbt to bo, bcuccforLb omitted in our oalea- 
lationii, nml I contend tfant it in the poLiey of tliis «oiintry to say 
to b«r imperial dAugbiora, " \Mii>uvver yoti want uptxe lubuur, and 
Till give our peoplo parouLu of fr«e loud, wo will from crnr Treonnry 
bo glad to oontribat« tb« oort of tlio voyaf;^ nnd oatfil." In moving 
for this dcspstcli, I Uiougbt it becomiii){ not to aiOt for tbe reply. 
Ivrittb Quo Oovemmenb to bare tbe loDgMtpoMible limv booouiid«r 
vbnt answer tboy would send. I bare n«v»r known anything 
aocompliNtied of a grave or diffloult cbnra«ter by prenxing it impor* 
ttuiately ox impatieutly. Hut let the pvopto of Irutaod know what 
the people of Canada arc ready to olTer tlicm. Now, up to the pre- 
aent time, this projool of a transplnntAtinn treaty is simply luitateral 
— it 19 simply a proposition which cometi from tlic other side of tbe 
water ; but 1 think it is no breach of cuafidence to luiy that i do 
know that Lord Kimbcrlcy, id aokuowledgiu;; its receipt, intimated 
to Lord Lorno that he had foruarded it to tlio aatlioritiM in 
Ireland tn h«ar what they would say to it. I do not know what 
better ho coold have dmie : oulr, aa i was once in tb« scrvieo of the 
(jovtiriimcQt of Irclaud myself, I would vcntnr« to bop« that hn will 
not Iflt the matter slocp. (Lntighter.) Tlu) wawm is adraaoUig ; 
it is no voiiy matter to »cud oal cmigrantc with any advantage to 
tboflBMlvM at ibo wrong sonsoQ of tbe y«ar ; and althongb there 
are other places to wbidi Uiey may be lU'ut in antumn, I do not 
uoderataud that it would be wiae to defvr the movement very long 
if it t« to bo begun thia yiwr. 

I hope with all my heart and sotd that tbe eombu; I .and Bill will 
be a t)af«. a wiae, and a permanent nwanure. Nothing will redonnd 
non to the credit of the atatcsmou now io power, and nothing eon 
redonnd more to the discredit of men who are allied irreffponsible — 
that Ih, men who are not rnvmben of Ibo Government— if they 
nbould attempt to stiBc any promising attempt to olcnnse tlie boaom 
of the people from tlie perilouii stufV wbioli weij^hn iipuii.the hearl. 
(Hear, bear.) Itiit I iAj wiUiout henitaiion — and 1 liope you will 
not differ from me in the sentiment — that if an angel from heaven 
were to coqm and frame a Land Dill, it could not by any {wsMbUity 
be made equally applicable to alt tlie varied waotaof the graziers 
of Leinster, the tcaaut-ngbt occapiers of Ulster, tho dairy- rarniorti 
of Munscer, and the rack-rented cottiers of Connungbt. No ohange 
in tbe iuoideittd of tooure, or in tbe liability, to eompensato for 
emotion, would resinie those poor people tn the far west of Ireland 
from the deplorable condition of overcrowding. The alteroatira 
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offeror mcfltiti for emigration l>r families, niicillary to tho rvlicf 
held forth by Iftod rcforii^, wotild give tliiit tncfioiiro its iK^mt cliotica 
of working Biicceasfnily. (Henr^hear.) toothing irill ^yp confldwicai 
ID tliQ ^«niiii]ciics8 of the eclteine but tW iutvrpositioD of tbe 
6overi)Di(-i)t ; und that elomt^nt ougbt to be introduced, if it is to bo 
tried at nil. tlint people luajr Imvo tlie secnrity that proiuixp^i nill be 
ledMmed, aod tliat tliey will bo fre^d from tbf^ir prenont atftta fif 
inseuurity and want. Well, wliile tli« Governor and Privy Council 
of OauftfliL wprc cngiiged in clftboratiiig^ tJiia minate and Bpeediog it; 
to KngUud. otlior great folk ircrc cuj^a^cd in somowhnt difftiici 
work— itfttnclv, the Coniinisti^inn which was tseued to ii]f[tiirc iiito 
the state of ugricultttru in tho United Kiuf^dum. ami the second 
ODimnusion vUich vns issued to inqniro pfbrtiL-ulorl^ into tbo rela- 
tions Bubmting between landlord and tcaaut in Irolaml. Tbeitei 
were eeparato bodice, cue more numerous thitu thi^' otbtT, but 
oomprisiag eminent nnd cxpericiiccd men cho»)n vitbont diBtinetion 
of sect or party. At tlic bead of ono wns the Dnko »f lUchmoitd 
and of the other I>onl Besaborongb, and thoy made rpporte very 
different in tlieirreoommondntionB. I don't say that in any i 
spirit; it wan nntnrnl, perhaps, that on mnny topics tliey St 
express different viows. Thdr suffgestJons have now boen made 
public, fioth sQtB of CommiBaioaerH difforsd nmonfrst theniBclvas.-^ 
There was a majority and a miuority in excli, who made separai 
reporte. But only tJiree of tiio total nnmbtr diHsmted from the 
majority of cinetecu, that nothing would bo i^ufficiout witliout oral-. 
gration from the west of Ireland. (Hear, hear.) 'Well, it is 
remarkable that theao diEtuiKuirihcd portions i>iniiiltim(voaidy com< 
to the same ivnuU ; tbey ran bnrilly bo all wronf*. (Hear, hvar.) 

Trifi Grace of Bicbmond and twelve of liis coIleaj^itM, after moutbi 
of iDTestigfttioD, eay : " Kmigratiou i& a subject too familiar 
need explanation here, but it muut be noticed tlml all tho witness 
lay a particular Htretts upon ttvo condibiuus for it« hucccss in lielaDd 
— tbo one, that whole families should be taken ; and tho other, that 
the emi^antu should be accompanied by those in whom thoy ha\ 
eonfidence, such as their clergv, and that tbe places of tlieir futii 
settlement should bo alloltod to tht-m for tbcii- aew homes befot 
they leave their old onea. Tlioro is roniton to suppose tlmt soma 
onr Colonial possiessious would co-opemte in the necessary arrang*»" 
ment« ;" while Lord Carlingford and tho remaining five who coneti- 
tnted the jninority declare th)it "an effort shonU be mado to 
relieve, by Slaty inl^rTi-ution, the overpeopled difttrtcts, eiipecially 
of tbe west, by tho mothodn of assisted volontary emigration." Tb< 
O'Connor Don, himself a proprietor in Itosconunon, and identifiod^ 
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by lympBlh; uid expertenee with til tliat U boot wortb kuowtug in 
tbo traditions and hopes of liia people, tmly observee : " Tbere nre 
partn of Ireland in wbiob Uie cijttdilion of thin^ U sacb tbnl no 
altoration in tbe iMinro of land or tlia nmonnt oT rent cnnM r^nllv 
accomplish any liutin;; c0flat. Thertt aru poittons of Irolond in 
wliicb Uie land is bo bad, nod is bo tbickJy iM)palat«d, that tfa« 
ijmstioD of tvaoro and rent arr were trides. tf the preHOotnccn- 
piera hud th« laud for ever, and for nothing, tboy could not in tho 
b«st of yoars live ilceontly, and in bad y«flTfl tliey rnoHt bo in a Htat« 
of starvation. Hore va huvu a totally different problum to 
meet &Dui that vbioU prcvailu dseirltero. From Uic8« distriot^ 
there mnttt bo eitiior emigration nr mij^alion. A vei^- larg« 
proportion of the population rnntt go to foreign and more fertiln 
ooaotrieB, or thoy must be retuorcd to oUior portioiiA of this 
iaUnd." 

Ttr. Earana^h, witli otlier niiteopdentti and preposnBfioQS, from 
the gardtn of South L«in8t«r atlestn the same triitli. " In my 
opiniODt tlie ctreurastances of these orerjiopnlated dititrioti) viui 
only h« dealt with by State interference, in tlie way of a liberal and 
hamaoc aehcnio of emigration, by aending the p<M?pIe out in cluirge 
of their iDininLem to the large and fertile digtriiitK of unpopnlated 
land in T^'eiitcro C&nadn, where home* and the means of acqairing 
th«tr living eonid be provided for them, bucIi ap they conld never 
have in thta emmtrj', end opporlnnitico would be afforded tooDlarge 
Iho holdings of thone nho icmnin bohind." 

Ftunlly, I nonid invoke the antliority of one of the few etatennen 
of our time vlto hapitenii to he qualified by personal exi^erience to 
speak with confidence of llu* actaal needs and rapnbitities of agri- 
eollant life on oppoeilc siden of the ocean, and their correUtive 
eonditioD. A man of signal taleiit, and nho will not be aoon for- 
gotten in Canada, and certainly not in thin conntry — I mean Lord 
])n£r«rio — differs from both Commtasionit ; and after an eloquent 
and acarehing criticism of th<-'ir vicw<i. he tviiido up an abU letter 
by saying how he had seen Mnnitoba waving like a sea of goldea 
ooro. and how ho longed for the ilay trben those to Ireland, vbo 
had not the power of getting farm« fit Ut live upon, sboiild have a 
sliare in the prolific plains of which hat the »inallei«t part lia<t yet 
boon brought into culttvfltion. \Vithoai' sacb aid Lord Pafferin 
believes no Land Bill will Kufhee. That is the opinion of one who, 
baring bad experience in both Ireland and Canada, points to emi- 
gration as the bridge over the want* of both. Bui time would fail 
to multiply tontimouies. I think I bare given yon eoough ; at 
leavt, tf these be not ontfaoritiea. I know not what are. For my 
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put, 3 biiTO tli« convicUoQ tbat tli« plun could be worked out, uow» 
if public opinion vrilknl it. 

It may bo ffaid tliiit the mt^ortby of tbe Catbolic niid Presbyterian 
cltsgy -will aot oJvIeo tbeir people to so- ^ believe tbeir miflgiviu^ 
mninly springs from t)ie fnct tUnt wlieu yonnger mambm-s of il 
family, imwilling to bo a bunkn to their frionds, go forth singly. 
Uiey se^m to bi-cak away from all tlie moral and sociul iaQuena«« 
whicb bind people together. Wo kttow as a matter of fact that tens 
of UmiiHands Roias iata a foreign country like tho United States, do 
not iu orowdud cities always come lo j^oil. Tbereforo it io very 
Datnral and reaaouallu, ami I tliiult very rigiit, thfit tlie pastors of 
tbe people Eliotild look with anxiety at tho conseqnencos of their 
ODonred-for diupariaon, It is not Uis stalwart youth, it is not tbo 
liuabttnd or father of thirty years of a^'C that you oii|;ht to tnlce 
fioiu Ihu fauiily, U^avin^ the old pcopU-, and tho children to bo a 
burden to tho conntry ; you ahould do wlint Lord lionio's deHputoU 
K|>ecilie:«, what the Duke of ItinhmomVs Commission upeoiSeSr 
what t\vo out of five of Lord Besaborougli's Commis&ios apooifiea* 
aninely, yon must tako the whole family. (Cheers.) Canada does 
not want a man to fortiake bis children merely to beoonte a lodger 
in tbo land or a worker by job on the railway, and after he haa 
earned his money to depart to the States. Tho emigrant is offered 
nob a ladder to climb by, but ahomcHtoad lu dwell iu ; 'lOacrca 
firat to be^in with, -lOa. freehold acroB, and if you Bbovr you lUl 
them you shall have 40 more at the sauif) price, and if you continue 
OD and Battle down and strike root in the aoU you shall have the 
other SO acres; and at the small markftt price withiu limits, you 
shall have, over and above thsBe, a prffi*rputiul daimto another 160 
ar,rcB adjacent thereto. Why, this is lotting men hare fee -farms, 
and no mistake. I met a friend the other day who, speaking of tho 
discontented peiisantry of tbe West, Raid : " Wliut do yoii call these 
men, are they kbourers or fanner.s ?" 1 eaid. " They wishftd to bo 
called small farmers ; " and ho said, *' Look at tho price they offered. 
to pay for this land, whicli you ».iy is hanlly worth cultivating." L^ 
iiaid, " The fact is this, that they arc farmers in cverytliing e\cepl ' 
that they cannot get farms deserving the iiamo.'' Here, thon, is a 
project for giving them what they want, and giving it to them for 
next to nothing. (Hoar, hear.) It must, however, he stipulated that 
the cost of going out and provision for the first few monthe, what- 
everit may be, must ha advanced by Government. My friend Mr. 
Blake, tho mombur for Watcvford, is here, who has been all over 
tbe oounti'y, and puts tho cost higher than tbe Minute of Council 
of Canada pats it ; Mr. Tukc, whose wiitiugs are well known t^ 
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you all, is likowisc preicot llii« ovcBing, ftad lio t&kos tb4 OMonnt 
in A somewhat different way. I have no estimate of m; ova to put 
forward in this matter. The outlaj in (juestioD would bo safo if 
yon make it tlic first charge on the land, and repay tli« Treasary 
here ]>y defortvd itifitalmeiitf. Ih il not belt«r to Hpond it ho than 
toipend itin poor-raten and prittons? (Hew. hear.) Yon oanitot 
keep the people as tli«y arc witUont their being discoQteatod, and 
it 18 Lho dearest bargain to proclaim peaee and then Iibto to 
enforce it. 

Bat why, it will bo said, not iMvc the ouUlow of adTcntore to 
find ita own oangalated way f Mor« than a ijnarter of a mitlioo 
<]uittod our ehorei laiit year in Ronrch of steadier vagna uid aeoarer 
bom«9, of whom one-tliird wore Irish. Of tlie^e no fewor than 
B8,000, most of them unmarried, w«at to the United Stales, and 
but 10,000 to the ColonieH. Wliatorcr ciso may be deduced from 
these fa«ts, they prove iD«ont«st»bly tliat there is no antipathy in 
Ireland to tranapUotatioa ; and we know by the cxperieaco of 
many yean tbut tJioso who go forth do not forg<.'t their kiuiifolk left 
bctund, but that out of thoir aarioKs thoy continaaJly send back 
•DOugh to raiti^tn their lot. or enable tliem lo follow. Surely a 
pnople who act tlius oro likely to make good colonintH. In parabto 
tbe becB have erer bMD hold tip as the wortlitert of hardworkffrs 
and thriftiest of boawkeepera, for human imitation : but oar Celtic 
brethren are bettor tlian tbe boM, far wben the young hne off 
tbcy not ooly titorv tlicir own now eollx, but hr>lpto replenish thom 
they were forced to quit for want of room. Now what we urge is 
that c«ro ahoald be taken to attmot the annual swarms to onr owa 
Colooiol flfddft ratlicr than suffer them to stray beyond the confinM 
of tbe Enipire. It is sometime:* said that people who ore bred In 
the humid atmoNpbcru of Ireland, and wbo in tliat part of the 
coantry seldom know what a bnnl frost meaoB. could not ondore 
tba cold, dry eliiaate of Canada. It is itated boUi in speeebes, 
papers, and oonvorflatiou over diuner- tables, that llanitoba ia too 
cold for our psoplo lo go lo. Now, I liave takoit some pains to 
AscertatJi for mys<olf tbe real trntli of this matter, and without 
troabling you with isothermal calculationa, a ^roat many of wbieb 
Mre ileeiuats which you wontd not nimcmbcr if I wore to quota 
tbem, nor would yon thank me far reciting tbem, I may tell yon 
generally this, tliat I don't beliere in the invidious oompartaos 
made between oppoeile sides of the frontier titnt divides tfac Far 
Weil. I believe that a healthier country, if properly cnltivated 
•nd ooenpiad, itot ov«r«rowde<l with labour, I beKeve that a 
bmltUier country does not exist within the Domiuion of tbe Crown 
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tbiu) MAaito1>», villi its nine million§ of &Giei$, a Urge partion of 
vbiolj it Dowlyiug i<llo, l^ccauoo do maa will come khiI toko posacs- 
Kion of it. Tho ^tlaoo is mnnreUously fertile, and I belicvo that 
mortality Ui«re ia couaidcrably less tbim iu more eoullierti lali- 
tudM. Littio time i» left mo to aay wliat 1 Iind intended regATdiag 
what taty 1>» ciil).)d tli« antithcKts of the prosont propoRftl. Oom 
Uie other end of Uie world— the very Aiitipodea— simultaneoualy 
witb tbis aaoveniotit io CauadA. there comes a voioo from Qae&ua- 
Inad. Kovr (juoenslaud, we uball jiQrlups be told, iu an much too 
hot to go to. (Laughter.) It is not tliat tbe objectors care about 
th« " swoat of a man's brow," but tlio doviatioa from tho old syeteia 
of kueping- people here for t,bo lush of laboar. Tbcro is in this ^ 
towa at tbe prciwnt momont Uio cbiel uitutstur of Quoonelaad, and 
I rogn^t bo is proTent«d by illncsii from being bero to-nigbt ; but I 
knon that au iodepeadeut friend of 1ii>t la iti tlie room, who viU 
correct mu if I Httiti; (inytbin^ iuau^curatuly, or overstalu anything 
nliont hia Colony, omi wbo, without being loyponfliblo ciBcJally, is 
respounible ma gentl&man of large posa^sHions there. Mr. Archer 
will, I believe, upon on early day bave au opportunity of placing in 
detail before you tba vosourcGa and advautagos of tbe groat and 
Uromng conntiy which htrgtchea from the boundary of Nnn South 
Wales to tbe Gulf of Ciupentaria — a region vast enough to furnish 
boalthful bomeateods for nil our over-crowded people who deeiro | 
tbc-iu. and rlcb cnongb ia pasture and in tillage to supply theok 
with all the comi'octs and neooGsaries of life. Prom all I have 
lately learned i Jiavo reason to boliove tbiil, uolwitbataD<Ung what 
has been said of Australia keinK hidifferent to cmijp'aliDn, Qacena- 
luid, incited in Homo moaituro by the aauio motives aa Canada, 
would very probably net iu a similar maimer, hecuuse Khe, tDO,j 
dc»in-s to develop lier intemnl rsHourccH by mcaus of railwaye, ' 
OODfltraoted on tbe bomeetead principle, 

Qnoensland is so extenHire, and ik compriiiod within to many 
vujiug degrees of latitude, that while portions of it abound in 
tropioftl produce, otbei- proTincee lying in tb« temperate zone bave 
a olimatE) resembling that of Madolra, and, liki< that well-known 
paradiflo of iuTalids, brgins to plant vineynrdK and work tli« vine- I 
pro88, as well as cuUivate every spociee of f^od that is tit for man, 
Ou the soa-coaBt the 6ngar-«ano and tho cotton plant thrivo 
ubiuidautly ; while on tlie tnble-lnndit of tho interior, two tlioQ^aud j 
feet above the sea, Uiere ai-« miUions of fertile acres wbicli havo 
never known any occupants Imt idiccp and cattle ■ and I am not 
without waiTaut in saying lluit for imrposes of lietlleiReiib to- 
mcHTOW many liondrcd thousand acres would be avaiiuUe ou

Here ta 
room onoQKb, nod to spare, for all tbo a^ricaltiir^l emigrants likely 
to quit oar itbores ditriiif; the hfetime of tbe preju>Qt gcneratioD — 
a land of rofugo aud uf promise for mauy a Scotch and Englitdi, a« 
veil as Iriah (anaer, bcart-sick of bod scaaons, dnU inarket«, and 
heavy ratea To make further railwaya through ita undeveloped 
pToviuoaa, Qaocunlaad, like Canada, requires workmeu who will 
wttJc along tha line, scttlera willing to earn wa^ea io making it. 

Wbon ytia look at the map, and look nt the spaoo that is utill 
iinliUnl, jou will ttoc at odco that tUist would hi! only a beginning. 
If a m&Q is able to remain ut home. God bku him I let him 
ri^main. (Ijanghtar.) Dm if a man irauta to bring up hiu cbildrco 
in a better oonditioD than unfottouutely be has b(«n bom la ; if 
he widbes to benefit hiniMU and bia kind, lot him accept tbe offer 
if ho bo a wise man — tho oCEor to go to any of iho Colonies vfaere 
tWre ia a grooioas and a ready welcome for bim. I have only ooo 
word more to say. and that is with respect to Now houtb Wales. 
You hafo hoard that New Bontfa Wales ia tired of eroigmtioD ; and 
I fluppoae — I don't know whether people fancy, or whether their 
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mindH bavo been inftaeiiccnl at atl bj contignitv with Vicioria — btil 
tbcv ray ehc is inclixicd to ebut tbe door^ a^ftinst nev-comers 
hecaaso tb« labour market might be uappased to be injurionsly 
deprctaod. I B]»oii.k iu the presence ofthoLoi'd Major and bis 
brothf-r. tb« membor for Laicestcr, both of them identified by 
interest and foeling ■vritli that hplendid Colony. But its Legisbiture, 
iu point of fact, hns never adopted that exclusive piinoiple ; ou 
tbe contrnry, only th« other day it Mat, M we aro told, a. mciuftge 
to tb)8 country that for this yeur they would limit tbetr funds for 
Msisting euttgration to £10.000. Of course I should be dcligbi 
if it was more ; bnt ] am very gliid that it is so raiicli. The 
ioTemment of Sydney have said vbat luany bavo said id tlu« 
>ra and olBCwbere, and in Parliamont, but th«y tUinlt it would bft 
~» useful teat of the fitne*5 of iiidivicinftlK to emigrate thnt tht^y

couae<iueufle of that idea (,'ron'in<; iu tb« luiiidH uf the colouists, ilioy 
now reqnire that tlioir illO.OOO shall be laid out by a certain pro- 
portiou beiuji contributed by tbo omigrauts tbemselves. (Hear, 
hear.) 1 bavo not a word to Hay a^iust tbnl, or any other role 
beit)^ laid down by a Ccloninl Logi^fiaturc whicb, in tt« wisdom, it 
may think Buitable to its actual condition. (Hear, hoar.) But 
where other Colonies deairi.- to have ii^tcnUiiral aotttcra mnd 
are willing to bold out the indaeeraent ofland on en-sy terms, il 
emigrant families are not able to provide the whole coet of transit 
■ud tiottlemcnt, let the amount be ailTiuiccd ly tbu Impcriiil 
Treaffliry, the Cidoaial Government recoj^iainR the daira for 
eventual repayment. I maintain tbut it la the best xpeni niouoy 
that can bo laid out by the State. I &ay that, having lognrd to tbo 
preMntconditiouof mallitudeeof poor orstrnggUngivooplc. I hare 
not Hid least hesitation in sajHng 1 would go to my own coustituoote 
and say, Antborine me to vote wliatovcr fuud» may be nucoasary to 
try this great practical experiment in bettering tbo general I'ondition 
of the Uitited Kingdom, and thi>reby cou£ulidatiu<; tlio Empirti.

The e^at of r«movin); an iromigmnt family oiiBistiuR of parants tud 
three chiMrvn from tlio port of embarkation to Winnipeg may now be takon 
at about ill'), subject to a ai^rlain incrsasa for their tranaport th«nce to 
their (arm lot, Tho dwelUuK aid WKlit uorcs of land pietiared for crop 
with seed may be eatimutod at from i:3j to .CJD. Soma provision for tli* 
family might be rrqiilr«d on arrival, bat tho w&Kes of tlio man ou^t to 
EufficA for Lii« support i>f hia family till liia crop is harvested, after wliich 
tho immigrant may ba regarded a* Half-supporliDg. 

Tito Canadian Ooremment providea oacti aotllflr with a " fre« Kmat " of 
Ifiil acres, subject only to a patent foo of £i. The nuttkr can also secura 
the preumptlon of 100 acraa adjoining at iho current pnoe and utuaj 
uondilLuiia, 

l-'or tho reiml)iira»itient of t!in oiilhiy for transport and for latnblishtog 
the inuniffTELBt ap»n hia farm, it ia tn^gtsXiii thnt the CaniMlinn Govom- 
ment would provide thiU the total coat, s.i certifted to tlicir ajtant. and 
acknowledged by tlia atttlar, ihouhl form a liret charge on Iha knd, 
payable by cortats annaal inatHlments with iaiercat. 

To obviate the miscoiistmrCioii to which Her Majeaty's (loTemmsnt 
might b« expoBod in faTouring any Canadian system of immigration, two

Sir Alkxasdkb T. Galt, ti.O.M.O. ; My Lord, my Lord Mayor, 
Ladies and Gentlemen, — I nm Riiro tbnt we all owe, etfpooially 
thoso who are directlj cniinecti^d with the ("oIoDies, a deep debt of 
gratitude to the geutleoiaii who Las just completed a most compire- 
hen^ive addi'esB on that rj^uestion which la hO iaturestiDf* to na. Wc 
are, perbapa, most of us, connected nltb the Colonics, and are more 
dii«ctly associated with this question than the inhubitaute of Great 
Britnia and Ireland ; but 1 think Lh« argument which has boen 
oddrcHsed tn ns to-uigbt ahown thai it in oiiq of thofio qaoatioiu in 
which our iutercHts are common ; and that nothing con bo for tbe 
benefit of Ibo rumotn K^actiuns of tbe Empire that will not refle«t 
upon tho iiiduHtry and j^ood of England liorseU. (Hciir, hi'-ur.) I 
am ^oitc nuro that thoeo who listened to Mr, Torreus'» d«soriptiOD 
of the state of the population of Ireland mu^t have boou that uo 
legielatiou could r^ach the evils that arc grindiug down the popu- 
lation of that conntr^ if it did uot aid in trnnsferring them to 
Another and happier field for their industry. (Hear, hear.) Mr.. 
TorreuH haH alUidei! in very kind terms to tlie dispoi^ition of the] 
Pomioion of Canft<la to ABsiftt in rplieving the di^tross of Irelaod. 
I am quite nure that anything that Canada has proposed or may do 
ID reference to that subject wiU be doao with oqnnl noal — with anj 
equal desire to een'e Kngland^by every one of thu other Colonics. 
(Hear, hear.) It la not because Canada may happen to be tbe 
largest ami (he monl populuuH of the dependencies of tho Uominiotti 
of the Empve tliat 9b« tabes the lead in this matter. It is perbapu 
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becsoBe shfl feels from tier proximi^ ta Uiia oountiy, from Ui< 
l&rgeneea of ber popuUUon, tbul it in from hor llie lirst invitation 
Bbonld oome; that it is, perbupM, iu coDDcctinn with her that 
reli«f eaa be most easily Applied to tha poor of this conntry. Dot 
I un Kurc that in that eftorl to rtlievi; the diKtresa vhioh exist* 
bere amoni; tlie poorer classes, to help t}icm from the deptlis of 
miteiy an<l distress in 'which thi'y mn>:t for ov^r remain here, T am 
mro that every one of th« Colontoit would aft together with thia 
country. (Hear, hear.) Ur. Totrens ban done no more LbiUi 
joatte* to the GOTsniiMtit of Canada, in Htatinf; that thoy hava 
nuds the first proposal* io the Uovorumeut of this coaulry for 
offurdiog relief to the Irish distress by appTOpriating tho immonse 
domain nhieh has lately come into the Dominion of Canada, and 
cODvertiuj; it into famis for people vtio caiiaoL fiud tlio means of 
Maplaymaot here. I an not nt liberty to «tat« the progrcos nliicb 
haa tiUtoo place Id rofnmiec to the offer that has b«cn mado. It is 
etill— to »peak with a certain amount nf reserre — in the hands of 
Her Majeaty'e Oovernmcnt. It is etiU nnder coiieidcrotion, whether, 
in eonnootion witli ttio amelioration of the eriU of Irnland, f-migra^ 
tJon may not be fonnd to be one aTuhtble reaonrcn. {Hear, hear.) 
I would not d«aire to detain you ou the aabject of the propoeali 
Utat have been made by Canada after the able and kind way in 
which Mr. Torrens ha.s referred to them, and Uie atsoranee thai he 
has giren, that hit) effort>« and those of other able men will be 
directed to presH npou thu sllunttou of the Government and Par- 
liament here, and upon tho people of thin conntry, tlie deairahihty 
of acting in baimooy with Canada in this matter. But there ar» 
one or two points that 1 wonld like to romark upon. One that 
atmck mc as hoing partioalarty important wax Uie reference that 
Mr. Torrcne made to the cffoot that tho emigration of the kind 
raqnired for thv relief of diBtn>ss of lite pooier parts of Irdand and 
other pcrtionit uf thv United Kingdom, that that rdicf should talt» 
the form of Oie removal of families, and not only tbo able-bodied 
loan. (Hear, bear.) As far oh abl«<bodiod men and women are 
taautgnti., ib^y require nu assistance from the Qovernment of this 
eooDtry or from auyonr «!><«. {Hear, bear.) Their laboor is 
always available in any of the Colonies. It is certainly so in 
Canada. But it is not fair to this eouutry that they > iiould taite 
kbe able-bodied Irom their dntiee here in the support of their aged 
parents and yonng children. It is not fair that you should talta 
tlwm away and tree them &om tlieir rospou^ibilitiert towards IhoM 
belples* ones who wonld bave to live upon the indnstry of thoM 
th«y have Uft behiod. (Hear, baar.) Therefore the Canadian 
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Gov«niiQcnt liavo rocogiitsod tlmt faot, Aud iu tLo paper wliicl) lias 
bovQ laii ou tbe tsble of titi; Huuses of PatUamuat to-daj H will bu 
{Dund that they do cot n^sk the Gorerament of this eoaatry to 
enlf^rtaiD any proposal for aiding emigratina for niiigle mea and 
womeu ; they are wiiliu;; to take tlia quoatjoii up ns one of reiuovulj 
of the entire family. Tlmt QeueHsaniy involves a little cxpeneo audi 
greater supervision, both on UiiH ami on tlie other Mile, iu referaQtM-j 
io their aettlement. It would not do for me to occupy you by dis- 
OQSsing tlic details of the pUn, which i^ only, of coure(>, blookcd J 
out in the paper which Mr. TorreuB Iws referred, ta The detailK of ' 
Hueh a Bohemo urc sabjocts for future coninderation, It certAUily 
would not do to allow auyono to bo under llio imprcBsion that it 
was wished to force them out of this land. It i)t not a punishment 
that is (^oing iv ho ioiUuti-d upon the poor oi this country ; it in aa 
advantage we deairo to give thorn— (hoar, hoar) — if they are willing 
to avail themselveti of it. If, after it La« been explained to tbem, 
lbe>' aro dissuadtid from luiy cauiu from embrucin;; it, then they will 
r«main here to tako tlieli- fortniiii or fate, whataver it may be. Ba( 
Qothiu; iu more certaiu thac that, whatever may be tha oondltion 
of the poor famihos who may emigi'ctte, their children will huvs a 
faturo boforo them of a brighter kind ; while, if they remain here, 
the outlook is poor indeed. (Hear, hear.) I feel, as repreiieutiug 
Canada, that we are £T«aUy indebted to the gcatleuioii who liaa 
addroBited us to-night ; that it is hy the efforts of himself and tltoM 
who have for many years ^vcn tlioir best attention to tliis suhjoot 
that oot only a public nerrice is done to this country, but a very 
great public nerviue to n». (Hear, hear.) I will only say that ia 
any achome which the Government of England may approve of I 
fed. perfectly certaiu that the Government and the people of C3a)iadu 
will bo prepared to do their parL It is a sort of general ct>.«perative 
vontribiiUvo sc-hcmo of emigration that wt JntL'nd. It ib not fiiir to 
Canada that she should tako all the bitrdca upon herself; and it is not 
fair to this country that Cau.idR should liftvi< all the advantages of 
thit» transfer of Jhc labour uhe rcquiri^s. It isbyuMicrioiniughowfar 
«aoh it> interested in the result, to wci^'h tho advautagca that fajtve 
to bo eouferrod tipou them, tliat in that way wo may arrive at a tsax 
and liberal echeme by wliicb the misery of parta of this country 
may bo in miuiy respootd removed. Now, I have said so maeh in ' 
reference to what 1 may call Imporinl omi|:;raliou from Ireland of ^ 
thoao who are of themselves uuable to go out. Ilut thci'o are many 
other parts of the United Kingdom which are quito as uooftSBitons, 
wheie the paopla aro qnito an anxious to get away aii tliost of Ui6 
distressed diutriots of Irclaud. The ueoeesitiM of Ireland at thic i 
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isomeDb might eiubte the Goremmeot, uid may iodaee them to 
give MMistanco lor emigxatioQ from Irel&ad which t])ej wonid witli- 
h«]d from Seotknd or Eoglimd. But an tax sh the Coloniea ar« 
ooiiMnt«d. 1 do not M« that wh could with jostice to oar fellow- 
wdgcoU GOofioo oar offer to Aoy [lortion auigly. (Hear, hear.) W« 
do Bol (lMtr» to tnuuTar to Crniada any particular class of »eUl«rs ; 
it iroold txi daui^eroiiii for un ; It would be had for tb«m : it is by 
mixing tboui Umt you wUl oblitcrato the ntmtmbnuico of the i>nat 
eviU whtob liavc made Ir«Laufl vhat it is. (Hoar, hear.) It is by 
briai^g the differeot races together that you will ensare tboir 
futoro prosperity. Thftraforc, I hopo tbftt the dStrta which hvn 
bmii promititd by Mr. TorrouH wiU be foUoved by action, and will 
iadace the (iovcriimeiit to tako op tliis rinestion, it may bu at first 
OB regwds Ireland alone, but altimat«ly it may bo made more 
gHMtsL 1 do hope that tbo efforts wUI bear &uit, aud that the 
boBMt labouring man, whether in Irelaud, Eiiglaad, or Scotliuid, 
irbo bu no future befove btm except one of great diffieolty aad 
distrois at times wiien enploymi-nt » scarce, will find enoourage- 
mont aod hope abroad, and I trust that Huoh a scheme will be 
dAvised thai thorn mtn may bo able to arail thcmselvcfl of th» 
awHStanoe of this eountry and of tite asaistaooe of the C«loaies. 
Lot tlieiii ctiootte for thftiniMilrua wlicrc they will go, l»t them nvuil 
tbimuelTeB'of the best opportnnily liiey can got, and tbofl Mcuro for 
HwmMlvea a future better Uiad aii5thing that can be held out to 
tfaem in Great Ilrilaiu herself. (Cheem) 

Sir Ammu* ULrrn, K.O.M.G. : My Ix>rd, Uy Lord Uaycnr, LadiM 
and Gentlemen,— Th« gwiltemim who haa addreemd ns this cTening 
made one rciaark, that there was cmignitioD and inunjgration. and 
I think that sank rather d««p)y into the minds of uU oolooists pre- 
sent. As repreaeuliog one of the largeNt, if not the larftest, of the 
AnstnUian Colonies, the iiaestion of emigration whon I sat, an I 
did for upwards of twenty year*, in the Lowar Ilonoe of South 
Australia, was always a delicate cue to deal with. 1 liavt- known it 
to b« B popular and an onpopnlar question ; and dealing, as tlie 
TwponMble QoTemment of Aastraha do««, with the me«os at ita com> 
maud in speadiag the money of the people in importing emigrants, 
the grant i^Bestioa haa always been, " Let ux have Ihoee people, 
and thoMonJy, that we actaolly want" Now during the thirty- 
eight yearn that I hare been in Autitralin there has b««a bnt one 
elaastbat has always bc>vn in drauuid, tbe cla.ti of fomabi domeatic 
Mrrantd. Jt'or elMsee moh as farmers, farm laboortrs, and «T*ry 
other description of labouiera bare had a flocLuation of being very 
much in demand ut ono lime and rather ovcr-vuppliod at naothor ; 
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and tliercfore it haf* bees one of the diitios of tho AuRtrnlian 
Colonies to pay tlie greatest i^otimble atteotiun tu tint qiiesUoit of 
emigration. Nor have tboy boon ilUticroI in iLu mutter. Mr. 
Torrens spoke about fiskiD<; t-lie Horns Govcrninont to vote f 100,000 
on emigrution. ^\liy, I bavo vuto<l for tlint ii'Um many timex in 
Bontli AuBtratia. with tlie groutest [pos^Iblo plcastiro ; but it was 
iuid«r certAiQ restrictions, mid thoy wcro that tho imlionalitj' of 
Great Britain slioitld be kept in yicw. Otic of tiia claunea of the 
oUI Eiiiigrutioti Aut provided tLis ; niid perbapx (;cutleiueu prc^eut 
nro uolawar€ Umt, according totliA last c^dbus of <i rent Britajti, out 
of every 100 emigrants that should be sent from Great Britain. 72^ 
pcrcuit. wctti from Euglaud, ITi per t-L-ut. from Ii'i>lan(l, and 10 
percent, from Sootliuid. Ke^p tlmt^stcadrnstly in view, aa New 
South WnleH has done in itn recent voti? of £4'>,000 for asKiulod 
emigration. I say keep that ste&d/atilly in view, audi don't think 
jau will lind Australia for very long opposed, a» some 
portionH of it now ure, to emigiation. Then the Colony I 
represent meets Ihis coeo in a libers] hpirit too. We give 
to eirery man imder forty-five years of age, of iiound health, 
on liJB producing a modiciU certificate and pnying bin own 
paesage, wo give him £20's worth of land the moment 
he puts liis foot in the Colony. Is not that an inducement ? We 
want people of intelligence and indiiRtry, who wil 1 pash forward the 
Colony ne it wishes to he pashod forw&id. I only wish to speak on 
Uiegent'rnl point of the partnership between llie Imperial and 
Colomol Uovernment in emigration. 1 do not want tu say that the 
Colon; I represent is n hotter field for emigration tlian Manitoba. 
I do not wi«h to narrow the qnestiou down to one as between' 
Canada and Kugloud^ But aek the Colonics ; I am not in a posi- 
tion to speak m to what their view is on this partnership in 
emigration ; they would prubuldy say, we will have nu partnership 
in directing Une emigration ; when we wiint emigration we will pay- 
for it, and will have those people exactly fitted for our wants. If any 
of yon want to come bore uud pay your own paN^age, we wil) giv» 
you more than tiie valuu of your puBHugo money available inin]e< 
diatelyin thepuroluiBe of land, or, if you chooHo to go into other 
engagementa, we will give you the money for it after two years' resi- 
dence. Notliing is more liberal that I know of than this law which' 
now esiHta in SoiiUi .\n«traIiA. I am sorry the question seems to be 
rather narrowed into thai of the West of Ireland and the fertile district 
of Manitoba. It soems to mc that the matter iu not being kept to th» 
^aeation of Imperial and Colonial partnership, and I wish to mt-J 
ifastif the Government of South Australia v&» asked thoy wooUl 
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reply in » (nnk aiiiJ fnir rtay ; 1 am mucU miAt 
not say, ftR I hnro tinid, tlint if ve want emi^ranU WO vitl get Uiom 
whon WR vant them, aod pttj tor them, to till our labour markot as 
we require tliem. If Uie adclraas had bc«ii dolivered with tlio 
d«Birability or liiilpioi; the Goremment in taking the p«opI« from 
tbe West of Ireland ia tho fertile fields of Hanitolia, I ebould pro- 
bably not linvo hum beta to-ni^bt, for 1 never was in Manitoba in 
my life ; bul, it b«iug a general queiition of p&rinersUip, I slionld 
say that tbe £10D,000 wliioh bus U'cn talkfid about is a very 
aauil turn tovardH it, for the Colonica buvo year by year Totod 
more Uiao tbat tmiu for iinportiug cmigrautA. (ClioerK.) 

Idr. AxouEii: Holding nn indtipendcut position here, I am not 
counoctcd, I am glad to say, with any Oovornmcnt, bat I know a 
littlfi about ttio Riibject tbat ia on biuid to-night. I lun imliKH'iBed 
by Mr. McDwraith.of Quee asland, to say Uiat be is extremely aorry 
that bo hat not bMu able to appear here to-night to take put in tho 
discoaaioa which in going oa- Bnt he authorised me, a^ & porsoDal 
friend, to say that he endoreed erenihing that Mr. Torrens bad 
said or intended to bring forward hero to-night with regard to 
emigration to QaeenHland. As to Uiese SO.OOU acres which have 
caused so much comment and aui-pnee in the meeting, I could not 
understand tho meaning of it, becanse 80,UU0 acres is raally a very 
small offer to make by the Culony to Mcure a lot of euii^anLo. 
which arc Tery uincli wanttd. Agriculturist* are very much wuutvd 
in AastraUa, and they would not intcrfera to any appreeiahlo extent 
with the labour which i.<i going oo ttic-rc now ; agrionlturists ore what 
we are most iu want of, and we have some dialricts im> fertile that 
I do not think they can be eseeednl in any part of Her Majesty'B 
dominionH, both in climate and richness of toil and general odap- 
lability for Carmertt, the proof of which is that farmers who hav* 
been nettlod tliere for a nnmbor of yeare, a« a rule, ar« retnarkably 
well off; and tlicre is ample room in the district of Darling Downs, 
without meutiouutg half a dozen oth«rs, where tlic oUmate is per- 
fectly good for KuropeiuiB, and where tlio«o poojilo can bo settled 
aa agricalturitttfl. As for tlte 20,000 acres of htnd, I mywlf rent 
from Her Majesty's Government &00 Hcjuare miles — <laugbt«r)— 
and that iij a very small holding ; there am men who rout four 
timea tbat amount — (hear, hear) — so that lite question of 20,00l> 
a«r«s is neither bore nor there.

Mellwraitb'B regret that he cannot bo here ; he haR not yot lefthis 
bed, but hopes to attend tltc next meeting ; Uiough when I aay he 
baa three doctors acieudmg upon him, perhaps that may be rather 
doobtfol. 

M.P. : Uy Lord, my Lonl Mayor* Ladies auj 
Oflntl«liua, — I li&ve ia the fiitt pUM to etprOM m^ groftt r«f 
tliftt the A^&nL-Geoeral (or New Soatb Wales U prevocibiil Troi 
being wiUi qs Ibis erening. In hit absence, porbajis I nuy 
oUowul to ttj ik few vordR oa beludf of New South Wolci. L m 
suro we are all much inilcbted to Mr. Torrens for the very al 
uddrGNi ha hu gt\-en tut ; bat, like my friend Sir Artliur Ulytfa, I 
eonfosa I mu mtbor dukppointod at first, and \t I bid not knoi 
Mr. Tomas vae aboro Miytbiiig of thai kind. I shoald hai 
Ihuujjbt my friend on my ri(>ht. Hit Alexander Gait, and l&ri 
TommA wore in looguu to popolabo Manitoba. Mr. Torroa* lortlitr''^ 
en gavs (U Bomu niferetuMi to Queensland, and Mine Blight ridennce 
to Sonth AnHlralia and Sew Houtb WhIok. There is one poit 
Mr. Torr«aa ghutcud »t ; I euppoK he did not like to enlarge njx 
it, and I don't know that it it viee to say much about it either, 
but I bare always thungbl it strange, and have alwa^ 
aatoniHhud, that IJritinb Govixnioente flit quielly and ne iJtl 
SDorraoui etreun of emigranU going out to tbo United Stoles witb- 
oat, as for oa I con judge, eodoavouring to direct that stream to 
(FUr own Colonies. (Hear, bear.) Now, like Mr. Torrens, I hava 
no onfriendly feeling towards the United States ; on the contrary^j 
I briitve a greak majority of oor eoontrymeii. and esp(<ciaUy tbtf* 
Irinb wbogo there, do well, and l>ettertbeircircaraatancee. But Ihad 
onct! the pleasure of rintin; tho United Statcu, and I endoamujed 
to obtain all ibe information I oonjd. When conversing with natirs 
AmerkaiM I foood a most friendly diapoiulioii tovrordB this country | 
bat Ifiib AmeiieanB almost invariably eipretiscd the bitt 
feeliag* toward* Oroat Britain. In the Colonies, bon-ever, this is 
not tba oaae ; loyalty to the Britinh Crowu ia a 
ebartotemtio of the people. Then.'foro I bare always been 
prisMl that oor Qovemment don't take ttomu iittoroMl in directJt 
tbo Bticom uf moi^onts to our own Coloniea. I rccotlcot rutut 
from Anstroljn just aftor the Irish EamiDe, and when 1 was info 
that tbtn oonntry had voted aomo six or seven millions xtertiiig for' 
the ndief of the diaLrus in Ireland, I said, What n turrible mis- 
take ; yon have degradod and panpanKod tbo poople, and lia\-« left 
tbam wore* thou yoo found Uiem ; vhetoas if you had iipant half 
Uu money in eadcavoariog to lumd them to our Gdonioe, yoa 
wotild bavn ploood them in a position to benefit thenw^vea, 
yon would bare lienefited the Kmpiro at large. (Rear, faear.) Now? 
my lord, when tbe ooLtoa (amine existed iu Lnseailiira, wv in Nav 
South WsJvs, and all the Coloaiei, coatribatod Urgely to tbe reliaf 
of the distriets thuro. I wanted tba iEKiD«y given in New Soatll' 
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WoIm to be ilevoUil to Gmifcr&tJon, bttt we io oor f^enerostty gsre 
it to the goaeTAl fand for Uio roliof of the distrpss. I bolicre utiU 
Uul It grvAl cuuiy of Umuv who ncic uaUtcd iroiilil Wvo bcavfiUni 
theiuMlTM oadtbo Colouiee if tbejr hod b«ea seat out iiiBt«ftd of 
baiBg Hapported at bomo ; bnt I 0011191; luul heartily codorBu tlie 
■entimcKt expmssed bjr Sir Arihor D)>tb. Wo in tlio OalouicB do 
Qot nttattiw »w««piiiRtt of Uiis oonnlnr. or of 6<:oUau<l, or Irolsud: 
wo want domaBlic HerTautH aod fauuliM who will fprtug u|i oiid 
bMoiDo nacCal in ibo Ooloniee. and wa want, if wc can got Uituoi 
persons vlio can tniug Mtxte LiiUe capital with tbem. (Uvw, bear.) 
Well. I don't MippoM in Lbia enuatry that tiient isaay groat feeling 
of the ucoctutity for smigraLiou ut proBoot, and tiu objectiona 
r«r«rr<id to by Sir Artbur Blytb bold good. Mr. Samtul. tlia 
Agent-Oetieral of Now Soatli Waloa. a £bv dajii ago rtad dm tlw 
inatractiuas ho bad rocairod, and tboy wars aa alat*d — that vo 
don't tbiuk anytluiig of rao« or creed, but wbat w« vaut Ik a lair 
proportion of tunigrantx Irom th« three ooaotnas ; we think that 
woald be tba be»t thing for tbo Coloiiiea, and we are not Fn>par«d 
to take an indiaerimiaat« number of peraons, who may or may noi 
bo luitabla, firom any part of tba Idi^dom. I may al«o ray that 
for many years Sew South Wale«, lilte tlie other CokioiM, haa 
offered free gtaoto of laud tut Canada now does ; but as a frieod of 
mine eaid to mo wUeo Mr. TorreiiB had nearly Gniabcd, " Bat h» 
Wtiold bar* done mnch bettor if he hod been in the Colaniaa." 
Kow, I think if he had been in the Aastralion Colonies he would 
have given aa a htUe more credit with regard to our olimata. I 
don't want to fay a word againat Canada^ bat they have intenaa 
cold in winter, while wo in Atutralia havi pgpftmil Bomnter and 
na Bne a climate »b any in Ihs world ; we ore, however, at n. great 
diiitaaee, ootl tliat is the uoiu objection urged by emiftroals; 
whsreM Canada ia comparatiTdy near, nnd the cxpcom of getiing 
to it ii TCfy little. But tbosewho go, I luu rettatu, will net find il 
n bolter Ctdony than any of the Aneiralian or Maw Zealand 
Cokniea. A lewyaaci agoi io which r«Eer«noe hai beta made by 
Mr. Tomna, when thora waa great diBtreoa in this country, I mad* 
A propoaal that tbi.> Britifdi Guremmt-nt Rbould pay a third of the 
pvMaee tnoDoy, thu vmigraat another third, and the Colony to 
whieh bo went abould pay the balance ; and I believe this woold 
he a very Coir diatribution. (Ileor. hear.) I think it woold be an 
odvantogu that the eiaigrast afaoold pay nocDetbing ; if he hu no 
money to pay, let it bo adraaead, and let him repay it oAcrwanU ; 
and I beliem it would be an advantage for iho emigrant to feel ha 
hoa ewBething to pv — it would make him a more iMfoI nuut. t 
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am buxe we ore ntiicb ind«ljt«d to Mr. TorreDS for the interest ho 
lius tak«u in Uiie eiil)J<.'ct. 1 KUicerely hope that the country will 
take tlio Hame interest, and that Mr. Torrcua'a efforts will be 
crownud with Buccess. (Cheurs.) 

Cnptaiu Coumu : There aro just one or Ino practical remarks I 
Bhonld like to ouotribale to tlio dUoussion. In tho Grst pUco. 1 
tlioii]*! wiitli to my th»t I have bravoUcd lu twcuty-four liours irom 
th« BODth-WMt of Irc^laiid iu ordor to hoar tho addroes. To louru 
irlmt I liavo from the (iddrt^na. iLudtu hear the discusi^iou whiol) bas 
folioffcd, I tvonid tiaTcl for d<^ublti th« time 'n-illingly. (dear, 
hew.) W«U, tlia Btate of Irclniid has largely entered into the 
qaeatioii of assisted cmi^atioii — or, rather, nuch a scheme nf traos- 
plantfttion aa would meet the wuut» of the Coloiiiet> and tL« waota 
of Ili6 Mother (rounti'y. 1 tliinli thf>rr> has licen some misftpprcheD- 
sion, which will he i>roi>erIy cleared up by the leolurer. I did not 
g&tlior the tnipre»sioQ from the addr«>ie which Sir Arthur BIytli 
BceniB to have done, I understood it to be tho first principle of 
Mr. 'rorri?n8'a nddreHs no*^ to lay down a hard and fnRt line, but as 
a propOHitioD to co-operate with one another in any way that was 
pOHsibl«. He wishes the Mothar-countrj' not to hold back npon 
the qucittion of profits, but to addre»» horaolf to lhi» large igueiition 
of her notessities by affording all facilities for mectuig Colonial 
wants, (iiear, Iiear.) Knt my object in rising is only to givo the 
practioal experitmce derived from a pare of Ireland which I may 
ly is perfectly quiet, tliongh in a proecribod county, and it is in a 
]ic4lulerl imion, and one in which our chairman here to-night is 
a brother-rntcpayer. He owoh the moht beantiful ifllund within the 
onion of which I ara going to speak. Now, I would desire to pot 
before tliis meeting and before the members of both HoaseR of 
Parliament, botli present and abaeut, what the law at thid momeat 
in with regard to emigration, to which 1 attach the greatest im- 
portance, for I feel that n, great many in this room will baaurprisecl 
after henrinif the oiiso afl it etandii. Tlie first Act of Parliament 
which dtalt with the q^aestion of emi^ation ia Ireland ia dated 
]8S7orl838. That gives the ratepayers in an electoral district 
(if they sea fit and two-thinls agree) power to hold a meeting, and, 
if they hke, to tax themselves ; and, snbject to the approval of 
CommissionflFM and divers other persous, they may tax the district 
to provide for tho expenses of emigration for such persons as wish 
to emigratfl. Further, it was specially provided in that Act that 
cmigratioQ was only to be to the British Colonies. Well, that did not 
work, lu 1843 the Emigration Act which is embraced ui tho Poor 
Jmw Act was modified, and it threw npon the Boards of GnardiaDa 
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wliat WW fonnerljr od the vloctoral diiitriot, still, bovoTer, 
limiUDS emigrntioa to Briliitb Oolooios. Tbon osmn ttie fiuniDe ; 
nntl I cMi boat <1ct(cril>o tlio p»Kitii>n of tliat district dnring the 
fumins in ilio irords of one who bad practicml experience of it ; Rod 
ai to liitf luttiounUty I will luve yon to guess it : " Oaeh»lf of the 
pfiopls di^ Olid Uie other half of the poople wont to America, and 
tWD'thirdH wont into tbn workhouse." (Laa^fhtor.) Tbon came lli« 
pTOimxe of Irelaad's diatrc-ss, oTer-oroirding, oanght b; famine ; 
and why waa it ? Because we haJ stondfastly ahat oar oyea to tbe 
impOAHibility of doin^ what our cbairmaa here, in one of his lelt«n 
lA th* puMic jourDals, destribed in these words, " Ton cannot put 
a quart into a pint pot ;" eight milUonB of piK>pIa had bnen trying 
to live on what waa only safficleat for three. Yon liod too many 
people, bat yoo bad nothing to fpyo them as a means of asoape : 
ve had been trying to do it, and the reault was tliat thoasanda of 
m«a, women, aud childrcu pcriidied in the attempt. Then came 
the Emigration Act, 1847, which provided that any holder of land 
of lesg than five acres who ohooe to surrendur bis laud might 
bo aamsted to enuKrato if tbo landlord contributed two-thirds of 
tbe expense ; the Board of Qoar^ODS, of eoane, oontributiDg tbe 
other Ibird. That became a dead letter. Two yeats after wo bad 
that Act, which still rcmaina on our Statute Book, and whioh ib a 
dis)^c« In the Imperial Legislature, and I Bay tliis deliberatQly 
In the presence of members of both Houses of Parliament. Aud 
I Trill prove ii. That Act fur tbe first time givrs thi' guunliuns 
power to assiiit " out of iiw mt«a " persons to emigrato U> Toretgn 
oouotxies instead of only to British Colonies. Thns I am tased to 
send mj follow- snbjecte of the Queen to a land in which their 
allegiance is lout, and where they go to add to the resourees of a 
foreign eonntry — America. It is a xuiall anion ; tbe Taluatian of 
it i* £2,000 a year, tbo population being aboat tbe same in 
nnrobers ; while, as for tbe land to be taxed, it is nearly all 
rock. (Laughter.) I think Lord Dnnraveu will bear me out 
in that, for be owns some of it. (Renewed laughter.) Now 
what has VecD tbe result ? The result of that Act has been this. 
I will give yon the exact figures, for it is better to be exact in 
tbeee matters. Welt, I will not take np your time with figores ; 
bat you have actually done this, yon have taxed mo, you have 
8{wnt my money, and you oompcUed mc to pay it, to sood men to 
America — (bear, bear) — and what to do? Why, to sond bock 
■aditton. (Hear, bear.) That is what you do, and that is what 
has happened. Tbo whole of that portion of the Doehess of Uarl- 
borough's fund allocated for purposes of emigration— eomc £700 — 
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\tb States to-da; compan vUb that great granu^ of the Nortlt- 
AVait as fields for emigration. £ think that Canadn to-dajpreseuts 
n better field fnr a i->»rtaiii class of our people t)t&l desire to 
eiuigrato than tho United StatoB offer, and it itill be our ovn fsalt 
if sD large a pro^ortiou of our people ooutinue to go there and 
keep our own OoIonioB void. (Che«rB.) 

Major-Geiioral Lowuy, C-B. : As oiio who spent mnn; happy 
years Boldietiiig from one part of Cauada to aiiotlter, I doRiro to 
flxprtise the oxtreino pluamire with which I have heard the lecturer's 
ntiuoimccmont thin ovooiug of tho uiinnto of tho GorerQmeQt of 
the Domiuion to promote cmigraUou to that country, which. h« 
tclhi na, faa» this day l>Qua placed before our Housett vi Parlianaent. 
I tliiDli that you, who havo heard the Papers Riven for t*ome time 
past Bt our Colonial Institute meetings, will agree with me how 
siDj^nlarly fortunate wo hare been in the men of Dmiiient nltain- 
ment, expwienee, and power who havo addroMSud tis. We huva 
had the great advantage of the ripe «iperiijiica and infomiation of 
QUI' ablotit men upon almost every part of tbcao Ta»t dominioos. 
whicli aro tho pocaiinr priviloge nnd glory of the Mothor-ooiinirj, 
Sir Richttrd Temple gave ns a glowing picture, iiot aloite of tho 
rvsponBibilitles and duties, but of the advantages to oureelres, if 
rightly used, of our groat Indian territory. Sir Bartlo Freivj 
enchained onr intfireatn with LIh enlightenrd views of Sou^ti 
Africa, its needs and capacities. Sir Aloicandor Gait, in bis most 
Statesmoultlce and able Paper, riveted our attention on tho present 
and fulare of the great Dominion of Canada. And now, as a mofit 
fitting Eequel, we have had the whole fifild of emigration and our 
Colonies disouBBed in no iinoatiioUc spirit by tlie lecturer of 
to-night. For, if the main part of Mr. Torrens'fi address 
has been directed to Ctinada, as perhaps for the present tho tnosb- 
pressing field for us to go forth and occupy, ho has vurtainly not lo( 
unnoticed those otht-T 'vantage groundu for luir use and blefuiiug'j 
offered by tho other dependencies of the Britisih Empire. If, m I 
I take it, emigration from England, Ireland, and Scotland be aboat 
ihe moat pressing subject of thi5 day, this liiittituto of oars haa 
t>e«n keeping true pace with the beating pulee of tlio uatioo'e heart 
in tbUM pnttiug it eo prominctutly before you trn each one of tllOM 
four able lecturers haro donu in the early months of this year. 
And I think wo rannt Rurrly nee, from Mr. Torrens's eto<]uent aotl 
earnest remarks Lo-uight^ that tho subject will not he lost sight of 
by Parliament, To a great oiLuui, ib seems to mc, emigration to 
our own Celonien may be a panaoca for many of the ills afflicting 
one portion, at all ovente, a^ well as a needed boon to all poxttOBS 
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of tlicso Uame laiiilH ; and that, like tfluuity, it viU bleee tho«e 
tfant givQ uid those thnt take. l>t us but aot towanfo it in ftlorge 
■Lod f^oorouH spirit, oaA I dure to say w« will cspctionce morn and 
moro as years go od that oiir Colonics — Clod's best gift to as aa ft 
nation — will b(>, if wtaoly traiitvd, moto ntid more MHirem of prido, 
of atreagth, aud of iidvanta^ to us. The gatherings of tliis IdbIi- 
tnto in Iftrgor numbers from toontli to mooth, from trety (}nart«r 
of tli« Empire, must (cod to stn>ngtlion uur handu, and Uie handa 
of whatever QoTemmcnt may bo in [jowcr. and to wsld all 
togotbor for the true interests of our ooimtry, our Colonies, and 
oimelvoa. It may 1m, indeed, tliis ko rapjdly-i^owin]; Royal Colonial 
[QStituto. on ttie linea on whicli it U working, i^ dt'iiitiiiod to do a 
great work not only towards conaolidaUns tbc Er&i>ir« of Eogland 
at homo and abroad, but towards forecasting and foreshadowing 
that Kmptre's — in Uiu dMi^r and fuller moaning of the words — 
Imperial ParUarocnt. {Cbocn.) 

The Ckairman : I tliiuk that iho opinion 1 nxprpsscil whon intro* 
duoing Mr. Torroui ban been fully ja»<tified, and tliat lie ha« de- 
livend ft mo«t ftbl« leetaro on a most intcrestiiis sitbjeet ; indeed, 
it has proT«d so iat«iwtiDg tliat. aa I expected, so many gontle^ 
men wbo ooght to be heard are desiroaa of speolring that it will 
bo imposaibU to eooclade the disoansion to-night It will th«r«fore 
bo my doty to adjonra tliia mooting to another oocaaioD. (Hoar, 
faaar.) I am happy to aay that among those gentiemea who have 
expniMd their desire to speak is Mr. Juoen Tuke, whose oame 1 
am rare mil be familiar to yoa all as one who baa devoted an 
immeota deal of time and tabnnr to tlie investigation and elaoida- 
tion of this eakject, being well aoquaiutod with Ireland in former 
days, having visited the distresHed portioiiH of that oonntry, and 
Itaving gone to Manitoba nod America to learn for himiieff what 
could bo done Ibure. Well, ladieii and gentlemen, I shall not keep 
yon long now, it being rather lata ; but I woald like to say one or 
two words on tliia auhj»;t, aa it is one wbioh intersata me rery 
mnoh. La«l summer, having bad tho pleasure and (he advantage 
of conversing on thiii subject with Mr. ro|M and Sir John Moe- 
doaald, the pntaent Prime Uininter of Canada, I ventured to make 
ttomu remarks upon it in the UonKe of Parliameokin wLicli 1 have 
the hoQonr to ait : and I shadowed forth at the time a good deal 
that is ooDtained io the memorandmo which 3Ir. Torreoe baa 
allndad to. Well, the Hon«e of Lords, with tlwt dignity whteli 
heoones It. mtber eut npnn me than otherwise — (laughter^ — and 1 
vaa told that emigratiou was a very diffiooll Hubj«ct, and oa« that 
the Ooverameot did not [Mirticalarly care lo rieal with. Bnt it 
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ftppeara to me that Mr. Torreos irea right in sbyiug thntif th«ra 
Ar« diflictulties ia the w\y, that is ez-aetiy what the Goviirntnenfc 
ought ta ^L-apptQ with. In {act, that is vhat tbe GoTf^ntment ia 
for — (hear, hear) ; their duty is to oY«r«oiQe difficulties ; and it 
appears to me, if tlisy object to tuaoh a Hubjnct because it is a 
delioate and a difficult oub, that tlie; ceasa U> carry out Uie 
fuQOtiooE for which tli«y are pliumd in the position which they 
cccapy. (Hear, hi^ar.) Now, Mr. McArthur~wht>, I fear, had 
alroad}' leh — oalhid oui nttentJun ia what in an im|>t)rtaiit fact, via* 
the great athautaKO of our direcliiiR emigration to our owoi 
Colouios. TUmu can be uo duubt that our owu ColoaieB are tilt 
propOT placcb to ruc-uivc tho ovi)r|>!us of our population, liec&utw ifc' 
ia moro uatural Uint our own childrou should receive the beoAfit, 
thau that other peojilc, who are Dot no closaly allied to us in blood, 
ahould do bo, (Hvur. huur.) And it ia an advantogo to uiii 
Thoro m uo doubt thai a groiit deal of diHaffectioii io Xrolaud ia 
perpetiuited by the «i'w«t cuiuity foil towards Great Britain by Irish 
AtncriDaits. The fact i» that puupio leave Ireland, having lud 
mtserablo Uvck there ; thoy ^o to tlio UniU'd StiLt«s, and rmd O'. 
difTereut oondiUoii of lliingit. They find, in the fimt placo. that] 
they must cx^rt thciuodvea. for, if they do oot, noboily will take 
care of them; and, in tliR second place, thL'y find tlmt if tlioy 
dxort theinHelvusi tliey aoon become prospi<ruii<) aud well-UiKlo. 
Th«y do uot stop to ruftsoii about it; and thoy imagini; tbat Uu 
eaiiso of Uieir prosperity in duo tu tiio fact that thoy arc no laager 
andor tbs British flag. If thoy go to Canada, th«y have equal 
oppurtuiiiLiu^ and thiiy oiako vciuiii u<c of tUum ; thuyhava tli«j 
eamo dugriti of prtpponty ; and thtiy booonio loyitl sahjoobi of Uu 
Qu«oD. But tlip cotictiuicni thcycouii> tu on this subject generates 
a great deal of enmity to lliis couutry. ^ow, Homc tnoDtion wus 
madi! of tbe (wX that Canada lias ooiue mtlior [irouiiucntly for- 
woril in thin qiiu^tion of r^mi^ratioi) as related to ireiaml. Welli^ 
that is acconiitcd for by the distress and the ovuccrowdiag ia'^ 
eertain parts of Irolaod. which naturally cnll» otir attoiiUoa to tliat 
portion of tlie United Kiiigdotii wbi^re e»ii(,'i'atJou is mout needed ; 
aud the- r>eat<oa why t)fuia.da oSurn tho iir^t itiduuumunt to cmig^ra- 
tioB U its proxiittity to Irobinil. Ah Mr. Torroiis uaya, distance is 
almost RTtuihilatoiJt atill it is not quite auuibiUtod : and if a uiau 
bas £ot to leayp lus native laud, it makes kooio voosidcrable 
difference to hinj whetlMirho has to goa jourooy which will ooeupj 
him a fortnight, or three weeket, or a mouth. (Hear, bear.] 
Auother tiling : L tliiuk Canada ha» been specialiy prompt on tbt 
ocvaaiou. The CanadinuH tajv this distms comiiig on, and Uia 
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Ihint) wonliib^BreBtnoeMBitT for omiffMtioti ; tnd, with eommenri- 
kble «norgy, tboj stepped in auA offered peoulijir itdTiuitAgns to 
pcnous dfauTMiB'of ctni;>TBtini; io Ouutda.

I affroe to the main jHinoiple nbont :U 
htiiog uade^irablr, n.s a general rule, for the State to wtfiopy itself 
in mnttcra which ciui be done without its a£5iistanc«. lint in thin 
TOBttcr of eiuit;tnlioD I think assiatanco from the Stale ih neccfuiu? 
And dMirabU. The State aloae, bein; eutirel/ diBioterestod, con 
KUarkDtM pm|ior Inulmvut u> onugTuDt«, who aboutd not be depen- 
dent upon pri\-aLc iDdtTidiialfi and companies, boworer dccU^nt 
and booeet tlioy may be. The groat object appears lo me to be 
thai emigntioii Hhould b« made as eaaj and paiulot-B as possible. 
(He«r, boar.) It ia hard enough for any man to leave his nntiTO land, 
unlets bo doM so ntlurolly «t»d vUlinglj. It is bard, I roeau, foe 
tiim tobe oblifced to do ao from diatreea and porerty ; aud tbs only 
thing that oau be done in to alleriate hiif enfTerinfc. and render it u 
Hiaall as possible. It is necessary to that end that bis family 
hboiild acflompany him. (Cheers.) I was glad to hear Sir .Alex- 
uoder Oalt eay that it is unfair for the bone and Hinew of the 
I'ooutry to leave it, and the helpless women and ohtldr^u and old 
men to remain behind. (Hear, hear.) Il ih only fair that if Uio 
briiad>winQ(T is obli^^d to emigrate, those dependent on him sliould 
oiwompany him. fUoor.) It appears to me that thin is a matter 
in wUicb tbe State luny very well mterfere, to the extent of Beeing. 
OS fiir as we ore concerned, that the Canadian OoTCmmont fuUy 
cofry OQt tfatir promises. Tlia Canadian Qovernmont. on their 
imrt, will MM tlmt we eetid tbem materhU tbey teqaire. I tbinlc 
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one of the moHt extraordinary thiiigB is the difficolty which peoplo 
seem to have in grasping details, even where they recognise great 
principles. (Hear, hear.) The principle of free trade has been 
conceded long ago in this cotintry ; and yet it is astonishing, even 
now, how dif&cult it is to persuade some people that where you 
have a comitry with an immense population, and a small quantity' 
of land, and vice versa, that it would he a good thing to more that 
population to the land. If yon could move the land to the popn- 
iation it would be better, bat you cannot. (Laaghter.) I will not 
detain you any longer now. I am sure you will agree with me iu 
thanking those gentlemen who have spoken to-night, and in moving 
a most hearty vote of thanks to Mr. M'GuUagh Torrens far hia 
interesting and] inetrnotive lecture. (Cheers.) I will now move 
that this meeting he adjourned to this day week, Tuesday, the 
29th inst., aa there are already eight or nine gentlemen who wish 
to speak.

I fe(<l, however, that 
thiirc in a little mi^npprctieDaiou oa tlic part of Mr. Torrciis in 
brioging in the word "partuurt'liip." Puxlccrsbip prcstt1>p03C3 
two people who are not alrcndy coanoctcd ; and I thiiili it will be 
a bud Any for tlio country wlitu it is necessary lo take tbe ontnde 
viow of pftrttxreLip iu Amtluiig wbicli r<.-Iatc8 lo Great Brilaiu and 
bor Colonies. (Mefl.r, bear.) We all know that tbe Dritisb Kmiura 
extend* otct ii great portion of tbe plnbf , ami tbat nono of its 
loembccs cftD 6iifTtir n-jlhout tbe 'n-bolo body euffc^ring. That ibo 
whole Kmpirc hits siiA'cred. and is RitQ'cring, from want of Huffioient 
Attention hnYiti;; been paid to blio subject of colnnination in the 
pnet, wo all Ituov; but I think w« aball all knov it at a greater 
cost aitd a mach heavipr sacrifice befortf many yc.iiH are over. Sitf 
Alexander Gait, in iho very able ami Htatesnuuiliko I'apnr he deli- 
vered a little wbilo agi>, C!iU«d our attention to eome facts, two or 
three of whicli are present to my Lcoiuory. tbut during the last 
fiwenty-cight years Lingluud ban p*rt.Ld with uvor 8,000,000 of lier 
(jubjects, whn aro now nlieus to (Jiix country, to tbeUniti>dStitt<>Rof 
America, which is by no means a Ibick-anil-thiD friend of England. 
For the lant five years tburo have been more inbabitantti of Oroat 
■Britain who bnvc left thia country and gonu to the United Stutcs 
of America^ wull, nearly twtco om luiiuy iis \hc wliole while pupulu- 
tioo of South Africa. (Hoar. Iwar.) When I mtntjon bouUi Africa, 
my lord, tho idea occurs (o mo tbat it is tbo lln^t liine ^oatli Afrien 
•liut been mentioned in thiti digciissioti. including the whole of the 
iost meeting. {Hear, liear.) The L'npcr Mr. Toi-rcus read doea 
not dciU ^wbetbc^ it was liia intontitm or not 1 CHUUOl »«y) with tho 
(|nGt)tion of ooloninntion and tbe quentiou of emigration as regards 
tiie Empire. As Sir Aiibur Blyth very properly [jointed out, tho 
Paper wbk devoted more to certain scbonicu which aro now on foot 
in oonnectioQ with tbe cnlonitiatiou of Mauiboba and iho rehef of dis- 
treas in tbe Sontb and Weat of Irela&d. [Hear, hear.) A few paBS> 
tag wordK about SouLli Aualralia and New South Wnlcti — thoee 
were ihe only references made to any portion of tlic Britixb ColonliJ 
Empire. I fee) re^et, thoiiizb probably therft were reasons proMUt 
to tbe mind of Mr. TurrenB whioh made him cnrtnil hia romnrks to 
thoHO few points. Mr. Torrens said that be would not fuvour any 
sohome which might raise suspicion iu the minds of tho oolouistB 
of favouriltam^that be would not be a parly to any partiality iii 
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the nctioa of the Tlcmte of Commorup. I am v*ry glad io hear this 
from tbo tetioar of the locLore to wliidi I have roferml ; tati I only 
bo|w that in his !*e*t in tlie Hoaoe bu will be able nud vill eon- 
tinae to take a lirply interest in the qiiealion. which in bccOQiiog 
tbo lD<«t prominoDt »ud most imporUDt iiaestiou which the Kug- 
liib ParliamciDt will huvo to denl with ; and I aku hope tbo meinberii 
at the two Uoufles vill tlicntEal-Tcs realise that the Britiab Empire 
as it exiets is not in a position to bo plajcd vith with Iniptmity. 
(Heiir, heat.) Mr. Tonvna ha« alluded Io the fact, inter ulia. tbafc 
we can do witii the pitlt and marrow at homo : and no wc can. In 
Eoglaod v« can do vritb all the pith and marrow— tb« intdUgcnt, 
0obvr, and indnstrkius arti/aTiR : but it '\it no U80 thiukiDg that 
luidor any sohemc of emigration any of otir Ooloiiics will aoeepfc 
fflortlting I«M. (Soar, bear.) So ton^ b<i tlmy can get tbo beet 
mni). Uioy will got Itiem. A geiulflman near me, Mr. Hall, 
ilnplk'd tlio other night that Uovenitacut emigration agrnts 
a» a ralo are troubled with a mnrnJ obliijnity which doM' 
not maho it &t that lliey Blionld carry ont the diiti«ti etitrastAtl 
to them. Wc are not all blcemd with tlie expentnoe of Ur. UoU, 
for hn in inter«ft«d, I believe, in an emignttioQ «cbem« for which lut 
is both Oovornment and Emigration Agent. I am aorrj to «ay I 
did not benefit by hifi lectnre so much as I porltapti ought to hitvo 
donft. (Langhter.) As regnrda sending out fomaleM, it is a nrgrt* 
latioii in (hia ooantry ; and th« nobln Rarl the Secretary of Htat« 
for the Golooies will not give his consent to any tnarrii>d man being 
grantod asnataoee for passo^ to any of the British Colonies nnlees 
he takes all bin family with bim — that ia, all tlioss who ore 
dfipoadcut on him ; and t (toabt whether any Colony will ever be 
hidiiMd to mbiiorihe to the pasaago out for more than those. The 
ntylc of men tliat are wanted ax coIoniBta are men who feel tlrst 
tbey are dctenuined to better their condition in life — (hear, Le«r) 
— Ben who will Imst in God and their own right arm ; and man 
whom the agents are goo<l enough to (tiink promiao w«ll. Wa do 
not want men weakened by debauchery, unsteady, and addicted to 
drink, and, therefore, incApnble of performing a good day's work 
for a good day's wage. We have got in Lite Colony, I repent, plenty 
of good land and plenty of work for Hiom inclined to work, cither 
on the "land" or in following their different trades as arti^ana. 
We do not profess to say that we bave got 20,000 acres in i-xtenk 
Id give toltimin Natal, where the coiiditiona of life are tooTOluablA 
for that ; bnt we eaa give them the right to talco up land ond pay 
for it at 10k. per acre, by ten yearly paymrnls of In. per acre ; if 
people do not consider brochoU land wosrtli paying that for, wo aay 
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ve do not want auoli pcrhoiis. Ten HliilliuxB por uore for tb<i fre«< 
hold is uot A bad offer, Tho |)rinciple of gelocllon I need not deal 
vritb here. >lr. Hall objeDted to tUe qneHtion of Mttistanoft. I 
say it is only to tlioHe wlin htp. mllint; to help tbomKoIvcs that any 
Govornmcnt could be called apon fairly to render assintanoe. I 
have soot off eome yeople ta Natiil by the Onrlh CnttJf to-day, and 
I ooiifidootly cijicct tJmt in ii iev years' time, whi:u I may liopo to 
meet them a^in, I ehdll find them in a different and iuipr«T«d 
poHitiou Iroui ivhat tbcy are in wbeu leaving lliis country. You 
will excuse tluB reference to tho .small Colony of Natul ; but of all 
UolonicM thtxt Kii<7land possesss's, there is »ot one wliicb at tho 
prosout time sIiuwh t>uuli an average of wealth in Uei puople, eucti 
freedom from distress — climatia or oUierwitto — in fact, no Colony 
which roprodaces more thoroughly tbo best phases of Enf^lish pro- 
vincial life than does tho Colony of Nntnl. (Umir, hesi.) As Sir 
Arthur Blyth said with regard to South Austi-alia, when tliey nonb 
oolooists they vrill fetch thorn and pay for them. I myself should 
be verj' glad to see tho Mother-country Btretuliiufj out the hand of 
sympaUiy to bring hnrhcU more within touch of Colouiiil foeling — 
(hoar, Lear)— and I am kiu-o thero ib not one of the Colonics of 
EugliLud where the people are not ready and auxtous. and have 
boon long looking for encU n feeling on the part of the Pflrliamcnt 
luid pcoploof tliiscouatry. (Applause.) Mr. Torreus has said that 
dititauoa haa baou HuiiihiUted. There is one thing of which I am 
Hitro, that thero iii uo greater distance can bo uamnd than that be- 
tvooQ the coric«ptioQs of Colonial life whicli obtain in England and 
the factK. 1 Hear, hear.) An Kngliiihmnti Ik never ho good as ivheu 
ho has beoD trauHplaiited. I connidcr that the youth of the avitrago 
EnglishmaQ \» wholly stunted in comparisoQ with what he attains 
after he has Wen abroad into the world and become mora 
tlioronglily developed. Tho uublc Lord, tlio Cliairnmii, spoke the 
other night of making tho neparatiou as painless at* possible, Uis 
remarks were kindly intended ; but the men who require a great 
amount of coddling and inducing to go to the Colonies, of wboHc 
arm w(\ mnxt take hold and say. " Here, my good fellow, eonae 
along, it will Jiot be for long ; you will make your fortune in a few 
years, and then couio back again t " they are not the sort of men 
to make cotonistg, (Hear, hear.) Unless a man feels within him- 
self a desire to improve bis posilion in life, and to make himself 
» credit to the nation to which ho belongs, he i» not likely to ano* 
«fld. No half-beartotl work wiU do in the Coloniew; and, if any 
practical cRfect should result from this and other lectDres delivered 
in thiti room, it will be aeoeitsary to get nt the people of Knglftad 
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to let tbeaa jcsfiae tliat thej are odIt rroing to auother p«rt. mai % 
li^ll^r p&rt, of tlie Empir(>. I thick a f^^at d&al of |;oo<l mil ramilt, 
nnd that w« shall tfi*> th? da^nhen tht britUfa Empire will be what 
we iu«(l to regard it twentr yv*n ago, (AppUtuie.) 

Mr. J^MBS H. TcKK : Mf Lord, Ladies, and GeDtlemen, — I fed 
ihat I oBght to offer an apology for presamiiij to spcatc in a cm- 
pan; like this. wLoa tb«rt are to aUMf goottMBca who have had 
opportuoitiee far greater than my mm Ibr beeoming ar<{iiaiiiud 
with Imperial CotoDiaatioD. My apology for speaking at all mant 
be thai, baring doiiag the winter aod early epriog of 1880 been 
very mviii oigmged in tbe Weat ol Ireland inTestigatiog the con- 
dition of the people there, I became very litrongly improssod wJtk 
the importaneK, if dM ahsolote aec«aiity, of emigration from certain 
dhrtricu of the Weat of IreLand. Not that emigration is a paoace* 
for tha evils nf IrcUod — (load cheen) — the panacea for tbe erila 
wbieb bwet Ireland is ifork tn /r.-f«iirf— (applaose) — not emigratios. 
What is wanted is to place the Irishman in eucfa a poftitiou that be 
can Doeb thonmghly and practically develop tlxat which ut tbe 
naple of bit own eoantry — tli<^ land . That £ tak<< to bo the panaeea 
for Irish distrosa, of Irtah want; hut, liavtiig ttaid u>. I ueTortbeleM 
do most atrODgly foul Uiat emigration u a moet important queetion 
in nbrence to ecirtain distriota of th« West of Ireland. Wo can 
Itardly bave any amception, withi>ut witnessing it, of the dire 
poverty of certain diutricts in the West of Ireland. Wo can hardly 
luiTe any eoneeptiou of the small holdiogB and Uie small ooonpa- 
liooe of the people there ; and when, in the autama of lust year, 
wisbiag to have a tear in tbe United btatee, it was suggeeted to me 
by my friend tbe Chief Serretarj- for Ireland, that I might visit 
Xaniloba and oilier diiitrivts to which it was propoeed by the 
Canadian Ooremment that emigrants should be anistcd by the 
Home Qovemment, 1 included tlieiie as a portion of my jooroey. 
Thoa, ui tbe coarse of onfi yt-ar, I saw perhapi the most distressed 
IMjpulatiou on tbe face of Uie earth, and, on Uiv other hand, the 
most anboonded prospect of benefit andimprovemontfor thoir con* 
■lition. in those Rreat, wide, fertile prairie lands in tbe North- 
western territory of Canada. In the one cguotry. ti'it» of thousands 
of etrong men, idle and discontented for want of employment ; and, 
in the other, within reach in fourteen days, millions of acres of pro> 
li&e land lying idle, aod n««diug these very men to derelop their 
nutold wuiillh. The contrast coold soaroely have been greater. 
When I afterwards huw IriMlimcti, both in Canada and Uinnesota, 
or other parts of the United titatee, who bad gone there aa miserable 
and wretched as those whom I hare referred to, and wbo, after n 
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tov yearn, bad become tboroiij^hly well-to^o in the true ^sesse of 
tlia word — burd-worluug, industrious people, witli Uieic lauds aboat 
tb«iD — I owQ it matin mo tcc\ witii still gKntci force the immense 
iiaportaiice vliioli n.tt»cliPA to our Govemniciit takiiiR ap. as one 
portion of tLc rcmcdicii for tht> «vila ia lr«laQiI, thg (question of 
umifpiitioa. (Hriir, lienr.) It will, liovevor, I am atruid.fae urged 
by geablemfln like tbe one -who baa just favoured U3 witli some 
IMualcs — to wlii«h I have littcned vitb Tar; great pUasure — tiiat 
J am going hock to thn old rut, tbs old failing, of speaking exolQ' 
sively upoa C'Aiindn and Ii>;buid. Well, it would Bcem to mn thnt 
ill locking nt meetia;Ks like tbe one belli the other oveotDg to lieten 
to and discuss a paper on Ckilonial Emigration, and of which this 
Id A continudtion, tliat thifi is roaliy wlial wo wimt— that each indi- 
Tidaal, from hta point of view, uLali give us the iDfonnation vbich 
lie has. (Heat, bear.) To my own mind, J Imvi* iio jeuluoay ; 1 
itm delit;bted to hear nboat Natnl aud Australia; 1 am delighted to 
bear aboat New Zeabind; but, oa tb» otliar Finnd, 1 think it is very 
desirable ajxA Vury impmrttint that wl> should also Ifoow Bometliiug 
about Canada — (hour, boor) — and tl would bo a pity if any pet^ 
jealousy should prevail oa the eiibjcct. I'orbaps I oven go further 
than mmo of tbu g«ullenit'ii who Luv« Kpolcon ; fur, whilst I do vory 
Ktcoogly uontcnd thai it ubuuld bu tbo duty of our UoTonimeiit to 
nttist and to givn iiifoiTnatiou with reference to our Colonies, I do 
iiot regret to the tame extent thab liume geutlemuo do. to find that 
n lari;o number of Irisbmuu have gone to tbe United Ktates; for, 
after all, tbe United Stato; arc a (^root KngUsb-spealiing p60pl«, 
(" No. no 1 " and " Yes. yea t '") Well, they ara a portion of the 
KreatEughHb-epciiking pcuplui luid I Ihinkwe may be justly -prond 
that tbo gT«it riiiti-<l 8tatc» i« aii English-speahiDg people. 
(Applausa) Let us imu;;iue it to be, fur a moment, a b'Venell* 
(ipealdngpuopleor u.(l(!rmaii-i<pualuns people, instead of an Enplisli- 
speaking people I 1 own, when I wn» failed upon in the United 
States lu addrt'ss a «;ouipany tboru, I said, "i fL<el as an Kiiglislimitn 
that 1 am spcakiug Lu En)i:lisbma] ;'' and thai, I believe, is the true 
way wi) wont to look nt tUiit ijiiOMtion.

United Staler, will always tell againbt the ».1l(Hl,0(Mi or 4,000,000 
in CAnado, and the '^,000,000 or »,Oij0.ijtH> in oar other Colonies ; 
Ktilt, I do Dot see, if tlie GoTemment bad been alive to the far* 
reaching importance of emigmtion, why a lar;{e nnmbcr of tbeee 
peraona might not have been rightly directed into our ovm Colonlwi 
{n«ar, bear.) But, yon will &ny, Mnrcly. if 2,000,000 persoas have 
etnifrrafod from Irehiud in tlio i>aKt twonty-eigbt years there is oo 
need for Statd aid ? That omifjratton iriiieb last year amounted tn 
90,000 people from Xreload, and during the laat twooty-eii^ht years 
liae varied (run 37,000 to 190,000, that this immoDito stream 
doea not rt»itiire to bo assisted. Well, in a certain war, 
I think «« must say thai it doeit not need to l>e atststed, 
tlial Ibo uambgre are aa largo as they nood to bo. (Heidt, hear.) 
Wbeti we look, nlho, at the aiuonnt of aiil which ba« been itent orer 
by tlicM people iu thti^ twenty-eight yenns we find that it U no 
iMt than £20,000,000 aterling. (Applaose.) That large sniQ baa 
bem scat over by the pow people who Itavo gone out to the Ignited 
Stetaa or Cauada, in »maU eoma, to Uicir brethren, their fathert, 
molLtfs, and aoDa uid danghtera at home, and sorely it may be 
said that these people may be left to aid themselves f There i» 
great force in that; bat wb*t a noble thongbt that tbew piiopto 
bave Beat over here year by year eueb ^nms of money '. that last 
year £1,400.000 should have been sent over by thu immigrants in 
the United. Btatea and Canada to assist tbeir poor brittbrm in 
Ireland. It is a very striking and very important fact, and one 
which should be reougnJaed vrbeii we spoak of Irisli uulhrift and 
Irisl) idleQPHa. (Applause.) There ore, then, threo questions 
which H«em to mo to arise for our consideration, oamcly, (1) Is tbo 
emigration from tho poorest districtB of Ireland — the most deuaely 
peoptnd districts, and from the ctaasea which most bc«mI belp tliere '? 
(<2) Is the emigration now going on the most beneficial to the 
sontitry — to Ireland, and iloea it really take tliose whom it is 
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dniirable tibonid leu re. or whom it is dexirnble to hare »t coIontBts f 
Aod (8) Are tLe ceutres to wUioh tLe emigruuts go the hoA on 
national anil Impennt gvountlii ? I have already gone into th« 
third <iiieiition, and I need not, therefore, toucli upon it further. Aa 
to the fir^t, yrbetlicr ctui^ratiou is really from tlie districts n-hioh 
wo kuow want helping, which wa had fed lasl winter in Iceland, 
to this it is ri°p]ied that of the !}.1,000 vrho loft Irchuid in 1880, 
28,0U0 went fiom the rich, prosperone provinoo of Ulster — nearly 
one-third of thv wholo from UlHtor — vlulitt from Coniiaaght, the 
flonroc of thu trouble and difUoulty, or nt least u large portion of it, 
^hero last iriut«r and epriii^ a majority of the p«oplo luid to be 
helived niiil t'uil, ouly 20,U0D Luiiigiutod. Look, again, at Iho emigra* 
tiou from Ulster : if wo would divide it into Ulsti-r prottperoua nod 
Ulster non-prosperoui;, to nuBt talio for the latti>r tho ooaoty of 
Donegal, where last winter there wore 60,000 iieople being teA with 
daily ratioHK. and we find thiit. mit of the 2fi,000 emigrauts wbolefl 
the provineo, 8,800 only were from Donegal. Thus, wo find the 
emallest number lenviiig the most impoveri-sbed dlstriot^ (Ap- 
plaaso.) Tally these two fitcts; docs it not appear that, irhilst 
there nro an many men aud women Icnving Ireland every year u, 
ve could wish to eee as EDglislnuen, yet they are not the men and 
women we oould wish to Bee. having reiZAi'd to tlio grvat qiieetiou 
of the impovoridhment of Lriiland. It may be urged that thoBO 
Tery poor people ai'e not wanted in the Colomes. I do not think, 
however, there is any material difference, any radiool difference, 
between tlinao on tlio west coast and tho peopto of Munstcr «ud the 
other districts. That is my ovrn improflsian. I hare met or heard 
of huudreda of Mayo men in the United IStates and in Canada, who 
would Btand the teat as well, as thoroughly ^oud euloaists, as those 
from otlier partR of Ireland. As rp|:;»rd:i ilie second question^ 
whether the people who cmi^rrate go in faiuiliee, 1 do not know 
anything more strildug Uiaii the fijpirea which are publitihed in 
refcrenco to thiH in these eniipration letorns. Out of ftC.OOO 
peoplo who left last year, 52,Vt)V of them were between the af;es of 
15 and 25, and iiO.OUO between the agos of '25 and Sfi, whilHt IS per 
cent, were under IC, and 10 per cent, over S!i yearn of age. Seventy- 
five per c&at of the whole were thus between the ages oE 16 aai, 
85, and in addition a very large pniportion (70 to 80 per cent.) of 
theao people were unmarried ; thus the family clement was almost 
entirely wanting, Thftt it), I beliove, one exceedingly important 
matter indeed, and the Cauadiau Guvernmeni are very utrongly 
imprcBHL'd with tbo necessity of iuducing families to emigrate. 
Unci) of the mi^ifbiof which has occurred in reference to emigration 
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to tie nnitcd Htatoe kihI otbor porUoDS of America, lias ftriseu from 
th« fact of Bingle men «Dd single wotneti, m tlio &beeuce of the 
fuoily element, remaiaiug iu the ciUcti, and not going out at naeia 
U) lake op lonil, as tlie (lemmuH atxl othen so largely do. I^ook- 
iug m the important boaring of tlic Tariona facta I bare hutily 
alladetl to. it most, I think, bo felt tliot it is exceedingly tntpn^nt 
for Uw Government carofiilly to ouiisidtr the whole qnostian of 
flmigratioQ. (Applause.) Upon tlic third (inoution I have alrea<Ly 
atated my viewu. ojul I will not say any mom ati to whether the 
conntries ecleotcd by tbe emigmntd are thu best for the purpose. 
I beIi«T« I slwuM bo taking cip more timo Uiait I oaght to do, and 
I will, tbiTi'fttrp, hastily coiinlnde by Haying jii^t tliia tu referoBeo 
to tbo Nortb-Wntcrn Territory and Manitoba, tb»t tbc result of 
my ia<|airie8 very strongly confirms all that has been said aa to the 
extiaordiuary retiocircoa and fwrtilily of the country, and that there 
is a great field for cntcrpriao — a great opening there for our aur- 
plo8 populatioa for nuioy years to oomo. It is of the grcfttcBt 
importance to Canada that the enormous lUstrict bow called the 
" North- WoBtorn Territory " flbould have l>c*n opened ont^ and 
t])o only wonder ii that it has not bcon opened ont before. I 
think the chief reaxoii why this has nut beeu done is to be found 
in the cirvumaluiice that for nearly Kcrea moalhti of tliu year 
neoeati it) denied to the Colony except tlirougli tlie United Htatos ; 
and, a.<i yon know, very great importance is, tbureforo, being at- 
lacbed to the Canada Piicilic lUilway, wliicb wilt develop tliid 
immense territory. It is without doubt n liuid of very great pro- 
mile, and I may refer anyone who cares lo kuow mora of its 
advantages and disadvantages, to an article on eoiigration iu the 
1-Vbmary nnmbor of tJie SiH/tf^nth ienturh/. Whilit in Manitoba 
I met a tenant of onr noble chairman, a most iiit«lligent man, 
with whom I travelled one or two dayn, and whose knowledge of 
liuid was a great aesistance to me. He had eome to the opinion, 
which I believe almost everyone else who ban Yinited the country 
basfonaed, viz., that there iu in the great North Wcnlc-m Terri- 
tory a very great opening for Britiali ooloniKts. I must apologise 
for lutTiog taken up ho much of your time. (Cbecrfi.) 

Dr. JoRK Bab: My Lord, I^adies and Gviitlemeji,— It may bo 
from the old love of the country, the great Nortli-West of Canada, tu 
which I have passed many yrars of my life, that it boa a groat 
attraction for me. and that leads me to give a favourable opioieo 
regarding it.

>Ir> AiJtXAMi'KB WiijioT : 1 «hMild not bare T«ntarcil to join in 
Ibis disoaBOon bat for the fact Uuit Soutb Africa brnt b«eu ignurail 
in (Jiv addresa and is tbo dobatv wbiob foUoin!d. Now, when -wo 
M« to oonsidsr saugmtioo to tlio ColonioH, I do tliink it diwrnblA 
Uint ouD or two facts coiiiwoled with tli«i Capo Colony ^bould be 
brooftbt fbnrard. (Hear, boar.) Tbe trulb is tliat tbo Cape 
Colony lias been bttlwrto tba ClDdaralla of Um Colonial cbildrtn of 
draat Britain : but, as sbo has bm<D in tbt' iviKt tbo Cinderella, 
oxdodcd Innn all toribatious, so in tbe fiilnro I troal iibo will bo 
liktt CindAralls vben bar tru* qoalitica wtiro diaooTorod, Sb« is. if 
uol tbo best, oertainly ono of Uio beat, of tbe great family of tbe 
Colonial Knpim. Already wo know that ebebaa beoouie attractive 
liy meaoa of bee riobea in diantoiids and oatrieb (oatbara, and it in 
oertain tbat sbo now fonai ooa of tlio beet flelda for eiuigratiou. 
Tbis fact sboold ba rcoogmaed on ail oooanonsaooh a« tlio prexeiit. 
Lot m rcfloot for a momaut on wbat tbo Cope Colony posMasea, 
Jt compmea an fine nboep-walka as any in tbo ontiro world. Slw 
lias gnniud wbicK can bo sold as obaaply as any iii Canada or Naw 
BoBlh Walfli. and a elimato wbidi is equal to tbo climate of New 
&>Btb WabM, and X sboold aattuna qnito O'lunl tv tbat of Canadn. 
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eiimmcr aiitl oiina inwiiKer. On the journey ncro^ the inotititAinsj 
aVove referred to, ray attentiuii waa particiJuTl;^ drawn Lo tiit 
ijoali^ of tlie Hoil. &tid, with oiinor two trifling exceptionH; I found 
ib jeiDarltably Hoe along the wliole lino of route from Wi»nipt|[ 
'westward. Svhuro kndfi itftve been cultivated crops bav« -bMni 
eonsooutiT6ly t;rowB for twenty or lliirty yonm on the f;ftinQ fields, 
yielding ltbrg« returnti, without tnnnnre of any kind ; in fact, wluoi 
BifariaLoueo xrins nour tbe bonks of n rivec, all tbe manore from 
tbe onttlfl -was nlodgcd out on to tlit> rivor. to lis on-rricd s'cray when 
tbc ioe broke up in npring. Now, as to the Rn>ntrusli of eiuiHTS- 
tion to tlio Uiiitad Sta.tes tastoad of Canada, no speaker that I 
havn beard bos given one of t)io cliief rcaBons which hns led most 
of tliR Iriflli people and others to ro to tbc United St&tes io pre* 
fereoce to Canada. Tliis attraction is tbo (iprtiftt prairie lands ol-t 
Iho Unito^ StatoH, lUiDoit), Obio, J^linDCEota, Ac, vliore Uiey hava 
patches of wood, but tlio gre&i bulli of tlio land in prairie, vhen 
th« buffaloes iu former years wore to be seen in eon&tleas tlion* 
snnde. Tho«« lands are rt>aclmd by milwny rcry rnpidly, and tjlje \ 
emigrantn bad merely to »cratcli n few acres of thi» pmiric, put in 
the eeed, and mise a ci'op the first season of tlicir arriTftl. WitJi 
tko emigrant tu Canada tho cusq woa different. Ho was located on 
a Uiiokly- timbered pircc of lumd, every yard of which had to be 
cleared. I have tried cnttinj; down treee mytiolf as an amateur, 
and I can cay from cxporicuce that to on^' not a(^customed to usai 
the B^ie, there is no harder or more laboriutu work. All the young 
mcu that go from the north of SMtlaud to Hudson's Day, luv« 
nsually dnriiiR winter a fixed daily amumit of wooil -chopping to 
nooomplial), whicb incanB foUin;; the trees, cuttinj; them into billetB 
of 2 feet long iu snfBcient quantity to niak& an /Kni/i% pal 
toflether pile, li! feet louy, 4 ftot high, and 2 feet wide. At first 
tliit) day'ii tusk i^ an citrLiiicily iuburious one, and it somctimee took 
y«&TB of expcTirtie« bcforo thoy «ould accomplish it eaaily. The 
woodB ha\« be«n tliu gtuateat enemies tu those going to Canada ss 
enugranis. (Heur, hoar.) I have Htcn men not more Uian 4B I 
years of n<;e pramatorely broken down by tlie gt-cat labour in 
clonring only a very small farm, -whereas to tiioir tiliildn>ii, broagbt 
np to the use of tho axe, the worlc was merely » healthy eiereise. 
Vic have uov for the; Urst tiiiii> prairie lands in Canada accessible 
to tbe emigrant. b«c:HU8e tUey are now to be readied by railway, 
and our Colony may now have an opportunity of a more farOHrakla i 
competition with her gigantic rival. In Hpeakiog uo favourably of 
Manitoba, I am only expreiuiiug tli« Kentiment& of hundreds of dia- 
inteirested people who havo boon there and judged for thezoselvM , 
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m» 1 did. Tliere yoa bavt a lioalthy climnto (as exomplJlJbd by 
tlie Iludacn bay Companj'ti people, who liavo 0pea( almost aU 
Ui«ir liTM in difforcnt parts of tbo Dounb?) und a most pTodaetiT* 
toil. We Lava few or no doctors tbero; puuibljr uhuoom tna; 
tliink thitt is Uin cause wb; there is littie wclmau. I wu a 
ilootor tb«t« myseU at rt/jv^f ywr/y pa-j, bnt hnd bltl« or tto prao- 
Use. (Laugbter.) Il is Hutl tbnt tbdoold niub>r in ftdisatlvRDtage. 
bat it i» neitber loDger nor colder th&D iu tbu ptoriiicc of Queboc; 
A goo«l ooat of aaow or«r tbe bind fits it for dcxI eeasion's crop, 
atid tttorros of vind to pack tbo saov bard aod drift it iuto great 
Ucapa nru rotv.

Now. wbcD ws 
aro to ooosider omigratjon to tbo Colonial, 1 do Uiink it donrablo 
that one or two fact« connected with th« Capo Colouy i«liotild b« 
brooKlil- forwartL (Hear, boar.) The trutlj is Uiat the Capo 
Colony has Ixon hitherto the CindoroUaof the Colonial rbilurcn of 
Oreal Itriiain : but, lu she luM boon in tbe {Mist Um Ciiidorvtla. 
ovJuded from all iuvitakiou*, so in tha future I triiet she will bo 
like Ciodorella wboD ber tm« qoalittos wore difieoTorod. Kh« is, U 
not the best, oertunly one of the beat, of the ip'mU family of i^ 
OoUiuial Empire^ Aiready wc< kunw that iilic ban bvcomc attracliTO 
by in«aiii> of b«r riobes in diamonds and ostrich fealliers. and it is 
eertain that she now forma otw of the beet Qehlx for euiigratirni. 
Tbis laet shenld be reeo^niaed on all occanoaa such \im tbe prciont. 
Lot oa refleet for a uomoot an what ibe Capo Colony poaseesee. 
it eomprtsea as fine abeeinwalks as any in the entire world. Hbe 
baa ^rottiid whieh can be ftold ns obaaply ae any in Canada or New 
Bontlt Wales, and a olimaUi whieh is eqoal to iho climate of New 
South Wales, uul I sboald asstime qaite e>iaBl te that of Canada. 
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We Rlioiild remrmljer timt, however gi«at mnst both*) ftdrruitige of 
the climate in Oauadft, during tlic viuter, for tlve or sis months of 
the yeur, nil affricnltural opcratiocfi nro saspondo^, wbereiiB in tho 
Cape Colony two or Ihreo cioiis can Ij« ritisctd in the yojir. You 
have the richest copper miucs in the worlii in Soiithem Africa, aud 
ill thiB roBpeot it may bo eaid thnt tlio land ha* only been scratched, 
&» we know that only one «oiniiiiny is iit work in n plnoe vltich 
Uic Dutch correctly stylod tlie " Copper MouiitaiiiR." Tlie com- 
pany now working paya dividonds which provo what sort of mines 
exist thoro- Tlio Colony lins Oriqualamt \\oi<t now incnrpomtfi*! 
with it, aiid there arc iiicoinparaUy the ricboat diamond mineB of 
the world. During my rfisidence of twenty-five yoata iu the Cape 
Colony, T liuvo known niimhcrH of people who have left the 
Colony, but lukve rctorncd ii^ain. In ia_v knowledge sucli people 
have found the Cape Colony b&ttor than Australiii, or New Zea- 
land, or South America. I do think that the advantages of tlie 
Cape Colony are ho nunieron» luid iin]<orlaiit that it ie one of tho 
Colouioa of tho Empire wliicU ought to bo included in any great 
scheme of emigmtion. One powerful eontiideration which ought 
to iuHnettce EuKl^nd in the subject of emigration to Soath Africa 
is this — that in Soutli Africa wg Imvc to deal with great masses of 
Datives, to whom we have a niinnion of oiviliKation imder the 
Britiuh flag, To fiitlil that luienion proporly we must have immt- 
gratioQ. It ifi unquestionably the duty of Gicat Britain to eo- 
operate with the Cape Colony in civilising the natives, of whom 
(hero arc- hundreds of thousands in the Capo Coluny and on its 
borders. They certainly can lind no better plan than that of enji- 
gratiou, and thai iit a plan wliicli puts an ejid to tUotto wars which 
aru BHcli a suurcti of son-ow and regret to Ihie country — (hear, 
bear) — and tend so much to hinder tho [irogress of ^ath Africa. 
In tliat sense eniigratiou 'm of great conspqiienoi) indeed. I do 
think that Mr. Torrent) deBcrvGii the best thanks of all eoluniats for 
the able and stnteEimniilike addrosa ho has delivered. (Hear, hcnr.) 
I WAS sorry to hear okjeutious to it by some Australian gentlemen 
— objections based on a narrow baxis, The lectui-er nodoiibt tnennl 
t« include all the Colonies, lie takes the dasa of people in the 
West of Ireland who require emigration exceedingly, and he proven 
that ckMB of people to be those who would benelit iu the coiintiy 
to which they go. (Hear, hear.) He proved that those he wants 
to eendout are deaening, hard-working people, who would aucce«d 
aa formcrB. I think that olaett of people ought to be consideied 
first in any ImpcTial scheme, ne their wants are so great. (Hear, 
hear.) In couaeotion with this Kubject T may mention that, bK 
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Uioagli tev Irlr^li, comparHtivclj. liavc goni; lo tJi« Cai»e Colony. U 
u my exi>erieuco iUa.1 thcie \K>ot iuttuug men liave 8uec««d6d 
•dmirftblj. Tliaj liavo beaoCtod tboDMlvoa &111I tbo ooiintjy to 
which the;- Uavo gone; (Hear, hear.) In tite nci^hbDurhood of 
Port Elizabeth, KiagahmniPft in oc<upic<L bj th&t class of people — 
smoJl farmerB — who Bsaroely dciierve the name of farmers, verj 
poor meti who f^auted their living by lilliug hibbII plole of liuid. 
Tbftoe moQ vnn acni out to that district, and aa each one has madi> 
a oompotence nnd forliiae. he has b«jiL'fit«d himself, his family, 
uiid tbo cotiiitr}' to which hit vent, (ticar. hear.) The twopouits 
I trisb to brio^ forward are simply that no scheme is worth; the 
attention of the QoTemmcnt nnleKs it be a great national scheme, 
and tbnt tionlli AfncA shuald be curtaiuly included in it. (Hear, 
bear.) Mr. Torrent deserves tho ]i««rty and generous support of 
over>' culoniit. (AppluiiHa) 

Mr. J. A. Duuui. U.P. : lu tho few ubsemLions tbiii I proiwse 
to addreiu to tJie mcetiag, it in not my intontion either to advocate 
or eoadeiuti ooiisration. Thcwi «ri» certain chieiwi! of people who 
would cmigr»te. ItO oilbor by the lovu of adventure, tho detiiro of 
olisoge, or forced by circumatanooi ; lUid 1 tliink it Is a duty of all 
of ds who cnn do so to afford kui-U people tho IhmI informaLiun as 
to the b«Ht {4aee Ui go to so u to obtain a ^ood return for Uieir 
iadnstry. 1 fuUy concur with the observations mode by that good 
£neod of Ireland, Ifr. Take, whom 1 have the pleasure of seeiog for 
tiw firat time this OTOUtng, ia the duuro he oxpresficn that more of 
tlw Irish oonld bo kept at huuc. I have no doubt that, if the 
resoarcos of tlie country wero properly developed, it would oSbrd a 
profitable occupation for a much larger number of people tlian now 
obtain it. But, my lord, we ciuuiot conceal from ourselves the 
unfortunate faet of tho mturabla condition of a largo iwrUon of the 
popuhitiou of Ireland. It was my duty for some ten years past as 
an Jaspcetor of Fithcrica to become ac^iuainted with the moat 
dtstrassnl districts of Irolaod— those of Connemara. Connty Oal- 
way, tlie County of ifayo, and the County of Douegol ; and t con 
foUy corrobotato everytliiag Uuit Mr. Tuke has eaid with regard lo 
tha miiierablo eonditioo of the people in portions of those coontiaa. 
Even in good tlmss^ as my ofKcial dnties led me there, I found 
many thousands of people who acver ate aaytluDg but potatoM, 
and very often only able to have water with them. They dresaad 
in the mo«t wretched manner. They occupied land which, if I 
may b« exooaed the bull fur a moment, oouaidtcd of sab-wit of 
graoit«, with about six )nelii>s of hml peat poil over it, these peapli) 
(laying for those mi«>orabl« tnots of land souio £3 or £i a year. It 
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vaa hIwujtk a inattor of wonder to inti where tlio uiuuo^r oam< 
fr-om ; ilrc«sod us th«y were in rags, and living in the way I li» 
meutioned, ivlioru tho^r found the inoufj to pay the rout w&s to nie 
a poKBle. Bat. as Mr. Tulio known, u great numKir of Ibesc people 
vero )u the habit of goioj* to Enfjland during the hnrvost time, and 
briogiog Wck snQicivut to iJiiy their rent. Now I will give bnt one 
tnsiaDoe out of ninay that I might, to eliow what a deplorable ood- 
dition the people of tha ^n)st«m portion of Ireland uust bo in. 
The late Colonel Preiicti told me that he hacl £1,C00 a rear from< 
hi« land, and that be liod 1 ,C00 tenants, and tliat woa in good^ 
timos; but when hnd times ciimf, 1 noed liardljr tell you that the 
condition of one-hnlf of the people on such estates as bit> whs that 
of absolute utibrvatiou. Kow, my lord, eome time Rince I felt Uiat 
the qaestion of emigration wa8 likt^Iy to be a vcr; importaiit one. 
for freland, and that it was qiiitw <'*rtaiii that a very largo amount^ 
of oar iieoplo would endeavour to better their position by goiug to 
America, and 1 went there lust Soptombcr chiefly with tJie ol)J«ei 
of iufonniug mynelf about it as a liold for enii|:n'a>tion. Wdl, 1 
went over eomo Lhirly-twu or thir^-thr«e states and t«rriton«S 
North AuiitIcu ; I naw the entire of Canada, from the Sangan] 
Birer to Lake Ontario, and thence went to Manitoba, and anolliC'r 
portion of the North- Wctitcrn territory. Now, as I muet on this 
occaeiou confine myaelf to eniigrittion to the British Colonies, 1 
Hhotl only Hiiy that the Iritih would bf^ very ungrateful if tliey did 
not feel indebted to the United Btatca for the home it has aflorded 
to Ko many thouHnndB of their race. 1 found many of my eoantry- 
men in the United StnteH of America proi»iperous and happy. (Hear, 
goT.) While Uiorr 1 visited thu C'eutiUi) OSici: iu W&sliintctoa, an4. 
of tbe chief oSicers told mo that there were at preeent sii 
^"millionfi of Irish Wood in America : that in a pretty good prod 
what a home the United Htiitee ha» proved to so many of 
poor cuuiitrymcu. Ab to Anstntlia, I tihould be nugi-alefiil if 1 1 
act bay u word in favour of it also, for 1 owe a great do*l of my own' 
Depci'ity, such as it itj, to auceousfal emigration to that Colony. I 
~flin happy to say one of my relatione who wont there made a fa 
tuuo, part of which ho left to me — (laughter) — aud to that Colot 
I owe a great deal of my indcpcndenoo, »ueh rb it ia. Ho nwdo liitt 
fortune and eontributed to mine by the siup;ular eironmstanoo 
getting a paralytic stroke—Oaughter) — mid thurc wa» about it thii 
extraordiuury fuel of a man lymg on his badi and doing milbing 
for a great number of years and making a fortune. Alter being a 
long time in Australia he was realising atl be could, and was ahoat 
coming liomct when unfortunately for himHclf, beeaueo nothing 
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coald oompenMU for loss of bentlh, b« gnl a pKralvUc ntroke, and 
ho wna obliged tolto down on hinbuak in limlo;; lint in ftvooil, aad 
ooald do oolbing ; aad ikbout thiU tini«, when ho tbousht hiniMlf to h» 
n mined ram, tha gold-fietds were discovered, Hud PTerj-tliing ho 
bud ID tiie way of ahocp oud utbvr boloo^iugn ouiuo to b« wortb 
tra Umee tbcir fonnor vilne. Nov, 1 will icll you what I saw Id 
Hftnttob* and tli« North-Weid lerritory, and I feel a diCBdenoo ia 
tpeaking about it wben I Tcul that x ffteat many of yoit koov a 
f^ent d«al more aboot it than 1 do. Bnl tb«ro are many here who 
do not know a« much aboat it as I do, and it is for them that I 
apeak. Beror« G<tiag out tboro t aiiplied to Sir Alexander Oalt for 
inroraiBtion und iutrodnetion, when be 8txoD|*Iy advised me to go 
to the Nortb-West territory andjndpe for myanlr. Ho said. " 1 shall 
bo happf to gtra you iotmlaatioiiH, but vlien yon go there bear, 
Ml, And inqniro for yourTtolf.'' Woll, vhen I watt bi Cansda, from 
tfa« Qoveruor- General dowa to tbo humblest official I met there. 
MiCk tTioeod the greatest anxiety to aflisrd me every facibty to 
obtnin isFonnstton. I wont to Manitoba to jadge for myself, and I 
went orer tbo whole of ic and a portion of tbe Kortb-Weat ns vell 
But, as maay nttbitt meoting ore airare, Manitoba ia a very Eninll 
part of the North- West territoiy of the Dominion of Caeada, some- 
thing liho S40 miles long and 240 miles nide, and the greater 
portion of tbo good land bus been akvady taken np, und what 
remain* of tbe bnrt lands is chiefly in the bands of the Htidsoo's 
Bay Company ftn.l tbe Kailwnv ('oiupnny : but boyund tbat thera 
is a TAst amoual of territory of almost bouadlcss cxtotit. I stood 
on and look«) with wonder at tbo great wheat belt which begins in 
^famtaba and Btrctohes to the Rocky MoDntniiis. 1 ,000 miles long 
and 800 mites broad. B««ida it thcru were tho»o tnigbty grass lands 
which np to the presout have nlTonleit noiiriMhment only to tbe 
biiffalo, and, as yon arv aware, Sitting Bull and bis S,000 or 4,000 
foUowtrs bavo subsisted on buffoloca for many years pasi. Now, 
them grmas lands are somothia^' like fonr or flv^ timc-i thu ftise of 
Great Britain and Ireland put lot^ctbcr. so that wb conid bo fed in 
thir country ox timoa over from the North- West tenitory, if we did 
not grow a abeaf of oont or raise n bead of cattle in (> rest Britain. 
Now, the Canadian Fadflo Itoilway is soon likely tu be completed 
from the Itocky Mountains to Thunder Bay, and tbal will tend 
cooBiderably to tkc rivrelfipmenk of ibut mi^bty territory. (Hear, 
boar.) I liad tlio advantage of itecing some of tbe old settloTS 
amongat tbem— tbo Selkirk settlArs, who camo out with Iiord 
Selkirk in 1603. I saw many who bad oooio oat as children, and 
also tbeir cbildren'e children ; and I saw tbe agents of IladwiD'a 
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Bay Company, whose fatliers came OQi before them, vnA I never 
beli«Id a bealtbier people. Th«ix sons and tbciir dikuslitcrs -wcru 
about the Quoiit people I evor met, and tbc later emigrADU wlia 
came out told mo that they uould bear tlie coltl in iraoitoba, some- 
timos as low as 40 decrees belovr zoro, as well as au £ngU«lfc 
winter: in some iii»liiuuss thoy tuM me even better than tlioy 
uonld tliu English and Ichh viators. I saw many of my owa 
caimtrymeQ who eanta out there iu middle life, and they told mo 
Ihiit thoy were as healtliy in ovory po«i>t'L't as th«y hail ever been in 
trcland. (tlosr, hoar.) Wull, 1 m^t boiuo phyi^lciana also, ami 
ttidy told mo tits dcath-nLtt: wils cau»tdjral)Iy under what it was iu 
the Uuitail 8tatoH. and that the amoiiut of practice they had was 
oxceediDi^ly siuaU. Anotiict pleaaiug featuro is this, tliat cold as 
thffNorth-Wcst h in wiut^r, throughout iicdrly tho whole of it it i» 
proliibitfd to Hull wiuu, loor. or spirit*. (Hoar, liaar.) And tho 
doctors told m9 that, allUoiigh they dreaded the reHulbs very much 
when that lav cama into operation, yet on few oecn,3ioa3 had tho« 
been obliged to oidar alfoliol fur their pationts, and that they wo 
infinitely boalthiur uudcr the total aWtiucnec principle llian Uiey 
bad been umlcr the former state of things, f^atoly, when part of 
Manitoba was anxious to be joined to tho Nortti-Woh'tem territory, 
the latter m^do it n uouditieu tlifit th^ foriu'^r should a^ree to 
oxclndo tlio BAle of li(]uorK ; and before I left Manitoba an Act to 
that effect passed the IjeKisIatiirc iit that part of the State. I 
cxamiaod the nature of tho laud, and it soemad to me a 
maKriitiocnt Boi). Fnrt is of tho loes jormation, same as thfr 
batiiu of tho Mi»<Hi8sippi. aui) for forty ycnrH they h&TO 
been taking wheat oif it nt tho rate uf thirty basbels 
an aore, and thai, too, without manure, without any dimiuu- 
taon whatever in the prodiictivene;)!! of tli<! loud. Tho graaa 
in equally guoil. TUit^ rcgiou >va8 the native homo, and almost 
the laut home, of the buiTaiocs; thoiiiinnd:< of theee animals 
now roajn wild over if. What feeds tlie buffaloes will feed other 
cattle as well. At the time I was tlicro, lUi're wcru noma farmers 
who tried tha fixperiraent of bioeJing a superior doHcriptioti of 
caltle from tho bufTaln, and with every prospect of success. Of 
Cunadftt wc ia Ireland have vory great roasvu to Hpeak in terms of 
v«ry RToat gratitmle, for diiriug tiio recent dititros* n very larfj« sum 
was roUtd by the Dominion Governniout for iU rcUet It was 
applied by Bii- MiehacI liickit' Beach, who disposed of it to promoto 
tho ttea fi^hcri(«, 1 am happy to say with the best rojultt^ as sooii 
of the people have lieeii able to remain at that occupation ia eon. 
<incnco, which tbey must hare otherwise abandoned. Tho paper 
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vliicl) I liAve in m}r biuid, and wbioli lias bccu nlroody nllnded to. 
contains Iho genvroafi offor wliich ttio DomiuioQ Govcniiacnt Unx 
■ude (o Iroluml, and for wliJeh t, u an 1 riidimiii] , feel uniler 
considerable obligration. 1 Bpciik [iL-rfcctly tiidependenti)- ; I bftve 
no interest wbatovM of any kind, dirwily or iadir«U.v, in tbi- 
maUer; and I liavo no lieaitalioa in nying to tboae ofmyoauntr;- 
irtio ate disposed to cuiignitc tliiil, nithont intemlin}; to 
t from other Colonic*, I do not tliink tliat Ibc'y can tmd n 
jnorapfofitablv lii.-lil for tbvir labour than Uic Nurtii- West territory. 
Tbejr wonld Ibcrc bavc this adrautag«^, amongMt oUicrn — irtiich u 
very great to Iloman Catliolica, as mo*% of tlicm are. and at) I aui 
my«stf, and one tbnt they have not in th« Tailed State*— that in, 
if tbey ohoose to cdticnU; tlieir cliildrcu iiccording io tlieir Tiews, 
tliejr got Mp«mteSTnQt« for that objceL In tfae United States oT 
America, on tbo other liaud, there ia only ouo Hyuteui of State 
«dttcntiou ; bo tlint pcrsonB who mny liare an objection to mmding 
tlieir children to the Goremracnt eebooU, or witJi to eombino Uieir 
religion with socnlar education, have not Uie advautageii I have 
Alluded to. nliich they hare in Canada. (Cboers.) 

Mr. F. W. Stoxe : I feci qnite sorry to tronble yon wilh a few 
■observations 1 have to make, hs they will be on liio Bubjcet of 
<.'aDad&, and nearly every opeakcr toni**!!! hne praised Canada to 
«ocli an extent tbnt I, b^iof; a Canadian, hardly like to say uny- 
tliing at all about it. I should not bare sent my name np to Ibe 
■ChAirman hnd I not h-xn ouo of &fr. Torreos'a cousUtucots. I 
Jieard him ney tiint if n vote of money wns proposed in tiie llonae 
of Commons with tlie now of fortboriug such a aohema as Uiu. be 
would tiot be at all afraid of voLin? for it nnd meeting hia eoofiti* 
ineots to take tlif'ir decision upon his voto ; and an 1 happen to ba 
•one of tbem. I wisli in a Immble sort of way to »ey Uiat he need 
not be afraid at all. On? point that (tlrnck me vas thu vay in 
which tlie Aj^ntGcueral of Sooth Anstralla threw eoU water on the 
whole plan. He told n« that Mr. Torrens's |in{>«r might bo called 
a P*I>er for transporting tlie prople from the U'et^t of Irrlnnd nod 
planting ih«u in Manitoba, and that in South Australia they only 
want two clauses of people — domestje servantu (who ure wanted 
«v<;ryn'herrt, and people not OTcr 4S who haTO n little moncj. 
Well, I anderstood Ur. Torrcns referred to people who had no 
monpr at nil. and the great iden underlying his proposal is that 
the OoTorament should adraiice enme of money to enable {leoplo 
who could not otherwise more from their conntrr to emigrate to 
Aastralla, the Cape Coloniui. Canada, or soon] other Colony, I care 
ootTfaich. so that they mig^lit be able to cam a decent UviDg for 
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Uiemselvaei 1 liavo ^mo ooneiderablo acqnoiDtance with the runil 
districts of Kn^^land, imd I hnvn inditfled ft certatn numbor of por- 
bohh to emigrata for their own good ; bnt 1 hnvc always fouQi] the 
greatest posftiMo Ji^icnUy in ^cttin^ thoin to moTO bccBuso Uicy 
haro 9.Q intense fear of croeeing tlia oc&au, and very littla monoy 
to pay for the p»ssaj;a of thcnuelros nnil tbcir families. It is of 
little use to tell thorn that thoy aro only Koin? aorvss tv mix. amOD? 
their ovu peuplo, for they 8iiy, "Oh. wo hnve got no money." I 
am talking of agriciiltunil luhoun^rM. who worti really hard all the 
wecit, uid who only thus mnko cnou^b to provitto r very poor 
living. In Kuglami in ft gcnoral way there is plenty of labour to 
bo done of one Borfc or another ; but most pwpli! who hare to do 
irith lasd ici this country know that ia the wiutor tliey ore obliged 
eitlior tn rcdiico wagos, or to tell nno or two men that they are 
unable to find work for Ihcin. Now in the Colonics this would not 
be the case. a» the hard-working labourer or small farmer wonld make 
enough during the bu«y time to koop himatOf and family if a slaok 
time came ; and it is for thin ren^'^on. amon;; othcrf^. that I think 
this scheme ought to be regarded from a sorions point of view, and 
that it is no part of the dnty of any Agent-Oeneral, or any other 
•gent of the CdnnifH, to throw cold wutor upon it. I think it in 
a pity tiiiil 8o mnoh compariaoo of the merits of one Colony with 
another sbuuUI have been introduced in th(> courite of thiu debate : 
and. althouf;!) I did hear thn-t Cunada votod a cotiaidcrable anin 
of moni'y for the distress in Ireland, aud 1 am proud to henr 
they did bo, still I beliere it in perfectly Inie. and I ani aniiou* to 
day so, that Anstralia did coniribiite to a greater degree even than 
Canada to tlmt distress which existed in Ireland. So many have 
stated what I intended to aay about the great difficulty the really 
poor find in emi^atin^;, and the advantages of emigration to 
Canada, that 1 will only soy that I know many sgrioilttiral 
labonrcra who have gone ont without a penny, and have worked 
hard and done estremely well Ihere. Rome of these mon aro noir 
faniiprs, not with five or ten aci-es, bnt farmers of from 100 to 800 
acres of their own land, Mr. Hall said it was no u«e trying to 
bolster up emigration nnd to (jive money t« it ; but I wonld point 
ont to him that this scheme of emif^rntian only ndvocatea giving 
a sum to be secured by a first mortgnge on the reoipient's property, 
by nieaas of which advance, after ton years' work, he could become 
absolute owner of his ICO aorea, and I think it is certain tliat thia 
woald greatly stimnlato hin endeavour to become auch owner. 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. Fbedxrici.' Yocko ; In the very interesting speech which the 
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bonimriUite member Tor Watcrford has giroD lu, bo oommenced hit 
addrew by oATiitg tlt*t hit oeitber ad\'w)«l«d ttor condemned cmi- 
gnlioQ, uid ;e( I Utink that evorjrouo who UstcncU to him will 
oome to tb« ranclu&ion that bo ia realty a ttiionig advooate for «ii]i> 
gration. At all dvont«, I appQor b«foru you myself aa a docidcd 
advocattt for it. (Cbvorfl.) It «a>> porfaaps almottt inevitable that 
in thoveiy eloquent and mastetlyaddroits vhich baa ^r«n oocaaioo 
to the (UscitBBiuD of liut Taiwlay orftiung, and also this evening, the 
umia«nt l«oturer should give it a litUo turn in tb« direcliou to wimh 
uur thoughts am particularly iraiatud at thia uomotit, with reefer- 
oDoo to tbo gKot Hitter conntry of Intlond. Unt 1 must coofwa 
that I have Wu a littlo disappointed, with some faw uscopliona, 
with Ibo iniy in wliich in Uie djaoosaion — I more piuticiilarly nder 
to that wbieli v« bad taut Tawday— tbo wboh) qnoi tion has baen 
troatcd. (Hear, bear.) 1 think mytelf it tiliould have been taken op 
OD broader, more general, and mora natiuoal groondt). (Hear, 
boor.) Nov it ia a maxim in politioal economy that the Uir«e elo- 
manta of national wealth are "land, labour, and capital." It in 
tbo glory of thia vouutry that nbe baa a fabtUoaa amount of all 
tbau tbnw oleoouts in b«r ixwueasioQ. She haa an cnorinoiu 
amount of laud, labour, and capital within the boandari«B of her 
raat dominions ; but tlio imibliim to be solTed ia — and a great pro- 
blem it it^bow properly to nntU tbeae tbrao great elementa. 
(Hear, bear.) I am odh of those who for years have oontended 
that we ahould inno^iir.itcnniiliuiial nyetcmaf cmi);mtioii.iDorder 
to put OD die land, of whiob vn hnT« such a auperabundauM iu 
afei7 direction throughout the civtli»od world, the curpluit [Htpula- 
tion which 1 aW am uno of tboao who contend wo haro in this 
country. (Lleor, hear.) Lot me aayaword aa to tbc way in which 
the eabjeot may be treated under Uie title whiob Mr. Torrens liaa 
given it in bia oddrosa — namely. " Imperial luid ColoiiinJ Partuer- 
ship in Kmigration.'' I will give you one or two BOKgc'tionH that 
bava oeeomd to my own mind in refcranea to it. First, I Uiink, 
that with a great coootry liko Kogland. posaoaaing Kucb an 
enormou Colonial empire at it doci, on* of the ftrnt pointa to bo 
attended to in om: national system of edoeation it, that in all our 
elementary Board nchooU otir youth, both girla and loja. abonld be 
ao Uugbt aa to botx>mo thoroughly acquainted with overy portion 
ol every part ef iba Colouii>« of Groat Britain. Tbey aboold Itavo 
placed before them evuty pa«sibii> detailed information on tbo inb- 
jeet; ao that when tbcy grow op to bo men and women, if it 
ehaneea tbat tbey are in tbo poaitioa rendering it deainUilo for 
them, in their own intercata. lo go to one or oiber of tbo Britiab 
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GoloDies, it sliall not be witJi tbcm— rBfl m»nj know irho bare 
experience in seDdiitg ont cmigrauts — as it is novr, that our people 
are uaually luoHt igiior&at aiiJ uuiiiformed iiliout the pkceii nrliere 
it iit euKge^tcil tlicy fihould go to, being often afmid even to under- 
take the voyage; Attd that tLey do not even know tlie dififercno»l 
betveen going to Canada and to Aii»>tralia, except in the cost of 
the journey. Tliie, tlieit. i;^ odo of the mode« in wliich I nbonld 
BDggeBt that the partni-rsliip sliould bo commenced. (Cheers.) 
Then I wnnKI go another Rtcp furthor, and tiK^ge-it a plan for 
equalining the co»t, which is one of tht; groat diSicuitics connected 
witlj going to diflercat pnrts of tie Empire. Many years ago I 
proposed, and I would repeat the sni^goBtxor; this evening, thatthcoaj 
Ehonld he R syHtein of tickets nhich should be [^nrchasable at 
GoTcmment estabU&hnicats founded on a great national scale — in 
vhich, for the nake of preaCTving an independent idea of iielf-help, 
eAchndtiltcniigrnntshallpay£2,aQdthiHpayini;iit(>f£2i>orbcad Khali 
entitle the holder of thf' tiolc->t obtfunnblo for thifi sum to bo carried ' 
111 any jmrt of the British Empire. My idea wuuld be that, suppose 
it oo»t iS ia go from England to Cunndn, thv L'tnigriuit ehould pay 
£2, and tho Home GoTommDnt and thi* Ctuiadtiin Govornmeot the . 
balance, in fair and equitable pn>LiortioU]«— whiitovor tliat may' 
bo conHidorod tu In.-, Unoh vroiild huvc mi interest m the emi. 
grants movinc; to whore they wen* going, it would thorefore be a 
wise niid Hoimd nntiouul iuvo^Liuout to piiy the bulunce. Agnin, il 
it cost £'10 tfi go to ilic (_!»pc, the omignint wishing to proceed] 
there at Jii« own option, fihonbl pay tbo numtt sum of £"2, and the ' 
£8 bahmcif ba dividud in etjuiil nnd just I'roportaone by the Mother- 
conntrj- and tbo Colony to which he goes. Once more, if it cost 
C15 to go to Australia, tbo oroigrnnt would stUl pn.y only £'2, and 
the baIiLUL>u (should be fairly aLljuMtt'd beCuoen the Motlier- 
oountry iiud Uic AnstvaliiRinn Colony to which lie sn,ils. Baoli 
vonld got, 1 contend, n great ndvantdge in that emigrant moving 
from thu Iiouil' cuuuUy to the Culuuy to wliii^h he is tranoplanted. 
I thoroughly liulicvj in the opinion that the ctDi^rant hirnt^i'lf is of 
gruflt commercial and practical value. It has been estimated by 
those who ought to know something iibout it, that he ia of very 
considerable nionctriry %-!ihic, and in this way such a system would 
ftbeohitety repay very largely erpry year the cost both to Uie home 
country jind the Colonies. (Hear, hear.) There are a!«o other 
wayn in which the practical rarans of ivliat may be called a part- 
nersbip in emigration enchasonr di utinguished friend on uoy right 
hast linmgbt to our notice might be carried ou, which might be 
uqnaJly udvuutagcnnH, and agree vith my own notions as to 
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perreetiog of any plan of lli» kmil, biiL it ia liardly aecossArjr to 
pill tlicm before you tlii* evening. AU I contoud for gcD«raUr ». 
tbnt it is n most cxtrRordinurj tiling tlitit thi« conntn.*, Iihvitig k 
nnrplnfi popnlntion, should do no little to tnt»«rer it to other partn 
of tii« Empire wherft ther« in n Tranl of (wpuUlioo : that then 
should not bo R thorougli andcrslanding betveen the Coloniex And 
the Hotberfioontry, so as to tranaport tho nnriilus Inbonr hen to 
tlM Colonicfl tbnt vaat it. Somelimos C&aada w&ats it tnoro or len, 
and somf-timeR Nov Zenlamt, AiiMmtia. or tli« Cnpe. 1 brv, theu, 
■nppl; them as tlicy iraot il, iiot with irhat Ihry don't want, bat 
giTo tUem that vliioh tho>- do wnnt nt the proper time, aod in the 
proper mode, aod that con only bo dODO by a ttiDroujbljr national 
fi;slom, whose *■ bend and fVont" would b« in tho MotliereonntTf. 
Uoti] our HtAtesmen can tnio upon thcraselvoato gnpple ^tb tbU 
qneation on broad general groonds wo Kliatl alwnim be making hiluren 
of erery kind, and disappoiutmnnt* will nnnvoidably occur, and enor- 
mous lou of the best mnt^riiil of thr nnlion',* pro^as irill emiuo In 
the Empire. Ooo irord wilb regard to the United 8lates. I am not 
one of ttiQiie who liarc tlie Kltgfatest jealousy of that great Republic; 
bat qtiite tbc contrary. I hnvo rolatiunit of Uiy owa who nre oatiTOa 
of that country, hnt I niusl say that 1 fiiii nn EngliKliniaa befbra all. 
\Vc have i?)t Ruch aii euoruious territory all orer the globe that 
I prefer its boiiig peopled by my owa conntrymen rather than let- 
ting them go to another country. The United Stateti is nuotlier 
conntry, howovcr much wo mar Hvmpnthiw with or admire it. We 
need not tcel any p.-alousy about it, hut we may lead our people 
who desire to emigrate iu a partioolar direction, by punniug a wis* 
oystem : and in my opinioD wo bare hitherto [^nmsly foileil a« ft 
natioQ in directing the etrearo into those cIiaihicU into wlueb it 
ought tu 6(svr. (Lond checrv.) 

Mr. STRrHE:( lloraNK : I rery ranch rejoice that the preceding 
speaker has callnl onr attetilion back to the real ^ubject-muttor of 
the address bofurc (1^. (Hi»ar. hear.) 1 coufciM to baring shared 
the feelings esproRsed L>y more than one Rp^akcr. that, able aod 
interesting as the loctaro was, Mr. Torrens bad taken but a limited 
of tlie (jiieiiUoa in his riew. I think at least our caniiidera- 
requires to be dJrnctcd now not ho much to tbn special claims 
of Ireland, nor to the special facihlies offor*^) by C&nads, as to tlie 
general quostioii of lite advanhigea In Uie United Empire of pro- 
iDotioK emigration. (Hear, hear.) It was ray pri%itego d^teea 
UOntlH A^n to bn'nt; tbi* ■nlj«!tb*'fore the Roynl Colonial Institute, 
and I took it from the point of view which lb« MolUer-coantry held,

emi^aCion in iha interest of Ibe Mother-conn try herself. Those 
views did ooi pcrlmps receive the fall occcplruuco which I exDCoted 
al tho UtQo, and Lho iutarvcntug period, with the temporuy rovtraJ 
of trade which hot* tukea placu, hits dtftwu to a certaia exteot 
diiwrccUt niton thcmi but 1 think iiom tho tone of the pabUc proas 
and tho tnide rojiorts oa to Uio condition in which the eonntr; now 
Dtaud;^, Lhiil thusu viewd will soon he more refuUly accepted Uiou 
tbujr liavo boca buforo. The rnwui ropid revival of tbo trade which 
we had lust l»d man; ta think that we eliouhl find in the U'ndo of 
oar country quiUi euiUcieat employmeut for tho Hiirpltts labour, Uio 
umpluit pupulutiou, uail tho Burpluo vupitnl which exists, without 
any necessity for omployuig tboin in the colonisation of the distant 
portions of the Empiro. I candidly coufc»s th&t 1 for cne nhould very 
much rogrcl if trndo iu our country ^vcr6 to become so proaperous 
fts to put us altogether off tho scent, and bo Icavn undone tha n-ork 
.vhich I believe la our duty, that of sprvftding EngUah knowledge 
ftnd oivihitslion over the outhre world. (Hear, hear.) But we 
niu«t not look upon thi» quctjtion with the limited view which was 
artervriLrds prosoatecl — that is, of acuding out our Hquolld and 
poverty- stricken neighbours. We must not forgot that it it the 
interest of tho ooloniHts now to ohtikin the host cIrmb of people that 
they can receive; hut our views of tho rt^lations between the Iwo 
must take a f&r viderrauge thou that. 'What wo want is to KXintftd 
abroad tlic knowledge amongst ail dasaoa who lira in this eouutry 
that they have to fulfil the great deetiuy which lies before them, 
and tbut it is not a huid^hip, but the ombracuig of on opportuiuty 
the jUiui}jhly lia% pIucLtd within ottr reach, to assist iu ooloniaotioa, 
and tu ho looked upon us a glorious ohjixt to promote civilisWUou. 
(lieoT, hear.) We want to fci-l thut with tho illimitahle rcEOUicOfr 
of tht] Empire iu limd, cho };rowth of population at homo, and the 
wealth wliich we have ucqiurud, it in our duty, and our privi- 
lege IU well, to fuliU the purposue for which laud was created and 
for wliich money \s given. It is my duty every day to posH under 
the portico of the BoyoJ Exchange, and my uttcutiun has often 
been tlrawn Ui the motto which adorns tho front of that buUdiogi 
." The oarth in tho Lord's, luid lho lulneee Uioreof." I say that it is 
in the fahiesit of thit< earth, and in ntilining the falness ot the other 
pcrtiooa of tlie Empire, tliat one end of our grettiiees is to consist. 
(Hear, boar.) II is nut simply of tho lahouruig jMpulatton that I 
tipenk. but I helieve that wc are oil destined to tiU up the great 
void in tht» worlil. (Hear, hetu-.) tVnd although in Ireknd, iu 
proviueia.1 towns and in other places, there may he a necessity for 
^litpiug to remove the presaore of poverty and distress amongst ths 
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lover strau of Moiet;, 1 be)i«Te we &r« more coac«rt)ed in Uie 
removal of tiatnbcrs in Urn bigbcr classes Uuti iu llio lower, 
miint ve waot k, to molie it felt Uwt tliose wlio li*vo bruiiu aod 
those who havo capita3, u wotl na tliose who bavo the Inbonr of 
Uitiir bunds to bentow, iboiild tora their attenliou to cbanifin^; tbair 
hoQiM. I will not call it ft hardsbip. oa it baa Im'l'u apokou of. It 
nwj b« hard for the bride to leave hor home and to break ap ita 
aasoeiBtioDii, if it baa been ooq of bappioeHs and comfort ; but, if 
ahs ia goiag to a l>ri;;bt and bap|>T one, ira do not Bpcftk of lior 
wllb pi^. Ho it mtky be trying for tbote who haT« Uvod together 
to break np all farmer coouectioua ; bat. if thty aro going to a 
bettor and Ljippier bomv, ono nbora tliey may luTQ moro frcudom, 
with a falaro hcforo tb«m moro permationt and f^U of btcuiiogB 
greater than thoM which tlioy ara leaTing at home, Buoh oogbt not 
to be the fcoliug with n^ard to ekauging our conxiLry. Oitr oii- 
etuDtlanecii am sach that we liavo too many iu the lubuar market 
here— eapedally the clerical olcmeut. vhicb ever; mprcltaiii and 
bajiker will admit ; and. if wo find a large portion of th« iot«Ui- 
genee and brain labour of otir couoLry oxbauiited, oot in ibe pro- 
dttotion of wealtli, not in increnslsg what will add to tbt* liappineaa 
of others, but Iu gaiaiug for theuic«lvus a larger alnirv v( that 
which h&s boeu already created by olherfi, then some relief ought to 
bo found for tbnm. Wbni ia tho effect upon tlie public welCgutv 
prodOMd by tho promotion of eo many compftniee of joint- 
■look Jobbing operatkini^ of sit that trading which eonaiata 
in Btmply passing from band to band witbout eTcr aoetsting 
at all in tho work of conveying &oui the producer to the 
oou«amer? What is this but aimply a waste of power. iust«id 
of a Hoekios to do that which will add wealth to tho coonliy, 
or a Hpnadiog of that happiness which it is deinrable to afford to 
all ? I think wo oo^jht to feel that gocIi is the duty imposed npuu 
OBt and that the Almighty baa placed within oar reach the means 
of fnlfiUing thia great uiasion. I am ulad to hear Mr. Vouu]^ 
speaking of emigration being of siioh value to the countries to 
wliich it goes, and it is for thin rcaMo that I regret the huge 
diversion of this emigration to the United Statee. J feel that the 
▼alae of human life is not sufficiently uppreeiat«d ; it ought la be 
deemed juat as valuable as animal life in nn economical sense : and, 
when wo look upon the increase of the hutiinu niee as we do upon 
that of the animal race — as both being an element of property, 
there can bo no doubt at all that we shall seo that labour is 
productive of more and more Rood than it b«* yetaooompliahed. 
XaIxuu- by tho liunian race is capabU of iirodouog more than it 
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■n'linlR for its own Riip^iort, and all tiic surplus may go to tlie 
ac^uiflition aii*l acciiinulalion of wealth. Therefore I believe that 
eveiy life we sacrifice in Uiis countey, Itecaiiac we crowd our people 
in nnLe&ltliy dwelUngs, aud from tlie vant of proper sanitaty 
orrangementii in onr huuscii, is n Ioho that may be re»dilT avoided 
by jndicioua citiii;!rAtion. Mticb of the preeeut miaery omon^rst oar 
striving peo]>le is iluu to tLc mod« of life pursHed in their dwellings, 
but particularly to the '^ani wnsto, ullnded to by Mr. Blsko, vbieh 
go«» ou in the consumpttou of nlooboUc liqaora ; and 1 bolicvo that 
every hft.' we thus waste i« jui^t so miicb destruction of valuable 
property, beoansB you thus destroy the tneima of creating wealth 
and of promoting tho boaltli and liapplnoss of others. Then, I 
think Vfl tihonld como to the riglit nnder8ta.iiding of tliMe que&- 
tious, and of the necessity of cuforciug upon the Govemmont, 
vlmt il is tlicir duty to do, in ae^isiing by every nieane in thair 
power the promotion of pmigi'ation. I think tliiit wlieu we have 
80 many pour iuiiong.it u? tlie Govenituont should undfHulic to 
TOmove aomc of Uiem, but ] nino think that whcnev<.T ni^(titaiic& 
U given to those who go from this conntry, 8ncli liclp sliould 
become an Impenal char^ upon the property to wliicK they may 
nttftin, Wheupver help ia rendered to n niftn who has not the 
mmnH liimseK, and it becomes a char):i? upon the wetilth he may 
BubBequciitly Rctpiire by this mctiris, I believe tL:it you will promote 
liis indopnnd-snoe, and that o largo proportion of th4 boucfil COO- 
ferred will he relnnicd. It mny bo that mitifortune or ill-heoltlu 
may cnuBC some portion of flie asHiHtunce tJins rendered to bo lostg 
bat wbat IB thnt ooniparcd to the loss whicli no^it* nrifios from tlio 
poor-law support of a RUpembuudflnt populatiou ? 1 believe n 
largo portion of the expciidtturc would come biiek, oud so furuiKh 
the m&ftDB for fiilvanoing to otliprs* who Bftfrwnrdo wiwhed to go 
forwnnl. But the main Rource of our oinijj ration should not be 
compOBcd of tlic lover claHKec only, but aho taken from tko 
classes above them. I do not mean to advocato thnt tlioiic who 
have money fairly employed hern slioiild go nway witli tlmt niyney, 
nod thus denude the market at honip ; hut even if tliey did, surelrJ 
OUT country i^ rich enough to ufford the Iosr nC the capital whiclM 
the emigrniit.'i wnnld OmR take witli thorn ; for if tliey go forth Ihej 
leave room for Ihe improvement of the condJlioii of those who, notJ 
defltitnto at home, will slip into their plaeca Wo nhould not hnTM 
the present dcBtitntion if some of the better ekes wert' found Um 
thns set the cxamplo for wn should have some of the lower clnsRar^ 
naing up to a higher position than that which they now occupy. 
Tli«9 there would be a geucral promotion of welfare from the top 
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down to tlio bottom. WiUi tltefift views 1 feel w« owe aconaidernbia 
debt of {[Tutitudd to Mr. Torrviis for brintfing thu sabjoct before uh, 
altlioagb I Tonturo to tbink it should liaTO cmbrftood a rfttfaor 
wid«r ratig«( nod also tb«t mucb of onr diMnsaioii might hAVftbeen 
a UtU« more to tho (wiot ; and I »gaia tbaiik our U'muA. Mr. Yuuug 
for retamcuis lUe ground nlitcU bo has bo ably duuo, Tbo labjoct 
i« oa» wbieb will forco ittiolf upon tbo attcuitinii of tiie oou&trjr, 
becaase tlicro is uo donbL tbut with oar gTDwioi; population, and 
Ibe diminialiing tnido wbicU vo un; ciuryiii^ ou, wo iau»l bufon 
loi^ find aomc outlet for boUi Ctio labour aud tlio cApttal wbicb wc 
pOBfieM, and ve muit not be auwise ouougb to Ibtuk we own for 
Qotbiag all Ui« ualimited resourcoo wo bavu in onr Coloaios. I do 
not think our Colonial fricnJa aro quite aw.irc of their respon- 
HibiUUe^i in the matter, because tlie; do not Hoom quite as anxious 
to draw th<i boada witli tbo Uotber-couotry, in one dixootiooi m 
eIo«a M tboj abonid be. (No, no.) 1 tliink that what we want is 
an aniversal tariff for tbe wbolu Bcilisb Empire — (cfamrs)— «o kbat. 
if a DUB choowM, bo may be iii a position to pay jiut tUo aamo for 
A enp of ton in Aaslr&Ua as bo would p»y iii Mtddlotiox. And so 
with regard to trade, if be can buy lu'a cml freo in Li.uca*(liir», h« 
ohould bo able to do it. in Au:itriUia likuwiM. (Uetir, bear.) I 
think wo witnt a unit«d tariH for tlio wUolo of llio Oolouie^ and the 
whole of tbo Empire within ouo groove-. X bjliuve th%t whatever 
rovcDue ia raiKod by customs daUe.-> ahonUl bn loriod in tbe Golonioe 
and in tlie Imme uoaotry up^u preciital/ tliv Name articlcK, aiid at 
preciitely tbo mmo amoant. This would simphfy miLtlers with 
regard to intorooiumuuiouliou botwccu tho Colonics and the mothflr- 
eooBtry. 1 am afraid that tbe grout mistake vi too oft«n rando of 
doviaing the efltablishment of tome kind of tariff union amongst 
tho Ooloiiics tbomiwlvcs, but not of n rraiproonl one between the 
ColmuM and the mother-coUDtry. I feir that such a noiou to 
tbeir adrantnge, but not to that of tbe MoUter-ooontry, would be 
entenng npou a very mistaken policy (Cboera.! 

Tbe B«v. A. SryLouK Urrboco (Viearof tit VtnV*, CI(>rkeitweU): 
My Lord, Ladioi, and Gentlemon, — I beg to thnnk Iho Council of 
tliia Institntc for bringing forward this most practical subject, on 
which wo liavo had suoU a valuable diseoseion, and our thanks ara 
dao to Sir. Torrens for baring broachctl some exeelleni ideas. Tlu^ 
are tho same that I hoard wfaon ho (3lt. Torrena) practically eabond 
into this subject witb me some foarteea years ago, daring which 
time onr bumble Society (the Clcrkenwoll Kmigration) has been 
Lbe means of helping out to thu Biiti»h Colnuii;* no ku than \,'iiO 
emigrautiL From practical experienoa ou tliis 4|uention, I believe 
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tlint the Twst cl«88 of woiliing m<?ii tlo not «o oul to tbt? ColoniJi 
wlien tliere is plcaty of first-cUss wurk ia Kugland, and cmigraoU 
gencmUy will not go oat of our conntry, in wliicli th«,v liave prat^ 
ivell a certainty of voik, to run llio risk of not getting anything in 
tUo Colonics ; but, ricvcrthclcsa, tJicro oro u vciy great numbar of 
tlio populntion who n.re urtsinus to go n1)road. I liave coin<< tn 
coutfici with many tlioumiids, nol only iii cOTnjspoiiding but also 
by Bccing thorn, and tb«ir couaitUitig mo; In my obscrvaUmn 
firom aliDUt tho yt&r 3868 (when things vera in a rery bad state 
Judged in trades and ftgriciiltnrc) np to about 1876, and even to-day 
gbt ot ten people have ftskftd my advice on this subject. J would 
sy tliey arc good, indnatrioaR, nnd pinnievDrin^ p«r«onii, bnt not 
aItu»etliPr thn best worlnnen, who go out to cor Colnnieii. Fcf^liug 
myself thiLt a go«d hive now and t!i«ii ought to tiirow out a good 
nwarm, and that wo in Groat Britain are gi-owingnnd increasing — 
and I shftl) be ronch astonished if wd have not abont d'l.OOO.OOn 
pcoplo inhabiting EngUind, Ireland, and S^cotland on Sunday nigbt 
Roxt wlien tho ceneus is tahon— and, a» wi> itro increasing ea^ 
)-car by ■KlO.Oflft ovor the cniigration, deatti, and othnr raica, I fed 
mysulf that (>&d has giyi^n us the EiigUsh Coloniea throughout the 
world to people, and that it is our national duty in ovei^ way to 
promote emjffration. I cannot but f»ol that, when I Raw in 
public newspapers this rooming {March Sy) tliat fl5,0(K> etnif 
had landed in New York, and that half a million are expected to 
arrive there dnrin^ this present year, we have not done oar duty in 
directing a very large namber of those people to tho Colonies and 
preventing them from proTmlily becoming alions. Wlion yoo look \ 
thodiflcrent Colonics you aay, what inducements do they particuhirly^ 
hold oat? I am not sayiag anything abont tlte land offered by the 
Colonics, I tliink it better not; neither would 1 reconiiuond aaju 
man going ont etraiglit from Kiti^land to nettle at once on any 
the land bo ofifered. You have the EngUali farmcrt who hay* gone 
out, and our Society has rUo Rent out a good many of the middlttj 
oIms, and a atill larger nnmber of the hnmhlcr olassos. and we find 
that a. great many of tliem, when Lboy gi-t tlictc. havo to uulc* 
EogU&b farming, Ac, before they can Icani the CoIodihI nystonis^ 
and betiidu that, a great deal of Uunr pride in English ways muMl 
be taken otlt of them first of all b«foro they get on to th« luid. 
all coset; of a»8)8tpd emigration 1 find it bettor tr> give tlio mc 
right out. I think it iii a bad policy to cxpoet tbu money 
back, because in Jnony cnses where it has been expected to bsj 
returned I havo Keen great disappointment felt by benefactors wt 
lent tliem money. I feel, tlien. it is better to give the 
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teugtnotv t Htim 6f tooney to assist tltcm. It is n bml policy to 
ship th«ia oat in times of fiuniao ; yon want to land IJiem in tho 
Golonios when they c*a be of om dtrooUy to (re* tlje" (Iftily breftH, 
ami whon they would be a blMsinj? to the country. Wo till know 
that CsttadA hu not reaped bo macb ailvantu^o tn wns ^xprdcd in 
helping cmi^nnts, becmuu tn & grc&t many instaocus directly they 
got OTor to the DomiDion tlioy Mcarcd free ruilwky tiobets to Dotroil, 
and the Yankees got the benoBt of it, irhilo tho Cftotulian Qorern> 
nienl wan very macli oflcndod. Canads will always posaeaa great 
attractJoDB, oppcctally on timid tniTcllcrf know that from Ireland to 
Labrador they are only tiv& and a hair d«y« out of flight of Ary laad. 
My fcelinB with regard to Autlralia and omigratioo is that when w* 
consider that each emigrant ia worth abont £200, Dot with »U«b a 
mm of money in his poeseBsion, but tbIoo of the man faunHOlf, nnd 
when we know that the old people do not go out. T am an adrocata 
for tctidinjt three or four familiuu together, nnd then they holy one 
another. They are a llttlo strange when they fir<>l get out there, 
but the colonists show tbem tery great iiympatky. I find when 
three or foar families have joined toftelber that they proepcr better. 
I think wc> havp to thank tho Royal Colonial Institute for having 
ventiljildJ UiiH subject thoroughly well. Abont twelve or fourteen 
yearti a^o wo bad a eonfercneo at tlie WoHtminslcr P&lnce Uotcl on 
Emigration, when some excellent -rnggoBUona were mode (and 
Tarions objeotiouH were also pnt forward), amongst lliem that the 
Imperial Govomment shoold enbsoribc a tliird, Uio Colonies a third, 
and tbo emigrants themselves a tliird. I have hoard it snggested 
that England ahonld 6nd the ships, the Colonies tite food, and the 
emigrants the kit, and other tlungs conaectod with It, Iheir outfit, 
kt. ; bntaawearecallednpon to-night to give our own obaervutiDDS, 
I can only »ay from experience that the boat means for accomplish- 
ing the objcets in view n by forming emigrants' dobs throughout 
Great Britain. Kow trith respect to tho olaas of perRoafi who go 
from Fatherland, tbo beet colonisers are the Gprman» ; tlicy 
Mt in vast aumbcrs (com their emigratinii dabM in Gennsuy. 
and I find that immigration ehibs are also formed in WiMsonnin, 
kc., «hi;re a nnmber of families club together, and harp K-vn able 
to supply meet of the money fir the purpose of aidin:; out n-Utions: 
the consequence iu, tljnt tho Germans a« a rnle are better farniflbed 
with the [irinciplcs of bnlping t» mad out their own people Uinu iJie 
English, for my part, lam in (avonr of the oKtabliahmcnt of sutdi 
clnbo (Cnnadian. Australian, New Zealand, Ac.), and tba.t tho Im- 
perial Government aboold BDbndise tbem. I feel oonrinoeil that, 
aoless wc do so, onr efforts will be unuYailing to colonise, becaoH wo 
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know it is eo ver}- inucli clicaper to go to New York than it U to Uie 
AuHtmliim ColuutcB. Only lo-day in sendiiig a person to New Todc 
I took hor ticlict to Uftrwicli, thence to Antwerp, and she found 
the Toyogo a gnat dciil clieiiper tliftu she could go from Xiiverpool 
to London. 1 iecl myself that we ought to have Btate aid, anil Z 
would suggest that if every emigr&nt goiu^ out to the Cape, 
Atistralift, or New Ke^laud should he Eubtjidised to the amount of 
£5 from tliu Impcriul purso, or £2 to Cauadti, it would be very 
little out of the Imperial exchequer in the course of the year, and 
Uiat thou tlie Colonio6 »liou]d fiud a (.'cTtaiu Kiim of money, say 
uluiuet, if iiot 'iiiilc, uu equul proportion, and Ui»t then the frieudc 
of thoBt! living in the Colonics, as well as tbceinigriuits tbemselvea, 
would I tliiuk find tho rest. I can only hope from tho kind of 
answer which wc Luiud la the IIoukc of Commoua the other day, 
iliat thore luJsht be euch a, thing as a eobttidy coming from the 
Imperial pur^e, oud that this mo«t uecee^ary help will bo carried 
oat.

Thoro was an important point 
in dealing with the whole qaestion of emigration, an to what is tho 
real money valae of a man. He (Ur. Wilson) had often tried to 
elaborate the priee of a man, and ho had lately come across a 
paragraph from an Ajucrican State Paper pricing a good, healthy, 
vigorous man— the average emigrant—ai exactly £168 18b. 4d.

»tiU furUier. Sir Alexander tialt, in Uio very sblo Paper which be 
gnvo uB «arly Uiis MRBioo, told tut thnt wiUiio fifty yeare someUiitig 
lik« 4.000,000 of peopld had goQO from tho Uoitod Kingdom to Uw 
United Stat«8. Now, mnltiplyiog this number by Mr. Wilsoo'ii 
value of a man, I have arriT«d at tb« rearUt thnt we liave made ft 
gin to the United States worth the very modefitsani of £866,696,666 
l])s. Jd. (Laughter.) Well, whether tliat does or does not approx)< 
toato to tho valtio ^of the population which wo have bestowed 
opon the Unitoi States, within the period meutionod by Sir Ales- 
aoder Gnlt, tliere lb no doubt whatever that w» liare mode a most 
mogiuficent preeont, wortb millions of ponndn, to the United States, 
in the shapeof population. (Hear, hear.] We have helped to build 
up tlie American Union within half a oentury to an extent which 
wc ean scarcely estimate. If tho population which has gone from 
this country to America had been diverted to (ha Bhtixh Coloniei^ 
wliiifi a very ilifTereut position would tboae Colonics be in at the 
present moment! (Hear, hoar.) If only one eohtary hundred 
tbuiiEand of tho^o people had gone to South Africa t (Bear, bear.) 
In fifty ycara, by the moat infinitesimal system of omixration. we 
might have placed a htindrcd thougand extra EoropeaQ people in 
South Africa ; and theu tho viiole of tho difiioulties which have 
cmbarrnssed tho Klotber-country, which aro still ombarraasing bar, 
and which, I fear I mufit say, ivrv hkoly to bring discredit opott her 
— [hear, heari — would never havo nriHOo. The hundred thousand 
people placed in South Airica would havo prevantod oil that ; and 
the British popnUtion of South Africa would havo been able to 
dent with the uiitivc qui-8tion, a» tho people of New Zealand hiive 
been able to deiU with their native <juefltiou ; aud this cotmtry. in- 
stead of hftvinj; to pay a very large amount of money for South 
African warn, wonld only have spent a, mere Aractioa of that amount 
in Bunditi:^ tliis hundred tliouKand people tit that country.

moTement and those rec«&t raoveueats which we bare heard bo 
maeh about- I believe thnt tho poopio of the Australian Colnaiei 
do not want that element in tlmir populiitioa.

'Aostmlian Colonios adopted ibe sytttom which provaiU, wbou they 
aaejat enusrante out from this eoantry, of reqairing that tbey shall 
be brongbt ont in proportion lo tlie popolations of tlicso throe 
Kiugdoma. That would appear the fuirest arnuigomi>nU unsnrJng 
that the Colonial population shall be made np. m is most desirable 
it abonld be. of a proper projiorlioii uf |>eoplo from each of tho throe 
Kingdoms ; and no Colony should have too many people from one 
portion of tbe United fiia^tdoin brought out to it by the expenditaro 
orCnlouitU money. (Uev. haar.) 

Ur. C. ProoKOKa : The ouuneut statesman who 1ms with Itcncro- 
lest intention addresMd a?, and the dtstiofnu^hcd colonists and 
others who hare spoken, gare as but scanty dftuil on onu or two 
points of vital imporianoe. A little proof is worth much argument, 
ftod ve should 1m in posMssion of information as to how the people 
it is intended to benefit will receive this mcAsnre. It is also most 
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imiKittnnt tlint tlio moat (JcMrving and most ilostitntc shonld 
thosu who lirnt of all reoeire relict Our Eooak friends 
QOtorioit&ly good «t a bnrgnip, nnd w« e&onot blomo them getting 
all tlioy can ; tlicy wouli] exercise right of choice, niid ittk« tliose 
very ftiiQilies that wo moiit necil r.t Lom«. and get as moch as ibey 
«»D of the cxpcnsQ paid out of tho Homo Troasurjr. I ntn in poe- 
sosaioD of infotmalLon, from good authority, n.s to Uio fMiUug Ui 
ptojcct will lanfti |)roWltlv arou^o in the miuds of tho inodcral 
jot quick-witted Irish peanixnt. I rom^^mbei- tho scenes wbi 
B. Groves A Snoa, in 18Ui-!), sent many sliiploadg of people out 
Ireland, a large perceutiigo ucv(>r livLiio to reach tho land of 
promiBi>. I also, when n roidaiiiprudn in tho TiWorw, LM oxporioDOO 
of d«ck loncls of persoiiB wo tiiolt from tho overcrowded Immigrant*' 
Home, Mftlbournfl, to distrihiite nious the coaHt. 1 as an Iriahmao 
have seen something of Irish of nil clivesea, in Ireland, tho Colonies, 
Aiuorioo., und other pUoe!«. It ix known to «omo of tho8« present 
that since my i-ecent rotiini to thu old country, I bavo Bpvnt some 
(imo cind trouble in eSWts that I am corlAiu will ore long 1m 
succeHAful, to pstiiblish a centre of ioformutiou (on. purely pul)lic 
Bpiritcd, aud not privat'C grntinds), wiicru thoeo who seek to go 
abroad rany Icnrn where and how tlicy can bcRt work otit a. proa- 
perou» future — therefore I am ioterestcil eituply in tliin. If ve 
would a]loriat« tlie <^ent IriRti Uit^trosa, tet it be in no half heart 
mamioT ; l<t the manner of the gift earry with it that vhioh, if 
do68 not arouse a foeliug of gratitnile, will ut least for verj abi 
aako cuitHc the nujipression of hostile or ungratefoL feelings, 
us not continuo to drive tens of tliousnnds annually to alien ehor 
whilst till uur Colouifs are sparnely peopled, and lot tlie 
cliooKG tlmii- future home. Acclimatisation is another difficslt 
But, above nil, lot m wlio aro joined togctlicr in the Colonil 
lD8titut« under the motto of United Empiro, let us at least 
forgot th&t it is out duty to Itccp in \iew the unity and lut 
and comtolidation of tho Empire. (Hoar, hoar.) 

Mt. T»o»a8 HcIlwiuitm. Premier of Quesuslaud: My Lord, 
Ladiea, and (.icntlcmea, — At this lute hour of tho evening I did not 
intend to addioee this moctiag, bnt as I am called upou I mxist eay 
a f»w words. Had I di»cui>sed this q^e!^tjon, I had nu intention of 
flpciikiiig about QuQCiislond alone, which 1 represent here. 
«onHidcr that the dohate has gone too much down into partionll 
by individuaU speaking too much in d«t»il of pa^til^ulJlr Colonic 
irhilo the great question has escaped tho attention it deserrpi! 
I had not tho pleasure of hearing Mr Torrens speak thie day week, 
bat I have hnd the pleasure of readiiig the article in tho .Vinrt<vnrA 
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t'^turg, uid my fini impulse vasto Trite la bim aod offer bim 
my eoiiKrattilstionH for baving in a rtyle bo Tigoroas, d«moDfltreU4 
tbo [jmotioal solution of tbo diffioolty oonnrctod vitb OTcr-popala- 
tion hero sad wnut of popalatioa Ja the Colonies. TlirDugbout 
biu ardcis, and I understand oIjo the addr«Bs be hna doliT«r«<il bcr«, 
tho main idea is not that Canada or any other Colony wants 
popnlntion, and that wo are in a difficulty at the present tamo from 
oftr-populatcd dibthcte iu IreUind— both of tiiette facts mny be 
takoa for grantod ; the main idea Mr. Torr«nM tries to (enforce, and 
DUO that I haro boon trying to get rcco^iscd an long aa I havo 
bMU connoutwl with poUtieK, ie, that it ia the duty of tho British 
Oovommont tu direct omi^-atloo from tb«ir lOioreH — (hear, bear) 
— lo that idvu 1 proiuiso that I vill ^ve cr«ry assistanoe myself, 
whether Uia emigrants go toQoecushutd.orCiLuatla, ortnany oUier 
of oar British posseesiouH. 1 know perfeotly well tUut as soon ati tlie 
JBoKlisb tiovoroioeut take into tboir hands tho emigration from 
their shoreR, that tiio tiling will ha so gigantic a HucBe<ia that all 
our iKMaeatuona will bciietit thereby. The rvpresentativcs of tho 
difiereot Uolcmics shoald joiu vith Mr. Torreos, who is a practical 
BWD. and a man having grwt iaflnenee with the proMnt Oovera- 
moot, ami aid him in lorciag upon the OoTenunent a reoognition 
of their duty iu this rcspcet— • dnty too long ignored. We know 
well there are |iphtica]objectjQ]iH to Inckhng this ({uesliou in tbis- 
oootitry. OoiuerratiTee and Liberals alike all shunt the re* 
sponstbility, bat it is a question wliicli ctuuiot ho ehaotfld much 
longer. UTcr-populatioo in tlio L'uilod Kingdom and umigratiou 
to foreign oountries are both great and increasing «'Vtl9 that demand 
a remedy. This luitofal Toluntary Myxt^in of emigration, by which 
Great Britain losps her Rubjocts and hor Colonies remain dwarfed, 
ought to bo tukcn ap od a great untioual question by momben of 
I'arliameat roprMcnting both English, Irish, A.ud t>cotti8h coosti- 
tueneioR, and we, tbo repreaontativos of the Colooiaii. ought to joiib 
ptOj^hpr tu atreagtben their hands and lay oBidi- all quostioui of 
thcr (juccutlaud, iho Cape, or t'ttnoiln, is the best place to go 
to — all we wont h to get tltis prtttoiple eslablishod, that tho English 
(loTcnuncnt osgbt to take possesnton of the work. (Ilcnr, bear.) 
One gonllemna bore to-niyjht eaul, " Why do not wc eolonists do it 
onrsplTeB ? " The sokw^t lo that i^ (hut it i»i too grrat a work 
for as to undcrtakf. Vi'e in the Colonioit hnvo work ta do and 
duties to perform quite beyond the s«o[H) cf tho present gen* 
•rntioB ia Englsjul. We — I mean llio present gensratkm of 
colonists here — bnilt all our own boused, and are doiog it 
ijeti as a rale, your father built yours for y«a. We have 
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built ftll our scliooU, our clinroiiefi, our courts of jtt3ti««. 
our dookii, our gaols, our ronilH, and our bridges. Most of 
tliese tlibgA liATfl been mnde ajid left to you by ynar fathers. 
It » quite easy to see, therefore, liow difficult it would be for n& — 
ft Imndful of pQopIe — to underLulco the wltoJe expeoBC of ooloniu- 
tioD. I regretted to hoar otic or two apcahc^rs blame tlie Coloaiee 
for not liftTiiig sympfttliy with cmiin'Btiou. 1 know there are eome 
Colonies that are backward in piomnliug immigration. Viotona, 
foriaatance, to judge by tlie espcmcnts of the viewe of hor workmen, 
would buiJd a wall to prevent either immifrrants or British goods 
ooming in : but witli bbetie ttloax Vioturia in lorung in tlie race now, 
nuil I haTo no doubt it will noon bi- rocogntsud there, aa clsowluiia, 
that thi> Colony cnnnot hi^vomc ffroat and prosperous, or keep pace 
with her iiMghbuurs, witliout a groat inorease in population, iij 
experiance is that all ('otonial parties, witli tlie oxcejition of the very 
extreme men on both Aides, arc strongly in favour of immigration, 
and would support a soherae worked by the Bntisli Guvemment by 
which we should get a fair class of imoiigruntfi. Wo cannot pay 
for iuimigratiou in money, but the land ie thor« abundant and the 
ijuality good : and both are nt the disposal of tliu British Govern. 
tiiunt as fiOQU iia thuy udupl saum practical Hchomc Land is of no 
value to us ; but by judicJouti management it may be mad^ to 
reimbur«9 to tlie Britisli Gorornment the cost that they may Iuvh 
bcou ut. ^Vl) tvca willing to let that be done ; but our present won! 
18 a man liltv Mr, Torrona, who would heail rv party and proas the 
MiniHtty. I do not advocate «mi^ral.iou uu accouut of tho Irish 
difficult, but I rocoguiso tho Irish diilioulty m a capital lever to 
work the Govonunout with ; and, if Mr. Torr^^as will work with his 
friends, I believe that that would load to the best resiJts. It is a 
rii^bt thing to do, and it is ouu that the Govummcnt, though Uiey 
might disappoint a few iuilucutial euppoi-tors, would get their 
reward for. Tho fei>Ung among inemberH of Parliament generally, 
especially all uubiassod by oliua intLToxt, was in favour of the 
British Govcrnmunt taking an activo part in emigration. Let this 
be thoroughly uuderstood by deputMions to Mini stem and other- 
wiso, and the difficulty with thu Ucvcnimcnt will vanish. 
Bem«mb«r, it ig not going to coat them anytliiug. Every penny 
they spend on it will be rcpiLid tbein. I am i^ure uf it that the 
whole thing ciin be worked out in a mamtcr that uill repay the 
British Govorument What wo n'ant them to say is, that if yoa 
should put Buch a practical propntiition before us we are willing to 
find tho muuoy. That will bo the tirst step gained. If they do 
tha^ wo are quite prepariMl. with a praetioal schumo. England may 
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bare to adTutoe n milUoD or two at Jirst, all of irhicli will be 
nlUmnifJy repaid. But t:\en nercit Ioat,Trhicli la uot at alllikol;, 
it would be well epcnt money if it dirertcd ttritisb emigration front 
foreiga to Colonial Bfaorett. The gentleman who apoke laiit but nne 
g»vu somo BtntiBtica which were raUif'r ladicroiKi, but it is plain 
common-seDso to put it in the vnj he did. We thoroughly uoder- 
stunil the value of <»>lonist«, of Uie lahuur thus diverted to tbe 
Uuiti^ States; and 1 look with Hhatne nt the BriLish Qovonimcilt 
allowing the wealth of this euantr; to flow to Americn, an it bw 
dOM hitherto. An argument whioli nppcala to eelf-intfirert alone 
may not he of the highest olaas ; but it in aamctimea woiKhty, and 
ia voliinhlo here. Anstraha., with a po])ulaUou of aomcthing over 
two millions and a half, conmimes within 15 per cent, as great valne 
of British gooda aa the Unttod States of America, with a popnlatioci 
of fifty milliona. That Caot speaka for it«elf, and uemonstrateH the 
loea Uie natJoD baa sufTered by not diTcrtiug emigration to bar 
Colonic. I only rose for the purpose of enforcing Mr. Torrtns't 
idea, which ia that ve onght all to net together in order to get the 
Jlriiisli Qovemment to take up the qnoatioD of Imi>ertal Emigra- 
tiou, and wlieii they act I am eatiafied tltat all tlio Coloaies will 
join with tbem. It does not matter what Colonies, beeauae we will 
all join — (hoar, baar)— and I shall be glad to see them take up the 
Bfihume. wbetlier Oanada, tiie Cape, or Qaaeuahiad may be the first 
to reap the advantage. (Cbeera.) 

Mr. K W. McBftAT : My Lord, Ladies and OenUemen, — I feel at 
thia late hour of the evcEunt; no apology on my part would b« 
laeeived by this company if I were to occupy its lime long ia 
dealing with the subject which has been disotuiBcd. I should baw 
Jilted, DOlwithetoading all we have heard aboat diverging &om the 
main quMtioaa as to looalitiee and particular Colonies, to have 
broQgbt the snbject of South Africa before thia meeting, bnt it 
is muob too late to do so. 1 do sot agree with tho gentlemon 
who have spoken in depreciation of speakers bringing the advan- 
tages of the Colooiea with which they were specially accounted 
prominently into the diacuiwion. It neemB to me thai Uua 
is the only way in which tho Colonies can get nnderatood in 
Bnglaod — (hpar, h>^ar)— aod it is the only way in which tbe qnea- 
tion oan bs broadly dealt with. (Hear, hear.) I read the able 
article of the leoturer whieh appeared in the .Vih^/^^niA Ctnimy. I 
have for nearly twenty-eight yoarM nnided in South Africa, during 
wbiob period I hare devoted a large i^ortioa of my time to the 
«atuidiration of tlio land qneaSion of the coantrj-, and to the value 
of emigration from Gronl Britain to it ; aod I should have been 
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delighted to "be ablo to say Bometliing about the article id tb 
NiTtettenth C'mttury, and adoptiag it ils n text fur bringiug before yoK 
a groat many spAcialiticg of South AfricA vvliicli it would be woUl 
for thep^ople of England to understand. (Hear, hear.) There i»f 
80 xauoh ill thnt oouutry to bo dealt wiUii there is so macli to bo 
done with eivilisfltioa, ly ^migratjou to that country, so much Uiat 
it would be iiiiposBible for any man to deal with the subject fairly, 
SDil to cxhaiiAt it iu tbo ten minutes allowod each apcalter. 
South Afiieii has eudi special cUims upon the MoUior-couutrj', and 
clainm for a etiare of the emigrating pi>opte of Euglaiid, a» uo other 
Colonics have. NotwithsUutUug that ovcry colonist who has upoken 
lirus doprecatod tlio dii^citssioD going bt^yond what ho is ploaud 
call tliR main (jaci^tioD, aud cottdemued others who hare made 
Bpeciality of Uicir omi pazticular Colouy, yet I noted that there is 
not ono of thcni who hnvo nat down without bringing boforo the 
raeeting most prominently the Colony each represeutii — (hear) — and 
the last t^peaker could not wlud up hiii remarks without telUng yoa 
what AustrnliiL eoulildo for Eiig]aiid,and hovmiich moro it hnsdono 
for England tlnin eror jVma'ica did. (Lnnghter.) X was 8ur[>rised 
to henr Mr. TuUe say he did not caie how many British Bubjecto 
had emigrated to America. Now, that has iilwnys Ihk-u a sore:, 
sobject with me. I desire to sec the nprcad of tliis Empire 
emigration, by scsdiug lo out own posDCsaions t)ie mou who want 
work upon the land, that they shnt] cnntimic u> bo loyal Huhjeets 
of our own Sovereign ; ami, when they want to inv(>.st their Uiboor 
in the proiluctiou of wcalUi, that tlicy ahnll iorcat it in tlie (juecn's , 
dominions, and so contribute towards tlie prospority of an unit 
Empire. (Rear, hear.) I admire many Uiiiig» written by Jtfr. 
Jonica Anlliony I'roude, bat I do not accept all his couchisione — 
either those ho arrives at as a traveUar, ]iolitici)Ui, tlienlogiaD, or 
hiatorian. I have not adopted his riovr that Henry tho Eighth was 
a model huaband. (Lau|:;hter.) Yet I accept that quite as madt 
an I do anything he has written al>out South Afrk-ii. (Laughter.) 
There is, however, one paper of Mr. Froudc'a very ntluablfl to anyl 
maa who is con^dering the subject of emigration ia tho brood 
soDSi^ in "whicli Mr. Tom>ns in dualing with it, and that paper in to 
be found amongst his Eliorb papers nn i^eat Etibjects, on British 
Subjects aud British Emigration, illenr, hear.) He has 
clearly the value of sending the suqilun population of England 
oar Colonics, ami aettlmg them upon lands belonging to the Ctown^ 
ftnd has shown how much the people are thf'mselveB bettered, and 
how mnch better it ia for the nation, tliat England ^hiLll ko^^p this 
oolonisation in her own hands instead of driving her people bo 
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America aiid forcio:; them to become alioDs. (lloftr.) Mr. 
Frederick Vonog did good servtoe by drawing baok our atUntioa 
towards the larger queatioD of coloniaation, and pattiug 1>ofor« 
m n Hobetao by vhicli the earpluH labour of Eagland could. 
he broaght to bear upon Ui« Crown lands of the Coloai0i8> 
and (Jul, too, withont mooh cost, eilhor to the Imperial or Colonial 
Goverumcnts. It in a jiity tliat you bad not tbought of this yoar* 
a^, before the Crown Innds of th« ColouicK pasHcd out of tl)« 
haoda of the Grown, (Keiir, hear.) If you liud dealt vith tht 
Crown hinds ait Crown lands aboold liave beoii dealt witli bcforo 
yon vent soattcring broadcast ovurtbe faoe of the earth imitatiotw 
of yoar own Conatitutiou, you would liaTu duno a great amoiinl o{ 
aerrioo to your Empire, (llfar, hcnr.) I feel that I musi not 
allow mjvelf to bo toinptod to go further into the general que^iUon. 
I hope ao opportnaity will uccur aomc day when I may be able to 
deal with and bring the subject of South A&ica in roforoaco to 
emigivtion bi^fore joii. Bat I will eny tin;, that whon t ttavr tlio 
tiUe of Mr. Torrena'a Paper to bo " Imperial and Coloniul Partner- 
ehip in Emigratioa," I began to think how much I wotUd like to 
be preaeutto h«ar it, in ordvr that I might undorstand from it what 
be proposed that the parlnerehip Hhonld be : borau^tv 1 woiiM bind 
myself to »how, if I had tho time, tliat almost all that is necessary 
to enable South Africa to earry a krgo populntion of Uriti&b 
emi^nLUts without much asaiittnncofrom the Imperial GoTCmment, 
is that aba iboold be allowed to dciU with her lands as abe aofiuirea 
them, jQBt as abe pleacaii. or that llic Imju-iinl (iovctrnmcnt should 
not interfere with her affairs of torritorial acquisition in the waj 
it has bc«n doing of hito to prevent unproductire lands being 
occupied by BritUh labour. Wliat tho people of Siuth Africa 
Want to do is not, oa a friond behind me seems to tjiink. When 
•omoone propotwl that wo Bboul4) eiriUse the nativee by eoiiding 
ODt a stream uf British emigration to eottlu in South Africa, he 
said, "Yes, to eiUTminaic them." ("No. uo.") No I tliut is 
what Knglaod hn« been doing for ycftt«. (Hear, hoar.) She has 
been allowing a bail ctato of tilings to go on without liotiding or 
caiing. or elsa ahc lias been tnterferiuj; toprevi-ut tliu ooloinista 
from dealing fairly with the natlTefl. It has always btf«n oae or \ 
tho other. (Hear, bear.) Tlio English Government has been 
oontannally inteiferiug and prorenting the Colonies carrying out 
that Colonial native poii«y whieli is ealculttt«d to ciTiU»e and elerato 
tlie native popnlatioo, and which Colonial OoveromeDtB undtr- 
aiand, and the Imperial Uovoniment do not uaderstaod. (Hear, 
btw.) Colonial Oovemmonts ia South Africa pursue a policy 
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wbtvh fld-rAQOCs tbc untm io civUisatioa, malics bim aacful to Lbe 
Stato, teiLChoB )iim to bo industrious, auil onablee bim U buld pro- 
perty in bia owii rigbt. No goieniment in South Africa nndcr 
British rule svckn to «xtormiiiatu Ihu nBtircs; tboir biboar is loo 
v»liiiLblo. (Honr, honr.) And I think that tho vatit problem for 
Orcai Britain to solve is irbnt should bo tbo mhie of tbe natiTe 
rac«fl to tbo world? (UcAr, hoar.) I say that I think tbis llio 
greatest problem lOngiand liBs to solve ; auii I wy, putting tb«t 
aside, that South Africa oaimot alTni'd to do without the native 
raocB. (Cl)c«r3.) Some jioxs ago 1 passed over a tract of cotmtr; 
wbioh waK then avildorncsii,nnddid notcoQtnbnt« one single penny 
toviu'iU flithnr Uta work of civili'fatioii, to tbe waitUb of tlie muntrjr. 
or U) the comfort of natives or Europeans. This laod durmg tbe 
last seven j'sara, throagti a pnrticiilar industruU resource having 
been develnpGd, htm (;iven employment to 040.000 natives, who 
never worked for a day's wage in tbeir lives before — (cheera) — and 
thero h:iB been introduced upon that laud, in addition to native 
]nbonr, other labour, too, wblcb together ban been tbe means of 
euablins the people there to oxiion a. product of the vftloe of 8^ 
millioDK per annum. This product i* in tbe shape of diamonds, 
and the vnliio of the parods neat throngb the post-office alone to 
England andEim>poi9 juat what I state. (Hear, hear.) The mnni- 
oipal revetnie of the principul town upon that land is £2.5,000 a 
year, and it has paid a miUiou and a half of monuy per annum 
for tbe varrioKe of Brititdi manuCtctures across fmm Table Bay, 
Port Elizabfltb, East Loudon, and Natal, which goods have been 
oonsnmed in Uio diamond-fieldii of Buuth Africa (for that is tiie 
place of wbicb I am spealung). And that is juet one Uttle portion 
of tbe vast coiitincut of Sonth Africu, throughout which country 
there are nadovolopod resourcoa which, if tbe country wcro properly 
popuUtod, would givo omplnyniont to the men of tliie country vbo 
ore starving for tlievratit of it, would make Che Empire stronger.^ 
and briu',' tbo native races within tbo Bubji»'.tion of tbe thrown, and 
prevent tbo couttiinaliy rc^nrriu^ uativo wath. (Uusr, bear.) 
Bitljer let Great Britain heriittlf puriiu« tbo poUcy of colonisatic 
wltiub Mr. TorrensadrocuUiit, or else ocfi^ii.' meddling, oa far oaj 
South Africa is concernod, with tbo land and uativo qoestioas of 
that country, (near, henr.)

(Hear, 
hear.) That, I tbiok, fully esplaina the roiuious why Mr. Torrena 
dtalt principall; witli eniij^ntion from Ireland lo Caaada. I would 
■ay. also, if any further jastiSoatioa is required, that tha state of 
IntaDd itadf ix a BiifflcicDt r«a<0Q why wo should look to «cai|p«- 
tion in tiio &nt iiutaoee from that eoaotry. (Haar, luar.) If two 
EngtiabmeD, two BootohnMDi and two Irishtneu bappeited to he in 
a boat which was capainxl, atid tho Knglishmeii and Keotcbmen 
war* good nnniinerB. while Iho Irislimoo conJd tiardlv twim at all. 
I ahoaU think that if a boot came to iba ratcne it would iiick np 
both Iri-hmen before it tried to pick up fiitlier nn EtigliRhmau or a 
8o<jtohntuii. If aftor odp Iriiihaiaii wai picked up, an Kniibithnian 
or a SeotohmaD were to My, " It ia now my tara to be picked np," 
the resening er«w would nay, " Uideas tboee two IriBhtnen ore picked 
np at oooathe.T will goto tliabottona; when we have aaved tbcon then 
wfr will pick up ytm afU-rwRrdB." (Laughter.) Sir Arlhor lllytli 
almoit woDt oat of hii way to dixelaim any idea of a partacrslup 
h«ing antered into betwean Uio Colouy ha roprewntad and the Im- 
perial OorartimeDt aa rpfjarda Mnigraiioo. Ho said that " the 
people of Sooth Aastralia will briog out jurt as many emigrants 
•a tiipj require, when thay raqairo tham," and yet ho found fault 
with He. Torreuri for not diMHUStng tb« qocatioti of emigration tj> 
SouUi AoKtralia. I may hero refer to ooo retiuu'k of Sir Arthur 
Blyth'a. Ha aaid tint in Honth Auntralia two oUmm of emigraiitB 
wore otpeotally desirable ; that there liad boon greai flBotnAtioo in 
the demand for other elfiMcs of emigranta ; hot that there wa« nod 
alwaya had baea n atoady demand for aiagla femalea. Ha did not 
explain wby that dciuand should exist ; but I think it would ba 
well and uaefol to consider wby Diat dcmaniL eiinta. If a partictUar 
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4}la.ks of kboiirers arc 6«iit out, eaj masooa, to a Colony. Uiost 
intuiuua do uot die off for many yvar», luid bcfon: they diu off il niBj 
b« supposed tli«t 80Q8 will haro tpmog up who will sncceod to tii«u 
fathura' busiiidBB iiod will ciirry od tii« work of Itiiilditig lioa&se- 
Tiiercfore, if you liavc oucc st-nt out u Uiousaud nmsouH Ibey woiiM 
oontinuo to go oa building liou^cs ycivr after year, nnd th«ro xaigbt 
be no great demaQd for n. fiutlicr tiupply of luasons. Why is it that 
this vlowi of Kiugle fL-mulus who gu out to become domestic sorvants 
roquircB to bo aapplomoctod ycAt aiUr your with fraah imporU- 
taouH '/ Why. it hooius to mi' that Ihtm is oittv one solntioii of Uio 
guoHtioQ, uud that i.t that t)i4-sv siiiglo feiuales who go out aa 
domestic eorvacts very speedily becaiuo morriod women. 
(Lsu^litar.) Other olastios of oniigraDts coiise to be availuble ouly 
wlieii they becouio too old for work or die off; but aa booq as a 
domestio servant becomes married she ee&sea to be availabla aa a 
domcsticsorFAut. (lieniybtcr.) ItlLiuk,tUcrefare(altliotigIiSirArthur 
Blyth did not work the idea out), that it follows from bia Btatemenk 
tluit titers i^ A Tory good opening iudcod for that olnss of emigmnt*. 
and his obtservatioa shovvD clearly what th« prosperity of the Ooloay 
must bs when tlic domet^tic ^ervitntrt liiid eiicha ready matrimonial 
mai-ket on urriving thore. (Itcneved lauglitcr.) The other clans 
of emigranl^i wliich Kir Arthur Itlylh said was wanted vaa 
emigrants with ciipitnl. No doubt capitaliats are a very desirable 
class of emigrants, but I apprehend you are hai'dly going to oall 
for Govemmont nHsiRtiince to aend out einigrnntH u-itb capital, for 
if tliey have capital thoy can go themselves ; uud the only uray to 
induce na cniigrnnt with cripital to go to any Colony is to show bim 
that if lie goeii to that Colony he can ther« inrfst his money to ad 
vantage. {Hear, hear.) There is one other point on which I should 
like to raake a romark. The Colony of Victoria hue boon referred 
to as being very Protectionists It is bo in other matters ; but il 
affects to go in for the principle of Free-tradu as r^gardu emigra- 
tion. The leading ProtecUonistrt sometiiuca nay, " Why eboultl 
not' emigratloa be kft to tlie ordinary iiperatious of supply 
and demand ; if the employers of labour wniit labour, why don't 
they import it at their own ospense ?" TJiat is tlio nrgiiiiient uaod 
time nftor time in the Colony of Victoria ; and I may ho pardoned 
for aasweriug tliis argumr^nt, a^ porJiaps tlie nnnwi-r may ulbiinutcly 
reach the pruteoticmifcta of ViuLoriu. AVe find tiiat Auutraliit is 
ODverod vith countlcsrs herds of cutUe nnil countleRs tlocliH of sheep. 
How wore the cattle and sheep of which tlie»6 herds and flodta aro 
tho dt)«coiidunls brought out ? By individual capitalists, and 
why ? BccauHti those capitalists could rettiin a property in the 
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idlMp aad entti* which th^y imported. Bui \re finil in all th« 
AnstraliAQ Colonics tlmt the Gorcrnmeuti. or AeoHmntiutioQ 
BocioiivH sabaidiBed by tho GarcmmcDt!), Iiave introdttced imother 
■cIbm of animalfl, atich as s&lmon, d^er, fttid fctmg birdii. Why 
were those Miiaiftlii not also introduoad by iDdiridaal proprioton ? 
\niy wcr« they introdaced at tJie expooite of tho OoTarnnieDts of 
(he OoloDiAs ? Simply l>«canii«, m it is geii«nilly ii]ipDssil)l« for ao 
iodJTidaal to retain a property io animalt or thnt kiud— anintaU 
/fra mvturm — thero is no Huf&cJCDt indaconicnt for individnalH to 
im|>ort Ihcm. Now, if y«a had slnTerj- in a country, you might 
wfill leAVo the siipply of labonr to oapitatiats and persona wishing 
to «iDploy Iftbonr. Wlien liicrc was slnTery in Uio Weat Indian, it 
vn* not found neocflttary to liare toWs of money lo kwp up the 
Hopply of negroM there. It was a mnst iniqnitons traOio ; but U 
wa.s, Itoworer. goremed, Uko other trades, by tho lawi of iinpp]y and 
demand. If th« owners of plantation! wanted laboiirvrs, thoy w«re 
iinppU(>d by Uie slave tradeni, who brought nogroott from Afriea. 
Dnt Kluvery, thank (led I no longar oiista in oar Colonics. And, 
if ft capitalist who want* Utboitr iropoiix immigrants, ho cannot by 
any offecttinl mt^iis retain Uicir serric^H: ha has no properiv in 
them, llow ia h« to rcimlurM hiiu^U for his ex[>euditura in 
bringing them oat? Ue can do so only by paying them low«r 
wigM tluui arc paid to men of the same olau. What is tliit coo- 
M<iaaDee7 Why, that ttie«e labourers whom tho capiulist has 
imported, s^oing tliat thry nr<> flatting teeawagtu than their fellow- 
laboorert nrouod them, ami forgetting that the mau who imported 
them haa beoo at (be eipenao of paying their pasgaRe out, will not 
work heartily and with a good will, and they seek the Gr«t chance 
of abaoonding. Tberefon it hna always beea foand iniptissiblo lo 
nily fur the sitjiply of tho Colonial labour market npoa the oxer- 
ttons of indiridnal cnpitalist^i. Tlic introdaction of a [vopcr supply 
of tmmigranta baa in almost all oar Colonies been at one time or 
other tr«at«d as a matter of naliooal oonoem. It id for a like 
reOAOB that GoTemmcnt— local or geaeial, as the case may b«— is 
eutrueted with tlie making of pnblie roads ; becanse itis impossible 
that any system coold ercr be carried ont by which each mau 
ahonld make tiie portion of tha road in front of lu« own houae. 
Tkoraforo I say that tliose protectionists in Victoria do not nndcr- 
stand what they arc talking about when they say that there is 
anything contrary to the traa principles of Free Trade in the 
Colonial Goremment importing labonr into a Colony. (Cbeart.) 

The Noble Ohumhak : I do not propose to ent«r at any great 
Uogth into the matter we bare bad nndcr discutsion ; bnt, before

we Hoparatc, I would lilce to eny n woM or tvo in connection with 
wbat I think I mny safely cnH one of X\a most latorasting siibjoets 
wliioU can eug^o tho ultcutioo of Eaglisbmen — the qnestion of 
fitnigrntinn gt^norally, and nleo in it* Bpecial relation to the Colonies. 
Now. t.-:(c«ptioti hH8 bet-u tukon Ly two or three speakers to the fnct 
of Mr. TorrcQtt hiitiog in the consideration of this c]ucatinii aUaded 
more purticulftrly to Cftnndft an^ Irelnnd ; uid we have heard 
some expraittuoiis of regret that other genttemen tiave somewliat 
narrowed tbo disciimLonhy confining thomsolvcs almost oxcluaively 
to doahng with thn question as it atfeets thfi pariienlar Colonics 
which they represent, or in which they are iaberested. But, m 
tax as I una coDCcriietl, I ilo not rc^ut this at all ; bccaose if theao 
Itontlwieti had n^fnuucd from ooni^idoriug tho qao«tion of emigtfl- 
tton with reference to the Colonies with whose vi«w8 and wanfci 
they woro host acqauinled, we should have loat a great deal of 
most valuable information, la dealing with this Ktihject at present, 
it is obvious that tbo thoughts of any speaker mu^t of neeesn^ 
ttira lu thut particular port of tbo Uiiitod Kingdom from which at 
this momont emigration is most noodod — nnmety, tho dliitressed 
districts iu thn West of Irolaud. lb i« natural also that he shonld 
eapeoiaUy allud« to Cnuada. You will romombor that Canada ba.1 
jufit dubmittod n definite pro]io8al to Ent^lnnd ; nnd, as far as I am 
aware, it ia th<^ first taujjihle effort which has yet been naade to 
formidatc to any cx,tcut n Hcheme of enugratiou to be aeeistad and 
snptirviBod both l>y tho mother-country and a Colony. Our atten- 
tion is very naturally attracted to Ihut porLiun of Canada to whiob 
frequent nliuaiou lias boon mado — ounioly. Unnitoha— booaaae in 
tho first place, it is practically a newly-discovered country, and, in 
the next place, it offers peuultur advautaj^oa to emigrants. A rail- 
way is about to be coii^tructod through that oouutry which would 
give anch Bbmiiinnt omploymr-iit tortgrieultnal labourers and small 
fanners, that any man wlio chone to work would have no difScolty 
.in mamtaiuing himself until .-tucli time as he shotdd bc^ to reap 
■the frnits of tlie soil which )ic cultivntod. Then: \s. another reason, 
perliap-H, why Canatla especially cominend» it»elf to us, and that i>, 
that mauy of our oountrymon, and probably many of thotie here 
present, have vinited that country, nud, knowin{; snmothiiig about 
it. would prufor il as a ikld of umigratioii to Colonics mure remote. 
A man may Ti&it Canada, bco fomcUiiu? of it, and retiirti in a few 
moothe, or even weeks, whieli is impossible in the ease of tho mo» 
distant ColoiiioH. Canada i^ imfortuDately a Tery fascinating 
country; I have boon a great deal thurc during the last ton or 
■ytlmen. jcan, and I find tiie people so good and tho society 84 
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durmiog, thai I eeem natartlly to gravitate towards the oonntry, 
aod am oanatantly raritdting Ui« same apota. That is reall>- a 
matter oT ngnl to mo, for if CaDada and tho Canadians had ooi 
Imbd so aharming, I Khottld no Joabt by this timo Uatc irisit«d all 
onr other OolooieB. which, however, I fally hope auil iut«iul to do. 
Several gentlamea have alladed to tho alimate at Haoitoba. 1 
think, perhapfl, for Irish emigrajit* it might have iu>m« Htllo draw- 
backo. It is oertainly somewhat diffenjot to what they have been 
aMraatomed to, and thaj might at first bo somewhat iLstonishAd, 
and even a little dismayed, ak the cold and the ioe-hoond earth, and 
the depth of tho snow. Thai feeling, bowerer, woald soon pass 
away. There is no doaht that tbe cUmate is healthy ; much more 
so. indeed, than many more favoured portioQ-t of the ooatineat of 
America. Id Manitoba malarioaa fever is imkDowa ; but, as we 
arc all aware, in regions further sooth, as iioon as the virgin aoU 
ii tamed ap and cultivated, malarious fevers develop themselTes. 
and render the country very unhealthy for a couaiderable 
length of lime. J wna very pleased to hear from Mr. WUinot that 
the poorer classes of Irishmen were doing well in the Capo Colony. 
and, indood, I am sure wc have all been much Rtati&cd by the in> 
formation we have received respecting that territory. As far as I 
am concerned. I was not aware thab the Capa Colony was so riofa 
a ooontcy as it is. If, howovor, Mr. Wilmot deeiree to induce 
amigrants to go to the Cape, I should advise htm not to say too 
much about employing thorn to oivilise the natives. Judging by 
past experience the emigrants might foel a Utile uneasy lost tho 
natives might civilise them off the faeo of tlio oaitfa altogether. 
Mr. Frederick Young mado some vary valuable and practical Te< 
marks npon tbis subject of emigration. It is, as be aaid, of tha 
first importanco Uiat young people, as they grow up, should have 
greater fiicilitics for becoming better acquainted with the ColoniM 
than they have now. They should be tanght that what have 
hitherto boon considered great distances arc practically so do 
longer. They should be made to understand that emigration moana 
merely going &om one part of their own country to anotlu-r pari of 
it. Tho monaj question is a difficult one. \Mien we como to the 
qoMtion of what contribution the emigranl himself should make to 
th0 oxp«nio of his removal, AOti how much should he contribaled 
by the inotbor.cemitjy and the (Colony, wr touch upon a compli- 
cated sohjeot. In lact, the whole •inesticn of eini^Tntion hrisllea 
witb diffienltte* which can only be overcome by constant discasMion 
and intorehango of opinion. Hr. Yoong hat anggMtad that the 
emigrant should pay £2 towards the expense of carrying him to 
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any Colony to wUicb Le may vidli to rq, and that tbe 'balance 
KhouM be equaUy divided between the Molhflr-coanlry and liip 
Colony. Tbe chief difficulty I see in that would be that it woald 
manifestly be to the iLdvanto^e of the department dealing with 
this matter to Ecad the einigruut to the iienrest Colony in 
ordor, as far as poKsibli?, to dlmiaish the expense. Among tba 
larger quoatious vliicb hiivc bi.-DU toacbfid apon, and which 1 shall 
not putBuo, ia the "tariff," luvolvinj; the whole »ubj©ct of Free- 
Trade and FrotucUou, I iumslne our Colonics think vie nru sotne-^H 
wltat idiotic for bcin? frco-lradors, and we consider them more or>^| 
lesB iusftUQ for being pratectioniste. We both niiiicre to otir owa 
o[nnions, aoH both cujoy a fair amount of pros|)enty. But, al- 
though in tfllbing abont cmigrfttion wc may enter by side issuos upon, 
(he ([UG^tion of Frno-rrndc, in reality it luis nothing to do with 
the Kubjoct of enii^^rntio!), which wc are now considering. That 
tho (jiieiiion has been tvontcd from a mther narrow poiut of view 
by gentlemen spocially intcroxtod In cortftiu Colonics is of no r«al 
eouHequcucc. It ha» all to do with the great prublccn, which ia, 
bow to bring the labour wii b wnntit land to the land which wants 
labour? As a rida, ] a;n »itron;jly opposed to the interforeDce of 
tbe StaU: in any matter which may safely bs loft to private eater- 
prise ; but I thinit emigration is a mnttec of gnoh vast importauce 
to tbo United Xingdoin, that not only is thn State juHtifiedin giving 
every possibla assietaiicd, but is in duty bound to do so. PrivatA 
♦ntevpriso is not anfticicnt. However well eondiicted private com- 
panies mny be, they are sp&milative oonoorns, having their own 
eud» aud objects in view, vie. to make money. Emigrants ant an- 
naturally lool: with n oertain amount of suspicion upon theia. 
They would he more willing to Roolt to hotter Uicmselves in other 
countries if tlioy felt that tbe State would eee that all engagements 
entered into by them and for them were properly carried out. 
Tbeir wolfare on shipboard and on iimva! in tho Colony Bhoald h« 
properly cared for- It can never be an a^reoablo thing to be com- 
ptUed to leave one's home ; and, where it is » nooossity, those who 
have to do it should bn spared ns much pain and suffciring as pos- 
aible. To thitt end they should be nsMsted to baku out their wives 
and children, instead of having to learo thi;m to become a borftn 
on this country. Of eonrra Uiere i^ a certain di0icuUy in the fut, 
that whereas tiic Colouiea are very natnr&Uy anxious to get tba 
very beat material they can, we are ftqually naxtoas to retain that- 
best matctittl at homL'. It wonld be curious ii this were otherwiw, 
and it is a perfectly legitimate desire on both aides to obtain that 
material mest suit«d to tbcir Tanti. But it is not necessary that 
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«ar interettts shoatil clash, itn>l I conceive it po«sib1e< lliftt, wliilfl 
doiDK Uie iHMt vo C4D for DiiradlTes. we uKjr muUtally ucl •uh 
other. I regret very mucli Uut, taking ioto cooaideratioa the net 
importooM o( ths sabject, tUo Governmeuts of this country ]iav« 
not Ukta it in haod Iod; ago. I Ihiuk it a great pit}r that oar 
€oloniM (lid not reap tlu benvlit of tho vast amount of emigratian lliut 
bu tAk«a piaoo to the Unitod Staloa. 1 Hay thin withont the alighteat 
fooltagofcBmity orjMlouE.v of tho Uniicd Slaws, for tho peo|^ 
of which coantry I eutertaiu foelia^ of tb« greeteet respect and 
affection. RemarliB havo been made to the dfect that tlio 
Amerieaaa are not tut firtoads of this cotmtr;. That is a matter I 
do Dot deaire to enlar upou. It is l>i>»Je the qaeHtian. I will only 
aay that fluch is not mj oinnion. Of one thing I am very oortun, 
that tb« United States entortuii foolinjs of higher respect aad 
osteem for Great Brittiio, or rather the Britiith Empire, than for 
may olbsr nation. I believe there is a iitronK feeling towards thin 
ootintrT, and I wonldvcntttretoremind yon of an episode ib. I think, 
the Chinese war. On a certain oeeasion onr soldiers and sailors were 
IB diffioulties, and the commander of a United Stated vessel took 
apon himself tlio great responaibihtT of risking tho liveft of bit bur 
iu comiDg to our assistance, and helping tis iii a quarrel which was 
none of bia, with tho phrase that, after all, " blood Is tliickcr Lliau 
water." That may bo eonstdored a small and ieolatad fact, bnl it 
ibowB the tntb of the gallant oommander's remark, that " blood is 
thiokor than water." I ooiifcss I fi!«r that erent ilifficuUy will bv 
expflricoieed in p«rfiaa<ling any Gororoment to take up this qarstion, 
tod it will probably neceuilate a oonstact hnmmerinK at them for 
* oonaidonUila laogth of time. But I hare not the aUghtosl iloubt 
they will arentviUly gire way, and I am sure they will have no 
onnse to rsf ret eo doing. Tlwir only regret will be, that tliey did 
not deal liberally with the whole question long ago. I was particu- 
larly atrtiok with ono remark msdo by Mr. Tomuis at the com- 
toeooemeot of his admirable addresa. He said, " I hope one day 
I to soft a closer uuiou of kU who spe«k oar tongue. 1 would gladly 
^■tonounoo and soeriSoo any obJ<wt of personal ambition if I were 
^Kfecxoittcd to advance that object in any degree." Now, that oom- 
^f nenda itaelf lo lue as a very noble Motiment, aad one which I 
noet thoroaglily endorte. I bnpo to see a eonatanlly growing 
deaire for a closer nnioa between tho Uother-oountry and ber 
Colnaiea, for I beliere that the future Itappiaeas and prosperity of 
botb tirent Kritain and her Cilonini 13 largely bound np with, and 
dependent upon, mioh uuion. The prosperity of the Kn^iiali' 
epeakinic people in all parte of the vorld, and tliotr power foj 
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gowl, muitt of n&Mssity tlopond. to A very groat mttcnt, upon lli» 
«xiiitenoe of somo mutual centre ot oomliiDatkni whieli can only U 
Uifl OAtutml. hcurt of the Empire — the lLf»th«r-coaati7. Wliat tlie 
power of the British F.mpire nov i« there ia no rrjuon 
for me to poiut out ; hut it in marv^Uoiw to reflect what nuy 
be its future i)owor if the Colooics *di1 the Mother-ooiuitiy 
nuuDtuR ft «]<»& nnd stotulfjut union. 1 Tontaro to thinb it wonU 
bftoome the greatsHt Power the fforl(3 has ever seeo, and n Power 
vhioh ootild work only for tlis good of the whole world. TIm 
people of Enghwd will never nndcrtnke any imr of aggression eo 
the Continent— it would he ludicrous to thinl of snch a thing. 
'We do not tc-(uico to do do to aooommodate our increasing po|iak- 
tiuQ. Our expamsion goeii in the direction of our C'olouiea Tlw 
Colooies arc so ttitiiated that there is uo likelihood of thcdr ever 
Amlorking In aggressive ware. For toan;, many generations they 
will be occupied in clearing their own land and developing their 
owD resoorcon. As far, at any rate, an we can look forward to, 
then seems no poesibihty that the power and ioflaencA of Uio 
EngUsh-speaking peopliiB will ever be used to the detriment of 
hamoji hnpiniu^B. Thvii' infiuenoe and oTcrwbolmiug iitienglh 
cannot foil to bo a bleiein^ to the whole bam&n raoo if properiy 
exercised. Therefore, from a humanitarian point of view, the 
futuro of the United Kingdom and her Colonics, witli which tb* 
snlijeot of emigration is «c closely connected, is a matter of TOrt 
importance. From the narrow point of view of tlte advantagas 
Mcniiiig to the* Brititili Empire this <iaoHtioii of emigration between 
the Colonics and tlie Mother-country is full of interest, and it is 
well worthy of consideration in a still more restricted sense and 
looked at meiiily as conferring threat benefit on the Unitol 
Kingdom. It cannot fail to be fldvanta.Koou>^ to os to relievo oar* 
Balvuof a surplus populatiou on thv verge of starvAtion. I bcllDTe 
tlint some such sohomu ua that which wo havu had under din- 
cuBBion would not only confer the utmost bcne6t upon the emi- 
grunts themselves, hut wonld in the long run prove most 
(>conomicat to this country, by reducing the large contributions she 
is now called upon to make for the support of the poor. I will now 
detain you no longer than h necessary for the expression of our 
hmrty thanks to Mr. Torrcns for the excellent address vbicli hoa led 
to this most interesliug, instructive, and proBtablo discussion. 
(Loud ebeera)

uistoevaoy, and r«firt>untiai;, ai I do, tii« miildlo eliuHii of on 
ini[iortan( portion ni lliit Metropolis, we Hod onmlroH in thttiroom 
in nl>Holnt« and prrrcct union on tliiit nukjeet, u«vcr having boon 
ungagcd together in any pnblia vork before. I hope wo may b» 
permitted to co-operato fraqueotly and thoroughly in nimilorly 

(uwfnl work, aiid I am tinrc thai the maniior in which yoa have 
KMived iiim lo-nigfat, and the kindn<«!i with whieh yoa have 
liatonod to what 1 havo laid b«fore yon. will he the beak enooarage- 
mcnt to him, as it will bo i-j mo, uot to irrow woary in w«U-doing. 
(Hftor, hmr.) I Itaro no eomplaint to make of tJi« criUeisma 
bestowed on the snggestiono laid before yoa the oth«r evening ; on 
the whole, I conbider the bnlanoo greatly in their faToitr — (hear. 
hear) — and obcerfnlly forgivo the few cavils niisicd for tbo anJco of 
ttu many wordx of commendatioi] w« have heard, of the jieiieral 
0OOpe and pntcticahility of ooiitral and Colonial partnership in 
etnigration. I have lifltunMl with the groatetit intt.-rest to Uio ex- 
]MrieDeM of onf< cnlonist afWr another which itomo in thiB room fieem 
dupoaed lo think too partloular ood narrow. 1 own that I rathot 
leui to whiU may be perhaps miacallfld tbe narrow view. When I 
VM a yoang man I loved to deal tn gtooral thcoricH iihont onr own 
oonnliT. and the r«at of Ihc world into the bargain. Like the 
physiciftu of Voltaire 1 had thrM enre* for ovory disvatM), and now 
I am older I find many dlawoa (bv wbtoh I luive not evm one. 
I am only too thankful to find nay *pecilie that [tromises a practical 
oura, and I luive ]o«it gradually my faith in nniv<!rii!il and uniform 
tbeorioa. 1 understood from Mr. Bonmo and Mr. Lshilli^ro that 
tbey v«re all for trying what conld be done with the thick end 
(rf the wedge. I am in [avour of thi> thin and, fiir I have always 
bond it anconunnnly difilcult to get in the oilier. fLaasfat«r.) 

tTho Premier of Qaetnsland was ospeeially eloqnuit and interert- 
|]u; tu bis dtseoane, and I am qttito oontcat to act on hie advtoe. 
and pnt our experiment of joint action to the test when and 
when vo can. It ia not so oaay to do extendve good a» 
thoae may imaf^ino who wldom pmetieally and perftewrtngly try. 
Several yeora ago, as Mr. Slylemoii Herring reminds us, we adopted 
n large seliem* of emi^ation, and held onr fint meetiDg at W«rt- 
minstcr; hut, as far as gonorol contribntion by the Treoaory is 
concerned, wi? are not much nearer to i\it realination of onr hopes. 
If you could get Porlianicut to asroe this year and next year to do 
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what isnccossnry for QuoonHlandnndCnnadA, for ray put I should 
be only too glac] ; nixl I confers tn yoii. nml tliose nlio llirougli the 
Press hear what otio wiyH, tli»l 1 Imve gpi'-ftt faith in th« spirit of 
boDottrable emulation n.moiig CoIoniRx which would bo boDoQciallr 
excited when two of their nnmhfr have shown a new and b«itcT way 
of increasing the titreugUi of their population, and which in dao 
time would load others to follow their i<?iumple. Qiir«URland i» 
the younRest of the sister statps, Imt she shows tliat she is waking 
Dp to the duty of taaldns an effort, and making offers of some kind 
in rogard to tho now l^tBt« of things ; but ns yot the; come only 
in official form from tlio matarer wisdom of Oanada. Whatever 
eonditiona Qnoensland anntJxeH, ehc muRt bide the ri^salt. Let hor 
doToto to tlio good purpose wk&tevor slxt Uunks slie can afford, and 
wo shall a»k onr Oovornmcnt to do the like, eo that out of onr 
abundancrt we hImII not prove »Wk or wanting. But with regard 
to our aKi-umiog the part orijiiestioning each Colouy as to whether 
it wants more or loaa iminigratiou now or next year, I diKlaioi 
that tis fatal to all good understanding between th>& Motber-countrr 
and the Colonies. A gentleman who att(>iided here when Sir 
Alexandfir Gait gave hia lecture— I moan Mr. iVudcrson — thunght 
fit tha other day to iioeation the Under-Secrctiiry of State for the 
Colonies in the House of Commons regarding the nature of the 
doapatch from Canada, and the manner in wbiob it hae to be deall 
with, and put certain conatructioiis upon its terms with a view, it 
seemed, of warning Parliament not Logivtr any sanction to theoffiar 
made by Canada. I ahonld not have silently ncquioEced in tbie 
adverse proceeding ; and, hai it been necessary, 1 was prepared to 
put other questions calcolatLd to Hct the matter right in the dye* 
of the HoHfifi ; hut I was saved all troubh' by Mr. Grant Dnff re- 
plying that Lord Lumc's despatch had been rererrcd to tho Irifth 
Government, and that the matter was in course of negotiation ; ood 
tliat, speaking for the Colonial UHice, lie did not put Uiat construo- 
tion upon the terms of tho despatch which Mr, Anderson did. 
(Hear, hear.) I thank you very much for tha attention you bava 
paid to my snggeaUoiiH, and I have the liotiour to move our Leu^ 
thanks to Lord Ounraven, and to testify to him onr aeoM of the 
advantages which the cau»e will receive from hia preaidoncy 
amongst na. (Loud cheers.)

'Ik ooaaing beforo you to my ume vords aitoat Qaecosluid, I 
Munot but be oonaoiotu of laboonng aadu t grwtdiMdTuiUgtt m 
compBTod with the gentlemeti who liaTe immediately preceded me 
at thi« desk. The eminent diplomatist and eUtesmaa who two 
Bkooths Biace addreeeed iht m»mb«rf oC thi« Society od tho im- 
pottaut eubjeL't ot tlie CoufMlemliun of thi> South Africaa Colooiee, 
bad a theme to dilate npoo that coold uot but bo di-eply intereatiiig 
to all who had tho privilege of liatouiiig to bis iu«*d and eloqneut 
hiuidliug ot a very difficult sabject. The great sveotit that were 
tbcu and still are ooourriag in SuuUi Airicra cjuinot lail to giro to 
ereiytbiog nlattog to our Coloaiee in tbat put of the world an 
abeerbing intermt for every mibjcct of this realm tu whom iu 
roputatioo, its honour, and its pruepeiity arc door. Tho hon. 
guUwuu) who last moiitli addrcMcd you on the aubject of Emi- 
gration alao dealt with a tjuestioD that is of the very tint im- 
portanoe, uot ouly t» Qrcat Britain and Ireland, hot to every 
Colony in tbo ICmpire. nnd to none mote than to QoeendlauJ, whore 
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very 1iirg« trncU of ibe fin^Ht (.-ountry are l^-ini; nnoccnpicJ. »nd 
m'itig aloud for the labour and aipitnl that arc ainnc nvcdcd to 
convert tbcm into liomrai for tlioiDtnndB of Uio snrpluH populatioo 
of tliese islands. 'Flic tliaukx of ercrj coloniet, and I may ssj 
indeed of orcry subject of thi:4 Empire, ore du« to Mr. Torretm for 
tli4> Ai^dresHwitli wliicli he. fnvnured uh on tliiHmontimportaiitqtiCB* 
tjon, eqnBll; iniportfiiit to tiie Colonies and tlie Mother-couotr;. 
Tliat Address could not fait to carry conviction to cvety reflecting 
mind omongHt tbc large mid appreciative audience that gathered to 
ltHt«a to it ; the inU^rest tFibeii by Mr. TonreUH duiing so raaay 
years in tb« Emif^ratiou question, and the nnttrinj* labour he hAS 
l)e»tow«d npou it, entitlu hini to ijpeolc witli an authority that can 
bo claimed by fevr. I have mi fortiicntcly not the privilege of 
addrcHBing you on subjects of 8ue.b (ibsorbinf; and universal interest. 
Ill Quocudand Lberu art- ii(<illmr waiB nor nunouru of wars to 
excite the imugination and caat a ItuJo of adventure and romaooe 
aronud iit) ; our lives nnd tranRftctione aro ah prosaic and MmmOD- 
placo ne if the fitt^t were pa«»ed vitbin the Kound of Bow bells,. 
and the seooud carried oti in Mark-laiio or llio Stuck Kxclionge. 
(jti«cnfiland belongs to tho category of tho«a happy eommunitiu 
that liAre no history, in ilie military and diplomatic sense, 
and our only battke are thoHo waged with the tongno and 
the pen, by our statetinien, onr liiwyorR, and our divines. Bnt 
if ve liavQ no hairbreadth (•8cnpe» and moving iocidanta by flood 
and Qeld to excite the imag:iQutioii and stir the blood, we have 
Botno couippnsation in the privilege of being able to Hit in poaeo 
niidfr the sliadowof onr own vine and fig tree, in the full assiinuM*- 
that the fruits of oar laboura and our livc4 ai'c as secure as Utey

Qneeusbind, Ibongh she is Iho youngest of the Auatralian groap 
of CalonicB, bids fair to rival the most prosperous of her elder ftutters.

lug from gold to coal, tiiid iuoluding very rich doiWifliLB of Liu and 
copper -, her uftt^ral paatares eitenJing over the larger proportion 
of her sarfftOP, niid rivnlUng in fattening nnd wool producing 
qaalitics any panturagn of tlie Mme extent in auy part of Ibe 
world yet diucoreted ; all llieK ndrantages combine to make 
tjneeDsLuid one of oar moxt promiiiing Cotonion. Already hor pro- 
gresB haa been very rapiil I rnii well remember wbi-u iu Iti-ll 
the commerce of Bri^ibane (which then meant the whole Colony) 
was carried on by a small cutter trading to Bjduey; when a 
Hcbooucr waa added to the (leot a ;^nt alrtdo itas thought to 
liare b^en made ; and when, a year or two later, a eouple of small 
HtMmers took up the trad«, there wav no naA to the jubilation of 
tbtt iubnbitants. Ah a ooulnuti find that in 1879 the cntroaces 
iowordii wure I,2G1 vMsola, of tliv ag(freg«to tonuaga of 687,t)U5 
toos, with orewa of 42,?CG men. and the i-learaucca were about the 
Muae; there wen regiatcred 28 ocouii steamers with 3,500 horse- 
power, and M.OOO tonnftge, ami 8» river-going flt«ani«r« of 1,800 
touK Bggregatfi measurement. The population in tfa«M old times 
oonxifltetl of a few iqaattcra, aa the pastoral tcnanta of the Oows 
were called, and Llieir mi<ii, scattered over the ditttrictti of Darling 
Downs aud Moretou. perhaps a dor.en storekeepers and publican^ 
in Brisbftne and IpswicU, aod half a dozen Qor<iruoa4Uil ofllciala. 
Tlies« wen tho times when the " eormorant'* si]nattar rouged at 
will over tlie face of the land, turning into profit for the coto- 
mutiity. aud occa^ioually for hiiu&rlf. va^t tracts of coDolry that 
had lain waute &n<l dcsolutc since ereation, and would but for him 
probably bare cantiaued so for centuries to oome ; for it is ut 
axiom in ibe history nf AiutraliaD sottlcmL-nt, to which thore has* 
yet been no single exoeption, IhEtt in the interior the aqtutter or 
pn8tomti!>t niuNt precede tlie settlor or aghunlturist ; nor are tlie 
reasons for thia far to aook. Agricultural prtHlncc is mi bulky and 
haavj in proiwrliou to its value that it cannot ba grown pro&tahly 
whan it has to bs MutovLir ton;; and often difiicult roads to markei 
Wbon there ie no population on or iiuur thu place of produolitm to 
oonaiUDe it, and no navigable rivers or raitivays to carry tlie pro- 
duce market, the cost of carriage mnst inevitably prove fatal to 
auy chance of profitable farming; and these coudiUous ooforto- 
nalely obtain in the for interior of Australia. Tho principal 
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articles produced on a gr&sinj: statioa arc, on the oontnuy, oom.* 
paratively easU; bronj^bt to market. Wool cati be compresaod int 
flmall liulli in proportion tu ii« value and weight, and is ewuljj 
handled aud carried; whilo beef, mntion, bldoB, tallow, hare Un, 
advanta^ie of waJking to market oa tbeir ova legs at a ooinpar^J 
tivfly trifliug cost to tlio producer. When the oountr)- h openetli 
QP b3' railway and bccotnc-s moro populoiu, thefle froudiLittus Are U)^ 
a groat ext«jit ulterad, ait I bope to show further on, when treatiog^ 
of sottlcmctit. 

lu the timfis of irbioh 1 was epcnkiug tii» squatter vas his own 
«xpioror, liiB nwu surveyor niid rood and briilge iuak«r, his oiro 
CArrieTi and too often hi» own ali^pherd, cook, buUook driver, 
and lauiidrcss ; transportation to Now Soath Wales, of wbleh 
the Moreton Say diHtrict wns then a provinco, had Hudd^iil;^ 
«eaaed aome years beforo, iinnii^a-tion was in its iubucy, oud 
labour wae scarce, dear, and bad ; couisuqiieDtly no Uiad of ciapi(^> 
mcnt, sftvo one, wan coniddered ini'/u lii'j. The bhgliL of gouUUtf 
had not then, nor has it yet in the bush, spread over the BorlooO' 
of society Uke a canktT, destroyinR evt'r>-thing lil{o manly inde- 
pendence : tlie only exception tu this liberal code was keeping a 
pubhchouse : the line had to ba drawn somenliere, and \re di«W 
it there ; if a geutleman stooped lo ILi^ degrading occupation, he 
wan ruthlessly sent (where Mr. ParueU buut his emidsanea lately 
with Mich happy roKults) to Coventry.

Not till 
185^), whcu ei-pacatiou firom New South Wftlcs was oMatncd. caa 1 
tind an; record of the vuluo of onr importf* and <>xporU ; for the 
foUoning year (1B60) the imports amouuted to Xliifi^, and tbtf 
exports to fSSS.lTO, uud fiom this timo the progresii of the Colooj 
haH beoii rapid and nearly ntiiiitomiptcd. In 18(i8, the valne of 
importfi arnniinted to £l.SiJ0,110, aul exports to £2.107.437; 
whUe in 1978 lUe imports had risun to £3 \^*ifill, and the cipocts 
to i:;l,l90.4l9. The rc^venue, which in 1HC3 wub only £2fl5,2l5, 
hatl, in lff7». iiicreaned to £1,121.000, and in 1871) to i;i. 461.828 ; 
whUe the production of sugar increased in the ten years from 1864 
to 1878, from 12.880 cwt. to 270,SlO owt., or more than tweoty- 
fold. In 1871tlfifi(>, t!ie production hivd riiicn to 1174,280 cwt, 
and there were also in thAt year, Ij41,li:)0 gallons of molasses, and 
238,710 galloDB of rum mauufaotiired ; of the augur, 2-10,001) cwt 
wn.8 oxpnrfeil, principally to the otUcx Colonics, whcroQneenslAnd 
Biigar ie rapidly taking the place of many ltind«, formerly imported 
from the MsQiitius. Java, and other setUcuivntK in the Indiiu) 
Ocean. Of the rum, 92,600 pilous were exported ; the remainder 
is poseibly ripening in the vaultn of the iirodueerK, ac<]uiring the 
indlow flavour bo highly appreciated by connoinseurB ; it took 
BOTentj augnr-milb and nine di^tiUcrics to produce tbiB ont-tim 
of siigar and mm. This very large ineroate in the cultiratioQ of 
Bugar occurred priut-tpully in one district, that of Port Haokny, 
where tho rick alluvial depoBitit on the kaulca of the Tiooeer River 
have been found extremely well adapted for its production ; the 
industry is. however, rapidly spreailing northwards, where great 
tracts of land have bcoo rocently discovered, that are eminently 
suited for Bugar-idanting ; it is also linown that an iiuraenee extent 
of land romid the shares of tho Gulf of Carpeutaria is well adapted 
fur sugar and other tropical oultivalion. Sugar- planting bids fair 
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io bc«(nn« ai no diatunt <lftt« ou'^ of the leadiog iodustries of 
Qqofiniilutd. 

Wlien it 18 romembvml tlint nt liie time of the HeparalioD from 
Sew Sontli \ViUc«. niitl iudeod iiji to 1870, rulways were ia tlioir 
inruiey, vhila tbe hcbHt dUtricti in the interior cf tli« ColoDy 
were tudiacoTeiw], it moat be conceded tliat her progreas hod been 
rapid, udld. and ubisfootory. But thiit projcretia has been but 
t*rdy when oomparod with what omj ba esjwctci) iu the fntiirp, 
when railway* shall liavc picrood tUu romote iutcrior, and developed 
the immeofie resource^) lying baned thero for lack of eiuy and cvr* 
tain eommunkation with the seaboard. Queousland may bo oom- 
patad to a fruit vitb a hard aud thick rindi-iiclosinf; a vast aiooaui 
of tliO ricbeat and most tiutritiouH utiinont, uad railways maj be 
regarded as inslxumoDts fur piorciii}; that rind, and making lhi> 
rich interior arailabli^ for thu anpport of oivilisod biinutuity. Thu 
couet dii)tri«U, though aboanding in h>rg« tracts of good coontry fit 
for ooltiration and tlia rearing of cattle, miut be considered iofiig- 
mfi«iuil when compared with the almost boaadleAs oxteat of rich 
floantr; io the interior, vherc tbo traveller jonraeya on, day after 
day and week nHor week, over an almost anbrokea eipanse 
of open down and plain country, eorered with gnsa and 
herbage, that for rirhDess nnd fattening iiuahties has seldom 
bean eqnaUod. and nevrr esccliod, bj* anything yet discovered in 
Aoatralift, 

From the main ditidiog range iu the east to the bmrder of 
Sontb Australia, aod from Boma in the sonth to the Gulf of Carpen- 
taria, ao area mCAsuring upwardH of GOO miles sqaare, there ia an 
almost nnbroken coDtiuuaom! of cotiotry, suoh an I have described, 
extending with (iitigiting monotony before the weary trnvelier, who, 
after the first week or ao, bsipiis to long for greater variety of 
scenery than these seemlnfi^y endless plains and nndalating downs 
afford ; and yet to tlw eye of the practised pastoralist Uie monotony 
of the scene is largely compensated by the anticipation of a rioli 
reward for all his toils and troubleii, io Hcouring the right to luas<i 
a few hundml stjuare miles of the graxier't paradise he sees spmad 
ont hcforo and around him mile upon mile on all stdas. Hor ocod the 
farmer turn away dii^appointed : thongh grass, the great staple of 
Australia, socms to monopolise the wholo oouutry. many a n^ of 
rich allaviaJ land stretches along the bonks of the water-ooones 
and in the ralloys, where some day, when these districts are made 
aoeeasible by railways, a popnlation of agrioultarists will find 
unpb asopa for thair indostry ; for the theory that farming cai - 
not be earriod on profitably in the inUnd districts of Australia has 
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long eines hma oxplodod by Uio teachings of erperioDee, a« tlto 
followiug extracts from Jocat jtnpcra will r^liow. 

A contributor to tho W^tfm star describes as follows a Roma 
Tineyard and orangery : — "Mr. llAAROtt is now rpajiing thp fmit 
from hia vineyard (Romii Villa), which cotcts over twenty acr« 
of ground and contains 22,000 vines, all bearing and looking as 
hfialtliy ah it is possible for tlifin tn lool;. Wo wwo niiablo to Icara 
tlie nnmfs of tlio difTerfijit liiiids of grapes grown by Mr. Ratwctt. 
The namee by wbicb they are generally known arc, the blaek ones 
— blacU prinop, llactc cluKter, and black wioc gnipeit ; white odga — 
Sweetwater, white tablo grapo, and white wino gi"apo. Then then! 
ifl the toil uitiKcut«t, undoubtodly the hwt grap« iu the vineyard, 
and one which produces an eicclteut vi'mv. At present, however, 
thcro is not louoh chnnoo of tcstioi; the red mnisoatcl wine, as Mr. 
Baesett can eomniand a rcftdy sale for all tho grapos of that kind be 
has gcowing. The black prEuce is a beautiful large grape of un 
oblong ithapc, the largest grown iu this dietrivt ; it has a pleasant 
tasto, and produces n VC17 good wino. The blaek clusters and 1h» 
blnck wine grapos. altUouah Bmaller than the black prince, are 
«i]t]ally as protitablo, if not more so, especially the black wine 
grape, which produtics 11 really excellent wtna. Of the white grapi». 
the white viinc grape ia ttie best. .\ nti-Anger to the vineyard wooM 
probably take this grape to be diseased, as it is slightly epeeklcd 
witli brown, which is of ooursa ils nature. It is a. t^ood yielding 
grape, and produceB a very good wine. The aweetwater and the 
white table grape are very good for eating, and although they yield 
a larger quantity of wine, it is of an inferior quality. Mr. Bassett 
hnn now in his cellars at Roma Villa about 600 gallons of wine, the 
produce of 1870-80: in a few more wecka ho will have added 
materially to his stock, having just oomploted the erection of s 
largo prcfis for tho cmshins of this year's produce. Wo have said 
how many vines Mr. Basuott has in the ground. As a father proof 
that it is a hicrativciuduiitry wu might juiitmeQUoutliat, the kasoo 
pcrmittiug, they intend jiuttiiig in at iIom.T. Vilhi nthcr ]S,0(K) vines, 
whiifh will cover about fonrtem aeroi; of ground, making a total of 
37,000 vinea, and covoriiif; an area of about thirty-four or thirty- 
five acres of ground. This is not bad for Itomn. Busidca tho twenty 
acres of vines, Mr. Dn,si;ebt has tlit-oo acres of frnit trees, oranges, 
lemons, figs, peaches, &R. There arc about 150 orange trees, a 
sight of which (to nac n vulgar and much hackneyed phra!<o) ia 
'Kood for Bore eyes.' Tho oranges arc nil of very good rlasaos, 
being the n»vel. St. Michael, and mandariuii. The trees aro liter- 
ally loaded ; on two aniaU topmost branches of one St. Michael 
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Itm we roontMl do leas Ihiin thirtir-fivit onuigM. Tlu« wm not tfan 
piok of tba onngery eitber. bat a [uir apooimea. Tbero «ro about 
two iloEm6gtrseibe4riQ]>(rnit. also a In^nqtuatUy or peftch trees. 
There «n k]>o levernl lemon tropji. bnt the nevore froets at tbn spring 
oftbo joax eat Uiem ap in nucha mtmncraalaproTOiil unat of Umm 
bMrmjr this Beomo, otie ou); bATi»f* any &ait od ; that one is a 
(Meuliar fruit. cotnmoDly ciiUn) tha ribbtHt lemon. Tlipy nrci oil, 
bowovfir, loukiug very benlUiy now, and in all probability wiU b«>r 
(Volt next iNMWon.

«littoafl— <ine of wbirU waa rather lato aowiag, and another the 
absvnca of rain from the time of eowing to tho end of September. 
PreviouA to thnt run, hopes of a sneooMfdl yield wero dMpaired of, 
bat after tho fall of a Hhonrer or t«o the pUoti shot np wondarfully. 
and the mralt waa a fairlygood jriold, although nothing lilte so good 
as wontd have beon eeeured nndor mora f4TourabIe circnmstaiioea.

Ur. Kates, roiller of AUora, has been visiting the Roma fanners 
and frait growers, and, acoording to the WaUrn Star, says that 
wliot ht] saw baa KOrpriMd him, atthoogh be expected to find aoiae- 
tliiug to aduiro iu llonUL The grapes which ore now rapidly 
ripening oro oat surpaased anywhere, while of Uie aouplas of wheat 
grown here be iipoalai in tlie highest tarnu. That aample grown 
by Hr. Irwin is flrsi«lass, and tho weight ia not often suTpassoil ou 
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tlio Dowu», (klthongli at Allorn a fana«r liasgrou'o wheat weisliing 
07} ib. to the boshel ; but thig in not attcJi nccomplislied. Mr. KatM 
]\&a great fnith in the Califomian wlieat^ whioli has jieMed in some 
plaMB ns high ae eixty busiieU to the acre, or ratUcr at tliat rat«, 
beoaiiso the quniitit^ received VAa distributod in »mn)l parccJa tc 
ihe growers, and very tevr of iliem had mtfHcieiit to sow an acre. 
It i» reported to be so ^ood, hovever, that it will be exteosivt); 
oaltivat^d on the Downs next Keafion. aud we are glad to learn that 
a portion will bo forwarded to this district. Tlio Dowds farmon 
will lay down thrive timon nn mncb land under wheat this season u 
compared vith Inst, and Id a short time — not many yean — Uh 
Adehtidfl product will not bo required in (Juucnsland. But Uw 
Downs fannitrs arc going to mak« an alteration in tho time of 
Howing. The; will thin neaxon sow hoia the loth to the end of 
April, and ta)t« the chauce of the crop being uli^htlr iigariMl b; 
fronts rather than that of having it destroyed nltognthor by ru^ 
and an early harvest will anticipatr rust." 

The ii'anvick E^-anUngr supplies the following most gratif^'isg 
information: — " From F. Kates, Efiq., M.L.A., we hiiTD learut that 
the wheat harrcstiu the AUora and f^pring Croek d!strict«i has not 
only turned out woU, but hae exceeded the highest anticipationii of 
tho growers. In soma paddockii the yield has been very heavy. 
Forty hushela to the aero will be reached in several inataucc^, whil« 
in some few ca««8 as high as £fty bushels per acre will !>« realiwd. 
One farmer conaidorcd ho would have a hpavy crop if he filled 160 
hags : on thrcHhiug he found liin expHCtatioita greatly excacdod, 
and tho yield required 'HO bags to hold it. Tliia is oiily one 
inetsnce of many which could bo quoted. In anothar cose, on 
two adjoiniuR farms holongtiig to Mr. R. Black, ninety-four acres 
gave 70(' bnss of wboat, or nearly 3,01K) buehtia, Grisliug at 
the Ailora miUu commenced lii^t week, and, good as tho wheat iain 
appearance, it i» making equally as good flour. We haT« % 
sample of tho nilk dressed before us, and it is stated by those "vho 
are good judges to b(> a hoautiiul flour, aud equal to Adelaide. A» 
a proof of this no may mention that the local hakcrat Allnra (\lt. 
Meyer) made some of it Into loavcn, and at the same time made 
80<m« of the finest Adelaide flour. On the broad being taken from 
tho oven aud tested, that made from the local flonr •nan found to 
bo fully as good as that of tho Adelaide flour — in fact, thoa« who 
worn not aware of it could not diHlinguisb the one from the other. 
We mention this to show that tho local wheat will make aa good 
tiour as that whtck is imported. It is calculated that in the AUora 
diatrict alone tlio yield of wheat will be about 7,000 bags, nr neulj 
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90,000 builioh. Tliifl. iw we liaVA laiil, ii for tli« Allora distriot 
ivlaae, &n<l tbero ia btsidod Die Wurvrioli, Kmu Greek, sod 
Toowooinbn. diHtrioU. It U calouIat«J tluit there will b« a total 
jield of bvtirwn siity aud aowDtj tlioasaml bajts. nr aomevlterd 
lunr a qanrter of a mttliou busliels. Ttiis ia a proof of vUat tbo 
wbeat luitU will yield in a bur Benson." 

Allora is ■ town about tlio centre of tbo finest ftsrtculturnl lands 
iu Ui* distriot of I>arliu? Dawns, qow tbc fipranary of the eontbem 
iIulriBis. and Boma i» iu tbo Motanoa dittLrict, at preMOt tlia ter- 
miatu of tbo railway from Brisbano to tbo West, and is on tbe 
tbroibold of a T«ry groivt oxteat of fine country. A few ;«arfl ago 
ha woohl liave bsen sat down as a laaatio wlis had inveat*! his 
eapttal in boshiuidry in dtiier of thftse districts, bat tbe nulway 
has not only broaght population to oonsamc tbo prodaco on tbo 
apot, bat )i;iEi made it pasaible to trau.iport it to distaot markets, 
and, im usqaI, demand has creaUd supply. It may be 00Dcedi>d that 
there ore throajrhout the interior &hy milfM suitt-d for gmziiig to 
eaoh mile that is Sidaptcdfor a^cnlturo, bat even that ealcutatioo 
will leavo a rery «>Qflidonbl« territory for the optiriitions of the 
ogriealtoriHt. In this entiinate of the proportions of fimning to 
grasliig land, tbc country uu tlie waters of tbe Oiilf ia not inoluded. 
In Ibat immcDte distriot it will. I have erery reason to beliave, 
be foand that at least one-fonrtb of the couutry ih well wlaptad Sac 
txopicol n^icaltnre, while nearly all the remainder is onenrpaasBd 
M grazing conntrr. 

Tbe great problem that presents itself Cor lolulton to wliatCTor 
(iovemmcnt may mlo tbc dcstiuies ofQuoensland. ia how best to 
ntilisa the latent resottreea of this great oMtats, and compel it to yield 
a greater quota towards tbe prosperity of lb« Colony and iho wealth 
of the Hupire than it has hitberto done. It is impoasible to 
imagine that this noble heritage is to rsmaio mncb longer in tbe 
position it has hitherto oooopied. as tlia hantinggroand of a few 
savaKci and the ahodo of a few hundred graiiera. whose stations 
are Msll«rod st long iDterraJs over its toKaot, ond wbMe flooks 
and henln scarcely occupy one-teuth of ita aTailablv areu. It scorns 
to me that the only sjlation of this ^-reat problem in in the 
enooorogemeut of settlomont, by opening up the country by meann 
of railway commnnioatioQ wiili the coast— tlie only mode of certain, 
speedy, and cheap transit that ono b« devised in cooutrics where 
nature has neglected to provide navigable riTers, to atrve as high- 
ways for Uw oonuDeroe of iubnt oommanities. 

Omt striidM have already been uade in the direetion of opening 
up tbe interior by Ihe eoDstroetion and opening of a linetrou 
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Brisbsne to Roma, 81T miles almost <luo west, aud n coniinQaiioa 
bos boon AnthoriHfid b<r PArliamant, and U aov being made to 
Mitcboll, &9 milex fnrtbnr in the Mme ilirecttou. A branch teavM 
tho Urittbniif-Koma line »t <iu7n« Juuotion ou DatUng Dovan, and 
nin« gontlmiird, throngh the fine agrifialtnril Iftnds of that district 
toWftrwiclcon the Condamine river, 166 miles firom Brisbau*. Fiom 
Warwick tlie line i» nearly finished to the tin mioe.") of Slaotliorpe, 
41 miles, oloae to the border of Now South Wnlea, where it wiiJ 
join the eastern ByHtom of tbnt Colony, now rapidly advancing to- 
wards tlieboi-der. Bat a glance nt the map will abowthat thcooline.i 
only tra'verse the oatskirts of Qiieeaalaud, leaving nntoiichcd aad 
nnprovided for tho Rrcat tracts of country I have described, strelcli- 
inj: ill Dninterrnptod vastness for COt) miles north-westward from 
Boma and MitL'hell to the shoreH of the Oulf of Cnrpentarta. Tbt 
resources of QuceusIaDd cannot bo cousidcroti orjo-tt'ulh port do- 
valopod until this great country is brought within the community of 
nalious by the iron-horuo, which, an far at loast iik now Qounliias 
are concerned, hociur dt^stiued to become the great civiliaiug and 
amcliomtins agoot of the fatara. 

A llill liOii therefore pnnfird the PArliameiit of QuMBslaad 
autheriaing the cnn»triict!oD of n line on the laud grant system, 
starting from Mitcliell, and contiiiniQg the Brisbane-JlitchcU Iiii« 
weKtwiird to Charlei.'iUe on the Wan-pgo Itivcr, whenco n line is 
projected eouth to Biirke, in New South Wales, to connect with 
the weatem railway syetem of that Colony, and nlao one wertwarf, 
to connect with the Houtlt Australian system. Oharlevilhi will 
thus hecorao tha point of j unction with the whole railway syatcm of 
New South Wales, and tlirough it also with the Victorian system, 
nnd that of South AusUaliii. From Charlcvillc the nnthorised 
trail Gcontincutal will turn north-westward to Point Parker, on the 
Gulf (if Carpentsrifi, 1 diHtance of 1,050 miloB from Mitchell, th*^_ 
point of junction, with tho line from Brisbane now heing flniabe^^^l 
to that place ; and the facHitioB for the constmetion of tlie Itoo are 
RN groat asi Uie RoiirccD it would develop. No engineering obtttads 
eicists on the whole of this immensi! tr»L-t of eountry. No tunnelling 
or oven very deep cuttiiif: vr\]l be neccsjary, and tbo bridged will 
goncrally he Rmall, aiirl ctmily constructed of matcriuls found every- 
wliere on the hankie of the cre^^ks and rivers. As regards the rosooroM 
it would develop, eo nnmeioiis ai'o tbcy, aud so great arc the heaeflts 
that must follow on its couutmction, Uiat 1 do not think it can he 
oonsidcrod presumptuou-i to call the proposed undertalciiig one of 
nationftl importance. The very lar;;e extent of rioli country that will 
bo opened for HOttlement to the teeming thousauda of tlicM islands 
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tHoat entitles me to nm tbe phrase ; and vben to this is addod tlM 
T«r]r groat impetos that will bo piien to tlie wool aod moAt triMles, 
and to tho developmeat of tbe immense mineral nwnrcM of the 
eouatry to be tnTflnwd by tbe propoHed line. I do not tliink Ibo 
pbnuo is at kll fliftggorBied or misapplied. Tbe quantity of ttocli 
depasturing od tbe 1st of Jaaaar; in tbo districts that voald bo 
traversed by it, or that are noarenoughto nseitfortheir traflic. wiia 
S0D.090 eiiltio aiid 2.085,000 sboep, and by the estimate of ollicials, 
eooSnned by the opinions of ftontlemen who have resided in these 
distrieta for yearn, tlio stock-onrryiog capacity of the ooantry wonid 
bo iooraaMl ten timos by the opening of a railway gifing speedy 
and certain eommantcation viUi tlio scabonrd ; and ft>oin personal 
obserratioo on a journey from Rockhampton to ths neighbourhood 
ef ihs Qulf, I do not consider that estimate at *U oxaggoratod. 
8bMp-fonmni[ oa» at present only bo carried on profitably np to or 
slijjitly beyond the line to be traTemed by the propo««d railway ; 
ita ioitiation would not only tend to inarease the carrying capacity 
of the ooantry already partially stocked with obeep, biit open up 
for sheep-farmiog a large extent of conntry to tlie west of Uie pro- 
pos«d tine and parallel to it, now neariy naoooapiod by sheep and 
only GpAra«ly stocked with cattle. To an AustraUnn stock-fjarmer ] 
need not explain the grtal difTurenco it makes in the popnlatioa, 
trade, aod genera] prosperity of a country that is r«Ally veil adapted 
tor «boep, as all our western country is^ when it is stocked with 
tlicm or with cattle only : bnt to tlioee of my audience who bare not 
the privilogo of being AuBtrahaa stock-formers, I may explain that 
sheep employ a very ranch larger number of handH in their mau- 
ag«raenL than cattle, and these hands cousomo large <|aauLitiei uf 
provixionfl and mnuufaotored goods aod other >iiipphoG, which must 
he brought from the coast, thus giving employment to a great many 
carriere and their teom^ ; besides, there arc a hundred different 
articloi re<]uired on n ebee^-statiou that CAtUe-statiuuti can dispense 
with. Then the wool has to bo Hhorii, washed, and carried to port, 
aod dehverod to agente for shipment, making trade for a set of 
worthy geatlenien who take tlio first of the many Ribbli>s it has to 
submit to before reaching tJis oousumer. Cattle, on tbe other hand, 
reiiuiro comparatively few men in their management, and are coto- 
plaisant enough to earry their own beef, tallow, and ItidM to 
market at a small expeoas to their owner, bat also without oroatiog 
any great amoont of traffic. Cattle-stations can oonsequontly be 
eanriod on with a chance of profit at a muoh greater distanee from 
a port than is the case with sheep-statioDS. 
k The Inrgc increase in the poptUation which follows the stocking 
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of a district with sbeop. creates ooDsnm^r^ Tir nsricaltnral anj 
garilcn produce, tbc nusing of which baa now bsconae au imjiortaDt 
industry in miiny plnooswhoro formerly it was antried for wnnt ofa 
IKipiilation to consame it. Bat it in in opening up the mineral wealth 
of the inberiort which for so maoy years has lain n«arl>' aseless for 
want of the menns of transit, that a liso of railway will be fonnd 
of flxtrenie importance from the moment it is oponed. There is 
espccinlly one di.itriot near which any Une ma«t patts on its way to 
the only port on the Gulf from the eoutb, wlif-re vt>rj- rich and ei- 
tenaive deposit^t of gold, copper, and iron have been found, and the 
two former worked, but not to any j^roat extent, owtn^c to the diffi- 
culty and cost of transit to port, tho nearent point on the Oulf of 
Carpentaria boin^; more than 200 miles from tho iuiuc». The ar- 
eonnts we have of the f^^A oxtoot and ricbnoes of this motaUif«roa< 
district would seem fabnlous if they were not proved, beyond the 
poHsibility of doubt, by the concurrent testimony of nambera of 
people, experts and others, who have seen what they dpKcribe. Lest 
I shonid appear to exaggerate, I will not nttismpt to give an idea of 
the mineral wealth of this region la my own words, but will, with 
your pL^miiHuiun, Bhortly quote the reports of peraoDS wlio have 
rifiited the district and seen what they describe. 

In the Qtuenalander of Aujfnst 9th, Mr. Sheatfe writes :^ 
" And here I may point out a peonliarity nevwr observed by me, 
or mentioned by others as far as I know, aa oxistin;; in any other 
part of A-iiBtriklia : th* Mackinlay tangae, teeming with an extra- 
ordinary wealth of miaoraU, are flan&ed for nearly '2(H) miles by 
high undulating downs of exceeding fertility, ao that on tlio one band 
yon have almost boundless pasture, and npon the other, almost 
inexhaufltiblo mincN. That I am justified in epeatiing of these ntiitfla 
as almot<t iaexbnuslible, I shall proceed to show. The first known 
copper mtnea approached by thifi ronte arc the Mountain Home, 
the Rio O-rande, and the West IJriton. applied for some six or eeven 
years ago by some Bydney capitiwlists, and of which Mr. W. 
Welliuglon, who was sent from Knghind by McBsrs. Uolitho ic Sons, 
reported as follows : — 'The principal Inde ia at Mount Norma, is a 
well-defined lode, varying from three feet to six fitet wide, rooning 
north and sonth and dipping to the east. It standa in the faoe of 
an almost perpcndianlar monntnin, ahowing from 400 to SOO yards. 
The ore is principally giey, of the following percentage! namely, 
Ihirty-foDT. Thousands of tons eoold be taken away here at trifling; 
expense. The Rio Grande lodes consist of two, running parallel, 
with a distance of about 350 yards betwoon them. The out-crops 
«how very distinctly oo both these lodes for abcut 800 and iOO 
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^mOh Iu Irii^'tL, conbi^tlug or red oxiilc and grey DTMof tlie ruUowiiifc 
IfcircciitBgG, aiimGiy, (orty-fxmr. Tlicse lodes appear to be ruDuiiig 
into tbo Moualain Home lode. Xli*> Wetit Briton, nho runntng' 
Dortli Aiid &onlli, lit ftbuut n uiil« iiortli- tut of Lbe Mouutaiii Home 
on tlie top of a >uaU ridge, tltouiug a largo lu<ia fmu ait fuel to 
oiglit feet nido, ciiiefly red oxido aud groy ore, of llin followiog per- 
eeato^, iiauiely tliirly>«ighL Tbose lujoi api>onrto tM welldoQacd 
and NgiUar, all runniag Dortli aad dOuUi aud dippiiv; to the east. 
Tlio onst of working Uieso IoJri n-iil be very little for n long time to 
come, in coiific<iu«iicG ot tlio ore Ixtiu;; s? near tlic stirfaoc.' 

" Tbe liii«, after leaving tliose mine j, would then paas near tb« 
gold reefti of Bishop's and Kislicr'H Creeks, where wvorol aurifcrona 
claims arc still working aud paying vn'^ca at from l^'i to i'8 a neek 
to engioodrivers, add £4 to rongli-nud- ready laou an loiaere, and 
whero untDborlohM otbor reefs tin- known to oiial, but are at present 
not worked, owing to tUc great eipeuao of gutting uiacUiaDry, and 
the diffiealiy and unecrtainty of getting rntiomi- Near this, also, 
ibe Hoincnanl Botiod and Flying DuLcliuiau copper mines are 
Bttuatod. from tlie furmor of wliicb 2^0 tona of ore bara be?u eeut 
to Sydney, all of wliieb has yteldml ovor 40 per ooiit. of pure cop- 
jier. Twelve mileti farther on. the Cloncarry copper mines are 
reucbed, tbi? rialnicas and innguitudc uf wUicli it is difn:iiilt to cou- 
«eivo wiLliout having mmiu tltcm ; and though I have known mnoy 
akillnd miner* who have worked at, and Beri>ral mining engineers 
of note (Hr. il. A. Tlioiupeoa, tbe cbairmaa of tbe Mtaiag Board 
of New South Walea, bain^ one) who havd ixupecteJ Lhesa mines, 1 
liave nev<!r known one who itas not at first sight iLstoni&hed at the 
olmott iucrettible amoaut of lieb ore lying on the lurraco of tbe 
groand. Half a mile to tbe Eoulh-weat, extremely hob and exten- 
aive lodes occur, while thirty miles to the uurth-wcst unnumbered 
lodea and copper- btariug reins tippear. 1 luysclf know of nearly 
100, only eight or ten of which aru mcuiwI, and uona worked." 
Mr. Uhcaffe enumerates several other marvoUoutly rich deposits of 
«opper,uiid ftfitun ijuotes Jlr.Wellinstoaa report: — *' 'Eight miles to 
the Dorlli-wext, UD tho LeichhAn.lt Itiver, are two lodes, containing 
ores of ml oxide, grey end toalaobite. These todeii are from &U 
feet Io90 feet wide, imiuoMQ doposit* of copper. Big booldv* of 
\irey on lying loo*e on tiio Hurface^ of tona' weight.' Tlieso 
things," contisoca filr. SlicuJTe, " I have H«n. aud shall be inosl 
liappy to show to anyone desiron^ of seeing them, when I retam Ut 
the Cloucvrry." TbuD, I think, [ am justified in spi-nkiug of ibeao 
iiUDeB oa almoat tDexbaastiblc, and in my aaaerlion that this district 
will fiod ample nmuocrutiro lubcur lor tens of tboosaods of oar 
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miners, if only regnlnr and moderately roflsonnble oarriage tritli its 
nntiiml port was prorideJ. 

Snb-Insp&utor Annit reports thns to tbc Colonial Secrotaiy, 18th 
Dae, 1880 :— 

. . . . " The Clonoiirry firold-fiold is eitnatod on a bell of 
raQf^K dotted tliroa^liout by niimoroaa iaoIiUkI peakfl, many of 
wliich coDKiet of neiLrly |)iir« iron oi-e. Loavitig tbc CloDcurrj. nod 
Hkcririg io » northerly dircution, tlio couutry for »om« BLXty milm 
cnnniitt8 nf rulgeH running out from tlic range ncd forniin;|{ tlM 
wsterslifils bL^tweon Uie Cloncarry, Williams. Duj^ld, and Loidi- 
bardt rivers; this country is w«ll timbered, and secoud class paKtotal. 
On roacliingtbo IjoichUnrdt tbo oonutry opcnn out on oitlior bank, 
forming larKo plains and sliRbtly rolling dowiiti, vbioU extend for 
mil«s out from the river, and coutinuouBly down to within a few 
milea of the coiiHt ; this fine country, ovor 2U0 miles in extent, is 
nvdl grassGd and watered througbont, composodof fine red or brown 
loam (>f great doptb, nod dooa not offer any oataral obstacles to 
ougineera." 

Goal bns boon dinoovcrcd in uc-arly nil tbo diBtricts of tljo Colony 
wbora it has been searched tor, principally near Brisbane, in West 
Morelon, on Darling Downa, and at Maryborough, and at Boweo 
Olid Cooktowu iu Uio noiib. Mr. Juci, n wclMinown geologist, i> 
of opinion that the wetitorn plnhiH will bn fonnd to ovcrli« Tory 
large deposits of ttiis in valuable mineral. The bard oil coals of t^ 
Darling Downs are described aa being «npabl6 cf producing o hurgt 
percentage of illuminating oil and poraffine. Tin and antimony 
linvc been discovered aiul waikod in v^hrions localities, aud the 
numerous gold-ISclds aro too well known to need particular notin. 
The. number of miueru fur guld engaged througbont tlie Colony in 
1670 was close upuQ ti.OiiO. The estimated value of gold produ««d 
was Bli-litly uuJor ^1,010,000. 

At Parlicr Point, on tbo Bouth-weatern idiore of Carpontatin, a har- 
bour bna bcicn rcccntlydiHCuvcrcd aud sut >eyed byoflioers sent for tbs 
puipoeo, that seems to bavo boen intended by nature aa th« ootki 
for the traile uf Korthoru Qiioou(i;hui<l , aud for tbo terminus of a 
niiiwEiy that mupt one day form tbe shortest oiid moat couvein«nt 
cbiinnel for miieb of tho traffic, not of QueeuBtaud only, but alto 
of thft aoutheru Cotonieswith Euro[>e. by the Sncx Canal, luul viUl 
luiIiKt Cbiuii, Japan, and tiju inlands of the Kast«rn Archipd^o; 
for to this gi-eat tmnle raiiway tboso of New South Wutcs, imd 
through tlem of Victona aud probably ultimately Soutli Australia, 
will L« joined, as well as Iwu &-om tho ciuit const of QBG«niJaud. 
that are rapidly pnsJiing their xmy towoxda the western plftina 
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Ob« biHn Boekhoiopton, UiwaniB Barealdino in tbo Barcoo duitriut, 
ia opened lor (nfBc to Witherafield, 2M mtleH trom liocltli&mptoo, 
Knd it IB anUi&rised by P&rliiuneiit to Ira continueil to the D«lytuido 
RiTor, 40 mUes farUier; theoce about llto niilL-s will bring it to tli6 
point of projKxwd jonetion iritfa the TriiUH-uoutinuotal nt Baroaldioe. 
Tlio other line, whiclt stiu-tc bom Towiuvillo tow*rd« tho gold 
mining tliiitrtct of Cbart«rs Tovers, uod iti lu be coniiuucd tbecee 
to Ihti hcadtraion of the Flinders, hae oulj' lutely beon commenoed, 
but ia maiuog food progroH. It U iateodcrd that tltU line shAll 
join tJio Tna»-eontii»Dtal, uid it must b« appiueDC Umt u-bon thU 
great rkiiwuy »cb«ma is carried oat, it will bo the means of opeuiiig 
up n T«ry large oxteot of country, ombraciog a great variety of 
mil aiid climiUe, and adapted fur nuuiy difforcut kind^ of occapa* 
tion, nwliiuK it available for the settlement of a very large 
population. 

To foster tliia greatly -deured object tlio land laws of Quoena- 
land liaro been made ae hberal aa any land ]av» well can be. 
Within lb« last dosen yours these laws have been completely 
ro-modelled, with the aole obj<jct of Cacilitating the acltlement of 
popalaboti ou the lauda of tlw Colony. laheiitiag a vicioUB vyetem 
of land hiwH from tbo parent colony, Queensland oqntinued for 
some years after separation to oncowage the acoumulntion of large 
leaaebolda in the haiid« of capitalists, discouraging tbo acquisition 
of small freeholdn by men of limited capital, by keeping ap the 
minimum upset prioe tu £1 per acre, a price ulmoet prc^bitory 
oxcopt for small lots of moru than uverago i{tiality, or with a 
sitaatiou commaudiug large gnuiag facilities, or some other 
advantage, beyond tbo intrinsie value of the land ItttcU The 
coQs&qncDco was that only the best morsels here and there wore 
piekvd out and bought by the so-called poor man, and bis stock 
waa turned out to graze on the ucighbouriug Crown lands, wliioh 
were generally held on Icaao by some squatter or pastoral tenant 
of the Crown. In Uits way the best of the country was picked out, 
leaTing the rest in the bunds of tbo Crown tenant — a result that 
eeoms to have been aimol nt by thosv who doriscd this iliibcml and 
esolusive luv. lu Quoen&land it was fonad to work so badly, and 
occasion so much ill-feeling and even crime, in tbe abape of 
eatUo-flttaliiig, thai a comproaiisa wu hit apoti, by vhieb the 
ranfl or holdings of the pAatoral tenants in the settled districts, 
that is, those withiu a cetiain distance of the coast, were diridod 
i&to halves, the pastoral tenant Tctaining onc-bulf for o tcrtu of 11 
yean, the other being tlirown open for selocUou to the publio, on 
terms so easy that the unall capitalint and uconotnicul woiking man 
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nlin linil Kftvtil tij) liu) earuingt^ bad ever}' faoilitr givpii liim for Uie 
Bcqui»itiuu hy piircli&sc of as much land ixt liis caxiital oJloved. 
from the 40-ftcre Itomo^tcacl oro* to the ri.lSO-nerc lioldtog, tb« 
largest quantity Uiat cou be lawfallf litM b.Y one pcnioa. The 
HfBteoi }m8 been a great saooesH, aud much of tbe oouiitry in tli« 
settled districts has bottn taken np by men of limited noanB. Bf ■ 
STstem of (tcferred pnymentn. tbo torms nrc mode moro easy to the 
purchaser than if the full price had to be paid ou purchase. Bj aa 
annual pjijiiioiit of Is. per iiere, and fulfilling aonie other c<m>)itioiu, 
coonUtiug principally io fencing in and olhern-ise improring the 
land, it bficomea tho property of tbo purchaser at the aud of tea 
years ; or tlio prioe (IOb. por acre) may, after the txpiralion of 
three years, he paicj up.wheu.oa proof that tiie requisite canditions 
ha'vo bocu fulfillL-d, the laud bccomcH tho piui^city of tbo selector. 
Homoetead areas can l« i^doctt>d nt 2b. 6d. ^wr acre on the deferred 
paymeut system of Od. per acre per ADnom, becoming tbe propfltty 
of the itolcctor tvheo all ib paid up and conditions fulfilled. One 
of tliPHo in pcrKonn.! reHidcocc. On ordinary Rf-loctionM and pre- 
emptivea, reetidence by agent is sufficient.

Thfl 
gross area held uudor eoiiditiouEj piirchabe and faomeatead aolcction 
on December SI, 1871), amounted to 8,720,000 acres. 

Ak an instance of the lienefioial working of the land-lave at 
proROnt ui force I may adduce my own experiences. Twcntj.five 
yearn since the firm with which I am connected dihoovered, 
took np, and stocked a pieee of couDtr^* U& miles by 10 in 
extent, ou a navi^nble river, aud we were BOOa followed by otbera 
who took up countiy in various parts of tho same diatrict. Id a 
few yi>nn« gold was discovert-d in ecvcnil places in the neigLboor- 
hood, population was nttructcd, and a small township was laid ont 
by the dittlricl commissioner on the head of iiavigalinu, Tho 
population «teatlily inori^aKin-^, tbe dcmaud for smalt pertioas o( 
land becitme were and more urgent. Tbe new Land Act was pMsed 
principally by tho instramentality of one of my partners, who saw 
with much eouceru the lanlessnoes Ihnt prevailed, nod llie ammoMt; 
hotween ulassen that was foHteredby the law iis it stood. Muchof tli« 
host portions of tho half of the runs that h:td betin reserved for sale 
luidor the new Act wero soon sold, aud tho population of town and 
coniitry grow apaco. A railway towards the interior was started by 
GoYorouicnt, hut was stopped at tbo 2ij mile peg, bad Umes baviiij; 
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t«t iu. Alter four or (ire vciir^ tiinvs iupru>'vd. Tlio r&ilwfty 
worta wero resamwl, Uio towu aguia ehot itliead antl grew apace, and 
now. wbere tbe foot of whit« mau lia«I never trod till Iwenlj-five years 
sinu, » popoUtion of 6,000 M\xh is gntlicred within its bouuii&ries, 
nod the conntr; for SO milen round fla|iports n Urge popalttion, 
ronsistiug priocipnllT of eelectors anil A^rioulturiatfi oooupying 
tli«ir own land. Tlie town has Dtae ebardios, tliree aewspapcrs, 
Hoven baokH, eiglit scbooU with nearly 1.500 pu|ii!it. beiiidus a 
(grammar- BcUool newly opened at n ooat of i'.'^.OOO, lursoljr lufldu up 
of eontribations by tlio citizens, and a corporation whicli for energy 
nud ability, oombtQed with caatiou (many of llie membem having 
bHW Sootumon). inixUl witlt advantage bo taltru im a model by the 
citjr fatfaan of ntAny more adraitoed and pr«trntioa<t cominauitieB. 
Where little more than tw^ntyyears i)iuc« stood tlie 8<iaatt«r'H humble 
shipping wharf, composed of slabs (rough boards) and a few stakea 
lind aapUnga oat from the neighbouring forest, ihore in now n. 
quarter of n mile of solid, well-bnilt wbarven at which numerous 
Rteamers weekly diKhurgti and take in cargo, and occan-goiag ships 
may froqnentiv be smii, arrivt-d from at luadiug for Loudon or 
other ports over the noa ; and, lastly, a stately iron stispcnHion bridge 
ho* just been opened, uuiting the river bsuks by hvo epanii of 2S2 
feet each, or 1180 yards in all, built at a cost of about £50,000. 
Tliifl ia only one instance of many, and I hope I may bo pardoned 
for dweUiug at such length on the progress of this particular town 
and district. 1 adduce them as the instance with which I am best 
ncquuiutcd of the prosperity that may be expected to follow 
liberal land-laws and a jadicions railway ti}'*^'^°i ^ * '^^^ country. 

It must not be imagined that tbe land oiten for selection and «ala 
in tba settled districts (the 24,000.000 odd hundred tbonsond acres 
1 have mentioned) is the only land that it aTailablc for alienation; 
ficept some ao-calted railway reserves of a. few thoasoud acres that 
were sold by auction at t\ per acre in the Boma and Clenuout di»- 
triets, and th« email pre-emptiTO rights which the ruDhoMenbaro 
over au iDsignifieaut portion of the country they Utine, to enable 
them to secure improvcmentn. ^^'itl) these cxceplious and some 
smaU boldiuga round a few of the book townships, there is not an 
acre that goes to compose the thouaanda of squaro milea in the 
iutcrior that cannot at very abort nolicc b« rcsamed by Gorern- 
raent when reijuired for salr or public piirpotw*', by the simple pro- 
c«sa of six months' notice to the leKsee, and i( both Iloums of 
I*ariiamenl do not demur by rcsolntiua witliin sixty days, the

bridle, coat, boots, watob, on nioney, and k.ime i>oiiod» in dobt iuio 
Ui« bargain. Uu wai also a ftlitphonl, nml returacd to lii« flock to 
clievtlia end of kvocI asd bittor raflncUoii for onoUicr year or tvo, 
nud llien probably to repeat tlio nperiUion. Tbe»e are only (wo of 
lUAoy iustanooii that bave ooiue iiud<v my notice ; bnt I liave, oil 
the Qitiier band, known Hcoros wlio liavo Bav«d up tlieir pay and 
iiiif-cfltcil it as I mentioned before. Tbc moral ia., that if a working 
raao in Anstralia cliooaea to be induHtrioas, fragal,aod bunost, aniL 
inveabt liia savings jadiciouBly, lie cannot bnt improve liis position; 
bnt tbe idle, tbo tbriftleaii, tbe eclf-indalgcot, and tbe dishoncatt 
liarc often very bard times of it tbor« as tn every part of tbo world. 
It ix, bow«Tor. only tbo man tbi^ is SMJUMtomsd to manual labour 
in aoine furin thai 1 would adrise in emigrate— all Uio so-oallod 
higbw tiindH of emploTineot ojo sadly OTer-stooUed. Uowbolias 
no cftpititl. and can nm no tool but tbe quill or pencil, bad bvtter 
•top at lioniP. Young women fit for eerrtco are in great and uorcr 
failing demand, oHpcciiUly if they ontertain no rooted aversion to 
matrimony. Tlie proportion of them that " go off" in this way is 
gcMti but I bATC no Btatifltics at band to nbow wbnt tbat pro- 
iosis. Uenya miatrnM finds toberooHt llial n promise to marry 
'omrridiM nil ntlier promisex and coatrncls vbaUoever. 

It IB DOW time to Bay Minelbiog of the climate and sanitary 
Htato of Queonslnnd, the boast of tboMP who have lived tliore, and 
the biigbesr of those who have not. To an old QnooufllAudM it is 
partly aroiuiog and partly annoying to h^^ar tl>e remarks thai art 
mode even in tbo other Coloniea by people who have no personal 
eipericnco in tbe matter. .After a residence of nejtrly twenty yean, 
tliinn^ which I have osplorod a good deal of now ooaotry sod 
helpftl to form Hnveral new statioBS, which involves mueb hardship, 
camping out. and general knocking abont. and travelled over a large 
proportion of Uie Colony, I will veulnre to affinn that, tliongb tbo 
cbmate in hot from three to four montliK in tbo yemr, it will, in 
point of hpallfainesii, compare fsTouribly with tliit of any newli*' 
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tietU^d conntry iii tlie world tbat I Iiavo ever licard, geon, or read 
of. There are not inimy placca bivc Australin wlipro s man cao 
wiih impunity lie night iifUr nittht with only a blauket between btn 
and tbe damp cartli, perhaps fiiiding wliea lie irokes in tbe moni- 
tng Hint liis ttlerider C0T(>rin^ has Uasn xonknl by some paxging 
«Iiowcr, or that hici hair U stack toji^tbor \ritli hoar-frost ; and 7«t 
this is ihn liTo led by hundreds in all piuis of Aastralia, and 
perhaps more 'm Queensland than in the aouthem Colonies, wbco 
tnivvUiiiv in the bush, or camping oat with stock. On a journey ot 
four months from Roekhumpton to the l-'lindera and baek, I did 
not pitch my tent half iv ilozcn times, «xc'<!pt for rain, preferring to 
lie nuder the gloriono etnrs, with a mncintoHh over my blaulteU to 
keep the dew from Koaldug them ; and in that time I gained half a 
ntone in weight 1 and my jiroora. who also preferred slceptngont. 
looked the picture of liealUi when we returned home. 

In the elevated reginn Bcparating the wators flowing to tho Golf 
of Cnrpentiiria from those Qowiog Hontli (22' »oiith hit.), I Imvc. in 
the winter, frcqnontly sficn iee on baaina ami watcrbags ia the 
roorniiids ; and anyone having to trtulgfi tlirongb the hoar-frost in 
Kuarch of his lioraee bdou realises wl>n.t the senxatioi] of icy feet 
and powerless handn is ; a ride over the plains of Darling Downs 
on a winter ntghi. ianlionttho coldcHt operation I Iiare ever ex- 
perienced. In tho low-lyiiiR conntry bordmn^ the coa»t Ifae beat 
«f Bnmmor ia no doubt Rroat for aomo four months in the y«ar, but 
it is greatly tempered by a trndo wind that blown nearly ^vajh at 
tfant aeawu from tbo S.K., impurtiuK coolness and health wherorcr 
it rcaohee. Anythiii^ more ileli<^litful than the olimate of Utu 
coast country tlurinf,' Uio othcT cife-ht montlis it in difTicalt to con- 
ceive. Aa a proof that tbo country is not unhealthy, I may sUite 
that the 700 milds of railway already opened in tho Colony, com- 
prised iu six liuo». all starling from the coast at rarioua points 
bctwiun tho 27th and 19th dugrcc of Intttnde, have been made by 
Bnrnpi^an Inbonr, and I have heard of no exoeiisive mortality on 
these lincti aa compared with thone in other now cooncries. 
Whether it is. H'? sora" say, Hie sanitary qualities of the gum-tree 
(l'ue«li/i>tu^ •lhbnlm) that is found nparly evevywheris, tho wonderfiil 
puiily of the air, or some other nncsplained reason, oertaia it la 
Uut no CDuntry nmler the tiame latitude, as far as my expcrienee 
gocii, can vii> with Queenaland in climatio advantages. Sickness 
tiksre no doubt in ; I am even free to confess that people oooMion- 
aUy die, but that is a habit thoy have got into all over the worldi 
wid it IB one of which. I fear, they cannot be cured, even by th« 
Hst salnbrions climate. Aa ia nearly all nevly-tettled oonntnoa^ 
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uiil a$aa ia the most proToliint fonn of dUeue b lb« bush, 
aa il vas At nnc Ume aU over the Ulsnuippt Valley nod W«>t«ni 
Etotes or AtncricH. I have penoDiUy Mmplcd both the AoBtnlilui 
aod American article, and IT Uie clioJea itotp ^iian mo wliiob of the 
two I wootd prefer, I think I vonlil tiUie tlie Australian as Uie 
laaser of two evjbi. But tho question of the snitftlilftn««ii of eentral 
QnoenslaDd fnr I-lnropoaii settlement in alrAiKly mlvrd by the 
tboosaods of Europeaas that already pBrsnc llieir nnlinary aroaa- 
tions, inclmlin;* some very laborioiu ones, throughont ths whole of 
tbat region \k tax Ifi^ soath. 

Tbore U, howArer, one cmploynient, coufiuod entirely to the 
ooaBt diBiricts, that liiu boen found inimieal to t)ie h«slth of 
EaropeanH. namely, the work of the augar-Iield ; and it is acoord- 
ioflj RenerAlly performed by eoloorod laboorors from the different 
islauda of tlie South Sean, engaged for n term of tJirce ycntH under 
atrict noTnrnmi>nt RiiiK>nriaioti, which in never removed from them 
during their stuy in QiieeDBland. At th« end of their term they 
are paid onder the supenuaioa of GoTerament inspectors, who 
nerer lose ught of them till tliey are fairly nhipped back to tbeir 
own eonntnF*. A few eWt to remain in Iho Colony, bat by far the 
larger number rotuni to Iheir own iiiliindii. Formerly tli«y oould 
be employed in any part of tli^ Colony, bnt lately ao Act has been 
paeacd prohibiting their employment except tn trepioal enltiTatian 
within 60 miles of the coaal. It is probabti? thai coloured labour 
will liikve to be employed along the wboh- of tlie eaalcm Bcaboaid 
and all tiie ooaat oanntcy on Carpentaria, wh<ire largo traeta of low- 
tying land fit fiir tropical agriculture are known to exist : but the 
proper labour to employ here is aoqueitiouably that of the Iitdifln 
cnolic, which has prorevl so benefieUil in the Mauritius and some 
of our Went Indian Colonies. It would indeed ha a boon to the 
patient, faall-atarved millioDs of India, our fellow- tiabjecLs, na well 
to the northern eoasta of Auslraha, if numbers of thom eould be 
transplanted there to assist in doTeloping its great capslrilities for 
tropical agricultare. Point Porker ia within 20 days' sail uf Calcutta 
and Madras, and their transport would eonaequontty bo safo and 
inexpensive. Bnt thoogb thv actual field-work in (lie coast conatiy 
of Nortbero Queensland will probably have (o be performed hj 
eokwred labour, yet the namerouB other Emplajin(>ntn that spring 
friMn tropical agricultoro will giro occupation to nameroua white* 
— VTWteMS, hook-keepers, machinists, builders, blaeksoiUu. 
teamsters, must all be of the white race. I eould dilate at length 
apoD the advantages to our soflaring Indian fellow -sohjeets Ihiit 
would fellow on a woU-ooDdoete^' system of emigcatioa from Uia 
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vei-ijrowdod piirt of Hor Mnjpsty'a domintou* to Norlhorn Queens- 
land, Lull refrain, as tlis sDlject Ls scimewhit beyuud the sco]w 
nud iuteutiou of tlii^i l*<trper. 

From DinaborigiDRl nfttivea no nsflisUneo cnn b« looktid for in 
dcvploplng tlie products of their country. It is difficnll t3 inake it 
gu«98 at llieir uumber per aqunre mile of country, bat on tlu groat 
interior plains I shoulil wiy ouo to ten or tvolvo squArf! intlc< wonM 
be an ample estiinate. I hftyo fretinently travelled over tiiindredji 
of miles of that ooutitry witlioat aeciii^ one uutive, or n si;^ tluil 
any had rocDiitly been there. U'lian smoke and nnv tracks iram 
Iho traveller that he is approacliiug a camp, it is Kenernlly found t« 
ooosial of a dozen or parbaps a score of people of all ages and eoxea^ 
unless there happens to be a grand gatberin;:; of the tribc» fur thft 
purpose of feasting, fightiag, and holding oorroboree, wlieii from 
SO to 100 may be found in ft camp, bnt to mnstot- that oamber miles 
of country ronnd must be elearud of its inhabitants. Their em- 
ployment is hunting knngarooa imd wallabies and searching; for 
small game, opossums, bandicootA, and rati, or dis^^i^iiig for rooU 
on the margijis of oreoks anil lagoons. Wli«n food is plontafol 
they cat voraeioitaly, when it is Hoarco tliey starvo philoiophicalljr, 
or move their camp to some other place whore th(ty hop<; far bettor 
luok. But work, in the sense apphed to the term by a whito man, 
that in, Htcady. nndagging, persevering work at the same thing day 
after day, tlioy cannot be indnoed to do. kt light jobs, audi u 
tLheplierdiiig or nlock-riding, the younger ones are often vory Talnable 
to tho fjur-out squatter when labour is ecarcCt and at such euptoy- 
ment they can often be induced to romaiu for two, three, or even 
six months. Sut when the wandering fit comes on, and a corra- 
boree, ft fight, or a grand hunt is to bo held anywhere within • 
reach, nothing on earth will iudiicB them to rumain. If thcT can') 
obtain lenve in EughMh they take French Ichtv. and arc seen no 
more perhaps for wcclia or months, when thoy may turn tip again. 
looking wuo-begone, ropontnot, and often m attsnuated as a stm^ 
greyhonnd. 

Nearly every denomination baa tittcmpk-d for many years past, 
by miaaionB, native rcaerves. and other moans toreohiim them, ami 
impart bo them at least the elements of civilisation, aud ameliorate 
what to us appears thoir hard fate ; bat hitherto all those efforts 
have bpon tried in vain, and I liave never yet heard of oo« wdl- 
autlienticafced instance of an individual uativo, much less a tribe, - 
having been cured of their inveterate taste for rambling and deep 
abhorrence of steady work. The capacity for work being defective, 
or rathiT nlto^ther wanting, there is no foundation to build upon. 
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Nevpr wort* Iruor worls uULTed tlun tlioBc spoken in this room bj 
It geiitti^mau fruoi South Africa (Griqualuid, I tUiak) on tiio occs- 
noD of tbo rcA<linK of Sir Baitle Trent F«p«r, wlicu Ite siiid tbttt 
tiie ouly v»y of civilising Uie native racas wa« by 6nt fostering » 
feftste fur Rork, fur oocuioulating proport;, for family life, au<l for 
wtp, bot IhsM tiutea oftn only be fostered if tlio g«riu exists — thty 
«AnDo( be created. Tlio le&i that ib wi about Uie religioiui Itmeh- 
ing Uiat buK boon as a rale bcstovcd on the Attstralian nntivon tlio 
bottor : if U'kcliinx lliem to rop««t by rot4 a fow pbmM:^ nud vurwia, 
of tlio meniiing of wliicli lUi^y aru totally iunocent, untl t^ mix up 
wiUidiflgnslioKiirofaniby names that ought never to cross the llpsof 
Kum «o6pt with revftrtntial awe ; if tfai< bo religious teachiug. Iboji 
tJiey are rcligloiuty tangbt. The sttuple truth ix, that I'rovideiioe 
baa not ruriiiRhci] them with natural cA|>iicity to understand anything 
•xeopt what apiHtalH to thoir sensoi. Id all tlmt doei eo tbey ar« 
quite uqiud to most racon iu iutelligooco, but go beyond that, 
attempt to eiphuD to tbom any Habjeot that roquircs an effort of 
tbe refleotivo faonltUM to andorstand, and tboy are totally incapable 
ol making it. I «ay nil this in aorrow, for I like tliu nativet;, and 
ealeem tlicm for tbeir many good qualities. Few hare had more 
oppottanitiea of knowiog them intimately, for in my very youthful 
davH I wan thrown tniiob among tliem, in a country thut was tlien 
the r«mobo interior, and contained maoy blacks and very few 
wfailM. I have joomeyed with them, eamped willi them, pArtakcu 
of tbeir Earu when very little else was to be had, aud at one time 1 
spoke one of their namoroaa dialects with tolerable flQetujy. Dnring 
Uie whole of my residence iu tlie Colonies I have teoa rauoh ot tbeoi, 
and I am not conscious of the Icaat lurkiug prejnOico against 
tbem ; bat truth a groat, and impela too to any what I bsTe 
said in aus wer to Uiose w ho allege ih at wu are robbiog 
of their eountry and cxterminatiog an interesting and im* 
provable race, oud not doin;; enoagb for their oivilisatioD 
vid convoreion, Ae. 8ir, I say that these ebargcjt arc iiDJiut; it 
cunuut bo intcDilnl that that raat expanse of glorious country 
abould bt> for crcr rcscrrcU to the uses of a few 8catter»l waiidcrcrs, 
vbile in ttio old eouutriaa meu are treading each other into the 
mire for waoiof apace: oue-hundreUi part of tluit country would 
suffioo for its native iobAbitante if thtT would hnt ooudcMeud to 
adopt ovon thf rndimenta of civtUsatiuu, but as they M)«in quite 
inoapable of Uie effurt, thum can be nothing doue but to treat them 
kindly and jusUy, and to lot Uiem t.tke their own way. 1 may acbl 
fur tlie comfort of Uiose who tltink that men with dark skins ^ould 
be exempted from tbc curse of labour, that was impoiod on all 
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ain(t', that tlip Auitrnlma n1x>ripine is. by law, exempteil from any 
obliKittiou to work ; lie la left perfectly free to como and froo to go. 
and no innii lias the ri^ht to coerce him, or int«rfere with his p«r- 
fect rreedom nf choice in any way. Tlie attempt vu made many 
yenrH sinoe in TaRiDAiitA, where a nniDlxir of nalivos wore placed 
on an ielftnd near the cati9l, fumislied wilh every appli(uic« for 
aftrryint; on husbandry, and te;icherR appointed to iuHtrucl ib«m. 
Cfluifortabla dw^lliDitii were erected, a.nd implcmonts and stock 
frirnished nn:^n(I»ia(*Iy, liit ihe attempt fitilod. Even this sUg^C 
interference wilh their beloved vaRiiboud habits was more than 
thoT could bear, and in a fow yearB tho community had dccroasad 
ao K>^atly that th« Oovomment di>i;idffd on bringinj* back to tlie 
mainland all Uiat survived ; bnt it was hood found that the; had 
lo5t. the f&culty of t^ottin^ their liTiD!; by the old mutfaods, and at 
llieir own request thoy were taken btick to the itdand, vrliero tb» 
la^t of them died some ten or a dozen years ago. This was, as far 
as I knuw, tho only abt«>npt at civilisation by ooorciou tJiat baa 
bent Iriud in AuatraUii, and it ended in us great a ftiilore as the 
voluntary sytttcm that lins bean tried so often, eu long, and with 
sooU disappointing reBuItit, But tlie field is still largo, and per- 
foclly opoii to anyone who has a do>«ire to cultivate it. The Adk- 
tmli^iii Governmonts have always kL-cn ready to assist in any wall* 
connldered sohomc for nuicliuratiug the condition of tbc aboriginal 
jintivoa that may ba propoeed to lliom by roeponsiblo and disia- 
tftrcrtled persons ; and naturally so, as the {;ain to ilio Colonietf 
wouM be vorr- great if these idle wnudcrcrs could be pcrsQaded to 
settlp dnwii, and adopt ovon tho nidimontary arts of civilised lifo. 
It ntti^t be underatood that in thcso remarks I have alluded more 
pnrlicularly to tbo uativcv of Quooasland ; in Victona and Boatfa 
AiiKlniiia, where thoy are said to be of a higher type of humanitr, 
greater Huccefts may hftve attended the efforts ibiit have been made 
to r»claim them ; but 1 doubt it. 

I font I have detained yon much too lon^ over the two flnt 
BulijnutH forming the title of this Paper, namely, the history uul 
the resources of Quecnelaud, to have much time left for the last— 
lier future prospeotfl — bnt, fortunately, thoro is no occosioD to 
dwell at any great lengtli on this. Those who liavc honoured me 
with their attention will have do difficulty lu formiuf; their ovu 
Cfiiimnto of tho prospects of a Colony oouibiuiiig within liorMlf 
adviiiiln^s n»d rusourcea ho ^eat and so dtvcrsiiicd. Judging by 
what SIM followed in tlic oUicr Colonics on the eottlcmcut and oou- 
aeq-ieiit development of their torritories by tJie ageney of railways. 
it catiuot be doubted that Queensland, which certainly is not bahfaldJ 
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ftay of Uu-m io natonU roMurcoR, tiaj it -vvcy great fiiltm Iwfore 
her — a futttr« ODdroftUDtl of L; tb« bnrJy pioDCcru tbnt finit took 
posBesiion of lier Tut solitades, nnil who little thouglit tlint tli«y 
were layiii;; tlie foiindaUoiis of a Colouy that U deiitui«(l ooe dny 
to bticouio otic of tli« brighloel jtiwuU iu tbv Brituli Crowo. lu 
exprasaiog a liopo tb»t tlie cnnnoction betweon Uio Crown aud tbo 
Colonv tufty Iodr ooDtinn**. I only eclio tliat uotimsul of loyalty 
forwliicb QueeoaliU)d«ra have orur been <liit(ioKiuaIii>d, a Motimt'DL 
tbat it U to ba hoped may go on uicraasiiig m yean roll by, drawitig 
ckffier and doanr tboee ties of mutual uffectiou tJiat sUoultl e^-tr 
diatioguiftli Die nJatioon between a Motbor-oountry and lua 
C(4oiue<.

Tax Buaor or Non-ni Qckexslaxd (Dr. Stanton) : I find it 
WoeeJiogly difticalt to add auythtug to the comprelioasirg and 
eibanHtivo Puper jost read. I am extrt^oly ^Ind tu l>o Ir-iv to. 
iiight, and gtad to be preaeat in thv Old Couotry. to hita this Taper 
read ; bat 1 Bbould bare bo«a profoundly thankful bad 1 hoard it 
about tUrL>o joam ago ; I luid LlKni noidoawb)it«T«rof tfaechnraoler 
of QuL-uusliuid. and certainly 1 found from all aides a vast omoaub 
of ignonmoo. I believed that I vts doing riglit iu going oat to 
QauHiHlanil. but I waji nt>vcjrtbeleiii flllod with a ocrtain amount of 
fear wiUi n-gard to what awaited loe. 1 wa« told, on tbe one band, 
tltat I WAS gwig bojond the hue of eivilisation, and tba picture oC 
lauding oo somo dreary ohore with a number of tavagm wttb toma- 
bawke all abont me, aud having to sleep in a canras tent, was 
Tiridly pretontod to my mtud. But m eontrast to ttiat, I eboald 
like to tay that the time 1 liaro dpout in QuocnsUntl bae bcea one 
of intaDM eojoyiooDl, and a time o( very k'reat surpriKc. for I found 
overyvlMre th« proMnet! of ad7anced social dcrvlopmont. The 
poojib] have treatod mv with tlio wannevt and beiu'tie«it welconia. 
Family sorrow lina now brought uin home fur a abort timo ; btil I 
go out again by tlu> next mail^a timo I am auticipatiug with 
sxinnia plweare, for I feel that I hnvo on that lide a large nombar 
of warra-bearted attached frioads. The resources of Qoeenihuid oro 
too iuAaita to properly doseribstbsm. The nortb«m part oftt is that 
with wliicb I liayebeen tnot-epartianlBtlyaoiiciBintod. TtioMuckay 
diftincl and alt along tho coast bae suddenly startad np through 
tlw growth of sugar, Msckay, they told me when I left, had tnrsed 
out lO.UlM) tuns of sugar ; and, coiisidering the place U only jast 
cotuuivuciug. I tliiuk that product marvellous. I am glad to he 
bore to;Uglit to odd my eudoricmeut to all that has been stotod in 
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the Piiper : uitl I atn siirr thfit now ix tlie time hera at home wlien 
a large iaBax of tboroui^bly q^unlided poraoiia tuny l>e drnvo oal to 
the new Colony. (Hear, hear.) Since I have been here 1 baxv 
preached and Rpokcn incessantly, nnd I hare bneahu-d at work for 
tlie Colony tram tho moment I arrived ; and on uU tiJes aa mteaae 
doidre haa been expresiied for infunnntiun tonchinjf the Colony. I 
am sure tbut this Pitpcr, if it it; widely cir(^iilated, will do a mt 
amoout of good, and that ;;ood, I feel, will be largeiy due to Mr. 
Archer. I eu.rni>Mlly demre when in Qiieenshtad to promote a 
hearty npirib of patciotism ; but I liaTe detected little jealousies 
springioj; np. [ enppOHe tliey are the character! titioH of ^ youuK ^ti>' 
mnnity ; bat we must try to Boftnn them down nnd weld the poopla 
tai^ther in one compart body for the progress of the community, 
aud, I'inkmj; petty jealousies, promote cue gnud progressive move- 
meat — (hear, hoar) — nud 1 think all those connected with Qneena- 
land hero at homo may remember their patriotisiz) too ; aad ao OB 
this and tbnt "ido or the ocoan we can work together and make 
the young Colony and the motlier-cDuntrj' mutually helpful. 
(Loud chcors.) 

Mf. Jkmki; B ivwiPK ; It it, T am aaro, with very much pleasure 
that wi> mniit have listcuGd to that interesting and cxbaostire 
Paper ; for I do not think wn have had a more comprehensire Papfr 
on any one of tho Colonics before the Inatitnte. Bat that for 
which we must he moxt thankfnl. ax colonists and tlioBC intoreated 
in tlic welfare of tho Colonies, is that our worthy friend has bronf;ht 
oat thi)i fact most boldly, viz that Queensland is an ^ricuJtural 
Colony, and that thoy do not depend only upon cattle and .theep. 
I know very wMI it wai; only a pafltornl Colony ia olden times, and 
that eo reeontly that I wont out to Australia before tmy squatter 
took up a station on the fmo Darling Downs. But the agrionl- 
tiiriiit has followed the vfiimttcr ; and I am prond to say that tbr 
Qnpensland squatter hn-s ptacod no impediment in the way of the 
agrii-'iiltural BUttlemcnt of tlio eountry. That fact ought to be 
bronf;ht forward, for squatttrs have had a bad name in eotne 
neighbonrhooda ; but they hare b&en well brought ont before tts o& 
Ihie occasion by an cuthnsiaHttc admiror of the pastoral life. (Hear. 
hear.) I am Huro tJint Komc hero must have foU like an old war- 
horae at the eotind of tho trumpet, as they listened to the bright 
and beautiful ^tory told by our friend on this occasion of thi* 
paxtoral life and it-s enjoyments. (Hear, hear.) I remember on one 
occasioD etoppiu^ fur the nif^ht at a mnsnificeat — I was going to 
say palace, in Ant^lmlia; and m the morning the gentlemaa at 
whose placi- 1 had been staying walked out with me; and I said 
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I JuTo, " I cau't liclp tellmj you liow pleased I am with jrour 
itiful liDutso and bU tb« HiirruuDilinipi.''

Tbcii it is plt>asaaC 
to have tbe story told of tbe vnttt luuda of Qiieeiislaad tiiai arc 
0|N:ui>d to Uie EDsUsh faruiors proper — Llie iiirii wlio art> prejudiced 
ia fiivonr ol groviog wheat and potatoes, and caniiot imagmd tlio 
oultare of sweat polaloeM, arrowroot, aud piue-appleH. fiat there 
jou Lavo Lliu ruotl>ruugbt boforo yuu, that along tliat laagnificaat 
Dividing iliin;;c you have a bnge tract on both tiid«s, spreading out 
for hiiudredit of tailed — of what ?^^( rich volcanic soil. Yoa have 
tbc ranges mouutiag np, bearing tbcir troaHUcm of gold, copper, 
tin, and otJier iiiin«raU, and at ttioir foot ar« itpread oat thou 
boaatiful downs, uQeijaaUi.-d, or at any rate, uiisnrp mee d, in tfai^ 
world fur fertility. (Ucar, hear.) Now, it was said of old that 
these places could never ruiee corn. I cuo remember when of 
Tasmania, iu lh« olden UmM, it was said. *■ Ob, this Port Pliitip 
(now Victoria) will iiovcrgrow a eabbugc ; aud us to putntoes and 
wlieAt,we»UiilltiavulvpruvidonUtlioH«lliiuxsrortlmni." tiumubprc, 
I fiuicy, have swn bow tlie wliarvcs at Molbounie liavo now ships 
oariying loadii of cahba^jte to tho Ta»uiiujtuu8. (Utughtur.) So it 
wassaid witii reijanl tj ihu Darltug Dowhh %,{ (juiscDsIuiid, that 
tbey would never grow wlioat ; but ftucr wheaX caanot be proiliieod 
iu any part of Australia than baa bcon froddix-d tlicro last Heoaou 
over a vory wiilo urva, even to the Boma dLiU-ic-t, and vxlauding 
downwardi for a considerable way. (Uuur, hear.) Aud 1 Itave no 
doubt whatever Uiat, wbcn this Traus-oontiui-iitul radwuiy is 
carri«<I out, w« sbalJ tind, as tbey have found in bouth Australia, 
that the wheat^growing tUfttriots are continually oxpanding. (Hear, 
b»ar.) There ii Uiis iliffcn^nc^, however, tiiat Qufloaslaud lias a 
stip«riority over her Hiiitta-ColonieH in having a larger pereeatago 
of real gootl a^lcultural soil, tho ])n>ductwaitily of volcanic nctiiHi, 
as well as th; rumsius of tboav Y.i«t hil>e!> in wlucb tho diprotodon 
and oUier luiiiuikl^ in thi.' olden ditys dispurtfrd tbetuselvt>s. In con- 
cltiHiou. I would juat romaik oiia tiling — thut if the Bihhop of 
North Quccuslaud Uircu ycitrn ago WM hiiuMilf no much in want of 
iufortnation about tbo Colony as be desenbed, huwtuuuy more must 
thore bu, of ereo edacuted goDtlcmcn. who are still ig^aoraot 
of the geography one! resoaroo* of Qucuusland. (Ut.-ar, hear.) 

Mr. Autulb MtCOJ-iruB, C-M.G. (A«ent-(JeDeral fur <jueons< 
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land) : I do not latond to dctiiio the meeting at any length. I diJ 

not come hor» to-niglit U> »7vcftl£ at nil, but to hear, bb I have heard, 

the oxcsllent aud vt'ry ma^uiflceiit ]cctiiri> which bus been delivered 

by Mr. Ardher. And I ma> mj, iiUhoiigh there liiti a great many 

points in that loctuto of which I tfas previously aware, yet there 

are many things in it which gaTemeu«w8i(;ht. With i^sardtoUie 

opimou8 vfUich partitas entertain in the Colony now to what they 

did when 1 flrat went to it — -at that time if anyone uttem[)ted to 

cultivate the soil, he was tolil the country was not fit even to grow 

ft oabbnge. Bo Iain glad to hear Mr. Archer epeakaahcliasdonft: 

ftnd 1 believe that if half a dozen or a dozeu of his etamp and po«' 

tion in Qiieensliind would comn forward and spcnk in tho way ho 

does, it would do more, and contribute more, to tho improvement 

of Queenslaud than Rnylhiaj;; 1 cau think of. (Hour, hear.) You 

have heard from liim what he ha» stated abont tho wheat-growing 

district of J>urhus Uowus, and there ix no doubt the ap|>lication 

of that sentence is not to ha confined to that district, bnt 1 believe, 

if you take the greater pnrt of the land towards Roma, it is the 

same. What (Queensland is asking ie aeai^tnuco to make her roada 

and railway:!, tliiit will tnke itii LroopM of people to different places to 

till the land ; and until chat TrauH.coatineiital line bns bevome an 

accomphiihed fact, it is iiupoesible that Queensland can ever occupy 

the true posilioii which it in eutiUed to do, I am glad to have 

heard the Bishop of North Queeushmd speak as lie has done of the 

treatment he received in Queensland, and of hia intention to return 

to it, NoUiitiK yives mu more pluasure than for thotie who have 

been in the Colony to speak of the satiHfactory way in which they 

have been received and treated. The uentiuent expressed by the 

Bishop JH enough to iuduue all who think of goin^ to the Colaniee 

to turn their steps towiLrds Queeuslnnd ; and I am aHi to know 

that the Bishop will rooq bo preeout there, eo that he may give a 

welcomo to tlione who go out, aud afford them tlie best advice in 

luH power. As 1 hiivc alrrudy stated, and as L:is been already 

fitxcngly observed by Sir. Archer, there are ample hclds for the 

development of grain produce in Queensland — fieldu Ihnt have 

never been trodden by the foot of a white man yet ; and why should 

they uot be occupied? There Iias Leeu one thiug observed, and I 

should like to caution the ineetiug about wiiat was said r«si>ectiQg 

emigrants coming horn different parts of the country. Quoensluid 

docs not know any part of Great Britain from another in invittng 

people to ooiDG out. But it must be remombL>red that QaoQUHlond, 

like other countrieH, is posae^i^scd of rcapoii!>iblo f^vernmeat, and 

thorcfoie it is of do use for anyone to dictate te the Colonies what 
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fchcy arc to take, aa they will rewrve to tlictnjielvM the right to be 
mutorii of til* situntioD, uiil to 8el«et wliut they vitnt. (Uonr, 
llMr.) I rtry much Agrte villi vrhat Sir ArUinr Blyth mid tb« 
oUiar antiing on tbo subjoct, namely, that the Culotitug would 
«booM for tliemselTts, and that Ihsy mast bnre a vetu in the mutter 
of iBuoigratioo, (Hear, hear.) I cau only eay, thus far, that I have 
baut ft littlA talun abitek by th« tone of the leotare, and I «hoald like 
wmMOoe who has been in the Colony more reonntly than myseli— 
for iiMtnuco iir. UollwriuLh. irho k&owfi it better than I domy»«lf, 
lor many of tbo subjocta called attootioii to ure new to mo, uUhon};h 
many of them wer« io operation b my time toa—Hlill. 1 aliouliE like 
to have more recent uowk ii-om the Colony ; and wiehisft, with all 
iny heart, saoceRH to the prosperity of the Colony, and onttcipntiug 
Ihat we hIibII have a large demand for paua^s to it this iieasou, 1 
vould tiiiBply obaerve tliat tlic more atUiution p&id to QaeeDuland 
by thoae who are eontcmplatin^ emigmting, the more easily and 
satisfactorily wUl they be able to decide for themselrea. (Oliocrs.) 
Mr. ToaltK^s, M.l*. : I have ao recently had the opportunity of 
ajldrening mo«t of tliou^ who arc lierc to-night, that I think I 
■lioutd bu Irespastiitig ou your patience ajid forhearauoe if I wen: to 
oc«it]>y your time tliis creniiig. 1 cumuhcretohsttU, itoi toepe&ki 
and I have boon amply rewarded by tlio exeollont dificoarae that we 
have beard from Mr. Arclier. I tlituk he hn* done ^reat arrvioe to 
the oanso which va all Imvu at heart ; and I have Tery little doabt 
that the oirouUlion of hiR Paper, ftfl indicated by the prcgenee of 
no many reporten, will bo of atiU greater eerviee than he has orally 
rendored. I believe ihat I am qoalified at least for the humble 
offiDo of f^nngtnj; Uie ignorance of most potato in Kngland regard- 
ing our Colonial Antipodes — let othn** 1m the test and monthptece 
of Ibo knowledge tliat eoDc>eruH that groat prorinco of the Empinx 
I knoT for rayitelf tlml, until a very reeent period, I was — I will 
not eay hopeleealy — hut I was atuimefulty ignonmt of details many 
of which yon ore eo familnr with, and which yon wish to Iiuto dix- 
Mounabod by this Inatitate. laminretbat wroui;ideaeasreganU 
dimiitt reqairo to be ehaknn in tlio GngUali mind. (Hear, hear.) 
I know tltat the jealoniiy of otlicr Colanios always haa the ton- 
deney to exaggerate the fanlt« or the pecnliAriticH of their nei^> 
boora ; and I myself have beard from coloniats of mark and 
fttatlon — I will not say diaparagin); etitcments with regard to 
Queenalaiid— hut ecrtnialy not those which would itidnoe persona to 
migrate thitbtr. I uiyiMilf wax for a time carried away by LUnsc 
satempnti. But all we have heard daring tlic Inst tlirec montlte, 
and that which we have Uateoed to to-night, will tcrve to dii pel anoh 
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|irejiidico» for ever. (Hear, Lear.) Wc are not so bigoledly in 
love with t)t« «a8t niod, »u<:b as vc Lave Eulfervd boro the last 
thrte or four uoeke, to feol tlie rfiglitest qualm oCfear nt the idea of 
pottinj; into n nMrm climntc. (Laughter.) If I wore a V'"**' n^*" 
wbont to craijjrftto -with my cbiHreo, I tbiott nolUing woaJd tend 
laoro bo <Ieci(le my choice tliun to be told tliat vo v«n to bkre no 
more Boro t)iroat4, aougbs. or rbcutDtitic^, and other tbin^ wliieb 
go to in nice up llic miaoiry of Engliab life. Inm told by meilicii] uii>ii 
wlio stuily t)ic miLtter BcieDtificftlly, tbiit our cUmiite in e^ttiDg 
worse ratlier tlmn improviug ; And titer rciUly »eem to bcliero that 
wo never shnW have a gcmal spriai; nu;n.iii. I <to not say Uiat, iior 
I do not litie to propbesy eril tiii.n^8. 1>itt I cno t>ny of Knijland and 
Ireland -ftiid I daiesny Sc-oIcIiiul'u will t«kec.irr of tbemsdv«3, as 
tbey always do — (laugbter)— I will say on bebalf of England and 
IreUnd tbiit T bave never since I was boru passed i-. year iu wbiob 
liiiriiig eoiit« part of it I did not wiali myKolf far ont of tbc country. 
(Laughter.) And if Queensland 1ms that anperior rUuiate vliiob 
bus boon dvacribcd to-night, I think we slionld put a bold faoo on 
the matter in advocating ite preteii.tionH and clniuis, and tLat wfl 
should Hay. ir people ti^ll you that " Darling Downs is a warn 
climate," " Well, so much the better." (Hear, bcnr.) If ncUmaUf 
is eorapatiblo v>ith bcallU and longevity, that is the tbing to K>men) - 
ber ; it is nut a questiaa of tlie acooiamudntioii of oar old pn?- 
judices to new lioiiteB. (Qcnr, hetir.) Welt, sir, tbo fact that you 
tkT'e in the clmir to-night, and that the Biabop of North QucomUod 
und its I'rinie Mniifiter luid our lectur^^^i' nro all oontribnting to give 
a ^ood acoomit of the stnte of things there, oavc in its want of 
iluvelopment, mey e,fti.''fy tlie most sc-epticiil. I do not hciur from 
BrinbiinG or nocltliuiuptou that tlicru ar« cODHpiructi-s or dUtur- 
bances. nubaU or difbciiUies, xiicb a» we have to deal with licr«; 
ond^I may say ^aiu, so much tlic better. That i$ the very typ< 
of cuuDtry nliich onr bumble p<'oplc nre willing to go to for the 
sake of mitkin;; a liveUhtrad, if not a fortune, and it is n resource 
tbey ought tit aj>preciat* highly. (Hear, bear.) Wc have r«aUy, 
in tubing onr account of tiie compnnitiVR nantomy of the Colonice, 
little to set down to the b&d. (Ht>ar, bcjir.) I do not mean to say 
that I should advouut'O the trauxijtautatioo of our towuepeople uud^-T 
any eircamntntices to worlt for daily wageH upon the shores of Car- 
penttiriic. There is reason in all things ; and, as loag an we Lave 
a largo CooUe iwpulation in Indiri bordering on tlio brink of &t&rva- 
tioD, I do not «co that we xbiiiild trouble oursclvus about Enro- 
pcaii emigration for that purpose. I entirely a^'reo with Mr. 
Archci, from the knowledge I pon^ss of India, that it would 
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be* greAl liWuag to Bengal if commaiuoAUoai wern rajiidlj 
CFtkbUsbod uid Uia trwle in Australiwi sn^iu'-pIaatiDj; were uuulo 
w good utoattraotagceatbdJy oflib^iirfr*! frum Iui.)ki, wliocould 
b« wnt back to tlioir ono ooantr)- with the money tliej liadiimieiL 
Hut. foitlio rrat, and fur tboM diBthcta wluub uru iu tb« liiUtudo 
uf Brifibane mid Uoma, I fancy tiLat vo <»iild do uottiiug better 
tban to •iv'itv oar a^'ncnltariHU who ar« iifniid to Uke farina iu 
Willaliire, lA-ioester, Kbropabire, aod oLUor plucca B.t Hie prc»«iit 
daj, lo try tlicir liaodB on tioi] where the vheat grovs wilbout 
mtinure, mid wliore it is oertaiiily euHjr to eH«apo tbow aceideuta of 
weatlicr wJiiub we know break the heart of Uio faruien in thia 
eouatry. (Ucat, hear.) I shouM be glad to hear if any plan oould 
be orgauii«d which will meet the scruples heard and expressed liore 
to-Dight, and on recent accasioua aliio. 1 oulircly accept the pritt- 
ciple that uu body of ui^ii alioiild bu Mnt to any Colony uliich tliat 
Colony does not approve of. uiid that a ptrfevt veto should be cxer- 
oiaed by il« A^nta am regards the class and quality of intending 
settlara ; and I think, tbut bung eoocoded, there i» Dotiiiiig to 
Hiioabble abunt. (Hear, bear, and luu^'bter.) I was sorry to hear 
obaervalioitB the oLber night nutda iu a temper 1 do not kE^iuvo oL 
Uy couvietiou may be wrong, aud if I am wrong I atu willing to be 
Mt right; bat my conviciiun is this— and I speak aa a rvapouuble 
reprvscotativooftbo people— thnt the iutcrcal of the Colouic^and 
the interest of tlie Mother eounlry, fairly anderstood, is one and 
the sauio — (applause) — and that nothing but ill temper, eec-tari* 
aniam, and jealuuues of class and ruoe civa etaud iu the way of 
t)Otb eoatributiag, aeeording to tlieir ways and mcuim, appro- 
priotely to promnte tlio migration of the nurplu-i popnUtion from 
this couulry, or part of this «oautry, to onr Colouiea, there to raiw 
good fruit upou the new lands ojxmiitg up to thcni. 

Mr. TuovAK MclLwiuiru, Premier of Queensland : I have listeoMl 
with great plcaaure to Mt. Arclirr a I'oper, and I uolioed puiien- 
larly what those who know (jiu^uslaDd us well im I do, porliapo, 
muat also bare notioedi m a peculiar feature of the Colony IhnC lins 
not been toucheil on by nuyouo in tlio ooureooX Uteir rcmaikK, and 
that is that kui'h a Paper sJioiiM Iiilvo bM)n read by one who trils 
US thnt U'j is uii Austinltaa Hq,natU;r. Wliy, the alowms terms in 
wbioh ho akotflhed tho positiuu of the O^lour, and tbu terms 
offered lo poindationi to go ibexv, wera so incouaifiteut with the 
character of a x|aatter of tiie old ttmcn that it is apparent to every 
one that tomuthiug Uke a gtoni ohaugs has taken pUse, ugt only in 
ijueenalaud, uo tlie subject of sqiulting, but also throughout the 
whole of the Anittraliun Colonics. Look at the change in thitigit * 
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Why, tliera used to he a party in tho Oolony opposed to emigra- 
tiou, who BOQineil to consider Lhat if tliero were fewer people in the 
Colony it would le bettor lor those iilrcndy settled there ; bat m 
different cIhbs of thinking men have since grown tip nltngether. 
Those men wlio lioU Und at prRsanb c»ii tiee well ttint iustead. 
of being pat into a worse position they have been put into a botiMO 
one by an inorofl»e in the paptiktion ; nud the eonsGijaenep in that 
fiTon in the outHiiIe fUntricl^ whore there renide tlie moat conserva- 
live class — a class ^vhicb at one time went moat against the indax 
of population — ynu find them all crying out for emigntots Juab M 
inucb as the penple on the aaist do. I say it is the most rorattril^ 
able cirQiimHtaacc, and it ia an <in;;iiry ol' ihe chtLu^i> for the better 
in tlio opinion of tlio tioioa, when wo find » man like Vlr. Archer 
oomiiig Itcre, and doU%'«nng a Paper ooodied iu terms so opposite 
to those cntcrtninod ten years a^o tn th« Colony, Mr. Archer io- 
Vited mo to say somcthiug witli rognrd to the intentions uf the 
Govertimeat on tbc i^ubjuct uf emigralioii. 1 nni happy at Sbi 
Tonrens being hero tonight, and to hear him expren^ tlio seoti- 
ments he did, which wa.>< jiracCicnlly repeating what lie said to 
eloquently at the two previous mct^tiiigs of the Institute. I 
tiioroaKhly and heartily agree with him in what he has said toiu^lit 
— fur liin statement now fonned the main prinoiple of hin laetilM I 
our Ittst niaetiog here— that in, tlmt the interest of the Colouifl 
must he the interest of the mother-country, lhat they ore identicolj^ 
and we ought to work together for one thing, and that is, that if 
the mother-country U placed in hucIi a condition that she mnst be 
lesHoniug her population, wo oujht to tnlte tho very best steps (o 
sec tlmt that populaiiou goc8 tii onr Coloiii^is. (Chiier&) 1 thinkj 
we all OWL' ft doup debt uf grntitudi; to Mr. Torreus for bringing tin 
Kubjeot beforo n.s in his interesting lecture la(t week, (ti^or, hear.) 
I am HatiftRed that tliEtt is tho grent lu^stiou of the future for tho 
ooluuista to coiisiditr — (hear, huur) — ii.nil I iiui quito sure it is a 
subject equally well worthy the consideration of tho Britith House 
of Comuioiis. I took Gpuu it n-i purely and thoroughly a national 
quenbiou. It is of vital consequeuoo thut KagUud should take th« 
direction of her omigratiou, (Ucar, Uoar.; I look upon it simply 
&K an fteuidont thttt tlio flr^t roirogniliuu of thiK priuctplo sbould 
huTO appuarod iu the Irish Land Hill. I Uiink it is a pity it HboaU 
have been so, for the Colonies will look npou it iu thie way : the 
liotuo uouutry has couotaully for years refuHL>d to recogiuse in 
flny way emigration to the Colonies by (lovcrnmcnb aid or by 
Government UNtstaaee, or to adopt any action wblidi tcadetl to 
encourage emigranta to go to the Colonies in preference to foreign 
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conntriM ; but now, when % gnki troaltte <!omc9 apou bcr, onA she 
(leekd Co get rid ofs population in Ireland xbc id nimble to govern, 
afae sboald come forward and take np coloiusation with the ud of 
(h)TAnimont funds. I hold Miaewhftt «iDiiUr views od the aabj««t 
of Irish coloutttri u Mr. Arohor oxpreseed ia his Pmper, hut I am 
antis&ed that tho psp«nm<tat will nob itaccoed ot making the iiational 
cmigratioQ from Great Uritain to coneiat of Irishiiiea only. I hold 
thnt fou must have % fair proportioii of Eu^'UHhmeu, Scotchmen, 
SDil Irishmen to make our CoIoaiMwcnrk well. (Hear, bear.l Mr. 
Xorrens bft« the hoooiir of hairing fimt initiated tbo Agitation for 
oationAl Oolonfal omigraUon. Hin tfTurts hawulready borne fmit, 
forlMeUiat Mr. Ulndalonu iu Uts Iriah Land Bill haa actually 
reoogntMid tbn prinoiplc, and two or thr«« claoiusof tlie Bill provide 
for emigration from Ir«1nud. (Bear, boar.) 1 belieTo in ibe 
principle, but I do not holiere it should be cootinod to Irolimd If 
it in made gem-ral to Knglond, Hcotland, and Irt^'laud, howorcr, I 
lure not the 8tigbt«Kb doubt we shall be commeneing a uew and 
pnMperoDi era for tfas Colonies. lUosr, honr.) There is aoothor 
point I Hhould like to rcf«r to which ia not well understood in this 
cooutr; — it was not anderatood even in thu Coloniea until within 
tho lost Btc or His years — and that is, why it is for so many yean 
QnMnslaad has been suppoeod to be n dry, barren, and almost nso- 
1ms country in Ibp interior. Him m* men arc now comiuj^ forward 
and eloqncntly pnusing it us an agiiculturol country. I reja'attbat 
ereti up to tho last fivo years that notion prevailed and was ex- 
t«naively believed in ; that it was a oooutry so barren and dry aa 
to be aselesB — ^noi exactly a desert, but a countr)- in which droughtH 
asmUly prcTailed, and, in consoqaeuce, wns viMlees for pastoral 
cttltivatioiL But siirh notions liave t>i>cn aiuoo dispdled : for sooie 
of our most proRtablc njiemtiona in pastoral work bnvo taken plooo 
t^ai on itiU going on there. I do not believe thero is a tliODflftod 
miles of eountry in ono piece bctwetn the eastern M-aboards and 
tbo eailara boundary of Bouth Australin which docs not actnalhr 
pay ft paetorol rent to tbo Crovm— a proof thnt llie lund is not only 
ooeupipd, but ia productive too. (Hear, hear.) Buthowis it that 
hitlirrto wo hnvu known mi Hitle abont it? If you mnHidcr the 
vuuioss of th<.- coQBtry, and took ot tho cnn tigurn.! ion of Lho 
main drainaga schemo mm depicted on that map oii tho mil 
you will see tbat on tlia range uf inuuntaina wlitcli run along tbe 
eMkra Bad northern acaboarda, somotimos npproA«hing within 
fifty miles of tbo sea, somvtimes receding throe hundred, tlio land 
ifl most fertile, and. as a rule, well watered, for tlio winds eoiniog 
{rom tho direotioa of tlie ocean drop tlieir moisturo on tbat side 
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(pvinlirri/) ; but on tbo 'WCdti'i-ii -ii'lo we f;ct ft wjnd roblio<l for tlic 
moHt jinrt of ittt unointurr, nml buviii;^ frc? play oTcr tlto ooaiitry f"T 
2,000 ihIIrs ventt. witljoiit Uio iiileniiptiiiu vf mo' intpurtant range. 
Well, we ciui otisily see how lU'^ iiitciior, tlierefoi-e, imwt be »grc*t 
deal driet- ou that iLDOiiiiit ; iliiiI Mio ri'itstm vh^' thnt part of the 
Colon; in 89 tuikiiowQ in pi'iiicipiOly, I thiuk, becauae tbo first 
pioneers \r«re fri}jht«nod ut Iho unauLnitttomed drynoeD of Ui« 
diinute : aiiJ the few iuUnbilntiU wti hii\-e iiaw io Quvuuslaud hnvc 
cciifiuod tliemsclrcH mainly in tlicir luigruUoiie io thu eastern 
Bwiboard. But wJigu the country wnc actually peuetratod, and 
it was foiuid that the whole of tUo t«rriu>ry oa the wextcrn side wa» 
ToJcruiiv BoU of rcry ]>rcat. drptli ; uud nhcu it was foiiud, in addi- 
tion, After having t^tocked it with lloik'' and licrdx, thitt the supposed 
ecnrcity of water whioh previously prcvailud i\iA not ex-ist. tUfO.

Another lIiio>; provtiJ ia thia, lli&t thvre ia no 
country in Antitroliti. nor. indeed in the world, ol un equiil cstent, 
wher^ raihvayn ooiiltl be made more protitably. Tlio oouDtn't 
remember, is not flat, at^ ft rule it couisi^^tB of rich, andalAtinj; 
doAHH, HO timt a railn'uy may pa^s over tlioto downs without 
requiring, in order to procure fair worltiuu gradients, any oxcaifa* 
tion of the soil at all ; in fact, wu huvo a scirfaeo lluo tiu'oaghotlt 
mo^t partii of tho interior.

lud wh«u 1 am perfsoUy utisfied I nm within the mnrk in saying 
Ibftt the ftroator portion of the iiiterior of Qu««aalaad is quite as 
good OS Darliug DjvnB ? The Darlins Djwns nand to be reckonod 
by ootontsts as perhapfl the richest p»rt of it ; but in the interior, 
right up to the Soath Au^trftlioii bouadaiy, you can p&i>a over 800 
milea of land in one vay and liOO in another, and there is not 100 
wjnare miles of it nhich in not eqaal to tliat which we hare in Dnr- 
ling Downs. It odIv reqitix^s to be coooected vrilli the sea coaat 
to flnnblo the ctountry to make that progress which five yeoj-K ago was 
never dreamt of. (near, bear.) Ihave travelletl alloTer tbeccnntry, 
ovor India and America, and most parta of Enrop«, but I am eore 
1 nefer uw snoh a atretch of fine hind as that right away to thft 
llnlfof Carpentaria for nbuiit 800 mil^B. from tbe present wcat«m 
termini of oar raJIn-nys. It in tlic rioheet soil I have ever B««n in 
Atutralia or any other part of the world. (Loud chG«r».) 

Kr. Savl SAXtmu CL&f.ti. (&gent-Oeneral for Now South 
Wales): AlUioofth not a coIoniHl of Qaoensland, bat th4 n^pro- 
senlative of an a/ljoining Colunj. I desire to express my thank'! to 
Ur. Arohor for the Paper be ban read to-night, which has for mo a 
flpeeial intenut, inasmaeb ou 1 was a number of the Goverument 
of New South Wales in 1659 when the aeparation of Moretou Bay 
took plaM from that Colony— a Mvoranoe wbicb at tbe timo was 
not nguded with mneh satiitfiMitioii by tlia people and Parliament 
of New South Wales. Indeed, they considered they were sustwn* 
inj; a vtrty great iMsby being deprircd of ao great a port of thctr 
euinitry, which fact will show that tlicro was no joalonsy at that 
lime t>etwe«n the two Colonies, nor do I believe there is now. 
<Hcar, hear.) The revenue which it was estimatod that New Bonth 
Wales Io«t by the sepamtion of Qneonsland was about i;98,0OO, 
the whole rcreiiue being £183,000 and the expenditure about 
eiOO 000, leaving a balanctt of jGSS.OOO. So it may bo said that 
Queensland started in the beginning of the year 18G0 with an an- 
Umited revenue of £188,000. but aotoally witliont one shilling in 
lutr Treasury. At the present lime her revenue is about J:i,fi00,000. 
She bad then a popnUtion of SC.OOO, which now number 250,000. 
ahv bad no great number of sheep ; she has now about 7,000,000 
and 8.000.000 of eattlr. Wrll, I tliink you will say that this is 
marrellotis progrt^s for a new Uolouy to bare made in tbe first 
twenty years of its existence. (Hear, bear.) If they goon inthp 
name way, alt that baa been predicted by our friends who represent 
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Qtuuuluid liero tn-ni^ht will bo nchierod. (n«ar, hear.) No 
doubt QtieeQHiaiiil lta» a grc»t fnturo before it ; indeed, all the 
Australian Coloniea liave. (Hear, liear.) And I hope the day is 
not far distant vrhea theywUt lift all amlcrouu QoTenlment, inst«a4^ 
of being, aa oow, divided. (Cheers.) AVith icgin-»i to emigration^ ' 
I do not oara to siiy iniicb ; it ia u {^ront pulitical gu«HtioD vrith thfi 
ColoQiex, upau whicli opiatoaB are divided. Ah lias been said ihis 
ovenia;;, the Cotoaies, lio-viu;; rospouisiblc Eovcmment, have aright 
to do uathey like m tbo inaiiii^oniciit oi their own AfTairH ;aii(] they 
desire, if people are to bt- introduced at tboir cost, Uiat lliey shoold 
come in eiich proporbious as loprvsoiit tUo three kingdoms — (hear, 
hear) — in other words, thuy wiab to presorvo tlieBritiuh character 
of tbn Colonies. Anyone who cbuos<?8 to go lo the AuBtraliaa 
Golouie» can do 50, and will be vrcluomcd, and will bo as £r«fl then] 
aa in any country in the wurld. (Uvut, bear.) If the Colonies are' 
to go into pnrtueTBhip with the Imperial Government ia the matter 
of eiaigrabion, ae is being: urged, then they would expect that such., 
emigration sbonld be TCf^olated according to tlicir desirea and i 
reijULreinottts. (Hear, hear.) But I am ufruid that thin quesUool 
of partuersbip — aanguiuu b» idj frloud Mr. Toitous appoArs to Im 
upon it — is for distant ; and it would bo most imdusirable to nub 
a litrgo number of people snddeuly iuto ibcsc Colonies. Tlie^i 
Ghould bo seat tbere gi-adually, and in euch uumbors that they can be 
absorbed tiiroiigliout tlie Colooies wiUiout niiduly disturbing the 
labotir market by lesneuing the dumnud for tbeir labour or causing .

aud the management of stock, aod, if possible, with a littl« moocy 
in tlieir poclcets. If th«y have ouly tbeeo, and will acttlo upoa. the 
land and prnperly cidtivatc it. tberc ts a bright future iti store for 
tbom, not in one C0I0&7 only, but lu uU. ilJoar, bear.) Only 
rocoutlyl visited the tlislricrt of Orange in Jiow South Males fortbe 
parpoBQ of witnegBing a trial «f ogricnltural implements whioh 
had boon sent to the Interuatioiial Kxbibitiou iu Sydney to ahow 
the poopio what liibour-saving miicljiiiery could do. Thst 
machinery' was conveyL-d by mil ntid tried ISO miles from Sydney 
upou land belonging to what i* known as a "fvoo MleoLor," who 
told n» that he begun with forty acros, cultivated it, and in a few 
yeai'v booame the owner of 400 ooxcs, every acre of which was 
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aiilUfvt and wis eiLher nrulflmaltivntion or nwcA f»r i^axing. Tlio 
KTSTBge of prodaco mu about Uiirt; bushsb to Uie acre, aa line 
wbeat OS ooaU be gcova, and pronouiicsd t« bo ao l>y gcuUemeu 
who WfireprcBfinl, jomfl of whom w«r(i viMtora from tlitit eoumr^, 
aod cnmpfltent to form aii np'mioo. Sow, witli a proxjwct like Uiui 
iu view, tlt«ro can be no fiu«r field for an iudtutrioua man wbo 
dwtrea toimproraliis eouilitioii tbonthfl ADRlruliao Coluniea. (Hear, 
hear.) 1iV« had aa able Pnp«r licro read by Sir Atexandar Oitlt 
a abort lime nnoc, io wlikli be told nn lliat Cjiuada was £aglaxtd'i) 
gr«at««t Colottj. 1 am not prepared tu dcay it wlion 1 look at tbe 
map. for it poflacMea indeed a rant lerritorj'. Bnt taka tbo trado 
of our AuetmUaa Colooiea aud DORipnr« it wiUi Uie trade of Canada, 
and wlittt do w« find ? Whv, tliat tbut of Australia in Bwarly one 
hnndretl millioiifi. wliiht tliHt of Gnoada is only about cuie-third of 
that amoant. Our wcitlcli and reaourees ai-e also apparently 
greater; and it U only bceanRe obo ia go near to yon tbat Canada 
afford* a Rrcat«r temptatiou to emif^uts tban tlin Atistraliau 
Colonies. (Hear, bear.) Dcpeod npou it tbat yon «iU lure, if 
uot s Onmtor Britain, at least a oouutry wbicb nill tnake tbe people 
of Great Rritaiu proud of tlieir possesoiouB attboAnlipodos. (Loud 
tfbeers.) 

Mr. MriBkT : 1 feel it ui gtrttin^ rery muob too lato to occupy 
tbo time of tbis meetinK long, and I should not have risen to 
addr«n it at all, but, having Mut in my name for th« porpoae of 
making a luggeatioa, I hara bean aaked to do bo by a gentleman 
sittta^ jurat to mo. There oao be no question (hat a Paper nucb as 
we hare board tbta eveniuK i« calculated to eonvey to a very large 
namber of people information rej^ordin^ the Colonies wbiob must 
be moal vulnnble. 1 am not In a gnxiitioa to criticdso the lecture, 
nor to ^vo any support either to tbo facts i<hI forward or to tbo 
Bis^meDlA I am pleaiwd to have bad put befutu uio this picture 
of Qiteensbind, and I can only say— and I Kuppoae every colooist 
who rises to address tbe meeting at tbe Iloyal Colonial liiBtitut« 
must always — for 1 find everyone does it—say a word in favmir of 
tbe Oolony which he represents.

THE PRINCIPLES WHICH OUGHT TO REGULATE 
THK DETKRMIXATION OF THE POUIICAL AND 
MrKTCH'AL noUNDARIES AND DrVISIONS OF 
THE COLONIES. 

I have hit some diffienlljr in Bilo^ititig & gniUble titlo for tbo Paper 
cmbotljing ilie renuirks I um alwut to uffur to tho prcscuxt meeting. 
In tigmking on the thoorcticAl prioeipUa that ought to determiae 
tba geograpliieal uid political Iwuudariefl of onsceot States, I un 
conecioue I inuat of neceftnty be druwo into tlio diMUSsiou of facts 
atr««(ly accoDipliaJted, and. tbftt tUcio U tilUo room now left for the 
applicaliou of priuciplaa hovever eolf-evideot iiuiy be tb<.'ir tratli. 
Tho era of ooloaisatton sirtoOy ho oallitl — uuimlj-, tlio fouudalion. 
of now iiiid separate political orgauiMtioos iii tho uiioccupiod pot- 
thmH of Uie globe— is prolmbly ilr&wing to a cIoM. Stoat of the 
waste parte of the enrth worth occupyiuK urt! already appropriated, 
and ad; great fatute cUauges iii the dtaUibutiou of tho different 
familieii of maolutid will be by oonque^l rather thuu by oimaisled 
approprifltioa. Still, we may deriTe inatrncUon Irom the eon- 
templatiou of paat errors, aud. in studying the poUtical complica- 
tions of the present hour, it is well that we should cuuitidnr the 
causes to which so many of them owe their origin. Tbcro are, 
moreover, many eoUateral iseoes eouuectcd with on iuqniiy of ibis 
kind which merit oxaminatiou. Tho attcDliuu of the whole British 
oatioii i*. at the present moment, paiufully tlrawu to the coDsidero- 
tioa of pro Hems couueetcd with tW origiai. the polittoal growtlt. 
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and cxtcasion of important »«ctioiiB of oar Colonial Knipird. Ateuel) 
M p«nod a brief analysis nf sninc of tlia elementary f»otB conneetflJ 
witli tliQ first selllemAnt of civilised men in uaTage or unpeopled 
liuidtt caiinot be altogether ill-timed or unprofitable. In tltft 
recognition of put blnndom and great oTcrsiglits wa mty be able 
to deal more e^actUAtly with exUtiu;; emBrgeDoJes. 

Apart from temporary and Jocnl conbidcratious, it in a speeali- 
tiOD iJike iDtcrcstiug to the bistomn as to tlie othnologiKt to 
endeavour to aacertiiin hoihg of tlie caasos Uiat bare determined 
the 6egre};ation of mankind into the Toriouf groups and 
nationnlilbii which are now p rerouted by tlio human family 
tliroaghout the different regions of the uloW. Such an inquiry, 
to bo cxhausUTc, would of oeci^ssity bo of the mo»t e&tended 
character, involving conRiderationn eouimelod with the earliest 
epochti in the history of our Hpecies, u survey co-extensive with 
nearly every region of the curtli vhere man bae fixed bis abode, ao 
aoalyaiii of all the vikried and progressivt; phenotuoua of Mieial and 
politieal life ax exhibited in the family, the Tillage, the tribe, the 
nation — tlie mtgratious. conquests, and settlement of partienlar 
races, the interaction of phymoal and moral agencies in creating 
national idiosyucracies. Tbt- varions topics embraced iu soofa an 
inquiry are, iudced, lill but iueKhaiitttible, and can only be dcAlt 
viUi ecparately. Thoy constitute a cosmos, to a due considoratioa of 
aiiyof the multiform details of vliich all tlie resources of plulosopfaj 
and scieiioo arc O'Ceded. It ha.i. bowovcr, occurred to mc thai in 
this vast field of inquiry and spooulatiun thiro art- points bearing 
upon aoinc of the developaioiits of modem life in the fonndatian 
aod settltiment of new societies— i« other words, io the "BOienoe 
of colonisation " — tliat may not innppropriatBly oi-cupy our atten- 
tion during one of our creniug meetings. I use the word " seifneo," 
although perhaps the term may nlmoiit be rcgoiJed aa iroaical, 
when wo take into account the eirenmiitancris and mode under whicli 
nearly all our Coloniivl depeinlnuuicit Imve been nailed into existence, 
or coiilcuiplato the aDtngoiiiKtic political and economic relations 
that liavo been allowed to prf w up between communitiefi identical 
in race and in all miiterial interests, such as we unliappily vituess 
at the present momenta The n^oguilion of a few fundamental 
principles necesaarily involved in the siicccHsfnl evolution of 
Colonial ami national life fifty or sixty yean* ngo, would iu Augtralia. 
at all events, have averted difBculticE! and complioatious affecting 
the mutual rehttions of the various settlements in that country, 
whidi it is now almost hopeless to contend with or remove. 

Let ufl for a frw mrnxnts go beck and consider what are Oie 
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imon and iasoparablo plieiioiueua oonaaoLod wttli tU» 
etiSat coaditioas of man in tb« vhrioQH pbaMs that ar« ssJubited 
in his progreu Trom th« aoD<licioD of Uic uolotoKd Mvas* to tlmi 
of the most eultumJ and artiticinl tj'pe of iioRuuiitj. Odo of Uie 
eorliott and wont eiidaring dcvulopineutit of tbo aoeiml iniiliuot u 
that of race. In tlic earliest and prc-historic timCH wcliaTcovidoDW 
of Urge maaiaa of maakind aeokiog for tljomBelvos and acquiring 
new dokioUes hj tb« exineicm or dcfttrncUon of the prerioua 
ooeupaoU of tli« soil, Uicy in tlieir turn giving pUco to oth«r raob) 
of a higher and mora vigorous ti-iupersment. Tho la* appcom to 
h« ona of UQivcmnl applicaliou und is not cooGued to the Old 
World. Tlw tradition* of Mexico and Peru indiontc a saeeMsion 
of racoa, each in turn giving plitce to oqo mom liigbljr orgaaiwd, 
up to tbe period of the Spaoifth conqaott. Tbe probLatorio moo of 
Wutcm Kurope— tho cont«mporary of tb« ««vs b«ar, tbe clopliaal, 
and tbe rhinoeoros — dtaappaartd bcfora a race with wbom be van 
onabia to oompete. Uow long tbo aing$le may bave lasted no 
fine can tny. It mav baro continacd during eounUfiss sow). All 
«• eoji rwognifto in thai from tbo first dnwo of history tbe tendency 
<o uigratioD hat beoa uniform. Udo after ti<Io of liimiau beingn 
pMsaiDg forward, sabjagating or «xp«IUng tlio former poAaesaora of 
tb« loil, Ctlt, ToiitoM, 8olav, or Tartar, all obejiug tbe aamv 
mjatcrioiis and iuexorublo law of " tbe nlroDger suiiplantiug tbv 
weaker," exliibiting tut its reiult wliat in tlie langnoge of Mr. 
Dorwiu might be oaUsd the " Hnrvivo] of tUo fittest." Art. civilisa- 
tion, religion, may arrent for a Umo and control thiii tondcno/ ; hut 
lh« pecuhar diBpensation nbioU bae ordained that tbo Btroog on«s 
«baU poaaeei tbe earth U evidenced in all history. A foeblo and 
«fle(« ctviliBatioii, like tbat of tbe later Ilvzautine Empire, afforded 
no permanent protection agaioBt tbe auaulta of tbe Bclavonio 
border from the north, or the warlike Torki from Central Asia on 
tbo math. 

As race implies a common origin, a eommon language and 
custODM, it no doubt constilutca one of the great bondB of national 
life. And every oommnoity ia expoeed to the etemente of diaiurb- 
ance and dissolation where a beterogcneona people dtistB. The 
inherent and too often groandleaB antipathic* of race become a 
nourcc of national veakneN^, aiid render the whole body politie an 
eoxier prey to iU eoemii^e. The evil is euhanoed where it u 
im{Mtt>iblo tliat time vbould effect any enialgamalion. as in tbt eaiie 
of tbe ocgro and white itopulationa of North America, lu othrr 
iav'taoceB, as iu Canada, where the diflettBcea between tlie two 
prevailing national types constiluting the hulk of the population 
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tit tbhl gNiit doi^ndciipy nro bMomtng ct«tj day loss mttricw 

time will K«>nti effect nn ollitcrntion of tlw Npedsl cliitrmotoruiCioe ot 
Uie Angto-SftKoii nod l-'rtucli-Ifrotou. It is, liovorcr, a fAot woiiiij 
of note in auy spMuIntiouB conuected with eolou'satiun — tlw 
nxisteuce or non-«iistPiice of nnity of nice. The AaiitTmliu 
Colonies Arc eepeoiftlly Imppy iii this one oomtnnu nttrikutc. TImj 
are ftll eminently Itritiiilj, and are, 1 tmat, Uk«ly to continoa m. 
Any inrniiion of foniign tilood they may ntrcive ii not likely to dit- 
Inrb Uie preponderance of their tron British oatiouality. TIm 
Oermant), Ittdiiuis, or uutions of olhcr Eoropaui StateB who nuj 
becomo daoisenit of tlicse CoIoqick, conthbatiiu; in no small dcgn* 
by tbeir actiTity imd UitoUisonoo to Ihu general adraaoomenl, inoat 
soon become ntwiorbod in tho eotwral aius, ivitliunt cni&liaf uy 
dlainlegrAtbg iiiduencf s iLfTectiog tb« practical unity of the eini» 
mnoity with wliioh tlicy ban become bUndod. 

Somft qaalificfttion of tbo Uw hero onnaoiat«cl muai, bowAvcor, be 
iidmitt«<l. Iliioe nud vUmate bare a correlation wliich nature R«eau 
bo hare fixed and which cannot bo ignorod. Tburo are rmaA tisctk 
ofth»«aith'B Burfftco which seem rpftcially Mid exelusiT^y fttled 
for oocapation by pnrtioalar raocti, or where, at nil evente, nun 
bom nnder the aame climatic couditiona arc alone fitted for predial 
labour. Ko Enitlisbman or Scotchman or IrriihmaD ought to be re- 
quired to work Ht field luboni- in the munfroi'e ewiuups of tropinal 
Attfltndin or the i^avatinabii of America. The quoation will soon ariae 
— hati, tnd^, in some meaente been atarted— how the tropi<«l 
rogionH of North AnstraUa are to be benefieiaUy occupied. U Iba 
growth of tlie i;nf;iir-eatio, of rice, eotlon, and oUwr tropical pto- 
dactfl (for which those pwtioua of our [>OHaoik>iaufl iu Nov Holhud 
are as HpeRially (ittod) is to bu turned to account, it ninat be by tlw 
fnatninieittality of Asiatic — rix., Chinese or Uindu— laboar.

aodtmatieed tn a tropiunJ life, admirabiy Ct ihtm for derelopiag 
iJie reeonreee of llioac boundloaa ref^ona of inter-tropical AoatraQik, 
which we po«£MH, bat are nnablr to turn into nccouut. 

Witliout dvroUuig any kio({6t on thia pari of siy aulgaol 1 
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to eoiisidor what are tlio jj^ragmphieal nnd local conditionH 
onSlkr whidi popnlalioii for tbo most {«rt pretienta ilsolf , nrnl irhicli 
liavti given rJM to tli« pbcuoaenih of mnnietpol and iiatiuuid \i(e. 
Tbe bond of nnioD ttpringiiig from oouHaiigtiiuJty of race is far iess 
pottfnt tban tliat of locaJ anMiciulioa. 1; in uow satiafdctorily cslub* 
lisbdd that all tli« varied pAopkit of KuropA (with uomo (rilUurt aud 
dmiblfii] eieepUoDx) an oasontifkUy tbo same Aryan rauo. TIiih 
oUuiio affinity bat lon^ ttooa loal nil iuflueace iu tbo localiaatioii 
uf ita difiercul hra[)cb«x ; and tlio UJodu, 11)9 WcUhaaa. tbv 
Itoliun. and the (h-oek, arc no longaroouiwiotuof Ibu fael that Uuy 
oU Bpeak dialccta, mere Tarteties of oim parent Uognage. iqxikaa 1^ 
Uioir Gomnuni ancestors ORca long past. Tho fact ii. tba ozigaoeica 
of life aaperseds all oilier inftaeooeii, uid men bavo evev]rwliar« 
biMi foii&d reedy to approprinto auoh portions of Lbo earth's surJjMe 
a« they eaa oeenpj and defend.

I behcru, of scareelj 
any osoepttoD, either in time or pU«c, vrhotber it bo tho Nile, the 
Euphrates, tbe Rhine, the Seine, or tltn I'Imbicil In soueeljp any 
intfUiiTO do wo find rirers ropreeeatin;; ualioual boandariea. I 
adrort to this fact now as bearing upon the ctrouauloBoee iuid«r 
irhidi the territorialdivisionflof inaoy of our Coloaiaswerebroaght 
abooi. The manicipal diviaions of all the Knropeai] States are all 
move or less doterniiuud by nalorol fcatoies. Iu tbo boundaries 
of the ancient feudal provinoea, aud iu tbe dopartmeiilai divieiona 
of modem France aa established at tbe revolution of 17S0, the 
arte and geo^tmphio Unes are kept in as close a relation as poseihie.

the Amazoa, nnd th« Ln Plata hare each beon coiiBtitiited into 
aep&rote cm[nreii. The line of the Andes uu<1 the wufcr-alied of the 
great riverB above-uamed form the natural boundaries vf UiCM 
8«veral Slutds. In Hkv muutiur, Ihu hiLsinu of the llivers Jamea, 
Potoiaaa, DL-hinriirc, utid HikIkud fumishtid the first sites for 
firititih ectUomonlti in North America, whtlal iVauoe regarded Uio 
vholo Valley oftlie S(. Lnwroiico ae hot rightful pmsessioD, 

When the cuiirso of cvouta towardi Iho cln»o of the eighteenUi 
eentury comiM;lIud tho Britinh Oovennnciit to plant the 6r8t 
Enropcan srttlcmciit in Aiistra.Ua, the mensure wah one forced 
upon her liy iiecc^iry, and uiis accepted witliniil any appreciaLion 
of the eoiiscqucucca likely to fullow. Had the eeoeBsion of tho 
AtQoricaa Coloniox not tnliCn place, and had Kngland found no 
difficulty in disjioniui; of her oriminals, as nhe had hitltcrlo duiic, 
by their deportation to Virginia and the other American plnutatioDR, 
site would nerer have liE>thougl]t herself of going to the opposH* 
side of the globe to Hiid a receptacle for her criminal outcasts. 
And had the French Eevululion not occurred, or been delayed for a 
ten ycaj-». the probability la that & considerable portion of NeVj 
Holland TTonld have fallen under the dominion of l-Vanoo. At 
period to which 1 refer, the voyagi-u of Lii I'ereuse, PougaiuviUo,' 
and d'EntrecuHtciiux had avrakeued au intDrest in marilime dis- 
covery, which, thon>|h stimulated by Cook, waa perlia|>8 mor 
strongly felt in Fruuce than in En^'laucL Nay. had tlic power oV 
the First Napoleon been prolonged, it is doublftil whether ho would 
not huvo coutcKtcd witli Dn^^laiid hor csclunivo right to the wlic 
Auetrolian Continent. UnliLe tome of tho political lighlfi of Qtlfl 
present day, who regard Colonies int an encumbrance, to be shaken 
off at tho uarliiiist pottsihic period, ho dwi^U upon the niax.im that 
ships, colouioa, and commerce were tbi> triiu elements of national 
prOHperity. It may. indeed, bo doubti-d whether, some sixty or 
seventy years ft;;a, Kngland would hare maniieatcd much ancasi-j 
nebts at eeeing the settlomeatu of auutli^ r European nation plant 
on the shores of Australia. So idt-a of layiuy the foundation of 
great aud prosperous t^tateh in an aiitipodeiiu world probably evar 
entered the imagiimtion of the Mtnistors of Qourge lil., nllbougk 
Darwin did, in n fi'w hnppy linca of prophetic verse, oommemorato 
thehirth of tlie liR4t Ih'ltihh settlement in New South Wales. Wlicn 
a voyage to Sydney occupied some eight or nuio munlhs, when the 
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wer« naknown, 

laiioa to iiadi ii eoantry coalil not Tntl to bo rusurdcd u a terribla 
trial. Tlione wliom Tale hnd cAcnp^lloil to spend their (Uya ia h 
roinota ukI aavitfre a clime mijjlit well bo skill to bftTO loll all hope 
btfbiuJ tbom. No encoura^eincai was givun to froo Mttlt'n, could 
Aoy number of sucb have b««D iotutd. Tlic (olc uirl cxcIoMTa oim 
of tba OoTeniment vas to get rid or a enurm at doraMtic trouble 
ID tiie most economioal vay to thu poroiii SUte. It was ouly by 
Blow dofrraet, b; tbo nMoesit; o{ flndini; frosli oiitl«U for tb« sur- 
plus popnlttUoD of these if;liintl», that people began to inrjuira what 
were the rml ebaracter nnd capaliilitios of (fao«e distnnl oatpoKts 
of the Finpii-e. uiid to learn that tbot« «xist«d a now world, the 
BiMoijgbl-ror and uegleetod patrimouy of Brilaia, posseadng 
fMouroM in oUmat* and soil which would bear oomparisoti with 
Kome of th« most faToared portiont of tlift Mrth'< sorTaco. The 
•migranta who resort«d to th» Colony wlion iti; lanijs woro thrown 
opcu to parcbaao Boon multipltwl to iiuch aa extent that it waa no 
loi^«r pomUo to maintAtn it« penal obaraotcr. I will not occupy 
Tonr timo with details with which most of my hearors are as 
familiar aa myvU relating Ui tho rapid dovelopmeat of Australia, 
bal will pace oo to the coosi'loration of Rom« practical points, to 
d«al with whiob ii the prinoipnl obj«ct of tliis Paper. 

When Englaoil, in 1788, first avsumod the poasesaion of New 
HoUaod, a conHiderable portion of IIa outlined had never been SMo 
by any European nnvigntor. Tbci chnnaol that diridoi Tamsania 
from the moinlftnil to the north was atill to be diticovered by Ur. 
Baaa, and no definite idea respectinjir tho limits or extent of British 
■ovcreignty se«ni to harct bnan ent4>rtainA(t on tho part of tbn Britllb 
autboritiea. It HeeiDod appitrotitly nce>llcfl4 to rlefitio tarritoriiU 
rights whoa uo competitor was in the field j and it was only as 
the area of settUmont became onlnrged, and the true outlines i^ 
the ooaet laid down by Flindera, Ui»t tbo extent and conditions 
under which British autborily was bo be eserciscd became a subject 
of consideration or legistatiro enactment. All the measnrea of the 
Home QoTemment in dealing with the infant settlement were 
guided by considerations eonneotad with its penal character. The 
etitubhsbriiciib in Tasmania and Kiu|7 George's Sound had 
reference to these objects. It waa owing to tlie intelligence and 
fonsiglit of a fow individuals, hke the late John McArtbur, that 
the firnt impulse was given towards tbo creation of a new order of 
thing!, lliey were enabled to look forward beyond the then present, 
and peroeiv* all the latent elements possessed by Xirw SouUi WaleH 
for beciioiinz a in'oat aol proKpo-OFUs community. They anlici- 
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pAted tbo Rpeedy «xliiio(ioa of a By»t«m wliicU had lud iU qm* 
pAriog tbc way for the frco ottiKeii, Liut which wim no looinrJ 
appltealile or to be tolemted in a society of free taon. ERgladidl 
reluctautly, and with a bad grsoc, gave op a sysUiu vlilcb iih» was 
io trulti DO louder able to maiataio. &ud traueportalion to Uii 
AdBLraliaii Colniiics va» thiall^* abohshod. Of any wcU-dovuvdi 
Hoheino of colonisaUon. eiUier on tlio port of th« Uome aiithoritica 
or jndded of tlie public jieoeraUy, «e have icv i»igofi luitil Ihs 
period «h«n the laU Mr. Charlm BuUer, lUr. E. Gibbon WakofiiOd. 
Otkhiuol TnrreuH. aud a tow oLhor diHlinguishod meo of tbu period,, 
ilirvcted tiicii miads tonnidH tho dorelopmcnti of aonuthiaij like m' 
tilMtrv and ajutcui of emigration and colmuBAtioii ftnrh (W that 
whieli Boon ufterw-ards roooived a practical appUcaltou m tha 
fanndotioD of now Coloaieo. It ih a romarkablg and ugoifi«anLi 
faot that at a period vhen political t-iM>ooiny had iu England omh i 
eractod into a uieucs. and profesmrs iippoiutod fiir incDleatiog iU 
principles in our Unirersibas, a sabject bo genonno to its inqmricK, 
if not of iu very c^wucc, viz., " colonisation," i>h(iiiid liavQ b-atu 
virtually ignored, ll might have hova Kuppoxcd n priuri that a 
idiilcmopb; endonvuunug to eeUldish n true iueal of the sources of) 
national n-utltfa and prosperity, lo far as thc»o aro depeodfiit upon 
popiilatiuu Attd ludustry. oonld not fail to have hud its attention 
fixod on ono of tho most imporbiQt factors inrolTod io soob • 
flpHDlation, vie, emigratioo and roloniitation. It was rtMtTe4 i» 
the able thiokers and writ^H whove namw 1 have ju»t quoted to 
claim for " colnninstioti " the cliaraotcr of a ecicnoe ; to *hov how 
b; its actioQ tho ^quilibriHm of popalation mif;ht be naaiotaiimd,, | 
hj its transrereticu from (Miinlries wbtTo reduudont to tocaliticjt 
wh«re thurfl iron ruom for iihaust uuIituiLi-d uxi>aaKioii. The id*aa 
W davclopod hy ibiii nov Mhool havo oot odIj tlie morit of origi- 
nality, but lira iovflstoil with a cartain amount of fasciunliou. To 
reproduce in a aev brauspliOFO a new soci«Ly, embodj-iog to its 
framnwork all that ibo piut experiffico had foniid to b« wu-a aad 
good iu LUti Old World, ducardjog all that wad obmleto or loio- 
oliievoos, va3 a treaurons and noIkU aim. " lUam iu Ilalian 
portaos ; " it eoa^it iu tli« r«ali0iitiou of itd objoets tlu raprodno- 
tian of asoetal liierarcUy, m which Uru capitalist, thu murohaot, 
the profossional maU( the labouror, could each fliid hiDifl«lf oooopy* 
iiig hie prop«r Kpher«. Mufib of this briglit visiou ha« bMn 
oehiovod. wilnena the grofrth aud prc«enl conilitioi) of AuKlnUis 
»nJ New Z«alatid : toorh, alw, luu falt«u sbort of the urigiitaJ 
cODMptioo. la tnuiCitrriiig tiM bighar chiaacaUi aod ntthbuUa of 
Urili^ lifo to their new abode, the tares and thistl<» of an exelanvw 
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commcreinl |K>lio]r fiad of dau lej^Ulafioti tiaro fonnd too oonfcenial 
ft toil. Xtt all the succe&siro sUgee of Uk' ^rowtU of lUcae several 
dopendeucics, from tliu period of iuoubaliuu to tlia presunt hour, 
Downiog-strtet lifts for tlio mofit part bMO pftssive, pcrtmps too 
muoh so; eftdi oommanity wfts ftUow«d to <l6rAloi> it««lC jm>prlo 
rutore: and we have Uie plienomenim of a oamber of ceatrM, Dftcli 
ftastmilfttiag to itself tbc clotneots of aociftl and political lif*^. Most 
qF tbow irltotD I bave uoiv tlic bonoor of ftddtvutoDf;, know boir 
nonilroas aud unimwedentcd tliat growLb bas been. Whether the 
eaergetio men, the result of vlioso labours has been tbo oroation 
ftDd addition of a nov Empire to tbo kiagtbmB and stateB of tli« 
world, would have nibtniltett tu any iiclivo iDt(.Tf(>ranci< m Uieir 
ontarprite on tlie part of tbo Hiim(< authorities, is dottbtful. In a 
tpiht ehsnoteris«i by iodiffsrsneo, tbo t«cbaioftl tauetioD of tUe 
Crowo aud Britisli Parliamont wast granted for fixiug certaiu linen 
of dclimitatioa of aicb siiccciuiivu sctUuiuoDt lui it wmi formed. In 
(lio ilischargo of this Impm»l fanrtion littlo or oo forefti^bt w«a 
had as to an ultahcw oondition of thinga gradDaUjr moolding tbcra- 
selT«s into new forms, and expanding in a ratio of wbicli few 
peraona tlieo dreamed. Now Holland and New Sontli Waloa were^ 
aa regarded legal pliraseologj:, the samo «ouutry, until by ranous 
excisions, first of Tasmftma, thru of Western Austmlift, VJctorift. 
an^. Qaeooftland, Kow Sooth Wales was redacod to its preauit 
dimsDfliODS. Little if any provision wfta czennMd in the asaigu- 
ment of speciGo booadarius to those MiYeral offsboots. founded upon 
political or economic gronnd*. Wcstom AuHtralia wan mmpljr 
dividfid fn»Q the eastero part of tlifi ooutineut by the 129^ of £. 
long. The aniao meridional Unir altimatdy becttme tlia wittteru 
bonodary of Koutb Anslralia, that Colony being boDlidad on the 
north by tlio 26" of S. lat., and on tbo east by the 141 ui«ridiaD, 
Mpftratiug it from Victoria. To Qoocasbuid waa origiaiUly aasigiMd 
RS ■ boondory on Uie wMt Uio 1-tl'' of K. long. — mbsoiiaeiidy 
•xbanded to Uie 188" of £. kpng. Victoria, tJio imaUest of thv 
ooottDuotal sottlemente of Anstralia, is bounded on the west by 
the «Mt bonndftry of Soatb Anatralia, on the north by Unrrfty 
Bifcr. and ft line extaodiog from tbo Mxintas of thai stream to 
Cape Howe. 

AXtor Kew UoIUnd bad been thus ftrbitrnrily eat and carred into a 
namber of separate States with Utile or no regard to the great geo- 
gnHibioul fcfttarea of the ooantry, a Urge rodduary tract of country 
ws» 6tUl left nod«r the U>rritoriiU jnriitdiotion of New Soutli WaJva, 
oonlaiiuDg all the regluus cockwed on tbo north by tbo ColoaieH of 
Queensland, Sonth AH:<traia, and Wcstrrn Anstralia, bnt froia all 
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direct {■nmmaTiicattiiii villi wKioh she wxsi oat off b; tliosn tvo lut- 
Tiamett iiettlemenU. A diMtributionof t«rritor,7eo nnonialousoaglji 
never to Lave been created. Tliat tbls raat tropical rcgtoD. vliose 
RliorRR arc washed by tbe vatcra of the Indian Ocean, ahoald be 
pfrnianenUj annexed to New South WaleH, was out of the ijnestioQ. 
II iuvolved such an anomaly aa tliie, tbat the jurisdiction of the 
Supremo Court of Sydney extended iu «asea, civil or crimioal, to a 
point 2,000 miles from tho scat of Garemmcnt, which conld ooIt 
be reached by pas^iu^; tbe conSnci of a nei^hbourinf; Coloay, or b^ 
a sua voyage involving the circitm navigation of one-half of the eon- 
tinc^nt of Ausbralia. The anomaly and practical cvit likely to be 
ntteudaiit upon such a state of tbiuga was brousht under the oog- 
niRniior of tlin Dnka of Newcastle whilst that nobleman was Seare- 
tary of State for the Colonies, Two altcinatiTO Baggeslions were 
prCHfiutcd to Uis Grace's consiJeratioD. Oa« wat)~~aod in my 
humble judgment the correct one — the erection of a new Colony by 
iht Crown in this extrn>limit.xry region ; tbe other was that, pend- 
ing some such meaaure, the district might be temporarily, and wiU) 
certain reatrietions, placed uuder the control of the Qovemmeut of 
Queensland. The latter, however, declined the ovcriuro made to 
it in Tiew of such an arraugement, and elected merely to talie s 
kUcc of couutry by which it obtained tbe commaud of the em- 
bnuchcure of tbe principal nvcrs ftowlng into the Gulf of Car- 
pentaria. At the flame moment, or immediately nfterwards, the 
Government of Boath Australia proposed that this vaKt nnappro- 
priaterl territory should be annexed to that Colony. The rofjnest 
was at once acceded to by the Colouial Office. I need not dwdl 
upon the disappaintmcntfl and saoriUcea that have attended tht 
aofiuisition of this domain. Had those representing the Grown at 
this period exercised a little more statcumannhip and oircnmi>p«ctioii 
io dealing with impromptu pi-oposals affootiog the interests and 
vell'beiug of generations to come, political and economic dilB- 
onltiea might have been nvortod with wbioh it is now impoBsiUe to 
doal. 

I shall now endeavour briefly to illuKtratc, by a few pertinent 
exaraple», Bomc of the poiuts to which wo have binen lod by the 
foregoing reuiarke — namoiy, tho wnnt of all co-ordiuatioo betvsan 
Hm political boundaries of the Beveral Colonies of Australia and 
Hitar eocial aud cvouoiaic rclntious with each other, lu doing this 
I ahall only oito a few of tho moat flagrant examples iu proof of 
what I am stating, aud the Qrat iiiatauve I ahall quote is that of 
4 Korthern and Wostcra boaudary of Victoria. This, as you may 
tea on the map, is determined for many huudreda of milca by 
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be Mu iTfty. one of tlic tftrgcetaiid mcwt importanL riven ol Aon. 
lift, nitrigabla for more Uian l.JiOO milcfl from tbe bnxiii into 
which it dovH, Lake Alexandria, It mny almost ba regarded as 
the Utssissippi of AuBtraltA. Us vatti, allovial plum oit! already 
apprup riat«d fornf^ionttuml nnd grazing pnrpoMa, and towns— ooft 
of oouJud«rabl« importauoe, Albury — baru bmo OHUb! iiihcd on ito 
boiitttt. Now, as I havo befor« nrgod, do lino of (livisiou bclwocn 
contiu>miiioiui States ia ao ittsppropriat« ae a river, Tlio opposite 
barilcfl of i^Ter; larg« atraam are oooupiud bv pnupW in U9 caMS onL 
of 1(10 of Uic samo Uniiage, roligton, and hubiK and pcMMnaiog (he 
aauc mulcrial tnt«ro«tM. Of all natnml froutit'ni that can b« 
■leleotad the^iae tlie moiit artificial. It ia in fluvial vatleja that 
population i|;roupa itaelf in Uis largest nuusoe. and wh«re, on ooo- 
nomiK KTuundM, it in tndi<ipca!iabla for tbn oomfort and well-being 
of all clatsi^H that tlio polilioa], judicial, and miinicipnl inHtilnUons 
should bu uuifuria and ideotiool. As illtiatratiu; a total disregard 
of all tlio<(o clem«ntary eoudiliont of oivie orier, I miiy ijaote tbc 
examjila of Albury. This ri«iu'> iowu ia situatwl at an important 
point 00 Uir Murray, at what may ha couaiiani the head of the 
nax'igattoa oftbo rivor. Tlt« liroat Trunk Line of Railway from 
Sydney, on the nortli, and that from MelWnrtie on the flootfa, hsrf 
tooei. The BCttlomant in already a flouhuhiDg pWc, and, from it« 
physteol attribntoa and mirronndingii, bns an important future 
before it. Now. cunHider fur a moment the Rtate of things enta- 
bliahcd inlhiii important and inlerceting locality. The iuhabitaala 
of tlio op]K>«ite tide of thi! rir«r, rexidiog within tbe t«rrilorial limila 
of Victoriii, Afo Mabjeoted to a system of taxation fonnJed niwn 
prtneiploti of " protection " of tbo laoit nDcompromi-Htug kind. The 
residents of Albary, on the nortli, citizena of Now South VValoa, 
ei^oj the privitogM of a tuiff tliat ignoren, nay, sooabi, all Jdean 
of " proteotion." The ronaeiiuciice of Iheae rival syatems is, that 
nearly nil taxable comrao<liticft arc saleable at a diffflront mto on 
the two banks of the Htnsam. The rnttlor on thc^ luntb pays dd. a 
lb. duly OQ snf*ar, whiUt liii neighbour ou the uotih-west only 
payi \± a lb. I'rotectivp dnti><jt, amounting lu tiome inataoeea to 
AS mnoh as fiU per cent wl inhrtui, are exact^-d <in tho eontli lide 
of tlin river, vhcreaa similar articlea are not tiabli; l« any umilar, 
or only to a very redawd, impowt on tlio oppOHite sliore. How any 
Hytt«m nf CoHtom-htniHe aurvcillauee can <-ver deal with sncb over- 
wbelmioi; tcmplationa to an iufruction of Die law it J4 difficult to 
eoncoive. No vigilance in tho E^eiiie or Cujitoma departmentH ean 
prevent the reveunc of Victoria from being dtdraodsd, ao long av 
she maiotaintt her present tariffit. A great antboHty in political 
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economy liiia asserted iiinl tsniu^^lerfi io tiotne rPitiH^nlR iubt 
regarded aa tho benofftctore of mankind, as theit illicit occttpatioii 
wau iiie only cotintorpoiee tu the trndpncy of differout nations bj 
ttcir rival turiffii iiud protective dnties to destroy nil cmnmerre 
"whatever. Combratte and somevbat arbitrarj* iotcrcolonial agtee- 
fdnmtti are entered uito with tbo \icvr of protecting the pubtio 
jevennc, in the trannt or gonds fi-om ono Colon; to miotlier, nai 
tho evasion of the reflations laid down for this pnrpo&e is mad« 
pnnishablo by soverc. liuos. It in not, moreover, to mere qoogtions 
connected wilh coinpotiiig reveiiuus and Gnatom-hong* tmrnfTfi iliat 
tli« evil» upou wliich vru have been dvelUag arc limited. A populous 
diHtrict divided bfitvcni tn'ovirttmlly iadepvndout States in rabjeeud 
to two separate and oflou differeut systems of lawv, u bnrleneS 
vHh a double etufT of admiutnistrators of tbc law. Tbus, in the 
topical cxfimple nlrofidy quoted, ouo sctof jmSges have to travel 
aotne 400 or mora milus to lioM tlie ordiuaiy asalzes with respect 
to one moiety of tbi; populatiuu, n-liilist a eimilar staff of legal 
fuDctioiiarieB bavc to tritvdl souio 200 miles in an oppoRito diroctioo 
to meet t!ic jndidal rcquircmcuta uf tli« otlicr half of the popula- 
tion. The incouvcuifruce, tlic cuHt, and ubtiurdity <>t sucli a statettf 
things, whatever he its moBHOm now, must go on increasing with 
the Krowth of population. 

When Qncenslaud wa.< cr«ittcd into a separate dopcudency, witli 
an independent political con^titntiou, the eamo vnnt of dno fon- 
tliODght vascviiict'din tjto liii08 laid down furit»soiitlicm boundary- 
Tbo fstcDt of Quecubland from Point X>a»gcr to Cai>c Tork is 
estimated at 1,600 milcft, followiii<> tlio fiianoKttitts of tbo eoaiiL 
Bridbauo, tlie capitu-l. is only smuc thirty miles from the IVooUot line 
of New South Wiilcs, and mitst oX uocceelly become the Datoral oat- 
let and chaimol of tlie eommcrco of the uortb-t^astorit purtioux of 
New South Wales. The aouthcrn boundary of Queensland ought 
to have commenced at a point furtlior to the aoath. The metro- 
pohs of evpry Stata, ati tiio chief fomie of its politieal, judicial, com 
mercial, and civic life ou^ht to occupy aa nearly as poaulilD a 
central position, for the common convenionco of tin; virhola com- 
mnnity of which it in the visiblo huad. In this respect tlw 
geographical poattions of Sydm-'v and Mvlbonmo have been well 
selected. 

It may be said in i-eply to what haK been here urged, that admit-' 
ting the anomaliea that chai-acturiHe the boundary lines of alt Ibc 
AuBlrahau Colonics, and tlio practical evila they oocaiuoD in the 
appropriate recLification of the prcHeut lines of circtimsoription, are 
not very largr, the Rrst and obvious auswer would be tliat tbr 
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Colonioa HhouU kflree U> a lirftili ii4JuftLm«Bt of Uie'ur niBpMUro 
boundimas. and thai inuloal aaircndt-r of wmlory «hoal*I bs mwlo 
bjr vliiab llie geographkul and pultlit-xl Uiiiilit nUgbt he brongbt 
moro iulo harmoajr wiUi eocli olbtr. Such a proponiil for Uu to- 
adjtntmoot of oxiHtiog LandiiiMkit wouliL, [ four, at tlie jirvMDt 
moment bo foanj imprftclionble. A. good tlcal of iiatriolic acnti- 
meat would be rouwd ; cocb Colony would b« viUuig to Kcoivo ta 
aocoetiion of territory — iicmroely any uno dis|)08ed l<> sitrrondur any 
portion of wfaitt it dow posseaws. New Soutb Walea waald, for 
exftmplc, W, 1 autpvcl, vtrr roluotut to purl vjtli tLc right iiido of 
tbe vaUoy oftlio Murmr to hor maDifm lut^lilrunr, wlio rrom bcT 
preaent loo oirouniscribcd ares could \iAve notbins to give in 
exdiaBgo. Nattbet woaU Qutionalond nor Kew t>outb Wales b« 
likely to agrM apon any reotifieatioii of their frontic-rsi. Aod yel 
in tbe teeth of all these npiiorently insoluble difficuttiei> it seems 
improbablD in the luglieat dosrvc thnt »ome two millions of Britisb 
xubjecta itealtered oyer a wide territory, and neparated from eaeb 
otbcr by. artificial and impaliwble barrit^ri^. all of the same race, 
speaking Ihe same langruge, cmploywl in fbe eatne ]»Qrstiite, 
inflaesocd by tbe same traditioiui, owing allvgiaueo to tbe name 
Sorereign, nboold p«rpelualc a Hji>t«m which imposes apon «acli 
Um iMeessity of keeping up n cordon of Custom Uodee ofliei>r«, 
embanraasea oommeroe, catuee a allele^<l pApeudilorc uf natiooal 
reaonrcea. enooarajtes mtGohieroos riTalries, auA prevents thn crea- 
tion of anythiug like a great naliou&l Culonliil potii^y. C-oald tlie 
United Btaleii of America haw lasted a siuglu decade had each 
Stale etyoyed that n(>ht of ImiMTial tniation which is alao pgeaeesed 
Iry the ^preme Legielaturci nnd Kxcoutirc*' There erniU, under 
tL« mppoeitioD of sacb plenary ri^rhu belonging to ncli proiluo^', 
have never been snch a constitution as the Ignited Htatca. Tbe 
real agenoj that welds the American people into ooe great notton 
and gives it praetieal nnity, is tbe piira*uoaiit aatbority establish- 
ing one Rystcm of (aintion eo-entcnsive with ttie wliolo area of ita 
dominidDB. Snab a great living exemplar hs tbe United Btalea or 
Canada aaggeets the great and only remedy for tbo Ryslem of 
anlagoniHlio tariffs, the isolation, the poeitirc hofttilities tJiat divide 
and diitraet tbe various Colonies of Aowtralia. evils which most go 
on augmenting and beeoming more intolerable with the rapidly- 
expanding oiroamterenoe of each Colony. An antbority aaalogoiu 
totliat of the Coogresftortbe United States— or tfao I>ominioo of 
Caasda — mnsl b? called into eibtooce, to wliicli mii>it Ix> dtilegated

Tlio nctioo of a 
Bapreme leginlative bod; or tlie kind bere indicated ue«d not islcr 
fere with Uint of (lie proviucia) asiiomblicA in all luniicro of strictfr 
local ntid pTovjucial interest. MnnioipiU, Stute IcgitilntioD, and 
Imperial letlislatioR would each occupy itn proppi- ttpbf^re in a 
fedt^rative system tbus constituted. Under tbeir joint action tbc 
Btrcngtli, the unity, tk« liArmony, tbe perpetuity of tlic whol« bod; 
politic would be eccnicd and piirpetuated. Tii the absenca of as; 
sacceasfnl effort foi tbe ehtabliHliiueiit of u Fodcral union of tbe 
variont) AuntnUiau ColoQies. what, may we aek, id to be tbe fnbtw 
of the integral portiomi of thai great groap of Mttlcmeuts of wbicb 
the only aulfit>-pe is to ko found in Germany before tba esUbliBb- 
nent of tbe ZolIvt>reii], and in Itjaly anterior to tbe conBoltdatiim 
of tbe ItaltRii Idn^dom. 

In the foreKoinf! hanty sketch I have end^Toured to trMQ tbk 
theori>tioa1 conditioDa regulating tlie aggregation of men in eom- 
maniticH such ns we find in tlie earliest Rgeii, and ttncli »» 1 appre- 
hend are fundamentally applicable to the creation of new oommu- 
citifls at the present liuur. They nrc, I believe, to be found is— 

(1) Unity of siuillarity of race, mcdified by religion. InngDH^t. 
and custoniH. but ever constituting a more or lees indelible element 
in all poUticiU organiHutionn. 

(2) Tbe physical adaptability' of certain portion-s of tbe globe tor 
occufiatioQ b.y man, calculated to furnish liim with Uie mcani d 
Biiciiring to liimBelf all tliat ii noedfiil for his peraoDnl wants OB a 
rntioual and progremivo being. 

Those clementiu'y conditions, lying at the root of all human 
progress, I believe to be as perBJstcnt and indelible now u tbay 
bave ever been in any pi^riod nf the world'* history. Aru we no4 
at the present luomeut witnessiug eoino*ef tlio di&a^troDij cense- 
queuceu that Sow from a disregard of lirtt pnneiplcR, tlio sole ten- 
ditions upon which man can ob<>y tht^ divine mandnle, to replesidi 
the earth and eubduo it? If monrufnl, aiid -all but irroporable, 
erroro have hoen cummittc'd iu dome portionB of our ^-nstt Colonial 
Empire, there still rcmainn a field nf boiindlcni^ extent and eapa* 
bility in which it is not too late partially to retrace our tstepe, nod 
by wise conce^siouB and cumpra mi ties, and ^liilfnl combinatioDi, te 
build up the great political edifice of oar, Southeri] Empire.

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CoIoniwJ Gavurnors, aot only hs a rewanl for past rfforta bat as «n 
incentive to futiii« eflbrts to do oar duty alike lo the Croma and tc 
the Colouion over which we preHide. (Hear, bear.) After these 
fiw perBoiial remark!i, which are at oiioe prompted and exouaed 
l>y your landness, I will return to the Pap»r in which Sir Cbaxtae 
^icholiiun has cmhoJieil the r(*><ultsuf liisgrent perw)ual«x]]erience, 
and of bis iou;; palttical study of an importtiut polilicitl qacstioo.

It is my firni ronTietien 
that, Eo long as the principle of that motto, so well chosen by ixnd 
Boaconafield, la [nrcHcrvcd intact — aud I know thai it is tbe viah of 
statesmen of nil parties' to preserve it intiirt — »o leng will the 
Brittsb Empire eadure. for the strength and gtor>' of the Uother* 
conntry, and for the pence and happtucss of the world. (Loud and 
Iong-coutinao(1 cheering.) 
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Tlia Uuu. J. Skuvick (luttt l*r«iuii.'r of Victoria) : Mr. Clmiroian, 
ladie«T and gcutlnmOD, — I liiid no iilcA wlion tiM iu>i(il to thia 
mootiufi of beiuK obUikI oo to spokk. 1 Iiuil (U>li>rtuiue<l l» come 
to hoar tlio loWrtHtuig F*p<ir which Sir Cb«tle< NicboUou luu Uiis 
nigltt rond, a l*«per irbiuh p^we^wM intnroiit for thu wliule poopU 
of tbe British Empira, but is of especial iiitersAt (o all tbc people 
of AuatrAJin.

I am sorry to say that the Colony of 
wbtch I happen to be a citiieo is tlie one tliat, in my opiaion, bas 
taken the wron); side in tliia controvers)-. (Elear, hear.) The 
Colony of Victoria stands pre-ominenl as the ProtectiouiU Colony 
of the Auttndiau group, sltbougb I mutil say that New Zealand 
has followed rory closely in her wake BlJll, I think if all olher 
diflictUties wore out of the way, that probably with men in offioo iu 
the viLriou.<t Colonies who saw the importance of the federation of 
the Colonies, wbo could see that tbo nuitbg thcu to$::etbor would 
raise them at one bound from boyhood u> manhood, (but it would 
gire them a sense of the di^uily which bi<lou(;H to a nation, and 
lessen the somcwliat bamptious apirit which appears to pervade 
small loeulitieb and small popultUiona—[ say that I tbink nnder 
aoch conditions the tjuestiua of Free-trade and I'roteclion mi^t 
not prove an insuperable banier to federation. (Hoar, bear.) 
There is one other juration to which Sir CharLeB Nicholson 
casually alluded, and wbich 1 tbink would probably come up in any 
propoaal for tbe fadoraiioa of thoM Cotouica ; and Ibat ia one witli 
respect to the booDdariM M tbe Colonies as thi>y exist at tbe 
preaeul time. It is wtit known, and has been pointed out to-night, 
that the Colony of Victoria, altboagb a leading Colony in popula 
tiou— and 1 might add, even in the presonco of Mew South Wales 
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g«ntl«men, in antcrprieo, ap to tUo pi-ceent tiin« — ^that that Colony 
is IhOHiUBUeHt uf Die Aastralian OoloDteti in point of ureu. TluU 
has ftlwuyn been a tionrc« uf grumbling witli the people of Viotoria ; 
anti At varionfl tim^e efforts have boon mado to secure an additioo 
of territory to the north of the Murray. Now. in forming a federa- 
tion of the Auetraliaa Oolooioa I think VicLoriu nuultl not bv 
willing to begin by ojcupyius a Bccomlary ixMition. even prosjwc- 
ti«ly. Victoria at the pretteiit time, whilst poxneKiung the aioallest 
territory, contuina the lAr<,'ct^t popiiluttou. fiut the grawtli of Now 
South WaloM, for oxaiuplo, nwin^ to lior c:(toti»ve territory, ivonld 
bo practicHtly ntiliiuiteil »o fur as population is concerned ; and tbe 
growth of Victoria, uwinj^ to licr limited area, must ueeu»8a.nly bi' 
v«ry mnch rcotricted. I thinl: tliat none of tho Victorian pobti- 
ciatia or Ktiite^men that look forwoi'il IfO the fatur« of the two 
Coloiiititi but what woulil eoc tliut Victoi'iamuitt byond by bake a back 
seat behind Now Sonth WalcM and Qnei^nslaiid, simply owing to 
the ext«nt of her lorritm-y, ntid tlic want of political influence which 
most ncucssarily attach U> a {Ji>louy « iUi a limited population. 1 
may say that thia is a point that has not bttcn vnry much dwelt nptni 
even nt the conforsQceR wliicli litivo from time to tinio been held tn 
Mdbauruu aLd Sydney, which c-mbraoud in tlieir discussioDH thi- 
ijuofition of fcdoratinii ; but it is a subjoet which will certainly 
eoDM up. I do not ihinli thnt I need add aiiytlun^ furlL«r iipoD

Colonies and the Brititih Empire. (Hear, hear.) An interesting 
iDoident occurred to rae oomiug aloug to this meeting. I atepped 
into fu omnibua at ttiu Eoyal Onk. I wait the Hret person to gei 
ia ; tbe second gontlcmRn wa<i about my ova ago. Ue at onee 
addressed to mc a few commouplnco words. The idea «tmck me, 
" Well, perhapu th\6 gentleman is oae of those who are going to 
this meeting to-ntgbt." After n few commoaplaeo remarks a 
number of peuplegotinlo the omnibus nndthecouversntion flagged. 
But shortly tluB gcutkmuu isaid to the oouductor, " Stop at New 
Bond Street." I said, "Aro you going to tho Groavenor Gallery T 
He Boidj " I am." And I found out immediately that he was a 
member of the Logislotivo Council of the Capo Colony. Now, 1 
must Bay I felt it one of tboee httlo incident;) which lea%-e a plwsUig 
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iresBioii on Lhe mind. I see by tlie ropoi-tti tliat aii« of tlta moet 
promuwnt stateameD of tha Domiaicm is od bis way bcrc. nod do 
tloabt, if be is oot already one of tbe mombcret Mr. SfcireUry 
(fulilrensing Mr. F. Youu^), be will becume one, Bud we stiull bo 
ublc, no doabt, to meet and sbalie bands vitb him. And Ibus ouo 
colonist after (lie other b«eom«« aoguainted vith tbe Uadtug goatlo- 
meu »ouneeted with tbe Tarious Colonies, and when we ia otiter 
pcriodM read tbe aooountsof tbe poUtacul strujcgk and politic*! |*rD- 
grotut which is beioK iaH<lo in other Oolonios, vo lUuU t>* bott«r ftblo 
to jadge somewhat of the importance of those Ktrugf^les by reool- 
lecting tfao appearance, and from the upixMLniiioe judging to aonko 
oxteot of the cbuiwUu-.of indindnaU wlio ar« loading these mov«- 
moDU. Therefore I am pleased to be present od Uiim oocasion lU 
B guest ; bat if meuibors of tlie luslitiite will do loe tbe bonoar to 
el«et si« one of th«ir nnmbor I flhalL bo still mora pleaded, (dear, 
hoar.) Eiprouiug again my ploaHuro thnt Sir Obiirl«s Nicholson, 
who in eo well aoqaniDted with Australia, flbouU hare brought 
forwanl hia riewe on tliia oocasion io aaeh an intoi'osting way, I beg 
to thauk tlioso proeent for so kindly listening to tlietw few words. 
(Cheers.) 

Sir iuat R. Lokobis, K.C.M.Q. (ao^-emor of Coytoo): Mr. 
Cliairmao, hidtca,atMl gentleman, — IlaTingboeii called apon by ths 
Chainaan to nay a few words, I desire, in the first ^aoc, to trxpreis;} 
for myself lay peiMnnl mdm of tha getAi kiadneaa shown by the 
Coancil of this Institute in inriliug me for tlie iwcoiid time to dine 
here. It 18 some yeArs ttiuce I visited England, and uu tbe last 
oocntdoti I bod the pleasure of attending soma of tbo meetings of 
this Institute ; and I feel, with tbe gentleman who has jast sat 
down, that at & place of meetiog like tliiR, where oitonista 
MQ noet, they enjoy a privilege wliioh is one of very groat 
•drantage to tbemselvas. and I hope to the Colonies also. 
lu (act, tbe bringing of the coloaiste together fay means 
of this Institute conld lianlly be done in any other way, I ilo think 
that in that way this lostitate haa a very great future bi<fore it It 
ia impossible for me to say anything npoo the able Paper wliiob has 
oconpicd the attention of the meeting this evening. It has not 
been my fortune ercr to riut tbe AoBtralian Cokmiea : bat it ia 
impoasible to listen witlioiit the deopc-it inli-rost U* tbe Papur which 
HO fnlly detailed tbe manner in which Uioat.' diTiitioaa between tlie 
Colonies have arisen, and to feel bow deeply importODt the subject 
of federation i». It is my fortane to |tr«»ido over a Colony wliieh 
is in itaolt, in one aenae, a federation, in which two aneieflt native 
race« are bronght together, and live in harmany under tfacBritiah

wii know for ct^rtuiii, for at ltia«t tw«uty c«iitiiri>u:i, and which etiU 
«xist — a popuktiou purtly uf uutivo HiugaleBe i\ud partly of uAlin 
TitmUs, whoije arts nuil industries are perhnpa thoBRmonovu 
they were liuudrdds of years ago, and who exhibit, e8i>eciaUy in 
their agriculture, auU iu the grand irrigfttiou worle by wbicb tbeir 
agrii:uItnro in carrit^l on, fiu iiidnstry wbicli is moBt iat«restiug to 
everybody who haii ever biH-n iu Ceylon. We have in the iahiud ii 
odlive population uumbmogover two uad a half miUious, thrivio);

Oeyloii is the one in wliidi tbo problem of the European and Uie 
native living togt'llicr Iiati been most hnppiJy solved, 1 fvel, how- 
ever, that in thcst* remarks I am digressing from what has been 
dincueBed thin evening ; aud before Bitting down I will thank Htr 
Charles Nioholsou for his very inteteeting and instructive Taptr. 
^Applaasie.) 

:; Mr. BAm. Samitbl, C.M.G. : I have been very unexpectedly viUled 
Ttpon to address a few remarks to thia meeting, and 1 do co with 
dome heHitation, iis I am quite unprepared tu-night to digoUKS the 
important questions refencd to by Sir Charles Nicholson in the 
interestiug Paper hd has read to us, for which I feci wo aru mudi 
indebted t j him. (Hear, hear.) The question of federuliou of tli« 
Australian Colonies is, ah Mr. Sorviee lias stated, not a new one. 
For many years past it has beou discnHoed and considered in tli« 
Colonies. Conferences, consiating of represf^ntatives of ttio variuu* 
Colonies, have at v&rious times been appointetl, and have mt-t with 
a view to federal action on qucstionu of common interest. I have 
myielf been a member of two of these oonferenoea, the firttt held bo 
far back as 1970, and I have had soiuo experience of the ilifficoltiet 
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whidi iiarrutiDd Lbe qaesttoa. Wltitst the CoIohim can ngrea npoo 
■oaiiy poiQtH, tbo MUlement of ui iniifuria tariff iaraiiably tmuaeii 
lUffereneoc, vhiefa rsRiilt in railiiro to nttaiu the object (le^irod, I 
<ln not deRpatr tbnt before Tery long wa iiball see federation effected. 
With communitioH HpeakinK the (uuno hwgnftj^, and ovini; 
ftllegianoe to the eame eoveretfn). ojid separaled only by imaginary 
bo'iotlHTT liupH, antngoniiitic timffrt rantiot long ezUt. (Qear, 
hear.) Mr. Sorvioe Ims told uh that Viotoria \% not Hkcly to 
Kf^e to fodenttion unless she pao s^ a sUoa off New Sonth 
Wftlea. 
Mr Skbtick : I did not pot it qnitc m> etroug as tlint 
Ur. Sati. SAuvrt. : Porhap^ not i|iiite au Btrou<;, but very naarly 
approach itig it. Victoria dcxirex nu accession of territory by the 
extension of her boundary, so a« to take in the fine portion of Kenr 
South AValcfl known a« Ricerina. Now, I do not belioTQ tkftt thix 
desire is over hkely to he gratiflod. I liope the (|nesUon of federa- 
tion wit) never d^pand opon the eize of one Colony m compared 
with anntUer; it mast depend upon cirotiDUfauice* and considera- 
tions entirely difTrrent. (Hear, hear.) If Ilia r«lemtioii of the 
United Stated or Canadian ColouM hod depended ou inch a 
condition, it eould novnr have been accomplisbod. TIio wealth or 
greatnexs of a comiiry does not depend npon the siia <A itH territory 
— (bear, henr)— but upon its rcsonroes. and th« cnorf;y and self- 
reliance of it« people. I do not like drawing compnriHotitt, but X 
rannot most saying; tlint. regardleaa of the eilent of territory, the 
resources of New South Wales are greater tban tboao of hi.>t oister 
Colony. Victoria litH, nufortnnatL-ly for her, no eoal ; the coal- 
fields of Hew South Wales ore in extent, and (|nality onsarpowed. 
Victoria httft no eifeBsive copper-minca ; Now Sonth Wales ba?. 
I might go nn willi these comparisons, but it is perhaps nndeairable 
titat I (diould do so : 1 will only refer to one product more — 
Victoria ha^ not so mncli tin as New South Wides. (LiM|thter 
and cheers.) I siaci-rely hopo that thon.' will be nothing bnt a 
Ittndable rivalij between the Colonira tHear. bear.) Tht'y arc 
all OD the BOmo ooatineot, osd their interests ore in oommon ; and 
I echo the ezprearion of hopo that the day ia not distant when tfaey 
will all be nnitod ander one (^ytitcm of government, owing atlegianoe 
to Uie (^Tcat Empire to which we all belong— (hear, hear)— and 
without restrictions npon trade. If Protection, as it is called, is at 
all juntifiable — in my opinion it cannot be by forcing mauufactnreH 
in « young conntry with a prtpulattofi of only 600,000 people— it 
aup c TS to uie Utit* will Iw dotiij; thu very thing whieli it is desirable 
to avoid. When mnnafoctories an* thna ortifiriallr estabhahed, 
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thej vill »uon miuinfsoturc more tban is reijuirod, and there iriQ 
tbon be a surplus for vliich no market can be fonnil outHido Ibc 
oottiilTy ; n» 'R'nges ImWng been rnised to the higbe&t |>0SBtbl« 
point, tlie cost of mftnufactnnnt^' viH bare become no great as to 
render competition witli older couittriea impod&ible, and itic revolt 
raaot be rain in the end to the manu&ctarei-s. If the AnstraUan 
Colonics wnnid only be contented with n'liat nature has bo bounti- 
fnlly provided, nnd fxchange tlie abundance of raw material which 
they prodnee for tUe produotionu and manafaotares of otlut 
conntriOK, the wonderful progre&a the Colonics have mad« in tho 
past will he even (p-oatfT in tlie fatni'c. (Cheers.) 

The Hon, ('nAinEfl pRirrHABD (Member of the Lcgtelative 
Cooncil of tlie (.'upe Colciuy) : I muBt iicknowledge tlial tbis is 
quite an unexpeoted call. I mnct plead that 1 am n perfect 
atrenger in Tjondou, nnd I sm mufv? you will admit it when 1 t«U 
yon that I hnvft not been Jiere for fifty-two years. I loft Etlg^asd 
in 1B38, long before von bad n raUway, and I now come back to it, 
and find railw&yB in all directions, and not onl7 in vhat I eoQsider 
to bo the Old Conntrj', but all over tlii? Continent of Ruropv. 
Or«at han been the improvement nud pro^oEs made ; and during 
that time, 1 think, from wbiit wu liiivo heard hwe this evening, and 
from vliat I m\'Kelf have experienced, that allhongh you have huA 
the privilege of livinR bore in the great country of England, you 
will not be backward in t-'onceaiup to ue colonists that wo hare 
made Rome progrc)>H alHO. (Ueur, hear.) We have had many 
groat [li8i;il vantage^ and a Ri-cat deal to contend ngainst; bat, 
from what I bavL* heiitd from the hon. gentleman who just now 
alhidt'd to me. he himst^lf ban witnessed thfit the ColoniM of 
Aiibtriilia havD ninde aleo rapid progrcHH and strides : and I mya^ 
miiitt eome forward as a member of the Cape Colony and declare 
that vo Diii'Helves, backward as wc are connidered, generally speak- 
ing, by the world, have made coiiHidorable progress ander great 
■ditndviuitageit. (Hear, hear.) Mr. Saul Hamnel epokc of ovtt 
having " no tin." Tmt<, wc hare no tin and no coal, but wc hav« 
lately diMcovered diamonds. (Langhter.) And wo are, I bclicvo, 
making those diamonds tell to uome considerable advantage. Uor 
exporlg of that article dnrioR the last three years have amounted 
to very nearly tbreo millions sterling nniiually. And, combined 
with the exports of wool, I think we have at the Oape added our 
portion, lit any rate, to our great Empire. We have done our 
bi-et. Wc an* now, as yoii all know, in greut trouble in tho 
Trongvatil, and rcfjmro the aasUtanoe of Great Britain ; but I 
trust that by our ovn perseverance, by the sympathy of the 
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British nfttioii, by the vutdooi of the Briti.ili GovemmoDtt ve 
shiiU be able to oonao oat or il all, and fmrtuount the diffictiltiof 
nhici) DOW oppose Da. (Hear, hiiir.) I believe we carry with as, 
fnr (lietont as wo arc— 7i*KI0 or H,<K)I) luiloo n^ray — the bcarls and 
tJio dotnreii of a largo portion of the ItritisU community. (Ueari 
bear.) Kover bav« we had lo Bp]>ual iu raiu tn them, onder any 
ctTciunitaucca, ctcd iu tUo most distrosBing cases — sDch us wo hare 
bad in tlio last sii or tx-vcn ualivo ware ; but wu Imvo found the 
Britiah people most lik-raUj comv forwnTd, not oaly with British 
troop* t« lidp beat bock the iWMigcs who oppoHd nf<, but to asstiit 
tbe poor and diatrosud, and relieve them. I would like to say a 
ta-w wonU with ro);ard tu (he main produce of the Capo Colony. 
\Vc hnve large tracts of conuti^- ndapkd for little other purpose 
thaii thai of eheep walks. Any of tliow who have bad the oppor- 
tttoity of following the eiport fnidc at tbe Cupe, must admit that 
we havfi made groat advaoccmeut in that direction. Oar wooiti 
have not only been nont north to Orrnt Britain, but a very largv 
portion of thom go tn tbe American Ci)atiiieut, and are twugbt for 
thsre, and readily boDgbt ap. Oar next prodaoe i$ thatofvinM 
and brnndJM. It baa been wrongly nud in Oreab Britain that tbe 
wines of Uie Capo are noi drinkable. I would oiily invite you. 
ladies. a.nd gentlemco, to eomu Iborc aud taste tbcm— (laughter) — 
and I KUiirantoo you woiild And tlicni imbibable, and bi'tter than 
the mado-np wiuea which you Itav-o to drink ben; or iu other partn 
of the cotmtry. Yoa will find the wiuc hnn a good deal of Kaccltit 
riue mattor in it, and ifn fault isto be found, it in alwa)t>lhiii therr 
is too maoh aocobartuc or too maob body in it. Bat the wine me^. 
chaiite ill tliJB country,! mu i^orry to Bay,mingloitw;thotlierwi]ie&, 
and nhoii titcy liavo an aiticli) of vino of » rodtieod value, th(>y call 
it Cap« wino. I would inviU' yoti collcclivcly to come loour Colony. 
I mytetf would ctnnd trout— (laughter)' to you all, jiirt for the 
potpoH of having from yoa a candid opinion that Uio Cape wtnoB 
are as good aa any wines prodncod un the faco of tlio earth. Aud 
X do not M« why Uio Cape s^bonld not Uieomo the principal wiae- 
producing country known. Vt'c have no diacnso whatcTt'r thore. Tho 
vino grows to ad extraordinnty Pitent. When I toll you Unit an 
ordinary rinc atoek, not higlier than a chair, would produ** tlirty- 
Ato buneho« of grapes, and thai tlioy would vtu^ weigh f^m three 
to four poDiids, you will haidly bclitvc me. Poor South Africa 
ba« bven dciipiBed, bat owing to lnUs diitnrbaneea, and tbe Mti- 
Mqnent tax OD Jcilin Bull's pocket, it is now faxt coming into notp, 
and it will be fouud tliat the trcn^tim Kpciit Kill be fully repaid iii 
Ibo produce of tbe conntrr, and tltat it will dosorrc^y take iU 
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place and position in timt Empiro on vliiob ibo snn &uv«r 
(AppUoM.) 

Mr. L-uiLUBKB : UuTing for Ibo last fuw years liad a groai deil 
to do vith tbo paii^ing of our unnuftl Tolnmo of Trftns&tiliODS tbrongti 
he presA, I take a peculiar interest in that publieatjoa ; aud I 
alwaya fool groat satiejfaction wlica Papure are i-ontribnttxi to it by 
i^f'utlemoQ who Iikvc Lad long ami emiiicut expiriouco in connectioa 
witb the Colonies. We have now brought out somewhere about 
A iloiieii vohimes of ouv ProceediugH. ami year by year we are 
aooumulating a very valuable iitnl a vast nmeiiut of information 
reepectiitg all the CulunieK of the British En])iirc. And it is a 
inosl importimt thing that gentlemen who htkw bvvn prominently 
connected witit the work of oolonisntion nhonlil eontribnte to tliis 
gr«At aoctimolalion of inforuastloij. I have for a. counidomble time 
fvU that Iborb was one gcnUvnmn who had nut contributed a Paper, 
And who, until this cvoniiig, had not so oontribated to our voltuao 
of Proceedings : nud 1 have therefore hennl witli inach pleaaure 
the Papur of Sir Churlus Nicholson, which will bo included in ibis 
year's Proceedings. Sir Chnr!e« Nioholaon, a» all those wLo on 
acqntiioted with the AuntraHnn Colonies are aware, is a geullemaa 
who haa borne the burden aud heat of ooloRisation in duj-e before 
the Anstralian Colonies had made much way in the world ; sod 
Sir Charles Nicholson in one of a runiber nf colouista who have 
very largely contributed in various ways to tlic building up of tbis 
i^e&i Knipire. And I do trust that tho foaudnrR of these Colonief. 
and tliose who have helped to build bhcin up. will he remembered 
with that gratitude which they deserve for doing flueh a great work. 
(H<mr, hf'ar.) Sir Charles NichoUoa haa toiiehcd Qpon some modt 
interesting topics, which must oceiir tr> all thot^e who have gone 
into the (luestiou of early colonisation in the Australian Colonies. 
Ho line spoken — and it is ft niogt rcmnrkable thing, which men 
strike anyone who has read tlii>ai]iialsnf early colonisation — he has 
spoken of a want of orgauiaation in co];mcctioi).wilh cotoaiiiation. 
It is said, and iULid truly, that tlin Anglo-Saxon race is the grc«tc«t 
colonisiug race the world ever produced ; hut the work of colonisa- 
tion has been the work of private ontcrpmu rather than of ofiicial 
[)atrouage or Government arrangement. (He&r, bear.) Those 
who have gone into the question — as I have done very considerably 
in connection with the history of the Colony of Victoria — of how 
tlie Colouiofi were fonnded, muxt be ^itruek with the very great idea 
which 8tx-uied to pervade the ofiicial mind, not ati to bow tiie thing 
was to be done, but as to how it was not to be doac. "We find th^' 
Mr. Heoty fimt foiitid<'d tUj sctUemeat on the shoree of Victoria, 
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uid the (ioTernor, nnder vhose jitriftdiolion the torritor; was, nroic 
Lome to tlie Cotouial Ufficc, uot coanneaUiuj; ^fr. Ueuty Tor what 
lit! liftd done, biit bliuning liim far fonudiiig LUe I'olouy of Vietorta. 
W'by ? Becaaw it would entail upou iho Gtivenimeiit of New 
Soutb Woks lh« («rnble expeusG, reftpou»ibUity, aud difficulljr of 
MiDdiug down a polioa nu^jdatrate and two or tliroa polwemeii to 
Portland to look aAcr tlie colonisto wbo liad c^tablislied tlicnisrlvGa 
Uierc. Tbat woa tlie not very large or liberal viow wUicb was 
biken at tbat time with tsB[>eot to Iho fuuudution of the (jreat 
Colony of Victoria. Amongst numerous und interesting points 
cootaineJ in Sir Charles Kichotsoa's Paper, kvferonce was made to 
the ocen]mUon of the nortbt^rn parls of QiKi>ii«tHnd by Chineeo <a 
Indian people. Now, 1 think that one of iho greatest adraaUigM 
of vkicL we hare to boast in Australia is that we itave ut oo- 
mixed population. Of course, wliererer thtr aborginal elemeut 
wxiita we arf> bound to treat tbo poDplo with the utmoat cousidor- 
AtioD, Lnmauitj, and jukUco; but I think iu Australia we are 
fortnuale iu having a very aunUl uborigmal population. There- 
fori), by all nieanH do not let us riu»e up complications aud difli- 
eolties by tlie ituportAtton Into any part of thiLl vonttnont of alleu 
necM- Ic is true that there majr be exteusivo traotii in Northern 
Australia which cannot be profitably culUvated without the intro- 
daotiou of either Chini>do or Coolio labour ; but let us iu the first 
inetauoe occupy iitoae vusl tracts uf AuttlnUia — aud I l>^er», cod- 
Mldering the elevation of the tablo-Iand, tbat tiuiao trnct.s nin np 
«loM to tlie northern extreiutty — where you may pl&ut ICnropeau 
popuhitians. Tlie elevated table-land uf QueeniUaud ia aome 20U 
to 800 miles from the coast. Let ua ntxiupy crary portion of the 
AuetraUan Coutineat iu whiob lltoy can be planted with our own 
Uhtish people before wu ihiuk of bringing iu those other rsoea If 
we ouce let them into Amitralia, wu ciinaot wmfine thom to those 
regions of .Vustriilia to which tliey are jtccuharlj adapted. They 
would 0ome into tUo!u> rogions in which wo tuay plant a Itrilisli 
population, and they would compete suooessfully with the Eaiopcan 
iubabitanta of Auxtralia, aud probably beat Uieui off tlie groiuu] 
where we would vhh Co lUlabUeh them. The n-aaou why British 
peo^o do not go out to South Africa in groaU-r unmbors is bocauee 
cf the Ur^e native popnlatioo there. Were it not iot tliat naliv* 
popntatiuu — if South Africa were as happily circumiitaoced aa 
Australia is in hariug but few aborigines — then South Africa would 
afliird one of the mofit splendid fields of coIoQi-uitioo. I have often 
apokeo to Cape iieople ou the sabjecl. I have said. " How is it 
that yon dou't get people to go oat to South Africa, as people f 
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out to New ZenlaiiJ niid to tlie Anstraliiin Coloiiies ? " a.ud ihey 
nlwft<i*3 sny Unit the white man in South Afrien, nltbon^ the 
cltnmte ik favourabli! to liim, caunot compete with black meji in 
ciiltiTatiou mid in the labour tnnrkcta. Tlif-rcforo, before we speak 
of introduciug iiii^ largo CooUo ur Chinese ok'tncut into Aostrslia, 
let uif plant a good Britisli race in l&rgfi numbeiv, ho tliat tliere 
will be Jio fear of iU bolii;; at all evamped or supplanted 1>y any o( 
tUoae other races. I uhnH not dwell further upon the topicR con- 
tainBil ill thu Paper : but I muitt again express HutiiifHCtion at the 
fact tliat Sir Charles Nicholson L&s at leofjth contiibutod to mr 
Ti'iLusactiouH & vahiablo Papor, (Honi, hear.) 

Captain J, C. 1!, CoijOmu. K.lI.iV. : Tliore are two or three word* 
1 fihould liko to contribute to this dutcnfisiou ndative to one point 
lightly touched upon iu tbo PapCT. I was in liopOH Homo other 
speaker would have uUudcd to it, and in thut case I Kbonld not 
liare risen to refer to a matter in counoction with Iho divieioQ of

the one case they ato arbiti-&ry boutidaric:^, ptrbaps alniost dtan 
by reckk't^s eliauce, wbcruai; in Ibo other ease of bonndnriH of 
more onciont commuuiticfi tliey burn generally, as tho nble loctater 
{►oiuted out, been nettled by wars. Of course, iiouo of thou 
AuKtraUan bonndeirios firo thoreforo wbiit are unlled *■ scieolifiii 
frontiers," nor are tbcy rcijuired to bt so. x\s has been poiotcJ 
out l>y tlic speakers, tlie futnrn intcreeltt of Austi-alia are gencrallT 
•;ruater tUan mere present local iutcroels of portion); uf it — thai 
•there are intercals above local iutcrchts. (Hear, bear.) Thut 
Ijciiig 60, no matter to wliat portion of these artifidal divisioiw as 
EngliHlunno belongs — whou war is in tho air — he would bo loofciiif! 
move to the dofeiislve prccautioatt of all the English interesla oT 
Australia, ratlior than to auy particular portion of them. (Hear, 
bear.) Thut boing fio, it in very plain thai & lot of diirjointwl 
Coloniee, vilb eeparatc ayatemt* uf defence, and separate jMlitlcal 
Tiows ou tho matter of defcuco, arc wholly tmadapled for n parpoM: 
which is acknowlodgad to be a commou necessity, \h.., tbo defend 
of Austroliit as n wliolo. Of oourite thut Bystem must break down 
ia vw. (Hear, hear.) Witbotit ooonpying t«o much time, I 
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WMiId givi! lu) cxfliiiplo guiiGruHy iUu^trRtiDg tliis. Ktieh Colony 
him its owa ortificiftl boundaiy. aiul «ftch Colouy ba< its ova ji&i- 
(icttlai: lUtle ttystotn of dof«uce wilLiu the lijuitai of it« orUficuU 
buuuilary ; bat I woulJ puiDt out that thcro uro lingo iiiterosts ton- 
neoUxl witli Aiistraliii vbich would ho exposed iii tlie firent of war, 
and about wbicb you c»b dr&w no bouadoriea at nil— 1 luoou tbe 
inUnstsof cuuunorce on tbe sea. {Hear, bear.) Now, tbat in a 
oommon iatcrcHt wbicb rises superior to tboso bonndaries ; yet as 
long ft« tboKV bouudarics eootiuuu wliteb aep.irato your poUtioiU 
aystsm in tliu^e Coloutes, no long aro all EugUsbuiC'ti in AuBtroUa 
iinablo Ui grapplv vritb tbat iiucstiou of tlu-ir sco dcfunoo. One 
TOOTO point : a« I said, tboy ca«h bavo tlieir own individual systtnu 
of defoDCi'. Well, tbcy n>cogaisa tb«ui, aud tbuy fully see tb« 
iiccesitity of dvfouoo wben tfaore is a score ; but, as I was n-miudcd 
to-night, Victoria lias a very «xoell<int but »duiU naolmiii of a forc«, 
and I bclicvo it is aboot to ha abcJiilied. 

Tlio Hon. Mr. Ssnicc : U iii a different thing. 
Captain CfiLOHB : At nil CToatii tlicy nro going to oltir tboir 
ileTensivi! system as regartls mi^ii, and Uiey aro going lu umke it 
less in;rmaaeiit than it was. I vill talis tbis groaud. tbat it U 
pouible f->r any Colony to do Uiat. W«ll, what happens ? Bip- 
posing, for cxnmplo, Western Aosiralia cbooMs to say, "I wDl 
bare no delenci." The Empire getH involved in var. Tb«re aro 
pointii in Western Aastrolia wfaieli, jf lost to ns wonld most 
seriously nlTect the capable defence of Anstralin aH a whole. Tho 
voaseqiieitce is, tbat tbe Hhortcomiiigs of one politicnl division may 
ri&k and mnr the defnnsive eGTorta of one or two others. Therefore, 
I viiih U) point out that it appears to mo, .so long an Uiese artificial 
boundaries exist, so long ia any busineas-like system or real con- 
solidation of the Aiistrnlian Ptmers imposajble for ndcqnutc dcfcnco 
in war. Witli regard to the luaLitute, tbeir is one word I witdi 
lo odd. We bare beard tlie eminent colonists wbo bare epokcn 
this OTfluin^ and they bave spoken words which, we all know, are 
warmly reciprocal«d as regards thu Institnte; but 1 think it U 
not only the colonists wliicb reap tho benefit of Uiis Institnu. 
(Hear, hear.) 1 mynelf, every time I come hero and listen to 
omuicnt Colonial stateamea in tliis room, always team sometbing, 
and I j)erceiro more of tbe Old English straightforward directness 
of ptitpose in their thoughts, mora honest decIaratios& in their 
words, than wo are accustomed to bear fram many of oar owii 
eminent stAtesmou at borne. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Abtbob Docolxss (South AMea) : In oomiug here I hid 
not tbe sligbteH luteDtlon of addressing tlie meeting, and codm- 
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qociiUy I aui very luuoli uapceiHiwd for wh«t I would aay. But 
tiifi UoD. Mr. Pi-itchfl-rd, xrlio Uiui ftddroKUd yon. I think mniit hftvw 
accidentally l«t slip n reitmrk wbioli, if unnoticed, u-otild I>« reij 
detriiuoiiUI to Uie Cnpe Colony, if it was not a etip, tUeo I 
think it bcboroa me as on old Capo ooloniat to do my heat to rdfnt* 
wliat lie let fall. I allude to tlie part In wliich he said that tht 
CnpR had hecit in ttreai Btiaits, and we eUotUd uov have to ap; 
lo tha >lotlmr -fimutry for nxtiistaQce. 
Mr. PRiTcRARti : No ; I did not say tbat {Hear, hear.) 
Mr. l>ot-oi.A.Hs: I understood yon to say so, I think no coloatst 
should bo pt'dt^oiit at a mooting Uko thi» without drutvtug ittteDtioo 
to tLe rt:u]iirk, which I am glul to hear was uiisuiidunitood hy mj- 
solf aud others ; tuid 1 tbiuk tlic Muthcr-couutry must give na our 
due by saying tbat tliD Cape Colony hits Blood up uubly and hai 
foiii^ht Uer way uut of ihoae difficulties, (Hear, hoar.) Tliu 
tttrti^K'e luiiy not be quite over, but I tliiuk the spirit the Colony 
has showu givt3» tho Mothor-cuuiitry iibuudiLuL uvidouco that we 
are uWo to guVi-ru uud di-fcui ourselves, aud that bciug bo. that we 
shoidd be also aUoTod to gorcj-n the uattvca attached to us oar otni 
wuy. The worthy lecturer has spukon uf what should form th» 
anturiU lirtuiiihiries of Colouics. Xo doubt iu Colonics like Anatraiia 
wo CUD easily pick out what vroiild bo the best geogrnphiciil diriaioat, 
but in lUiiiiy of utir Culouiuu tlio boundaries wo luivv ^ot camo npoir 
us williout our havtu^; anythuiK to do with them. For instanc«, is 
the Cnpc- n'lj uiako a great effort aud go up to somo natural anil 
geogi-apbieat boundary, hke tlio Orange Kiver, for intitAncii. Thers 
we stop for fifty yi^ars, perhaps ; then other wantii happen, and we 
mnkc a shoot, aud proceed to auuthcr geographical point. But t 
tliink it would puzzio Sir CharleH NichalHon to say nlint should bd 
the boundary at wliich an Knitlisliniaii slionhl utop in South AfrioL 
I see we have only a httle poi-tiou of tlmt vaat coutineot. I tliitil: 
Mr. Darwiu liuti told us tbat the " flitrvival of the BtLest " is tlie 
^eut tvh'. Bud we know that the be^t mcii come from the Korth of 
Europe ; and it would be hard to aay where we acd going bo stop 
in South Africa. Hai'tiig returned from tbci-e, and kuoving aome 
of tlio proiluotioiiB of tlie country are Mich as cannot bo produecJ 
iu (|uuulity in ouy other part of the world— I mean our oetrieb 
fcatlici-^ and onr diamouda, the latter being alone about two miUioas 
sterling p^r annum, nliilo our fentliers last year were ov^ 
£6UO.0[IO iu value — and ou the face of those prodnetiooa, I oome 
into Kufjland and lind all yoiir ngrictiltni-e depresBod ; I go down 
into the Midland counties and find all llie land let at about a third 
of vrhal it fetched some years ago, and I am compelled to nay 1« 
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stroggliDg Bgnontturiib, " Vihj don't joii com« out to uk whcrff wo 
have itot land ; to i>lwes where yoa can gel on li«ttpr. Bnu<; your 
vtitTgy, otUicntion. Aod your little capital before it is lost, mid wo will 
«tii{)Ioj yon." Unn geiiUeiniui said tl)nttli« reiuioii vliy ppoi>]o iltd 
not emigrate to Die Ca|w was because tlw- wlitlo man cauuot com- 
pete with tlie black. I dos't think ao. I tliink Uie while maii of 
ooargjr will alwajra hold liit* own. We iiitrodiicml CicnnAn iinmi- 
xmita Bomc Iveot; years ago, aiid iWy now own conxideralilo 
traota of laud, and arc all doing well, and so woald any Earopcaa 
ooraing out to tlio Cajic What wo wont enpooially at tlio Cap* 
ue men of some ediiCMtion niid small capital, not to eamo aad he 
labourers, bat witli thoir brains Ihoy would eoou find lh«mBclTtf 
master*, and tbey arc tlio men to «mploy the natives and elovato 
the oatiros, and at Uie aaine time do IhciDHelTes and tlie Coli>uy to 
which they ooma good. (Hear, h^ar.) There have l>«cn soma 
remarks made about coofedemtiou. 1 believe tlier« is scarcely a 
Colonist, whether of Australia, Cunada, or Afrioa, but what tho 
name of ooofederatioo is dear to. We all look forward some day 
to Booing largo eonrederntioDH of the diflferent Colonies. I know 
we all do at tlio Capr . The only thing we dispute at the Cape is 
whoiher now ia tiie fit litue, and whether the exact moment has 
nrrivad. I betieTe that erery man in Australia look» forward to 
ihe time when the whole of Auetralia would be united in Ode grand 
etinfederatiou. 1 beliefi'. tot>, Ntw Zealand would confederate with 
perhaps nome other inlundB attjicliitl to it at some future time 
But the way to bring about thvut: coufederatioos is not the way in 
which it was atleniptod at the Cape. Wo must not attempt to 
force KDch a thing npon the pi-oplo. Wc mu^t use tin- Karuc mi-ans 
that tliid Institute is now dotn^. If any Initttlate would revommcjid 
iuelf to the Colonists, it is tluK one. (Hear, bear.) It is uoL only 
tho confedcntion of these gronp« of Colimuta togdlicr that we 
hope fur : but I believe what we ]iot>c for and what we shall aea, 
nuleaa Knglnnd is prepared to ]i>»v her Coluuies tioiuv day, must be 
confederation of Great Brilaiu with the Colonies. ^Ikar. hrnr.) 

Tho Cbaiuax ; Wv bare passed the usual hour for s4-paratJ0U, 
I will therefore ooaflue uiy ni'iuarks to one only of the im)K>rtant 
ijaeatiooB r&iaeO in this discu^Miou, namely, tlie cau^e of failure of 
Um •tiempts hitherlo made to catablisli federation between Uie 
Colonjw in tlic Anstralian gronp. At the rarious eonrere»ei'>B held 
on ibia mbject in Melbourne and Sydney, tlie atlopUoo of a uniform 
lorilT haa been held to be nn indL'tjicnsablu condiLioo to fedcratioa. 
niid the impossibility of finding a scale of dutit4 which would 
fulfil the denbto rrquirrmrDt of leirg nppliraMe to all, and yet 
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yield to eActi » rereoao a<1eqniUe to its speci&I ro^nirements, Iiiw 
proved an insnrmonnfcfiblc obatoclo. A glance at the map behind 
me will Bullicc to render it olmoiis thai tliis tariff re^nirement is 
unattainnblc. Hero yon liave a oouatry extending nortti and mutti 
over an onormonii Intitode, favouring almost evei^ diversity of pro- 
daction, from tlie nngar, colTe«, rice, luid cotton iu the Huh-tropical 
climRt« of Qneoiialaud, to the inntt, hops, cereals, and frnits of Uia 
almost English cUmato of Tasmania. A tariff, therefore, which 
should impose an import Aaiy on aogar and other tropical prodncU. 
would not be prodnoiive of roveane iu Queanslaod, vetTronld yidi 
a verj coni!iderBl>Ie revenue in the other Colouies. Again, a da^ 
on beer, thongli nnproduclive at Ilohnrt Town, would yield a con- 
eidorable i-evennc at Uriehaue. Wine and brandy would yield 
vomparaiively httlo rcTonuo in the intermediate Colonies whi<h 
have exceptional advantages for vine cnUiire, bat would constitute 
a mnju source of rcvoniio iu Quecualaud and Ta^mauta. It u 
unnecessnry to oxtond thU exposition by contrasting a variety ef 
other itniriK, nx those I hare brought under notice may saflie^ to 
show tlif: fiiiility of nuy attempt to Trame a tariff whicli elmll be 
uniform and at the namo time afford to e&cb Colony the rov«ow 
needed for ita xpecinl I'l'iinivemf^nts. Ilencc it follow:) that uniforffl 
tariff, aa an essential tireliiuhiary to fcdcratiuu, must be abandoueJ. 
and a "Free-trade" policy, substituting " direct t:LX»Uon " for 
dnties on imports, adopted iniitead. An indirect, yet moU impor- 
taat, rcHult of this policy would be the abohtion of protmtiw 
dnticii in nil the frdcrnt«d Cnlonii^s. I will conclude theso few 
remarks by carrying out what, I feel assured, is the desirn of til 
lirceciit, liy tcndcriiig our thanks to Sir Charles Nicholson for tlic 
interesting Paper ho hm furniHlied us. 

Mr. Frkdbrick Youhg: I thonsht Sir Charles Nicholson «iu 
about to make iiomu rcmarke. I feel, however, I eliould uoi do 
jnstice to my own feclingtt, us I am sure I should not to youra. if 
I were not, before we separated, to propose a hearty vot« of thanks 
to our chairman, Sir Bobcit Torrcua. (CUccra.) When our noble 
chairman, the Duke of Maii<:hcKl(r, t» at home, wo nrc not aeetis- 
tomod to propose sptcial voles of thaulis to hiui, but in his Ornco's 
abRence it ha.4 fallen to my lot during the prcM'iit HCKsion lo invite 
from time to time some of our Vicc^Prenidcntj! and Members of 
Council to tnke tho chair iu his pluce ; iiud on no occasion h«g that 
duty been fuKillctI more to my own Miti»riiction,and I am atura aleo 
to yonra, than to-night^ when Sir Robert Toneus — himself a di»- 
liiigsitihed colonist — has presided.

I waa Uioii told by somo wlio diSerod from me thai I wu a 
thoorixt, Bpi'ciLktin}' about qausiionx wliicli might be of pra<!ti<!a) 
importance to oar ctiildroo or Rrnndcbtldrcn fifty years licoce. 
Suclt a-Uicism wfts beet l&ft to be disposed of by tbe mnreli of 
eir^nts; hut it coiild not liave bseu anUfiputed that, from saeh 
Tsrioiu quiirt«r», circnmHtanci>!i libould m soon ooncar to bring: ^« 
quuaLiou of orgoaisuig tbo roUvtioDS of tb« differcat parts of tbs 
Empiro into suob prominence, as to remove it from the rogioa of 
tnteroKtJDg theories and npitai'oritly remote Hpecnlations. and, 
in 80 short a Ume, bo pbioo it among <)ueatious of paramount pnc- 
ticitl importaiic(<. Kvtint!) hiivc. boW(>ver, b«oa travelling with that 
Hpecd wliich iiinr1it% nil modciti jiro^css, but wbicli tnoEt cousptco- 
oitaly ditititiguislie^ Colonial duvelopiuent. We bars bad urars; 
rumoura of wnrs huvo m>vor boon moro abnDdaat; anxiety has \M.ta 
80 hitouiic o-s more than onco to biivo prccJudcd all hope of tbe 
miuntcuaucfl of pcqce between our Empiie and a great Enropcaa 
Power; thr nation ItaH passed through dnys when it liad, so to 
speak, to hold Us breatii in cxpsctatiou of hearing the Snb shot b 
aeoiifliolwhtoUmigljl have changed tho wbole aspect of thv old con- 
tiDcnts of Europe and Asia, and have left its traees on the most dis- 
tant sboiea ufthi!' new contittonts of Amorica and Australia, Bucb, 
briefly, nro tho ciroumstaueos vhiebhavo rftpidly in^-egled tbaqtu*- 
tion of our Imperial orgiuiisatiou with thfl highest interest, aad 
have proclaimed it to bo of viutt praotionl importance. 

It is to bo regKltod that on tho very verge of onr subject it 
itbould bo necesDary to pause to entoi- a protest agaiust u mitvuppro- 
priation of tanns, which i» to he oondeiuncd us irorso tliao more 
literary piracy. Tbe word "Imperial," in its moat proper and natural 
seaso, baring long been employed by thi> friends of the Unity of 
tbo Empire to embraco ita largest iuturusts uud gnmtciit poHoien, ia 
fact all its common conecrni, hns recently been tolteo up by 
p(diticifln4 and writem iu th» press to deiignato wbat thoy ri({bUy 
or wi-ongly uundenm an au aggreative fotoign pobcy : bnt into tbii 
point tliis is neither tho tim« nor pliteo tu cuter. Thus, it it 
attcmptEid to narrow the idea of British Imporialism from tlia 
broad, uoble, pacific sense iu whiob it has been bitliorto under- 
Biood, and to make it a synonym for military domination, Cviaricm, 
Bonapnrtitim. As long as wo call those grand ilomiuiona of which

Having on prtiviotu occasions dealt with tlic Hnbjcot, and AHtime 
now forbids. I slioU not diAcuss tbo tiatarn of Uie Impariul con- 
ittitntioii , aod Uic modra in wbiuh topreseatation could bo ext«aded to 
all tho domiiiiotis of tha Kmpiro. It is snoDgh hen: to obsorre that 
Fodaral GoT«mn)CDt is uu new idea, no mero thoory, hut a pnietica] 
KjlAiaa, which in Humo rorm or ntlier hax rxistvd in tlio world 
iu almost every era within the kcu of Iiietoryj* uud that 
to it at tho prMeut momeut tn-o of tbo leading nations of tiw 
world, th« Unitod HtaU.'i of America and the Knipire of Oermany, 
owe their pocition ai«Kr«at Powor:>. It mast, therefore, bo a matter 
of Burprisa and regret that ainuui* Knglishauni, who prido tliom- 
aelvoa on being abovo all other people prftclicnl. and who may so 
justly boost that in the pa«t they have alwaya so admirably adapted 
their gavoruninit and inKtitutionn to tlio national growth, there) 
should be fouud Uiow who would coansicl na to reject, wilhoDt 
trial, a form of gororumeot which has created the grentncaa of 
other Powers, and which, were it to be saecassfully appUfd to the 
Britiidi Empire, would «oMfltitutc it the greatest Power which bad, 
ever appeared amongst tite nations of the earth, ts it that the 
grandeur of a Cuufedoratod Ilritiali Kuipii-o ia boyoud the imagina- 
tion of aomo minds, that the roaUsalioii of saoh a sucoosa in sonte- 
thins too groat to bo tliongbtof, too good ti> bo trao ? llio ^plcudonr 
oftho prospuct, insteail of comloinuiag, should Huroly commend 
Confederation to the laudable ambition, to the highest [mtriotism, 
fco tho energies which oommaud aucceM, of evocy true Briton in 
FIngland and the Colonirs.

Childer» imagines, for tbo Colonies, aAer 
thoy have prts^od furtUer away from their days of infaucy, to 
rciimin united to Kngland, with no form of Imperial goveniiDcnt 
murt- perfectly organised Uiad that which at present exists, it 
would still be necessary to draw a cloar distinckicu botwcoa qaea- 
tions of Imperial importance and those which nroporol^ ProviDCiDl, 
or only of inter- Piovincial concern. 

The purpose of tliis Paper is to attempt to some extent to classify 
HUch questions, nnd when we oome to coiieider tbom, it ia not so 
(lilfioull to assign tliem tlidr |)ropBr plskcea. Wc hare so tnach 
piflctical experience of Foderal Government in Biritzorliwid, in 
iiermnny. in the United StiitcK, in Oanoda, that we can soon 
nnilerstiiiid vrlint questions muflt o'f neccs«ty bo Imperial in the 
Confederation of Great Dritaiii. In fact, it will b« euior for as to 
tltBtingnlsh such questions than if all the dominions of the Bnipim 
Vcre as contiguous ai thoso of tlto Federal Ooverumonts refened 
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'to." Tlio ■UAbactioQ wUtdi il is most imporiiuit to l(«ttp ia Ticv

KftcL province, ini;t«ad «f baviug to bear 
single -banded thi! uatiro bunlcn of its awn dofeiioe, would be oou- 
paratively uaconeciou* that it bad nuytbing to eonti-ibute. Il» 
perfect security in tbe uaitod streogtb of the Empii-e woiUd aaable 
it to ilevoto its uncrgics wikbout tlr<»d or daugur U> the peftcoful 
devolopnuut of iU own proBpcrity. 

Tlie orgauisatiou of Uio dofencee of tbo Kinpird xa tbereforc Ui>___ 
muni impoitiiiit queetioo of cooioion cuncuro ; it is already of gii^^fl 
and growiug practical importonoo. lC«cent alarms of war iiM^' 
sbowu it to be urgent. It is not ouougli tUat Motiier-country aod 
(!olonioH Hlioiild vie with gaoIi olbor in devotion to tbc principla of 
unity Mi'bicli binds them togeihor, NAtioiuil itoutiracut is a nugbty 
pover, but it must take somo tangible, procticiU ebape ; it mmx 
gatbbr up the etrength of a pciujili; ; it-munt oigauisutbcir rettoarces 
for dcfeuoe, if it ia to be et!'cctivo, if it is to be Auythlug more tliKU 
a name. All llie defencfts of tlie Empire over and nliove LboBo re- 
c|uired for tbc purposes of iticreprovinoial police sbould bcorganued 
upon ft Quiform and comprebeusive Imperial syfltoia. All tbe lauil 
mid eea forces of Uie Empire »liou1d be uinintained witb a vien of 
tuuduriiig tbe most eit'estive protection to all onr dominiooK. 
Cnptnin Colomb, in .'^o ably pointing out boforv thin limtitute tai 
i^Huwliere tbe sI«jih wbicb hIiouIiI be taken to defend oui' Kmpire, 
bau olsu done involuftble nervice m proving tbo practical uuture of 
the <]u<jiitiou9 of Impei-i^U orgauiHution nnd CDtifi'deritttou. Ur 
liBA pointed out bow the i^reat liighvayti of our Entpirii shuubl U> 
guarded ; bow all our doiuinionii are eqnally inti'ruat(Ml in tlie qnsii' 
tion ; what tttreiij^tb tuid ti^cority tboy would dmvc from co-oponi' 
tivc defence ; uud what great resonrt-pa tbi=y could coulributa for 
the purpose. Details uamiot be diacuased Hitbiii tbe liuiiLs orsaotk 
a Paper its this, but leading oulUneis may he given. The Iinperiol 
authorities reproKouting tbo whole Empire would have to decide 
npoi) tlic portiliima of naval and couUug i^tatiouH. Ibe otrungtli of 
the Imperial army and navy, tbo u(.<ntrc3 wbei'o they BboQld W 
concentrated, the mode in which tliry .•dioiild co-operate with pro- 
vincial inilitiaii and volunteer forucs. Naval aud mililar? schooU 
nnd colleges would ulsoeveatuiUly have to be cstabUsheJindiffcKul 
f artN of the Empire ; and, although the tmporial army would U' 
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smftll, it woaU b« denrRhle to afford to the youth for w'aom ha all 
partaoftbe world * mldter'fi hfr bat nttraoUona. npportuDitias of 
«Dt«riaf! Uw Imperial Bervice. Thus, tlie roll of tbc BritUb druia 
would OHO? more b« bearJ folloiring tlje snu round tli« gloW : aud 
Uifl red coat, wtiicii oaglit never to have been allo};etlicr witbdrawn 
from the eje» of Colonial-bom Uritons, «ronld iigHiii bo presaDtod to 
ibeir view. Tho pn^seuoe of some regular troops io differeat part« of 
tho Empire wquld also bo importniil for Uie parpo»o of faruiaUiug 
a itaadanl of efficiency to provincial militiu and Tolautoars. 

A 9real«r nav; tlia4i iJiat wbiob Mr. Cbtldera couhsmplntos woold 
also wM>a spriog np if orgaoised on uo Imperial tiasitt, witbout the 
Uiiilod Kin^'dotu ur auy o4li«r part of the Erapiro fooling it toba a 
burd«n. It would bn iiaffioieol to pcotacl all our coasIii, oar ocmb 
liigbwayii, and our eomtuoroc : (or wttli tho iDcrooiiug Qambfira of 
oDr ship* and sailors, the prowtli or our Coloiiifts and oommeroa. 
it if no oxtravagant Rxpeotatiou tbal ouoli an tiuperinl uavj wmitd 
grow op ae to render it tmposaiblo for au; CDemy's war-abip to 
lira upon tbo ocmui. 

tttrttnu and hUpmifUim. — Joint defcnoff miut be at joint ec> 
pcnso. Eaob portion of tbe Empire yroaH bave to contribato ita 
fair oliaro oftlie Imperial ravenue, aud would bo ontillod to a Toice 
in ita ex|ienditure. Conittitutioaal Qoronuoent juatly providas 
that tliere aball be no taxation without represcntaliou. Thoro- 
fOM, thia pmctical. argent qncMlioD of defence is iiiaeparabln from 
tho practical lacstion of vaya and mean*, which, in iti turn, in nx 
iuditaolubly linked to tlie <|u«8tiuu of ropreMntatioii. Thus, by tlie 
irresiMtible aud moat practical logic of fact*, ore we brought hoe 
to face wiUi the Imperial question of Confederation. It would be 
for tho rcpre«CQlatives of the whole Empire to decide what tax«a 
Hhonld be loviod to raiso a ntrenue tomaiataioourdefoneesimd to 
meet all other Imperial esp^aditnre. Oar object thiseveniug buins 
to indioate what are Imperial and what are uou-Empcrial qaoations, 
tooitar into detailaaftOTaaoertaining the class to wbieli a parli- 
eolar qnestion belongs would be soperflnnus if not imleraat. 
Theao details hare been worked oat under cxietiog syateus of 
Federal OovernmenL Tfaejr have not uiifrcqaontly been ditwrnssed 
ia eonncction with the eubjectof confederating our Ilrititdi Kmpire. 
My frieod Mr. Ftederiek Young, in his able loltere to Tht Vohttitj 
nAwapaper, reprinted in a valualdo volume entitled " Imperia I 
Fedmlioii," lias eoncluaively shown bow fittile it i« to attempt to 
act Bp barriers of petty datatla against the adoption, of this great 
|>oUey. It in only nMeasary here bi remark that a eompletu 
Imperial GoTerom^nt should have direct power to levy taiea and 
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not merely to impose subsiiliea nptm tho various ProvineiiU Govera- 
muits of tlie Empire ; and tliiit th(> revenue aUoald be raiwal in 
the easiest and simplest ways, interfi^ring ae little as pORsibld witii 
commerce and with ProviDiHiil fi bcu.! arraagements. Wi tU the grtnrth 
oFvcaJth and jMpulation tliron.Etlioutour vustdominionH. the parcai(> 
ago of Imperial rovonuo required voiild doclidc. It would alwajs bs 
tnncli loss than wliateaeli pro\-inco would have to provide foritaovs 
defence if. iusti'dd of co-oporatiiig with the oUiorn, it were in tb« 
much veakcr and mora li(iavily-burdcn«d position of iotlcpettdeBft. 

f'orriiiJt A^iiint. — Givoii a iiyiilcin of joint defeiiop. it FoUom u 
a natural ROiiHcqnenne that all tlioxe vbo belp to maiiitnin it abooll 
have a voiec in nondiictiug tlio^c foreign rclationa wliich oIom 
render nationni defence a nooeHsity. Nay, it is bnt just that those 
vbo ar« expoHed to a common dnngor fitionld be beard Napectms 
nfTiLirH wliinti xntiy lead in Aueh dan<;er, even tlioa^h tltoy may btvr 
bul little Ktrengtli to a.id in tJie defence. Joint dofpiive ut joint 
e:tpousG entitled to joint control of external afliiirn. TUis Bhoitld 
bo as ■waO-reoognised a n)ni:im of our Britiali Imperial anion m 
thu well-known con8tittitionn.l one about taxution and rcpresentalicn 
gOtDg together. All treaties aud negotiations vitb foreign natiooa 
shonld b!>oniidnctod through an Imporial admiiuBtration retponeiUc 
to a Parliament, in which every [lortiou of tlie Empire elionldfaife 
its fair share of roproBoatalioo. Ouc groat chaugo for the better 
would certainly be brought about by having a diatinvt Fedenl 
MiniMtry for Imperial p'i?|W808. Foreign affairu nronid cease to b* 
a boiic of ooutcntiou between tlie political partios of this coiintry. and 
a stalk ing-horufi upon whioli they too often try to win tlio iiwe for 
power. Foreign policy, inKtoad of being tliDs mixt-d np with Pm- 
viucial party strngjIoH, would be removed to a brooder aud calnwf 
sphere, where it wonld bci solely considered npon \i» own mcritsM 
affecting tlie Empire at Uv^-v. There is do other rscape from it> 
coutinniug to be boand up, an part and paroel, with qnestion« villi 
which it has nothinn whatever to do — the pnvoly ilimiestic politioi 
of the Rritiah IsW, and to ha vicwod Et-om the leocit olevateJ pait] 
standpoiuts. oxcepfc by being lifted into tke larger and bi^^licr splieic 
of Imperial l^'cdnral qncstioiip. 

Exteruinnn of the h'.m}nti\ — TliesB sliouhl 1)6 mado by the Imperii) 
GovcmmoDt, the new territories being in tlie find instimcv xaAa 
it« imniodiate control, m Crown (Colonies we at pm«ent ; b«t 
afterwards they could be attached to the nearest prnviuoe of tht 
Empire, or, on becoming of etifHeient importance, should bv in 
Tested with all the powers of Provineial self-gfivernment. That, 
for example, new territories Lka tbo Transvanl and Zulnlawl, tf 
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U)nex»d, would at Gr^l- be quiLt direct Impcii*! eoatroL If, liow< 
•TCT. there existed a South Africnn Colony, or Intcrcoloniitl Con- 
SeienHon, at salRclBot streosth to govorn tbcm, Qtew terhtoricfi 
woitll DatoraHj be iTicoi|iorat«d with th« Coloay, or, on BoqmhDg 
a BullicieaUj' large £uro|>iiaa population, would Iieto Proviucial self- 
goTcniffl«ntconfomxliipoDtIiGm,niidbcii]clu(lodinthDlntcroo1onial 
C'->Tifo<Iffr*tion. From tlio oorrMpondeneo laid ixsfavv Parliamont in 
ima, it id eloar tlial Eastern N«w G-uiDca woidd hsr« beau lui- 
ncxcd bad Ibc AiutniUaa Coloaic^ rexpoDdod to Lord Carnarvon 'm 
soj^Btion that thof ftlioiild flootribnte to tlw oxponio. Tboy did 
not do no lieoaoM tboy would bave bad do eostrol in tho manage* 
mcut of a IcTviloty ot wLicb tli« cost of governineiit would bave 
beoii piirtlj homo by tbom ; nnd tho Colouiol OElioe, Donsidering 
llmt AuHtraltN wm priniorily iuterestnd in New Ouiiieu. wiu noi 
prepared to effeet tb« iiuuexatioii at the sole cost of the Motber- 
ooimLry. Nn more Btrikiog illiiBtrulioa oonld be (^reu of Ibe waut 
of Imperial organiaattoR. A Lorritory uckuowlcdgcd to be of riUue 
to Ui6 Motbor-oooatr}- and tliv Coloait^s cooJd not be acquired, be- 
ouiM tbe imperfection of our existing system would not admit of 
thi! qiieslion of oust and control bciof* properly adjuBtod between 
EoKlaod and Aastnlia. 

JmditK — Tbe great Orioatii] Empiro would prssont uo obstacle to 
the oompleie oTK&nisfMl uuion of tbe Itritiab aatioD in Rnglatid and 
Ibe Coloolefl. 'Without iu tlio IcA^t nndcrratiii; ttie valoa of India, 
tlierc is no doubt lliat its poesossi-ju has bitlierto been eiiteomod in 
this countr>' out of all proportion to it<i worUi as compared with the 
Colonies. So many of tli« wealthy and pduccitcd eldnsttt have heon 
intcrmlml in India, have beld offices in tho ooniitry. aiid look to it 
to provido pWrt For their familiL'->, tbat tbey cousiitct it for superior 
to tbe Coloiiiet, wbicb prc»put them with no iuoh official attrae- 
tions. To flomo among tlie governing eUnes also, the patronage 
it ennbli-a thi^m lo bestow plaoce it br bryuud comparison 
with tho sclf-g"v«rniug parts of tJic Empire. Tboogh war 
nud disMtiT hare bi-fallea Eitgland oii iiccoiinl of India, and 
may bcf^l bvr ajaiu, and tJiou;{h India involroa Ibe mont 
MriouB problem!* of foreign policy, there are those wlio would 
bnve England oudure eveiytbing fur her. but who object 
to tbe really and comparatively li^bt riskit and rcepoupibilitiee 
wbieh the Molbcr-couutry may toeur from tbe Colonial Empire. 
Seeing, then, bow India is eatecmed in tbis countr}'. it is po«<tible 
that were a Confederation of tlio Empire to be formed, aooe pooi>lo 
kigfat wish to keep India under liie eontvol of tbe Parliament end 
txccutive of tbe British Isles. But even if each au amiugeiueut 
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could be carried oat, it would ha mnch better for the Matiier-ooontrj 
to aliiire the adrnnta^eA ns wall as the mlu uiil btirJenii of ffortra- 
iDf^ ludia with Ler partners in Uir Kui[>ire, lltnu rotatn both Iierset£ 
ludu liAnded over to the Federal GoverDiueiit vruuld lie held wttba 
fircacr grasp, whicli would Blrongthen with the growitii; wmIUi, 
]>opulatioo, nut! power of the Colonial domiDiouH. If fereigii 
air&irs were hniided om tu mi Tuiperiid GoreraiDCiit, and India left 
to tilt: Goveniiuiriit of tliQ UiiitDtl Kingdom, serious diffisulliB 
might arino in condiicting ralations with other Voitern. The Vmiai 
Etii[>ire wuiiH uut be l»¥s a.Uve to iU grent rOBponsibilities vi^ 
rcspctt to Iiidiu, would not bo iiKUfftirent to Any of ibc Britufa 
obligatioDB ooiitnictod with regard to thnt couiitry. and woaUl b« 
folly senaiUs of the provtige arising from its |>oxKes&ioD. Soot 
iDCftna might perhaps tdso ultimately bo doriscd for giving lti& 
ropreMntatioii in thn Fedonil Parliaiu«nt. 

\atun4lijiati"ii. — The condit)c>n» apoii which foreiguera shoolil ll 
admitted to British otttzcuship must always be tcgalated tr 
imperial aiittiority. 

Other minor Imperial qnetftions might be ennmerated. but Oa; 
would all come under the cardinal headings already given. aam*Ij, 
Defenue, Imperial Revenue and Kxpenditiire, Foreign Affairs, Ei- 
tensionfi oftlie Empire, and Government of India. With a Fedenl 
organisation there wonU bo qo longer a Colonial Ol£oe. Cor the 
business of thiLt departnieul would properly belong to tlie Iin|wrtil 
Prime Minister, who. tinlens he might also happen to be head of the 
English Cabinet, would not be occupied with the proviuoiol aflairs 
of the United Kingdom. He would ecereise a general anpermim 
over tlio common ■nonoems of the Empire, and wnnid hove in bis 
girt the nppointment of Provincial governors and all other Impctiil 
l>utroiiage wilbiu the Kniplre. 

II. — PuoTtKCEU. QUEUTIONS. 

It is cB&ontial to the ri^lib imdcrHtnndin:; of Imperial orgaulu- 
tion or Coutoilcmtiuti that we elioiild fully boar in mind wlmi 
questions are obviouTtly Provindal, an{l wliicli uiu«t therefore un dO 
uccouub bo inti'rforod with by aii^ Fodfrnl autLority. From want 
of due consideration upon this point many people have hnfitily eon- 
demned the ptopoi«a1 that the Colonies should send Federal repM* 
HeotaUrctt to this country. It haa been erroneously aaHamed ttial 
tbeee Colonial nionibcrn would Bit in the existing Parllameut aoi 
h»ve a voice iu all the Jonioitic question ;« of tlieTTiiitcd Kingdom— 
un arrangcimi'nt which would be highly unfair and objectiooable. 
Colonial representatives siiiouhl come to England for lRi[ierial fnr- 
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posofl alone, aoil to ut, not in the ParlinTocot of Eti|[liuitt, Wales, 
ScoUan*!, ftod IrclooJ, liut iu a diitLJuct Inajwriftl Pttrliaiucut of the 
whole KinpiiD of Gront Hritniii. Ttus Ic^HlRturc voulil take over 
■U Uio questions of common cODoern to th« finipire, and would 
Imt« tli4 present inauUr PiurlMment fail and exclusive control of 
the affairs of tbe UDit«d Kiagdom ; nnd it woalJ then bo ooabled to 
doTotc to them the amoaiit of attfitition tliey demand, but wliich 
from present pressure of bubinc^b it oauoot afford to bestow upon 
Uiam. 

It will only be Decessary in mention sorao of theao Prorinm! 
qitesLions to show at once that they mnst always remain in tboir 
pr^scuL eat<?([orT. Many of tliem oxciu.' strong party feelings, bnt 
jt is not in tlic loant ncceBiaiy, for tbe purposo of distingnishing 
belircen them and Iin]>ei-ial gHCstioon, tltat we should give any «ou- 
nderution to their morilK, or indicate that we take one aide rather 
than aniitlicr with re^^pect to tlu>m. 

lAtarfA HttnUitkukent. — This qneetion is obviously one for the 
ooostderatiou of Uie puopte of tlie United Kingdom. Itvpresenta- 
tivea of otb«r parts of the Kmpire, bron^lit to En;;land for Im peiial 
purpoeee, «onld llierefore not )iat« tbo romoteat einim to iaterfcro 
in any way with it. and tUn termti of tho FedentI Comititutioa 
would of eoursc cxproasly prevent them from toucliiDg sach a 
(laesUon. 

H^HctUvm, again, should bo left to tbe exclusive oootrol of the 
SOTemmciita of tlie provinces of tbe Hrapirc, so thai wbatcTcr nys- 
t«oiB might be best adapted to the wantD, opinions, aod eircnni- 
staneea of their respective popuUiioDK should be carried out. To 
this mle thoTfi might be one exception. It would bo desirable, 
thongh not essential to our Imperial organisAtion, that the liigliest 
•duoatiouaj insUtutiunB — the notvvrsitie)i of the Empire— should 
bo of Imperial creation. TbtM does not imply that they should not 
be placed nnder the control of tbe Provincial govemmonta, bnt that 
Ihey should hare the stamp of Imperiid recognition. Oxford, 
OuBbridgo, and the other univcraitiea of tlicsc Kingdoms woold not 
be h«nd«id over to the control of the Parliament of the Empire, but 
woold remain subject to that of this country. 

iMud htti*. — Ttie regulation of the holding, disposal of, and 
flucecMiion to the lands of any coanlry is of great importoneo tu 
the inhabitants, but can only be of remote inlerost to people living 
■t a distance. It was wise of the Mother-country, in conferring 
MU-gOT«rnment upon tho Colonice, to give them tbo control of the 
mete lands, ■Ilhongfa nnch may be said in favour of tbe idea tliat 
« portion of the rc^-cnno arising from Colonial land salce should 
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have b«en rexorved for tha pnrpOAee of |itoiBOliBK 
ibe Cdited Kiugilom. It U certain that the d h po w l of iW Indi 
ta tli« ColonieB could not li&Yo been managed aa v«U from Dvai- 
iag-atre«t, «» by ^acaa* of evcB the le&tt aatufiaetory atmagtmiaU 
fortbepitrpoaeinH(lf>uathe8potb;GcdaDialOoT(mBMBite. P ummi il 
Uadqiuatiottftcati.tlicrc'forCjiotiowayaffMtlmpetialnlatiaaa. Urn 
tmfty of tha Empire wonld be no stronger, if it -mmn pemUt li 
baTenniibnn land Inira throo^bont its entire toritoriw ; aorvoali 
it bft weaker by having the most widely diSbrent nyrtoaa ftjuii- 
g«nittire and strtet entails in Bome of the Britiafa don ii ui a aa , ari 
the muBl opposite system, the French law of SDOoearioD. in a&B^ 
Loud t«uim in England, Scotland, and Iralaod would, tbHilMii 
be regalalad by the le^sUture u{ these Eingdoin>,even if tba mart 
eoia[Asta Fedoenl Pnrliament of the Empire held ita aitluiga in lUi 
eottntty; and in hke mumer tb« ProrinciaJ Loffislatima of Ibi 
Colonics would, without Federal control, regulate their kad 
ayatema. 

Ta»ati»n and Tariff*, — Tit* Control of the Provincial Legialatana 
over the fi-seal arrangements of tbeti resjicctiTe tArriloriea:, need ia 
no way be affootcd by Uio limited tauitiou which the Imperii 
Parliamont would roqniro to impoio, in ordtr to raise ample rwnea— 
fur Federal purpose*. It hati bc«n alro^y iutimaled that it would 
be the policy uf that Parliiuueut tu levy taxea in tlie simplast and 
most coDTeai«at form, having regard to all intcnata coaeenti 
There would not be th« least n«cea«ity for restricting the UliB^ 
now oDJoyud by cacb Colony, of adoptiug sncb tarifis ua it at pieaMi 
rightly or wrongly, oonsiders ino.<^t stiitod to its own intorests. Won 
a Federal Govsrument eiitnbliiibed there wonld b« no mare reaaoa 
than at prcaout why Victoria, with h«r high protcctioutst policy, 
fihoold not rcmnin in the £mpirc, and be nn important elczaeataf 
strength in itn confederated union. Tho only restiictiona upon tha 
power of the Proriuoi&l Parliaments, as Lo fiscal pnlioy. wonld be 
tbote already existing, which provcot diiforcntJal duties from bcii]r 
levied in such a msouor as bo admit foreign importtt on nun 
iiivoiiTable terms tbiio muy bn csteudcd to ihotic from otbar teni- 
torioB of Uio Kmpirc. By Act of tho Impsrial Pftrliftmaut Ibl 
Aastrolian Colonies are now allowed to adopt differeuliiil dnliatti 
eaob otfacr'e favour. Of course, it would be dvAirablc that all por- 
tions of tho lOmpirc could .ice thwr way to the adoption of tbi 
same fiseol policy ; but it is not eBsential to their co*oi>eratittg for 
oommon pttrpo«cs. 

Jnumal J}*/mw. — Ar the Fodcml Oovcmnumt would bavo to 
provide for the defence of all the territories of the Empire agaiiul 
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extcroftl AtUck, bo the Proviaoial OovernmcDtH vould IiaTn tomaia- 
tatu paaca tutl ord«T wiUiia tiieir reepeative juriedictioni. As Uia 
Colonies grow In strength «u(l populution tboy will ccoaq to rcquirs 
Uwi aid in natiTe van which lian hjlh«rtn I>e«u inJi«peDubl» to 
tfac rxi«tcnc« of Mme of tbem, Nuw Z«akuJ will s«ver ogatn 
raqotn that asu<auce which thu rvoeived &om the Moth«r<<iouiitr; 
ill her early dmjs, aod without which her infniit fcrowth might hava 
twanatontcd or cut short. We shoald merit the contempt of th« 
dviliMd world, ware wa to ImvD onr SU.OUO oomitrymco iu Natal 
to th« meroy of the native popnUtion. which so greatly oataumborM 
thorn both within and without the hmits of the Colony. When tho 
{nwiiirt trooblea are xettled in Sootb Africa, and tlio (.'olunteM there 
are atnogUMae*! by u large inoceaao of Briltnb |>c>puIatiDii, nutivo 
ilifficultioH will boeooM ponly ProviDcia) c|ue«tioad, requiring no 
Imperial iiiUrrention. The Federal uuthoritJBS would, thorefore, 
faaro nobbing to do with rruvincial deft-'ncoe. oxcvpt to aid in pro* 
tooting their effieienor, by enabling local foroea to havs an much 
bmeflt na ]>oi:uble from tho iuHtructioo of soob regular Imporial 
foreea oa might happen to bo stationcil in different parta of the 
Kmpire. Colonial militioa, like the Eii|{lii;li miUtin, migbt volant«ar 
for external aerTioe iu timt> uf war ; and in the event of tho inva- 
aion of any of our t^rrilories, it woald be nocvasary that tlie 
ImpmoJ (iovcnimcot iihould tal;« tlio (rutiro oommaod of the I'ro- 
viucial forces of suob territortOH. 

Iridi Hon* litUe, whioh e^ely rtlatv^ to the good government of 
thorn Ifllaa, abould be left axolusively to ba dealt with by their 
inbabitanta. Snch a quo!«tioD ehows bow unwiae and anneeessAry 
it would bo for a Fwliamftut of the Empire to iut«rfera with i'lO- 
vtneial affoirn. There woold bo uo roaiiou for its doing no ; and no 
friend of Federal GoTeriiment would winh to B«e it entruntod with 
any power over qu«ationa not of general Imperial eoaeom. ilome 
Kula, whether it como to nothing or lead to some ebange in the 
raUtJous of Ireland bo tlie United Kiii^nm, can neither f aci lit a t e 
not impede the progress of the much lar^t^r luid more impottaut 
qaeitioo of the organisation or Coufederation of Uie Unitod Em- 
pire: and the sabject can hate do interest for onr connlrymeu 
beyond the Briti^ Ialo«, eave in &o far aa they always heartily 
doairo that every domeetic qoeetion may be sutUc^d in a loanoer 
most conduciTe to the best iutereata of these old parent lande. 

inkrwlutiud Cvt^citfrttlit^n, — This, again, 18 a question more for 
than fur Inipenal consideraliuu. Only iimltir such oir- 
ikanoea as lUosu Khich nt present eu»t iu South Africa, could 
imy claim to a voice in the settlement of toeh a •]uiMtion be urgod 
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tmn vitbont. If anjr Colonies re^nire externHl aid for protMtioD 
■gkinflt iDtcmal dangcEfl, the Imporial Goveraincnt oomin;; tn tlieir 
usietance, c«rUinly enUblisli^x ft right to be henrd in rooomm«Dil- 
ing to th« colonists Coiifederulion or any other kiiid of co-opera- 
tion for UlupQrpoHCSof morccffentive internal dufeacc. ToOolaoic* 
eJrciitnstanMtl liho those of AnRtrxlin, Intercolonial Confederation 
is 8iiD[)1y a <|iie^tion of the most eonvonient arroDgernenl of thrir 
common Frovinciiil nlfaira betwctu lliemBelvca. It itt. tbcrcforr. 
for them, and thfm only, to deckle whether they wilt ever adopt ii. 
Should they do so an Imperial Act woulil be reqnircd for tlia p«r- 
poiM, but thftt wonid bo paeaed witli eT«n less diSiculty than «■• 
prci)4>nt«d ill the eaiie of Canodn; far Uie t Confederation of thai 
Dominion involved Home important points of Imp^riiil concent, 
arising ont of the proximity of the United States. 

Ahfratiiinit of I'nmmetal I'onxtiiiitioun. — It can only bo in extf^^H 
tioual iuBtancefitliat changes in ProTincialConEtitiitions rau diieni^H 
affect itttcrcittB beyond tbe hmita of the Dominions or ColouiCf ' 
governed by snch Conatitntions. These enactment); provide that 
tbcy cannot be chanfjed in oertain porticuiant bj the Coloiiiii 
ParImmflTlt^) without the amending Act« b«inf; reRsrved for the 
fianctioii of tlio Iinperiitl Govtritmuiit. With a Coufedvititfd Km- 
pirothittn-quiremcnt would be as esBpntinl as at present, bo that there 
should be no chanco of Imperial rights bein^ affeett^ by th« CoD- 
stitotionti of Provinces being altered without the Imperial authoritiae 
having an opportnnity of supervisinK what wan being done. 
Practically, however, j nilgitig from experience sinoo Mlf-goTtrnmiot 
ban been net tip in the Coloniea, a veto upon meaeures of Colonial 
CoDBtitntionnI reform paaiied by IVovincial Le^latiireA woald be 
eeldom or never exerciseil. Were the Canadian PorliaiooDt. fw 
imntance, to follow t)ie recent example of New Zeulaud, and (o 
aholJHh, with their consent, all the Provincial governments, tfutriot; 
all legislative power in the Dominion Parliitraent, eneh r cbaagi, 
if referred to tbe Imperiiil aiiUiorittes, woidd as mutter of courst 
be HBDctionoLi. Then af-aiii, upon purely Provincial p-onnd«, it 
would be desirable tliat ditferences between Provinces or betwvcn 
the brancheH of tht:<irTeEpective legiBlatures, ^ould. when all other 
meani! of rf;mi»-iug them had been eshansbod. be referred to the 
conciliatory mediation, arbitration, or legislative jnter^-entiou of the 
imperial Government. With a Confederation uf the Kminre Ilto 
only difference with ninpcct to Xfr. (rraham Berry's recent mi^ioa 
would have been that the negotiations would have been carried on 
•itb'the Federal Prime Miuixter, instead of Uie Secretary of Stat» 
t the Colonics — a minister who would not exist ; and some meni' 
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tier (or Viotoriii raiglit liaTo bron {lit tlic qui'ation of Uie n^Tision of 
th« CoDrtitQtiOD of the Colony before tli« Fc<l«ml Parliunent; but 
prabftbly witlinul resulting in any departnr* from ihe policy of 
non-ioterieniDoe wisely laid dowu by Kir Micbae) IlickB-BeAcli. 

III.— Qt'EHTtOSI WMtOU HHinr BB l^rT CnUKI TO TBR lurEHUI. 

Our danification would \)v very iiicomiilete if mentioD wtre not 
iaad« of Mmc queetions ofvhioli tb« control loay. without impair, 
ing Uie BtroDfrtb or efTieirncy of LhL> Imperial orgaoisalion, bo loft 
eitber to tbe Fedrrnl or rrovinml (iovcnimenta. 

Tli4 Lairs rt/ Mariui^ wjU, pcibdps, furui*b the lt*»t illt(tr»tion 
of tiiia eUn of qac«tiouii. Evorybotly nil! admit thai it would be 
very deairable that tbcse laws tibould bo UDifbrm in Englfuid, Hoot- 
land, and Ireland. I^nt tlioy cannot owity b« made >o. Tbeir 
di(T<>n>no«, however, ban Devnr t>o«n a BOoroe of politieal v«alcnesa 
to tho United Kingdom, and wonid be lot!* to to tbo Uuit«d Empire, 
aIUioi]j;It th« legalisation of marriage with a dec«*Hcd wife's sistet 
in some of oiur Colonies has crcatetl a frcxh distinction. The best 
nod moat ronvf-iiirnt, thongh by no mMDH indiapenaablft arrange* 
m«nt, would be that the taws of marriage tlicnld be regulated by 
the Fedora! Parliament for tho nhole Empiro. 

DomicU*. — With diffsreocea of marriage law, and also with 
rwpeei to nweeanou to property, it mnat be all th« more important 
that tbo law of domicile should be as cloar as possible ; for tho 
legality of a uuxriagc, and questions reapooting tlie succeH»ion to 
proparty, may tttru upon tho domicile of partienlar persona. We 
are familiar with tlie i^Kipular expresricm. "tlie glorious nncertainty 
of tho law ;" but it is asoflen the glorious nncertaintyof tlio facta. 
to wltioh Die eloarest law hsK to be applied, which oeeosions tho 
oosi, delayii, and disappointments of litigation. For instance, it 
depends upon a fact, often moet nucerUin — Ui« intention of a 
ooloni«t, dying in this country, to make his sbodo in England or 
to retnni to his Colony, whether his personal estste in tho Colonies 
sh*U p«y legacy duty to the Esclieqner here, In addition to what 
may be charged upon it by ihe Colonial GoTemment. It woah), 
therefore, he desirable to havu tlic incidents of domicile made as 
mimpio and uniform as possible tliroughotit the Empire, ami tbst 
eould be hotter arrougod by the Imperial Government tlinn by the 
dilTerent Provincial GoTemmenta. 

n'iUt.—kB a matter of coovenience and a tneaas oi aToiding 
serious mistaJtea. it is deeirable that llriush peopl«, ao many of 
whom are constantly moving about through the Empire, thonld 
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have ooljr oqq simple mode of makiag and executing wills. All 
Ic^hIbUod upon this subject maj, therefore, be best entnisbd 
to Ao Imperial Parliiinient. 

Cohisfft, CTpyriijla. onH PaUnl lann, tliou^li in uo way aSutiq 
Die Qoity of tbe Kmptm, could nbu Ijc mu»t coiit-cuiontly r«giilated 
by F^cral )&gi:j>lHtion. 

Uaiitra>/$ unit Ttifjrajihs. — The constmvtion of uieaus of ooinma- 
oicaliou for the opening up of their owu territoncM must prinunljr 
bo of I'ronnoinl or Inter- l*rovineiiil imparttuirc. And should tbCff^ 
fore be left to tlie control of the Provinciftl Oovonimeitts. Tlien 
may, however, be one or two main lioes of railways of oach conae- 
queace oii to bo of Imperial interest. For iDstonco, tlio Cftoadtoii 
Paeific Itailway might be regarded as of suuU Inii>criiil importance 
aa to iiidQce a Federal Pailianitiit to hanUto its constmoUon b; 
mcaoi of n guarantee. Lines of telegraph and of mail 9t«4mori 
oouDccting the different domininitB of the Empire would, however, 
more fruquently call for Imporinl 8iibt>idie?. 

Emij-'aniin luiglit, porliap;), uiulor iiny sysUim of Imp<>Tial organi- 
sation, remain a question between this over-peopled coiuitrj aud 
BQch of tlie Colonies aa appreciate the fact that population is one 
of their greatest n-jints. Imperial t'ederalion, liowevor, with tho 
eularged idean and feelings wliich it cuuld uot fiiil to impresx upoo 
our people, woald make them re^jard themsclTce, whether in 
Exkgload, Canada, South Africa, or Australia, as bat one nation. 
This ooDviction ought to couviooa them that in order bo develop 
and fertilise our aplondid new lands, as ncU us to enrich their 
•pute inhabitiuits, tliouo vast toiritorics Klioidd ho irrigated by a 
Mtady streani of pE^ojilo from thu ororfloiiring Uumao rc^ervair pent 
np in these old couutiies. One of the truest polivivv for buitdiog 
ap the Empire would bo to put its wagto people upon its waste 
laudit. 

Final Coari nj Afiptal. — Under the existing or^amMtioD of thp 
Empire it is au. uuduubted advantage to tho Colootea to liavo the 
right of uppvul to Iho Judicial Oommittev of the Privj Ooimcil ; 
and this is so much appreciated that the Dominion Act, though 
establisliing a Final Court uf Appeal for Canada, provides that 
^ther party to a suit may rei^tiiro that it itbiill be carried from the 
inferior Courta to the Privy Uouuoil, iiii*l«ad of to Uie Dominion 
Court of Final A[)peaL With Iroperial Federation it would 
certainly be necessary that, at lunst in all casen affeetmg ItuiMnal 
rights, there should bo an oppual to the highest divisions of tho 
Imperial Court io the Motvopoliit of tho Empire, even if bronobei 
of that Coartwere eKtublisbod in tho Colonies. The liihohitauts of 
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the ProvinoM would i>T0tab)y always liaa'ae to retain the privUego 
of final appeal, even in private litigation, to saeh a gniat triliunol 
a* voiiid be eomposcd of Ute iDoBt emtoeot jixlgoa who could Iw 
gathered from among the &bleet Uw^rers and ffreatest Jutlioiot 
inttmeots whioh the llritish dominiouB outUd i^rudiicv. 

Iittiproeity.~Vie have olroadj MMm that Impuriol FedoralioD 
need not interfere with Prorineinl fiscal policies, aod that as long 
OS (liffer«iiUal duLiee are only mlopted a*t a niatt«r at couveniencs 
lietwooa Prorioccs of Iho Empiri: with adjacent tt.^rriton«s, the 
Proviuoiftl FortiamoDta may well be left to arrange their own 
tariff)*. It may, however, be felt throngbout the Empire Hut it 
vouU be of grcnt advantage to o»me to some rcciprooid arrange- 
ment roKpocting an Imperial commercial policv. ll ia prubaUe 
that oar Tarious dominions may never think alike on the great and 
difficult politico -economical questions of Free Trade and Proteetion. 
England has tried hard to convert othoi* nations to that great 
pnUcy which lias for a time, if not pormaactitly. given sucb au 
impiilM to her i>roflpcrit>-. Dut she ha« tried in vain ; and nerex 
did nieoeu seem leaa likely to reward her efforts than at tlio prevent 
moment It might, therefore, be worth lur ooDsideraUou whether 
she may not yet do within her own Empire what eha eannet do 
oabside it. For the sake of the greater extamiioa of Free Trade in 
the Torld, she might lind it wise to abandon or modify that policy 
M regards foreign oonnhries which ee resolutely opt>oeo it, if by so 
doing she coald promote its adoption thronghoat ber Em^rire. She 
might thos l>ring a far greater surface of tlie globe within that 
policy tboo ehe can do by efforts, whieb now socm aJmoMt quixotio, 
to induce liar foreign neighboura to adopt it The L'uilml States, 
though protcctaouiflt as to the ontaido world, ore iritlun themselves 
the ^catcst Free Trade territory upon earth. Might not th« 
Cuitod Empire of Ureat Uritain excel them also in thiis P Hod 
England, iuHbcod of attempting to moke foreigners i'Vco-traduni, 
ttiriiod her attention to her own Empire, she might jwrhape by 
this time have carried Free Trade mnub further. She might, in 
tlicir intt-Tcsts as well ae her own, have held out indneciucute 
which would have prevented her Colonies from adopting I'rotcctioQ 
agaiust her and a;;aiuNt each other. For instance, if the iiod 
admitted Caniulian and other Colonial gmio and mw materiob free 
into the United Kingdom, whilst roUimiug a duty npon tliose from 
BuRiiia and the United Btatea, on ooadition that the ooloniea 
should tax foreign niaoofaetures, wlint might have been tlie oSbot? 
nundrode of thounands of Britiuh |H'oi'le who have gotie to the 
United States and enabled mauu.'aetarca to be created there a» 
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rtvolfi to thoijo of Kdj^IhuiI, would liava sntUod in Csiiiulu and otber 
British territories, aiid vruuld hnxt» opeDed Unds, which still rcmab 
nntiUfid, in ordor to produce food for the Motiter-eODntij, wliow 
mansfiacltireR would iii return liare been taken by t]ic culonist«, 
and tlins Wee Trndc, nliicli doeti not exist on the jwrt of Homo o( 
the chief Colonics to^mrds tho Mother-ooantry, might havo been 
eBtal)listipd Wtwocn Uiom. Ati the trade of EnglAnd witlt h(!r om 
Empire will &o soon leave her foreign trodo fur behind, aod a« the 
trade of so extenxive ad Empire will prohabi/ ho cliiefl^r within its 
own tiraitti, it would htt detiinible that our commercial iclnlioDs 
tihould become as nnreatriclcd as poasibte. 

It would bo tho f;rtiiit4>8t triumph for Free Ti-ado, short of 
univerBal adoption amonsBt all ttatiune, to be extended throughout 
the ieiiRth and breadth oi tho Empire of Great Britain. It i» nov 
only possible to iiidicak>, without alU-mpting to diacnes it, ■ quastioD 
vhioh may become of great iiitereitt to the whole Unitecl Empire. 
and -which mav poHsibl; b^ adopted bj it as on Imperial polier. it \* 
satisfHctury, buwerer, without having to 6X[iloro lh<> merits or 
demerits of liupi-iinl Rwiprocitj. (o he able to see that it need not 
be adopted unless it commend iteclf to the people of the Kmpire 
at large. However they may regard it for the t^ake of its conTcoi- 
ence and commercial ndTaiitaget*, it cnriuot be t-nocutiul to tlieir 
anity, for purpog«« of common strength and protection. The 
more, howdver, they feol t)mt they are one people, oito nation, and 
that their most diMtaut territories are lint parts of a common Father- 
land, the more will th<.'y be dispoacd to regard their inturoets a« 
identical, and to promote tlie moHt nnrostricted trade aoioiig ihem- 
edrea. 

Viitliont Home orsauiisation of tho great and growing dcfenaivR 
Btrcngtii and resoiirRCB of the Colouies with tho^e of these Idles, 
there may seem to be nome sliow of reason in the very contracted 
estimate of Ilriti^h power taken nut long fiinc« by a oottain 
Engheh statesman, who Ih reported to h-ive siLid : "I wish to dis- 
sipate, if I nm. the idle dreamK of those who are always t«UiDg 
you that tho strength of England depends, sometimes tbcy say 
Upon its prestige, somelimea upon ita extending Kmpire, but olwayg 
Opon what it possesses heyond those sliores. Bely upon it, the 
Btrength of tiroat Britain and li-eUnd is within the Unitod Kini;- 
dom. Whatorcr is to be done must be done by tho foTc^* derived 
from yon and from yonr children — derived from yon and your 
fellow- electors in tlte land ; from you ami the oilixens and people of 
this country.'' Iict ns sUghtly alter tlte words of tho liatMtnan, 
see if ve cannot produce Homething mora togionl and forcible 
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Retj npoD it, tlio ittr«iia:t]i »r IlolUnd U within tb» N«U)«rUD«Is. 
But sliall wo stop bere ; nball wo iKil drnw tbs inevitable oouelU' 
MOD ? [f HolUntI, ill IIh- ilayH of bur fsmu and gre»toeas, ocmiU 
luiT« •xt«nd«I borMir, «nal<l haw neqnintd Rnd eonsolid&tod with 
h»r«elf IftT^ Colonial dominiotu peopled bjr ber own rac«, «be 
mtttbt DOW hold ruitc Ainoiig Ui« Urcnt Powers of Kiiropfl. So if 
KoffUni], dixrcfT^t^ioK "iiimw in*tilnr counoelg, \wn but the wis< 
ilom to Willi Mid orgHiuHe witli b^rwlf in iodiraoloble imioo her 
groftt ColouiaJ |H>aseesioua, sbe will in the fature ooouaaud ■ 
«tn>ngtli tonfiilil rr prvot »s nbe cnn eror &lone poMeBu, and thsM 
will W uo fcnr of tli« biHtory of Ilollnnd being repeatad with raapeot 
to ber ; no danK^f of tbe ^^wtli of otbd-r nations, witb wbiob bur 
narrow limila and already teeming popalation tnaet preclude bor 
from keeping pa«i, lenring ber far beliiad, and eveutnally oausiug 
ber to be dropped out of tbe list of Gre«t Powers.

Should Eng- 
land, pnerrated by weidtb and Inxory, oome to regard ber maau- 
faeturM, ber commeroo, her mnneytnnkiDK, as everytliiDK. and 
nalioual spirit and feeling as nothing ; should sbe fail to aoa Ibat 
bonds of sentiment are essential to natorial interests; should ber 
SOBS losetlio encrfry. the lienrt. the nmbitioa, whereby tbrir fiitlicra 
made her am) lior Empire wlmt they ai-o ; sboidd the 1m emittcu »itb 
tbtfaar of Colouial nwpoii8ibiIities,aDd, followiiiKtliti faint-bnrtad 
adTJee of insoUr coua»e]lorii. regard tbeae Isles as ht-r Empire, anil 
seek t<» contract its aroa to their limits, then, indood, sbe will be 
uM puiaMncf_fim«. kn yet, bsppily. Old England abows oo aymptoDU 
of eren incipient ducay or deorejiitudc: bat foreigners may some- 
times be exeuBod for mistaking tbe occasional timid, anti-colonial 
QttoninceK and policy of some public speaker or writer as indi- 
cating tho existence of sucli BVUtptuuiK. 

Our Imperial orgauisatiou is beginning to attract the uotiev 
of foreigners. The Cal»nut nml India nowspaper xomo months 
ago* onJlod attentioa to an article firom tlye well-known Freneli 
jonmal the ytimiuur, which saya:— "The bond* of Federation 
am tlie only unM snilable U> tbe British Empire." and that 
it is "a certainty that tho chief orent marking tlie close of 
tte eentory will b« tho general Federation of all tlie British 
poesaasiona, boond firmly tot^thor id all its inoohcrent eloment* 
into an Empire of oxer two hnndtod and fifty million soala," The 
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Jl/oBitniradJa:— " When sntjet'tetl to asinsleirapiilae.tlic force* by 
MR and bj land wliicb tho Empire ooalJ dispose of would be no 
colossal Uist tUey could only ha counterbulanoad by tho Fedemtian 
of otbcr statcH, and tlic buloncc of power oFEarope wnald have to 
bs Mtablisiiod on 11 new basin." Two yctirtt bofore the Franoo- 
German vat. M. Provost Pumdol, in hk" La FraneeNoavAUo/'dreir 
11 brilliant pictum of tli«) future of tlio worlil, wbirltliedeclanfil to ba 
irrevocably Aii^lo- Saxon. Fctleration will soou mako tli« Amcrieu 
tlie leading brfiiio}i of our race, unUss ve apply that ftyAt«m ot 
uuiuii to the British Empire. 

Napoleon said at St. Bclcna : " Ooe of my jp-eat ideas has bfcn 
tilt- agglomomtioumidcouoentratiotiof tiir>!>atuc) nations, gco-jraphi- 
cttlly coijflidcrcd, who liuvo been sujittL-rod piccnmfial by resoIalioQ& 
and policy. Tliis agglomcrfttioii will take i»laoe aooucr or later l>y 
the foro« of oircHinf tanues. Tlii^ imimlsti is j^ivou, and I do not 
think tbftt after my fall ami tho di^appcaruntic of my Hyatcin, thero I 
will bn any otboi* gr(in,trqnllibrium pojRililo tliiiii Uio a^ompration 
«nil coufi.-doratioii of gieat n:ttionM." In oui* days of tft^aniers, 
railways, aud tcli^^aphs Napolcou would never liaro tliought tliat 
our Empiro, " geographically constddrod," wits oot capable of sQoli 
agglomeration ; b« would oiJy bavo slgliud that Frauoe had no 
Huoli Ooloniikl domtniouH as wo pofiscsa for hiia to agglomerate wlUi 
tli« old flonntry. 

Wo want some of the qualities of oar French neighbonrs, as Otov 
have need of many of nnrs. If with our practical capacity for work- 
ing our imtiluticiia and modes of goTemmont, wp hml more of the 
inveutivoncHB with which Freuohmcn can Frama political eoiiatitu- 
tionfitWafilionldhaTolittU' diflloultyiiiprt.'partngbcf'urGliand a Federal 
OTganieation, which could bo applied thv moment it wa« re'jnirvd. 
Butinsteadof d«tugiiiu(;iti!ymiuotrical,oou8titiitionalbtrai'tnrel>efore 
commencing to raise it up, our method is lo constmct piocomeal. a 
little now, an onlar^mont later on, an addition afterwards, until 
someliow ur otiior wo at liingth gut what wo want. Thus we may 
expect our Empire to become cotiipictcly orgaoised. 

A great war — which may Qod avert ! — wonM probably load to 
its moKt speedy consolidation and orgnnisatiou ; but should we not 
show our wifidom in bc-inj* propiircd bcforcbaud for any great 
natiotiaJ Graergcncy ? Tlip foe who wonld try to ditiiTilc^i-at« tlM 
Empire by force wuuld Gud lie had adopted th« moxt certaiQ 
menus of welding it to{;otUur. It lias bceii i^ajd tliat the Colontea 
may endeavour to esoapo the conseqiicMcoH of tcomtt war by dosert- 
log tliu Mothor-conntry whou site is involved in it. No moru atro- 

tu libel was ever uttered. Tltc whole pait Ltiitory of the Culooiea I 
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— tha Epirit wUli vhicli tlic; havo Ultto tbo Kido of Knglasd in 
pant WILTS natl romoiirs of w«r, tlieir noenl offers to assUl li«r 
afironlini? to th«ir mMQfl — all belie audi a htae eiUnmny. It U a 
gross innnll, which in otbcr words deelarM Uiofn enpablo of aeUag 
Iho part of covai-<]ii ami polti-oons. It in also a graro rttfl^cliou 
npou the houoar of tbo Motber-couali? to suppose ehe could bav« 
protliiwi) offBpring vho ooolJ become ra degeaorate. No : 
" Bloud ix thicker tbau water," aa the Colonica would ^ot« in 
the hone of Enjclaud'e danger. 

U will bol|) us to Me our way to the unity and orgnnieaUon of 
out- Euipin! ID tho fittnTO, if wo refleot upon what must have 
tiapp«nc<l bad ft polk-y the rcTcrH* of that pursued towards the 
L'nitod 8tal(.'<) kiM>n nduptod a eoutury ago : liail Ihu wisiluiu of 
Lord Bocbingbain and of Edmund Burke, iuntoad of tbo folly of 
OeorgA GrcanU« and of Lot>1 Nortli, prernilcd; had Colonial 
rightN been rrapMltfd. and Coioiiiol sclf-govoniment px)at<>d a« at 
prcfieut: bad goodwill and affwttiou between England and \ht: 
Colonifi* been onbitMTtipt«d — what would have b<>eB the ont«oiu» 
of it all f Amerionns of tho third and fourth generation, tba 
deaoeBdiuita of men who had be«& diiroii from llii^ country by 
politieal and religions persaimtiOD, ware BtiU warmly attoebrd to 
old England, jnrt as all colonists now are. They nersr thought 
of separation till tliey were driven to it, and then it woa paiu and 
grief to them to st-ver the old ties.* Had tbey been in the happj 
position with rc«po«t to the Motber-oouulry of onr present 
Colonies, what would liiive bnppeued ? lu another twdnty years, 
England became deeply iuvolvnd in the won witli Napoleon ; 
and would tlic Americana luvc availed Utemaelvcs oftheoppor* 
luuitT to siicak ont of the Entire ? Tbey voaM havo Momed the 
id«a, as all eoloujata would now do under aimilar eireutnstanees. 
The great French w^r would have anit«<l Uie American Colonies 
more eloeely to Engbuid: for tboru is little doubt that war-shi|>8 
fitted oat and mnunixl by tbtim would have uxirtbily responded to 
NeUon'K immortal iti^ial at Trafai^ar, and that roguneats of tliem 
wouhl have shared tho laurels of WelUagtoa'a anuy in the Penin- 
anla and at Watorloo. ThuK Uie Americans wouM liavo established 
a claim to a voice in tin.- Imperial councils, and it woidd have been 
clieerfolly granted to lh«u.

Arguing from tli« past unhappj- Coloninl policy and ex[Mrieoe« 
of Knglaad, and from her praiwut Imppy r«lAtiuai4 with her great 
Colonial domiiiioua. ve may well ask what is tu prevent her niiioii 
with them from b«tng porpotunl ? U it th*t «ois« (jne-atiou wiUi 
the strife-stirring bilterueas of tOavory can evor again uiae ? Is it 
bdcaiute worse i1ilTurcuc«a than tliooc which at present extftt, or 
bave b«eD atnieably adjnatod within rM!«nt ycai-K, ara likely to 
dixtorb our harmony ? Will a policy of Prot«<;lioa. which tfaoagb 
in HoniH quarter* cArric<L to eitremcH, has failed to prodncv 
vslratiKoment ?

Uioy show this, viz., that whereaa, 
in the three years from 1809 to 1871 the value of oar exports wai 
only ahout eS3,000,0 -O. there has leen a st«udr and r«galar ia- 
ereaso so far as our own Colonies are oonoernrid, wliilo elsewhere 
there lian, in most instances, been a steady dimiaution. I do not 
pay tliat the increase has always been large, or that there bavt 
hnnn no fluotnations ; tho Colonies, like tho rest of the world, har« 
felt the preHHiira of bad times; bnt the last three years show u 
aoonal average of more thnn £44,000,000, and moat nnqncstionaUj 
the genenU tonchinft of the Board of Trade fignros ia to show 
plainly that our trade with the ('olnnieti' and India ii?, aa compared 
with our trade wilh Contiuontal Enrope and the rest of the world, 
very much more important than the public of Great Britain ars 
generally prpparod to admit. It has not merely been maintained 
but Inrgely incrensed, while our trade with Continental Europt 
has fallen from £73,000.000 to £32,000,000, and is farther thrc«t- 
ened by liDFttile tarifTa in every direction. I tliink wo have urived 
at a time in onr country's fate when, with the deoreasiog oatleto 
for our mnnnfaclurin;:; prodnots. so far as Continental Europe U 
concerned, and no practical advance towards the adoption of Pre« 
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Trftiia principles as rcf^ards nuy fdroif^a nntion, the poaiLion of lite 
Uotluir-eoatitry, with rvgiLnl to tUo Kmpire ob a wliole. becomos 
ovory day of more importance, not ftlone to the Coioiiiee. bat to the 
Uotlicr-ooanlry aaJ to tier working io(-n, and llioiie liitviug to lire 
by via^oi. It secius to rao tlmt wu are tiow io a poailion wliero 
tbo boaJfi betwo«u tbo Slotliar-voaiilry and llie Uoloaios cuunot loug 
remain oh liiey ari>. Tlioy mnel either be etroDgtbeuutl in onr 
matuul iotcruRta, or some day tboy will part. I hope the day is 
fitf distant witea this gteai country will beooue » decaying nation. 
Tlio HUD hua not yot sut npou onr proxpL'rity, and 1 Lnial that na 
yeus go ou the ties betwctsu Lho Moliier<oiiatry and lier Coloiiioa 
may become closer, and tlial we may be united alike foroureommoD 
tnLcroiitii ef trade and defence. lUear, hear.) i have to thank 
yoQ for the kind w^y in which yoa have listened to tbesv cinde 
remarks wliicb, ou the spur of the momeut, I have ventnrod to

My object in rining this ^ve'Dinn is to 
draw attention to the very important point which Mr. MncIvR' 
brought before you. and to endorse lus viowg as to the eompnratiw 
important of oiii' Colonial trade with l.bc Mother-coiintry over thai 
of foreign countries Trith her. You may remember that some two 
jroari nffp, whan I road a pftp(^r at tbeso rooms, I produced elnbomte 
tables to show the prosrtssivo incrcaw of our trade witli tb» 
Colonics— that is. the projirenive valne of tbc expoKo of Briiish 
iDatinfnctai'od goods to tlio GoloDias, vbtlst thoso to foragn 
conntrios bad diminiubcd. This oonstitntes to my miud ooa of tltt 
most important elaima wliioh tbo Colonies bare npou our con- 
Hiderntion, and maiiifoats thoir i^at valno to nt^. That valne I 
wish to see materiiilly increased by their growtli in population by 
means of extensive emigration from oTir own shores, tberfiliy 
relieving the burden vbiob wo Iinvo at homo from Uie prossnre on

esistcncc — existence not only to bt> swpportcd, bnt increaseJ 
immeasurably beyond auytliiu;; that cati lake ploca eafeiy in a 
floiutry like our own, ^vilb im ovcr-abimdaul populaUon, deficient 
s&nitury arrangemontu, and often insufficient fooit anpplies. 1 
wish to see eraij^ation promoted in tbie ooiiutry, in onler that tba 
food MOW consumed bei'u. which is imported from fureii^ lands, 
shall be raised by tlierasfllves for their own snpport. They would 
thus become dc|t(iDdeiit upou m. who ore castomera for the food 
Bapplks they might furuiab. for onr miuiafacturcd goods, olotiibr.

Look npon the tuxea levied iipoa tea, coffco, ooooa, tptrlts, nnd 
tobacco ia tLU oouDtry an a coiivcbicot aiodo of rfti«t]ig tbe 
reveaae^tii poict ol (aot. of a&bracting from tba pockets of tli«< 
vtrionii moinbors nf tbo community o [lortion of tlio axpeniKis in- 
enmd for tli« muntfoanco of tbo eoaatry. Tbotio taxes iiro 
entirely and ci^mpk>t«l^ p&id by tbo con^unieni Ucr», nud not by 
tLo proilufier uliroiMl. No doubt, iu proiiortion ah wo are inoblcil

I think the chief one ts this, tlmt at lite 
present sta;o wo eould nevdr expect the British Parlianioat t» 
divest itsalf of the powor whiah it now 1ms, aud which it mast 
necdisiuity divest itself of if a new Fodt^r&l rarlianient was oroat«d. 
Tho popalatiou of this country is about ^4,000,000, aud tlio whit4 
populaUou of the ColotiioH is something like 8,000,000 ; tliorefove, 
ut present the Mothor-countryp'OssesseH by far the larger portion of 
tho whtto population, and therofoi-e. as yot, cannot bo expected t* 
treat with tku Culouio^ ou equal ti.'rmij. The Imperial ParliamMit 
would huvo to bako upon itself tlio duties of tlie ColouiiU Offie« and 
the Foreign Of&oe, and also the India Office, as well as the matters 
connected with defence and tai-iH'. l( yon divest the pro»eot 
Impnriiil Pnrhamont ot* tbc-so functions of State, yon leave nrj 
httle behind, except the Uomo Ofhso and a few others. I am not 
for one moment speaking against tho soheme of Federation, for t 
think in the future wo shall havu to come to it ; but at present I 
think it isi]m(c impracticable and hopeloss to think that tlie British 
Parliament would couHent to divest ilself of these powera. If tins 
defonco of tho whole Empu'O were '^ntruKted to tho new Imperial 
Parliament, it would ho only fair thai tbo Imperial ParlianuMt 
ahould have the powor cf making war or peace with fori>iga natioD«; 
therefore the Forcigu AffairH would havu tu bo invested in tlia 
Imperial Parliament ; and tho same thing might be Mid of tlio 
Indian and Colonial Affairs. But In time to come, and the time 
may not bu eu fur distant' — perhaps a quarter or half u century — tlie 
Colonies will l>ecomo so tmportbnt and xuch great nations hj thein- 
telves, that they will be ablo to say, " We most confederate with 
yon on equal terms, or wc must hccomv tjoparste nations." Then 
I think this question would force itflclf upon all Britisli ae well M 
on Colonial siati^smeu. At the same lime I think it tht> doty of 
this Instituto to bring this matter, very forcibly und elogneotly oa 
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bus been done to-niglit by our lecturer, before tbe mass of people in 
this country and tbe Colonies. There ore several methods by which 
tlie gradual process — (laughter) — towardii Confederation may be 
broaght about by the action of oar statesmen and also by mutual 
action of Home and Colonial statesmen ; that is, with regard to 
tbe question of inter- Colonial and Imperial tariff and the quostion 
of emigration. (Hear, bear.) I do think that the question of a 
properly-devisod asheme of State-aided emigration to tbe Colonies 
is ono of the greatest matters that could occupy tho minds of 
statesmen at tho present time. We have a I^irgc population that 
cannot ia many cases 6nd work; tbe Colonics have land requiring 
to bo tilled ; tho only matter we have to deal with is to find a way 
of placing tho population wo have here — useless to a groat 
extent, and not only useless, but a burden upon tbe United 
Kingdom — in a position whore they could earn their own 
living. The great problem ia how to render this sarplos 
population in this country into useful citizens of our Empire in 
tbe Colonics, making tbem at the same time useful to themselves 
and a most useful addition to tho wealtli of each Colony and also 
to this Mother-country. In Canada I believe every person ia worth 
about £1 12s. and in Australia £7 13b. to the Old Country, by 
taking British exports. By encouraging emigration from this 
country to our own Colonies, and by endeavouring to make the 
interests of all British subjects, wherever situated within the 
boundaries of the British Empire, the same, a great step towards 
Confederation will be taken ; and I feel convinced that if tbe 
integrity of tbe British Empire lb to be maintained in the future, 
some scheme of Confederation will have to be carried out, 

Mr. Macfie : Might I suggest that this subject is of so great 
importance that the discuBsioQ of it should be adjourned ? I 
view with great alarm the position of this question. It is one of 
the most hopeful that ever statesman could take up ; yet our 
statesmen ore obstructing it. 

Mr. MiLLKR : It seems to me that ten minutes is no time at all 
to discuss this. 

Mr. YouNo : This is an important and practical question, and no 
ono can admit more than I do the necessity of having it thoroughly 
threshed out ; but I beg leave to remind tbe Ftllowa that this is 
tbe laat meeting of tbe session, and I think it woald be desirable, 
if we could, to close the disouasion, imperfect as it may be. 

Mr. Macfie : Very well. Allow mo to eay that twelve months 
ago there was a hopeful conference held within the rooms of the 
Xtoyal Colonial Institute, at which many gentlemen were present. 
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1 bclicro I was aji^uuitcd ou tlie «oxuiiutt«6. I baro, how«T«r, 
ii«v«r bc«ii sumnioiioci, and I suppose that that comoiittao lus 
never uieL Let ns be cftlluj together ; prikotical vieira bare been 
stated to-niglit. TLe iliQicultirts stiit«d would di:<appear a!< «iK>a «s 
wo h(>giin to vinw tlietn. I ditTor from tlio iJoa of an ImpariaJ 
Parliament. Bimpler and more efTeotnal is no Impei-iiLl Conodl; 
to Ibo Brilisli Caliaet add for Impoml basinoas reprdseatatiTas 
from the Colonies to form one great Cabinet or Council — in foot, 
fitr directing tlie nff^ra of tlie Colonial, tlio Indian, the Adnairalty. 
and th« M'ar Offices ; it could be easily iotrodueod. This need 
frightea no one. It irauld not unduly reduoa the Sritinh Pailia- 
meat. 

Hr. C. Ppoukdee : I think that as this is an assoeiation of Ontish 
colonists of a g8Ui?rii.Ily reprexautativc character, tneuting tagetlict 
here in England at this tiina espDcinllj, wo ought to Ue moct 
cautious ; and altliouf;b we are afforded a pUtform npou whieb m 
may have a free fij^ht upon Colonial matters, yet we must treat 
with great dolicacy quoations bouchint; foreign countries. UaTiiif 
myself seen sometbinj; of foreifiit] latidtt aud the Colouies, aud tlw 
several asji&cts, political and uitelleotual, to hu xeeii ia the Unttel 
States, us a traveller and a lecturer on artiatic utid liturury topics, t 
may say tliat the unfriendly romarlt>t often ra^t with in tlto pablie 
pryss, lioBlJly to England, aud coudeianiug our policy, u-s nol 
DympBtLiiaod iii at large by the Amoricau people. Tbi-rtsfore m 
ought not tr) follow in tbi< rejirchcnsible graove and be guilty of 
recriinitiiitiou. In so ^cat a Huliject we ou^bt not lo enter apoi 
trivial matters, but treat it ou the broader, nohlur basia of a griUMl 
coutreptiou. Tliero are not a few points I elinuld like to ban 
referred to. ha^'iug bad myi^clf to (ight the battle of life amoozsl 
our ouuntrymcii iibroiid, hut nt tlii^ lite hour I must omit fuilhcr 
romnrkri. I am hmto the leeturor will liimsclf quite Agreo with mt, 
aud appreciate the nnailvisabiUty of remarks such as that of "iht 
AmotricAiiM iivailiiic; tlicmsclroti of the opporluuity to imcak eat of 
tbe Enipii'P." It is mo.it iiioxpiiilient, and it is not tbo fact. 

Mr. L^RtLLieKK : I had better in the first plaoe deal with Uu 
point rrbitsed by the last speaker. He is quite mietalcn as to vlnl 
I did Hny. I never said that the [initsd States sneaked out of Lb'! 
British Empire. [Hear, hear.) On tbe contraTy, I was supposmg 
what wonld have bappeued if tbe United Btatds biul uot beea 
foTo^d to brcnk away from Uie Empira by the unwiso policy par- 
sued by Lord North nt t)ic close of ]n^t century : I said that if 
that policy bad not been adoiit^i,!, the United States woaU bare coo 
ttuucd wiUi this ooootry op to tlie time cf the oalbreab of lh« 
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great Preacli vrai, and tUut tiivy wottld have womoil to snf«k out 
of tbfl Eupiro when tiii* country It*d become involved in war with 
B gtenX Power ; no tliAt tlio remark* of that genileinau liave beeu 
ibondied npon an t-ntirc miBappreljentiioii. 1 do feel conaJdMaUa 
diffiooHy is rising to reply opon tho wholo debate. Wben a man 
hoA ta make a reply, be roquirea to bare aometbing sobilantial to 
reply to, and I do sabinit to this mteting that there has beea 
uotbUig Bubatantial orgod agaiuBt the ^lolicy I haro Tcnturod to lay 
Iwfora you. Whnt have ne had of a formidable charaoler prciieatwl 
to M$f Wo baro had Mr. Miller's auanyiaouB stateamaa, and 
whetbor that mysterious pgrsouagB in a statasDuo or not, is a 
matter of fiiot upon which ne arc altogether duiwudcut ujiou the 
judgment ol Ur. Utller. (Laughter.) Ur. UHlvr tuUi ua that ho 
is a 8t«t«eman, aud wu ouonut g«t furlliL>r than Uiai ; he will not 
toll ui wbo he ia ; and if wo arc to jud^o of bis Htati'smanship from 
hit) ostraocdinacy lottor which wo have hcord, X must join iasoe 
with Mr. ilillor at onoo upon the fuct whether he ia a statwmaD Bt 
all. (Reucwed laugbtor.) What doiis ibis auonymoBS Blotaamon 
raise ai u objection to the Confedcratioa of tb« Dritiah Empire ? 
He tolls oa that wa laatst bvgin the process by a complete repeal of 
all the existing oouKtitutioiis uf llio Krnpiro, aud he rightly aaya 
that that would be a revolutionary procoas. The wholo drift of my 
nrgumont to-ni^bl. the wholo drift of the argument of evoryouo 
wlio supports dm policy of Imperial Federation, is tliat we mast. 
in e>>tdblishLng such a union, interfere as Little m po»siblo witJi 
local Hlf-gorernment. (licar. hear.) We are n people vh<i booet 
of proeerviog the principle of local aelf-government In fact, wo 
ateeven told tliatwecarry that principle in all ourarrangomcntatoan 
undue lenglli. We certainly pursue a very different policy to tliat 
wliiuli exi.->t» in Fr.tiioei where the control of local affturs in bo com- 
plet«ly placed under the dirdotion of the Minister of the Interior ; 
and ooo of the last things we should think of in carrying out 
Imperial Confederation wonid be to ccntralitte antliorily in the 
hands of the Imperial Parliament and Exeentive. Now, I waa very 
mndi Rurpriscd by the observstions that fell from Mr, Stephen 
Bourne ; ho found groat objection to the concluding portion of 
my l*(iper, becauae he said if all that is implied in IwperiiU Con* 
bdaratioD i* eiprossed in the sit and a half linen in which 1 
eodcaroured to sum up tJie subject, there would be no necessity 
whatever for the formation of a Federal Union — there woold be 
nothing for tlie Imperial Fuliamont and Ministry to do. But Mr. 
H. lioucue, like tbc gentletaan on my right, Mr. Pfouiides, lias niie- 
derslood me. I summed op, not the list of sabjeets it woold be 
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naoessai? to pUes ttiider Ui« oontrol of tb« lupftiml Piuiiaauai, 
bat tbii eliaio of argameats which leail, from otic point to &uoth«r. 
up to my coaclasioo — mucely, tli»t comiDoa lU-riticf iovolves coo- 
moo espflnae ; comrnoa eipeas« uml doDger ooufdr Lbo rigfal at 
eommon control of foreign aff&iis ; «oii)mon control moct bo hij 
commao reprcsentatian ; commoo roprfseotntiou in IiD[)enal Ooo- 
fotlonttion. These ate tlie logiual atftgc5 by wUioh «« wrirv al Con- 
fedaration ; not lUe )i^ of qoestiaug wliidi wou14 bi* pLtcAd tindv 
the cootcol of the Imperinl Pju-liaiiieiiL I will otit «t thi* liaar 
detain yon by replying to otbor poluU raised by Blr. JSoamo tai 
other apcakcTK, cspaciatly ax isost of thom wo Bosimod by uttto- 
pution in tbo foot-notes to my P«p«r, vhicli t had ant tims !• 
rend Ikfuro rfisaming uiy a«itt, bowuTor, tbfltu is on* \iunt 
wUicb I should hko Ui do ; I xhonld lilco to havii ths gtxtiAeaUn 
of moTiRg a toU of tliaalts Co thoChairmaa, and for IhU porlteiihr 
Kwou. It u not uAuiU to pass votos of tbauks when on 
taootios* ftre pr«Ridcd over by our UUairmau of CoaneJI, th* Dulu 
of lIuiohMter, who in doing mob good servioe at the prfMBi 
moment to thta camic of ImporuU Unity and Confoduution by Ins 
visit to tbo Austr»IiiLn ColonJM. (ChMrs.) Bat on Uio pgawBt 
wciuiou we biiTe a Viee-Pr*«id«Dt who oecapiet tb« eluur fnr Iba 
£nt time, and I have fell it to bo ft moat happy eircumstauo* eoi' 
UMted witb tlie reftding of ray Pap«r this evening, that tb« chair- 
man tJionld bo tbo reproxfntativo iu tJiiii coantry, tho Eligh Cod- 
miauoner, of the inipotCant Dominion of Canada. (CheenL] Sir 
Akxandcr <]Blt bailii from Canada, tb4 importanea ol wfaieb 
I>omiuin& inoBteonapiimoaslyiUastTntsB the Tains of Conffidaratioo. 
What Coofcilpratioii has done for Canada showa what Conledsnlioo 
may du for tb« rest of the Uhtisb Empire. (Ho&r, bear.) And 
bora we have Sir Aleiander Gait baiting from Canada, wbo baa 
lived tlierc Ibp gr«at«r part of luH life, and I happen to ban baen 
born and brought np at the oth«c end of the n-orld— Auatralia — aa4 
bore we are on the soil of the Old Cooatry, adroeating a policy m 
the lufibMt degree condodvo to ber welfare, aa well as to Ibftl of 
every one of her Colonies — a pohcy in which tliey are all intorottod. 
and which mn»t add to th« greater Hecnrily of the whnle Emptn. 
(Cbi-cnt.) I have the greatesi aatiBfacUoii. therefore, iu ooaelodtnf 
my remark* by asking tlio mcetlog to pass a hearty vote of tbiiBlai 
to oar ebairniau. (Loud elieen.)

has been a pleasant duty to me to preside to-night. The subject 
is one which I, as a colonist, feel the greatest interest in ; it is one 
which is making the greatest progress in the Mother-ooiintr7, as 
well as in her various dependencies ; but in this Colonial Institute, 
as well as in the Colonies, the question of Confederation will always 
have more interest than it would in the United Kingdom, for this 
simple reason, that an Englishman will remnin an Englishman if 
all the Colonies disappear ; but if the Colonies quit the Empire 
they lose for ever that proud distinction. (Cheers.) Therefore we 
have the interest — sentimental, if you please, but I believe a very 
material one — in desiring to see the Empire strengthened and held 
together. (Renewed cheers.) It would be quite oat of the qaestioa 
at this late hour, and after my having been obliged to draw atten- 
tion to the loss of time, to detain yon by making any remarks upon 
the extremely valuable Paper and suggestions which we have bad 
irom Mr. Labilliera There is no doubt opinions differ with regard 
to many of these su^estions, but the spirit which runs tlirough the 
whole is one which I observe has not been qnestioned to-night. 
The details we may differ upon, but it ia a very important thing to 
find that in an assembly of Englishmen there should appear not to 
have been one single dissentient vote when the question is that of 
maintaining the dignity and honour and claims of the British 
Empire. (Hear, hear.) There is one pleasant duty which remains 
for me to perform, and I am sure it will meet with universal sup- 
port, and it is in proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. LabiUiere for 
his exceedingly able Paper to-night. 

The vote was corned ananimonsly. Mr. Labilliibs returned 
thanks, and the meetmg then concluded.

one whicli uru (lircotly comucteil vritb tlic lu&titute. Th«; 
haj^Mned to b« Fellowti, and diMUised tli« subject as thoy pleased, 
ani] a^lopted tlieir own reaolutiona ; but as it hnd noihin;; to do 
vritb Die IntiUtute, no aaiwn was UikeD, and cannot be taken by 
Ibo Coaneil in referenoe to it. Indeed, the Council eanoot tako op 
a qaesttou of that kind in the -nay suggeated, for it wonld be uiira 
nVM to do so. (Hear, bear.) 

Mr. W'EBsTeH : I eousidor the qaeetiou of the Federatiou of tUo 
Empire to bo a much broader qneslion thnn tUat of tho liMcul policy 
of tii« Empire, and of tho qneetion whotbor a relom to differential 
dutiPH is advisable or not ; tlicrci are ntiiarrotis other points to be 
oouBidercdIurc]atiaDtothi<subject,tiucbiut,foriaBtance,dcreace,and 
assiBt«ne« to emigration. Therefore I tbink this important quertion 
must be rsTicved in a far broader spirit than a preiious speakor 
indicated . 

Major (iencral T^rma, C.B. : I am entirely liriih tho lairt tpeaker 

• in tbinktnft noUiiiig conUI bo moro satisfsj^tory than the whole 
-tenonr of tbo Report now before iis, and, with bim, I am tatisSad 
the Inalitntii ia. for iho presoat at alt orents, best working out ita 
excellent objects by tanning on the lines on whicb it has bitlicrto 
traTelled, and not allowing iUc)t to diverge ranch from tbem. It 
aaems to me no aKSociatiou ooutd have boon moro bnppy than tfaia 
our Boyal Colonial InstilQte. in the course of the last year in the 
cpeakcrs who addressed ait, iu tbo p«pCrs thoy gave us, and 
in tlio iiubjocts OD which they troatod. They emhracod Ibe ithole 
field of Lidia, tlie Colonics, and tho Mother Land, and ibey treated 
them in a epirit whlob must tend powerfully to the great md we 
have in view, vii., to knit all more and moro closely togetlier In a 
comnKin bond of iiuitcd Empiro and united action. (Cheers). 

Mr. ProvNuks. F.lt.G.B., &<. -. I beg to aak that it bo snggested 
to the Council to appoint a committee tooarry oat the motto ofoor 
(ilnte, tliat is to my, a " United Empire." As oua who has 
ired twenty-Svc years in the Colonies and the Kast. bosily 
■mployed in iho hnnnblor work of life, I can say from personal 
Iciiowli^dge that there is a strong feeling of sympathy amongst oar 
conntr^-men io far-off lauds with tho Old Country, and wbeu I heard 
of tliia InRtitnto and joined it, I lonlipd upon it rh on iniititatioa 
ilmt would 1« the most actire In promnttn? the interests of fchft 
■Colonies and the Empire, and I think that the dcTctopuient of the 
Institate leaves it open to us as a duty to nao oar beat ooergiea to

X oaa aesnri 
you tbat tltt; t»bonT, ao fiu- as it has been labour, baa been a Ubou 
of love. (Hear, lieftr.) ] h&re from the very first beliwod in tbi« 
LiKtitute, Mntl. above all, iu tiio piirpoii^a fur wbich it luui bMn 
called into existi!uce — ptirpoees wbiubbave canted it to become lo 
eminently euceessful. I was not one of tbe original mombers of 
this InKtitutQ wLeti it w&g founded, fur tbe vei-y good reaaoo tbtt 
I did nut happen at tbe time to be in England. Wli<>u I aamu 
htu^ I hoard of its formation from a very excoUeat coloaijit and * 
very old friend of mine, tbo late Ilr. Lctarmonth, who told me tfait 
tbo Colvuial Institute bad bcou formod ; and lie said to me, " Now, 
tliia is a thing yon ought to belong to," whereupon lie immadiately 
propo&i5tl »i« att a Follow, titid I was elected, I believe, at tho fint 
moetin^ at which Folluwo wcro elected, and my election was 
announced at tho very first meeting at which a paper was tted 
before th« Society. Thofie of \u who ri^iii^mber tbo Institute in 
its early days recolloct the email mcelingo which used to take plaee, 
and liow the flrat year or two it was in ft etate of Tety fecbk 
existeoee. In fact, some of tbe members thought it wns going \fl 
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fall to llie RToand, vaA I rememlier one of tlicm sayiug. " I ihiiilc I 
Bhftll ralire ; I don't tlitak it will «vor come U> HDjUiing.*' I mid 
to hiin, " Lflt ua alt stiolc to the Inttituta ; if t\\ the uemb^ra vlio 
siprfiseni belong \a it viU stick to it, it will oornn to sometlitng. 
and nipply r vory gmt want ; but if it bemme* oxtlnguiitlicd, it 
will Iwmiich mora difficult lo g«t ap snytliiitic of the kind again." 
We, however, kept together, nud tlio Inslilnta was palled throagh. 
I believe the kamoq why it vas pnllod throogh vas beomtso it 
adopted a ftrsat principte. In ibt first daya people did not know 
what line it wad going to toko, vhetticr it waa to be a sort of dub 
(M' a dilletanto social institntion. But the moment it took up the 
great principle of which wa have heard much to-day. bManto it 
ii HO nenr tha hearta of muiy of it« tnomltera — I moao the principle 
of mainlainini* the unity of the Hmptre — from that moment, wbao 
it boldly nsiled the nolonrn of rnitml Empire to its matit. it went 
ronronl — (cheers) — and it will ^o forward, and that is what irea 
nqolnd. If any society is goin" to Ao nnythin'^ gr»at. there ninsl 
be ■ome great principle at it* foundation, and this is the ptiuoipla 
vhioh has made the Institute ; and. I believe, the lastitate may b* 
instrtimcntal in farthering this gnwt object, tlio nni^ and i!on* 
federation of th« Empire. (Obmra.) Most thoroughly belivTing 
ta tlio Instituto, moat thoroughly b^liering in the great prineipln 
it baa adopted, I sball always look book, ovea if 1 were to live 1 1 
be n hnndrcd years old, with the graateat pleasure to wbatover 
Utttt part I haT« been able to take in the a^in of Uie Inatitnte 
from ita earliest days, and I sliall alwa>-8 renumber tha kindoeu of 
ita Followti in recognising wbatercr I have bc«n able todo. (Load 
and prolonpcti ohecr».)

Oonaidertng the important and infiiipotial position whieh this lBsti>j 
iul« now oocnpiM, tlie Imildintj in nhich we are at present looatalj 
ia not what it oitpfbt to b«. (Hear, hoar.) I think it would bcj 
itatisiactory to tlio Fellows to know that the nttrntiou of tlw 
Hoootaiy Offieerti of llie Institute has been, and will continue to bo, 
dir«flt«d towards this object, and that we should ondearour aa aooo 
as we «an to arrnngc for the erection aod occupatiou of a proptf 
aod mora nitablo building.

I )mva spent th« pMt Hvo or six 
wintert in Euglsiid, ftud during Ui&t limo I havo nttcoded many 
meoLiiigs of this exoeU«ut lustJtiit«, luid have come iolo freqnenL 
iDtoroottr.<ie with the *t>l(! kihI indcfntigabk Uoo. Saoretary of 
the Society, ^[r. Young. iHonr, lioar.) Therefore, I am in a 
ponLiou to beAT t«bti(Uoay to the very great abiUty, aad Bound 
judgment, the aniform tact and arbanity with which he baa dis- 
charged the dntiM devolving upon liiin. (Ii«ar, hear.) We are 
all airar« that Hi;) Jtoyal Hj;:hiii's» tlie Prince of Waleti, i\w 
Preadent, Hid Grace the Duke of Mancheetar, the Chairman, 
iifl veil as the members of the Cooneil and olhoerH, have mnui- 
fwted a dee)> iatoroat ia tbo affairs of tliiti Society — so tkcp ami 
vanu tiiut iu r«flulla are now foil in the remotcat corners uf Lhu 
earth, and ita intlucuce extended iu every direction.

At the present limo tb«r« ia no Iiint of a 
saspidon that thcirc is anything nron^ abont tho acoonuts, nod I 
thioh that thorDfora it la the proper time to ttikc mcaiun» tu pre* 
vent anything going vrong, by what I may call nn opon andit, that 
is, Kubtuiuiug thorn to tboM who are iuleroKlod iii iha aocdutilK, 
and who wish to «oc hon thin Socitty in going on. Tbo aoooiiuia 
read appear to have been pasted by tlut atuUtor t«n days ago, and 
tboy miifit liave been iu bis hands for fomo time befoie. Aoconl- 
utg to my experience, it is very unuaual for on auditor to mikc any 
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ftltfimtioiis in aacnnntn, nnd I thiok, therefore, tbo,r migl 
safely to the printer far tho i>roof8 to hQ sot up before tbc, 
nibiiutt«d to the auiitor. Tho priatiug voald mirely not ooet 
mnch. Bat if tlmro in any difficult; in tliat, I wonid sny, aX laut, 
tell as in tbe r^jinrt tho amoaut of the ttubscriptioos reeoind 
during tlic year, aod tlic tuoomo Crom otlior sourtos, and tiu> par- 
ticulars of oxpenditiirc 

Mr. Stbanuwayk : I am glud to Iiavfl one ^apport«r; irlieimvr 
I bring fom-nxd that mattoi I am goucnilly in the minority of oao 
— tkftt OQO bciDg myself. (L&ught«r.) There is Dot th« slijfbtwt 
difficulty ill doing Uies« things; they are dow in ef^rj otbtf 
Society, aad could bo horn if you likciL I haro beea Uiroagli tfat 
figtircs of tho Hoiiicty of Arte, n munli Inrg^T Soototy tlutn tbil, 
aud I fiiid t]in.t tho catire u«t cost to thnt Society of priatiug and 
oirctilatiug their Journal it nloat £100. I tliiuit if this could bo 
dou« here it would tend to pi'omotfi the intori^Rli) of tho Instttuto. 
I do uot object to provide a little moio for the officers of tbt 
loHtitutv to do. On lookiog througli the accouuta I liiid LLl' item 
rorpriiitiag£307 (is. Rd., another forprinting and diBtributiiij^papen 
£77 lH«i. lOd. ; thuH the cost of our Annuil Voluine of Proceedings 
and diHtributing it aad thu papers to the Fellows aiuouata to 
C865 9h. 4d. I b(>1iove if vid were to fitnt't & jonnio] of out own 
w« should havenodifScuUy whatever ia carrying it ou at do greater 
ooxt thttti that of the Society of Arts. The Society of Arta reooirs 
a CODsidorablt! otnannt for udvertiEementi, and no jouriml vronld 
be distributed over tlie Hurfnce of tint world more widely than odd 
issued by this Society, aud 1 think it ifi a matter wo may hope to 
8M oocompUshed id the enduing year. 1 cad only say I heartily 
join in the vote of thankii.

BCr. SnuKoWAf!) : I will be rMponsiblo foi my owu words uuL 
not anyciiio olse's. I niud that Mr. Yoiing would docidodly obj«et 
to give olfenoe to anyone, especially a " big " one. 

Mr. Yoinifi : I will not quibble about words, bat I can aanm 
hlni and Uio ine«ting that I sboald oa litUo thinlc of saying anj* 
thing that would ofTend a Amall person aaa " big " one. (Gboers.) 
I now wish to call the Btt«ation of the F*llow9 to & poiob of some 
in)|iortance. lly our constitution ve are preoluded from taking up 
what wa regard as Home or Par^jiolitioal matberH. (Hear, hear.) 
Vfe bavo roaod that it ii a very de)i«at« eubjoot to touch npou any 
'inmtioii that maj' invdve Party politics, and ii is for t}iat rca.san 
I always codeaTOor to snggOBi a policy that wonld At««r clear of 
infiiiigiDg that apMial rale. Although I am by tin moans one 
who for a motaont coajud«ni that we are not a political body iu 
Utc laiv<!3t senw of the terra, I fihoald prefer t» describe oarsalfea 
M botng momb«rB of a natioQiU inatitution. Th«ro are, I do 
not hesitato to my, some great nationnl queHtionx which we may 
{airly and readily lahe up when they come before an. On another 
point, wbich Mr. Btraogways bu rcfsmd to. I go with bim, bat 
not oiftctly iu liiR way. I know he aud other Follows havo sng- 
gostcd that we should have an atmnid ball ioBtcad of a couvcnu' 
zion*. I slioDld be very glad indood to b«« a good Colomol ball ; 
but if it is to bo got up I choiild like it to bo in addition to, and 
Dot in sabtttitntton for, the conTcnasionc. iHenr, hear.) It ia 
pouibloi if then are facilitiei for giving aneh an «at«rtaiDmeiit, 
that the winter part of tlio session might be the more appropriatts 
time for getting it np, (Hear, luwr.)

befoi-e long to be able to put before the Fellows somethiDg tkftt 
may enable ua to tnke ootivo i>racti<ial btcpei iu reference to h. 
(Hear, boar.) I am simply wiiiting for the Mum of our CbainiUB 
of Conacil, the Duke nf \rH,ncbcBter, in order .ipiecjalty to consult 
bim nn the subject. (Cboei's.) There is ouo Dtber |>oiiit Lbat Mr. 
John Sbuw Ima alluded to in coniLeetion vitb some obsrrv^tioni of 
Mr. BtraDj^nys on the Hubject of the accounts. I am so anxious 
that tlicy sbould be preeetitod to the FellovH iu the most complete 
form iu cvory way, and tlial they Kbuitld be ovt^rbauled io cvtry 
respect, that I should ilesirc tu offer Lvcry facility for their beimg 
in tbn liaiide of the Follows prcviotiu to uur Annual Meeting.

Uicy tukc piac*.- vncb mouth duiiiig tbc seision. I confess it is a 
groat iino8tion whether it wonld lo desirable to make any change, 
I am a member of tho Ijoeiety of AxIm, 1 ^et their weekly paper, 
but I know it does not fiud its way on to the sbelvett of my library 
in the samn way that onr annual volume doee. (dear, hear.) I want 
to have something that the Fellows will bo anxious to prenm. 
and I thiiik iu the form we now issue our volume it would be more 
likely to be proaervod tbnn if issued in a more ephemeral form. 
(Hear.) There are now I.TM copies in the hands of tho printer al 
oar annual volume for tliis year. Of course the expense is larife. 
bnt ID my opinion it is amply repaid by the good work it does as a 
record of our proceedings. With these few remarks on the gc-neni 
[ffOgTOH of the bidtituLe, allow me ouoe mote bcurtily to iWik yml 
for the compliment yon hav<? paid me.
